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Soficane Dendrobiums 


JOAN ZUPP 


I grow most of my softcane dendrobiums, 
nobile type, in a 52 per cent shadecloth 
house. This house is on a brick base, fully 
enclosed across the southern end and 
protected from the west by a wall about4 m 
away. Thus it takes full advantage of the 
northern aspect. 

They are grown on benches, and also 
hang in sunny positions. However, on 
reaching the flowering season I endeavour 
to hang them higher to gain more sun, and 
many plants are moved gradually to 
complete full open air and sunny surrounds 
until the buds are clearly visible. They are 
then moved to more shelter to protect the 
flowers. 

During the active growing period, once 
the new growths are well away, plenty of 
water and feeding is the programme. 
Alternate feeds of organic and nitrogen 
fertilizers, only applied after watering, are 
given until full development is evident, then 
feeding is tapered off to nil until the buds 
appear. From then on they only receive 
sufficient water to keep the bulbs plump. 

It is a good idea to spray during this 
resting period, especially for red spider. I 
give two sprays at weekly intervals. 

Repotting is delayed until the weather is 
really warm and fairly stable later in the 
summer. I have found from experience that 
repotting and dividing too soon after 
flowering can be disastrous because the 
new growths are very soft and suffer if heavy 
rain comes along. Caution is needed. 

Also, do not remove the keiki until second 
growth is evident. I have successfully 
planted single growths but its safer to wait. 

I have found that D. Sunburst ‘Tain’ is the 
only exception to the above mentioned 
culture because the temperature require- 
ment is different. The plant I have is 
growing in a sunny spot in an immediate 
house and appears to be succeeding. 

My potting medium is roughly half sieved 
cymbidium mix, with a quarter part of fir 
bark or pine bark, plus a quarter part of 
medium or less charcoal, and a small part of 


isolite. The mixture must settle to be 
reasonably firm. I use relatively small pots, 
according to size of plant and always 
provide extra drainage, 

I also sprinkle a small amount of Osma- 
cote on the pot at the new growth, but 
beware of letting any accidentally fall into 
new leads or directly on to new roots. 

Weather patterns have some consider 
able effect on flowering, and cold weather 
as the growths reach maturity before 
flowering is a must. 


If the plant is staked as the canes mature 
the flower presentation is much improved.

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ORCHIDS OF THE MISTY HIGHLANDS OF 
PAPUA NEW GUINEA

€xperiment conducted with the aid of a 

friend living on a coffee plantation at about 

The four sections of Dendrobiums which 
are considered so very desirable are Pedi- 
lonum, Calyptrochilus, Cuthbertsonia and 
Oxoglossum, and it is impossible to make a 
general recommendation for all of them, 
because not one section has the same set of 
rules for all plants. For instance: 

1. Pedilonum: My favourite, Dendrobium 
bracteosum Rchb, f. grows on the coast 
and up to700 m varying in size and colour 
intensity but not in the longevity of its 
flowers, about 5 to 6 months. Dendrobium 
dichaeoides Schitr. begins at about 1,000 
m and goes up to 2,000 m, others higher. 

2. Cuthbertsonia: The best known species 
in this section is the exquisitely beautiful, 
Carnival coloured Dendrobium sophro- 
nites Schltr. and it used to be common on 
the cliff faces on the Kaindi Road 
(Morobe) at about 2,000 m. That has gone 
now in the wake of a new power line, 
essential for development, but it still 
exists in untold thousands on the high- 
land ridges in most provinces, in the 
Misty moss-covered trees and ground at 
2,500-3,500 m. 

3. Calyptrochilus: This section of the 
Dendrobiums is, I think, the most con- 
fused as regards nomenclature. In fact, 


my favourite line in Schlechter is the 

heading of the last paragraph in his 

description of this section. He writes 

“Bastard der Sektian Calyptrochilus” and 

describes a new discovery made in June, 

1909 as: 

D. x intermedium Schltr. hybr. nov. 

D. lawesii x D. flammula Schltr. 

Emphasizing the literal English transla- 

tion of the ignoramus, I have found a good 

many of these “Bastard der Sektian 

Calyptrochilus” and though I know the 

meaning is natural hybrid, at the end of 
the days sorting in Calyptrochilus 
country. I always end up, glaring at them, 

knowing that I can’t write (in English) “a 

fair b.. .”, but confused as to what to call 

them. Schlechter lists 16 species, and 
many synonyms. The ones that confuse 
me most with their innumerable varia- 
tions are Dendrobium flammula, Den- 
drobium phlox and Dendrobium lawesii. 

This is the section I am working on — 

especially the “Bastard der Sektian’. 

4. Oxyglossum: Schlechter listed 26 species 
in this section and we know more have 
been found and described. I believe that I 
have found eight, possibly ten new species 
in the last seven years and so far I have no 
names on them. These orchids too, jump 
about the mountains like a flirtatious 
bird. I have found Dendrobium cyano- 
centrum Schltr. at 900 m going up Daulo 
Pass and again at 2,500 m in the 
mountains around Koroba. Dendrobium 
theionantham Schltr. is common at 1,200 
m in the inhospitable mountains near 
Garaina, and equally common at 2,500 m 
above Wabag. 

The most exciting discovery of the last two 
years has been Dendrobium laevifolium 
Stapf. in two new island locations, other 
than its original discovery on Rossel Island. 
Like so many other of our more desirable 
species, such as Dendrobium atroviolaceum, 
Dendrobium ‘engae’, Dendrobium johnso- 
nii, Dendrobium spectabile, etc., which so 
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many of our chair-sitting “experts” have 
stated are endangered species, they are safe 
in their thousands in the truly awe-inspir- 
ing, inaccessible habitats the good Lord 
settled them in. We studied them through 
our field glasses and rejoiced, that, until 
birds become orchid collectors, they are 
safe. And we have most of them in our 
flasks, all showing beautifully green and 
healthy — we keep our fingers crossed that 
none of them will develop mould or fungus 
infection. 

Growing conditions in nature vary with 
the same species even in the same locality. 
You can find Dendrobium phlox growing in 
the swamp and Dendrobium flammula at 
your feet at Woitape (2,000 metres) and again 
a few yards away clinging to a small 
rhododendron bush or pandanus. And it 
will go with you as you begin the climb up to 
Mt. Albert Edward, on cliff faces above the 
track and on all kinds of trees, on Pandanus, 
and on Cyathea. I have collected these in 
many forms and colour variations up to 
3,000 metres. 

We do have specimen trials going on in 
several localities from 1,500 to 3,000 metres 
and the most successful method has been to 
study nature’s methods and adapt because 
it has proved an impossibility to copy 
exactly. As with conventional methods, they 
will often flower madly for one or two years 
and then, in a space of weeks, the whole 
plant dies. The high altitude Oxyglossum 
dendrobiums usually grow on moss- 
covered trees or on moss-deep ridges. This 
produces two basic facts: one that the 
branch or the ridge are immovable, hard 
surfaces and that the moss is living and 
therefore absorbs the water, keeping the 
roots damp but not soggy. 

Another important factor is that for most 
of the year, the plants have daily precipita- 
tion and daily drying out. In the high 
mountains the temperature drops sharply, 
the winds are cutting and rain begins to fall 
in the late afternoon. Thick, damp mists roll 
down into the valleys, and when on patrol 
one tries to be back in camp with cooking 
fires and lamps going before dark. The rain 
may fall all night, or intermittently, and 
- continue in the morning. It takes the sun a 
few hours to break through the mists, but 
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when it does it is burning hot: I have had 
worse sunburn in the high mountains than 
on the coast. 

Although the plants may dry out, the moss 
keeps them cool, and the wet-dry pattern is 
repeated each day. In some areas a rainless, 
hot spell may occur, and the plants will stop 
flowering and the leaves and bulbs shrivel, 
but only temporarily. These mini-droughts 
seldom last more than two or three weeks, 
and both moss and plants revive and expand 
with magic-like rapidity. 

This also seems part of the survival pat- 
tern of these species: enforced rest, and 
then a mad rush of new growth. 

I have recommended several friends to try 
our methods and most have been success- 
ful. I prefer plastic to clay pots. We used a 
firm compost of broken brick and home- 
made charcoal. The plants are chosen to 
almost fill the pot: if several small ones, each 
is tied on to a sliver of tree fern and wedged 
in to the brick, just leaving each one 
breathing space. We topped our pots with 
living sphagnum moss, which, if misted a 
couple of times morning and evening, keeps 
on growing. Once a day, each plant is 
thoroughly watered, and we found that the 
morning watering produced the best 


results. 
One thing these lovely little gems will not 


stand is a hot stuffy glass house. They must 
have air circulation, and a fan is essential. 

Many of these high altitude orchids have 
very specialised ecological conditions: on 
the other hand, many of them which look so 


fragile and delicate, have constitutions like 
an ox and are as contrary as a woman 


supposed to be. One of the most cherished 
of these is Dendrobium laevifolium Staph. 
which we have now found in two new 
localities other than its previous known 
habitat on Rossel Island. In fact, so much 
has been discovered in the Islands of the 
Louisades, particularly Rossel, Sudest, 
Tugula and Misima, in our last two botanical 
patrols, that one lives with a constant heart- 
ache, that one may never cover the area 
completely and see all its lovely orchids at 
least just once. 

J. S. Womersley, former Chief Division of 
Botany, Lae, writing of the second discovery 
of Dendrobium laevifolium by Henty and 
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Slade in 1967, concluded his account by 
Saying that transportation was quite as diffi- 
Cult then as it was in the days of the old 
pearling and trading luggers. Today, ten 
years later, the situation has not improved, 
and has indeed, worsened if any change is 
recorded. Independent Papua New Guinea 
has even less time and money and person- 
nel to devote to pure research, and we still 
have to combine our patrols with the more 
Vital health, education and land surveys. I 
have been lucky to be invited to join two 
Mining surveys. 

We were checking on availability of Den- 
drobium atroviolaceum on Misima when 
We came upon Dendrobium laevifolium the 
first time. Wild statements by some of our 
armchair conservationists that Dendrobium 
atroviolaceum was nearing extinction, plus 
a hunch that kept worrying me, that there 
Could be new Latourea dendrobiums there, 
led me to form a small party and begin an 
orchid check. Eight days, two hundred and 
forty-one species later, the sight of thous- 
ands of “Dendrobium atroviolaceum grow- 
ing like grass’, to use the words of George 


Alphonso, and two completely new Latourea , 


Species brought us to the high peak of our 
Visit: dozens of plants of Dendrobium laevi- 
folium in full flower, growing on the 
branches and even slender twigs of small 
trees in a fairly densely forested gully run- 
ning down the side of a steep ridge. In fact, if 

had not been exhausted and collapsed in a 
heap after a vertical climb, I should have 
More sense than to attempt, I might not have 
Seen them, as our planned path should have 
taken us some distance away. The altitude 
Was 950 metres. 


The trees, shrubs and vines were dense, 
and mostly thick with moss and epiphytes, 
and the ground cover was equally lush with 
Moss, small creepers, ferns and begonias. 
On the day we were there, it had rained all 
Night and the air was wet and misty and the 
Clouds low lying. Whether this is typical or 
Not, I do not know, but climbing up and over 
the ridge and down the other side, the 
Conditions were not the same: hotter, dryer 
and a biting wind. 

Five hundred feet lower we were in the 
Midst of a veritable orchid jungle: beautiful 
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large plants of deep red and a soft cream 
Dendrobium bracteosum: the greenest of 
Dendrobium musciferum and of course, 
Dendrobium atroviolaceum. As we came 
down, we met the Vandaceous species: 
several Sarcanthus, dozens of Ascoglossum 
calopterum, Pomatocalpa and Vandopsis 
and Vanda hindsii, and a quite different 
Sarcochilus moorei. 


The second discovery on another island 
was made in just such another accident. A 
local lad saw me admiring a lovely little 
Hoya and said there was “plenty more” near 
the top of the ridge. I hadn't seen this one 
before (though others may have) so I 
decided to send my collectors up, while I 
listed the plants. They walked up the gully 
and again in the same aspect, near the top of 
the ridge, they found Dendrobium laevifo- 
lium, many of them growing on mossy 
rocks. The sight of this rosy pink flower gave 
me new energy, and I staggered up after the 
men. 


Generally speaking the conditions were 
similar, many plants in a comparatively small 
area, but the atmosphere seemed drier, 
though I would imagine in misty cloud 
cover at night, as the tops of these islands 
usually are. The interesting point about the 
growing method is that many of the plants 
were situated with their roots running 
down into hair-wide cracks in the rocks. The 
altitude was about 600 metres, lower than 
the first lot. 


As with the plants on Rossel Island, if not 
in flower, I should have passed them by, 
because the leaves, growing among the 
moss, look like so many other small dendro- 
biums, especially if one sees only part of one 
leaf. We made some specimens and left 
them there. Undoubtedly, botanists and 
mining engineers, land valuers and so on 
will find them again. Hopefully, by that 
time, our seedlings will be sturdily growing 
on into adult plants. The question is: Will 
these little prima donnas adapt to green- 
house culture?

HOUSING OF ORCHIDS 


JIM NEAL 


My aim is to describe glasshouse condi- 
tions and construction, that will enable you 
to grow to an optimum standard. So that you 
can grow tropical and sub-tropical orchids 
together in the one house, not just one or 
two different genera, but quite a few differ- 
ent genera. In time you will pick the particular 
genera that your prefer, and you will design 
your house to suit that particular genera. 
There are several different types of glass- 
houses. 

There are three types, number one is the 
conventional “gable” type glasshouse. It is 
tried and true, and also very satisfactory. I 
have had two glasshouses myself, of that 
design, with various modifications, and 
have no criticisms. 

There is, however, one important thing 
that you have to watch, and that is the ridge 
of the glasshouse runs in a north-south 
direction. If you run that type of glasshouse 
in an east-west, you have certain light 
transmission problems down through the 
side of the roof, that’s away from the sun, it 
tends to reflect the light, and light is a very 
important factor. Number two glasshouse is 
a “skillion’” design, and this glasshouse, 
unlike the first, must run in an east-west 
direction. 

The number two glasshouse, I find, will 
accommodate more orchids than any other 
design, for the simple reason that on the tall 
wall which is the south wall of the glasshouse, 
that wall faces north, so you can put orchids 
on that wall. Now, if you put A.R.C. mesh on 
the wall, you can accommodate almost as 
many orchids on the wall, as you can on the 
benches, and it is everybody’s aim, to 
accommodate as many orchids as they can. I 
know that all of my glasshouses have been 
overcrowded, and I am always looking to 
hang plants somewhere else. 

Glasshouse number three — we are starting 
to see a lot more plastic houses. On most the 
plastic is loose, they don’t have proper 
doors, and they are not obviously intended 
to operate as a conditioned glasshouse, but 
operate as a conditioned glasshouse they

can. Itis the cheapest by far structure. There 
are proprietary lines of them available. I 
have just had two built at a nursery which I 
now have an interest in at Terry Hills. These 
were glasshouses 20 m x 4.25 m (65’ x 14’) 
which isn’t the perfect width. The cost of 
them was $750.00. That is only covering it 
with plastic. It is another $700.00 odd, to 
cover it with fibreglass. There you have a 
glasshouse which was in this case not just 
2.14 m (7’) high, but we had the height 
increased to 2.7 m (9’). I think between 2.4 m 
and 2.7 m (8’ and 9’) is the minimum height 
for a glasshouse. I think it is the maximum 
height too. 

In covering this dome glasshouse with 
fibreglass, obviously the fibreglass won’t 
bend around that way, it will split, so we put 
the fibreglass running lengthways. Which 
means that you can build on a slope, which 
is handy because there are very few pieces 
of ground that are dead level. In fact you 
could build both types, two and three, on 
quite a steep site. Number one doesn’t really 
suit a steep site. 

You will know the effects that a plastic bag 
has on starting a backcut or pseudobulb. For 
the purpose of this article I will coin the 
phrase the plastic bag experiment. I look 
upon my glasshouses as being a plastic bag, 
quite simply to conserve energy, and 
humidity, because we are looking for tropical 
effects. 

I like to line the glasshouse with poly- 
thene. I don’t just mean a simple polythene, 
I mean a U.V.-treated polythene, that is 
manufactured by ICI or Union Carbide. I 
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have a slight preference for that which is 
Manufactured by ICI. It is slightly thicker, 
and the U.V. treatment seems to be better. 
Now this gives you a skin or an air pocket 
between the glasshouse structure and the 
Inside of your glasshouse. And everybody 
knows that a pocket of air will act as a good 
Insulator, 
_ So here we have described three designs, 
Just going back to number three, the manu- 
facturers of this design provide the house 
with a plastic skin, andit is unbroken. In any 
of the other types of houses, you have breaks 
at the angles, in the outside structure that is, 
and it is reasonably difficult to get a perfect 
seal, so I think the dome house, again is 
cheaper to build, and also you can more 
perfectly seal it. Now what we have is a 
Plastic bag, and the temperature inside it 
will probably go up to about 160 deg. F to 170 
€g. F, which is most unpleasant for you and 
the plants. 

We have seen photographs of evaporative 
Coolers, and it is my contention that to 
Provide a sub-tropical or a tropical atmosphere 
M your glasshouse, and provide sufficient 
light itis virtually impossible to doit without 
an adequate evaporative cooler. All of the 
Slasshouses that I have built in the last two 
years, and I have built seven of them, in 
different places, because I move around 
More than I care to, have had evaporative 
Coolers. 

_ Itis very hard to get from the manufacturers, 
Information on how to size evaporative 
Coolers for your glasshouse. Generally 
orchids will not grow over 90 deg. - 92 deg. F 
at which temperature they become subject 
to what is known as plant stress, and just as 
Surely as when the plant gets too cold it 

€comes stressed, so too if it gets too hot it 

€comes stressed. So with the introduction 
Of an evaporative cooler you are able to 
Control the top side of the temperature 
Tange. 

x think the controls needed are simply that 
ofa thermostat, and I usually set mine to 85 
deg. F. 

Work out the cubic capacity of your glass- 
Ouse. Say it has a capacity of 5,000 cubic 
et, well most of the evaporative cooler 

Manufacturers have got a model that will 
accommodate 5,000 cubic feet per minute. 
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Then you would have to order a cooler that 
will deliver 5,000 cubic feet per minute. 
That will effectively give you one air change 
per minute. Which will allow you, in Sydney, 
to maintain quite effectively 85 deg. F or 90 
deg. F maximum temperature. The cost — 
well if you have a glasshouse full of struggling 
plants, I’d suggest you take half of them out. 
Buy yourself an evaporative cooler, and the 
plants you have left will grow twice as 
quickly. 

You have to install the evaporative cooler 
in the top part of the glasshouse. Now 
whether you actually mount the cooler there, 
or have it on the ground and ducted up to it 
doesn’t matter. The air has to blow in at that 
part of the house. Now the evaporative 
cooler manufacturers say you have to have a 
fan at the other end to suck the air out, 
otherwise you build up a tremendous 
pressure. I haven’t found this to be so, in 
fact, if your house isn’t plastic-lined you 
most definitely won’t need any form of 
exhaust. If your house is lined then it is very 
handy at the other end to have a door that 
will open just a few inches and allow the 
pressure out, otherwise the back pressure 
might stop the cooler delivering the maxi- 
mum flow. 

Also if it is mounted at the top, it doesn’t 
blow your plants to bits. It delivers a small 
amount of air at the plant level, which 
would just allow the spike to move around 
ever so gently, as if itis waving in the breeze, 
now thatis what happens in the forest areas. 
So I have told you I think that evaporative 
coolers are very important. They deliver 
fresh air, which is necessary to the plants, 
they deliver clean air, which is also necessary 
to the plant, because an evaporative cooler 
has a washing effect on the air, so it will cut 
down the pollution that goes into your glass- 
house, if you are in a polluted environment. 

I will just mention for your own informa- 
tion, I have found three manufacturers of 
evaporative coolers in Sydney. They are 
Bonaire, Braemar and Crockford and Robin- 
son. All you need to do by way of installation, 
is to connect it to your water supply, and 
they don’t use very much water. 

Heating is another subject that has been 
thrashed around and around, but let me tell 
you of my experience. With my first heated 
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glasshouse, I went to great expense, and 
brought a propane burner that was capable 
of delivering 90,000 B.T.U.’s. It was a glass- 
house about 15 m x 9 m (50’ x 30’) and this 
worked very well. It cost me about $15.00 
per week. I didn’t have the glasshouse plastic 
lined, and I could set any temperature I 
wanted to. Then suddenly we had this 
energy crisis and the price of everything 
started to go up, and our local gas company 
brought gas lines out to my glasshouse and 
they wouldn’t deliver me the propane any- 
more, they said that I had to use town gas, 
and that they would for free of charge 
convert my propane heater to gas, which 
they did, and all the phalaenopsis blooms 
went and looked silly, the plants grew well 
but I couldn’t flower anything. 

I found out after a while that the gas, 
although it was natural gas, had ethylene in 
it, and a few other things that flowers didn’t 
like. About that time I moved, and the next 
house I built was the type two glasshouse. 
So I moved that same heater and flued it, 
and it worked very well. But it cost me about 
$200.00 a quarter to run. 

The next glasshouse I built, which was 
further down in the yard, I tried electricity. 
So I put in electric hot water. 


Into a glasshouse 7.2 m x 4.1 m (24’ x 14’) 
which was built of fibreglass I installed 9.6 
Kw of electric heating into a hot water tank 
and this circulated around by means of 
copper pipe. The interesting effect here was 
I got heat at about 55 deg. F on a night that 
ambient temperature went down to 38-40 
deg. F. Now that wasn’t hot enough for what 
I wanted. I wanted to be able to set whatever 
temperature I wanted, and at least 65 deg. F. 
So then I lined the house with plastic, and 
with the same equipment I managed to get 
another 12-13 deg. F temperature. Mind you, 
I had an evaporative cooler, so that there 
was plenty of ventilation provided. But I 
still wasn’t happy with it because the running 
of the 9.6 Kw was quite expensive, and also 
there were times when I couldn’t get heat as 
quickly as I wanted. Heating water takes a 
long time. Especially 100 gallons. SoI wasn’t 
getting instant response to the control, so 
sometimes the temperature would drop, 
even though the equipment had the potential 
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to bring the temperature up, it wasn’t doing 
it quickly enough, so I sold all that, and I 
brought a 6 Kw electric fan heater from 
G.E.C. I mounted it, as they said on the roof, 
and what happened was I had quite a 
measurable temperature difference 4’ from 
the floor, below 4’ and above 4’ there was a 
temperature difference of about six degrees, 
and of course all my plants were down there 
and they were too cold, and try as I might I 
couldn’t get them any hotter. So I took the 
fan from up in the roof and put it down 
under the bench, and that 6 kW fan adequately 
serviced the 7.2 m x 4.1 m (24’ x 14’) glasshouse, 
and being 6 kW costs only about two-thirds 
as much as 9 kW heating the water. 


Now the point is that an electric heater is 
100 percent efficient. There is nothing going 
to waste. For a glasshouse that’s lined with 
polythene, and the outside structure of 
fibreglass that comes out at 1 Kw per 50 
square feet of glasshouse provided you have 
a glasshouse not taller than about 2.7 m (9’). 
The higher your glasshouse the more heat 
you have to put in. But. if you make your 
glasshouse too high you will never get your 
plants hot down low, unless you have 
tremendous force with your fans to keep the 
heat down. SoI think that 2.4 m to 2.7 m (8’-9’) 
is an optimum height for this tropical type of 
atmosphere that I am talking about. 

I haven't worked out the running cost per 
square foot but my bill halved in relation to 
the gas and the hot water. The hot water and 
the gas were roughly the same, but with this 
fan, heating quickly, it brought the tempera- 
ture up in about four to five minutes. 

Question asked on whether a double- 
skinned glasshouse (plastic) does or doesn’t 
suit orchids? 

I would say it would suit orchids, provided 
the air in itis treated properly, and provided 
it is not just a little 2 m (7’) high job, that you 
have a bit of height say 2.7 m (9’). | would say 
it would definitely grow your orchids very 
well. 

Question. Is there any difference in 
humidity between hot water pipes and the 
fan? 

Yes. A glasshouse at night especially a hot- 
heated tropical or sub-tropical glasshouse 
tends to get too humid. You get this cycle of 
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air running through the glasshouse so that 
pretty well in the night all the air would go 
through that fan a few times. It dries the aira 
little bit. If you just have hot water pipes 


the air that comes in contact with those: 


Pipes may dry a little. I like the air to be dry 
at night, you will know the harmful effects 
of moisture forming on your plants at night, 
and the electric heater does have this drying 
effect on the air. Even though my hydrometer 
reads 90 per cent at night it probably would 
read 96 per cent with the piped water. I 
would definitely say that the humidity is 
slightly reduced, the air circulation is in- 
creased and the all-around effect of the 
electric heater is quite desirable in that 
respect, in fact I would choose it even if it 
Cost more. 

Question asked on Solar Heating. 

The capital cost would be far in excess, 
and if your fuel bills are worrying you to that 
degree, then you could look at it, but again 
you don’t have that instant control which I 
like in a glasshouse. 

When you walk into a glasshouse, you 
Must have the feeling that it is a joy. If you 
Walk in and it is glarey, you have too much 
Sun. Very few plants would like that amount 
of sun. If it smells bad, you probably have 
Some water hanging around and there is 
fungus growing, and all sorts of things, if it 
Smells nice, you can smell that humidity — 
In fact after a while when you have been ina 
few glasshouses, you could walk in blind- 
fold and say that that glasshouse is working, 

€Cause you can smell, you can feel that the 
€nvironment you've created is like that 
Atherton Tablelands area, at least it is for 
Most of the time. 

When you are designing the width of your 
glasshouse, keep in mind how you are going 
‘o put your plants in there. If you are 
building a dome house they can build them 
to 5.2 m to 5.5 m (17-18’) without too much 
‘rouble, at 6 m (20’) they are starting to have 
Problems, and that gives you an easily 
Teachable bench surface area, keep them 
about 90 cm (3’) up, and you can hang a few 
Of the more shade-loving plants lower than 
your bench, off the bench but below it. But 

© very careful if you are growing plants ona 
bench, especially where spike habit is 
important, be very careful that you don’t 
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hang too many plants up above them, be- 
cause this will have an adverse effect on 
those plants. You'll get shaded areas, they’ 
won't be getting the maximum sunlight that 
they should be. But if you do hang them up, 
then hang them up in the same direction 
that the ridge is running, north-south. So 
that at least the sun as it goes over that 
hanging pot, throws light on the plants 
underneath it. If you run them the other 
way, then you get a band of shadow running 
across, and you will get problems. I hope 
this article has served to increase your 
desire, to improve a most important com- 
modity for your plants, and that is the air in 
your glasshouse.

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IT’S A DISEASE 
M. BLACK in the Warrigal O.S. Bulletin 


I’m sorry, in a way, that lever got into this. 
It’s a bit like a spreading rash. It is essentially 
a hobby that gives pleasure but it does tend 
to get out of hand. 

Twenty-five or thirty years ago, I tried a 
few cymbidiums but the total available 
accommodation was a “glasshouse” four 
feet by three feet x three feet, hanging on a 
fence. Naturally, the first year’s growth 
pushed the roof off, so I went into recess, 
hoping for the time when I could provide 
adequate quarters for, say, 10 or 12 nice pots. 

Eventually, when I moved to Doncaster 
five years ago, with a bit of space and lots of 
time, I tried again and threw together a bush 
house geared to my, then, requirements. 

I acquired a few back bulbs and installed 
them proudly in this immense 10 x 8 luxury 
apartment. Honest to goodness, they were 
lost in it as far as the eye could reach, there 
were near empty shelves, peopled by these 
Humpty-Dumpty things in pots. Surveying 
the wide open spaces, I thought to myself — 
not only that, I said to my wife — “I’m going 
to have a magnificent display here in no 
time’. 

The back bulbs grew nicely, and when 
mum asked me to accommodate a few of her 
surplus African Violets, the odd Philoden- 
dron, a couple of Aralias and Traviscas, 
there was no problem, the place was start- 
ing to look nice and populated. It looked so 
promising, in fact, that I got a few Dendrobes 
to decorate the upper air section. 

Then mum foisted off on me a couple of 
hanging baskets of Zygocactus and a pot or 
two of begonia that had got too big for the 
loungeroom. Marvellous! Now a few more 
cymbidiums and throw in a couple of cattleyas 
for the challenge angle. Also, I’m about this 
time getting a rather inflated opinion of my 
degree of knowledge, so catts will be no 
bother! 

After a couple of years, what with potting 
on, dividing and acquiring, things were sort 
of filling up, so out goes the majority of the 
African Violets into the tool shed, where 
they promptly died, causing something of a 
rift in the family. The Ivy canariensis on the 
weather side was doing a great job of break- 
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ing the worst of the summer sun, but was 
inclined to be getting a bit leggy, so I chipped 
it back to reasonable limits. If you ever are 
misguided enough to plant Ivy canariensis 
anywhere except in your neighbour's back- 
yard — DON’T PRUNE IT!! Every cut pro- 
duced 20 side shoots, laterals to the more 
erudite among us, and they raced across the 
roof, they came in through previously 
unknown crevasses in the structure, they 
came in everywhere. Up to now, I haven’t 
done anything precipitate, like cutting it off 
at ground level and feeding the stump with 
battery acid, but who knows what the future 
holds? 

Well, the cymbids got into 10 inch pots, 
and the place was looking like a tropical 
jungle, everything reaching up and up, com- 
peting for a bit of the remaining available 
light. 

But this is still, after all, a pleasurable 
hobby, even though my original dozen back 
bulbs is now 100 pots of nearly every genera 
it is possible to grow cold, but while con- 
ditions dictate that more space is essential, I 
don’t want to encroach on the lawn with 
another glasshouse. After all, I like lawns 
and they only have to be mowed every week 
or so, or whenever the dog gets lost in the 
grass, so I threw a couple of yards of shade- 
cloth over the barbecue area, and put the 
cymbids out there. That was early last year, 
and as everyone knows, this year every bulb 
has two spikes and you can’t leave them 
outside to be frost-bitten and blown into the 
next street by Winter gales. I had this prob- 
lem of what to do for the best, when mum 
decided the house was now too big for us 
since the family had grown up, and we 
bought another house, in the backyard of 
which I am building a 20 x 10 glasshouse and 
adjoining 20 x 10 shade-house. When that 
accommodation is full, I solemnly promise 
that I will assert myself and resist any 
further urge to acquire more and better 
orchids. I may have to seek professional 
treatment for Orchid Disease, if I am not 
found one day lying lifeless among the 
laelias and lycastes.

Rossioglossum grande 
(Schltr.) Garay and Kennedy 


GERALD McCRAITH 


This Mexican species is much better known as 
Odontoglossum grande and is well known by most 
orchid growers for its large and spectacular floral 
display. 

R. grande is generally listed among those orchids 

at are suitable for new enthusiasts to begin an orchid 
Collection because of its easy and regular habits. At the 
Same time, it is not unusual to hear growers who have 
difficulty in flowering this tough Mexican species. 

When all else fails, it is always a good idea to go back 
to the fundamentals of the growth pattern of this 
orchid, and from this study, the requirements of the 
plant should be appreciated. 

In our part of the world, October to April is the period 
of growth and flowering, while May to September is a 
Period of rest for this plant. During this period a good 
Watering once a month should be sufficient and at the 
Same time, the plant should be provided with a reason- 
able amount of light. The plant should not be allowed 
to dry out for any extended periods when the bulbs will 
show signs of shrivelling. NO fertilizer should be used 

uring this period. 

New growths will begin to show during October- 
November, when the watering can be increased gradu- 
ally when these growths show, repotting may take 
Place at this time if it is required. When the new 
en Owths are about 7.5 cm high, a new root system is in 

© process of development, when a little fertilizer may 

© used to advantage. As these new growths develop to 
a height of 15 cm, the flower spike should come along 
with the developing new growths which is usually 
about mid-summer. Watering should not be neglected 
at this period and at the end of summer, the bulb will 
pave developed together with its beautiful floral display. 

on the bulb will be fully developed with the rooting 
System still active but watering should begin to be 
€ased gradually for the winter resting season. 

Although the rooting system is quite strong, a good 
pen potting medium is essential. This can be made up 
rn €qual parts of medium bark and charcoal, with a 
tittle fern fibre and sphagnum moss spread through the 
mix. This Mexican species is fairly accommodating and 


Dendrobium williamsianum 
A White-flowered variety 


In 1977, some white-flowered plants of D. william- 
sianum Rchb. f. were noticed in the Brown River area, 
near Port Moresby, Central Province, P.N.G. A plant 
was collected, and flowered again in cultivation in 
January, 1978. A botanical specimen was made at this 
stage, and careful observations of the plant were 
recorded. 

Typical D. williamsianum, as described by Reichen- 
bach from the first living flower he saw (Gard. Chron. 
7.8.1886, p. 199), had the petals “light nankin” washed 
with purple, and the lip purple. The colour varies 
somewhat between plants, particularly on the petals; 
the lip is usually darkish purple. The young leaves of 
typical plants have purplish streaks in the sheath, and 
along the margins and midrib of the blade. The in- 
florescence axes and pedicels are also purple-tinged. 

In the white-flowered variety, the pseudobulb is 
yellowish with a tinge of green, and the leaves very pale 
green with no hint of any purplish colouration. The 
inflorescence-rachis is pale green and the pedicel 
greenish-white, green at the apex. The flower is pure 
white with a patch of green on the keel.

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ACHIEVING UNIFORMITY IN 
NOMENCLATURE 


The management committee of the 
Orchid Society of N.S.W. has appointed a 
Sub-committee on nomenclature. This sub- 
Committee has primarily an educational 
Tole but will also investigate changes in 
Classification and make appropriate reconr 
mendations to the management committee. 
_ Since 1969 a Handbook has existed which 
Is designed to stabilise nomenclature for the 
orchid grower but with latitude for orderly 
Change where necessary. This handbook 
Conforms to International Botanical Codes 
with minor variations aimed at simplifying 
hybrid registration. 

A second edition of the Handbook on 
Orchid Nomenclature and Registra- 
tion was published in 1976. 

Publication of this Handbook arose from 
the establishment, at the Second World 
Orchid Conference held during 1957 in 
Hawaii, of the International Orchid 
Commission on Classification, 
Nomenclature, and Registration. The 
International Orchid Commission works 
through three sub-committees, one on clas- 
sification, one on nomenclature, and one on 
registration. The latter is linked to the Royal 
Horticultural Society as International Regis- 
tering Authority. 

Past and present members of the Inter 
National Orchid Commission include the 
€ading botanical specialists on orchids, Dr. 
Garay and Dr. Sweet, the leading orchidists 
Mr. Robert Scully, Mr. Gordon Dillon, Mr. 
Goodale Moir, Mr. Oscar Kirsch, all of U.S.A., 
and Mr. J. Greatwood, Mr. J. Gilmour, and 
Mr. P. Hunt, of England. 

Thus a carefully researched guide to a 
Stable nomenclature for non-botanical 
orchid growers is available. It incorporates 
Machinery to enable logical changes. 

Orchid growers, nurserymen, writers, 
and even judges generally record orchid 
Names without recourse to either of the two 

tanical codes, namely, The International 
Code of Botanical Nomenclature and 
The International Code of Nomencla- 
ture of Cultivated Plants. Thus variations 
n the way names are written occur in much 


the same way as would happen if we had 
not established a standard spelling for our 
everyday language. 

Most orchid growers feel perplexed by the 
laissez-faire written nomenclature which 
has prevailed. Some novice growers are 
irritated by latinised names but eventually 
come to realise that there is no practical 
alternative. In fact a mature grower be- 
comes quite proud of speaking these names 
but unfortunately most receive no guidance 
on writing them correctly, Frequently the 
growers only models are the leading orchid 
journals. 

Consequently incorrectly written names 
are frequently seen on plant labels, in 
society bulletins, and even in nursery adver- 
tisements and catalogues. 


EDUCATION A NECESSITY 


The time is therefore opportune for a 
positive leadership programme on nomer- 
clature. Accordingly the Management Conr 
mittee of the Orchid Society of N.S.W. has 
formed a Sub-Committee on Nomenclature 
under the chairmanship of the Registrar, 
Mr. Les Peaty, with Mr. Bill Smoothey repre- 
senting the International Orchid Commis- 
sion, and botanically-experienced personnel 
Messrs. Wal Upton, Bob Miller, A. B. Porter 
and Ron Kerr, as members. ‘

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IN SEARCH OF CYMBIDIUM 
OPTIMUMS 


Part IV 
ALVIN BRYANT 


_The rules for Cymbidium growing are 
Simplicity itself; fifty to seventy per cent 
sunlight for as long as possible each day, 
gentle air movement, plants to be kept 
moist but not wet and use of a commercial 
fertilizer according to instructions. 

Why shouldn't it all be simple? The magic 

of plant growth lies in water, fresh air and 
sunshine for from this it makes its bulk food 
Supply, carbohydrate. 
_ The aim of a dedicated Cymbidium grower 
1S more than good growing; it is optimal 
8ToWing and flowering. For this it is neces- 
Sary to have both understanding of how a 
Plant functions and measurements of just 
what it takes from or gives back to its 
environment. 

While a substantial body of knowledge 
has built up over the years and good results 
Can be obtained, the matter of optimums in 
Plant health and flowering, from the pre- 
vious articles, was seen to be something 
which cannot be achieved until more re- 
Search is done onto the ways in which a 
Plant keeps itself healthy and (2) the time of 
flower initiation. With plant growth how- 
€ver there has been intensive research, par- 
Ucularly in the area of fertiliser application 
and growers who are diligent in this area 
Usually see the result of their efforts. 

It would be true to state that everyone 
who has grown Cymbidiums has had the 
€xperience of a badly-flowered plant. When 
this happens there is invariably a checking 
Out of procedures to see why it happened. I 
have observed that growers tend to develop 
loose thinking over time and as a result the 
Process of righting the wrong may be re- 
tarded. The most common example of this is 
m relation to fertilising where it is almost 
Universal for growers to refer to having “fed” 

€ir plants with everyone knowing they are 
referring to the fertilizing of them. The 
dangers of this type of thinking are obvious 
when one is reminded that the bulk plant 


food is carbohydrate with fertilizing a minute 
but essential adjunct. Having fallen into this 
type of trap myself I made the resolve to 
tidy up my thinking and keeping in mind the 
fact that I forget things with the passage of 
time I looked for a central theme about 
which everything else rotated. It came out 
as follows. 

If plant carbohydrate formation and re- 
spiration are taken as the focal point then it 
can be shown that they determine glass- 
house design, watering system designs, pot- 
ting mixtures, fertilizing levels, flowering 
requirements, temperature requirements 
and humidity concepts. In fact carbo- 
hydrate formation and respiration can be 
further condensed to one word “energy” but 
this may defeat our purpose of having a 
quick reference springboard. 

Carbohydrate, the bulk plant food, is 
manufactured from carbon dioxide taken 
from the atmosphere and hydrogen taken - 
from the water brought up by the root 
system. The sun’s energy is required to carry 
out the chemical changes required to break 
water into its constituent hydrogen and 
oxygen and then to combine the carbon 
dioxide with the hydrogen to form the carbo- 
hydrate. 

This energy may also be thought of as 
being stored in the carbohydrate, for when 
the carbohydrate is broken down in the 
respiration process, energy is released to 
enable the plant to carry out its functions. 
Carbohydrate formation in being dependent 
upon the sun’s energy can only occur in the 
daytime. As a result, the aim of any grower 
should be to see that plants are in light for 
the longest possible time each day. 

Respiration, which involves the breaking 
down of the carbohydrate occurs both day 
and night and its rate is temperature-related. 
The higher the temperature the higher the 
rate of respiration. In order that respiration 
can occur in the night time it is obvious that

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the plant must accumulate sufficient carbo- 

ydrate reserves in the daytime to carry it 
through the night. The significance of this 
Can be seen when growers heat their flower 
Crops to bring them in early. If the night 
temperatures are too high then the carbo- 
hydrate reserves are used up and the result- 
ant flowers are small and soft. Experience in 
the Sydney region shows a night tempera- 
ture of 52 deg. F to be excellent. This is 
Conditional however to there being long 
Sunny days. 

Now, in the process of carbohydrate for- 
Mation the plant takes in carbon dioxide 
and gives off oxygen. In the process of 
respiration however the plant does the 
reverse; it takes in oxygen and gives off 
Carbon dioxide. In the daytime the plant 
uses much more carbon dioxide than it 
Teleases and if plants are too close together 
without adequate air movement then the 
Carbon dioxide level drops rapidly. Gentle 
air movement then is essential in the 

aytime. 

Cymbidiums have evolved under con- 
ditions of partial shade. As a result optimal 
light levels occur at less than full light 
Intensity. Various reference sources seem to 
disagree on what they might be with ranges 
Slven between 1,250 foot candles and 4,500 

Oot candles. It would seem important how- 
€ver that the first light in the morning be as 
Strong as possible to start off the process of 
Carbohydrate formation, as it is of much less 
Intensity than midday sunlight. 

Glasshouse design is dependent upon the 

Pe and number of plants to be housed, 
With sunlight and airflow considerations 

termined by requirements for efficient 
Carbohydrate formation and the extent of 
temperature control the result of known 
requirements for respiration rates. Cym- 

idlums in general do not open into flower 
at temperatures continuing below 50 deg. F 
and suffer flower damage at temperatures 
Much over 75 deg. F. 

Once a glasshouse is operational it has in 
effect set the level of carbohydrate efficiency 
automatically for a long period of time. Part 
Ol this design will also include the watering 
System which at this stage will be deemed to 

© efficient. The one variable which has to 

© watched is that of plant spacing. Unless 


SY/ 


plants are spaced properly to allow adequate 
sunlight and air movement the glasshouse 
design is rendered ineffective. A simple rule 
evolved over time is to allow a pot space 
between two pots. In an earlier article it was 
put forward that adequate sunlight and air 
movement are both growth and health re- 
quirements in that it was desirable to have a 
plant’s surface dry between each watering. 
Plants too close together have always been 
and always will be the most common form 
of cultural suicide. 

Fertilizer can be thought of as the fine 
tuning to the plant food programme. For 
each million parts of water passing through 
the plant the maximum number of parts per 
million of fertilizer is about six hundred. I 
think most growers have seen the response 
to fertilizer and tried to do better by increas- 
ing the amount only to see resultant damage 
occur. Shrivelling and black leaf tips are the 
classical symptons and with small seedlings, 
swift death. 

There has been intensive research on 
fertilizer application and the information 
about it is readily available in other publica- 
tions. At this stage I feel it is impossible to 
say much until it can be linked to the time of 
flower initiation. One thing is certain; there 
can be no workout on optimum growth and 
flowering until research has been done to 
determine flower initiation times and the 
significance of the nutrient levels at this

Last September a group of Darwin orchid 
8rowers attended the 50th Anniversary of 
the Orchid Society of South East Asia, The 
puniversary celebrations commenced with 

€ orchid show, and was followed by atwo- 
day Symposium on Orchidology. 

The Golden Anniversary Show featured 
Magnificent plants and cut flowers from 
Singapore, Malaysia, Japan, the Philippines, 
Indonesia, New Guinea, and some from 
Australia, filling the enormous National 
Stadium to capacity. 

Numerous landscaped entries came from 
the Singapore nurseries and the mass of 
Orchids and colourful foliage plants was 
beautiful to behold. 

Vandaceous blooms in all colours, the 
8reat variety in dendrobiums, the leavening 
of other genera including specimen plants 
of Oncidium Goldiana ‘Golden Shower’, all 
Shining out against the beauty of tropical 
Oliage plants, waterfalls, fountains, delightful 
little artificial streams and pools, brilliantly 
Clean white marble chips and interesting 
Tocks, 

The vandaceous alliance, vandas, arandas, 
thynchostylis, ascocentrums, and_ their 

ybrids bore enormous spikes of flowers in 
Stunning colours: brilliant blues, vibrant 
feds, sunny yellows, whites, pinks and 
8reens, and all the colours in between. 

In particular the genus Aranda seemed to 
Produce more of the unusual colours, 

Dendrobiums were well represented in 
Colours from greens through gold to purple, 
and almost navy blue, There were tiny D. 
Canaliculatum crosses, Ceratobium types 

Om New Guinea, many from the Phalae- 
nanthe section, and all the hybrids in 
between, 

_Oncidiums obviously do well in Singapore 
ace they were present in great variety. 
Guesbore is the “home?” of the grex they call 

ncidium Golden Shower from a very 
Successful crossing of O. flexuosum and O. 
Sphacelatum made there in the late thirties. 

Owever, the war prevented its registration 
under this name and it was registered, by 


Mr. F, C, Atherton of Hawaii, as O. Goldiana 
in 1940. 

The genus Phalaenopsis was sparsely re- 
presented since this was not the best time of 
the year for them, but those that were there 
were very beautiful. Especially P. violacea, 
owned by Miss Tan Tiang, which stole the 
Show and was acclaimed Best Species. The 
leaves were huge and there were a dozen 
blooms on five spikes. 

Beautiful yellows were evident in: the 
Spathoglottis section. Virtually the only 
hybridising within this genus has taken 
place in Singapore. 

Cattleyas were also meagre because this 
genus does not do well in the hot climate of 
Singapore and those on display had been 
sent in from more temperate areas. There 
was also a small number of paphiopedilums 
with some fine blooms; and two clones of 
the genus Grammatophyllum, the world’s 
largest orchid plant, bearing long spikes of 
spotted blooms. 

There were classes for individual plants, 
as wellas for groups to one square metre, all 
combining into a mass of thousands of 
marvellous orchids in bloom for visitors to 
admire and for owners to be proud. 


Champion of the Show was Dendrobium 
Yong Kok Wah with over 400 intermediate 
shape, light creamish-yellow, flowers on 18 
spikes, each about a half metre long. It 
belonged to Hawaiian Orchid Gardens of 
Singapore. 

A very popular stall was run by Risis Gold 
Orchids selling beautiful golden orchid 
blooms in the form of pendants and brooches 
in 22 ct. gold: a permanent orchid of such 
beauty and elegance it is no wonder this 
stall was kept busy. 

The Show remained open for three days 
and was a great success. A Symposium held 
in conjunction with the show was well 
attended. The Orchid Society of South East 
Asia is to be congratulated on the splendid 
programme arranged to celebrate their 
Golden Anniversary.

BOOK REVIEW 
Orchids 


Commemorating the Golden Anni- 
versary of the Orchid Society of South 
East Asia. 

Authors: Various, including all the 

greats in OSSEA orchid hybridisation 
and administration. 
_ Even on a mere thumbing through this 
impresses as a fine coffee table book com- 
Memorating a quite important occasion for 
one of the world’s great orchid societies. But 
itis much more than that. 

The illustrations, most of them in colour, 
are certain to attract drools from the least 
flower-minded of folk. However, the orchid- 
1St soon finds himself recognising familiar 
Names and is rapidly led into the text to find 
Out more about them. 

What emerges is a whole history of van- 
daceous and dendrobium breeding in the 
South East Asia region. First, under the 
influence of the Botanic Gardens at Bogor in 
Java, then the Singapore Botanic Gardens. 

To quote Mr. A. G. Alphonso, well known 
or his work at the Singapore Botanic 
Gardens, from the book, “The OSSEA was 
founded in 1928 as The Malayan Orchid 
Society and three men were responsible for 
its early success — Mr. John Laycock, Mr. 
Emile Galistan, and Professor Richard 
Holttum”, 

After the enforced adjournment of the 
War period the Society was revived by such 
Well known orchidists as Dr. Yeoh Bok 
Choon, Mr. S. Y. Alsagoff, Mr. and Mrs. Max 
Lewis, and many others who did work of 
€qual importance but are not so well known 
Outside Singapore. 
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Any orchid grower will benefit from read- 
ing this book, both for sheer interest and 
knowledge. Further, for any ardent grower 
or breeder of vandaceous and dendrobium 
orchids it is an essential possession. It is an 
insight into the breeding lines in these 
genera as written by those who did much of 
the work. 

The layout is good and the typography 
very legible. A very few illustrations are not 
sharp, probably due to the original photos, 
but obviously every effort has been made to 
present a representative range of pictures to 
complement each text.

Many of 
his growing methods were unorthodox but never 
theless usually successful. For instance with warm 
growers he used a minimum of heat under the bench, 
contending that gentle movement of warmed air was 
what counted rather than a big difference between 
house and ambient temperatures. 

Charlie was a member of Sydney's North Shore 
Orchid Society practically from its inception, as well as 
the Orchid Society of N.S.W. and other societies. For a 
time he was a N.S.W. judge. He will be missed.

RESEARCH ABSTRACT 
A large range of possible substitutes for 
Peat moss are available in varying amounts. 
€se include local sedge peats, sawdust 
Tesh and decomposed hardwood, red 
§um, pine), pinebark, poppy straw, cocoa 


husks, coffee grindings, treefern fibre, pea- 
nut shells, ureaformaldehyde foam, rice 
hulls, macadamia hulls and sunflower 
husks, brown coal, and scoria in potting 
mixtures. 

Each material was subjected to a number 
of tests to determine its suitability as an 
alternative to peat moss. The tests were:— 

Initial test for pH and salt concentration 

and a germination test to check for toxins; 

measurement of physical characteristics 
such as porosity, water holding capacity, 
density, and ease of mixing; 

plant growth tests, with and without 

nutrients, to determine nutrient tie-up, 

and plant tests under nursery conditions 
on as wide a range of species as was 
considered practical. 

Some materials are available in large 
enough quantities to be of significance to 
the nursery industry. Preliminary results on 
these materials are as follows:— 

Pine Bark in Potting Mixtures 

The material: Pine bark is available in 
large quantities as a by-product of the timber 
and paper industries. For this reason, it is 
likely to become one of the main substitutes 
for peat moss, and an important ingredient 
of potting mixtures of the future. 


The grade of the pine bark used for the 
potting mixture is important. Ideally it should 
be a fine grade with particle sizes of less 
than 6 mm with at least 40 per cent of a size 
greater than one mm. This grade is ideal for 
mixing in all proportions with soil, sand, 
scoria and brown coal. Certain orchids will 
require a larger grade of bark than this fine 
grade. 

Advantages: Pine bark mixtures are usually 
well aerated, producing excellent root 
growth, while at the same time retaining 
enough water. The bark breaks down slowly 
and therefore maintains its structure for 
long periods in a container. It is also a 
lightweight material and compares favour- 
ably with peat moss in most regards. 

Disadvantages: Pine bark will fix nitrogen

adequate quantities of, a slow release ferti- 
lizer are used. If nitrogen deficiency shows 
Up in plants, it can be quickly corrected by 
liquid feeding with ammonium nitrate at 
two to three kg per 1,000 litres. 

_ The other main disadvantage of pine bark 
is uncertainty about the presence or absence 
of toxins. Toxins exist in fresh bark and are 
absent from aged bark. Ageing can be achieved 
by storing the crushed bark in a moist heap 
for six to eight weeks, after which it is safe to 
use. It is hoped in future that the main 
Suppliers of pine bark will carry out this 


Procedure before the bark is put onto the 
Market. 


Suggested Mixtures . . . (parts by volume) 

yay) parts pine bark, 1 part brown coal, 
Coarse sand or scoria. 

B. 1 part pine bark, 1 part coarse sand, 1 
Part brown coal or scoria. 

C. 4 parts pine bark, 5 parts coarse sand, 3 
Parts soil (orchid growers may modify these 
mixes to suit). 


Suggested Fertilizers 

The following base fertilizers are suggested 
Or use with the above mixtures (rate per 
Cubic yard). 

1.5 kg ammonium nitrate 

0.5 kg potassium sulphate 

1.0 kg dolomite lime 

1.0 kg superphosphate 

100 grams fritted trace elements 

250 grams iron sulphate or 60 grams iron 

chelate. 

A slow release fertilizer such as osmocote 

(three to four months) or nitrophoska 


Slow release, can be substituted for the 


top three fertilizers and will usually give 

better results. Use 1 kg per cubic metre. 

No additional lime is needed because the 
PH of the pine bark, although lowat first, 4.5, 
‘ses quite quickly to 6.5, as the bark begins 
to break down in the pot. 

Some sort of follow-up fertilizer will be 
needed. The amount and form, whether 
Slow release, organic or liquid feed, will 
depend on the attitude of the grower. 


Warning... use of ammonium nitrate as 
4 nitrifying agent in winter may cause 
ammonia burn on indoor plants. Substitute 
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calcium nitrate at the same rate if this is a 
problem. 


Composting . . . Pine bark can be im- 
proved by composting. This is achieved by 
adding all nutrients to the moist bark during 
the ageing process. Store the bark in a heap 
and keep it moist before use. 

Fertilizers to be added for composting are 
(rates per cubic metre) ; 

3 kg ammonium nitrate 

0.5 kg potassium sulphate 

1.0 kg dolomite lime 

1.0 kg superphosphate or 120 grams iron 

chelate plus trace elements. 


Suggested Uses... pine bark is suitable 
for growing all types of plants. If there are 
toxins present in the bark, they are more 
likely to have effects on seedlings than on 
established container plants. 

Nurserymen should take care with plants 
of the family Proteaceae particularly Grevillea 
species which have been shown to be in- 
tolerant of fertilizers containing phosphor- 
ous in soil-less mixtures. 

IMPORTANT .. . Do not change your 
growing medium if you are getting good 
results. Always experiment first on a small 
scale if you are having problems or feel that 
better growth is possible. 


Peanut Shells in Potting Mixtures 


The Material: Peanut shells are a waste 
product of the peanut industry and show 
promise as a substitute for peat moss. The 
material can be used in the coarse form for 
orchids, or it can be hammermilled toa finer 
grade for other purposes. The coarser grade 
is good for improving the porosity, drainage, 
aeration and water penetration of mixtures 
in containers. The finer grade will hold 
more water. The pH of peanut shells is 5.5, 
which is slightly acid, but not harmful to 
most species. It is easily raised by the addition 
of dolomite. 

Rice Hulls have approximately the same 
properties as Peanut Shells. 

Advantages: Peanut shells are very light. 
The shells mix well with other materials if 
they are damped down initially. They bind 
well with other materials once mixed. Ger- 
mination tests with indicator plants have 


‘shown no signs of any toxins.

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Disadvantages: The nitrogen level in 
peanut shells is rather low (0.9 per cent) and 
Competition occurs between the micro- 
organisms and the growing plant for nitrogen 
during the first few weeks. This results in 
hitrogen deficiency unless extra nitrogen is 
added. One batch of shells was heavily 
Contaminated with seeds of the small- 
flowered Cape gooseberry (Physalis minima). 
The material is attractive to rats, mice and 
birds, and should be stored carefully. 
Damage from vermin has also been reported 
after potting. 


Scoria in Potting Mixtures 

The Material: Scoria is a lighweight 
form of basalt available in large quantities 

Om areas west of Melbourne. It is used in 
the manufacture of lightweight concrete 
and to a lesser extent for tennis courts and 
Paths. 

Scoria has no magical properties and it 
will not grow plants on its own unless 
hutrients are supplied. However, it has a 
Porous structure which holds both air and 
Water in balanced proportions. It does not 
form a good mixture with finer materials 
because the combination tends to result ina 
loss of air space, is heavy, and may waterlog. 
It can be used on its own for some species 
with the addition of fertilizer. 

Advantages: Scoria has excellent physical 
Properties. It drains well and has good 
aeration. The water-holding capacity is 
better than sand. It is also less dense than 
Sand. It mixes and binds well with other 
Materials. It is poor chemically but holds 
Nutrients in an available form. It is attract- 
\vely coloured and sometimes enhances the 
’ppearance of a mixture. 

Disadvantages: It has a high pH (7.0 to 
oe This can give rise to nutritional problems 

Uch as iron deficiency. The pH varies 
pea ung to the source of the rock, and 
Siould always be tested before use. Iron 
ete may be a problem, especially 

en scoria is mixed with other materials 
ad a high pH. It is a heavy material, 
pa ally when wet and is liable to varia- 

Nin grade. Too high a dust fraction, can 
‘sult in poor water penetration and drainage.

When walking in a very old garden or 
perhaps in an old cemetery during Winter 
you must have noticed the strong fragrant 
perfume of the old-time Freezias growing 
wild.

Well you and I who have grown orchids 
for many many years know perfectly well 
that there are thousands of orchids with 
perfume, almost all the wild species and a 
great many hybrids. But then again like the 
Freezias a great many of our hybrid orchids 
seem to have lost their perfume and that to 
my way of thinking is a great pity. 

I am sure that most men have presented 
the lady of their choice, with a bunch of 
roses, at one time or another, and I am also 
sure that it was not so long ago, that you 
have forgotten her reactions. 

The first thing she noticed was the colour, 
then next reaction was to bury her face 
amongst the blooms to smell at the frag- 
rance. It did not matter to her, that they had 
poor form, with not much substance or 
texture, so long as they had colour, perfume 
and long stems. Anyone would think you 
had just given her the world. 

When more people get to thinking on this 
subject, is it possible, that in the dim and 
distant future our judging panels, when 
allotting the point score for the various 
genera of orchids, like size, form, substance, 
texture, etc., etc. that points might also be 
allocated for perfume? Thus giving our 
hybridisers the incentive to begin the colossal 
task of breeding back the long-lost fragrance.

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How vital is virus infection! 


Any infection is regarded as a dirty word until 
we are faced with it in ourselves. 

It follows that many orchid growers adopt the 
ostrich attitude to infection in their plants. Thus 
there will probably be no popular acclaim 
because the “A.O.R.” is devoting so much space 
in this issue to virus disease. 

Virus infection is unfortunately common in the 
vegetable kingdom, and doubly a menace 
because plants have no anti-bodies in their 
structure to neutralise it.. Animals, including 
Homo sapiens, do have anti-bodies which act 
by locking into the virus molecule and stopping it 
reproducing. 

Fortunately nurseries realise the importance 
of maintaining a close watch on their plants and 
infected plants are not intentionally sold. 

Infection can come from discarded cigarettes, 
other plants via insect vectors, and run down 
collections. 

By being aware of these dangers, and the 
necessity for cleanliness, the average grower is 
more than half way to protecting his collection. 

Many new growers do not come in contact 
with virused plants. Plants they are first familiar 
with come from established nurseries or are 
those they see at shows. Thus they can easily fail 
to recognise the symptoms in that gift plant from 
dear old Aunty Flo who bought it (not so cheaply) 
from the fruit shop as a special treat for her 
favourite nephew. 

Perusal of this issue will help many growers to 
recognise symptoms. It is recommended they 
make a point of going through their collections 
and burning the obviously infected plants. 
Doubtful ones should be set apart and closely 
watched. 


NATIONAL IMPORTANCE 

However the problem is not merely that of the 
individual grower. It concerns a growing export 
industry. 

No accurate figures are available but the value 
of orchid flowers exported from Australia in 1978 
certainly exceeded two million dollars. New 
Zealand is also an important exporter. The 
demand is strong and Australia and New Zealand 
have not been keeping pace with it. Thailand 
exported ten million dollars worth last year, and 
Singapore’s share was also substantial. 

In Australia most exporters have found that 
they cannot supply the demand from their own 
production, so they collect flowers from small 
growers. Some of these growers could be in- 
experienced enough not to recognise virus. 


Should a collector do the cutting for them he 
could quite easily carry unsterlised cutting tools 
to the next collection. Over a season he could 
spread infection to all collections. 

For this reason the scientific paper on the 
spread of virus in Thailand is published. There 
75% of the cut flower plants have become infected 
in this way. 

Don’t have it happen here. When cutting 
flowers for export sterilise the cutting tools as 
you would when repotting. 

If you grow for pleasure and not to sell it is just 
as necessary to recognise virus and burn infected 
plants. Heat is the only way to kill virus. 

Cattleya flowers show the ghastly marks of 
virus very readily and are useless for decoration. 
Some cymbidiums are more resistant to its effects, 
and, while the flowers may appear satisfactory, 
the plant may still infect others. 

Much research is being done on virus in other 
plants — only a little has been done on orchids. 
Cost is the modifying factor since only a superbly- 
equipped laboratory and highly-trained people 
can do the work. 

At the Gosford Citrus Experimental Station 
practical work on developing a virus-resistant 
strain of orange is meeting with some success. 
Perhaps there are some cymbidium or cattleya 
plants which have been exposed to infection ina 
heavily-virused collection without developing 
the disease? A search for these could be worth- 
while. Anyone know of such plants? If they are 
available perhaps the Australian Orchid Founda- 
tion could find a laboratory to test them. If found 
truly-resistant they could be incorporated into a 
breeding programme. 


PROFESSOR SAGAWA 


The workshops conducted by Professor Yoneo 
Sagawa at New England University were 
attended mainly by professional and experi- 
enced amateur growers. Highly technical aspects 
of orchid culture were covered including the 
very latest developments in tissue culture. There 
is no doubt that this will do much to improve the 
raising of seedlings and mericlones in Australia. 

Following the Workshops Professor Sagawa 
gave one night lectures in Adelaide, Melbourne, 
and Sydney. These dealt with the beauties of the 
Hawaiian Islands, both scenic and orchidaceous. 
The new strains of Oncidium, Vanda, and 
Dendrobium, being produced there are a revela- 
tion. No doubt there will be a rush of importa- 
tions from the 49th State. 
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COVER STORY 


This expertly-grown specimen plant earned a Certificate of Cultural 
Commendation for Mr. J. Heath of Paddington, Queensland. The plant 
was given to Mr. Heath as a three-bulb present seven years ago: It was 
grown on each year in a medium of American fir bark and charcoal, 
plusa little local bark. The growing house was covered on four sides by 
shadecloth and has a roof of vinacril plastic. It was given a nor-easterly 
aspect with about 46 percent shade. Fertilising took place two or three 
times a year with a little hoof and horn. Water was given every evening 
in the summer, twice a week in early autumn, and once a week in 
winter. The plant, as pictured, carried 26 blooms with ten buds to 
open. The basket of plastic slats was made by Mr. Heath. Generally 
known as Cattleya trianaei it is really a variety of C. labiata, hence the 
correct name of the clone depicted is C. labiata var. trianaei ‘Delicata’ 
CCC/Q0S.

EARLY BIRD ‘PACIFIC’ provided a breakthrough 
when in 1952 it was found to be an early-flowering 
tetraploid. Prior to this time the only known tetraploids 
had a September flowering time. 


The second colour print shows SYLVANIA ‘SONNET’ 
(Early Bird x Sheba). We made the cross in 1963 and 
‘Sonnet’ flowered in 1968. True to expectations this 
Clone hada July flowering time. Chosen from hundreds

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VIRUS DISEASE

Virus disease is without doubt the singly, most 
dangerous disease present in orchid plants. It is 
curable, widespread and leads to the eventual 
destruction of the infected plant, and probably 
many that it comes in contact with. The common 
forms are highly contagious, and may infect all 
Senera, often spreading insidiously, so that a 
sreater or lesser part of a collection may become 
Infected without its being obvious. 


Virus disease is not new, but scientific recog- 
nition of it is recent; the purification of the first 
1solated virus, tobacco mosaic, being achieved by 
Stanley in 1935.

are present, viral disease is usually obvious to the 
trained eye. If there is any doubt, sophisticated 
scientific testing can be used for definite 
diagnosis. 

With orchids, a number of viruses have been 
found, but for practical purposes, two are of real 
significance at present. They are Cymbidium 
mosaic virus, (CyMV) , which is the virus infamous 
for first infecting Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’, and 
the orchid strain of tobacco mosaic virus, (TMV- 
O), which is identical with Odontoglossum ring- 
spot and Cymbidium diamond mottle. They are 
both highly infectious, very stable, and as 
mentioned before, quite incurable. Also there is 
no likelihood of a cure being available, even in 
the distant forseeable future. This is because 
their fundamental nature makes them so similar 
to the host cell that anything that can bring about 
their demise, does likewise to the host cell. 

After gaining entry, the virus spreads through 
the cells to the sap conducting tissue and thus 
spreads throughout the plant. This is rapid with 
CyMV, taking days to weeks, but appears con- 
siderably slower with TMV-O, where it may take 
months. There is usually no sign at the point of 
entry, the first signs usually appearing in the new 
growth (Cymbidiums especially) or in the flowers 
(Cattleyas especially). The signs are variable, and 
of differing severity, depending on the basic 
genetic make-up of the plant and its general state 
of health. Indeed, an infected plant may show no 
external signs. In the leaf they may appear as 
chlorotic areas in the form of streaks, diamonds, 
rings, necrotic areas or as sunken areas, and are 
most obvious in the new growths. Thus, par- 
ticular attention should be paid to all orchids in 
your collection at the time when the new growths 
are developing. These areas are small initially, 
but grow as the lead grows, until they form their 
characteristic pattern. As time passes this may 
continue to change and even fade to insignifi- 

“eance, and thus lead to the very serious danger of 
thinking the virus has gone. It is most certainly 
‘still present, and will be sapping the vigour of the 
plant, and, more seriously, lurking as a sinister 
carrier of the disease for other “clean” plants that 
may come in contact with it. Occasionally, with 
viral infection, if plants have been grown cold 
and receive strong early morning sun, a mauve or 
brown discolouration may initially show in the 
leaves, but this later changes to the more typical 
yellow. 
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With Cattleyas, flower signs are often more 
prominent. CyMV causes areas of necrosis that 
begin three to ten days after the flower opens. 
TMV-O causes colour break in lavender Cattleyas. 
Here areas of increased colour develop, giving a 
variegated effect. If both are infecting the plant, 
both signs may be present. With Cymbidiums, 
the flowers are not commonly affected, so if you 
are unaware of the full significance of the disease 
and its consequences, the tendency is mis- 
guidedly to keep these plants.

There is no doubt that the performance of a 
virus-infected plant is inferior to that of a healthy 
plant, and they remain a reservoir for spread. 

Compare two athletes running a race; one fully 
healthy, the other with influenza (which is also a 
viral infection) — who will perform better? 

Because of the very variable appearance of 
virus disease, other diseases and maladies can be 
confused with it, and except in obvious cases 
expert confirmation should be sought before 
destroying the plant, especially if it is valuable. 
The plants basic genetic makeup, its growing 
conditions, especially light, temperature and 
feeding, various pests, pesticides and other 
factors can give effects in the leaves and flowers 
very similar to virus disease. The first step in 
diagnosis is to be aware of the disease, and to 
look for it at all times. Too much virus disease is 
maintained in collections because people don’t 
know, and worse, don’t want to know. 

If disease is suspected the diagnostic methods 
available for confirmation are:— 

1. Electron microscope 

Here the sap is extracted from the appropriate 
part of the plant and viewed under the micro- 
scope. This is a very sensitive method and if 
infection is present the characteristic rods are 
obvious. TMV-O appears as straight rods, 300 u x 
15 wt, whilst CyMV are flexuous and measure 475 u. 
x 13 pw. The difference in appearance is quite 
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marked, so certain diagnosis can be made as to 
which is causing infection. Sometimes both may 
be present. 
2. Indicator plants 

A number of indicator plants may be used, 
although fortunately, the host range for orchid 
viruses does not appear to be very wide. Of these, 
Chenopodium amaranti-colour is probably the 
most useful, because it is easy to obtain the seed, 
to grow in the glasshouse, and will develop a 
typical pattern indicative for both CyMV and 
TMV-O. Here the sap is extracted from the 
suspected orchid plant and painted onto the new 
leaves of the chenopodium, after dusting with a 
fine carborundum abrasive. If infection is present, 
typical spots, representing local lesions develop. 
It is more obvious for TMV-O, where small 
chlorotic areas appear seven to nine days after 
inoculation. With CyMV, larger green spots 
appear about three weeks after inoculation and 
stand out as the leaf senescences and dies. 
3. Serology 

Here the specific virus, CyMV or TMV-O, is 
injected at intervals, into a rabbit, so that anti- 
bodies against them are formed. After a period of 
time, blood is taken from the rabbit, and the 
serum extracted from this by centrifugation. The 
serum is then placed into a hole in an agar plate 
and the sap from the suspected plant into one 
nearby. These then diffuse into the agar and if 
infection is present, a line of precipitation forms 
where they meet. This method is not readily 
available in Australia at this time. 

If infection is confirmed the plant must be 


destroyed by incineration, unless there is a 
special reason for keeping it, e.g. breeding. If 


kept, it should be carefully isolated and adequate 
precautions taken so that no contact is made with 
other plants. 

Work has recently been done by Ishii, Lawson 
and Hearon, in an attempt to determine whether 
some parts of a plant are virus free. Morel 
managed to free one Cymbidium from CyMV, by 
taking 0.1 mm of meristematic tissue, and so their 
work has been directed at these areas. Their aim 
has been to excise the smallest piece of meri- 
stematic tissue that they can, and culture this. 
The tissue has been taken from both apical and 
lateral shoots. These involve pieces of tissue less 
than 0.5 mm and whilst Cymbidium tissue will 
regenerate from this size, considerable trouble 
was found with Cattleyas. However, by using a 
grafting technique, whereby this tissue was 
placed onto developing clean Cattleya tissue, 
some survival was achieved. Their work was 
mainly on Cattleyas and the results indicated 
that CyMV, but not TMV-Q, could be removed 
in some cases, provided the original tissue was less

than 0.5 mm. However, these pieces would not 
Survive unless the grafting technique was used. 
Larger pieces, 0.5 — 2.0 mm would survive and 
row, but neither virus was eliminated. The 
Work also indicated that excision from lateral 
shoots tend to be a little more successful than the 
4pical shoots. A new development is to grow the 
orchid under conditions that favour its growth 
and not the virus. 

Here heat is used to accelerate growth in an 
attempt to make the ‘clean’ area around the 
meristem larger, prior to excision. All this work is 
at present experimental, soa practical method of 
€radication is still not available. In his initial 
Work in attempting to free a Cymbidium from 
virus, Morel developed the extremely important 
Process of mericloning. 

Since cure is not possible, it becomes manda- 
ty that its spread is prevented. Virtually all

transmit disease. However, they come in contact 
with the sap of plants and should be viewed with 
considerable suspicion. 

Virus disease, like any other disease, does not 
spontaneously appear. The virus must be present 
and an abrasion or injury must occur so that the 
virus can gain entry. From here it spreads, 
multiplies, and the disease manifests itself. In a 
healthy, vigorous plant some balance may be 
reached. However, if culture declines or other 


stresses are placed on the plant the virus can gain - 


the ascendancy and so lead to the destruction of 
the plant. 

The question of cigarette smoking in the 
presence of orchids is a most important one. 
Experiment shows that the tobacco strain of TMV 
only causes a localised lesion and not a systemic 
infection, however, it may only take a small 
mutation to make this virus invasive. So tobacco 
is best kept away from your orchids.

Hot, soapy water has been found to be very 
effective in controlling spread via hands, so 
thorough washing after handling an infected 
plant or suspected plant, and after smoking is 
recommended. 

Fortunately, whilst virus is generally not 
eliminated by mericloning, seedlings are usually 
initially free. Even two infected parents will 
produce clean seedlings. However, they are very 
susceptible to infection and must be treated with 
the same care as mature orchids. Some orchids 
show more obvious symptoms than others to 
viral infection, although it does not necessarily 
follow that one is more or less infected than the 
other. However, it is well established that resist- 
ant plant strains can be bred to various infestations 
and infections, and perhaps this applies to virus 
infection. So little is known about relative sus- 
ceptibility in orchids at present, that any positive 
result is probably a long way off. However, 
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consideration may be given to this in future 

breeding programmes. 

An all-encompassing practical solution to virus 
disease is very difficult to determine. Incineration 
should be mandatory with virus disease in an 
ordinary orchid. However, what do you do with 
a valuable plant? Probably still burn it unless there 
is some very special reason for keeping it. And, 
also, what about the commercial grower? 
Commercial] collections range from being virtu- 
ally virus-free to the other extreme. It would be 
certainly most unethical, and is indeed illegal by 
law to sell a plant, knowing it to be infected, but 
are we entitled to ask a man to destroy part of his 
livelihood? 

One thing that is definite, is that clubs should 
not only have a positive policy against virused 
plants, but they should strenuously enforce it, as 
part of the education they afford to their members. 
Certainly there is no justification for bringing 
virused orchids to meetings or shows, where 
they are going to come into contact with other 
people’s clean plants. Unfortunately, virused 
orchids still occasionally appear on show- 
benches, sale-benches and at plant auctions. 
Whilst there is a general consensus amongst 
commercial growers that virused orchids must 
be destroyed, and only plants that they believe to 
be clean should be sold, a few still do not accept 
these standards. It is a grower’s responsibility to 
have some understanding of virus disease, and 
new plants should be viewed carefully and, 
ideally, quarantined. 

There are many common fallacies and much 
uninformed opinion spoken about virus disease 
in orchids. Some are: 

1. With good culture the virus will go — the signs 
may but not the infection. 

2. I'll cure it by taking off the infected leaves — 
this will never cure virus infection. 

3. The problem is being exaggerated — quite the 
contrary. More realisation is required. 

4. Why worry, it doesn’t hurt the flowers — 
eventually it will, and will infect plants 
around it. 

5. Treat it with lime, sulphur, antibiotics, etc. — 
these are not effective against virus. 


May I recommend that you give serious 
thought to it, as it can be very expensive and 
heartbreaking to find, too late, that your collection 
has become infected, and so be faced with the 
dilemma of what to do. Also, read reputable 
articles, so as to broaden your understanding. 
Some of the articles I have found useful are 
included later. 


Virus disease at present is common and very 
widespread.

and whilst it is easy to state what should be done, 
it is not so easy to put this into practice. However, 
a start must be made, and if you can free your 
collection of disease, the personal reward of 
growing and flowering will be greater, and we 
will be a little further on the road to eliminating 
this greatest of all orchid scourges.

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Survey of the occurrence of Cymbidium Mosaic Virus 


(Cym MV) in dendrobium orchids in Bangkok

ABSTRACT 

Evidence is presented here to indicate that among 
More than sixty Dendrobium hybrids sampled from 
several orchid nurseries in Bangkok, 70 per cent of 
them are found to be infected by Cymbidium Mosaic 
Virus (Cym MV). New hybrids or species which undergo 
few divisions and whose flowers have never or rarely 
been cut showed much less Cym MV infection. The 
Sterilisation of cutting tools is recommended when 
Cutting flowers and dividing plants, since mechanical 
transmission of Cym MV is likely to be the most 
Common means for transmitting the diseases. 


INTRODUCTION 


It has been reported among more than 48 
§€nera of orchids studied in Hawaii, 40.9 per cent 
of their diseases are viruses (Ishii and Martinez, 
1973), and the most common virus is Cymbidium 
Mosaic Virus (Cym MV). 

The foliage symptoms commonly caused by 
Cym MV suchas leaf mosaic, chlorosis, streaks or 
necrotic spots can be examined visually, but in 
Many cases there is no foliage symptom at all 
(Gold and Jensen, 1951; Jensen, 1951; Corbett, 
1960; Ishii and Martinez, 1973).

L MATERIALS AND METHODS 
€aves of more than a hundred plants, from 


iu Species of Dendrobium orchids and over 
venty hybrids, were sampled from several 


orchid nurseries in Bangkok and from the Botany 
Nursery, Chulalongkorn University. The third or 
fourth leaves counted from the top of the plants 
were collected for this study, using sterilised 
blades in order to prevent the transmission of 
Cym MV from one plant to another through the 
cutting. Sampled leaves were tested for the 
presence of Cym MV by the inoculation method 
described by Pokaew and Sutabutr (1974). Young 
Cassia occidentalis from 11% to 2 months old 
which were found to be sensitive to Cym MV, 
were grown in the bush house for this test. 

Dendrobium leaf samples were homogenised 
separately in the 0.1 M phosphate buffer pH7.5 in 
the ratio of 1 gm. of fresh leaf to 2 ml. of buffer 
solution. The filtrate, obtained from the homo- 
genate filtration through a two layered cheese- 
cloth, was inoculated on half of the scratched 
upper surface of each Cassia leaf. One length- 
wise section of the leaf was scratched before 
inoculation by rubbing it with carborundum 
powders in order to expose the leaf tissues to the 
virus infections. The other half was treated only 


’ with the phosphate buffer so as to ensure that the 


symptoms shown later on the Cassia leaves were 
caused by Cym MV. Twenty leaf samples of 
Cassia were used for each test. The inoculated 
plants were kept in the bush house in which the 
room-temperature was about 30-32 degrees C. for 
at least a week. The total necrotic spots shown on 
twenty inoculated Cassia leaves after 4-6 days of 
incubation in the bush house were counted and 
recorded. 


RESULTS 

Local lesions, seen as brown spots on the 
upper surface of the Cassia leaves and as orange 
spots on the lower surface of the leaves, were 
counted and the number of spots from all 
Dendrobium plants were compared. Samples 
were taken from one clone of each of the species 
or hybrids, unless otherwise stated. 


DISCUSSION 

It should be kept in mind that the number of 
necrotic spots appeared on the Cassia leaves 
indicated the relative concentration of Cym MV 
in the orchid plants. The inoculation method 
employed is useful for first screening, but it may 
not be sensitive enough to detect low population 
of Cym MV existing in these plants. Therefore the

absence of symptoms on Cassia leaves does not 
imply the samples are free of Cym MV. Sero- 
logical or electron microscopic techniques may 
be required for further studies. 

The Dendrobium orchids were divided into 
two groups according to the concentration of 
Cym MV in them. The first group consisted of 
plants that did not show any symptoms or 
showed a very small amount of necrotic spots on 
the Cassia leaves. Plants belonging to this group 
consisted of new unflowered hybrids, wild 
orchids or cultivated species whose flowers have 
never been cut — notably Den. crumenatum, Den. 
grande, Den. pulchellum and Den. secundum 
and — relatively new hybrids which had been 
produced recently. 

The second group consisted mostly of hybrids 
or species that had been cultivated for a long 


time. These plants showed a high concentration 
of Cym MV in their tissues, which indicated that 
Cym MV had been transmitted substantially 
among these plants. Mechanical transmission 
(i.e. viruses from the juice of one plant adhering 
to the cutter were transmitted to another plant 
when using the cutter again) is believed to be the 
most usual mechanism of transmission. Also the 
contact of the open-wounded areas in plants can 
bring about a virus transmission (Lawson, 1967). 

It is interesting to note that some Dendrobium 
protocorms derived from meristem cultures and 
grown in artificial media (this additional data is 
not reported here) showed a substantial concen- 
tration of Cym MV. Cym MV, therefore, is also 
easily transmitted through the meristem or 
around its vicinity and propagated along with 
orchid cells during tissue culture. 
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From the present data, one important numeri- 
Cal conclusion can be drawn. Among more than 
sixty Dendrobium hybrids studied 70 per cent of 
them were found to be infected by Cym MV. This 
result is consistent with that of Ishii and Martinez 
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(1973); that is, Cym MV is the most common virus 
infecting Dendrobium orchids. Therefore, tech- 
niques that provide for the recovery of diseased 
plants are urgently needed to perpetuate desir 
able clones. ;

Orchids of Tropical Africa 


A book by Joyce Stewart with photography by 
Bob Campbell. Published by A. S. Barnes & 
Company of South Brunswick and New York. 
Indicated price is $15.00 American but this could 
be greater in Australia. Order through your 
bookseller. 

First impression on opening this book is that 
the photography is superb. The 48 orchids illus- 
trated are fascinating. Of these 46 occupy the 
whole quarto-sized page. 

Relatively few of them — with the exception of 
Ansellia and Angraecum — would be found in 
Australian collections. This is a pity because 
those illustrated are magnificent enough to make 
a species grower drool. 

Angraecum sesquipedale is well known here 
but has anyone a plant of A. leonis? Well-flowered 
it could be the plant of the night at any orchid 
meeting. Cyrtorchis and Aerangis species are 
similarly sensational. 

Having steeped pleasurably in the pictures one 
becomes almost ecstatic to find this satisfaction 
amplified by the text. Simply written and not too 
technical it contains all the essential data of 
habitat and cultural technique the species grower 
requires. 

Approach of the Tenth World Orchid Confer- 
ence has induced a great deal of interest in 
African orchids. Africa is a connecting link 
between the major orchid areas. The genera 
Bulbophyllum, Calanthe, Liparis, Eulophia, 
Liparis and Oberonia — all mentioned in this 
book — have representative species in Australia. 
Vanilla, also mentioned, extends to America.

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a Name?

The truth about Oncidium ‘Harry Jensen’ as told in the “Bundaberg Orchid Bulletin” 


Obviously Will Shakespeare wasn’t an orchid 
grower or he would not have posed such a stupid 
question. Imagine my chagrin when a plant 
labelled Blc. Normans Bay flowered snow-white! 
Then there was the tiny plant labelled Onc. Kalihi 
which very closely resembles a bulbophyllum. 
Then there are the instances of incorrect spell- 
ing, and the very common complaint of omitting 
“Mem.” (short for Memoria) from names such as 
Blc. Mem. Crispin Rosales and Lc. Mem. Albert 
Heinecke. 

But I never really appreciated just how much 
confusion a simple mistake could cause until I 
enquired about the registration of a particular 
oncidium cross from the Royal Horticultural 
Society, London. You see I had this very nice 
oncidium which I had used for breeding and I 
was anxious to see the parent reduced to one 
name instead of the cross. It was labelled Onc. 
Harry Jensen x Onc. Phyllis Wells. Can you 
imagine my horror when I opened the reply from 
London only to be told that there was no such 
animal as “Harry Jensen’? 

I had purchased the seedling some years 
before from Sunshine Orchids, Brisbane. So I 
wrote to Shirley Denham and told her the story. 
She replied that she could not help as she had 
purchased the plants from Wayside Nursery, Port 
Macquarie which had since been sold. However 
she added that Bill Cannons had retired to Mt. 
Tambourine. So off went another letter to Bill 
Cannons posing the same problem. His reply 
came some days later and disclosed that he had 
owned the plant of O. Phyllis Wells but the Onc. 
‘Harry Jensen’ pollen had come from Mr. G. 
Hermon Slade in Sydney. Bill seemed to remem- 
ber something about the particular plant being 
named after Harry Jensen a one-time Lord Mayor 
of Sydney. 

Another letter setting out the same problem to 
Mr. Slade had to await his return from overseas 
where he was attending the 9th World Orchid 
Conference in Bangkok But his reply set the 
whole question to rest: 

“The orchid (Harry Jensen) is a_ straight 
Oncidium varicosum var. rogersii. A number of 
years ago, I raised a set of hybrids and also 


selfings of Onc. varicosum. As you may know 
oncidiums will not take their own pollen, O. 
varicosum very much so. So I used the two best 
clones that flowered in the “litter’ and‘ crossed 
them. Even in the first generation that I used to 
make the selfing there had already been a signi- 
ficant improvement in many of the seedling 
flowers over those of the first species’ parents. 
When the second selfing came to flower the 
improvement was still more noticeable; some 
having labellums of such large diameter and of 
such round shape that I gave them varietal 
names. ‘Christian Dior’ was one and ‘Harry 
Jensen’ was another. Both were outstanding 
second-generation clones of O. varicosum var. 
rogersii.” 

Having sorted out that problem] then had to go 
back to Bill Cannons to seek his permission to 
register a cross of his making. This he gave 
willingly. So on 18th February, 1978 I airmailed 
my application form and photograph of the 
flower to the Royal Horticultural Society. They 
notified me on 15th June that the registration had 
been accepted and in paying the cost of £2.50 Stg, 
bank charges and airmail postage nearly doubled 
it. The registration appeared in the British . 
journal “Orchid Digest’ in August, and in the 
American Orchid Society Bulletin in October 
1978, almost 12 months after it all started. 

What's in a name? Well, if you have Onc. Harry 
Jensen x O. Phyllis Wells in your collection (and 
there are a few around) you now own Onc. 
Hamilton Gold. ‘Harry Jensen’ was used in other 
crosses also, some with Miltonias. In future you 
should read this as Onc. varicosum var. rogersii 
and change your labels NOW.

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Gems Among the Orchid Species 


GERALD McCRAITH r 


Epidendrum porpax Reichb.f. 


The genus Epidendrum is among the largest of 
the Orchidaceae. It has been estimated to exceed 
1,000 species. These are exclusively American 
orchids, where the majority occur in Central and 
South America. 

Many of the genus exhibit extremes of vege- 
tative and floral diversity, but two main sections 
are evident, one is known as the “reed stem’ 
while others have well-defined pseudobulbs. 
The latter have been placed in the section 
Encyclia, which many botanists today regardasa 
Separate genus. 

Currently, important botanical work is under 
Way with the encyclias in Mexico. These orchids 
are closely related to the cattleyas. The epiden- 
drums are horticulturally important plants 
because of the number of hybrids that have been 
created, both within the genus and also its ability 
to mate with a number of other genera and thus 
make many multi-generic hybrids. 

While in California in 1966, I received a small 
Cutting of Epidendrum porpax from Keith Shaffer 
of Santa Cruz. This orchid was new to me then 
and was not in flower, but the compact habit of 
growth appealed to me. 

This small piece prospered and in time I was 
able to distribute pieces to collections in Australia 
that had an interest in the species. 

The compact growths of Epidendrum porpax 
approximate 5 cm long with four or five pairs of 
Small leathery dark green leaves from which a 
Single flower will stand erect in the late summer 
or early autmn. The branching growths could be 
described as tight and almost prostrate in habit 
and at first glance, could be mistaken for a well- 
Srown plant of Dendrobium loddigesii but which 
has yellow-green leaves. 

Epidendrum porpax is quite adaptable and 
Would be ideal for slab culture or in a shallow pot 
and would require light conditions that would be 
favourable for oncidiums or dendrobiums, but 
Not bright sunlight during the hot weather. 

A good potting medium would consist of four 
Parts of bark, one part fern fibre, one part 
Sphagnum moss, and one part coarse sand or 
Perlite. It does not object to fertilizer now and 
again. 

In Mexico, it is described as a very small 
©ompact plant, forming solid mats on the bark of 
trees in damp, humid forests in the shade. 


Responds well to fertilizers, and makes up to a 
heavily-flowered specimen plant in three to 
four years. 

The seed of this plant is available from the 
Australian Orchid Foundation Seed Bankat a cost 
of $1.00. Other seed posted at the same time costs 
50¢. A list of available seed is published in this 
journal from time to time. The last list was in the 
March issue, 1979.

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In Search of Cymbidium Optimums 


Part V 
ALVIN BRYANT 


Cymbidium growers in the Sydney region have 
been fortunate in that the humidity levels required 
by their plants appear to be largely harmonious 
with those which naturally prevail. Nevertheless, 
when optimums are being considered it may be 
necessary to be far more precise in this area. 

Humidity is the presence of water molecules in 
the air, which together with temperature, light 
levels and air movement, is one of the factors 
which determines (1) the rate a plant takes its 
Moisture from the compost (2) the rate the air 
takes moisture from the compost (3) the drying 
Tate of a plant’s surfaces (4) the activity and 
presence of micro organisms both beneficial and 
harmful to the plant. 

If we look at what happens in a twenty four 
hour cycle it points the way to our cultural 
approach, for the plant having evolved with this 
cycle will be using the pattern to its best advan- 
tage. 

At the beginning of a day we see temperatures 
beginning to rise and air movement starting to 
increase. The rise in temperature will enable the 
air to take up more moisture while the air 
Movement will facilitate this. This will reach a 
peak during the day and then we will see 
temperatures and air movement dropping witha 
resultant increase in humidity through the night. 
Two possibilities will occur as a result of this 
Increase. One, the air will still continue to take up 
Moisture or two, the air will give up some of its 
Moisture which will settle on exposed surfaces 
as 1s seen when a dew occurs. 

The plant will utilise this cycle and its trans- 
Plration rate will increase with the light, rising 
temperatures and drop in humidity. From a plant 
health point of view the air movement, light, 
temperature increases and drop in humidity will 

its surfaces and so prevent the pathogen 
attack potential. The effect on the soil or compost 
will be to promote air and water movement 
necessary to prevent the damaging effects of 
Stagnation. 

With the soil or compost however there are 
effects on the plant which are not so obvious but 
rel When approaching optimum considera- 

Ons, 

During the day the warming of the air and air 
Movement will bring about removal of the 
Moisture from the compost but it will be the 
upper layers which are affected most. Asa result 


there will be a continual replacement as mois- 
ture moves upwards by means of capillary attrac- 
tion from the deeper levels which are greater in 
moisture. At the same time the humidity levels of 
the upper air cavities will also be replenished 
from below. In the night time this will continue 
with the effectiveness of the recouping depend- 
ing upon the lower moisture levels and the 
humidity of the air above. If the humidity of the 
air immediately surrounding the plant is still low 
even in the night time then moisture will still 
leave the growing media and pass into the 
atmosphere. 

As can be seen there are a number of closely 
interdependent factors involved in this process 
but for the plant it adds up to one thing, namely 
natural phenomena are continually tending to 
bring about a position of moisture stability 
within the soil. 

The importance of stabilising soil moisture 
content is the pivot of success in modern day 
cultural methods for organic release of nutrients 
has largely been replaced by chemicals being 
added to the water. With an organic release a 
reduced moisture level means less nutrient salts 
dissolving into the soil water particles but 
chemical additives are present irrespective of the 
size of the water particle. As a result we see a 
position where soil moisture particles may start 
off with the correct level of nutrient salts for 
optimum uptake by the plant but as the moisture 
particles contract the chemicals are concen- 
trated and so the optimum is lost. There is no 
option then, once chemical methods are 
employed but to carefully monitor the moisture 
level of the growing media as the protective 
organic position for reduced moisture levels is no 
longer operative. 

Over the years I have observed the different 
techniques used by growers in the fertiliser to 
moisture balance of their plants. There is little 
doubt in my mind that the close monitoring of the 
pot moisture levels relative to the organic or 
inorganic content of the pot accounts for the 
difference. Where the corrective nature of 
humidity is replaced with more frequent water- 
ing the plant is placed at risk because there has 
not been the awareness that its surfaces must dry 
between waterings. 

Now, keeping in mind the fact that suitable 
humidity levels can reduce the frequency of

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watering, the fact that a plant’s surface must dry 
between waterings, the moisture particles in the 
compost must only vary within a certain limited 
range and add the fact that nutrient salts are 
likely to move to the surface through capillary 
attraction brought about by the compost drying 
more rapidly at the top, we can state our cultural 
aim, namely, WITH CHEMICAL FERTILISING WE 
SHOULD AIM AT A POSITION WHERBY A PLANT’S 
SURFACES HAVE THE OPPORTUNITY TO DRY 
BETWEEN WATERINGS AND YET THE COMPOST 
SHOULD BE RELATIVELY STABLE IN ITS 
MOISTURE CONTENT FROM ONE WATERING 
TO THE NEXT. WATERING SHOULD BE SO 
PLANNED THAT AT REGULAR INTERVALS THE 
POT IS THOROUGHLY LEACHED. 

Superficially this aim is much the same as is 
usually postulated for chemical growing but it 
brings out the requirement for plant health. 

By endeavouring to understand how the plant 
uses its environment and then pinpointing the 
changes necessary once we move from the 
natural to the cultured position, Iam hopeful that 
we will gain flexibility in our cultural methods, 
for there are many combinations of light, tem- 
perature, air movement, watering schedules and 
humidity levels which will give a similar result.

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Buying seedlings for showbench potential 
RONALD KERR 


A perusal of catalogues show that growers in 
Australia have a huge range of choice. 

For the export flower grower choosing new 
Stock is relatively easy because flasks and com- 
munity pots of mericlones with known potential 
are readily available. 

However to find seedlings capable of pro- 
ducing new show champions, startling new 
colours, and/or influential new stud plants, is 
rather like picking the winner of the next Mel- 
bourne Cup. 

No one cross can produce seedlings which are 
all good but some crosses produce a better 
percentage of good ones than others. 

However there are a few general principles to 
serve as a guide. 

Rule 1. Records show that champions are 
invariably tetraploids or triploids, therefore it is 
necessary that there be tetraploids in the breed- 
ing line. At least one parent should be a tetra- 
ploid, or two if looking for stud potential. 

Tetraploids are plants with double the normal 
number of chromosomes per cell. Where normal 
is 2N or diploid a tetraploidis4N, A crossing of 2N 
and 4N produces 3N and these, while usually 
having good flowers, are generally sterile. 

A new development with great potential in 
future breeding is the use of 6N polyploids 
crossed with 2N to produce 4N. The 6N plants are 
produced by treating 3N mericlones with col 
chicine. This should enable the desirable 
features of 2N plants to be quickly introduced 
into a breeding line. 

Seedlings produced in this way have not yet 
been advertised for sale. Watch for them. They 
will be worth a punt. 

Rule 2, Look for consistent show and award 
Winners. Attend shows and society meetings and 
learn to recognise them. If such a plant is a 
Polyploid (poly meaning many) and you like the 
other parent then these could be seedlings to try. 

One example of such a plant is C. Mary Ann 
‘Simplicity, AM/AOS, which dominated show 
benches in the late sixties and early seventies. It 
Produced such famous crosses as the Highland 
Mists, and the Noarlungas, Dorwen Darwens, 
and many others. 

A fine tetraploid which recently proved a 
parent of winners is C. Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’, 
AM/AOC. It was the parent of several 1978 show 
Winners. Crossed with other tetraploids it pro- 
duced C. Revelation (= Wallara x Hamsey), C. 


Carilara (= Cariga x Wallara), C. Captivation (= 
Mary Ann x Wallara), C. Triumphant (= Vieux x 
Wallara), C. Idolize (= Sussex Dawn x Wallara). 

Rule 4. Look at the grandparents. Dominant 
characteristics in the grandparents are most 
likely to show up in the 2F generation. For 
example some of the undesirable features of C. 
Early Bird ‘Pacific show up in its progeny. 
However hybridists have mated the best'of these 
progeny with plants likely to be dominant in the 
progeny’s deficient characteristics, 

Grandparents with Westonbirt influence are 
also desirable, in fact a necessity. Look of C. 
Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’ itself, or C. Mary Ann 
‘Simplicity, C. Rosanna ‘Pinkie’, and, of course, 
C. Balkis in any of the clones ‘Luath’, ‘Captain 
Anderson’, ‘Compact, ‘Exbury, ‘Silver Orb’ and 
‘Perfection’. 

Avoid breeding lines in which Balkis has been 
crossed back to its parent C. Rosanna. 

If looking for strong colour potential then 
choose parents which are both of the same 
colour and both having a combination of ploidy 
capable of producing 4N progeny. 

For further data on breeding lines see the June, 
1978, issue of this journal, 

Rule 4, Buy as large a number of one cross as 
you can handle. With a flask of 25 to 50 seedlings 
or two community pots totalling about 20 you 
have a chance of getting at least one or two which 
are above average for the cross, Should you have 
two top parents and cross them yourself, and are 
prepared to do the work of raising say 500 
seedlings the chance is intreased. The big 
nurseries raise thousands of seedlings and can 
select the most promising for themselves. After 
all they want award winners too. 

Rule 5. Make sure selected seedlings are strong 
healthy plants. It is an advantage if you can select 
them at the nursery, although mail order 
nurseries do cull out obvious weeds. Plants with 
very leathery, broad, leaves could indicate a 
tetraploid. Black tips indicate nutrient deficiency. 
Yellow leaves could be due to nitrogen 
deficiency or to too much light. Very dark leaves 
mean they have been grown under too much 
shade. 

Nursery stock is invariably free from virus, but 
check just the same. Light patches, either in spots 
or rings should be reason enough to reject not 
merely the apparently affected plants: but the 
whole batch.

Rule 6. Deal with an established nursery. An 
established nurseryman has to protect his good- 
will. He will also help with advice. Should he 
recommend a cross ask him why. You will learn 
something that way. Fundamentally however 
you must back your own opinion and only study 
of breeding lines and observation of what is 
happening at shows will enable you to form a 
sound judgment.

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BOOK REVIEW 

ORCHID BIOLOGY: Reviews and Perspec- 
tives, 1: Ed. Joseph Arditti. pp. 310. Cornell 
University Press, 1977. U.S.$29.50. 

Here is a real pot pourri for orchidologists. This 
volume brings together articles by authors well- 
known for their work on orchids. 

From a charming paper by Holttum (perhaps 
the last of the orchid giants?), we are led to fossil 
orchids by Schmid and Schmid and then on toa 
thorough dissertation by de Wit on Rumphius, 
Herbarium Amboinense — still the basis for our 
knowledge of orchids of this area. 

Biochemistry then takes over, to give us alka- 
loids, by Slaytor, and anthocyanins, Arditti and 
Fisch; heavy stuff this, but the perceiving 
hybridist and grower will sift out much informa- 
tion pertinent to his own pursuits. 

Metabolism comes next with an article on 
vitamin requirements of germinating seeds by 
Arditti and Harrison. This is an excellent review 
of the literature and concludes with an appeal for 
more plant physiology research on orchids. Joe 
Arditti is proud of the fact that he works only on 
orchids — and why not? As we all know, orchids 
are unique in the plant world and are possibly 
the largest family of flowering plants. 

Tissue culture is well covered by Vajrabhaya. I 
have been privileged to visit his laboratory at 
Chulalongkorn University and can vouch for his 
energy and knowledge. The appendix, by Arditti, 
is a manual of tissue culture which brings us all 
up to date on what is possible and how to do it. 

The general presentation of the volume sets a 
Standard. Seldom does one see such features as 
Notes on authors, comprehensive indexing and 
referencing of chapters and triple indices 
(persons, plant names, and subject). Joseph 
Arditti deserves our compliments for his editing 
of this volume. When further volumes appear 
(and I understand Volume II is soon to come), we 
will have a valuable extension of the vast litera- 
ture devoted to orchids (including comprehen- 
Sive bibliographies). 

The contents of this first volume can be 
Criticised for there being too many scientific 
articles, as against popular articles. I think it is a 
tribute to Arditti that he got the book together at 
all, and I have faith that a series will not attract 
this type of criticism. 

The limited printing may soon make this a 
Collector's piece. Order through your bookseller.

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AUSTRALIAN ORCHID FOUNDATION 
Research to start on orchid composts 

The objects of the Australian Orchid Council 
are very broad. One of them is “to support and 
finance research into the growth, preservation, 
propagation and the cultivation of orchids’. 

In accordance with this the Foundation has 
arranged with the Victorian Department of Agri- 
culture's Plant Research Institute to work on 
orchids. 

The initial work will be concerned with pot- 
ting mediums and various forms of nutrition. 

First tests will be over the growing season from 
the 1st September, 1979 to 1st April, 1980. 

Cymbidium mericlones from a single clone 
will be used. Plants will be subjected to various 
treatments and variations in the growth patterns 
will be recorded. Since all the plants will be 
genetically similar the influence of the various 
growing media and fertilising programmes may 
be able to be determined. 

Well known growers in each State have been 
invited to participate in thesé tests by providing a 
quantity of their normal potting medium. They 
will also provide samples of the separate com- 
ponents for examination. 

The results from these initial tests will deter- 
mine in which direction future research may be 
initiated.

The stem carried three nicely shaped deep mauve 
flowers. Champion dendrobium went to a well grown 
plant of the cross D. Lady Hamilton x D. Black 
Mountain. It carried a raceme of nicely rounded deep 
mauve flowers. Grower was Mr. H. Day. 

Beautiful specimens of Queensland’s floral emblem 
Dendrobium bigibbum, including its  subvariety 
compactum, enlivened the displays. 

Champion specimen went to a profusely blooming 
plant of Dendrobium phalaenopsis ‘Bicolor’ (syn. D. 
schroederanum) owned by Mr. J. Moreland. Unfor- 
tunately it was described in the Gold Coast Bulletin asa 
native species. The species is indigenous to a small 
group of islands near Timor. A current botanical 
opinion is that D. phalaenopsis should be classed as a 
variety of D. bigibbum. However this does not make it 
an Australian species. 

A pleasing and colourful Floral Art section was a 
credit to the lady exhibitors.

“SEE YOU IN HOBART” 
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The Tasmanian Orchid Society Inc. 


CHRIS NICHOLAS 


On 11th February, 1947, a group of 10 enthusi- 
astic orchid growers met to form the Hobart 
Orchid Club. The records show that its main 
object was to foster the cult of orchid growing. 

By 1951 membership had grown to 40 and 
Tasmania’s first orchid show was held in the 
Hobart Town Hall on the 6th September of that 
year. The show was an outstanding success with 
over 500 visitors to see the Grand Champion Cym. 
Alexanderii ‘Westonbirt exhibited by foundation 
secretary, Alan Cruickshank. 

Mrs. Jean Nanscawen, of Lindisfarne, is the 
one remaining member who exhibited at that 
show. Jean is now an Honorary Life Member of 
the Society and still one of our active judges. 

In 1953, due to greater geographical distribution 
of members, the name was changed to The 
Tasmanian Orchid Society and this was followed 
by incorporation during the mid-1970’s. 

Annual spring shows had traditionally been 
two-day events and a major breakthrough came 
in 1964 when this was increased to three days. 
The move to weekend shows (Friday to Sunday) 
followed in 1971. Public response was excellent 
and weekend shows are here to stay. 

1968 heralded the first Autumn Show. Laelias 
and Oncids are widely grown in Tasmania and 
come into their own at this time. Originally these 
shows were held in commercial establishments 
but are now incorporated with our May meetings. 
Likewise, in October, 1969 agreement was reached 
with the Royal Agricultural Society to stage a 
competitive display at the Royal Hobart Show. 
The tiered exhibition, covering an area of 600 
square feet, was intended to be a one-off affair 
but public response was such that it has become 
an annual event. The Royal Hobart Showground 
is at present being reconstructed for the staging 
of the Inter-Dominion Trotting Championships 
and the Tasmanian Orchid Society will be givena 
permanent display area in the new Homecrafts 
Pavilion when it is constructed. 

1968 also saw the first Tasmanian Orchid 
Conference. The basic aims were to create interest 
in the forthcoming 6th World Orchid Conference, 
to further promote the growing of orchids 
throughout the State and hopefully, the formation 
of an Orchid Society in Launceston, Tasmania’s 
second city. 

The conference was an outstanding success in 
all areas and laid the pattern for subsequent bi- 
annual conferences which now rotate around 


the four orchid societies located throughout 
Tasmania. 

On the judging side Tasmania had little oppor 
tunity to participate prior to the formation of the 
A.O.C., mainly because of the various methods 
and standards in vogue at that time in the 
Mainland States and the lack of uniformity 
between them. 

However, in July, 1963, a most comprehensive 
judging-training programme was commenced, 
ably backed by various officers of the Australian 
Orchid Council. The aim was to provide a nucleus 
of highly-trained judges and the course extended 
over some 18 months. Training of new judges 
continues and the present course will shortly 
gain its spurs after a similar intensive period of 
theoretical and practical training. The graduates 
will then serve a like period as associate judges 
before taking their places on the panel. 

To maintain first-hand knowledge of current 
trends a Mainland judge is usually flown in to 
officiate at spring shows. This interchange of 
judges has long been a Tasmanian trait, be it in 
cattle, sheep or orchids and is well accepted 
amongst competitors who appreciate the imparti- 
ality of such a move. A.O.C. award judging is 
carried out by the resident Tasmanian Orchid 
Society panel. 

The society meets regularly on the fourth 
Monday in each month. General business is kept 
to a minimum and the evening is devoted to a 
main feature backed up by short talks, culture, 
etc. Exhibitors are catered for by four popular 
vote sections and eleven judging sections incor- 
porating both orchids and house plants at each 
meeting. Points gained in these aggregate for 
annual trophies. 

Members are also well catered for socially by 
such things as open days, barbecues, compost- 
gathering picnics, in fact anything we consider 
will band them closer together. 

Membership of the Society now exceeds 150 
and is steadily climbing. The influx is noticeably 
toward younger members bringing with them a 
desire to grow quality orchids, all of which 
augers well for an exciting future for the Tas- 
manian Orchid Society Inc.

POETIC’ ANDRE’ A.M., N.S.W.O.S. This is one of the few early tetraploids which have show bench, cut flower and breeding 
properties. It normally flowers in Jate July or early August and carries up to 16 blooms which do not spot. The flowers are large, flat with aesthetic 
good-sized labellums. Mericlone flasks are available. 

WINTER FAIR ‘CRYSTAL. This is one of our exclusive early white tetraploid breeding clones. Seedlings which flowered from this 
parent over a range of crosses this year were among those which sold for hundreds of dollars each unflowered. This is one of our parents which is 
responsible for the breakthrough in early standards as the next colour print shows. 

WINTER FAIR‘CRYSTAL’ X POETIC’ ANDRE’. This was the first seedling to flower from this cross. It flowered in early June and 
the petal width was one and three-quarter inches. It is seedlings like this flowering from our crosses which point to the fact that before long the 
standard of early cymbidiums will be better than those flowering in the flush. It will be interesting to see how correct this turns out to be. 

WH!YE CHRISTMAS’SNOWDRIFT x(SYLVANIA’SONNET x PEARLEASTER). This tetraploid flowered for the first 
time this year in May. The petals were one and five-eighth inches across. Notice how the large bloomis free of the forward petals and small lip of its 
Early Bird’ Pacific’ ancestry. Notice also howit has inherited the good points with a dorsal sepal free from hooding and the deepening of the lateral 
sepals. Flowers like this pave the way for the ultimate in form perfection. 

TERAMA‘YOWIE BAY’. This is our choice in reds. This clone originates from a cross hybridised by Wondabah Orchids from which 
many fine Teramas came. The flowers are large and well-displayed and the plant flowers freely. In due course mericlones will be placed on the 
market together with select seedling crosses from it. Details will be given in our next mailing list. 

ARCADIAN SUNRISE ‘GOLDEN FLEECE’. We are not alone in thinking this to be one of the most important clones in 
commercial cut flowers. The large filled in yellow blooms with the contrast red lip, the June-July flowering time, the free-flowering property all 
combine to make it the best contender to fill the yellow void in cut flower production in high class, early-triploid yellows. Mericlone flasks are just 
about to be released for those who have previously ordered.

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SEED FLASKING FOR THE AMATEUR 


G. S. BANKS 


It the orchid disease is allowed to follow its 
natural progression, sooner or later the orchid 
grower will give some thought to undertaking 
some hybridising of his own. He may in fact 
succumb and actually make a few crosses with 
the result that a few months later he will have 
some lovely fat seed pods just ‘rearing-to-grow. 
He now has three alternatives. He can send the 
pod or seed to a commercial laboratory for 
processing, give it to a friend who dabbles in seed 
raising, or he can give it a go himself. This article 
deals with the last of these alternatives. 

Until they have tried to sow their own seed in 
flasks most orchid growers tend to look upon the 
process with considerable mystery. However 
after it has been tried one or two times he will 
quickly appreciate that it isn’t so hard after all — 
nor as complex as he first thought. 

The following notes are aimed at assisting the 
budding hybridist and perhaps whetting his 
interest enough to encourage him to attempt this 
Most fascinating facet of orchid culture. The 
methads outlined are as used by the writer. 
Anyone who has the use of a kitchen and has a 
modicum of patience can be successful with 
flasking. There will be some failures — in fact in 
the initial stages failures will possibly outnumber 
the successes — however with perseverance and 
experience these will be overcome. 

Preparation of Flasks. I have never ‘mixed’ 
my own media. From the time I first tried flasking 
Several years ago I have used media purchased 
from a supplier in South Australia and the results 
have been such that only in an emergency would 
1 even contemplate preparing my own. All I do 
when ordering is to nominate the genus, or 
§enera, to be treated and whether the media is 
for sowing or replating, and leave it to my 
Supplier to do the rest — he has never let me 
down yet. The media comes in packets sufficient 
to make about one litre of solution the pH has 
already been adjusted to the right level. Perhaps 
It Costs a little more than mixing your own 
however the extra cost is to my way of thinking 
More than offset by the time saving and the 
knowledge that the media is ‘right’. 

It is of prime importance to have flasks free 
from dirt, etc. so care must be taken to ensure 
that they are well cleaned. However do not use 
detergent in the cleaning operation. These days I 


do not use the traditional flasks but use whatever . 


Ottles are available. Milk bottles or similar are 
very good for replating purposes whilst small 
Ottles/jars are ideal for seed sowing. So whilst I 


will use the term flask throughout these notes I 
am really referring to bottles of all shapes and 
sizes. 

There is no need to worry about stoppers, be 
they rubber or cotton wadding, for sealing the 
opening of the flask. All I use is. a piece of heavy 
duty aluminium foil, as obtained from your local 
supermarket, of sufficient size to cover the open- 
ing and the neck of the flask (say about 100 mm 
square). 

You are now ready to cook up your agar media. 
Pour one litre of distilled water into a vessel that 
can be used to bring it to the boil — don’t however 
use anything metal either as a container or for 
stirring. I use a corning-ware container and stir 
with a wooden spoon. This is apparently most 
important as reportedly the pH of the mixture 
can be altered if metal is used. The water is then 
brought to the boil and the contents of the packet 
of media slowly added. Keep stirring until it is 
dissolved. The solution is now ready to be poured 
into the flasks and the flasks sterilised. One litre 
of agar solution for seed sowing gives 8/10 flasks 
with about 20 mm of agar in each. Use a funnel 
when pouring so as to keep the solution off the 
sides of the flasks. 

For sterilising the flasks I use either a standard 
bottling outfit (hereafter called a boiler) or a 
pressure cooker. The boiler is used for the taller 
flasks when preparing for replating — the flasks 
usually being too tall for the pressure cooker. The 
pressure cooker is used for the smaller flasks and 
for all flasks involving seed sowing media. Before 
the flasks are placed into whatever unit is being 
used the piece of aluminium foil is placed over 
the opening and pressed against the neck thereof 
by firmly clasping with the hand. I have found 
from experience that seed raising media is diffi- 
cult to sterilise in a boiler hence the reason why: 
the pressure cooker is always used for seed 
sowing — possibly it has something to do with the 
higher sugar level generally in the seed raising 
media. 

The sterilisation of the flasks in the boiler is 
accomplished by bringing the water (which is of 
about the same depth as the media in the flasks) 
to the boil and maintaining it at the boil for one 
hour. The pressure cooker on the other hand is 
brought to the recommended ‘cook’ pressure and 
left there for 15 minutes. It is best not to go 
beyond the times mentioned for to do so could 
result in the agar failing to ‘set’ — ie. it will 
essentially have been overcooked. (I have only 
ever failed to get the media to set on one occasion

.so am uncertain as to how far you can go before 

trouble comes — however the times mentioned 
have proven to be long enough). 

When the ‘cook’ is finished, turn off the heat 
and allow the unit to stand for five minutes or so. 
The flasks can now be quickly removed, using a 
pot holder, to a place where they will be able to 
slowly cool. I usually place them on a clean towel 
and cover them with another clean towel in an 
area free from air movement. 

Getting Ready for Sowing/Replating. All 
my sowing/replating is done over the boiler 
which is set up as shown in Figure 1. The 
platform shown is ‘arranged’ in the unit by 
placing wire mesh on upright milk bottles. Water 
is added, the top placed in position, water is 
brought up to the boil and held there for 15 
minutes or so. The top is then removed and the 
heat turned down so that there is a constant 
gentle flow of steam upwards. From the time 
that the top of the boiler is raised I go to 
considerable trouble to ensure that there are no 
air currents in the room. Doors and windows are 
shut and kept shut. From this time on the outfit 

‘will only be touched by rubber-gloved hands and 
a handkerchief is worn as a face mask to minimise 
the possibility of contamination through breath- 
ing directly onto the work area. 

Everything going into the work area, both 
initially and as the operations progress (including 
the rubber gloves being worn) are well washed in 
a 10 per cent bleach solution (1 part bleach to 9 
parts water). I keep a plastic bucket half-filled 
with 10 per cent bleach solution next to the work 
area. It is important to minimise the risk of 
contamination during all the actions involved — 
it is essential to keep this well in mind at all times 
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and to actually be conscious of and keep remind- 
ing oneself of the dangers. 

Place into the work area one bottle containing 
10 per cent bleach solution, and a methylated 
spirits burner. The burner is lit when you are 
ready to start operations. You will also need to 
place in the area the implements to be used for 
sowing seed that floats and for replating. I use a 
300 mm stainless steel rod that has been flattened 
at one end to make an area similar to a spoon. I 
find it ideal for the types of seed/plantlet transfers 
that I do. The implement is well washed in the 10 
per cent bleach solution then allowed to stand, 
spoon end down, in the bleach solution which is 
already in the work area. 

You are now ready to proceed with the actual 
operation — be it sowing or replating. 


Sowing. Using the equipment outlined above 
there are three basic types of sowing involved 
and I will briefly cover each one. The types are:— 

— dry seed sowing where the seed does not 

float on the sterilising solution. 

— dry seed sowing where the seed floats on 

the sterilising solution. 

— green pod sowing. 


Dry Seed Sowing where the Seed does 
not Float (See Figure 1). I find sowing under 
this heading to be the easiest of the three types. 
First operation is to prepare the sterilising solution 
and to sterilise the seed. Dry seed has to be 
disinfected as, despite all the precautions you 
may have taken from the time of seed collection, 
it will be contaminated with mould spores, etc. 

The solution I mainly use is made up by adding 
four parts bleach solution (I have always used the 
Marvoline brand) to 96 parts distilled water i.e. 
four per cent. If I think that the seed may be 


somewhat ‘sensitive’ I will drop the solution — 


down to two per cent or if I think that there may 
be considerable seed contamination I will even 
raise the solution to five per cent or even six per 
cent. A lot does depend on the seed itself. Some 
you will find to be very sensitive so a more gentle 
type of sterilising solution will be called for— say 
calcium hypochlorite made up as outlined in 
most good comprehensive orchid books. 

Pick up some seed on the end of a knife and 
place it into a small glass phial. Add sufficient 
solution to half fill the phial— then shake for four 
to five minutes. After this period allow the phial 
to stand for a minute or so so as to allow the seed 
to settle. It is then ready for sowing by using an 
eye-dropper. 

Take the flask into which the seed is to be sown 
and wash it in the bleach solution held next to the 
work area. While washing it gently loosen (but 
under no circumstances remove) the foil cover

On the flask so as to enable it to be lifted easily 
with the left hand for sowing purposes. Place the 
flask in the work area. Stand the glass phial next 
to it, remove the top and lower the eye-dropper 
(which has been well washed in the 10 per cent 
bleach solution) into the solution. Take sufficient 
liquid and seed to say half fill the tube, wait a few 
Moments for the seed to settle to the outlet end of 
the dropper, gently lift the foil cover on the flask 
to leave room for the dropper then gently allow 
two or three drops of seed and solution to drop 
Onto the agar surface. Quickly replace the foil 
Cover and put remaining seed/sterilising solution 
back into the glass phial. Firmly press the foil 
against the neck of the flask, swirl the flask gently 
to spread the seed over the agar surface — then 
put it to one side for later attention (see a 
following section). 

The above procedure is repeated until you 
have a sufficient number of mother flasks sown. 

Dry Seed Sowing where the Seed Floats 
on the Sterilising Solution (See Figure 2). 
The procedures to be used under this heading 
are practically the same as those that apply under 
circumstances outlined in the preceding section 
~ Le. as for seed that sinks. The exception is the 
method to be used for transfer of seed from the 
glass phial in which it has been sterilised to the 
flask to be used as the mother flask. 

The generally recommended method of trans- 
erring the seed is the use of a platinum wire 
which has a small loop at the end. On being 
Passed through the seed the loop collects suffici- 
nt seed to sow the one flask. This does not really 
Suit my purposes however as I like to heavily sow 
the mother flasks. Full comments on this aspect 
Will be given in a later section. 

To heavily sow using a platinum wire invites 
trouble because the mother flask has to be ‘left 
°pen’ for the time involved in making several 


transfers of seed. This time, together with the air 
movement involved in moving the wire back 
wards and forwards, greatly increases the risks 
of infection. I have therefore developed a simple 
procedure which enables me to heavily sow the 
mother flask whilst at the same time keeping it 
open for a minimum period. The procedure is as 
follows:— 

Thoroughly wash a glass tumbler in the 10 per 
cent bleach solution. Soak a clean handkerchief 
in the same solution. Place the tumbler in the 
work area covering it with the handkerchief 
which should still be quite wet with the bleach 
solution. With the stainless steel ‘spoon’, which 
has been standing in the bleach solution, create a 
depression in the handkerchief where it covers 
the tumbler’s opening. The solution containing 
the seed to be sown is then poured into this 
depression. Seed adhering to the side of the phial 
is washed into the depression using an eye- 
dropper containing seed sterilising solution (it is 
important that the eye-dropper has been well 
soaked in the 10 per cent bleach solution before- 
hand). Next remove with the left hand the alu- 
minium cover on the flask to be sown — the flask 
should be sitting on the wire frame and being 
held horizontally with its mouth in the rising 
steam — see Figure 2. Take the stainless steel 
spoon in the right hand, pass it through the 
flame, drench in the bleach solution, pick up a 
quantity of seed and place it into the moisture 
which will have collected where agar and glass 
meet in the bottle being sown. Quickly replace 
the aluminium cover and after swilling the seed 
around, put flask to one side for attention later. 
Repeat until all mother flasks are sown. Three or 
four mother flasks can be sown in a matter of a 
minute or so however if you think you are taking 
too long, simply use the eye-dropper with 10 per 
cent bleach solution to wash the seed remaining 











on the handkerchief to remove any contamination 
that may have taken place. This is also useful to 
wash the seed into the centre of the depression as 
there is a tendency for the seed to be spread 
somewhat as seed is collected on the spoon. 

Green Pod Sowing. Green pod sowing has 
many advantages. The main ones are that de- 
pending on the genus being sown you can gain 
up to six months start on the dry seed and with 
some complex genera often possible germination 
problems are overcome if the seed is sown prior 
to its maturity. 

There are two ways that green pods can be 
sown using the boiler. The first is to cut the pod 
lengthways and to scrape seed quickly into the 
opened mother flask. Proceed as _ follows. 

Thoroughly wash the pod in the 10 per cent 
bleach solution, Remove the aluminium foil 
cover from the flask to be sown (the flask should 
be standing ready on the work area), take a sharp 
stainless steel knife which has previously been 
well washed in the 10 per cent bleach solution, 
cut the pod quickly lengthways and with the 
knife scrape seed into the open flask. If you 
intend sowing two or three flasks with the same 
pod it is best to have them all in the work area so 
that the full complement can be sown in the one 
operation. Whenever flasks are sitting in a vertical 
position with the cover off they are always in 
danger of contamination. The rising steam helps 
to a considerable extent however it does not, and 
cannot, guarantee against contamination. The 
main aim is therefore to work quickly and withas 
much care as possible. 

Once the covers are in place the seed is swirled 
around the flask and the flasks set to one side. 

Another method, and one which works quite 
well for me, is to remove the seed from the green 
pod away from the work area — then proceed to 
sow using whichever of the dry seed sowing

methods referred to above are appropriate. The 
sterilising solution however does not need to be 
as strong as the four per cent mentioned — a two 
per cent solution is adequate for the purpose. 

The disadvantage of green pod sowing is that if 
something does go wrong and all mother flasks 
fail there is no seed with which to have another 
go. I therefore prefer, whenever possible, to use 
dry seed and so keep as many options open as 
possible. 

Replating (See Figure 3). Replating is 
simplicity itself. Once seed has germinated and 
small protocorms begin to form I find it advan- 
tageous to reflask into fresh media — particularly 
when the sowing in the mother flask has been 
heavy and germination good. (As I sow heavily I 
usually get a heavy concentration of protocorms 
even with ‘average’ germination). Often when the 
protocorms are the result of green pod sowing 
they stick together in a mass and accordingly it is 
absolutely essential to reflask. I have adapted my 
procedures to replating in the protocorm stage — 
hence I sow heavily and can replate into quite a 
number of flasks in virtually the one operation. 
Also I find it easier to replate 50 or so protocorms 
than 50 or so largish seedlings. 

Flasks are prepared in virtually the same way 
as for seed sowing except of course that the 
media used is replate media for the genus to be 
handled. I have always added liquified banana to 
the media. This can either be added at time of 
mixing media with boiling distilled water or you 
can do as I now do. For each pack of media to be 
used take four medium-sized bananas (doesn't 
seem to matter from my experience whether the 
bananas are green or ripe — though the riper they 
are the easier they are to liquify). Liquify them 
using whatever apparatus you have available 
then pour sufficient into each flask to effect a 
depth of7-8 mm. Then add the media to bring the 


total depth to say 35 mm. Sterilisation is then 
effected in the same way as outlined under seed 
sowing. It is best to use tall flasks to give the 
seedlings space to grow. 

When you are ready to replate prepare the 
Sterilisation unit as shown in Figure 3 with this 
time two wire rests on the side — One to hold the 
mother flask with the other to hold the flask 
which is to receive the protocorms being trans- 
ferred. 

Remove the foil covering the opening of the 
mother flask and place the foil right side up on 
the wire mesh platform. Do the same with the 
Cover of the flask to receive the protocorms. 
Flame the spoon quench it in the bleach solution 
and then quickly transfer about 50/70 protocorms 
to the new flask placing them in the liquid which 
will have collected where media and glass meet. 
Avoid touching the glass of either flask. Place the 
spoon back in the bleach solution and with the 
tight hand take the metho burner and run the 
flame over the rim of the flask which has just 
received the protocorms. After replacing the 
burner pick up the foil cover from the new flask, 
hold it over the flame for a couple of seconds and 
quickly replace it over the opening. Press the foil 
tightly to the surface by squeezing with the right 
hand (see Figure 4), swirl the protocorms to 
Spread them over the surface, then set the flask to 
One side. 

Repeat the process with the next flask. Every 
three or four flasks flame the entrance to the 
mother flask. If at the end of the replating of the 
number of flasks required you still have proto- 
Corms in the mother flask, simply flame the 
Opening, flame the foil and replace. Thereafter 
treat as for the replated flasks and hold for later 
"eplating if necessary or desired. 


Attention to be Given to the Flasks after 
Sowing/Replating. You will now have a selec- 
ion of flasks either freshly sown or freshly 
replated plus an odd mother flask or so. 

My next step is to place a rubber band tightly 
around the neck of the flask to firmly hold the foil 
M place, then place a square of polythene film 
(Say about 100 mm square)over the foil — this film 
1s held in place again by a rubber band. I have 
found that the polythene film is not absolutely 
Necessary with mother flasks where the seed is to 
be ready for replating in a matter of a few weeks. 
However with replated flasks where some months 
May be involved until the seedlings are of a size 
'o be removed, I find the film helps to prevent 

ate contamination caused as a result of ‘pin 
Oles’ appearing in the aluminium foil. This 
Particularly happens when light grade foil is 
used and explains why I now use the heavy

grades. The gradual disintegration of the foil 

provides openings for spores to enter. 

Don't forget to label the flasks. You may think 
you will remember which is which, however 
time plays tricks and you may end up being very 
uncertain as to what is in each one. 

These days I have a special flask case where 
flasks are given 16 hours of light from Gro-lux 
tubes held a few inches above the flasks and 
which the temperature is held at about25°C. This 
provides for optimum growth of the seedlings. 
However if you do not have these facilities 
available the flasks can be left on top of the 
‘refrigerator’ in the kitchen or some other well- 
lighted, but dry, position. The atmosphere in the 
glass house is usually too humid. 

Contamination. Contamination will usually 
show up within a week or so even though the odd 
flask will succumb even weeks later. Contamina- 
tion is usually of the following basic types and 
causes. 

a. grey or yellow bacteria — from hands/breath 
of operator. 

b. occasional flasks infected with bacteria or 
fungus — caused by airborne spores. 

c. several flasks infected with the same type 
contamination — is usually a result of con- 
taminated seed sample. 

d. fungus or bacteria (flying saucer-like growths) 
in the body of the agar — caused by faulty 
sterilising of the nutrient media. 
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With (a) improved methods are required i.e. do 
not touch or breathe over sterile surfaces. With 
(c) intensify seed sterilisation procedures and 
with (b) endeavour to have the flasks open for 
only the amount of time required and absolutely 
necessary and avoid air movement around the 
flasks when they are open. With (d) attention will 
have to be given to general flask sterilisation 
techniques e.g. you may not be keeping the heat 
high enough during the process or the make-up 
of the media may make sterilisation under pres- 
sure necessary. 

Conclusion. If you have not previously tried 
your own flasking, may I add that it is not by any 
means difficult. All you have to do is follow the 
procedures outlined above, or in the many orchid 
publications that include a section on seed sow- 
ing. You will have failures and quite possibly in 
th early stages failures will well outnumber 
successes. However with perseverance and a 
remembrance that there are spores everywhere 
just waiting to contaminate your efforts, you will 
succeed. 

The system outlined works. I have many seed- 
lings in flask and out of flask to prove that they do. 
I have ‘developed’ the systems to suit my own 
particular requirements and have cut many 
corners along the line — always keeping the 
contamination monster well in mind at all times. 
I have taken and air-freighted flasks overseas 
with success — all that was done was to strengthen 
the foil coverings to ensure that they were not 
broken during transit. Also I have found that 
replating in the protocorm stage keeps the seed- 
lings moving very well — in fact with some 
genera (oncidiums and softcane/native dendro- 
biums in particular) the time from sowing to 
planting out 75 mm high seedlings is as short as 
four months. 

One final point. If you think you might give it a 
go please be careful as to your selection of plants 
to hybridise. Try to select parents which at least 
have a chance of giving worthwhile results. 
There is little point in wasting time growing 
seedlings with virtually no potential and whilst 
there is always a chance that such crossings may 
produce something good, the odds are never- 
theless well stacked against you. Even when 
crossings using top plants are flowered the 
percentage of poor flowers is generally quite 
high. Maybe you could give some thought to 
selfing some of the scarcer species you may have 
in your collection and growing the resulting 
seedlings to help perpetuate some of the species 
that are disappearing from the wild. 

All the best with your attempts and most 
importantly don’t give up if at first you fail.

A Tribute by Mr. G. Hermon Slade 


The death of Frances Royden (Kip) McKillop near Rio 
de Janeiro early in July ends an amateur’s love and 
service to orchids that was the dominant and prime 
force to Kip McKillop’s life outside his family. 

Born in Borneo — I think 57 years ago — Kip settled in 
Bougainville at the end of his war service and there 
built up an orchid collection which was as breathtaking 
and unique as the remote environment in which it 
existed. New Guinea native orchids obtained during 
numerous trips to other New Guinea islands and 
ecological areas, so numerous in that land of the 
greatest species density of orchids in existence, were 
assembled with due system and logic, alongside exotic 
members from other lands, on a property near Kieta, 
then a large cocoa-producing organisation called 
Arawra Plantation. 

This collection, with its size and diversity, enabled 
Kip to make numerous advances in orchid hybridising, 
especially in the genus Dendrobium section Ceratobium 
which is centred in New Guinea, and which as a group 
is characteristic of Bougainville and New Guinea 
generally as wattles are to Australia. 

When the huge Bougainville Copper project com- 
menced Arawra plantation was resumed to become 
the modern town of Arawra. Kip McKillop moved on to 
Brazil, there to make a thorough survey for a site on 
which to establish the “best ever’ orchid collection. 
Recently he purchased a 200-hectare property some 40 
kilometres from Rio at the foot of the Sierra das Orgaos, 
en route to Teresopolis. 

Now house and rapidly-expanding collection are as 
unfinished as Kip’s ardour, enthusiasm, knowledge, 
and zeal for his beloved orchids — a family he loved 
from the largest and showiest to the minute and lowly. 

Orchids have lost one of their greatest human 
admirers as well as one of their most successful 
cultivators.

Note: An article The Remarkable Orchids of Arawra 
appeared in the June, 1966 issue of “A.O.R.”. The 
collection covered an area of ten acres, approximately 
four hectares. Orchids were established mainly on 
trees because Kip found this gave the best results, but 
there were also many beds of terrestrials and hedges of 
vandaceous plants. 

When the plantation was taken over to become a 
town the collection went to help establish the University 
collection at Port Moresby and to augment the marvel- 
lous collection at Lae Botanic Gardens.

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Where to with Colchicine?

Your Editor has asked me a_ direct 
question, “where is the colchicine business 
leading? and I am sure many growers would like 
to know the answer to this controversial 
question. 

My answer will be given in a somewhat round 
about way. Following many years of probing and 
research, it is obvious that all new, or supposedly 
new discoveries or methods of culture in the 
plant world, should be viewed with caution, 
until practical use proves them successful 
beyond allreasonable doubt. If one looks back 
since 1946 and if one’s memory is good, there are 
several glaring examples of some outlandish 
claims which have never yet been fulfilled. 

(a) How many plants were chemically put to 

death by “a pound of epsom salts per 
plant’. 
Was the final chapter ever written of the 
“stale beer’ used as a liquid feed” which for 
the first few months showed vast growth 
improvement, only to result in the death of 
many plants by root strangulation. 

(c) The outlandish claim that by using “gib- 
berellic acid” on cymbidiums all the then 
existing nurseries would be out of business 
in a few years. 

Time of course told the tale, and those existing 
Nurseries are still going strong, while the 
“GIBBERELLIC ACID GIANTS” are yet to appear. 
One of course can also recall the use of secret 
potions which if applied to seed vessels, will 
produce the most outstanding results, and again 
we wait patiently for the arrival of these “SUPER 
SECRET POTION CYMBIDIUMS’. 

There has been no substitute to date for a 
Successful breeding programme carried out by 
distinguished hybridizers, who know and 
understand their subject, use their skill which 
they have acquired over many years of practical 
experience, join together proven parents with their 
latest developments and letting nature, love and 
tender care, produce naturally the new parents 
of the future. In this way, outstanding hybridists 
such as Messrs. Alexander, Holford, Farmer, 
White and Rothwell, have paved the way and laid 
down the foundation over 100 years for future 
Successful natural breeding. 

Itis obvious that much of their success is due to 
Natural tetraploids such as Alexanderi, Rosanna, 
Pauwelsii, Babylon, Vieux Rose, Runnymede, 
Dorama, and countless others. but, a tetraploid 
Or 4N alone does not mean a plant will be a

successful parent. There are thousands of 4N 


which are a complete failure as parents and this” 


is where experience and past knowledge comes 
to the fore. 

Now to colchicine. On an exhaustive study it is 
found that colchicine is a very dangerous nar- 
cotic drug which was first used in Belgium 
around 1903 on the development of new strains 
of tobacco. 

After several years the project was dropped with 
very little success. It was however found that if 
colchicine was used in concentration high 
enough to affect the chromosome character of 
the seed, the seed died anyway. We also have on 
record disastrous results in the cattle breeding 
industry when colchicine was used. 

On viewing a large house of orchid seedlings in 
flower, half of which had-been treated in the 
protocorm stage with colchicine, the flowers on 
the left (untreated) gave results just as good as the 
flowers on the right (treated). Granted the use of 
such a drug is very critical and one operator may 
achieve differing results from the next, never- 
theless, the fact remains that to date the results 
are not consistent or concrete. 

In our meristem laboratory which began 
operating in October 1969, we have produced 
many thousands of mericlones from which we 
have obtained many interesting mutations quite 
different from the original, yet we have never 
used colchicine.

. Sensation ‘Kimberley’ AD/AOC. 

These improved varieties, display bigger 
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flowers, wider segments, larger lips, more dis- 
tinctive markings of the lip, but usually shorter 
spikes, less flowers per spike, altered times of 
flowering, different growth habit and usually 
identical colour, but due to the larger flatter 
segments more of it. 

We have also flowered inferior varieties such

These have had smaller flowers with smaller 
segments than the original, lip markings. with 
less colour than the original and weaker growth 
habit. 

It would appear the original scientific claim 
that ‘all mericlones are identical to the original’, 
may not hold true in practice. It would also 
appear that natural improved varieties are 
possible while tissue multiplication is in pro- 
gress. This could account for some of these 
claimed to be the product of colchicine treatment. 

What is obvious, is the fact that nature will let 
man go so far, and then has the happy knack of 
turning the tables on him. Is it wise to produce 
drug addicted plants? and how will they perform 
when used as breeding stock? 

Many of these improved varieties, the result of 
natural change during tissue multiplication, are 
being used as parents, but until the progeny 
flowers we make no claim as to their perform- 
ance, for as previously stated, not all tetraploids 
prove to be good breeding stock. 

It is however a proven fact that the best 
tetraploid parents of the past have come from 
triploid crossings, and successful established 
breeding programmes will continue to find new 
tetraploids within their triploid crosses. If one is 
astute and observant, these tetraploids are 
appearing regularly and they are to me exciting, 
having been produced naturally, assisted no 
doubt by God, the love and tender care of the 
hybridist, and the knowledge and experience of 
those dedicated men who spent a lifetime 
blazing the trail. 

Colchicine can only mutate something which 
already exists, by drug addiction. Whereas a 
successful breeding programme will continue to 
produce new improved and interesting colours 
and shapes, and award winners of the future. 

Natural breeding and natural tetraploids are 
unlimited. 

Colchicine treatment practised on existing 
varieties is limited to the extent that it can only, in 


Nou ones 
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some cases, produce larger flowers at the 
expense of other factors. These are usually 
shorter stems, less flowers per stem, slower 
growing, and in some cases, growth so slow that 
the plants may never flower, and many flowers 
appear coarse even grotesque at times. 

While natural breeding continues to produce 
for us fine Cymbidiums such as our new Iron 
Knob, Westgate Bridge, Bay Sun, Rose Hill, Ayres 
Rock, Caledonian Rose, and the exciting dazzling 
Sovereign Hill varieties. I see no reason to diverse 
from the well established highly successful 
breeding programme already proven over the 
past 100 years.

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The Case for Colchicine

It is worth stating once again that the earliest 
tetraploid cymbidiums to appear were con- 
sidered to be improved orchids by judges, 
hybridists and enthusiasts alike. I refer, of course, 
to C. Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’, FCC/RHS registered 
1911; C. Pauwelsii ‘Compte d’Hemptinne’, 
FCC/RHS registered 1911; and Early Bird ‘Pacific’, 
AM/RMS registered 1946. From these “great” 
orchids and their progeny, have been produced, 
over several generations, a vast number of poly- 
ploids (triploids, 3N: and tetraploids, 4N). It has 
been these increased ploidy orchids which have 
for many years now won the big bulk of show 
prizes and awards and now form the bulk of the 
cut flower growers high-quality orchids, the 
world over. 

The progeny of these three early tetraploids 
have been the main stud plants of all the world’s 
cymbidium hybridists in their breeding pro- 
grammes right up to the present time. Where it 
has been possible to cross tetraploid with tetra- 
ploid to produce blooms of a desired colour to 
flower at a required time of the season this has 
been done and further tetraploids have resulted. 
Today, no hybridist produces whites other than 
tetraploids. But to achieve new colours and 
intensified colours or to extend the flowering 
season, these same tetraploids have been crossed 
with diploids having desirable features by way of 
colour or time of flowering and triploids have 
resulted. But through the dominance of the 
tetraploid over the diploid, little has been 
achieved in these aims, in either colour intensifi- 


Cation or extending the flowering season of 


quality orchids.

To be noted is the influence of three early 
tetraploids which feature also in the breeding of 
Rosanna and Vieux Rose. 

The chart above depicts the limited range of 
tetraploids available to the hybridists right up 
until the present time. 

Over many years of hybridising only six of the 
fifteen time colour slots have been catered for at 
all — and not by any measure could these be said 
to be adequate. And what of the green colour 
flowers for all seasons, the yellows for most of the 
season and the much in demand reds and bright 
colours in quality orchids? 

All this is now changed. There exist today high 
quality tetraploids — many are already awarded 
— in the full colour range flowering from ultra 
early to very late in the flowering season. And all 
this has been achieved in a relatively short space 
of time and probably by the judicious use of the 
plant derivative, colchicine. 

The word ‘probably’ is used deliberately for 
there can be no proof that any tetraploid created 
from diploid parents or diploid tissue was the 
result of colchicine treatment. Whilst evidence 
suggests and the laws of probability point out, 
that this is so, because of the number of tetra- 
ploids which have appeared without the aid of 
colchicine, no proof can be attached to any one 
plant that its doubled ploidy was caused by 
colchicine. The tetraploids Pearl Easter 
‘McBeans’ FCC/RHS and Vieux Rose ‘Dell Park’ 
FCC/RHS are good orchids and good stud plants. 
They arrived without the aid of colchicine. 

Early work on cymbidiums with colchicine 
was carried out by Dr. Donald Wimber at the 
University of Oregon, Eugene, Oregon, U.S.A. and 
the results of this work has been published in 
many orchid magazines. In the late 1960’s and 
early 70’s, Dr. Bob Vandyke of Sydney treated 
many thousands of cymbidium seedlings and 
apical meristem tissue protocorms with col- 
chicine. Most, if not all, of the plants deriving 
from this work have now flowered. The results 
have startled cymbidium growers the world 
over. 

Due probably to the scepticism of the hoped for 
results of this work, by many growers of cym-

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bidiums and also due to the necessary price 
surcharge for the treated stock, this material was 
not spread far and wide but has remained largely 
together in one place. It is safe to say that no other 
person in the world other than Dr. Vandyke used 
colchicine on a scale other than experimental in 
scope or nature until recent years. These later 
treated plants have not as yet flowered. 

Up to 1978, at Valley Orchids, Reynella, South 
Australia, we have flowered thousands of seed- 
lings and mericlones the diploid protocorms of 
which were treated with colchicine by Dr. 
Vandyke. Many hundreds of these plants are, by 
determination in some instances by chromo- 
some count and in others by stomata measure- 
ment, tetraploids. Many are exceedingly good 
orchids measured by any standard. The few that 
have been shown have gained high awards and 
won many show prizes. They cover the whole 
colour range and they flower throughout the 
season from ultra-early to late. In short, what has 
been achieved is the creation of a bank of high- 
quality tetraploid stud and show plants which 
can be used to produce polyploids in all colours 
to flower early, mid and late season. 

These new tetraploids have genes not con- 
nected with those of either Alexanderii ‘Weston- 
birt’, Pauwelsii ‘Compte d’Hemptinne’ or Early 
Bird ‘Pacific’. They are, in fact, entirely new stud 
plants which will increase the scope of the 
hybridist many fold. 

The happy position of the hybridist is now that 
he has a greater choice of tetraploid studs and a 
greater scope to produce high quality orchids to 
fill all the previously blank time-colour slots in a 
production schedule. He has new banks of genes 
right back to the species orchids to work with. He 
has intense colour studs whereas in the past he 
was forced to use a white tetraploid and cross it 
with a diploid of desirable colour and flowering 
times and hope to get a few plants following the 
diploid in colour and time of flowering but 
having the tetraploid’s shape, production and 
substance. Now, for example, an ultra-early, 
green tetraploid can be crossed with another 
ultra-early, green tetraploid. The progeny will all 
be tetraploids and the big majority should be 
high-quality orchids, green in colour and flower 
ing at the predicted time as all influences are 
directed this way. The same applies to yellows 
and reds and other bright colours. If triploids are 
required, similar results should be gained as the 
tetraploid, by passing on two sets of chromo- 
somes, will dominate if crossed with a diploid. 

Mehlquist writes in “The Orchids’, edited by 
Withner, page 393: 

“In the genus cymbidium the appearance of C. 
Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt and C  Pauwelsii 
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‘Compte d‘Hemptinne’ in the early 1920’s marked 
the beginning of a new era in hybridizing in this 
genus. Although some twenty-five years were to 
pass before these famous parent plants were 
conclusively proved to be polyploids, their 
appearance and breeding behaviour left little 
doubt as to their being polyploids (Mehlquist, 
1949, 1952). Both of these plants were noticeably 
slower in their development than their respec- 
tive sibling seedlings, but they eventually 
reached greater size and were of much better 
substance in both flowers and vegetative charac- 
teristics”. 

These two early tetraploids are no different 
ploidy-wise to any of the new tetraploids whether 
they were naturally occurring or colchicine 
induced. Collectively, the new ones will go on to 
achieve the same fame as the two early tetra- 
ploids but as there are many more of them it is 
doubtful they will achieve such notoriety as 
individuals. Greens will be used to produce 
greens, yellows to produce yellows and reds for 
reds. More intense colours will result to satisfy 
the increasing demand for such orchids. 

To compare the new tetraploids with diploids, 
some basis of comparison is necessary. Let’s look | 
at them in recognised features of both the plant 
and its flowers. In many instances we have both 
tetraploid and diploid forms of the same cultivar 
and as both are subject to the same cultural 
techniques, a reasonable basis of comparison 
can be made. Where only one form of a cultivar 
exists, comparison can be made only with its 
siblings and therefore cannot be as convincing as 
the former group. I propose to treat them by 
features, listed according to the prominence of 
each feature in a recognised commercial assess- 
ment of a cymbidium orchid: Colour, substance, 
production, spike habit, size and shape. 

COLOUR: The tetraploid flower invariably 
has enhanced — more intense colour. This could 
be explained by the thicker tissue reflecting more 
light rather than from increased pigmentation. 

SUBSTANCE: The tetraploid flower has more 
substance — thicker tissue — than the diploid. 
Generally the tissue of the tepals of tetraploids is 
more than 50% thicker than the diploid. This 
extra substance gives longer life to the flowers 
and allows them to better withstand handling, 
packing and transport. 

PRODUCTION: Mehlquist’s statement that 
the plants eventually reached greater size holds 
true. At maturity the tetraploid is more bountiful 
than the diploid but then they are bigger plants 
with bigger bulbs and wider leaves. 

SPIKE HABIT: The tetraploid has heavier — 
thicker spikes. They need less staking and hold 
their flowers in better presentation.

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SIZE: The tetraploid flowers are generally 5% - 
10% bigger (measured across the petals) than is 
the diploid. The tetraploid’s volume is double the 
diploid’s with most of the extra volume being in 
the thickness of the tissue. 


SHAPE: Show judges ask for round, filled-in 
flowers. Here the tetraploid really differs from 
the diploid. The tetraploid has wider petals and 
sepals and a wider lip maintaining balance with 
the rest of the flower. The tetraploid’s superior 
shape is borne out by the number of awards 
gained by these orchids in recent years. The 
same remarks apply equally to phalaenopsis, 
dendrobiums, cattleyas and other orchids. 

Tetraploids now exist in the Pure-Colour 
Cymbidiums. The arrival of intense coloured 
white, green and yellow, tetraploids was the 
break through so necessary to produce high 
quality Pure-Colour orchids as it is impossible to 
introduce coloured tetraploids to the pure- 
colours and achieve pure-coloured plants. Pure- 
Colour tetraploids of intense white, green and 
yellow colours now exist flowering from early 
through mid to late in the flowering season. Just 
a few white and green tetraploids flower in the 
month of May and could be said to be ultra- 
earlies. Evidence suggests and the law of pro- 
bability indicates, most of these new tetraploids 
were created by the use of colchicine. 

In summary, the new tetraploid plants are far 
superior orchids to their diploid counterparts. 
The future is assured by the awards and show 
prizes being gained wherever shown. Some, but 
only some, have shorter spikes whilst others 
have longer spikes. Flower count is lower on 
some but there are others carrying 22 large 
flowers per spike. Lunagrad ‘Elanora’ (4N) 
HCC/AOS, EA/NSW carries 15 flowers while the 
diploid form carries 16 flowers. 


Most important is that the seedlings of these 
new tetraploids will almost all be high quality 
orchids of intense colour and flowering at pre- 
dictable times from ultra-early to late in the 
flowering season. 

Colchicine is not yet dead. Whilst many fine 
tetraploids exist, there are insufficient of them to 
Supply the hybridists’ requirements of these fine 
new orchids. Therefore, diploid x diploid crosses 
will still be made and the developing protocorms 
from such crosses subjected to treatment by 
colchicine. Also diploid apical meristem tissue 
will be subjected to colchicine to induce tetra- 
ploid tissue from which will grow tetraploid 
plants.

Besides the multi-million dollar business they create as 
an ornament they support a major industry as the 
source of the vanilla bean. This biological newcomer is 
so young that it can develop a new species within a 
human lifetime, whereas older organisms require tens 
of thousands of years. Especially intriguing is the 
number of means that various orchids use to effect 
pollinisation.”

Show Champion was a well-grown Paph. Langleys 
Pride ‘Laelia Sasso’, FCC/AOC belonging to Dr. Julian 
Coker. This is a superb orchid at its best, but one not 
easy to flower well. Best Species went to a well-grown 
Laelia anceps grown by Mr. and Mrs. Walker. 

The later growers also won Best Other Genera with 
their dendrobium cross D. Sagarik x D. Lady Hamilton. 
Hardcanes are difficult to flower in Melbourne without 
bud drop. Mr. Walker says they give the plant more 
light and less water early in autumn to harden the 
canes. 

Classes provided for open, growers with less than 
300 plants, and under 150 plants. This ensured that 
smaller growers got a fair share of the prizes.

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Orchids at Jervis Bay Annex 
National Botanic Gardens 


The Jervis Bay Annex to the National Botanic 
Gardens is approximately 78 ha in area. It was 
originally established in 1951 on about two hec- 
tares of land on the edge of Lake McKenzie, 26 
metres above sea level. This land had previously 
been a dairy farm. 

The Annex was established to enable the 
Botanic Gardens to cultivate frost tender plants 
under more favourable conditions than those 
which prevail in Canberra. About 1,000 plants 
from the Botanic Gardens in Canberra are planted 
out each year. These are usually plants which are 
being tested for frost tolerance in Canberra and 
the Annex collection provides a reservoir of 
propagation material if the plants do not survive 
Canberra's harsh conditions. In addition to this, 
increasing numbers of plants are being propa- 
gated at the Annex for planting out. 

The terrain ranges from relic pockets of rain- 
forest where many Queensland plants are being 
established, to low sandstone heath, sand dune 
and natural swampland. 

Several walking trails have been established, 
one skirting the lake on the southern side and 
another which provides access to the heath. 

The dune vegetation on the south and west 
side of the lake is dominated by Eucalyptus 
pilularis with Banksia serrata, Banksia integri- 
folia and Monotoca elliptica on well-drained 
sandy soils. The more poorly-drained parts of the 
Annex on the eastern side of the lake are domi- 
nated by Eucalyptus racemosa, Eucalyptus 
gummifera and Syncarpia glomulifera. The heath 
areas include Banksia ericifolia, Hakea tereti- 
folia, Sprengelia incarnata and Blandfordia 
nobilis. 

The yearly average rainfall is around 1,170 mm. 
The wettest month is May and the driest October. 
Average maximum temperatures range from 
24°C-16° in January and July and average mini- 
mum range is 17°C-9.5°C in the same months. 
Native Orchids in Jervis Bay Territory 

There are only four epiphytes native to Jervis 
Bay Territory. These are Dendrobium speciosum, 
Dendrobium linguiforme, Dendrobium tereti- 
folium and Cymbidium suave. Of these Dendro- 
bium speciosum is the most common occurring 
on outcrops of Jervis Bay sandstone throughout 
the Territory. Dendrobium linguiforme occurs in 
similar locations but is less common. Dendro- 
bium teretifolium is found mainly associated 
with Casuarina glauca growing on the foreshores 
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CONSERVATION PROJECT 

Mr. A. Richards, a member of the com- 
mittee of Shoalhaven Orchid Society, has 
undertaken to assist the staff at the Jervis 
Bay Annex of the National Botanic Garden 
to establish more native orchids there. 
These will be placed in inaccessible posi- 
tions by ladder, and the gate to the area is 
locked at late afternoon. If you can help, 
either by supplying plants or taking part in 
the work, contact Mr. Richards at 16 Jervis 
Street, Huskisson, N.S.W. 2540. 
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of St. Georges Basin and elsewhere in the Terri- 
tory. Cymbidium suave is usually found in trees, 
logs and stumps generally in rotted wood. The 
root system of Cymbidium suave is very extensive 
and will often extend several metres down inside 
the log or tree in which it is growing. 

The terrestrial orchids are much more numer- 
ous and include: Caleana major — the flying duck 
orchid, Dipodium punctatum — the hyacinth 
orchid, Gastrodia sesamoides — the potato 
orchid. Other genuses are Cryptostylis, Calo- 
chilus and Thelymitra. A complete list of the 
terrestrial orchids of the Territory has yet to be 
compiled. 

The NBG annex has very few ephiphytes other 
than those which occur naturally. This aspect of 
the annex collection will be remedied as suitable 
stock becomes available. 

The NBG in Canberra has a varied collection of 
native orchids including the largest collection of 
native terrestrials in the country. The annex will 
ultimately benefit from this when stocks reach 
an overflow point. Many of the orchids which are 
grown in glasshouses in Canberra could be 
grown in the open in Jervis Bay as there are many 
suitable sites and the variety of species grown 
will only be limited by climatic conditions. 

With Australian native orchids becoming in- 
creasingly rare in their native state, institutions 
such as the NBG have an obligation to ensure 
their conservation.

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Orchids and Tasmania’s Adventurers in Science 
RONALD KERR 


On Christmas Day, 1803, the brig Lady Nelson 
sheltered in the Kent Group of Islands against the 
dangerously foul Bass Strait weather. Governor 
King had despatched the ship from Port Jackson 
to assist Lt-Colonel David Collins who had been 
charged with setting up a new colony. Commis- 
sioned as Lieutenant Governor Collins had.come 
with two ships from England with instructions to 
form a settlement at either Port Phillip or Port 
Dalrymple. The Francis, another ship sent by 
King, had first to report to Collins at Port Phillip 
then rendezvous with the Lady Nelson. 

Anxiously those on the Lady Nelson awaited 
the overdue Francis. 

Naturalist Robert Brown put the waiting time 
to good use by botanising ashore. Brown had 
Sailed from England on 18th July, 1801 with 
Captain Matthew Flinders aboard H.M.S. Investi- 
gator. After circumnavigating New Holland and 
charting thousands of miles of coast Flinders had 
left Sydney on his ill-fated attempt to reach 
England in order to obtain a ship to replace the 
rotting Investigator. 

Fortunately for science Brown and his artist 
Ferdinand Bauer elected to stay behind and 
Collect specimens in the Sydney, Hawkesbury 
and Hunter River areas. Then, late in 1803, 
Governor King invited Brown to join the Lady 
Nelson on its mission of aid to the new colony. 

The Francis eventually arrived but it had been 
So badly battered by the storm it had to be sent 
back to Sydney for repair. Colonel Collins had 
sent an investigating party, headed by William 
Collins, in the Francis to examine and report on 
the suitability of Port Dalrymple as a colony site. 
This party now transferred to the Lady Nelson 
and arrived at the mouth of the Tamar on New 
Year's Day, 1804. Nineteen days were spent 
examining the river as far as the present site of 
Launceston. Brown thought the soil near the 
entrance rather poor, but William Collins, who 
incidentally was not related to Colonel Collins, 
Was very favourably impressed by the country to 
the south. 

The Lady Nelson then crossed Bass Strait to 
join Collins who had been waiting at Port Phillip 
with the main party for two months. 

Collins had become very dissatisfied with Port 
Phillip, and on learning that a settlement under 
Lieutenant Bowen had been established at Risdon 
On the Derwent the previous September, he 
decided to take his party there. 

Collins did not like the Risdon site and moved 
downstream to the present site of Hobart. Brown 


took part in the official founding ceremony of the 
new colony on the 21st February, 1804, climbed 
Mt. Wellington twice, and collected 300 plant 
specimens in the Hobart area, 40 of them endemic. 
Another 240 plants came from the Tamar and 
other areas. 

Robert Brown as destined to become the greatest 
botanist of his time, indeed one of the greatest of 
all time. He returned to England with nearly4,000 
plants, including some from Timor, and of these 
only a few were previously known. He also 
collected many geological and fauna specimens. 

After five years spent classifying his plants 
Brown published his great work Prodromus 
Florae Novae Hollandieae et Insulae van Dieman 
which revolutionised the science of taxonomy. 

A small river just south of Hobart was named 
after Brown and today a cairn to his fame and 
memory stands near it. This area is now known at 
Kingston. ' 

It is not possible to say which of his orchid 
collections were made in Tasmania, but he was 
closely associated with Colonel William Paterson 
who founded a settlement at Port Dalrymple in 
November, 1804, first at George Town on Outer 
Cove, then at York Town across the river. A few 
years later York Town was abandoned as admini- 
strative centre in favour of Launceston. A species 
of Caladenia common in Tasmania was found by 
the Colonel, and Brown named it Galadenia 
patersonii in his honour. 

Brown named more of our orchid species than 
any other botanist, all of them with beautifully 
melodious names latinised from Greek roots. 
Caladenia, for instance, is derived from kalos, 
meaning beautiful and denia, meaning gland. 
Acianthus derives from akis, a point, and anthos, 
a flower, hence pointed flower. Glossodia means 
shaped like a tongue and refers to the labellum. 
The Greenhoods are named from pteron, a wing, 
and stylos, a column, forming Pterostylis, the 
orchid with a winged column. 

Then there is the euphonious Sarcochilus, 
meaning fleshy lipped, and Calochilus from 
kalos, beautiful, and kheilos, lip. Names like 
Lyperanthus, Epiblema, Prasophyllum, and Gas- 


_ trodia, seem to roll off the tongue. In fact 18 


genera, about one quarter of those to be found in 
Australia, were named by Brown. 

Many of his species names have the same 
magical timbre: falcatus, caudatus, caerulea, 
dilatata, gracilis, suaveolens, sulphurea, and 
many more as musical and all of them meaningful. 

Brown became secretary to Sir Joseph Banks,

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and after the death of Sir Joseph in 1820, Keeper 
of Botany at the British Museum. He was one of 
the first to effectively use the microscope for 
plant research, and the first to describe the plant 
cell and the sexual parts of plants as revealed by 
the microscope. He made a detailed study of 
fossil plants and pioneered geographical botany. 
His discovery of the movement of minute particles 
in solutions, known now as “Brownian move- 
ment’, opened up the whole field of molecular 
research. 

Brown maintained his interest in Australia to 
the time of his death in 1858 at the age of 75. 

During his four years in Australia Brown spent 
six months in Tasmania and can truly be regarded 
as one of the State’s “founding fathers’. Tas- 
manians can revere that cairn at Brown's River 
for it commemorates one of the great men of our 
times. 


TASMANIA’S OWN 

Apart from a visit to Macquarie Harbour and 
Hobart by the botanist Allan Cunningham, and 
some work by W. R. Lawrence who unfortunately 
died at the age of 26, very little botanising took 
place in Van Diemen’s Land until the arrival of 
Ronald Campbell Gunn in 1829. Due to some 
military training, and no doubt a little influence, 
he was appointed Superintendent of Convicts for 
Northern Van Diemen’s Land, though only 21 
years old. 

Until 1841 Gunn held a number of bureaucratic 
jobs including that of magistrate at Circular 
Head, now known as Stanley. From there he was 
able to visit areas along the north-west coast and 
make occasional trips across Bass Strait in order 
to collect plants for the British botanists Dr. 
Lindley and Sir William Hooker of Kew, also 
Shells, birds, and animals for the British Museum. 

In 1834 Lindley named one such specimen, a 
dainty little epiphytic orchid Gunnia australis. 
However the generic name did not withstand 
Critical examination and it was absorbed into 
Sarcochilus by Riechenback f. in 1861. 

The orchid species Chiloglottis gunnii was 
named in 1840 by Lindley from another Gunn 
Specimen. It is the largest of the genus with 
attractive red-brown flowers enlivened by 


touches of green or green-yellow, but colour 


variation can be considerable. Flowers are about 
four centimetres wide on short stems which 
elongate on fertilisation. It prefers damp or very 
humid conditions and shady forests, often being 
found in sub-alpine sphagnum moss and along- 
Side streams. It is plentiful alongside the path 
leading to the Russell Falls near Maydena. In Tas- 
Mania it flowers in November and December, 
and about a month earlier in Victoria and southern 
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N.S.W. In Tasmania it is often referred to as the 
Common Bird Orchid. 

Lindley named another Gunn specimen Cory- 
santhes diemenicus. It is now known at Corybas 
diemenicus. 

Joseph Hooker, a son of Sir William and later 
himself a knight, accompanied Sir James Ross on 
his antarctic expedition of 1839-43, as naturalist. 
He spent two periods, totalling six months, in 
Tasmania, and also periods in New Zealand, 
Cape Town, Tierra del Fuego, and the Falklands, 
as Well as the antarctic seas. 

From these experiences came a long series of 
books, including his Flora Tasmaniae issued in 
parts 1855 to 1860. In the preface Joseph Hooker 
pays high tribute to Gunn, saying, “There are few 
Tasmanian plants that Mr. Gunn has not seen 
alive, noted their habits in a living state, and 
collected large suites of specimens with singular 
tact and judgment’. 

In the Flora Tasmaniae Hooker f. described 
two Tasmanian orchids, Prasophyllum acheri 
and P. brevilabre. He created a new orchid genus 
Adenochilus based on a New Zealand species, of 
which another species is found in N.S.W. 

Sir Joseph succeeded his father as Director of 
Kew, became President of the Royal Society, was 
the friend and supporter of Charles Darwin, 
explored northern India, and died in 1911 at the 
age of 94. 

Gunn relinquished his government jobs in 1841 
and spent the next fourteen years happily collect- 
ing Tasmanian flora, fauna and sea shells. He 
also imported many horticultural plants. His 
introduction of hawthorn stock for hedges con- 
tributed greatly to making parts of Tasmania 
reminiscent of old England. 

He was elected Fellow of the Royal Society in 
1854, the first Tasmanian to be so honoured. In 
1864 the New Zealand government invited him to 
be one of three commissioners to select a site for 
the capital city. 

At least twenty species of plants are named for 
him, also a bandicoot and some species of 
shellfish. 

Today even the most nomenclaturally correct 
Tasmanian botanist rarely refers to Sarcochilus 
australis by that name — it is invariably ‘Gunn’s 
Orchid’. Ronald’Campbell Gunn has become a 
legendary figure in Tasmanian history. 

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY 

Tasmanian orchids up to 1925 received scant 
space in general botanical works, the best cover 
age being in Rodway ’s Tasmanian Flora published 
in 1901. Then in 1965 Mr. M. J. Firth, an officer of 
the Tasmanian Department of Agriculture, pub- 
lished his Native Orchids of Tasmania in which 
he described 131 species and 23 genera in an

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accurate and entertaining way. He took as a basis 
a Census of the Orchids of Tasmania made by 
Miss Winifred Curtis of the University of Tas- 
mania. This was supplemented by many years of 
week-end field study. Mr. Firth’s death in 1966 
was a Sad loss to orchidology. 

A recent addition to Tasmanian Orchidaceae is 
the species Corybas macranthus found on Mac- 
quarie Island over 1,000 km south of Hobart, but 
politically a part of Tasmania. This orchid had 
previously only been recorded from New Zealand. 

At the present time some keen amateurs carry 
on the tradition established by Brown, Hooker, 
Gunn and Firth. They include Mr. Peter Tonelly 
of Latrobe, Mr. Barrie Dudman of Burnie, Mr. Ken 
Harris of Hobart, and Miss Pat Palmer, also of 
Hobart. The first three are working to a plan 
whereby the distribution of every orchid species 
in Tasmania will be accurately assessed. The 
data they are collecting is considered by the 
National Parks and Wild Life Service to be so 
valuable that it will be computerised. 


Tasmanian Socteties 


The Launceston Orchid Society was formed in 
November, 1968 with, appropriately, Mr. Len 
Clark as President. Establishment of this society 
was greatly assisted by Mr. Chris Nicholas and his 
wife Phyllis who made several trips to Launceston 
for the purpose. Both Chris and Phyllis served 
three terms as President of the Tasmanian 
Orchid Society and have been major influences 
in its growth, 

Chris Nicholas suggested the idea of an intra- 
state conference to aid the formation of the 
Launceston Orchid Society and this was held in 
Hobart on the weekend following the 1968 Spring 
Show. Tasmania was thus the first State to hold 
an intrastate regional conference. Since 1968 
State Conferences have been heldregularly every 
two years. The second was at Devonport hosted 
by the Orchid Society of North-West Tasmania, 
and the third at Launceston. 

A fourth Tasmanian society was formed at 
Devonport in 1971, and in 1974 members hosted 
the Fourth Tasmanian Conference. Speakers in- 
cluded Russell Martin of Victoria, Syd Monkhouse 
of S.A. and Tom Henry of N.S.W. 

Having organised six State orchid conferences 
Tasmanians are highly experienced in the tech- 
nique. Consequently participants will be sure of 
a fine Sixth Australian Orchid Conference. The 
Committee under the guiding hands of current 
President and Conference Secretary, Mr. John 
Longden, and past presidents Gerry Reid, Chris 
and Phyl Nicholas, and Ron Mansfield, is aided 
by very active people from all the Tasmanian

societies. The societies have been meeting every 
three months for over two years and all have 


‘contributed to fund raising. 


The Tasmanian societies are noted for their 
hospitality and visitors are always welcome. 
Those attending the Sixth Australian Orchid 
Conference are particularly invited to attend the 
shows of the Devonport and Launceston societies, 
both of which will be held on the weekend, 
Friday to Sunday inclusive, following the Con- 
ference.

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Three Fine New Orchid Books 


Southern African 
Epiphytic Orchids 


This book is both a triumph and a tragedy! A triumph 
in effective presentation, and a tragedy in that its 
author, John Ball, died following a car accident before 
publication. 

His memorial is in the fact that the book established 
him as an eminent field botanist. Mr. Ball was a Rhodes 
scholar who graduated in science and forestry, and 
then worked as a Rhodesian forestry officer for twenty 
years. He travelled extensively in Central Africa and 
soon acquired a deep knowledge of its orchids. Fre- 
quently he visited Kew with new plant specimens and 
to research data on the plants he found so often 
growing in their natural habitat. 

As the idea of a book emerged he was fortunate in 
finding an artist of calibre in Mrs. Patricia van de Ruit. 
Her 104 exquisite and meticulously accurate paintings 
establish Mrs. van der Ruit in the forefront of botanical 
artists. As a perfectionist John Ball decreed that only 
specimens from the wilds be used as subjects and he 
spent painstaking off-duty periods searching out the 
whole spectrum of indigenous genera. 

The guerilla war made collecting on the Rhodesia- 
Mozambique border difficult and dangerous yet he 
journeyed into the Lusitu River rain forest area, alone 
and unarmed, in order to retrieve a needed endemic 
specimen. 

After his death a wonderful team of comrades set out 
to finish his book. They decided to widen its scope by 
including the epiphytic orchids of South Africa not 
found in Rhodesia. Consequently the paintings of these 
were made from clones imported and flowered by Mrs. 
R. Sinclair of Umtali, near Salisbury. 

So much for the background. What of the book? Well, 
first it is a work of art in the grand tradition of fine 
orchid books. It will interest the bibliophile as much as 
the orchidist because it is an obvious collector's item. It 
will interest the orchidist for the gap it fills since few 
books on African orchids are currently available. 

Nearly all the species and most of the genera are 
unknown in Australia. The text gives sufficient back 
ground data to assist culture but because such plants 
are not freely available from our nurseries this is not 
a factor at present. The situation may alter after the 
Tenth World Orchid Conference for who knows what 
plants our participants will bring back. For these folk 
this book can be a valuable guide. 

There are some graceful vandaceous species in the 
genus Diaphananthe, and the leafless genus Microiodes 
has species as dainty as our Sarcochilus. The genus 
Mystacidium is another surprise with spurred flowers 
about the size of Sarcochilus falcatus on most species, 
but on tiny plants. This genus appears to be well 
distributed throughout Southern Africa. A separate 
distribution map appears for each species. 

A great virtue of the book is its orderly arrangement. 
The first chapter is all colour illustrations of orchid 


habitats. How many thousands of words does that save? 
All of them are magnificent shots. Two chapters cover 
orchid structure. The fourth is a gem: no less an idea 
than an illustrated orchid glossary. There are simple 
keys to the species, index, bibliography, and right at the 
back another good idea, namely a key ot the genera in 
diagrammatic form. This last is so easy to follow. 

To sum up: This book is recommended to all orchid 
folk who maintain a serious library. Also for inclusion 
in all society libraries. It needs to be read and referred 
to by all those good folk who intend going to the Tenth 
World Orchid Conference in September, 1981.

The Orchid 


There are 170 illustrations of orchids in the 202 pages 
(plus index) of this book, so the major contribution to its 
vast appeal is made by the Japanese photographer Mr. 
Takashi Kijima. The text by Mr. P. Francis Hunt, until 
recently the orchidologist at Kew, demonstrates his 
great erudition on orchids. There is an inherent charm 
about the book which could easily induce the average 
and sane gardener to dash madly off to the nearest 
orchid nursery and to hell with the overdraft. 

Fundamentally the above statements mean that this 
is an outstanding coffee table book — and an excellent 
society library book To the beginner or. interested 
gardener it offers speedy familiarisation with the vast 
range of horticultural orchid genera. 

The illustrations make words unnecessary, although 
their appeal is basically aesthetic because they are 
made more dramatic by the subjects being enlarged to 
more than life size. Pages are large, about 34 cm by 25 
cm, and there is seldom more than one illustration toa 
page. In fact some spread over two pages. Sheer beauty 
of composition in each illuminates Mr. Kijima as a top 
ranking flower photographer. r 

All the outstanding horticultural genera from all over 
the world are represented, including several from 
Papua New Guinea. There are three Australians, 
namely Sarcochilus ceciliae, Dendrobium kingianum, 
and D. tetragonum. 

Bibliophiles will be attracted by the value of the book 
as an art production. Every technical aspect is perfect. 
The layout and typography conform to all the estab- 
lished principles of layout and composition. Nomen- 
clature is accurate to the point of allowing that 
Papilionanthe teres is the correct name for Vanda teres. , 
In two cases where taxonomists still have reservations 
Mr. Hunt keeps to the better known name. 

This is an ideal book for society libraries, and as a 
special gift for the orchid grower in your life.

Thailand, The World of Orchids 


Rich colour is the keynote of a book which can best be 
described as a pictorial description of orchidology in 
Thailand. Some pages have as many asa dozen illustra- 
tions covering such aspects as the Ninth World Orchid 
Conference judging and show, social outings, the 
week-end market, decorative art, and entertainments.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Orchid Genera Illustrated 


This book could just as aptly have been called Orchid 
Botany Made Easy. 

The first chapter asks What is an orchid? and then 
sets out to define in easy non-technical language, and 
even easier to follow line and wash drawings, the 
salient features of most horticultural genera. 

Fundamental flower parts are shown in detail and 
their variations in each genus explained. The pollinia 
or male part of a flower, for instance, varies consider- 
ably between genera. There may be from two to eight 
pollinia masses in a flower and the arrangement of the 


masses will be different from genus to genus. Diagram , 


5 shows that a cattleya has four pollinia and a laelia 
eight. The genus Hexisea, in diagram 4, has two. 

A chapter explaining classification is followed by a 
list of Families, Subfamilies, Tribes, Subtribes and 
Genera. 

The crux of the book consists of 61 colour pages of 
representative species from 61 genera, with explicit 
drawings of the plant and flower parts. On the opposite 
page, andinafewcases on the two succeeding pages as 
well, is a description of the genus, a map showing 
genus distribution, a list of the main horticultural 
species, the flowering season and endemic region of 
each. Generalised cultural details are also given. 

The colour plates have previously been published in 
the A.O.S. Bulletin, however their collation into one 
volume with much additional material makes them 
infinitely more valuable for reference purposes or for 
study. One aspect useful to the intergeneric hybridiser 
is that the details of the sexual parts of potential 
parents can be readily checked. 

The glossary is particularly useful because it is 
divided into sections such as the orchid family, growth 
habits, plant parts, etc. It is not usual to see a glossary 
illustrated, let alone as profusely as this one. The 
glossary numbers 29 pages and the distinguishing 
features between many genera and species are clearly 
shown in the diagrams. 

The end papers show world distribution of epiphytes 
(front) and terrestrials (back). 

A minor fault is that the distribution of some genera 
is not shown precisely on the maps. For instance those 
with representatives in North Queensland are shown 
as also occurring in the Northern Territory. 

The authors are a unique husband and wife team. Dr. 
Tom Sheehan is Professor of Ornamental Horticulture 
at the University of Florida, and a member of many 
horticultural bodies including the United Nations Food 
and Agricultural Organisations. Marion Sheehan is a 
renowned botanical illustrator and an Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Horticultural Botany. Both are Honorary Life 
Members of the American Orchid Society. They have 
travelled widely to study orchids. 

This book is recommended to all orchid folk as a 
pleasureable way to acquire the technical knowledge 
necessary for a full understanding of orchids. 

Recommended price is $29.95. This book should be 
used in conjunction with Rebecca Northen’s Home 
Orchid Growing published by the same firm (retail

The Orchid Flower Index — Volume 2 


Twelve years ago Mr. Robert M. Hamilton published 
an index of every orchid colour illustration printed. 

This Volume 1 covered the period from 1736 to 1966, 
starting with Hellorine americana, now known as Bletia 
verecunda. 

Inspiration for the Index arose from the frustration of 
not being able to trace a particular article or identifying 
picture in periodicals or books. For anyone with a 
reasonable library and a few years’ accumulation of 
orchid periodicals it can be very time-consuming to 
hunt through many indices to find a halfremembered 
item, or to establish whether anything has been pictured 
or written about a particular species or hybrid. Fre- 
quently such searches are abortive. 

In Volume 1 there were over 16,000 references. This 
second volume covers publications appearing mainly 
between 1966 and 1979 with references to almost 36,300 
orchids. References are from 548 titles — books, 
periodicals, catalogues, postcards sets and folios of 
paintings. The number of references indicates the way 
colour printing has mushroomed in the last decade. 

The references are international in scope, covering 
about 17 countries. Thus many sources may be indicated 
for the one orchid so that the user’s library does not 
have to be above average. Also access to a society's 
library or public library should be adequate for most 
horticultural genera. 

As a tool for nurserymen, hybridists, orchid editors 
and writers, mature hobbyists, and keen novices, this 
Index is a necessity. A colour illustration not only 
enables an orchid to be visualised, but often makes 
identification of an unlabelled specimen possible. 
Further, the illustration is generally accompanied by 
an article and where it is in an advertisement it does 
indicate a source of supply. 

This book is recommended for every serious orchid 
grower with a reasonable library of books and periodi- 
cals, and for every society library. 

Also Volume 1 is now being reprinted in a small 
edition with corrections. The author invites inquiries.

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Of Colchicine and Mericlones ’n Similar 
DR. J. E. BINNIE 


The continuing debate about the colchicine 
conversion of orchids seems to generate much 
smoke (to cloud the issue), not a little heat (to 
warm the interest of the onlookers), but precious 
little light. 

The truth would seem to lie somewhere 
between the extremes presented by Mr. Russell 
Martin and Mr. Merv. Dunn in the September 
issue of AOR. 

As I read him, Mr. Martin’s argument is based 
on the firmly held conviction that the naturally 
occurring 2N/4N conversions are, ipso facto, 
superior to the colchicine or artificially induced 
conversions. This may be a perfectly valid 
opinion to have and to advance, so long as it is 
recognised not to be a pronouncement ex 
cathedra; I defer to Mr. Martin’s very consider- 
able experience in the culture and hybridisation 
of orchids, as also to Mr. Dunn’s expertise. At the 
same time it is an incontrovertible fact that we 
have at the present time neither the experi- 
mental evidence nor the benefits of experience to 
Substantiate this opinion. Whilst the use of 
naturally occurring 2N/4N converted parents 
dates from 1911, the availability of colchicine 
Converted parents is, as Mr. Dunn points out, of 
recent duration and limited distribution, so that 
the potential of the latter is quite unknown in this 
respect. On this basis I think Mr. Martin’s con- 
tention must of necessity fail. 

Per contra Mr. Dunn, whose experience as a 
8rower and hybridiser may be no whit inferior to 
that of Mr. Martin, maintains in his article and in 
his previous writings, that colchicine conversion 
1s the hope of the future, the promise of bigger 
and brighter and better things to come. This may 
Well be so insofar as the selective conversion of 
Superior diploids may greatly enlarge the pool of 
tetraploid parents, the progeny of which may 
themselves be superior 4N breeding stock. At the 
Same time one shudders to think of a flood of 
Colchicine converted tetraploids flooding the 
Market, their only recommendation being that 
they are artificially converted awarded diploids 
~ bearing in mind that the mantle of the diploid 
award does not automatically fall on the tetra- 
Ploid conversion thereof. 

Fi Mr. Martin is in error when he states that 
Colchicine is a very dangerous narcotic drug 
Mi -’. By definition “narcotic” it is not, nor is it so 
listed in the relevant drug schedules; it has been 
Used for generations in the treatment of the

Cell conversion to increase ploidy is an estab- 
lished fact in horticulture. Consequently all 
orchid growers from breeders to novice hobby- 
ists have a vested interest in learning all they can 
on the subject. Currently the use of colchicine is 
the most effective way of inducing artificial 
orchid polyploids and there are now tens of 
thousands of such clones distributed among 
thousands of growers. 

Whatis your experience with colchicine treated 
mericlones and/or seedlings? Tell the readers of 
“A.O.R.” so that all may learn.

symptoms of acute gout, in the dosage of 0.5 mgm 
2 to 4 hourly until nausea, vomiting or diarrhoea 
supervene, when its maximum therapeutic level 
has been reached (oddly enough about the same 
parameters of concentration and time as used in 
plant tissue culture). Like any other chemical 
compound it can be fatal if taken in excessive 
amounts. In this respect it is far less “dangerous” 
than any of the organophosphates which can be 
bought by the gallon over any shop counter, and 
sprayed about the country by the tonne. Its use in 
plant tissue culture stems from the fact that it is 
the most efficient, among a number of com- 
pounds in interfering with a phase of mitotic 
division of cells when used in low concentrations 
for limited periods of time. 

Increase either parameter of concentration or 
time of tissue exposure beyond certain limits and 
it is a protoplasmic ‘poison resulting in tissue 
death. (As a matter of personal interest, I would 
much appreciate receiving the references to the 
animal tissue cell culture experimental work 
referred to). 

I think Mr. Martin is also over enthusiastic with 
the statement that “colchicine can only mutate 
something which already exists, by drug ad- 
diction”. Firstly, pre-existence is the prerequisite 
of mutation (as of everything else, short of 
metaphysics), whether naturally or artificially 
induced. Secondly, exposure to a low concen- 
tration of colchicine for a limited time — 
prolongation of which results in death — 
certainly does not constitute addiction any more 
than taking codeine tablets for a few days for the 
‘flu constitutes addiction. Addiction implies the 
required biological necessity for repeated and

increasing doses of the addicting drug, and 
colchicine converted plants do not require re- 
peated doses of colchicine to maintain them in 
the coverted tetraploid state, reverting to the 
diploid condition if they don’t have their “shots”, 
nor do they suffer withdrawal symptoms once 
the application of the colchicine is ceased. The 
mind boggles at the thought of a converted 
tetraploid cymbidium doing “cold turkey”. 

It is absolutely unproven that the 2N/4N 
changes produced by colchicine are in any way 
different from those of naturally mutated similar 
conversions. That increase in ploidy is a not 
unmixed blessing as far as growth, floral charac- 
teristics and other factors are concerned is 
common knowledge; improvement in one char- 
acter is not uncommonly offset by relatively poor 
performance in another area. In this respect I 
would be most interested to have Mr. Dunn 
complete his flowering/seasonal time diagram 
by filling in the blank spaces with the relevant 
colchicine converted tetraploids. Perhaps this, at 
this stage, may be a bit unfair, since the full 
impact of the converted plants is yet to be felt — 
so let him fill in the blank spaces with the parents 
or parentage of the plants that are going to herald 
the new dawn. 

One gets the impression from the first sentence 
of his last paragraph — “colchicine is not yet 
dead” — that Mr. Dunn entertains some doubts 
about the future of the colchicine business. 
Whilst I may have some reservations about it, 
thinking that its usefulness will be found more in 
the production of better parentage than in 
immediate sales of converted tetraploids, my 
experience has been that when one hears the 
remark “we've gone about as far as we can go on 
this line of investigation (or development)”, then 
one can be sure that development has only just 
begun. The future of colchicine conversion as I 
see it is in the expansion of the available bank of 
high class breeding clones to enable the hybrid- 
iser and grower to produce an ever widening 
spectrum of superior plants and flowers, in floral 
habit, colour, shape, texture, etc. An interesting 
aside of Professor Sagawa at the recent Armidale 
seminar was the increasing interest in the United 
States on the part of cattleya and phalaenopsis 
breeders to use colchicine to convert the tri- 
ploids to hexaploids, which in themselves are 
relatively poor plants and flowers, but when 
crossed back to the tetraploid give the very 
desirable 5N or pentaploid. Oddly enough this 
line of breeding has never, to the best of my 
knowledge, been mentioned in relation to cym- 
bidiums, where the conversion of diploids to 
tetraploids seems to encompass the whole 
gamut of present thinking. 
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The colchicine debate is most excellently 
reminiscent of that of some years ago about the 
morals and practicalities of the then emerging 
science of meristematic propagation of orchids, 
among other plants. The one party held that 
mericlones were morally against the laws of 
nature, whatever they might be, but with a rare 
burst of self-preservation at the same time held 
that the flood of cheap orchid plants would spell 
ruination to commercial orchid growers. 

The other side took a rather more pragmatic 
viewpoint from the outset, seeing in the process a 
means of widening the available market by 
putting orchids within the reach of everybody 
instead of restricting them to a mystical and well- 
heeled few who could afford divisions or back- 
bulbs of the most desirable clones. To do this the 
aura of semi-religious mysticism surrounding 
the word “orchid” had gradually to be overcome, 
until Tom, Dick, Harry and Elmer learnt that 
orchid culture was mostly commonsense and the 
application of normal horticultural processes. 
The dissemination of masses of orchids from 
England — which, as always, seemed to do the 
basic work — to the United States during the war 
led to the post-war explosion there in orchid 
breeding and the consequent boom in orchid 
growing and usage which seems to be just getting 
under way. This has spread naturally to Aus- 
tralia, which has the room and the climate, and it 
is interesting to note that despite importations in 
both directions, there are signs that cymbidium 
breeders in the United States and here in Aus- 
tralia are taking slightly but significantly different 
courses. 

To get back to the mericlones. The fears of the 
moralist party were not realised, and whilst 
there was, and still is, a boom in the mericloning 
of cymbidiums, and all genera of orchids, with 
consequent great enlargement of the buyer 
market, side effects of the process are, I think, 
becoming gradually apparent. Firstly, collec- 
tions are beginning to have a certain sameness 
about them, though I note that this is more or 
less geographical awareness, whilst the Sydney 
orchid clubs look alike, and the Melbourne clubs 
the same, there is a noticeable difference be- 
tween the generality of orchids to be seen in 
Sydney to those common in Melbourne. I would 
imagine that the same would apply to all the 
capital cities. Secondly, with profuse or pro- 
longed clonal propagation of a popular awarded 
variety, especially if from one laboratory, genetic 
aberrations and some horticultural peculiarit- 
ies begin to appear — a subject the mention of 
which can provoke a long, loud and endless 
series of anecdotes at any orchid club meeting. 

Suffice it to say that I, like just about every other 
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cymbidium grower has plants from mericlones 
whose sole preoccupation seems to be to grow, 
rather than grow and flower. At the same sem- 
inar Sagawa expressed the opinion that after 
about 25,000 plantlets have been proliferated 
from one piece of tissue the aberration rate 
becomes unacceptably high — the aberrations 
being almost invariably in the direction of poorer 
qualities. And, dear reader, if you get out your 
pocket computer you will find that, from one 
original piece of tissue divided into two pieces of 
protocorm and then into four pieces and so on, it 
only takes 15 sequential divisions to reach the 
figure of 25,000. I think a lot of the plants I have 
bought as mericlones and ultimately given away 
in disgust saying “if you can get the thing to 
flower let me know” must have come from about 
the 30th division. 

The third thing is that mericlones, per se, do 
not produce anything new — at which I can 
readily see eyebrows rising in triumph, implying 
Ah! he’s gone too far now. I am well aware, as 
pointed out in the previous paragraph, that they 
do produce new things, by naturally occurring 
mutations, mostly in the direction of poorer 
qualities, sometimes in improvement as in 
natural conversion of diploids to tetraploids. 
This is newness within their own genetic en- 
vironment, so to speak, as distinct from the 
originality produced by hybridisation, which is 
an entirely different genetic product altogether. 
With the perfection of mericloning techniques 
there was a marked dropping off for a time in 
seedling production and growing, whence only 
the genetically new flowers came — a phase from 
which we are now rapidly recovering. 

There are thus now two sources of better 
flowers and breeding stock — the good, sound 
policy of hybridisation and breeding up, where- 
by, for example, a good diploid nowis better than 
an old tetraploid; and the improvement of stock 
by natural mutation or artificial conversion with 
Colchicine. Maybe the soundest policy would be 
for us all to grow a seedling also whenever we 
grew. a mericlone.

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Some of the broader aspects of growing orchids 


P. K. SEARLE 


Mr. P. K. (Dick) Searle is one of Queensland's most 
experienced growers and. has a long and proud 
record of service to orchid growers. This article 
was given as a talk at a weekend conference 
organised by the Rockhampton Orchid Society. 

It is not my intention to discuss any of the 
technical aspects of orchid culture. There are 
many more expert than I in their various fields 
who are available to pass on their knowledge and 
experience. There are many good books and 
plenty of articles in the various orchid periodicals 
from which you can glean the information you 
require. 

After many years growing orchids I prefer to 
deal with some of the broader aspects and I hope 
that my views will help and provide food for 
thought. 

One's attitude to orchid growing is a personal 
matter. Some of us grow for our own pleasure; 
some like to exhibit their plants and win prizes. 
Some are collectors pure and simple — they just try 
to acquire every available plant and grow it — that 
is until they find they have no more room and they 
start to get a bit more particular. Some make their 
living out of orchids and some treat them as a 
commercial sideline. Some go to great expense 
and fit up houses with every kind of automatic 
device to give a completely controlled artificial 
climate. Perhaps this is their pleasure — gadgetry. 
Out of all these we choose the attitude or attitudes 
which fits our personality, our needs and our 
pockets. 

In recent years I have turned my attention to 
using orchids as garden plants and have tried to 
grow them in natural conditions as far as my 
garden and climate allow. Results have been 
surprising and I have come to the conclusion that 
many of the theories preached for generations are 
quite wrong and that orchids are tough and 
adaptable. 

In nature orchids grow on trees and rocks and in 
the ground in varying degrees of shade or no shade 
at all. They experience a wide range of tempera- 
tures; they go through long periods of dull wet 
weather and similar periods of hot bright weather 
and even in the tropics experience some cold 
conditions which cause human beings to put on 
warmer clothing especially at altitude. They are 
used to all these changes and possibly the varia- 
tions are essential for their continued well-being 
and ability to complete their seasonal cycles. We 
all know that some of them must have a distinct 
resting period before they will flower. So we do not 


need to provide a constant environment. 

In Queensland there are over 50 native genera 
with up to 200 species. They vary between 
epiphytes and terrestrials and from cool growers 
from the southern highland regions to complete 
tropical types from the Peninsula and Torres Strait. 
Some of them are found over quite a wide range. 
Some experience only two seasons, the wet and 
the dry, some the whole four. Some get summer 
rain, some winter and some nearly all the year 
round. For most parts of coastal Queensland we 
can grow almost the lot. 

Experience has shown that many of the exotic 
orchids we grown enjoy our climate just as much 
as the natives if not more so. In most parts of 
Queensland housing need only be minimal for 
quite a wide range. Most of our orchid knowledge 
has in the past been obtained from overseas books 
written for climates much less equable than ours 
and we have followed them to quite a degree but in 
recent years places like Thailand, Singapore and 
Hawaii have come to the fore and they have 
climates much like ours in many respects. Elabor- 
ate artificial housing is not used in these places 
and orchids out in open are quite common. 

So it is about time in my opinion that Queens- 
land gardens started to feature orchids as garden 
plants.Some, such as Vandas and their kin can be 
grown out in the open in beds — and this does not 
apply only to the teretes and part teretes. Strap leaf 
plants will thrive and flower better and more often 
out in full sun or partial shade, whichever is 
available. 

Naturally, there needs to be more pest control 
and the weather does damage the flowers to some 
extent but the overall result is on the profit side. 

Dendrobiums of nearly all groups, Vandas and 
their kin, Cattleyas, Ondiciums, Cymbidiums and 
many of the terrestrials such as Calanthe, Spatho- 
glottis, Phaius, and Bletia can become successful 
garden subjects in Brisbane. I have nearly forgot 
ten the Epidendrums which are such a common 
garden plant as in some minds to hardly register as 
orchids. 

Another aspect of culture which has given me 
much food for thought and subject for experi- 
mentation is the use of local materials as compost 
media. 

Local materials were used early in the piece 
before and after the war because there were no 
imports available and the commercialism had 
not developed. Polypodium fibre, elk horn fibre 
and todea were all used. Sometimes osmunda 
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was imported from Japan and other places. 
These are now all difficult to obtain but they 
were very good when handled properly. Then 
firbark came into prominence in U.S.A. when 
Rod McLelland was asked by a friend of his in the 
timber business if he could find a use for the 
waste bark. 

But instead of looking for a local equivalent our 
orchid merchants imported vast quantities of 
firbark and it became a must in orchid culture. 
This bark is now 12 dollars per 2 cubic feet bag in 
Australia and there are not many six inch pots in 
2 cubic feet. 

Selected local bark from the forests of exotic 
pines is equally satisfactory and I have used it for 
Many years. It is used as a garden mulch and 
demand has sent the price up to about 7 dollars 
per yard in 10 yard lots and only a small propor- 
tion is usable in pots. 

Other barks are effective and casuarina has 
been used quite a lot. I have even used eucalyp- 
tus bark with good results but it holds too much 
Moisture by reason of its fibrous nature and 
would need replacing at least every year — soit is 
Not good. 

In North Queensland the volcanic material 

own as quincan gravel is used in big volumes 
With good results. Similar rocks could be avail- 
able in other districts. 

I have found sandstone to be an excellent host 
for Vanda roots out in the open but as yet I have 
Not got round to trying it in small pieces as a 
compost in pots. It should be very good as its 
Porosity and moisture holding qualities could 
produce that cool aerated atmosphere which 
Toots enjoy. 

For the last couple of years I have been using 
broken building bricks which have been easily 
obtained from houses under construction in the 
district. Broken up into suitable sizes with a good 
ieavy hammer I find them easy to use and the 
plants are doing well. Sometimes I top the pot 
With a little bark to shade the brick so that it does 
Not get too hot for the new roots but I doubt that 
this is necessary. 

The latest craze from overseas is to use slabs of 
Cork. This no doubt arose from overseas visits. In 
the glasshouses at Kew and other places artificial 
trees have been created by binding the bark of 
the cork oak on to galvanised iron pipes and the 
orchids have been simply tied on. Results appear 
to be satisfactory. 

Equally good results can be obtained by using a 
Piece of weathered hardwood such as a short 
length 2”, 3” or 4” batten according to the size of 
the plant. Short lengths of ti-tree, melaleuca or 

anksia with the bark still adhering are just as 
800d if not better. There are so many good local 
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materials that to use imported compressed cork 
to my mind is quite unnecessary. 

The greatest pleasure in orchid growing can be 
obtained by experimentation. It does not take too 
long to find out whether a plant is enjoying its 
environment so that a test need notrun into years 
of time. 

In this day and age it is not necessary for a 
compost to provide food. This is supplied as a 
matter of course by a fertilising programme. All 
we look for in a compost is support for the plants, 
roots, good aeration,relatively quick drying out 
and long life without deterioration. It must not be 
liable to develop a home for injurious pests and 
diseases such as fungi nor should it store harmful 
salts. For this reason I have gone off charcoal as 
plants went back after a year or so — it seems to 
filter out and retain harmful matter. 

In your district readily available, there must be 
some material which will provide what you 
need. Look for it and try it and reliance on 
imported materials will go. 

The next phase of my talk has little to do with 
orchids and the way we grown them but it deals 
with a subject which is of importance among all 
Orchid Societies. Namely “Judging”. 

As you know, there are two kinds of judging — 
show bench and award. Show bench presents 
few problems as the judge (or judges) simply 
picks out the best of the exhibits on display. He 
has a yard stick in front of him. 

In award judging there is only an imaginary 
yardstick which in Australia is more or less set 
out in the A.O.C. standards booklet. But it is not of 
the actual judging that I wish to talk. It is our 
attitude to it. Perhaps the title of an article of a 
recent publication of the Orchid Society of South 
East Asia gives us a better description of the 
process — it was “The Recognition of Excellence. 
in Orchids’. And the article described the award 
judging procedure adopted in Singapore and the 
results obtained. The publication is now being 
distributed to members of the O.S.S.E.A. and if 
there are any local members it should become 
available to you in due course. It contains a lot of 
good reading. 

Award judging is a process by means of which 
a society can assess a plant, or rather its 
inflorescence, and then affix a tag such as F.C.C., 
A.M., or H.C.C. to the plant’s name so that other 
people will know that, in the opinion of judges of 
that Society it is a plant of outstanding excell 
ence, high merit, or a bit above average. 

Thus a purchaser of the plant knows that it 
should be good. A breeder may consider that it 
could make a good parent or a nursery man who 
has plants of identical breeding for sale may 
expect to sell them unflowered at a better price 
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because one of their brothers or sisters has 
turned out to be a bit outstanding. 

It is well to note that award judging as at 
present carried out does not take into account 
some of the most important characteristics of the 
plant. It may be a very shy bloomer. It may be 
exceedingly difficult to grow or its blooms may 
last only a few days. If you want a good display of 
flowers try and acquire some of the types grown 
for cut flower production. They must be flori- 
ferous and their flowers must last. They must be 
attractive otherwise they would not sell. In this 
commercial age any product which makes 
money must be good. 

The real value of an award is to the breeder ofa 
plant — it is a sign that he has achieved his 
objective of breeding a better orchid. There is 
little value to the grower except perhaps that it 
shows he has selected his seedlings very well and 
of course some growers take a pride in having 


award plants in their possession and will pay any | 


price for them. 

But a lot of time, expense and effort is 
expended in Queensland and Australia in judg- 
ing plants for awards even though the seedlings 
were imported and the kudos goes overseas if the 
breeder does ever in fact even hear about it. The 
really outstanding orchids gain their honour in 
U.K. or U.S.A. anyhow before they are judged 
here so that any award we make is of little value. 
Many of the plants put up are already awarded 
plants in other places. Conversely, many plants 
awarded overseas are not good enough to gain an 
Australian award. 

Iam making these points because there is a lot 
of interest being shown in judging and it is 
possible that it can disrupt the smooth running of 
a society and take up so much time at meetings, 
etc., that the real object of our associations, thatis 
to get to know each other through a common 
interest in orchids and their culture gets snowed 
under. My experience has been that the majority 
of members attending meetings are just not 
interested in award judging. They know that the 
best orchid to them is the one that they like — and 
it is not necessarily flat, round and well filled in. 
There is one award which is of real value to the 
owner — that is the Certificate of Cultural Com- 
mendation. It is given to the grower, not the 
plant, and is awarded for any plant which shows 
evidence of outstanding culture over an extended 
period. 

Steps are now being taken by the Queensland 
Orchid Society to assist in the training of judges 
and a course is being run at Burleigh Heads this 
year with over 40 people attending from the Gold 
Coast and the Northern Rivers. Experience has 
been that these classes fall off in attendance and 
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possibly as few as 12 will take the examination in 
November. These classes do enable a grower to 
enlarge his or her knowledge of orchids and are 


worthwhile for that reason alone. So if you get 


the chance to take part in a course, do so. 

One thing I would like to stress is that the 
standards of judging are not fixed for ever. They 
must of necessity change as progress is made so 
that if in your societies you come up with 
anomalies and inconsistencies, do not hesitate to 
bring them to the notice of your State Society so it 
can be considered and if necessary put them up 
for amendmentat the next annual meeting of the 
Australian Orchid Council. 

Already Queensland has been responsible for 
several amendments and North Queensland was 
responsible for drafting the standards for Cera- 
tobium Intermediate type Dendrobes. 

So that my whole message is to fill your 
gardens with orchids and use them as nature 
intended— to experiment and use your own local 
materials as composts and to keep award judging 
in its proper place in the conduct of your Society.

Although cymbidiums received few awards in 1978-79 the standard in new seedlings 
was extremely high. Plants that would have received awards four or five years ago are 
virtually average quality today. New crosses have made a real impact in 1978 and 1979 and 
the 1980 season is bound to prove extremely interesting. All the Australian breeding 
nurseries are producing stock which is ahead of anything in the world. 

In 1980 look for seedlings from C. Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’ and ‘Golden Glow, C. Fanfare 
_ ‘St. Francis’, C. Sylvania ‘Sonnet’, C. Arcadian Melody ‘Harvest Moon’, C. Zuma Boyd ‘Yowie 
Bay and ‘High Ball’. The foregoing is not by any means a complete list but it does indicate 
that you can look forward to a boom year for cymbidiums in 1980.

Submissions from members on judging matters 
resulted in the following decisions:— 

@ Ifa judge is 5% away from the average his points 
will be discarded and a new average taken if his 
reasons for being 5% out are not acceptable to the 
judging panel. ; 

@ Despite the alteration of Rule 5 re manipulation 
judges may remove any ties or stakes if expedient. 

@ A genus such as Lycaste with flowers having 
individual stems may still have the whole plant judged 
if one flower is malformed, but with possible loss of 
points. In their own interests growers should remove 
such flowers beforehand. 

@ Onpage 21 of “Rules for Judging under Substance 
and Texture insert the world “be” to read “The flower 
shall be of good substance and texture.” : 

@ The trial period forregional judging is to continue 
unaltered. 

@ A National Register of Judges is to be set up and 
renewed each year, and all judges and associate judges 
are to receive identity cards. 


TRAVEL OFFICER 


The appointment of a Travel Officer was confirmed 
and Mr. Syd Monkhouse elected to this position.

Mr. Gerald McCraith continues as Pro- 
gramme Director, with Mr. George Woolley as 
Programme Librarian. Mr. Barry Paget is Publicity 
Officer. Mr. Syd Monkhouse fills the new post of Travel 
Officer. 


FANFARE FOR RETIRING PRESIDENT 


At the end of the meeting all State representatives 
joined in praising the good work and many innovations 
of the retiring President, Mr. Syd Monkhouse. The 
praise was no mere formality. 

In his emphasis on the need for constitutional 
change and for increased revenue for the Council he 
has established a pattern which must influence 
members. 

The Tasmanians were accorded a unanimous vote of 
thanks for the splendid way the Sixth Australian Orchid 
Conference had been conducted. 


A.O.C. Awards Reflect Trends 


Australian Orchid Council Awards for the year 
ending 30th June, 1979, reveal not only the out- 
standing Australian orchids but also the areas in 
which new development is taking place. 

Of the 37 awards 14 are for paphiopedilums and 
all except three of these are from N.S.W. This 
indicated the extent of the hybridising being 
undertaken by several growers in the State. Several 
growers have stocks of the world’s top stud plants 
and thousands of seedling plants have been pro- 
duced. Most have still to flower but the results of 
the past two seasons indicate a promising future. 

Five of the N.S.W. awards went to Mr. Stan 
Condon, who, against strong competition, is per- 
haps a little ahead in the race to be Australia’s 
premier hybridiser in this genus. Mr. Condon was 
unlucky to miss out on an Award of Merit for his P. 
Danella ‘Chilton’ which was only a quarter of one 
per cent short of the required 80% for shape. 

Although only seven cymbidiums received 
awards they were sufficient to indicate the con- 
siderable advances made in breeding for colour 
and shape. Three Awards of Distinction were 
Made, one to Mr. D. Baker of South Australia for his 
fine red C. Tapestry ‘Melva’, and the two which are 
illustrated herein. 

A fine C. Doreen Darwen earned a HCC for 
Adelaide Orchids proving once again the value of 
C Mary Ann ‘Simplicity as a parent. The pod 
Parent was C. Arcadian Melody. 

C. Sovereign Hill ‘Perth’, belonging to McBean’s 
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Orchids, received HCC for flowers as striking in 
their yellow colour as they were shapely. 

C. Charles Darwin ‘Kirrawee’, grown by Mr. 
John Read of Victoria,rated at 78.8% was very little 
short of AM standard. The breeding, C. Dorama x 
C. Balkis, is almost old hat but nevertheless more 
will be heard of this clone. 

The only N.S.W. grown cymbidium to gain an 
award was C. Nancy Brown ‘Cooksbridge’ grown 
by Mr. D. Jones, and at 78.22% not far short of AM 
standard. Again it is from an oldish cross, C. 
Rio-Perfection x C. Balkis, registered in 1963. 

While these cymbidium awards are interesting 
the really dramatic developments are reflected in 
the results of the 1979 spring shows. Some of the 
new crosses will be in next year’s A.O.C. list. Look 
for them. 

ORCHID OF YEAR 

Only four clones in the cattleya alliance gained 
awards. One of them was the Orchid of the Year 
illustrated on the front cover. An attractive cluster 
type, Lc. Scarlet Imp ‘Amy’ is also pictured in this 
issue. 

Of interest is Blc. Sylvia Fry ‘Essie’ which gained 
an HCC for Mr. J. McManus. It is a selfing of the 
clone Ble. Sylvia Fry ‘Supreme’. 

Although only two awards went to the genus 
Lycaste they further illuminate the fame of Mr. F. 
Alcorn of N.S.W. in this line of breeding. 

L. Macama ‘Doris May’ gained a HCC, and L. 
Macama ‘Jocelyn’ an AM which at a pointing of 
83.61% was close to being a FCC. The cross is L. 
Sunrise x L. Koolena. 

Only three vandaceous orchids were among the 
awards. Not enough to indicate a trend but two 
came from Mr. Barry Paget (Nos. 237 and 238) and 
they show just how important his nursery is 
becoming in this field. 

Likewise there were only three oncidium 
awards, but notable is the fact that one of them (No. 
260) gained an AM, aremarkable achievement fora 
species orchid.

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Orchids as Ant- Plants 


L. J. LAWLER

Readers will be aware that plants often harbour 
ant colonies and that some plants and ants have a 
close relationship. Travellers in north Queens- 
land will have encountered epiphytes of the 
genera Myrmecodia Jack and Hydnophytum 
Jack and, having sighted them from afar, will 
have hurried on hoping to record an orchid only 
to find to their disgust an “ant-plant’. The author 
has often heard north Queensland bushmen 
refer to these plants as “ant-orchids’. Never- 
theless many botanists are interested in myrme- 
cophilous plants, and several orchids fall into 
this category. The classical work on these plants 
is that of Beccari (1884), who mentions only one 
orchid Schomburgkia tibicinis Batem, q.v., but 
gives much detail of the relationships of ant and 
plant. 


The relationship of “orchid-landlord’ and 
“anttenant’ is not yet fully understood but, in 
some cases, is thought to be true symbiosis. Ants 
inhabit orchids in one of two ways: either by 
forming galleries inside those plants with hollow 
pseudobulbs, or by building nests around the 
roots or pseudobulbs or both. In return for 
shelter ants are reported to assist the orchid in 
three ways: firstly, by protecting the plant from 
insect predators; secondly, by providing 
minerals as they fill the root interstices with soil; 
and lastly, by dispersing the seed thus ensuring 
the survival of the species. Some myrmeco- 
philous orchids have been cultivated success- 
fully for long periods without ants, while others 
appear to be particularly subject to insect attack 
and rarely survive for any length of time (Rodway, 
1894; Ridley, 1910, Jeffrey et al, 1970). 


There is no evidence that ants are orchid 
pollinators (Pijl and Dodson, 1969). Jeffrey et al. 
(1970) have shown that ants are attracted by 
orchid nectar but Darwin (1885) has pointed out 
that the time of nectar production does not 
correspond with the time of fertilisation. 


Wheeler (1942) lists seven species of ants 
known to inhabit orchids, Docters van Leeuwin 
(1929) lists one other, Ridley (1910) one more and 
Jeffrey et al. (1970) another. Jeffrey et al. lists 
Several genera of ants reported to visit various 
orchid species. 


_ Those orchids reported to harbour ants are 
listed below. 


Acriopsis javanica Reinw. ex Bl. In Java both 


the pseudobulbs and roots are eminently suit 
able for ant habitation and the ants disperse the 
seed, seemingly on purpose, for the construction 
of their colonies (Docters van Leeuwin, 1929; 
Bakhuizen van der Brink, (1937). There appear to 
be no similar reports for the Australian variety of 
this species. 

Coryanthes Species from tropical America 
harbour ants which build a nest in the oval mass 
of roots. C. hunteriana Schltr. in Costa Rica andC. 
macrantha Hook. in Guyana have been reported 
to harbour ants in this way (Rodway, 1894; 
Meithe, 1927; Kupper, 1961). 

Dendrobium crumenatum Sw. This orchid is 
very attractive to ants. The roots form a cage at 
the stem base, which is quickly filled with soil to 
form a nest (Ridley, 1910). 


Dendrochilum pallidiflavens Bl. In Java this 
orchid harbours ants and its seeds are adapted to 
ant-dispersal (Docters van Leeuwin, 1929; Backer 
and Bakhuizen van den Brink, 1968). 


Diacrium Kupper (1961) reports that two West 
Indian species have an ant relationship and 
Hawkes (1961) notes that all species in their 
native haunts harbour ants. 


D. bicornutum Benth. This species of Trinidad 
and Guyana is often inhabited by ants probably in 
a symbiotic relationship. The plant has a hollow 
stem with a basal slit through which the ants gain 
access. It has been suggested that the ants are 
offered inducements to make the basal slit, but it 
develops in plants grown in cultivation (Rodway, 
1894; Rolfe, 1917; Bequaert, 1922; Schlecter, 1927; 
Meithe, 1927; Wheeler, 1942). 


D. bilamellatum Hemsl. Ants inhabit the 
pseudobulbs of this orchid in Panama (Wheeler, 
1942). 


Encyclia cordigera (H.B. & K.) Dressler. Ants 
reside within the pseudobulbs and repel other 
insects (Janzen, 1970). 


Epidendrum imatophyllum Lindl. Ants inhabit 
the roots and pseudobulbs of this orchid in 
Central America and Brazil. E. myremeco- 
phorum Bar. Rodr. and E. nonchinense Reichb.f. 
(syn. E. chinenseé Ames) also harbour ants 
(Correa, 1931; Wheeler, 1942; Kupper, 1961; 
Williams, 1975).

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Grammatophyllum speciosum Bl. In Indo- 
nesia the thickened bases of the stems occasion- 
ally contain ant galleries (Bequaert, 1922; Docters 
van Leeuwin, 1929). 

Laelia wendlandi Reichb.f. This orchid har- 
bours ants (Williams, 1975). 


Oncidium altissimum Sw. This orchid har- 
bours large communities of aggressive ants in 
Guyana (Rodway, 1894). 

Pleurothallis myrmecophila Hoehne. This 
orchid harbours ants in Brazil (Correa, 1931). 


Schomburgkia. The largest number of reports 
of orchid-ant associations are concerned with 
this genus. : 

S. tibicinis Batem. (known.as the Honduras 
Cow-horn orchid), which is widely distributed in 
central America, was first found by G. U. Skinner 
who was attacked by ferocious ants (Bateman, 
1837-1843; Morren, 1849; Rolfe, 1917).. The long 
pseudobulbs are hollow with a hole at the base 
and habitually harbour aggressive ants which 
issue forth when disturbed. While both orchids 
and ants thrive together in nature, the plant has 
been successfully cultivated without ants for a 
long period. In cultivation the basal hole forms 
and speculation that the ants hollow out the 
pseudobulbs and/or the basal hole has not been 
confirmed (Bequaert, 1922; Meithe, 1927; Schlec- 
ter, 1927; Bastin, 1956; Kupper, 1961). 


The proposal by Rolfe (1917) that the hollow-’ 


stemmed species of Schomburgkia be trans- 
ferred to anew genus, for which he suggested the 
name Myrmecophila, has not been generally 
accepted. He names the following additional 
Species as harbouring ants: S. chionodora 
Reichb.f., S. humboldtii Reichb.f., S. lipidissima 
Reichb.f., S. sanderiana Rolfe and S. thompson- 
lana Reichb.f. 

If any reader has observed similar examples of 
relations between ants and an Australian orchid 
such observation would be well worth record- 
ing. 

Soysa (1940) names two Sri, Lankan species of 
ant which damage orchid plants and a third ant 
Which is a natural enemy of them. He introduced 
nests of the latter onto trees which were hosts to 
Orchids and reported that they repelled not only 
the troublesome ants but other plant-eating 
insects as well. : 


Many orchids are habitually-visited by ants. 
Jeffrey et al. (1970) lists the following: 


Arundina sp.; Cattleya violacea Rolfe; Coelo- 
Syne cristata Lindl; Dendrobium chrysotoxum 
Lindl; Oncidium apmliatum Lindl; Schom- 
burgkia undulata Lindl,; Spathoglottis plicata 
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B.,; Vandopsis sp,; and Vanilla planifolia G. 
Jackson in Andr. 


Pijl and Dodson (1969) report that some orchids 
have ant attracting nectaries to encourage ant- 
guards. The ants prevent carpenter bees from 
robbing the nectar without pollinating the 
flower.

Tasmania is so beautiful, so conveniently 
compact, and so steeped in history, that all who 
went to the Sixth Australian Orchid Conference 
received a virtual bonus. 

Hobart’s age as Australia’s second capital city 
show graciously. The lovely old stone buildings, 
the beautiful Botanic Garden, and the friendliness 
of its people are memories to savour for a 
lifetime. 

Conference lectures were well presented and 
all registrants received a nicely printed copy on 
arrival, Gaye Chequer, speaking on the theme 
“Discover Orchids through Stamps’, showed con- 
siderable background knowledge of the orchids 
portrayed on stamps. A paper by American R. B, 
Dugger covered efforts being made to produce 
cool-growing orchids to counter the energy 
shortage. New Zealanders Tom French and Lin 
Goodwin described the colourful history of orchid 
growing in their country, and Russell Martin the 
dramatic history of McBean’s Orchids. 

A paper from venerable W. W. G. Moir gave the 
benefit of his long experience in Oncidieae 
hybridising in a way which will be very helpful to 
those interested in these genera. 

Syd Monkhouse dealt entertainingly with the 
current upsurge in the breeding of paphiopedilum 
hybrids. The Tasmanian influence was covered 
by Pat Palmer's story of the great Tasmanian 
naturalist Ronald Gunn, and by Peter Tonelly's 
account of “Orchids in Tiger Country’, the “tiger’ 
being the legendary Thylacine or Tasmanian 
Tiger. 

A paper on South African Orchids by Dr. Mike 
O'Connor completed the programme. 


CONFERENCE SHOW 

Setting up was typical of the usual show-time 
turmoil, with some late deliveries of flowers 
from interstate, and improvisations in order to 
make effective use of unfamiliar space. Unfortu- 
nately the New Zealand flowers did not arrive on 
time to the consternation of everyone. 

The generosity of flower donors from Cairns to 
Perth was there for all to see as the exhibits took 
shape. The Tasmanian societies were determined 
to excel. A massive Dendrobium Specio-Kingianum 
Which won a first prize for Ern Peck, dominated 
the Launceston O.S. display. A unique effort was 
the Devonport O.S. island display of Australian 
Natives, most of them Tasmanian terrestrials. 
These were skilfully arranged by youthful Craig 
Broadfield. 

The high quality of trade exhibits by McBear’s, 


Valley Orchids, Adelaide Orchids and Tom Henry 
must have been a revelation to the thousands of 
Tasmanians who flocked to the show. Unique, 
too, to them, were the many fine tropical orchids 
from Queensland. Some of these came from Kev 
McFarlane whose name figured on numerous 
prize cards seen in the phalaenopsis, vandaceous 
and hardcane classes. 

Best Display Joint or Individual was won by 
Chris and Phyl Nicholas, and among the prize 
cards seen in this exhibit was a first for a fine 
Laelia anceps. 

The Orchid Society of N.S.W. due to late arrival 
of blooms barely finished in time for the judging. 
The overall quality and variety of genera gave 
them first place for society displays. Credit is due 
that “Old Master’ Lou Sasso for his skilful arrange- 
ing of the display. Cattleya Sylvia Fry ‘Melissa 
Jane’, Grand Champion Orchid, from Mr. J. Davis 
of Sydney, was its centrepiece. 

Second place in this section went to the Vic- 
torian Orchid Club. The display was notable for 
many dramatic flowers from the Odontoglossum 
Alliance grown by Mr. Gerald McCraith. 

Reserve Champion was Cymbidium Jubilation 
‘Geronimo’, a large yellow with red labellum, 
from Hodgin’s Orchids. 

A Dendrobium falcorostrum belonging to Chris 
and Phy! Nicholas was judged Best Native. Best 
Dendrobium in the Show was won by Mr, and 
Mrs. H. McClintock with a New Guinea hybrid 
Ceratobium-type very much like an improved D. 
discolor. Both parent names, D. sp. ‘Talasea’ and 
D. sp. ‘Green Gold are not official, indicating that 
there is a need for some taxonomic tidying up in 
this sector. 

I was restricted in making a more detailed 
examination of the thousands of plants by having 
to resort to crutches during my time in Hobart. 
Thus I missed seeing many high standard clones 
which must have been the equal of those which 
did impress me. Of the latter Stan Condon’s 
winners in the Best Three Paphiopedilums 
caused me to linger. They were P. Novisphere 
‘Barbara’, P. Joy Ride ‘Traveller, and P. World 
Quest ‘Beecroft’ — the last also winning the prize 
for Best Paphiopedilum. This genus certainly 
grows on one. Another I liked was a beautiful 
species, P. esquivolei, belonging to Mr. B. Clayton 
of South Australia. 

Those I missed seeing but heard much of 
included McBean’s Cymbidium Western Hill, a 
seedling from C. Western Rose x C. Hamsev.

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Zealand orchid growers and orchid societies as 
the tours progress. 

The pre-conference tour goes north to the Bay 
of Islands, the sparkling waters of which is 
studded with a myriad of green isles. The area is 
steeped in history, being the site of the earliest 
European settlements. Be sure to see the Treaty 
House at Waitangi, home of the first British 
resident, and scene of the signing of the Treaty 
of Waitangi, the Stone Store and the first 
Mission House at Kerikeri, or take the ‘cream 
trip’, a launch cruise that follows the route of 
the boat service to farms on the bay shoreline. 


A little more adventurous is a coach trip to the 
northernmost tip of New Zealand, part of the 
route being along the smooth sands of Ninety 
Mile Beach. At North Cape the waters of the 
Tasman Sea and the Pacific Ocean meet, an 
awe-inspiring sight. Return to Auckland and the 
conference through the famous Kauri forests; 
let the centuries roll back as you stand before 
these age-old giants of the forest world. Look for 


Dendrobium cunninghamii and Earina 
mucronata when in these bush areas. 
The post-conference tour is of longer 


duration and covers New Zealand to the south. 
Visit Rotorua and the thermal area. Spouting 
geysers, boiling, bubbling pools of mud side by 
side with cold deep lakes are the feature here. 
Walk through the steaming wilderness of 
Tikitere or Hells Gate and you will agree the 
Name is appropriate. Fishermen can _ be 
frustrated by the enormous trout in crystal clear 
Rainbow Springs, where feeding of the fish is all 
that is allowed. 


Waitomo Caves are on the itinerary. Here try a 
boat trip on the underground river lit only by 
the thousands of glowworms far above on the 
Cavern roof. Then on through the Awakino 
gorge, with bush-clad hills and _ valleys 
Canopied with tree fern fronds. Look for your 
first glimpse of Mt. Egmont (8260 ft.), the 
shapely cone that dominates the province of 
Taranaki. At New Plymouth, the major city of 
this province, visit Pukekura where New 
Zealand’s largest collection of orchid species is 
housed along with a fine collection of native 
ferns, all under the care of Mr. George Fuller, 
Whose knowledge of orchids is indeed encyclo- 
paedic. (George supplied most of the 
Photographs for Hawke's Encyclopaedia of 
Cultivated Orchids). 

The gardens of the Pukeiti Rhododendron 
Trust should be visited from New Plymouth. 
The Maori name Pukeiti means ‘little hill’, and 
these gardens, of international repute are 
Cradled between the inland and seaward 
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ranges which extend to the northwest of Mt. 
Egmont. Located in a superb setting of 900 acres 
of native bush are the massed plantings of 
rhododendrons.and azaleas, over 800 different 
species and hybrids. 

If time permits a stop at Levin is worthwhile 
on the way to the city of Wellington, as a large 
orchid nursery and cut-flower range is situated 
there. Practise pronouncing the names Para- 
paraumu and Paekakariki as vou pass through 
these picturesque seaside resorts before 
reaching the capital city of Wellington. There 
are two orchid societies in Wellington, and 
some fine orchids are grown here, including a 
number of unusuals. 


Flying from Wellington to the South Island of 
New Zealand gives good views of the Marl- 
borough Sounds stretching miles inland and 
providing calm water boating and fishing for 
sportsmen. Look also for the grand view of the 
Kaikoura Ranges on their southward march, 
and so to the city of Christchurch with its quiet 
tree-clad parks and the river Avon winding in 
quiet beauty through the city centre. Christ- 
church is also the centre for a keen group of 
orchid growers with some _ long-established 
collections, especially of paphiopedilums. If 
you have the opportunity visit some of these. 

For breathtaking beauty the lakes and 
mountains of the South Island are unsurpassed. 
Clear unruffled lakes mirror the towering 
majesty of the nearby mountain, peaks. Te 
Anau, Wakatipu, Wanaka, Hawea, Tekapo, all these 
snow-fed lakes are worthy of attention. Take a 
cruise on Lake Wakatipu where waterfalls 
crash down to the lake from the high 
mountains. Nowhere else is alpine scenery so 
accessible, you can drive right amongst the 
mountains, and who can forget the mighty Mt. 
Cook (12,349 ft.), named by the Maori people as 
Aorangi, the Cloud Piercer. Here you may take a 
flight over the high glaciers, or weather 
permitting land on the snow field above and 
mountaineer in comfort. At conference time the 
alpine flowers will be in bloom, so look for the 
exquisite Mt. Cook lily, Ranunculus lyalii. 


All this can be yours to see; the wealth of 
orchids, the scenic beauty of New Zealand and 
new orchid friends, just by registering for the 
New Zealand International Orchid Conference, 
October 15 to 19, 1980.

A list of grand champions is as good a guide as 
any regarding what to buy in mericlones. For 
instance Cymbidium Narela ‘Jennifer Gail’ was a 
champion in at least three shows. C. Balkis 
‘Captain Anderson’ and C. Balkis ‘France’ proved 
that well flowered “old” clones are still hard to 
beat. The two C. Burgundian clones ‘Sydney’ and 
‘Chateau’ also held their own. 

Other cymbidiums to triumph were C. El 
Capitan ‘Mem. Robert Chrisman’ and C. Pearl 
Balkis ‘Chailey’. 

Seedling winners are a guide to the outstanding 
new parents. A clone from the recent cross C. 
Western Hill and the clone C. Jubilation 
‘Geronimo’ are ones to watch, and when meri- 
clones are available would be worth adding to a 
collection. 

Dendrobium Yukidaruma ‘King and also ‘Queer’ 
scored well in shows, as did two clones of Blc. 
Sylvia Fry: ‘Supreme’ and ‘Melissa Jane’. Meri- 
clones of the former are still available at some 
nurseries. But read for yourself. 


VICTORIAN SHOWS 
VICTORIAN ORCHID CLUB 


The club’s colourful show was staged at St. John’s 
Hall, Toorah, in mid-September. Mr. Bob Evans 
achieved Grand Champion status with his Cymbidium 
Borough Green ‘Sandra June’, the focal point of his fine 
display. 

McBeans had a display featuring cymbidiums, 
paphiopedilums, and softcane dendrobiums, which 
included the Reserve Champion Cymbidium _ Sov- 
ereign Hill ‘Ballarat’, a vibrant yellow enhanced bya 
deep crimson marked labellum.

Grand champion was a 
Cymbidium Burgundian ‘Chateau’ owned by Mr, and 
Mrs. Avery.

Foster Johnson’s C. Mary Ann x G Western Rose, a 
Seedling flowering for the first time. 


A.N.O.S. VICTORIAN GROUP 


Three thousand people attended this Spring Show, 
and gross proceeds totalled $1400. Last year this active 
group gave most of the show proceeds to charity. 

The show was notable for large specimen plants of D. 
kingianum in many colours and forms. Other large 
epiphytes demonstrated how well these plants can be 
grown in Melbourne, Large clones of D. linguiforme, 
covered in feathery white flowers, contrasted with the 
massed dark flowers of D. canaliculatum.

COVER STORY 

In spite of the attractiveness of the genus Lycaste it has been 
hybridised only a little. This may be due to the charm of its species. 

Why gild the lily? The first cross, L. deppii x L_ skinneri, was registered 
as L. Hybrida by Mr. Marshall in 1878. Since then only 39 crosses have 
been registered, amazingly few for the period of 102 years. A major 
breakthrough was the crossing of L. Auburn with L. virginalis (syn. L. 

skinneri) independently by the Sydney growers Mr. John Ezzy and Mr. 

Leo Giles of Wondabak. The latter registered the cross as L. Koolena. 

Clones from both raisings were very beautiful and very successful in 
shows. Mr. Alcorn’s L. Koolena‘Macama’ has been applied by him asa 
parent. Crossed with L. Sunrise it has produced a wonderful strain in 
L Macama. The latter is sixth generation on the L. Koolena side, fourth 
generation on the L Sunrise line. L. virginalis (syn. L. skinneri) 
appears six times in the pedigree, L. cruenta twice, and L_ macro- 
phyllum once. 
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Developments in breeding the genus Lycaste 
A. F. W. ALCORN 


Some of the essentials in breeding the genus 
are: 

1. FREE FLOWERING. It is most essential to 
have a number of flowers per bulb, plus the 
ability to flower each year. Many of mine flower 
in autumn then again in spring, which is the 
main season. It is not wise to use parents for 
breeding that are shy flowerers. 

2. TEXTURE. A most important feature. This 
provides a flower to last approximately six 
weeks, free from marking. This is desirable for 
the cut flower market. 

_3. SIZE. Like most orchids size is a requirement 
for judging standards and in this regard L. 
skinneri has had a great influence on our present 
hybrids. We require a flower 125 to 150 mm anda 
sepal width of 50 mm or more but this is not to say 
one could produce a flower that would be 
outstanding and not so large. 

4. COLOUR. As the L. Koolena has been the 
most prominent at our shows with colours being 
mainly pinks and reds, we shauld concentrate on 


developing fresh colourings such as greens, 


yellows and bronze. 

5. PERFUME. A number of species have a 
subtle perfume but when crossed with those 
without perfume appear to lose this fragrance. 
As a hybridiser I am looking for the above 
qualities in the order enumerated. 

A lot-has been achieved since the late Messrs 
John Ezzy and Leo Giles made the first Koolena 
cross — they wauld be proud to see the interest 
now taken in the hybridising of the genus Lycaste 
due to the influence of this crass. 

One of the most successful of L. Koolena clanes 
has been L. Koolena ‘May’ ucc aocosxsw. In 1974 it 
gained: 

Grand Champion Orchid of the N.S.W. Spring 
Show; Best Specimen Orchid; Best Other 
Genera and Best Lycaste. Also since then it has 
gained many championships, a Cultural Cer- 
tificate, and a Bronze Medal at the 8th World 
Orchid Conference in Germany. 

Other developments have been the L. Shoal- 
haven cross, L. Koolena x L. Skinneri*, made by 
John Apperlev. This cross has the distinction of a 
Quality Award, granted for the first time in 
Australia. The qualification for a Quality Award 
is twelve of one cross to be shown simultaneously. 

Athol Bell’s sibling cross L. Koolena x L. 
Koolena surprisingly has produced three pure 
white clones. This has also occurred with my 
Shoalhaven cross. As most are naturally pinks, 


evidence points to the fact that the large percent- 
age of L. skinneri used has been the reason for 
this white strain. 

My cross L. Macama (L. Koolena x L. Sunrise) 
has been a breakthrough in the width of sepals. L. 
‘Macama ‘Jocelyn’, am/aoc-osnsw, nearly gained the 
Award of FCC, and has won several champion- 
ships. These flowers are 150 mm across with 
sepals up to 60 mm. L. Macama ‘Doris May’, 
ucc/Aoc-osnsw, is a beautiful pale off-white flower 
with a flush of pink. Also L. Macama ‘Sylvia’ 
gained First at the N.S.W. show of 1978 — this is 
out of five seedlings raised. 

Paul Gripp of U.S.A., an authority on Lycaste 
believes that the broader sepals should be our 
aim and he believes this may be achieved by 
using second generation Angulocaste with our 
good hybrids or alternatively a careful selection 
of our best hybrids. Angulocaste is a man made 
genus from the crossing of the genera Anguloa 
and Lycaste. 

. In the next few years I expect to breed good 
greens, yellows and bronze shades by using selected 
parents that have proved useful over the years. 
Our own Koolenas, Shoalhavens and Macamas 
could be used. Then with such parents as the 
crosses Aquila, Auburn, Queen _ Elizabeth, 
Brugensis, Jason, Leo, Genereve, Nebula, one 
should produce flowers of quality and as I have 
several species such as L. denningiana, L. 
dyeriana, L. deppei, L. fimbriata, L. macrophylla, 
L. leucantha and L. virginalis, which I am intro- 
ducing into my breeding stock, one is sure to 
have some fresh genes in our breeding pool 
which could influence the colours of the future. 

I have been greatly helped by the articles 
written by Dr. Henry Oakeley of London in the 
English Orchid Review. He gives details of all the 
Lycaste hybrids made since the beginning of 
hybridising, their names and results. 

This has enabled me with the time available, to 
concentrate on the more successful in conjunction 
with our proved parents. 

For the progress made we are greatly in- 


.debted to Wyld Court Orchids over the many 


years they have been breeding, also McBeans for 
their L. Auburn success. And finally, we are 
looking forward with great anticipation to the 
years ahead, when we will see many beautiful 
clones.

Malones ‘Symphony’ 
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GROWING CONDITIONS FOR CATTLEYAS 


ALEX JOHNSON 


This excellent paper on cattleya growing was 
presented by Mr. Alex Johnson at West Aus- 
tralia’s Regional Orchid Conference as which 
the Bunbury Orchid Society was Host Society. It 
contains some valuable data on composts. 


In practice, cattleyas include not only the 
genus Cattleya but also hybrids of the genus with 
one or more of these other genera, namely: 
Brassavola, Laelia, and Sophronitis, These three 
genera are somewhat similar to the genus 
Cattleya and will hybridize readily with 
Cattleyas, or each other for that matter. These are 
known at the Cattleya Alliance. The hybrids of 
these, which have the genus Cattleya, some- 
where in their parentage may be exhibited in the 
cattleya sections. 

The average gardener considers these plants to 
be too difficult to grow, or perhaps, not worth all 
the trouble. It is true that they require special 
Conditions, but in fact, Cattleyas are extremely 
hardy and will grow in quite a wide range of 
Conditions. They are one of the easiest orchids to 
grow. They are also very adaptable, although 
they adapt rather slowly. Cattleyas may take as 
much as a year, or even more, to adapt to a new 
environment. Of course, they will grow and 
flower best in preferred conditions. The purpose 
of this article is to delineate most of these 
Conditions. 

A glass house is a definite advantage in the 
Culture of cattleyas but it is not an absolute 
necessity. However, some protection from the 
Weather is required to protect the flowers and to 
provide some shading. Cattleyas will not survive 
repeated frosty mornings or full sunlight in the 
summer. 

Some of the following conditions, being the 
ideal, can only be obtained in a glass house. 
Anyone wishing to grow cattleyas in a shade 
house should approximate as closely as possible 
to these conditions. They may also have to select 
plants which will flower in more rugged con- 
ditions. There is no clearrule about this. The only 
Way to find these plants is by trial, yours, or 
preferably, someone elses. However, of the larger 
flowering varieties, the intergeneric hybrids are 
better for cold conditions than straight cattleyas. 
There are a number of the smaller varieties of 
Straight cattleyas which will grow in shade house 
Conditions in temperate areas. In colder areas 
any cattleya will probably require some 


measures to prevent them from becoming too 
Cold. 


Cattleyas grow best with day temperatures 
between 25° and 35° Celsius. They will withstand 
higher temperatures for short periods if there is 
good humidity and air circulation. Temperatures 
up to 42° to 43° Celsius are not uncommon in 
some glass houses and the plants grow well. 
However, this is not an ideal condition. Itis better 
if maximum temperatures do not exceed about 
38° Celsius. Cattleyas will grow and flower well 
with night temperatures down to 12.5 degrees, 
and will grow well, but slower, and still flower 
with night temperatures down to 10° Celsius. 
Repeated night temperatures below 10° tend to 
cause the plants to become dormant and they 
will remain so until night temperatures rise. 

Of course, there are exceptions. Ifa glass house 
minimum temperature is controlled by a 
thermostat, I recommend the minimum should 
be set at 12.5° Celsius. It is essential that the night 
ternperature should be at least five degrees lower 
than the maximum day temperature if best 
results are to be obtained. A few colder nights or 
less difference between night and day will not 
effect the plants significantly. More than a few 
colder nights or days in succession will make a 
noticeable difference. 

Maintaining a good humidity is important, 
particularly in the hotter weather when it is more 
difficult to keep the humidity up. In the winter or 
colder weather, the humidity may be lower than 
in the summer. I suggest that aminimum relative 
humidity of 40 to 45 percent be maintained in the 
winter. In the hot weather when glass house 
temperatures exceed 30° Celsius, I try to keep a 
minimum humidity of 50 to 55 per cent. Some 
growers recommend humidities in the region of 
70 per cent. While this figure is all right, it is very 
difficult to obtain in a dry summer if an optimum 
amount of fresh air is admitted to the house. With 
the higher humidity, there is also a definite 
possibility that the humidity in a cooler night 
will reach near saturation with a risk of fungus 
attack particularly spotting the flowers. The 
humidity can be maintained by damping down 
the floors and benches or preferably using 
misting sprays below bench level. A fan to 
circulate the air will help evaporation. Watering 
the plants themselves solely to maintain humid- 
ity should not be resorted to except in the very 
hottest days when glass house temperatures may 
exceed 38° Celsius. Flowers must be protected 
against water spotting. Compost or growing 
mixtures should normally be allowed to dry out 
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to a “just moist” condition before watering. The 
water should then be applied heavily enough so 
that it runs right through and out the bottom of 
the pots. This will remove some of the unwanted 
salts, which would otherwise accumulate and 
burn the roots. 


There should be some air circulation through 
or over the plants to inhibit fungus growth, to 
ensure a constant supply of fresh air and to give a 
more uniform temperature throughout the glass 
house. The air currents should only be gentle and 
may be regulated by variable top and bottom 
vents in a glass house. A small fan will also be of 
considerable help but should not blow directly 
on to the plants. This will dry them out too 
quickly. Top and bottom vents will allow natural 
convection to take effect and give a better clean 
fresh atmosphere in the glass house. 


Cattleyas require between 3,000 and 5,000 foot 
candles of light for optimum growth and flower- 
ing. As summer sunlight can be as high as 12,000 
to 14,000 foot candles, fairly heavy shade is 
required. In practice, between 65 and 75 percent 
shade in the summer will give good results. In 
the winter, shade should be reduced and as little 
as 50 per cent shade will suit healthy plants with 
good root systems. More shade than this, even up 
to 75 per cent, will still allow the plants to grow 
and flower well, but not quite as well as with 
more light. The colour of the leaves will tell the 
story. A dark blue-green leaf indicates insuffici- 
ent light. A mid-green or a green with just a little 
yellow shade is optimum. Plants receiving too 
much light will automatically decrease the 
amount of chlorophyll in the leaves. 


This limits the absorption of light energy and 
the amount of sugar produced to a quantity that 
can be handled by the available plant enzymes. 
More light is required in warm weather than in 
the cold weather when chemical and enzyme 
reactions are slower. It is this variation in the 
amount of chlorophyll in the leaves that causes 
the change in colour. For the really keen grower, 
there are other things that must be considered 
and the final decision as to the degree of shading 
will be a compromise. Just one example will 
illustrate this point. A reasonable length of 
flower stem is necessary if the flowers are to 
display well. High light intensities will give 
shorter but very strong stems and heavy 
substance in the flowers. Low light intensities 
(heavy shade) will give longer but weaker stems 
and flowers. Warm light conditions will also give 
_ longer weak stems unless counteracted by good 
light during the day. Also, unless a glass house 
has good cooling facilities (such as misting sprays 
and circulating air) high light intensities will 
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mean high air temperatures in the glass house. 
This may burn the leaves and certainly growth 
will slow down while the heat remains. The 
leaves, if not burnt, will certainly turn yellow. In 
general, it is more important to keep the 
temperature within reason than to maintain high 
light intensities. If the temperature in the glass 
house frequently exceeds 38° to 40° Celsius, 
heavier shading should be used. Ideally, good 
light with as much evaporative cooling as 
possible will give the best growing conditions. 

One of the most important growing conditions 
(if there is one condition more important than 
another) is the growing medium and the kind 
and size of pots used. Cattleyas are epiphytes, 
that is “air breathers”, and they require ample 
fresh air around the roots to function. In natural 
conditions the roots may be adhering to the bark 
of trees purely for support and are exposed to the 
air. The only growing medium is the shallow 
humus caught in the bark or crotch of branches. 
The roots are alternately wet and dry. It is logical 
then, that the growing medium should be open 
and drain freely. This will prevent the medium 
from becoming soggy and will allow free access 
of air. For a similar reason shallow pots are 
preferable to deep ones. Pots should not be larger 
than necessary to accommodate the plant 
allowing for the growth of two or three new 
pseudobulbs. I prefer plastic pots for several 
reasons. The growing mixture in plastic pots will 
not dry out quite as quickly and will require less 
frequent watering. In fact, they must be watered 
less frequently. This will mean a saving in time 
and with good drainage, the roots are in a just 
moist condition for a longer period. There is also 
more latitude in the interval between watering. 
Plastic pots do not build up salts as porous ones 
do. Also, the roots do not adhere to the pots as 
strongly and this makes repotting easier and 
causes less damage to the roots. 

Potting mixtures are varied and have changed 
with time but present mixtures are usually based 
on various percentages of pine bark and 
charcoal, sometimes with other materials added. 
A good general purpose mixture is 50% bark and 
50% charcoal. The size should be between 3 
millimetres and about 20 millimetres. A few 
pieces larger than this will do no harm, but it is 
essential to eliminate the finer particles includ- 
ing the dust. If the mixture is too fine it will not 
drain and will become soggy, at the same time 
excluding air. The roots will die and rot fairly 
quickly. 

Too many of the over-size pieces will allow too 
much air to pass through the mixture and the 
fresh humid atmosphere in which the roots 
thrive will be lacking. It will be too dry. A little 
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super-phosphate and trace elements added to 
the bark charcoal mixture is a help in getting new 
growths going after repotting. Some slow release 
fertilizer may be used in the mix but is not 
necessary and I prefer not to use it. Composts are 
not generally used for cattleyas as it is difficult 
to maintain the good open structure required if 
the mixture is broken down by composting. 
Solutions of soluble fertilizer may be added to the 
pots at intervals but should not be used for a few 
weeks after repotting. It is best to allow roots to 
re-establish themselves first. 

BENEFICIAL EXPERIMENT 

In common with most cattleya growers, I am 
always on the look-out to improve the growing 
medium. About three years ago, I started adding 
various amounts of Perlite to the bark-charcoal 
mix; I used this on 30 or 40 test plants. About 
twelve months later some of these plants re- 
quired repotting and I was very pleasantly sur- 
prised by the excellent condition of the roots. 
There were practically no dead roots, at least not 
obviously dead. Roots all looked white and 
healthy in contrast to the usual percentage of old 
discoloured roots with the vellum loose and 
easily removed. A disadvantage was that if too 
much Perlite was used, it washed out of the pot 
too easily. (Perlite is very light in weight and 
floats on water.) Also the Perlite mixture did not 
Support the newly repotted plants firmly and 
they were easily dislodged. Further experiments 
were then tried. 

In the course of these trials, it was found that 
Perlite dries out too fast by itself. As both Perlite 
and German peat moss are used either separately 
or together in propagating other plants, it was de- 
cided to try the addition of some peat moss to 
both help bind the Perlite and to retard the 
drying out. Finally a method was found which 
Overcame the main problems in using Perlite. 
This was to make a kind of sandwich when 
repotting, with the Perlite in the middle. First, 
With the plant held in position in the pot, the 
usual bark-charcoal mixture was added to bring 
the level up to about one-third full. This was 
shaken down and more added if necessary to 
bring the level back to about one-third full. Then 
4 previously prepared damp mixture of two parts 
Perlite to one part of peat moss (by volume) was 
added to bring the level to two-thirds or three- 
quarters full. This was also shaken down and 
more added if necessary. The pot was then topped 
up with more of the bark-charcoal mix. The 
Tesult was that the plants were firmly held and 
the Perlite was not exposed and did not wash 
Out of the pot when watered. At the same time it 
formed a zone in the pot with a high percentage 
of Perlite.

The ratio of Perlite to peat moss was the result 
of a number of trials and gave, under my con- 
ditions, the best balance in water retention and 
drying out. From then on, when repotting was 
necessary, all my plants were repotted in this 
way. That was up to two years ago. 

In most cases, growth has been more rapid 
than previously and this has resulted in having 
to repot quite a few of these plants. Without 
exception, the roots have been in particularly 
good condition, being firm and white and 
without any dead brown roots. Some of the roots 
must have been deteriorating through age but it 
was not obvious. In good condition roots should 
maintain nearly 100% efficiency for about three 
years and then the efficiency drops at a rate 
depending upon the conditions in the mixture. I 
usually use a greater ratio of the Perlite-moss 
mixture in small pots and with larger pots a 
thinner layer. As would be expected, the plants 
with the good strong root systems grow faster 
and stronger. 


This does require repotting oftener than would 
otherwise be necessary but it also gives more 
divisions. As well, plants seem to suffer less set 
back after repotting and get away sooner. This 
faster growth is particularly apparent in small 
seedlings, mericlones or back cuts. 


Another grower of cattleyas, who has been 
using the Perlite peat mix in conjunction with 
bark-charcoal for about 18 to 21 months, holds 
that the small plants grow twice as fast-as with 
his previous mixture. The flowers of plants 
grown in this combination are full size and have 
excellent substance. Recently a plant of Bc. Bryce 
Canyon ‘Splendiferous’, regrettably not my plant, 
was shown ata monthly meeting. It received first 
place in the open section and the popular vote. It 
had been grown with the addition of Perlite and 
peat moss from the time it was purchased about 
18 months previously. It was then a fairly small 
plant with 4 inch leaves. This is an exceptional 
case but shows what can be done. I believe the 
addition of Perlite-peat moss to a potting mix of 
bark and charcoal is a decided improvement, and 
will, other things being equal, give more and 
better flowers. 

There may well be other ways of incorporating 
Perlite into a mix, but only more long term trials 
can find them. This may also vary according to 
the watering and fertilizing routines of different 
growers. 

Perlite is a calcined mixture of, principally, 
Gypsum (Calcium-Sulphate) and white clay. 
Smaller amounts of other materials are added to 
control vitrifying temperature. It is heated to a 
very high temperature which brings the mixture 
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to incipient fusion at the same time causing the 
gypsum to decompose, releasing a gas which 
expands the mixture in much the same way as 
baking powder expands a cake mixture. The 
result is a very light weight product which will 
float in water and for practical purposes is 
insoluble. The constant presence of traces of 
Calcium ions may help to produce white 
stronger roots. 

German peat moss is the peat formed from 
sphagnum moss and does not readily decompose. 
It does hold large quantities of water. 

The level of nutrients maintained in the 
growing medium is important. This, of course, 
depends on the amount and kind of fertilizer 
added and the frequency of additions. It is a 
difficult thing to specify as it requires long term 
observations by the grower to determine just 
how much his plants require. This will vary with 
other growing conditions. There are several 
things to consider. One is that in cold weather 
plants will use less fertilizer than when temper- 
atures are more favourable. Glass house plants 
which are grown warmer than in a shade house 
require more fertilizer than shade house plants. 
Dormant or resting plants need very little if any 
fertilizer. It is best not to fertilize these until they 
come into active growth. If a slow release 
fertilizer has been added to the growing mixture, 

little or no soluble fertilizer should be used until 
the slow release fertilizer is nearly exhausted. 

Cattleyas require surprisingly small levels 
of nutriénts in the growing medium but it should 
be fairly constant. Hence the rule about fertil- 
izing “little and often’. I have tried high 
nitrogen fertilizers but do not favour them. 
Growth tends to be good but notas hard or strong 
as with a well balanced fertilizer. 

Plants are also more susceptible to disease if 
fed high nitrogen fertilizers. In fact, plants with 
high nitrogen in the sap are more easily invaded 
by fungi and once infected are more easily killed. 
The high nitrogen fertilizer also causes the 
growing mixture to break down rapidly making it 
soggy and necessitating earlier repotting. I have 
had the best long term results when using a 
fertilizer with, by weight, approximately equal 
quantities of nitrogen, phosphate and potash. 
That is calculating these elements as nitrogen 
(N), phosphate (P2Os) and potash (K20). If calcu- 
lating as nitrogen (N), phosphorous (P), and 
potassium (K), the ratio becomes: nitrogen —1.00, 
phosphorous —0.436 and potassium —0.830. One 
of these systems will be shown on the package of 
fertilizer. The usual amount of minor and trace 
elements are also required and should be 
contained in any commercial fertilizer. 

Anyone who has grown cattleyas for several 
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years will know just how close the relationship 
is between the time and attention devoted to 
the plants and the degree of success in growing 
them. Any collection of cattleyas is a personal 
thing and every glass house or shade house has 
its own individual characteristics. It is this 
difference which makes it impossible to give 
absolute growing instructions. The keen grower 
will learn the needs of his plants and react by 
giving them a little more or less humidity, heat, 
water, fertilizer or light. This is the way 
champions are grown.

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How Dangerous are Pesticides? 
DR. JULIAN COKER 


Dr. Julian Coker is one of Victoria’s leading 
orchid growers and is highly- qualified to assess 
the effects of pesticides in horticulture. This 
article is based on talks given to several orchid 
societies, including the Maroondah O.S. of 
which Dr. Coker was a founding member. 


“Throughout history, man, in his agricultural 
development, has had to compete with various 
predators, and initially, with little competition, 
he managed to cope quite successfully. However, 
with population growth, there was an increased 
demand for more efficient production and the 
smaller predators such as insects, fungi, bacteria, 
etc., began to assume greater significance. Initially, 
there was little to no control over these, so that 
when a locust swarm descended on a crop, it had 
to be accepted as a natural disaster, like fire or 
flood. 

Gradually, control methods were found, such 
as sulphur, arsenic, pyrethrum and nicotine, 
etc., but it was not until 1939 that the modern- 
type of pesticide burst onto the scene. Dichloro- 
diphenyl trichloroethane, first synthesised in 
1874, was found to have unique insecticidal 
properties, and in 1939 it was marketed under 
the trade name, DDT. Thus began the series of 
chlorinated hydrocarbons now represented by 
such chemicals as DDT, kelthane, dieldrin, lin- 
dane, chlordane, etc. 

DDT was initially hailed as the panacea of all 
insect problems, but gradually, resistant strains 
developed, and so different chlorinated hydro- 
Carbons had to be found to cope with these. Also, 
another problem began to emerge. Whilst being 
most effective against their target organism, they 
Were equally, if not more effective, against the 
user, and this led to a considerable incidence of 
illness, both acute and chronic, and also deaths. 
At this time people were not aware of the inherent 
dangers and the modes of entry into the body, 
and so appropriate self-protection was not 
practised. 

A few years after the introduction of the 
chlorinated hydrocarbons, a second major group 
Was developed. These were the cholinesterase 
Inhibitors, represented by the organophosphates, 
and the carbamates. The organophosphates 
Were originally developed as nerve gases and 
Include malathion, parathion, diazinon, meta- 
Systox, etc. 

The organophosphates and the chlorinated 
hydrocarbons are highly-effective in killing 
Msects, mites, caterpillars, etc., but are totally 
Unselective and will kill fish, birds, animals and 


man with equal ease. They are extremely potent 
poisons, some being more toxic than strychnine. 
Also the chlorinated hydrocarbons are extremely 
stable compounds, some lasting for years, un- 
changed, so that repeated usage can lead to 
progressive accumulation in the body. When 
toxic levels are reached, the effects may be long- 
lasting. These, whilst being organic chemicals, 
are synthetic and nature has not had time to 
adapt to them. They are thus very slowly dealt 
with by the body, if at all, and so have a persistent 
effect. Also there are few, if any, established 
antidotes, and treatment is usually only sympto- 
matic. The organophosphates are less stable and 
so acute poisoning, short of death or permanent 
damage, is generally more short-lived. However, 
with one, like metasystox, symptoms of poisoning 
may last up to six to eight months. 

Thus, it is important to realise from the outset 
that pesticides are amongst the most potentially- 
deadly substances known to man, and that they 
may enter by the mouth, stomach, lungs or 
through the skin, or any combinatign of these 
sites. 

Therefore, to use them safely, a thorough 
knowledge of them, together with extreme care 
in their handling and application must be practised. 

There are a large number of ather pesticides 
that do not fit into these groups. These have their 
own particular properties, uses and dangers. 
They include metaldehyde, natriphene, temik, 
benlate, ete., and new ones will be constantly 
appearing. 

Symptoms of intoxication and first aid treat- 
ment are covered in the references at the end of 
the article. 

The toxicity of a pesticide is expressed as LDso 
and is given in mg/kgm. This means the lethal 
dose for 50% of a population, given that many 
milligrams of the pesticide per kilogram of their 
weight. Children are more susceptible than adults, 
because of their proportionally-lower choline- 
sterese levels, and women are more susceptible 
than men because of their greater body fat 
proportion. Also various disease states, especially 
liver damage, pre-exposure, pre-sensitisation, 
pesticides in combination, and pesticides in 
organic solvents, may lower the LDso significantly. 
Conversely, prompt and effective medical atten- 
tion markedly lessens the effects, especially with 
organophosphates. 

Some examples of LDso under normal con 
ditions, in milligrams are in the next column. To 
assess amounts note that: 
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1000 mg = 1 gm and 28.4 gm = 1 oz.

In practice, in the orchid house, there is 
seldom need to use a pesticide with a LDso of less 
than 200 mg, except in exceptional circumstances, 
and then only with a full knowledge of its safe 
usage. Most orchid pests can be adequately dealt 
with using omite, kelthane, malathion, clensel, 
diazinon, methylated spirit, metaldehyde or 
natriphene, and all of these, except diazinon, are 
relatively safe. Also the necessity for their use can 
be minimised by maintaining a high standard of 
cleanliness in the orchid house. 

Whilst using the various pesticides, in order to 
grow better and healthier orchids, it is our 
responsibility to have an awareness of their full 
ecological significance. It is a sobering experience 
to read Rachel Carson's “Silent Spring’ and see 
the consequences of irresponsible application. 

Many people suffer serious, acute poisoning, 
some, permanent organ damage, and some 
die each year in Australia from their usage. 


Also, since they are organic chemicals and can 
be absorbed and stored in the body, it is possible 
that they have long term carcinogenic, teratogenic 
and other morbid effects. They have decimated 
the American eagle population, so with the 
increased demands for their usage, with greater 
pressure to produce more food, will we, in a few 
generations, become cancer-ridden and sterile? 

When using pesticides it is worth remembering: 

1. Pesticides in combination may be many times 
more potent than their simple summated 
toxicity, so do not mix them. 

2. Never use a more toxic pesticide when a less 
toxic one will suffice. 

3. The amount of chemical multiplied by its 
toxicity, gives the poisoning potential, so less 
is required of a more toxic chemical, there- 
fore, be very careful of the concentrated 
forms when you are preparing your sprays. 
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4. Children are far more susceptible than adults 
and women more than men. 

5. The term pesticide is used here to cover 
insecticides, weedicides, miticides, herbi- 
cides and fungicides. 

6. Read the label carefully not just for what it is 
effective against, but, how to use it safely. 
Remember, the large print is the advertising 
to sell the product, the small print is required 
by law for your information and protection 
and dead men don’t grow orchids. When 
using them, take notice of how they can enter 
the body, and use appropriate clothing and 
equipment for your protection. 

7. Itisyourresponsibility to familiarise yourself 
with the symptoms and signs of poisoning 
and these may begin soon after contact or 
after a considerable delay. Early treatment of 
poisoning gives you the best chance of re 
covery, so present the victim, together with 
the bottle or label, to effective medical aid as 
promptly as possible. 

8. Poisoning may be from a single acute dose or 
repeated small doses of one or different 
pesticides, contacted in the same or different 
places. 

9. Do not make the mixture stronger than it 
needs to be. This is both expensive and 
extremely dangerous. 

10. Mix in a well-ventilated area and do not 
inhale the fumes or mix with bare hands. 

11. Always wash with soap and water before 
eating, smoking or drinking, after using 
pesticides. 

12. Never put them in another container and 
make sure the label stays readable. 

13. It is the manufacturers’ responsibility to 
produce, market and sell an effective pro- 
duct for profit; it is your responsibility to 
familiarise yourself with the product and use 
it safely. 

14. Always store them safely, for preference 
under lock and key, and especially away 
from children. Remember, children are 
inquisitive and excellent climbers and 
imagine the horror of a death due to: your 
negligence.

DOUG WANKA of Redcliffe and District Orchid Society 


Here, in sub-tropical Redcliffe, we have had 
numerous successes at shows with our locally- 
grown hardcane dendrobiums, and I will 
endeavour to explain our culture for this beautiful 
group of orchids. 

An important asset is our area position. Red- 
cliffe Peninsula is approximately 33 kilometres 
north of Brisbane and has a lot of its area 
bordered by water. This has a stabilising effect 
on the temperature, thus enabling us to enjoy a 
milder winter and a slightly cooler (although 
humid) summer, coupled witha regular summer 
south-easterly breeze, are all beneficial for 
successful hardcane dendrobium culture. 

Although our winters are milder than some in 
Brisbane suburbs, the plants still like to have 
some form of cover to prevent excessive leaf 
drop. 

Most growers prefer a house covered on the 
top and western wall with clear or frosted 
fibreglass sheeting, the southern wall completely 
enclosed with fibro, and allowing the eastern 
and northern sides open, but covered with 50% 
shade cloth. I have found the use of frosted-white 
fibreglass very successful since it is not necessary 
to add extra shading in the hot summer months, 
as is found essential if using the clear type. 

The use of wire “A” frames facing north is very 
popular as a lot more plants can be grown per 
area in comparison with conventional benches. 
Wire hooks, placed through the pots, attached to 
the wire framing, allows little movement of the 
plants, once they are placed on the frame. 

The most common potting mediums are various 
combinations of American fir bark and charcoal. 
Pots are mainly plastic, and pot size is relevant to 
the size of the plant; a5 cm pot for seedlings up to 
a 10 cm or7.5 cm for adult plants. 

Repotting is carried out just as new roots 
appear from the lead growth of the plant, usually 
late spring or early summer. 

Watering is carried out in the morning three or 
more times a week depending on weather con- 
ditions. To help the plant gain maximum bulb 
growth, fertilizers are applied twice weekly and 
followed at the next watering by a flood watering. 
Gravel floors are kept constantly wet, fertilizers 
are rotated, but Nitrosol, Fish, Thrive and Aquasol 
seem to produce the best results. 

Pests, such as scale, mealy bug and red spider, 
are controlled with a couple of sprayings of any 
Systemic insecticide. 

To flower the plant to its best advantage, from 


the time the spikes appear (in early autumn) to 
when all the flowers are fully open, the plant 
must remain in a position where the spike is 
attracted to the most light, therefore producing a 
long-arching spike with all the flowers in the one 
direction. 

Whilst the area and culture play a big part in 
successful dendrobium growing, at Redcliffe we 
have a number of conscientious growers, striving 
in friendly rivalry, to produce the utmost from 
their plants, thus putting this district to the 
forefront in growing dendrobiums. 

One of our Society members, Morgan McKenzie 
has registered his own crossing of Den. Lady Paul 
x Den. bigibbum v. superbum form compactum, 
as Den. Redcliffe Beauty. The shorter canes and 
improved floriferousness has made the cross 
noteworthy for display purposes.

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ORCHIDS “AU NATUREL” 


K. J. ANDERSON 


It is aclear bright morning as I leave the Pacific 
Highway at Raleigh and head west up through 
the Dorrigo National Park and then on through 
the township of Dorrigo. I continue a further 21 
kilometres on the Armidale Road and finally 
arrive at Beaumonts Road, which leads my to my 
destination of ‘Wongalea’. 

My entrance to Wongalea is suddenly halted by 
an entrancing display of seven peacocks. They 
completely block the road while I remain very 
quiet in the car. Three cocks advance and look 
the vehicle over. Apparently I am classified as a 
friend as they call up the hens and proceed down 
the road with their plummage shimmering in the 
morning sunlight. 

‘Wongalea’ of course is the home of Mr. Stan 
Beaumont. The property, consisting of 300 acres, 
is at an altitude of 4200 feet, and it is here than 
Stan has been growing orchids for the past 45 
years. 

The Beaumont homestead is built clase to a 
southern escarpment which is permanently 
bathed in a moisture Jaden air stream blowing up 
through the Belligen Gorge. On this escarpment 
is 10 acres of rain forest, and through this forest 
we find many unique trees and plants which can 
be rarely seen in their natural situation. Among 
the plants are Dorrigo Waratah (Oreocallis 
pennatum), Dicksonia antarctia, Cyathea aus- 
tralis and C. cooperii, Christmas bush, Mollis 
azaleas and rhododendrons. Birdnest ferns and 
haresfoot thrive in the rich red volcanic soil and 
dozens of various types of lichen cover the 
volcanic basaltic rocks. 

Throughout this area Stan has been planting 
an enormous variety of orchids that have been 
salvaged from the Niggerhead Beech that has 
been felled by timber cutters in the area. 

Stan has planned the area so that there is easy 
access and as I wander through the area, I can 
quickly identify a vast variety of plants and these 
include. Sarcochilus falcatus, S, olivaceous, S. 
fitzgeraldi, Denrobium falcorostrum, D. kingia- 
num, D. speciosum, D. tetragonum, D. delicatum. 

Stan pauses to show me a Sally Wattle (Acacia 
melanoxylon) which has some 300 plants of D. 
falcorostrum growing on it. Stan had climbed this 
tree, strapped himself securely to it, and the 
enlisted the aid of his grandchildren to fix the 
plants to a fishing line which was then hauled up 
the tree where they were fastened with baling 
wire to their new home. 

This beautiful area is also home for the Red 
Mountain Lowry, possums and bandicoots, but 


as Stan says in a philosophical way: “They were 
here before I was so they do enjoy a prior claim.” 

Through to another area I see Clematis and 
Wonga vines in all their flowering glory. My eyes 
wander around and I can see Dawn Redwood 
(Metasequoia glyptostroboides); American Red- 
wood (Sequoia sempervirons), and its related 
Sequoia giagantea. Also Fragras mooreii, Acacia 
melanoxylon and Proschocarpa laurina. All 
these trees are literally hanging with hundreds of 
flowering archids. I estimate that there are 8000 
flowering orchids growing in a 15 acre area and 
within a short distance of the homestead. 

Conservation is on everybody's lips today, but 
here is a man that has been practising orchid 
conservation for 45 years. 

Orchid growers throughout Australia, I am 
sure, all join with me in saying: “Congratulations 
Stan Beaumont fora good job, well done. Keep up 
the good work.’ Illustrations opposite.

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Recollections of Paphiopedilum charlesworthii 
E. PAULEY 


Looking through a box of old photos I came 
across this one that a chap took for me many 
years ago — about 1953. It shows a section of the 
collection of P. charlesworthii that we had at the 
time. 


They were grown in our first bushhouse, the 
sides and roof were made of pig-wire interleaved 
with tea-tree. Shadecloth was unheard of in 
those days. The benches were made of hard- 
wood battens. 


The house was situated on the north side of our 
allotment, behind a woodshed, and most of it 
was in shade until nearly mid-day. 


The plants grew profusely and when I wanted 
to shift a pot it was necessary to use a paint 
scraper to lift the roots that had grown out of the 
drain hole and run over the wooden battens. 


Our growing mix was very old tan bark, bush 
leaf mould, charcoal, and old lime mortar we 
collected when buildings were demolished. The 
mortar was broken up and put through a half 


inch and then a quarter inch sieve. This gave us 
pieces of mortar a little larger than a pea. A little 
later we found that course bone-meal could be 
used in place of mortar. We never fertilised, but 
the plants were broken up or repotted each year. 

Deciding we needed a hot-house for other 
genera, the old bushhouse was pulled down and 
the hot-house erected in its place. Another shade- 
house was built on the opposite side of the 
ground and the P. charlesworthii shifted to their 
new home. But from then on the plants did not 
grow anywhere near as good as they did in the 
old house. We tried them in all positions but they 
seemed only to exist, so we decided to cut our 
losses and sold them all. 

I often wonder what would have happened 
had we known as much as we now do and 
continue to grow these beautiful little paphs in 
the same conditions. Possibly could have ended 
up with a big collection, but then hindsight is a 
wonderful thing.

Coelogyne lamellata Rolfe 


G. HERMON SLADE 


The genus Coelogyne is roughly encompassed 
by the area which the dendrobiums occupy; 
however they are roughly 20-1 outnumbered by 
the dendrobiums, whose species range from 
Western Himalayas to Tahiti. 

Coelogynes are richest in the Indo-Malayan, 
Philippines, and New Guinea regions, diffusing 
eastward to New Hebrides. Australia and New 
Zealand have no Coelogyne in their native flora. 

Knowing of a native coelogyne here in New 
Hebrides when I first came here to live, scanned 
every tree and likely place, found plenty of the 
widespread Pholidota imbricata but none of the 
Coleogyne. One day while casually looking at a 
§arden in the “British Paddock” where most of 
the British Government officials reside, I noticed 
4 Coelogyne on a citrus tree. I then found that the 
house was occupied by the Assistant British 
Resident Commissioner, Mr. J. A. (Sandy) 
Burgess* who was an ardent naturalist and an 
amateur lepidopterist of fame as well as. an 
Orchid collector, with a wide range of cattleyas, 
dendrobiums, chysis, _platyclinis, _ sobralia, 


vandas and such tropical genera, mostly exotic, 
but with some highly interesting indigenous 
orchids from these islands. This led to much 
animated conversation and my viewing Sandy 
Burgess’s fine collection of butterflies, shells and 
his orchid paintings. 

Among these was a beautifully portrayed 
Aerangis rhodosticta, a memento from his 
assignment in Uganda years ago. 

Neither Sandy Burgess nor other person has 
brought me closer knowledge of the habitat of 
the coelogyne; however having acquired the 
plant I treated it to deft NPK and much TLC. Now 
the long-awaited moment of flowering has 
eventuated. 

As can be seen from the illustration the New 
Hebrides’ coelogyne is a typical one with strong 
growth habit much like a lycaste with similar 
plicate leaves and sizeable pseudobulbs. It has 
produced three inflorescences; each is two- 
flowered, blooming simultaneously within the 
rapidly-growing new lead. The plant has a 
seedpod from last years’ flowering, this was also

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two flowered, so the few-flowering habit is 
normal of the species. 

I wrote to Kew describing the vegetative habit 
of the plant, not then flowering, and was told by 
Peter Taylor, Head of Orchid Section, Herbarium, 
that it would most likely be Coelogyne lamellata; 
now that it has flowered the epithet /amellata fits 
well with the pronounced lamellae of the 
labellum, where they form a conspicuous part of 
the lip structure. 

The illustration of approximately natural size 
depicts the lime-green colour of the tepals and 
the sepia brown markings of the lip, which is 
lined with the wavy whitish lamellae. Altogether 
the coelogyne is quite attractive in a modest way: 
the hooded dorsal sepal, almost parallel to the 
column detracts from the beauty of the flower as 
a show plant, but doubtless assists in securing 
the pollination of the flower. The inflorescence 
last year produced a seed pod: now a year olditis 
a massive orchid fruit and will probably produce 
millions of fertile seeds. 

When I find the orchid growing naturally, 
which should be facilitated by having a photo of 
its flowers, I shall add to this note in a forth- 
coming “A.O.R.” telling of its habitat, elevation, 
etc. 

Since writing the above I have received a letter 
from Dr. Phillip J. Cribb of Kew, definitely 
confirming my plant as C. lamellata Rolfe. It is 
also the easternmost penetration of the genus 
Cologyne. Also some more spikes have flowered 
with three flowers, so two to three flowers 
appears to be normal with this species. 

Dr. Cribb also mentions a Cologyne 
macdonaldii Muell. and Kranzl, with 75 mm 
flowers, which is said to be allied to C. pandurata 
Lindl., as having been recorded from the New 
Hebrides. I have C. pandurata Lindl., and will 
show it to potential collectors to endeavour to 
find then cultivate it. If | succeed you can be sure 
of a future article. 

There is a fine specimen of Coelogyne 
lamellata in the Royal Botanic Gardens, Sydney. 
It is with several New Hebrides’ orchids all 
8rowing excellently under the expert care of Lou 
Forrest, the hortioulturist. 

When the seedpod ripens, seed will be sent to 
Australian Orchid Foundation’s seedbank, c/- 
Gerald McCraith, Essendon, Victoria.

G. Hermon Slade, Box 797, Vila, New Hebrides. 
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Untangling New Guinea 
taxonomy 


Work of Mr. G. Hermon Slade 


The problem of unnamed Papua New Guinea 
species of horticultural merit has long been a 
matter for concern among Australian orchid 
hybridisers. Some obviously necessary changes 
did not eventuate because of retirements and 
staff changes at Lae Herbarium. 

In view of this Mr. G. Hermon Slade of Vila, 
New Hebrides, who was a founder of the New 
Guinea Biological Foundation, sent a representa- 
tive range of specimen plants and flowers to Dr. 
Cribb of Kew. 

In a letter to the editor Mr. Slade says: 

“The naming of several Papua New Guinea 
species that have long awaited taxonomic atten- 
tion is close at hand. ‘Talasea’, ‘Pomio Brown’, 
‘Tangerine’ are three such species that have been 
long in cultivation and have been used much for 
hybridising. They are all ‘Antelope’ dendrobiums, 
that is they are in the the section Ceratobium 
which includes our own Australian Dendrobium 
discolor. 

“In a letter from Dr. Phillip J. Cribb, Herbarium, 
Royal Botanics, Kew, he writes: ‘I have just sent 
off the article to the Orchid Review on the three 
dendrobiums in Section Ceratobium The 
species I have described are D. helix (D, ‘Pomio 
Brown’), D. tangerinum, and D. crispilinguum, a 
mainland species. As I mentioned before, I have 
left D. ‘Talasea’ for the time being as I am not 
confident that I can distinguish its flowers from 
those of D. helix in the dried or pickled state.’ 

“The news of the naming of these species will 
be met with much interest and some release 
from exasperation, as several] of the hybrids that 
have resulted from the newly named species 
have received awards, and they have faced 
difficulties in being given a valid name. In 
addition Dendrobium tangerinum has been 
wrongly named D. strebloceras, which is a 
distinctly different species. Indeed it is under 
this misnomer in Andree Millar’s recently pub- 
lished and widely read book Orchids of Papua 
New Guinea — an introduction. Quite a number 
of hybrids have been registered giving D. streb- 
loceras as a parent, which in fact are derived 
from the newly named species D. tangerinum.” 

Editor’s note: D. strebloceras Rchb. f. is a 
Section Ceratobium species found on the Indo- 
nesian island of Halmahera over 1000 kilometres 
from the habitat of D. tangerinum. New Guinea

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at Lae Herbarium, have long regarded it as a 
distinct species. This, after a cautious examin- 
ation of populations of D. tangerinum over its 
distribution range. The retirement of Mr. 
Womersley, and the need for the resources of the 
department to be concentrated on economic 
botany, left questions of orchid nomenclature in 
abeyance. 

Meantime, Professor Garay, Director of the 
Orchid Herbarium of Oakes Ames, Harvard, had 
expressed the opinion that Dendrobium ‘Tan- 
gerine’ was D. strebloceras. At this stage several 
hybrids had been made using D. tangerinum as a 
parent and these were registered as D. streb- 
loceras being the parent. 

Several Australian hybridisers are known to 
have imported D. tangerinum from Papua New 
Guinea, and also quantities were sold by the 
leading nursery, Jones and Scully, of Florida, 
U.S.A. 

Ten such crosses were registered in the period 
1973 to August 1979. The evidence is that all these 
used D. tangerinum. Many seeds of Papua New 
Guinea natives were supplied to Messrs Jones 
and Scully in the mid sixties by the New Guinea 
Biological Foundation from the fabulous ten acre 
collection established at Arawa by the late Mr. F. 
R. McKillop and given to the Foundation. 

Thus the earliest overseas registration, made 
by Dr. Garry Wilfret, of Florida, would almost 
certainly have had as a parent one of the clones 
sold by Jones and Scully under the name D. 
‘Tangerine’ used in their 1967 catalogue. This 
cross was with D. canaliculatum and the name 
given was D. Autumn Lace. Jones and Scully 
registered a cross with D. ostrinoglossum in 1977 
and named it D. Dandy Dame, but the seed 
came from Mr. McKillop and the true parent 
would certainly be D. tangerinum. Another 
registration by them in 1978 was with D. Violace- 
oflush, the seed of which came from Roraima 
Orchids of Cairns. Roraima bought the Kirkwood 
stock which included clones of D. tangerinum. 
This cross was named D. Saffron Serpent. The 
other registered parent is D. ostrinoglossum 
which is now regarded as a synonym for D. 
lasianthera. See D. Claudia below. 

The only other overseas registration was by Dr. 
Lim Swee Aun of Malaysia, who registered a 
cross with D. undulatum as D. Lim Tee Hooi in 
1975. The seed for this came from Mr. W. B. Muir 
of Ayr, Queensland. 

All six remaining crosses were flowered in 
Australia. They are: 

Dendrobium tangerinum (as D. strebloceras) 

x Fiftieth State = Flair. Reg. 1975 by K. McFarlane. 

x Lavender Beauty = Modish. McFarlane 1975. 

x speciosum = Janice Kerr, K. McFarlane 1977. 
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x lasianthera = Claudia. Reg. by Mrs. K. Carter 
from seed produced by late Mrs. E. 
Kirkwood. © 

x bifalce = Bitan. K. McFarlane 1978. 

x Surfie Girl = Angela. D’Bush Nursery of 
Kuranda, O’land. 

It will be noted that the name D. Saffron 
Serpent, registered by Jones and Scully Inc. in 
1977, is a synonym for D. Claudia. 

There is a prima facie case for recommending 
to the R.H.S. as International Registering Author- 
ity, that these registrations be corrected for the 
next Addendum of the hybrid list. 

BOOK REVIEW “ 
Hugo Freed Shines 


Many growers will recall with pleasure Mr. Freed’s 
book Orchids and Serendipity, a work which bubbles 
with enthusiasm and good humour. It is a personal 
story based on the joy and love of orchids rather than 
the technicalities of culture. 

Now this doyen of hybridists has published another 
work, New Horizons in Orchid Breeding, and it is a 
must for all who hybridise, or wish to hybridise. 

Mr. Hugo Freed must be classed as one of the world’s 
most successful hybridisers. Thus his homely advice on 
hybridising and the potential of some breeding lines is 
worth taking in. 

Mr. Freed traces the parental influence of famous 
clones in several genera. For instance clones of the 
cross Phalaenopsis Doris has been powerful not only 
within its own genus but also within vandaceous 
intergenerics. The story of Cymbidium Alexanderi 
‘Westonbirt’ as the most famous progenitor in 
cymbidium history is well known to many, and here it 
is retold engagingly. 

Do you know the grand daddy and great grand daddy 
of some of the finest clones in the cattleya alliance? 
Even if you do you will be intrigued to this account of 
Laeliocattleya Lustre. Also some of the tricks that 
genes get up to when mated. 

A chapter on taxonomy stresses the importance of 
correct nomenclature and explains the need for main- 
taining accuracy in registration. 

There’s lots more of course, although Mr. Freed does 
not claim this to be a complete manual on hybridising. 
It does give leads and stimulus to further study. 
Further, it provides an inspiration for action.

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PH, Acidity, Alkalinity and Orchids 


NOEL J. GRUNDON, Ph.D., M.Sc. 


Dr. Noel Grundon is an agricultural scientist 
employed by the Queensland government, and 
also a keen hobby orchid grower with a marked 
interest in Australian orchids. His explanation of 
pH is therefore of very practical value to the 
orchid grower. 


Definition of pH 

The term pH has a precise meaning and is 
correctly written in italics with a lower case ‘p’ 
and an upper case ‘H’. To understand what pH 
means and why it is defined that way, let us first 
consider what water is made from. Water is a 
chemical combination of two atoms of hydrogen, 
which we can signify by the atomic symbol ‘H’, 
and one atom of oxygen, which we can signify by 
the symbol ‘O’. So, a shorthand way of writing 
water is to write HzO. 

In liquid water, some of the hydrogen atoms 
separate to form hydrogen ions, which can be 
signified by the symbol H*. When a hydrogen ion 
is removed from the water molecule we have a 
hydroxyl ion left behind, the hydroxyl ion being 
signified by the symbol OH’. Therefore, liquid 
water is a combination of unseparated HzO, and 
separated H~ and OH*. The term pH is a precise 
measure of the amount of hydrogen ions or H* 
that are present. Since the amount of hydrogen 
ions is usually very small, we use the logarithmic 
scale to express the value in more useful numbers. 
Also, we use the negative form of the logarithm to 
obtain positive values. For example, in pure 
liquid water the concentration or amount of 
hydrogen ions is represented by the figure 
0.000 000 1. The logarithm to base ten of this 
number is —7.00. Therefore, the negative logarithm 
to base ten of 0.000 000 1 is 7.00. 

The pH Scale 

When fertilizers or other substances dissolve 
in water, different amounts of hydrogen ions are 
produced, depending on the substance dissolved. 
The pH scale is used to measure these different 
amounts of hydrogen ions. The scale ranges from 
negative values less than zero, to positive values 
just larger than 14. Most of the values we will 
usually come in contact with fall between zero 
and 14, with a midway point of 7.00. 

The midway point of 7.00 is the pH of pure water 
and is the only point on the pH scale where the 
amount of hydroxyl ions completely balances the 
amount of hydrogen ions. For this reason, the 
point of 7.00 is called the balance or neutral 
point, and a pH of 7.00 is called a neutral pH. 

The concentration or amount of hydrogen ions 
decreases as you go from a pH of zero to a pH of 


14.00. This is because zero is the negative logarithm 
of 1, while 14 is the negative logarithm of 
0.000 000 000 000 01. So at a pH of 14.00, there are 
very few, hydrogen ions about. However, there 
are many hydroxyl ions present at a pH of 14.00. 
In fact, the amount of hydroxyl ions increases as 
you go from a pH of zero to a pH of 14.00. But at the 
mid-point of 7.00, remember that the amounts of 
hydrogen and hydroxyl ions are equal. So at a pH 
below 7.00, there are more hydrogen than hydroxyl 
ions present, but at a pH above 7.00 there are 
more hydroxyl than hydrogen ions. Another 
name for the hydrogen ion is an acid-type ion 
while another name for the hydroxyl ion is an 
alkaline-type ion. So at a pH less than 7.00 there 
are more acid-type ions present and these pHs 
are Called acid pHs. In a like manner, pHs above 
7.00 are called alkaline pHs. So an increase in 
acidity is signified by lower or smaller values on 
the pH scale, while an increase in alkalinity is 
signified by higher or larger values on the pH 
scale. For example, a pH of 3.00 is more acid than 
a pH of 6.00, but a pH of 6.00 is more alkaline than 
a pH of 3.00. 


pH and Orchids 

Orchids, like every other green plant, must 
have certain mineral nutrients to grow vigor 
ously. These nutrients include nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potassium and many other such 
chemicals. They are all usually absorbed through 
the roots of the orchid. The roots of different 
plants function best at certain pHs, although they 

may be able to function at lesser efficiency at a 

wider range of pHs. For example, orchid roots 

can function at a pH from about 3.5 to about 9.5. 

However, most orchids prefer a pH between 5.00 

and 6.00 which is when their roots function most 

efficiently. One notable exception is a group of 

Paphiopedilums which come from limestone 

islands near Thailand. Thus, Paphiopedilum 

niveum, concolor and company, prefer a pH 

between 7.00 and 8.00. 

Control of pH 

We grow orchids in three general types of 
compost: 

(a) Very open composts — These can range from 
no compost at all to mounts of cork, timber or 
treefern where the orchid roots are open to 
the air and are surrounded by little compost. 

(b) Open composts— These are usually based on 
bark and charcoal and the roots are surrounded 
by a very coarse and open mixture which 
allows a fair amount of air to get to the root 
mass.

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(c) Close composts based on bark, charcoal, 
sand, peat, and other ingredients according to 
the whim of the grower. In these composts the 
roots are in close contact with the mixture. 

There are naturally different pHs in each of 
these composts and the different composts can 
resist change of pH to different degrees. Most 
composts are naturally acidic. Peat, firbark and 
treefern are more acidic than most of the other 
ingredients and the more peat in the mixture, the 
more acidic the compost will be. Also, as the 
more degradable components of the mixtrure 
breakdown and decompose, they become more 
acidic and it may be necessary to counteract this 
effect if orchids are to continue to thrive. 

It is harder to change the pH of an open 
compost of bark and charcoal than it is to change 
the pH around the roots of orchids mounted on 
cork or timber. Likewise, it is harder to change 
the pH of a closed compost based on peat than to 
change the pH of an open bark and charcoal 
compost. However, continued watering with 
high pH water will eventually change the pH of 
all types of compost to a pH close to that of the 
water used to water the orchids. 

So the best way to control the pH of the 
compost and keep orchid roots functioning at 
their best, is to use water that has been adjusted 
to the pH favoured by your orchids. Rain water 
and water from iron tanks usually has a pH 
between 5.00 and 6.00. Water from cement tanks 
and some town waters can have alkaline pHs as 
high as10.00. The pH of water can be increased or 
made more alkaline by adding lime or dolomite 
to the water and letting it stand for a few days 
before using it. Acids are used to decrease the pH 
of water. Any of the following acids are prefer- 
able since they add nutrients needed by the plant 
as well as decreasing the pH; these acids being 
nitric acid, sulphuric acid or phosphoric acid. An 
easily obtained acid, hydrochloric acid, contains 
chloride which can build up in the compost ot 
toxic levels if this acid is continually used.

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The above acids must be handled with extreme 
care. They are very corrosive in concentrated 
forms but your local chemist should be able to 
supply them in a diluted form if you explain to 
him what you intend to use them for. If you spill 
some of these acids on yourself or your clothing, 
they can be neutralised by lime or dolomite or 
baking soda. The pH of water can be changed 
very easily and you can control the rate of change 
of pH if you use diluted acids added carefully 
drop by drop to a bulk supply of water. 
Measurement of pH 

Laboratories use instruments which are too 
expensive for the average orchid grower to buy 
just to measure the pH of compost or water. The 
pH of water is best measured by using multi- 
range pH test strips which can be obtained from 
your local chemist or chemical supplier. A pH 
test kit marketed by Inoculo Laboratories, or a 
similar kit, is ideal for measuring the pH of 
composts. These test kits can usually be obtained 
from your chemical or fertilizer supplier.

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Foundation distributes rare seedlings to societies 


In accordance with its broad ideals and objects 
the Foundation recently distributed- some as- 
sorted rare species to 20 of its supporting 
societies. It was suggested that these be distrib- 
uted to members who had the interest and the 
facilities for caring for them. 

These seedlings are the result of collections 
made during expeditions in the Cape York 
Peninsula regions and other northern areas. This 
distribution is from a surplus after gifts to Botanic 
Gardens and other institutions. 

Some of these orchids may be considered 
‘endangered species’ in Australia because their 
natural habitat is in very restricted areas. Only 
their isolation has protected them. 

Foundation policy is: to distribute such 
seedlings as widely as possible as an aid to 
preservation of rare species. The Foundation will 
welcome reports on the progress of the seedlings. 

Australian species distributed are Vanda 
whiteana and Phalaenopsis amabilis from Cape 
York; Dendrobium bairdianum from Athertom; 
D. bigibbum var. compactum; and Drymoanthus 
minutus. 

Exotic species included Vanda tricolor from 
Java: Dendrobium finnisterrae from Papua New 
Guinea; and Rodriquizia dressleriana from 
Mexico. 

In addition there were a few seedlings of 
Trachoma subleteum, a genus not to be found in 
any of the usual reference books. it is hoped to 
describe this in a future issue. 


NEW EXPEDITION TO IRON RANGE 


Currently another Foundation sponsored 
Expedition is examining the Iron Range area 
under wet season conditions. Because of the 


difficulties little botanical work has been done 


during the wet. Certainly nothing on an 
organised basis. : 

Mr. Mal Brown, formerly a school teacher of 
Coen, is one of the few to have looked for orchids 
on Cape York during the wet, and he has re- 
corded finding several terrestrials, One Nervilia 
Crispata being new for Australia. 

It is anticipated that several terrestrials will be 
found and officially recorded. The wet is a 
favourable flowering time for many of them, so 
the expedition will concentrate on the open 
forests and the small herbaceous flora of the 
Tainforest floor. 

The team will be led by Dr. P. S. Lavarack, 
Senior Botanist of the Queensland National Parks 
and Wildlife Service, accompanied by Mr. J. 


Clarkson from the Queensland Herbarium; Mr. 
M. W. Hodge, noted wildflower photographer; 
Mr. L. Lawler of Sydney University; and Mr. G. 
McCraith of the Foundation. 

The wet is a hazardous and uncomfortable 
time for travelling around the Iron Range. 
Fortunately Mr. and Mrs. Holdsworth of Portland 
Roads have kindly offered to make their house 
and vehicle available to the expedition at no cost 
other than fuel for the vehicle. It is this offer 
which makes the project viable financially and 
provides a good dry base in the harsh conditions 
of the wet season. It is proposed to make only 
limited use of the vehicle as most of the work will 
be done on foot. A boat will also be available and, 
providing the weather is suitable, it is proposed 
to visit areas such as the Pascoe River and Orchid 
Point otherwise inaccessible even in the dry 
season.

@ A collection of dried and/or wet preserved 
specimens will be made for the Queensland 
Herbarium. 

@ A photographic record in the form of colour 
transparencies will be produced for the Aus- 
tralian Orchid Foundation. 

@ Adetailed report of the day-to-day activities of 
the expedition will be prepared. : 

@ Ashort paper will be prepared for publication 
in the Australian Orchid Review. 

® Anyscientific discoveries will be presented in 
an appropriate scientific journal.

Dr. J. E. Binnie’s article in reply to Colchicine, 
etc., was read with great interest, and being a 
practical orchid hybridiser, not an academic, I 
bow to his knowledge and corrections of my 
mistaken belief concerning the nature of this 
drug and its alternative medical uses. It empha- 
sises the fact that perhaps one should not put pen 
to paper regarding subjects beyond one’s own 
capabilities. 

It caused me great concern to read of his and 
other growers problems; in his own words, 
“Suffice to say, I, like just about every other 
cymbidium grower have plants from mericlones 
whose sole pre-occupation seems to be to grow, 
rather than grow and flower.” Why blame the 
mericlones cymbidium for failing to flower? 
Sound advice would be to review one’s growing 
conditions and technique right from ground 
level rather than blame the stock. The successful 
flowering of all cymbidiums is dependent upon a 
number of factors. A correct potting mixture 
suitable for cymbidium growing which should be 
changed regularly. The correct quantities of air, 
light, water, and plant food given over a full 
growing period and adjusted to the correct levels 
with the change of season. They should be grown 
in suitable houses with a covering such as glass, 
P.V.C., fibreglass or shade cloth proven for 
cymbidium culture. Finally the local climatic 
conditions must be conducive to cymbidium 
flowering and if these factors are all kept within 
tolerable limits, success is sure to follow. These 
conditions rather than the fact that the plants are 
mericlones are most probably the trouble. 

Dr. Binnie’s reference to Pentaploid or 5N is not 
new with cymbidiums and much work was done 
many years ago in England and here in Australia 
during my enthusiastic days of early hybridising. 
The orchid used was Flamingo ‘Nobelior’ rcc/ 


rus (5N) (Chromosome count of 96-102). My stock ° 


plant was very slow growing and usually pro- 
duced 3-5 perfect shaped white flowers with a 
good lip marked with crimson. The late Syd 
Rothwell advised me against using this plant as a 
parent for results in England were not encourag- 
ing. Not heeding this advice I made a number of 
crosses which I felt would set the world on fire. 
The seeds were slow to germinate, the seedlings 
slow to grow, and after 20 years many were still 
in 4” pots, not much bigger than 1 year old 
seedlings of today, those which did flower, took 10 
years and carried only 2 or 3 flowers, in the main 
not up to the standard of the parents. Of course 
this only covers one Pentaploid but the experi- 


ence was enough for me. Perhaps 5N to5N would 
work, but who wants 2-5 flower cymbidiums 
which take so long to flower anyway? 

With the outbreak of war in 1939, the English 
orchid hybridists who were making tremendous 
progress, with cymbidiums, were faced with a 
serious problem. Having seen the value of 
parents such as Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’ rcc/ 
rus they were producing thousands of seed- 
lings, but due to war, realised coal shortages 
would spell doom to the tiny plants being 
produced. They looked for alternatives to pre- 
serve their stocks, it is true, many found their way 
to the United States, however, just as many were 
sent to Australia and Mr. Les Hawley, of N.S.W., 
was one to receive many thousands. The crosses 
Australia received were to yield the now famous 
Casandra, Goosoon, Miranda, Merlin, President 
Wilson, Louis Sander, Balkis, Dorchester and 
Swallow seedlings which gave the Australian 
hybridisers an equal start with the Americans. 

Astory which may be of interest to new orchid 
growers can be told about the hybrid Swallow 
and it also recapitulates the progress of the first 
two known natural tetraploids, Alexanderi 
‘Westonbirt’ FCC/RHS and Pauwelsii ‘Compte 
D’Hemptinne’ FCC/RHS. Many of the newer 
orchid growers may not be aware of the method 
of naming orchid crosses and this may assist 
them. Once a seedlings cross flowers the raiser of 
the cross is entitled to apply to the Royal 
Horticultural Society with a suggested name. On 
acceptance the name is registered and applies 
to all remake crosses using the same, or different 
varieties within the same two clones even if used 
in reverse. Thus, when Alexanderi was crossed 
with Pauwelsii, the resulting seedlings were 
registered as Swallow. 

Therefore: 


1915 Pauwelsii 2N x Alexanderi 2N 

1920’s Alexanderi 2N x Pauwelsii 2N : 

1940's Alexanderi‘Westonbirt 4N x Pauwelsii2N

Thus, my first Swallow plants purchased were 
produced from Alexanderi 2N x Pauwelsii 2N and 
were in those days thought to be top quality. 
These were followed by the outstanding 
Swallow cross which came to Australia with the 
war seedlings, using Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’ 
FCC/RHS and a diploid Pauwelsii. On flowering, 
this cross yielded award clones such as Magnolia, 
Soulangiana, Ronnoc, Daffodil, and Lemon 
Beauty, needless to say none of these good

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varieties produced seed, we now know because 
they were triploids (3N). The cross was however, 
so superior to previous Swallow crosses that the 
word ‘perfection’ was added in order to distin- 
guish these superior seedlings from their diploid 
counterpart. Thus, Swallow Perfection was used 
to indicate a Swallow cross produced by using 
the tetraploid Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’ FCC/RHS. 
It was quickly realised that this addition would 
lead to all sorts of complications, for every cross 
already registered with Alexanderi would be 
remade using the tetraploid form and it therefore 
followed that ‘Perfection’ would have to be 
added to the already registered names. The 
official decision was that the ‘Perfection’ addition 
to the registered name of Swallow was illegal 
and had, to be dropped. 

With the discovery of the existence of chromo- 
somes and their effect on cymbidium breeding, it 
was thought that by mating Alexanderi ‘Weston- 
birt’ FCC/RHS x Pauwelsii ‘Compte D’Hemptinne’ 
(4N), about 1950, the resulting Swallow cross 
which would yield all 4N progeny, would 
produce a flood of award winners, and new 
breeding stock. This prediction did not material- 
ise for most of the 4N Swallows, although better 
coloured than previous crosses, lacked number 
of flowers, stem length, and perfection of shape. 
They did not share the awards of their famous 
triploid cousins, nor did they produce any 
outstanding parents, once again proving not all 
tetraploids turn out to be good parents. 

While on the subject of tetraploids, there have 
been many more used up to the present time 
than those listed in Mervin Dunn’s article. Large 
numbers of chance tetraploids do exist and have 
been used by both English and American 
hybridists. They cover a full range of green, 
yellow, pink, red, orange and of course white, all 
with distinctive lips. In the past no claim was 
forthcoming about their fame, in fact they were 
mostly all held in tight hands, until superseded

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by a newer tetraploid. A list of known plants 
would fill a page of the Review. The fact remains 
they do exist, and have been used for many years 
before the introduction of Colchicine to the 
cymbidium world. Many have been recognised 
by the Royal Horticultural Society and have 
either an AM or a FCC while others such as 
Shirley (4N) and Pearl Easter ‘McBean’s Fines’, 
although not awarded, have proven themselves 
outstanding cymbidium parents. 

Finally, itis my firm belief that the place where 
top quality really counts is on the show bench in 
open competition. Although Colchicine treated 
tetraploids were available overseas as early as 
1966 and have been used in breeding for the past 
10-12 years, they have not made their presence 
felt to any great extent on show benches 
throughout the world. On the other hand, each 
year’s blue ribbon winners come mainly from 
established champions produced naturally, or of 
recent times from a flood of new seedlings also 
produced naturally which, in many cases not 
only possess award shape, but are also highly 
coloured varieties making the champions of the 
past look pale by comparison.

Three books sent for review by the Australian 
and New Zealand Book Co. Pty. Ltd. cover a wide 
field. 

Two are of interest to beginners and establish- 
ed growers and are therefore of value in a society 
library; one is an essential reference book for 
professional growers and advanced amateurs. 

Orchids and Their Cultivation is a ninth 
edition of the book by the late David Sanders as 
revised by Wilma Rittershausen, editor of The 
Orchid Review. This work has the prestige of 
many editions behind it, and it is full of historical 
and geographical details which make it interest- 
ing. However, cultural data is basically English 
and allowance for this must be made by 
Australian readers, although basic principles are 
sound. 

Chapters cover general culture, propagation, 
meristems, fertilizers, hybridising, month by 
month management — and more. 

The illustrations are excellent, most of them in 
colour. A fold-out chart (courtesy of Mr. Peter 
Hurt, late of Kew) shows a diagrammatic break- 
down of the orchid family. 

Suggested retail price of $25.95 reflects today’s 
high printing costs. The new edition is published 
by Blandford Press of Dorset, England, 


REALLY THRILLING COLOUR 

Another orchid book of undoubted value to all 
growers is Orchids in Colour by Brian and Wilma 
Rittershausen. 

It has 159 glorious colour illustrations, most of 
them life size, by photographer Robin Fletcher. 
Opposite each illustration, and sometimes carry- 
ing over to the following page, is a detailed non- 
technical description of each with an outline of 
its cultural needs. 

A 24-page introduction gives a general account 
of the main horticultural genera. 

The illustrations and descriptions cover both 
species and outstanding hybrids. They range 
over 37 natural and man-made genera. Thus this 
book is an easy way for anyone to check culture 
for a particular type of plant and identify the 
description against an actual florescence. 

Therefore it is ideal for libraries, and also an 
excellent gift book. Also published by Blandford 
Press, and suggested retail is $16.50. 


FASCINATING BIOLOGY 

A third book, Orchid Biology — Reviews and 
Perspectives I, reveals the meticulous research of 
editor Professor Joseph Arditti. It is a very 
important work. 

An appendix of over 90 pages deals with the 


clonal propagation of orchids by means of tissue 
culture. This is essential reading, and reference, 
for anyone wishing to establish an orchid 
laboratory as well as for existing technicians. It 
includes a detailed list of papers and articles. 

Of historical value and intrinisic interest is 
Professor Holttum’s account of his orchid experi- 
ences in Singapore which led to the writing of 
Flora of Malaya Vol. I Orchids. 

A chapter by R. and M. Schmid covers the rare 
field of fossil orchids, and it will surprise many to 
learn that a few do exist. 

Professor de Witt tells the remarkable story of 
the 17th century “blind seer’ Rumphius and his 
Herbarium Amboinense. Rumphius’ made an 
authoritive study of the orchids of Ambiona, now 
part of Moluccan Indonesia. 

Australia is represented by an article by Dr. 
Nichael Slaytor who has made an exhaustive 
study of alkaloid derivatives in orchids. Some 
alkaloids are therapeutically valuable, these 
include quinine, colchicine, and strychnine. 
Thus a search for new alkaloids has potential 
value. A secondary possibility is that the chemistry 
of orchids can assist plant classification. 

A further phytochemistry paper by Arditti and 
Fisch deals with anthocyanins, the red and 
purple pigments in orchids. 

Professor Arditti joins with Dr. Harrison in a 
review of all research on the vitamin require- 
ments of orchids. This summary will be a 
stimulus to all those working in the field of plant 
metabolism. Ultimately it will lead to greater 
knowledge of the nutritional needs of orchids. 

Professor Thavorn Vajrabhaya of Chulalong- 
korn University, Bangkok, is world noted for his 
work on clonal propagation. Therefore his con- 
tribution on variations in clonal propagation is of 
great value. Such variations can occur through 
the loss or gain of one or two genes to produce 
aneuploid clones. This may be an advantage in 
that polyploid aneuploids may still be able to 
breed. However the elimination of a poor gene, 
or the addition of a good one, is very much a 
matter of chance. But what of the future? 

For those who can make use of the data in this 
book a retail price of $41.50 is cheap. And the 
grower who only wishes to keep up with what is 
happening in orchid science should see that his 
society has one in its library. 

The book is published by Comstock Publishing 
Associates, a division of Cornell University Press.

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Paphiopedilums 


F. R. ASKIN C.M.G. 


Mr. Askin is one of New Zealand’s leading 

growers of this beguiling genus. This article is a 

measure of the high standard of growing in that 

country, and the treat in store for those fortunate 
enough to go to the N.Z. International Orchid 
Conference 15th-19th October next. 

The approach of winter heralds the main flush 
of the paphiopedilum blooms: truly the winter 
belongs to them. Few sights can surpass in 
brilliance their glistening colours lit up by the 
sun’s slanting rays through the clear glass. If 
species and primary hybrids in variety are in- 
cluded in the collection, some blooms will con- 
tinue to appear the year round. With this endless 
parade of flowers in an amazing range of colours, 
shapes and sizes, and of unsurpassed lasting 
qualities, it is small wonder that the popularity of 
paphs has been increasing year by year. 

Some measure of the increasing demand for 
them can be gained from a count of the new 
hybrid registrations as published in the Orchid 
Review — assuming that the level of activity of the 
hybridisers reflects the demand for new vari- 
eties. In 1970 about half as many paphiopedilum 
hybrids were registered as there were 
cymbidiums — 103 to 210. Five years later the 
ratio had risen to more than three to one — 288 to 
87. Last year the numbers were 333 paphs to 107 
cymbidiums. 

It is noteworthy that during this nine-year 
period about 10 per cent of the new registrations 
had at least one species as a parent. Paphs have 
so far defied attempts to multiply them by 
meristem propagation, and the only way in 
which their numbers can be increased is by 
division or growing from seed. This no doubt 
partly accounts for the disparity in the pro- 
portional increase in new varieties between 
cymbidiums and pahpiopedilums, but there is 
no gainsaying the sustained surge in interest in 
this genera. 

There seems to be a marked preference, 
particularly among the younger growers, for 
primary and other early hybrids where the 
diverse characteristics of the species parents, 
reproduced with varying degrees of modification 
in their progeny, can lead to endless and fascin- 
ating new varieties. At show times, when paphs 
are on display, the blooms which attract most 
attention are nearly always these species and 
primary hybrids whose eye-catching individual- 
ities have a more universal appeal than the 
Circular blooms conforming to the ‘desirable’ 
shape as defined in award-judging standards. 


Although in their native habitats paphs grow 
under a wide range of conditions as regards 
positions, temperatures and rainfall, they are all 
amenable to glasshouse culture and many make 
good house plants. Furthermore, they can all be 
grown in the same potting medium and, with 
few exceptions, under much the same conditions 
of temperature, light and moisture. 


POTTING MIX 

Paphs will flourish in a variety of mixes 
provided that their culture is adjusted to suit the 
mix characteristics — and this usually means 
paying special attention to watering, as paphs 
will not tolerate soggy conditions. Unlike almost 
all other orchids, their roots are thickly covered 
with root hairs, and perhaps on this account they 
are particularly vulnerable to adverse pot con- 
ditions. Ideally the mix should be just moist at all 
times, and open enough to allow free aeration. 
After trying many mixes I have found the 
following bark-based one to be simple, effective, 
and least liable to lead to problems. 

The bark is crushed or chopped pinus radiata 
graded in size from 5 mm to 20 mm. Before 
mixing with the other ingredients it is soaked ina 
tub of water for several days with the addition of 
about 2% by volume of garden lime. By this means 
it is thoroughly wetted and its acidity reduced. 
The bark is next put in a hessian bag and hung out 
for a day or so to drain. It is then mixed with 
about 10% by volume of charcoal chips, the same 
of scoria, and about 3% by volume of shell grit. To 
the above mixture is added about one part in 20 of 
chopped live sphagnum moss. None of these 
proportions is critical, and if the charcoal or 
scoria is left out it will not matter much; but I 
think the moss is important for the retention of 
moisture in an otherwise very open mix. A small 
amount of organic fertiliser is added as de- 
scribed later under the heading “Feeding”. For 
small seedlings the maximum size of the com- 
ponents should be reduced but the proportions 
can remain the same. 


POTTING 

I use only plastic pots, and prefer the tall 
varieties to the squat ones because of the 
pendant habit of the leaves of some varieties; and 
I add a few more drainage holes. The pot size 
should be no larger than is necessary to accom- 
modate the root system, and in general it is better 
to err on the small size than on the large. Many 
growers have advocated annual repotting as

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being desirable because of the degeneration of 
the mix after the first year. This was probably 
true in the days of osmunda and other fern-root 
mixes, but with the more durable materials now 
being used, annual repotting should not be 
necessary on this account. On the other hand 
unflowered seedlings usually have to be moved 
into large pots each year. This is best done in the 
spring. A plant to be repotted is carefully taken 
from its container and cleaned of all potting 
materials. Any dead roots should be removed 
before placing the plant into its new pot where it 
is positioned centrally with its base just below 
the rim while the mix is tipped in. During the 
filling process the pot should be tapped oc- 
casionally to settle the medium around the roots 
and ensure that the plant is held firmly in 
position. 

Some adult plants in good health, if left in their 
pots for more than one growing season, can 
produce such a mass of entwined roots that it is 
almost impossible to separate them or remove 
the old mix without considerable damage. 
However, if it is done carefully, the natural 
resilience of such plants will generally ensure 
their rapid recovery if the subsequent culture is 
correct. Many paphs can be grown on into multi- 
flowering specimen plants, but a pre-requisite to 
this is that they be disposed to produce more 
than one new shoot per growth per season. Not 
all will do this. Some flowered growths can be 
persuaded to start an additional new shoot by 
severing the rhizome — partly or wholly — 
between it and its younger forward growth. This 
should be attempted only on strong-growing 
plants where the forward growth is itself well 
established and has started a new shoot. 

Potting time for adult plants is normally in the 
spring after the flowers have been removed. If 
the minimum winter temperature can be kept to 
15°C or better, then the earlier flowering varieties 
— usually the whites, greens and yellows, many 
of which bloom in April and May — may be 
repotted a month or so earlier. If repotting is 
much delayed there is a likelihood that the plants 
will miss flowering the following season. 

When dividing a plant it is important not to 
break it into too small parts. Two, or preferably 
three, connected growths is the normal mini- 
mum size for most paphs. Some others — and P. 
charlesworthii is a notable example — will get off 
to a very slow start if the division comprises 
fewer than four growths. Paph rhizomes are 
mostly brittle and some plants, when unpotted 
and cleaned down, just fall apart into several 
pieces unless handled very carefully. In such 
Cases, if the divisions are smaller than desirable, 
they are best planted into the smallest pots that 
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will hold them, and in a mix from which the 
coarsest materials have been removed. With the 
general run of plants, however, and given good 
growing conditions, it is rare that the shock of 
dividing and repotting will prevent flowering the 
next season. 

What then are these good growing conditions? 
Briefly paphs like warmth, a moist but not wet 
growing medium, air humidity, and shade with 
gentle air circulation. They like to be cosy! 


WARMTH 


I grow my paphs in a glass house kept warm by 
an electric fan-heater controlled by a thermostat 
at a minimum setting of 15°C. On cold winter 
nights the temperature may drop a few degrees 
lower for short intervals. Summertime tempera- 
tures can be kept within the upper limit of 33°C 
by shading and ventilation without resorting to 
evaporative or other means of forced cooling. 
Although small seedlings in particular relish 
warm conditions, most adult plants will grow 
cooler and tolerate a minimum temperature of 
10°C. Where paphs are grown cool, more care 
will be required to ensure against over-watering, 
and generally the plants will grow more slowly, 
be later flowering, and be more likely to miss 
flowering on occasions. Different species and 
their progeny have different optimum tempera- 
ture requirements, and while it is not practicable 
with a mixed collection in the same house to 
meet all of them, the 15° to 33° range seems to 
suit all but a few of the coolest growing ones, 
such, for instance as P. insigne. 


WATERING 


With the potting mix described earlier there is 
little risk of the consequences of over-watering — 
a soggy medium, dead roots, and general debility. 
On the other hand the mix must not be allowed to 
become bone dry. Only experience will tell when 
watering is needed, but a reasonable guide for 
adult plants is once a week in winter — every 
third day in summer. Small seedlings may need 
watering daily during hot weather. Use rain 
water whenever possible and do not apply it at 
lower than glasshouse temperatures. If tap water 
is used it is a good idea to store it in a tank in the 
glasshouse for at least a day before use. Overhead 
watering must be done with care, as water lying 
in the leaf bracts, especially overnight, can 
induce rotting of the developing flower buds. As 
the rooting medium ages it becomes more reten- 
tive of moisture; some pots will dry out more 
quickly than others: for these reasons plants 
should be checked individually from time to time 
to ensure that their needs are being met but not 
overdone.

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AIR HUMIDITY 


Paphs like a moist atmosphere: a daytime 
relative humidity of around 70% is about right. As 
night-time temperatures fall the humidity will 
usually increase, and this is how it should be; but 
if much artificial heat is required there will be a 
tendency for the air to become too dry. Keeping 
the path and under-bench areas wet will offset 
this. Light air movement is necessary to keep 
conditions fresh and uniform, and one or more 
fans are a good investment. 


SHADE 


Paphs need fairly deep shade in midsummer — 
rather more than for cattleyas and less than for 
phalaenopsis. If a hand is passed over the plants 
on a clear summer day it should cast only the 
ghost of a shadow. If the light is too bright it tends 
to dull and stunt the growth rather than burn the 
leaves — unless the light is very excessive. If the 
shade is too deep the foliage will be lush and soft, 
the plant will be much more susceptible to 
disease, and flowers will be fewer and lacking in 
substance. 

It is better to err on the bright side rather than 
the dull, as by so doing the risk of casualties is 
reduced. Too little light and too little water are 
the usual causes of poor flower production. 
Unfortunately it is sometimes necessary to apply 
an excess of shading in order to keep tempera- 
tures from climbing too high. As soon as the 
hottest days of summer have passed the shading 
should be reduced to the minimum required for 
light control. 


FEEDING 


The annual increase in size of the most 
vigorous paphs is quite small compared with that 
of most other plants, so their nutrient uptake is 
correspondingly modest. However they do re- 
quire something to supplement the comparatively 
barren bark medium described earlier. At the 
time of making up a mix I add about a 20 ml of

bonedust and 10 ml of hoof-and-horn per 8 litres 
of mix. If hoof-and-horn is unobtainable, blood 
and bone will do. These additions provide a 
basic but frugal diet for the paphs which can be 
supplemented with a nitrogenous (urea-based) 
fertiliser applied at watering time at no more 
than half the normal concentration, once every 
second week in summer and less frequently in 
winter. From January through to April, I change 
from this nitrogenous fertiliser to one high in 
potash and phosphorus and low in nitrogen. But 
remember that the plants will be unable to 
assimilate this food unless the light is good, the 
air buoyant, and the rooting medium always 
moist. If some plants tend to proliferate new 
growths, none of which is strong enough to 
produce a flower, the chances are that their diet 
is too rich. A thorough sluicing of the mix — 
preferably with rainwater — and subsequent 
restriction to rainwater only will usually induce 
such plants to grow and flower normally. 


PESTS AND DISEASES 


Careful attention to glasshouse and plant 
hygiene are essential to healthy growth. Pro- 
vided this is assured paphs will be remarkably 
free from diseases. A spraying routine against pests 
and diseases should be unnecessary, though the 
treatment of the occasional case of leaf or bud rot 
may be required. For this purpose I use a 
sulphur-based combined fungicide-pesticide 
dust. Its application with the aid of a camel- 
haired brush followed by the placement of the 
affected plant ina position of good light and air is 
usually all that is required. 

There are paphs to suit all tastes and fancies; to 
excite the beginner and beguile the connoisseur. 
Their requirements are modest and their culture 
within the compass of all; so if you don’t already 
grow some, start now and be enchanted.

MORNINGTON ON FERTILISER 


A bulletin issue of the Mornington Peninsula O.S. 
summarises facts on the fertiliser “Tryon’ formerly 
known as “R.D.O. Field Pack”. It points out that this is a 
good fertiliser for introducing trace elements, 
especially to seedlings. Great care should be taken with 
its use. It should never be used at a greater strength 
than 15 ml to 4.5 litres of water (one teaspoon per 
gallon). It can be used as a foliar feed or watered into 
the pot. In either case a flush watering should be 
applied the next day. 

Tryon contains a wetting agent which aids absorp- 
tion of the nutrient, but if not washed away it forms a 
sludge which tends to shed water instead of absorbing 
it. It should not be applied more than once weekly. A 
one litre container is enough fora year with the average 
backyard collection. This costs about $3. Large five litre 
containers are available at about $11.

Devereauxara is a combination of 
Ascocentrum x Phalaenoposis x 
Vanda. Mr. Robert Perreira of 
Honolulu, U.S.A., has done most to 
develop this line of breeding. Mr.

Robsan has 
three phalaenopsis species, four 
vanda species (plusEuanthe sanderana) 
and one ascocentrum in its make up, 
and is eight generations away from 
some of them. Mr. McFarlane has 
found Dvra. Robsan to be a good 
breeder and compatible with other 
vandaceous genera. 
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A TASTE OF INTERGENERICS 


KEVIN McFARLANE 


We call ourselves orchid lovers but sometimes 
I wonder. We attend shows and conferences but 
half the time we don't see, unless there is a huge 
flamboyant cattleya or a large cymbidium spike. 
At times there is a rare beauty either hidden or 
pushed into the background. At times the owner 
of a plant will ask “did you see the fantastic little 


blooms — round as twenty cent pieces and - 


almost like the colour of a dark cymbidium 
‘sparksii in the so and so display?” I will admit I 
have missed an odd beauty myself but I do go 
looking for those rare gems. 

One such beauty was Vascostylis Asdornithee 
(Vasco. Blue Fairy x Asco. Yip Sum Wah). I 
wonder how many of the Australian contingent 
at the 9th W.O.C. Bangkok viewed these beauties. 
I saw five different clones in different displays. 
The flowers were almost chocolate black. 

Fortunately I was able to pick up some seed- 
lings and they have been very easy to cultivate. 
They don’t mind an empty hanging basket or 
empty clay pot but are adaptable to other potting 
mediums as well. I flowered my first from a tiny 
thumb pot in just under two years. Cattleya 
growing conditions suit them fine. 

Other vascostylis crosses are just as fascinating 
and they come in a range of colours almost to 
royal blue. If you like a challenge I strongly 
recommend trying some of these little gems. 

Another rare little beauty is Aeridocentrum 
Champatong (Aerides falcata x Ascocentrum 
miniatum). Clear golden yellow colouring with 
up to fifty blooms on an upright spike and is 
rarely out of flower — it keeps on sending up one 
spike after another and what a lovely contrast 
from the huge spectacular Vanda sanderana 
type. It too is cultivated in a five-inch hanging 
basket. 

Another great little cross is Devereuxara Robsan 
(Asconopsis Irene Dobkin x Ascocenda Hawaiian 
Monarch). Here we have a combination of asco- 
centrum, phalaenopsis and ascocenda. I believe 
Only 17 plants were raised from the crossing 
which was made by Rob and Susan Perreira of 
Honolulu. I was given two thumb pot size plants 
on one of my visits to Hawaii. I was quite amazed 
when I planted them out as to how easy they 
Were to grow since the straight Asco. Irene 
Dobkin is a very slow grower. I soon had them in 
an empty hanging basket and they both flowered 
in 18 months. One was not quite a full shape but 
had a lovely strong orange colouring. The other 
was of beautiful shape and more of a red orange 
with the finest glittering spotting. This one has 


real charm and would be awarded in Hawaii. 
The blooms last a couple of months and they 
flower about three times a year. 

What of further breeding. This is a wide open 
field. I could name about 20 without much 
thought that could be compatible. Below is just a 
few worth trying. 

Aerides, Ascocentrum, Ascocenda, Christieara, 
Doritis, Vanda, Vandopsis, Aeridovanda, Asco- 
nopsis, Beardara, Devereuxara, Doritainopsis, 
Phalaenopsis, Sarcochilus, Trichoglottis, Vasco- 
stylis, Aeridocentrum, Ascoglossum, Renan- 
thopsis, Rhynchostylis. 

When you think there are at least a dozen 
species of Aerides alone to select from, there is 
just no end to the possibilities. I have lectured at 
orchid meetings of the wonderful possibilities 
but there are few takers so I have strayed a little 
from my dendrobiums and am doing a small 
amount of workin this line. [have been surprised 
at the ease of compatability. I have crossed the 
yellow Aeridocentrum Champatong with 
Phalaenopsis Linda Hunter — a large, fullshape 
white — hoping the little Aeridocentrum will 
impart some of its clear yellow on to the Phallie. 
At this stage the plants are still in flasks but 
already a couple are touching the lid of a honey 
jar. Lan inclined to let intergenerics grow large in 
the flask It gives them a good start before potting 
them out. I have crossed Devereuxara Robsan 
with Phal. Karen Ann McFarlane — the roundest 
white coloured lip in my collection. I can’t help 
feeling excited about this cross. 

Two other crosses that are just as exciting! 

The first of these have only been out of the flask 
for three months but I can honestly say I have 
never seen anything grow like these two crosses 
both in the flask and out — it’s just unreal. The 
crosses are Vanda (Vali x Suntan) x Phalaenopsis 
Vivaldi. The vanda is a large, fullshape bloom — 
a white background scattered with purple spots, 
and the phalaenopsis is a fullshape white with 
coloured lip and light spotting, so the crossing 
should produce some large, round, white-coloured 
lips with large purple spotting. The other cross is 
Vanda Prakypetch ‘Blue’ x Phal. Cairns Centenary 
‘White-Coloured Lip’. I expect a range of colours 
— possibly some smokey blue and hopefully 
some lavender blues. I would suggest that if you 
intend trying your hand at hybridising that you 
try to use the best parents available. Third-raters 
take the same looking after as the best but 
provide more disappointments.

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Some aspects of orchid history 


RONALD KERR 


A talk delivered at the Silver Jubilee Weekend 
Orchid Convention organised by the Rockhampton 
Orchid Society over the weekend 29th and 30th 
March, 1980. 


Life and death was the bitter pre-history of 
plant classification. Eating some plants gave life; 
some few gave death. 

Tribal medicine men built an aura of mysticism 
and mumbo-jumbo around the use of plants as 
charms, love potions, and medicines. The Greeks 
attempted some classification on a level above 
this, and in the time of Plato and Aristotle their 
pupil Theophrastus assembled a list of over 500 
plants, including one orchid, regarded as useful 
to the well-being of his fellow citizens. 

Many of these plants earned their place because 
of the belief in a “Doctrine of Signatures’ which 
assumed that symbolic characteristics indicated 
their end use. Thus yellow flowers were deemed 
a treatment for jaundice, “Scorpion Grass’ now 
called “Forget-Me-Not’ was regarded as a cure 
for scorpion bite, red-coloured plants could be a 
blood tonic, and so on. 

Which brings us to the somewhat indelicate 
story of the origin of the name orchid. Some 
dainty terrestrial plants common in the Mediter- 
ranean lands have fleshy tuberoids which are 
more or less divided and could suggest to bawdy 
minds a resemblance to testicles. The Greek 
word for testicles is orchis and these tubers were 
recommended as aphrodisiacs if eaten fresh and 
as contraceptives if eaten dry. Clearly the doctine 
of signatures must have created an early blow to 
the doctrine of conservation. 

Today the genis Orchis is considered the typical, 
or base, genus of the Orchidaceae family. 

Pedanios Dioscorides, a Greek physician in the 
Roman army of Nero, wrote a Materia Medica in 
which he described more than 600 medicinal 
plants. It mentions two orchids. Indicative of the 
decline of learning after the fall of the Roman 
Empire is the fact that this list was used uncritically 
right up to the 17th century. 

THE GREAT LINNEAUS 

In the 16th century several thinkers helped to 
establish botany as a science, but systems of 
methodical arrangement did not emerge until 
over 100 years later. Then in the mid-18th century 
Count Carl von Linne, better known by the 
latinised name of Linnaeus, classified plants 
according to the number of stamens and stigma 
in the flower. This was an artificial but reasonably- 


efficient system. It stabilised natural science for 
half a century, and confirmed the then current 
philosophical belief in the immutability of species. 

However, the greatest impact of the Linnean 
influence came from his adoption of a workable 
nomenclature, which, because it was based 
upon Latin, was able to be truly international. 

In the formative 100 years or so before Linnaeus 
naturalists relied upon a general description of 
each plant, a system clumsy, overlong, not readily 
adaptable to change or addition, and incapable 
of revealing relationships. 

Linnaeus adopted a system whereby each 
species was given the equivalent of a surname 
anda givenname, with the surname coming first, 
Chinese fashion. Its big advantage was its capa- 
bility for expansion and orderly change. When a 
new species was discovered it could be given a 
specific name to tack on to the genus name of the 
genus to which it appeared to belong. Further, a 
new genus could be slotted in if necessary. This 
system came just in time to handle the explosion 
of new plant and animal discoveries from the 
new worlds of the Americas, Asia and Australasia. 

Linnaeus listed eight genera of orchids and 
grouped all epiphytes under the genus Epidendrum. 

The species and genera concept had been 
established by the Swiss naturalist Kasper Bauhin 
as early as 1623. A species may be defined as a 
subset with members which resemble each other 
more closely than any other subset and which 
interbreed freely. Such a subset is subject to 
evolutionary adaptation. The speed of adaptation 
varies with the effect of mutations and climatic 
changes. In a recently-developed family like the 
Orchidaceae changes may be relatively rapid. The 
term “recent” is used relative to the great geologic 
age of our Earth. 

PERIOD OF CLASSIFICATION 

Antoine de Jussieu, scion of a family of famous 
botanists, published in 1789 a work which de- 
scribed a system of classification based on 
natural affinities rather than sexual factors 
alone. This work strongly influenced a young 
Scotsman named Robert Brown, as well as the 
Swiss Pyrame de Candolle, and through them 
every modern botanist. 

Thus the early years of the 19th century led toa 
feverish burst of classifying the vast array of 
newly-discovered living things, and also age-old 
fossils. Discoveries made in Australia were a con- 
siderable part of this mainstream of thought 
which was to revolutionise the world. 
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The world’s great patron of science, Sir Joseph 
Banks, accompanied and largely financed Cook's 
first voyage. Banks took with him Dr. Daniel 
Solander, a pupil of Linnaeus, and other re 
searchers and artists. Their plant collections 
were extensive but Banks is credited with naming 
only one orchid, Phaius tarcarvilliae, and this may 
have been from a plant brought to England by a 
Dr. Fothergill. 

As Keeper of the King’s Garden, President of 
the Royal Society, and adviser to the government 
on Australian colonisation, Banks encouraged 
and subsidised scientists of his era. Many officers 
of the First Fleet were selected by him, with their 
interest in botany and farming as a consideration. 
One such was Surgeon-General John White who 
sent back many specimens of plants, animals, 
birds and shells. Many of the plants found their 
way to Sir James Smith who had founded the 
Linnaean Society in 1788. 

On his way home from a trip to the Americas 
the Swedish naturalist Dr. Olaf Swartz visited 
England and made good friends of Banks and 
Smith. He examined their herbariums and received 
gifts of specimens. Swartz was already well 
known as an orchidologist, having established 
the genus Cymbidium in 1786. Over the years 1797 
to 1806 he produced a work on the flora of the 
West Indies which included many orchids. In 
1800 volume 21 of Kongliga Svenska Veten. Hand- 
lings became the first book devoted entirely to 
orchids. In it Swartz established the genus Den- 
drobium, taking as a basis the largely Malaysian 
D. crumentatum and the Australian D. linguiforme. 

Exotic Botany, by Sir James Smith, published in 
1804, gave details of seven Australian orchids. 
The most important of these was Dendrobium 
speciosum described as “The Great Dendrobium 
which grows on rocks and trees in N.S.W. and 
called by the natives Wer-galderra’. Also included 
were drawings and descriptions of Diuris punc- 
tata, D. aurea and D. maculata D. linguiforme 
Sw. was illustrated as D. linguaeforme and 
recorded as “found upon rocks along the sea 
shore at Port Jackson’. Smith's Dendrobium 
punctatum is of course, Dipodium punctatum. 
He notes that it is from drawings and specimens 
“sent to us long ago by Dr. White’. Thelymitra 
ixioides Sw. is pictured by the artist James 
Sowerby in Exotic Orchids “from specimens and 
coloured drawings sent by Dr. White’. 
SAGACIOUS ROBERT BROWN 

Australia slipped fully into the mainstream of 
philosophic progress through the work of Robert 
Brown whom Banks had selected as naturalist to 
the Flinders expedition. Brown stayed in Australia 
when Flinders left on his ill-fated attempt to 
obtain a new ship in England. With Flinders he 
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had circumnavigated Australia and collected 
plants along two-thirds of its coastline. While 
awaiting the return of Flinders, which was never 
to eventuate, Brown botanised between Sydney 
and the Blue Mountains, along the Hunter River, 
and extensively in Tasmania while with the 
founding party under Lt. Gov. Collins. 

Brown returned to England with more than 
3,900 plant species, including 114 orchids. Of 
about 76 established genera found in Australia, 
22 were found by him. 

Brown's Prodromus Florae Novae Hollandiae 
et Insulae Van Dieman had a limited circulation 
but a profound philosophical impact. His famous 
contemporary Alexander von Humboldt wrote: 
“In an endeavour to determine relations of the 
little known and very peculiar Australian flora he 
found it necessary to choose the convenient 
artificial system of classification devised by 
Linnaeus, and which held almost unquestioned 
sway in Britain, or to seek to discover the natural 
affinities of the plants and to base the classifica- 
tion upon these. He recognised that to ascertain 
relationships the structure and development of 
plants must be known to an extent very far 
beyond that yet reached’. 

THE PHILOSOPHER OF NATURE 

The patterns which emerged from this great 
period of systematic classification of all life forms 
were perceived by a man called Darwin who kept 
asking himself the reasons for these patterns. His 
answer was that nature was ina constant state of 
change motivated and modified by forces within 
and without itself. With this hypothesis Charles 
Darwin shattered the concept of species immu- 
tability and changed the world. 

This philosophical watershed answered many 
problems about the past and posed many more 
for the future. Natural science was split into 
many lines of specialisation. Just one example is 
that Darwin showed the interdependence of all 
living things, and from this has developed the 
science of ecology which is assuming great 
importance as our resources become strained. 
RISE OF ORCHID HORTICULTURE 

Parallel with this era of classification and 
discovery was the development of orchid horti- 
culture which followed upon the founding of the 
Royal Horticultural Society in 1804. Famous 
nurseries such as Loddiges, Veitch, Williams, 
and Low were early large-scale importers of 
plants, including orchids. From the 1830’s the 
intense interest and patronage of William 
Cavendish, Duke of Devonshire, rapidly made 
the hobby growing of orchids fashionable among 
the wealthy. To meet the demand nurseries 
financed searches for new exotic novelties, and 
made the first tentative steps in hybridising. 
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The famous James Veitch nursery foreman, 
Mr. John Dominy, flowered the first orchid 
hybrid, Calanthe Dominii, in1856, a cross between 
C. masuca and C. furcata In spite of primitive 
growing methods such as scattering seed around 
the pot of a parent plant, John Dominy was able 
to produce 25 hybrids by the time of his retire- 
ment in 1880. 

Henry Sander, starting in 1860, was late in the 
field but his influence was dramatic. At times he 
had more than 20 overseas collectors. 

Bravery and pillage characterised sagas and 
sacrileges of the collectors. Their stories, and 
those of the nurseries and growers, ring with 
interest and drama. Many wonderful orchid 
books were produced in this period and original 
copies of some of these are now worth thousands 
of dollars. : 

AFTER THE DARWIN WATERSHED 

After Brown some of the classification of Aus- 
tralian orchids was done by botanists who 
depended upon specimens sent to them by 
collectors. However, a Kew botanist, Allan Cun- 
ningham spent five years in Australia during the 
late 1820's, collecting and exploring. He returned 
here from England as Government Botanist in 
1837 but died two years later. 

Most of his collections went to Professor John 
Lindley for classification but he did name some 
Australian orchids, notably the square-stemmed 
Dendrobium tetragonum and the dagger-leafed 
D. pugioniforme. 

A small but important contribution to orchid 
science was made by John Bidwell, a botanist 
and explorer, who discovered an orchid growing 
lithophytically and profusely on the Buckets 
Range near Gloucester, N.S.W., and named it 
Dendrobium kingianum in honour of Admiral 
King, son of the third governor of N.S.W. 

Another Australian to make a worthy contri- 
bution to botany, and indeed to many other 
things, was Tasmanian Ronald Campbell Gunn. 
He was a liberal collector of material for Sir 
Joseph Hooker and Professor John Lindley. The 
three men used Wardian Cases to exchange live 
plants between England and Australia. Hooker 
had spent some months in Tasmania while with 
the Ross Antarctic Expedition and his collections 
then and those sent by Gunn became the basis for 
his Flora Tasmaniae. 

Lindley named a dainty epiphyte collected by 
Gunn as Gunnia australis, but Reichenback 
showed it to be a Sarcochilus and the Gunnia had 
to be dropped. Tasmanians still call it Gunn's 
Orchid. 

John Lindley was the first great specialist in 
the orchid family and his sorting out of the new 
discoveries did much to assist the growth of 
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horticulture. He named 45 Australian orchids, 
many of them specimens sent by the West 
Australian collector James Drummond. 

Lindley made the first systematic classification 
of the Orchidaceae, and detailed studies of many 
of its genera. From 1826 to 1862 he exercised 
executive control of the Royal Horticultural 
Society. For years he edited the “Gardeners’ 
Chronicle” and other journals. From 1829 to 1862 
he lectured at London University College, retiring 
as Emeritus Professor. Innumerable scientific 
honours included a Ph.D from Munich University. 

Fifteen of our orchids received their names in 
the analytical mind of Professor Heinrich 
Reichenback who was Lindley’s successor as 
world orchid authority. His contribution to orchid 
botany was substantial but after his death his will 
frustrated its development for years because he 
directed that his material was to be kept at the 
Hof Museum in Vienna, sealed in cases for 25 
years. 

Reichenbach f. named our Dendrobium super- 
biens and D. johannis. The f. after a name is the 
botanical way of indicating that the botanist is 
the son of another botanist, from the Latin filius, 


a son. 
MUELLER THE MASTER 


In 1847, a sparse-looking youngster of 22 arrived 
in Adelaide from Wurtenburg. His parents and 
one sister had died of tuberculosis and he came 
with his two surviving sisters to Adelaide in a bid 
to escape the scourge. 

He had obtained his Ph.D. at Keil, after training 
in medicine and pharmacy, but his main interest 
was botany. Soon he was collecting plants in the 
Adelaide Hills and venturing alone into the 
unexplored Australian Alps. Following contri 
butions to Kew on his discoveries its assistant 
director Joseph Hooker (later Sir Joseph) obtained 
for him the post of Victorian Government Botanist, 
a position he held from 1852 until his death in 
1896. 


The frail youth proved himself an able admini- 


strator, and an intrepid explorer of Victoria's 
most difficult country. In the years 1855-56 he 
went as botanist with the Gregory brothers to 
explore northern Australia from Victoria River in 
West Australia through to Queensland, returning 
with 2,000 plant specimens. About 70 Australian 
orchids were named by him, plus several from 
New Guinea. 

Mueller’s output of papers, books, articles, and 
letters was prodigious. A vast achievement was 
his collaboration with George Bentham in the 
production of Flora Australiensis. This huge 
seven volume work contains the first detailed 
account of Australian orchids, 129 pages being 
devoted to them. Pressures in Australia had 
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prevented Mueller travelling to England to conr 
plete the work by reference to the Kew and 
British Museum type specimens. Sir William 
Hooker urged him to do so for years and at length 
suggested the compromise solution of a collabo- 
ration with Bentham. 

Following the Gregory expedition Mueller stated 
that he had memorised 9,000 Australian plants, 
and possibly 1,000 more would be discovered. To 
this date over 12,000 have been recorded. He 
named about 70 of our orchids, plus several from 
New Guinea. 

A shower of awards and-decoration indicates 
Mueller's world-wide renown. The king of his 
native Wurtenburg made him a baron in 1871. In 
1863 Napoleon III made him a Knight of the 
Legion of Honour, and he was awarded the high 
British knighthood of K.C.M.G. in1879. The Royal 
Society awarded its Gold Medal in 1888, and just 
about every learned society in the world gave 
him medals or diplomas. 

While Baron Sir Ferdinand von Mueller was 
projecting Australia into world prominence an 
Irish-Australian Deputy Surveyor-General named 
Robert David Fitzgerald was contributing in a 
monumental way to Australian orchidology. 
Masses of D. speciosum growing on the rocks 
around Myall Lakes had aroused in him an 
interest in orchids he was able to satisfy and 
expand during his traverses of the N.S.W. country- 
side: A clever artist he soon acquired a large 
collection of drawings and paintings of orchids. 
Pleading that a copy would be desirable for every 
school he asked for government permission to 
print an orchid book on the Department of Lands 
lithographic press. In this process the image to be 
printed had to be drawn by hand onto the flat 
stone printing surface. Fitzgerald did most of this 
work himself. After printing the subject in black 
ink the colours were painted in by hand to match 
the original painting and then coated with varnish. 

Commencing in 1878 the work was produced 
in parts, the last part posthumously in 1892. After 
this publication ceased in spite of another 97 
originals being available. The beautiful Sar- 
cochilus fitzgeraldii, named by Mueller, is his 
monument. 

Fitzgerald was a disciple of Darwin, having 
been strongly influenced by Darwin's book On 
the Fertilisation of Orchids by Insects. 

THE GREAT AMATEURS 

In the early 1890’s Mueller befriended a young 
divinity student at Melbourne University who 
was majoring in botany for his B.A. degree. 
Herman Montague Rupp was thus well-equipped 
to study orchids in their bush settings near the 
N.S.W. north coast towns he served as a clergy- 
man. During a long life, which ended in 1956 the 
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Reverend Rupp published 216 scientific papers 
and two books on orchids, besides contributing 
many articles to the popular press. His authori- 
tative Orchids of New South Wales was published 
in 1943, and republished in 1969. It is No. 48 of the 
Flora of N.S.W. 

Rupp named 71 species and established four 
new genera, including the remarkable monotypic 
underground orchid Cryptanthemis slateri. 

A contemporary of Rupp named William 
Henry Nicholls was an extraordinary man. A 
bookbinder by trade, and from the depression 
years a council gardener, he did not become 
interested in orchids until he was 38 years old. So 
absorbing did he find their study that he taught 
himself art and Latin in order to record them 
accurately. Most of his bush trips from Melbourne 
were restricted to bush bike range. Train trips to 
N.S.W., S.A. and W.A. were highlights of his 
career. Mainly he depended on voluminous 
correspondence to obtain orchid specimens. 

The Reverend Rupp said of him “. . . the 
outstanding merit of his orchid paintings and 
drawings is their remarkable combination of the 
artist's sense with the scrupulous accuracy of the 
scientific botanist’. 

Nicholls contributed over 100 orchid papers to 
scientific journals and painted over 500 Australian 
species. Publication of his work in parts was 
stopped after only three or four had been pro- 
duced, due to his death in 1951. Fortunately, the 
progressive publishing house of Nelson pro 
duced his work in its entirety in one volume 
during 1969 under the title Orchids of Australia. 
It is one of the world’s great orchid books. 

Dr. Richard Sanders Rogers was a forceful 
contemporary of Rupp and Nicholls. He took 
several degrees at Adelaide and Edinburgh 
Universities, went to two wars, ran a hospital, 
lectured in forensic medicine, and was on 
innumerable public boards and committees of 
scientific bodies. 

Orchids may have been a relaxation for him, 
but such relaxation would be hard work for 
anybody else. South Australia has only one 
recorded epiphyte and the climate is hot and dry, 
but it does have interesting terrestrials. Dr. 
Rogers presented many papers on orchids before 
the Royal Society and described 66 new orchid 
species for Australia, 13 for Papua, and three; for 
New Zealand. The West Australian Undergrofind 
orchid Rhizanthella gardneri was named by 
him. ; 

QUEENSLANDERS PROMINENT 

Mr. F. M. Bailey was Colonial Botanist of 
Queensland from 1881 to 1815. In his six-volume 
Flora of Queensland 78 pages are devoted to 
orchids. His grandson C. T. White became 
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Government Botanist in 1917 and held the pesition 
until his death in 1950. Mr. White was an accom- 
plished botanical artist and made a special study 
of orchids. He made several trips to Papua, New 
Guinea and the Solomons. He was the Foundation 
President of the Queensland Orchid Society and 
acted as its technical adviser. 

The most outstanding work of recent times has 
been done by Mr. Alick Dockrill of Atherton 
whose book Australian Indigenous Orchids 
records all epiphytes and tropical terrestrials 
known up to 1969. In it over 300 species and 
variations are illustrated and described, estab- 
lishing Alick Dockrill as Australia’s greatest living 
orchidologist. 

Currently Dr. Peter Lavarack of the Wildlife 
Service is doing fine work helped by subsidies 
from the Australian Orchid Foundation. 

In West Australia Dr. A. S. George of the 
Department of Agriculture has done considerable 
research on his State’s orchids and has extended 
the range of species recorded there. He is 
currently researching Rhizanthella gardneri, the 
underground orchid, following the finding last 
year of a large number of them. 

PLEASURE GROWING IN AUSTRALIA 

Only early this century did some of the English 
horticultural fervour penetrate to Australia. 
Growers were people who could afford glass- 
houses. Nursery plants from England were rela- 
tively dear but Indian species could be imported 
very cheaply. 

By 1923 Victorian enthusiasts mustered a 
foundation gathering of 23 to form the Victorian 
Orchid Club. The Queensland Orchid Society 
was formed early in 1934, although a small group 
had operated earlier as part of the Queensland 
Horticultural Society. 

The Orchid Society of N.S.W.’s initial meeting 
took place on 7th August, 1934. Within a year it 
had over 100 members. South Australian Orchid 
Club dates from 1939; West Australian Orchid 
Society from 1946, and Tasmanian Orchid Society 
from 1947. 

An influx of cheap seedlings from war-torn 
England and a booming post-war economy 
helped to spread societies into every major town 
and district in Australia. Local nurseries grew 
and some attained world status. 

Science made this rapid development possible. 
Professor Knudson invented asymbiotic culture 
thus enabling seedlings to be raised in millions at 
prices the average person could afford. Dr. Morel 
developed mericloning which led to top-ranking 
clones being sold at seedling prices. Orchid 
growing is no longer a rich man’s hobby. 

Coupled with this is the growth of orchid 
socialising. Societies organise outings, parties, 
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and visits to nurseries; groups of societies hold 
seminars, conferences and workshops; countries 
organise world orchid conferences. 

This is another dimension which increases the 
satisfaction we need to derive from a hobby. And 
what a great number of dimensions there are for 
us to seek. We can never grow tired of growing 
one genus before finding there are others to 
challenge us. In meeting these challenges we can 
be led into such realms as geography and climate, 
botany, plant biology, ecology, hybridising and 
much more. Or progress sideways into such 
realms as orchid photography, orchid stamp 
collecting — even orchid history. 

INHERITORS HAVE RESPONSIBILITIES 

We are the beneficiaries of a scientific revolu- 
tion that has taken place in just over 200 years. It 
has taught us that biological concepts are not 
static and never will be. 

As orchid growers we have undertaken to 
control a small part of nature by creating and 
growing new genera and species. We have 
therefore a responsibility to ensure that our 
hybridising continues to have a meaningful 
relation to the evolutionary past. As individuals 
we can do this by adhering to the system of 
nomenclature and registration established over 
this time as codified by the International Orchid 
Commission, and maintained by the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society. 

The orchid hobby is now firmly established as 
a social institution as well as a means of satisfying 
our instinct to control the growth of beautiful 
plants. In the growth of our orchids we can see 
the stream of life unfolding before us. In three or 
four generations of breeding we can have the 
privilege of watching evolution at work. Truly we 
are lucky to have such a hobby.

Around the Orchid World in Twenty Days

In March of every year Santa Barbara becomes 
the Mecca of the Cymbidium world when growers 
from all countries gather for The Cymbidium 
Society of America’s one-day conference and The 
Santa Barbara International Orchid Show. 1980 
was no exception and visitors included Frank 
Gronwell and Norm Porter from New Zealand, 
Max Stolze from Holland, Eric Young from the 
Channel Islands, Wing: Commander Hugh Hunt, 
MB.E. from England (guest speaker at the 
banquet) and the Australian contingent included 
Elizabeth Lowe, Alvin Bryant, Sid Monkhouse, 
Tom Henry, Dr. Binnie and ourselves. The orchid 
show is held in The Earl Warren Showgrounds 
Pavilion in a carnival atmosphere at which 
commercial growers sell their wares. The Grand 
Champion of the show was an unnamed Cym- 
bidium Via Ruborosa x C. Winter Fair ‘Heather 
Christine’, owned by Gallup and Stribling, who 
also exhibited the Reserve Champion, C Grace 
Field ‘Connie’. C. Burgundian ‘Sydney exhibited 
by Featherhill Exotic Plants received a Special 
Recognition. Two miniatures of note were C. 
Peepers ‘Santa Barbara’ (Mimi x Khyber Pass) and 
C. Fuss ‘Fusion’ (Mimi x Carisona). These were 
exhibited by Santa Barbara Orchid Estate who 
also gained a Bronze Certificate for Cracker Jack 
‘Red Rouge’ — a delightful miniature with long 
upright spikes of rust-red flowers and a dark lip. 

The many orchid establishments in Santa 
Barbara are overshadowed by the magnificent 
commercial cut-flower ranch of Gallup and Strib- 
ling, which is only open to the public on the 
weekend of the Santa Barbara International 
Orchid Show. For any serious orchid grower a 
visit to this ranch is sufficient reason to travel 
from Australia. Whilst there is not a great variety 
of flowers, those selected were in neat rows by 
the acre in full flower waiting to be cut for Easter. 

After two days in California it was just a hop 
across the Atlantic to London and quick change 
of planes before we were visiting Brian Ritter- 
shausen’s Burnham Nurseries at Devon in southern 
England— a mediunrsize nursery specialising in 
providing a large variety of orchids for the 
hobbyist. It was amazing to see plants that had 
been collected from the jungle at the end of the 
dry season with pseudobulbs shrivelled to the 
size of a pencil, transformed in just a few months 
to glistening green bulbs the size of chicken eggs. 
From Devon we travelled by car to Dorset, the 
home of Keith Andrews Orchids. Although only a 
short trip it was most interesting to see the red 
Soil of Devon changing to the chalky-white soil of 


Dorset with its square-cut hedges. Keith’s nursery 
is nestled in a valley at Plush near Dorchester. I 
wanted to visit him to see the hybrids he has 
produced with the species Cymbidium devoni- 
anum. We were not ready for the magnificent 
display of miniatures that greeted us as we 
entered his glasshouse, with their pendant spikes 
of small flowers with dark red lip. The awarded 
clones such as C. Bulbarrow ‘Friar Tuck’ am/aos 
are outstanding and have immediate appeal. 

That evening in Devon I once again had the 
opportunity of meeting Wilma Rittershausen, the 
Secretary and Editor of The English Orchid 
Review and co-author of a magnificent new book 
Orchids for Everyone, a beautifully illustrated 
introduction to orchids, ranging from the natural 
history and cultivation of wild species to the care 
of the most exotic hybrids. Specially commis- 
sioned photographs show how the newest 
beginner can grow orchids with success. The 
book will be available in Australia for under $20. 

Next morning we were up at 5.00 a.m. for a 
flight to Jersey in the Channel Islands, the home 
of Eric Young, President of The Orchid Society of 
Great Britain and The British Orchid Council, and 
also owner of one of the finest private orchid 
collections in the world. Some Cymbidiums of 
note among Eric's large collection were the 
magnificent C. Mavourneen ‘Jester’ aw/rus Which 
is owned exclusively by him and the delightful 
pink C. Ayers Rock, ‘Mont Millais’' which gained 
an am/nus in 1979. This nursery must surely be the 
only place on earth where all the original Hamsey 
clones can be viewed side by side. Hamsey is a 
cross between Cooksbridge (3N) and Clarissa(2N) 
made by McBeans, England in 1955. Only five 
seedlings from the cross germinated and flowered 
and two of these were deformed. The other three 
are Hamsey ‘Offhany, Hamsey ‘The Globe’ and 
Hamsey ‘Mont Millais’, and they are all tetraploid 
(4N). I cannot omit to mention Eric’s collection of 
cattleyas and odontoglossums and his magni- 
ficent collection of paphiopedilums which must 
be by far the finest collection anywhere. Having 
seen Eric in Santa Barbara just two days previously 
and knowing that it was his second trip to the 
United States within the week, we did not expect 
to see him back in Jersey during our stay. I was 
surprised when he arrived on the morning of our 
departure and delighted when he offered to 
drive us back to the airport in the latest model of 
his Rolls-Royce collection. 

From Jersey we flew to France, where the next 
day was open day at Vacherot & LeCoufle’s, the 
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only day of the year when every part of the 
nursery is open to the general public. We arrived 
early in the morning and Maurice LeCoufle 
kindly escorted me through the laboratories and 
Cymbidium growing and flowering area. It was 
interesting to see many of our mericlones in 
flower including C. Valley Flower ‘Cherry Ripe’, 
C. Sleeping Dream ‘Tetragold’ and C. Pharaoh 
‘Pathfinder. The pick was probably a lovely 
flowering of C. Sleeping Beauty ‘Valley Queen’. 
Maurice mentioned that C. Sleeping Valley 
‘Extravaganza’ flowers before Christmas in 
France and I didn’t need to ask if he liked it, 
because I had already seen more than 200 flasks 
in his laboratory at a size ready to be planted out. 

Then it was off to Aalsmeer in Holland and a 
pleasant reunion with Nick Nieuwenhuizen and 
his family at their very large nursery which is 
always immaculate. With Nick I visited the huge 
nursery of Ed Meeuwissen with its large banks of 
C. Valley Flower ‘Cherry Ripe’ and C. Sleeping 
Dream ‘Tetra Gold’ in flower, mostly for the first 
time. Ed is establishing a nursery in South Africa 
and reports that he is growing seedlings as a 
basis for his cut-flower production at the new 
nursery. After Meeuwissen’s we were shown 
over the nursery of Max Stolze by Max's charming 
wife. Max has a very large nursery and grows 
miniatures and standards for cut flowers. Among 
the miniatures were a bank of Star Bright ‘Capella 
— a soft, even pink with long spikes. 

Last vear we visited the Aalsmeer flower 
auction in Holland which is a huge complex 
covering over 100 acres. Anyone seeing this 
auction would think (as I did) that surely this 
place must cater for the whole of Europe. You 
can imagine my surprise when I visited the 
auction at Westland, between Rotterdam and 
The Hague only50 miles from Aalsmeer. It is only 
about half the size of the Aalsmeer auction, but 
still when vou are in a building that covers 50 
acres it is hard to tell the difference. 

Next we flew to Copenhagen to renew more 
old acquaintances with Per and Brigidda Mohr. 
We visited Otto Koch, who ranks among the 
biggest orchid growers in Europe. Otto grows 
paphiopedilums for the Christmas market and 
has house after house (each 250 ft. x 50 ft) of P. 
King Arthur. In the weeks prior to Christmas he 
picks up to 30,000 flowers every day. Otto also 
grows cymbidiums and miniature cymbidiums 
for cut-flower production. It was at this progres- 
sive nursery that I saw my first huge greenhouse 
built with the product known as Corflute in 
Australia — this has an air gap in a honeycomb 
between two rigid sheets of acrylic. It is used 
instead of glass when building a glasshouse and 
is said to reduce heating costs by greater than 
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60%. The further north in Europe we travelled the 
more we appreciated the tremendous burden 
that the cost of heating oil imposes on nurserymen. 

From Copenhagen to Zurich, then by train to 
Olten to inspect the operation of Holzer and 
Buttler. Peter Holzer was in Australia last year 
looking for top quality cut cymbidium blooms 
and now I know why: They have a magnificent 
new $A1,500,000 factory — into one end go boxes 
of cut blooms and from the other end come 
delightful arrangements. The factory is highly 
mechanised, but there are still areas where 
creative florists (their highest-paid workers) 
produce arrangements. 

After Zurich we took the long flight to Lisbon 
for an overnight stop before the long flight to the 
Island of Madeira. Both Italy and Madeira are 
ideally situated to produce flowers for the Euro- 
pean market without the cost of heating oil. 
There are two big Cymbidium growers on 
Madeira, the larger being Florialis(a partnership 
between Neville Orchids of England and the 
Blandy Company of Madeira). We were shown 
over the property in the hills behind the town by 
Adam Blandy, whose family has lived in Madeira 
for generations. During the season tourists are 
brought from the town by taxi to enjoy the 
gardens. Cymbidium orchids are grown in the 
open for most of the year, but plastic tunnel 
houses are erected over them for flowering. Last 
year Florialis exported nearly one million blooms. 

Next morning we rose at 4.00 a.m. for the 24- 
kilometre drive around the twisting coastal road 
to the airport. The taxi driver preferred driving at 
night without lights so that he could see other 
cars coming. He also tooted his horn as we 
approached every corner. When I questioned 
him on this he said, “You must toot your horn 
before you have an accident or the accident is 
your fault’. 

We arrived in Trieste, Italy at 10.30 p.m. after 
three long flights. While visiting the nursery of 
Mondoflora, our distributors in Italy, I was 
shown some pure-colour plants of the species 
Cymbidium eburneum vy. dayana that had been 
imported from Bangkok. It is not known whether 
these plants were correctly labelled, but if they 
were this is the first instance we have seen of a 
pure-colour species other than Cymbidium lowi- 
anum var. concolour. 

Trieste was the last orchid call, so once business 
was finished we took an express train to Venice, 
with just enough time to link with a flight to 
Rome, where we had one hour to endorse tickets 
for the flight via Athens and Bombay to Singapore 
and then home to Adelaide via Melbourne. The 
whole trip took only 20 days.

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ORCHIDS OF THE McILWRAITH RANGE 


DR. P. S. LAVARACK 


The results of the joint Australian Orchid 
Foundation — Queensland National Parks and 
Wildlife Service expeditions to the MclIlwraith 
Range area of Cape York Peninsula. 

INTRODUCTION 

Very little has been published about the 
Mcllwraith Range. It is well known that several 
orchids occur there and apparently nowhere else 
in Australia, but information about botany in 
general and orchids in particular is almost negli- 
gible. The conviction that the orchid flora of this 
area would prove of interest established itself in 


the author's mind as a result of several previous. 


field trips undertaken for other purposes and it 
was on the basis of the knowledge gleaned from 
these trips that an approach was made to the 
Australian Orchid Foundation to help fund a 
survey of the orchids of this region. 

Two expeditions were mounted, the first was 
to the Chester River and Lankelly Creek in July- 
August, 1978 and the second to Massy Creek in 
September, 1979. Present on both trips were Dr. 
P. S. Lavarack, botanist of National Parks and 
Wildlife Service and a member of the research 
commiftee of the Australian Orchid Foundation; 
Mr. J. Clarkson, botanist from the Queensland 
Herbarium; Rev. R. D. Collins of Atherton. As well 
as these Mr. G. Butler of Canberra Botanic 
Gardens and Mr. M. W. Hodge of Brisbane were 
present on the first expedition and Mr. M. Lockyer 
of Ravenshoe; Mr. B. Wallace and Mr. K. Hill both 
of the University of New England were present on 
the second expedition. 

The Mcilwraith Range 

The Mcllwraith Range is a rugged, largely vine 
forest-covered plateau of volcanic origin. It attains 
a maximum altitude of 824 m and extends from 
latitude 14°S to 13°15’S, forming the southern 
part of a chain of low mountains which lie close 
to the coast. For the purposes of the present study 
the area under consideration extends north to 
the Nesbit River, south to the Stewart River, west 
to the Kennedy Road and east to the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Much of this study area is at relatively high 
altitude with perhaps one-third of the area form- 
ing a broad plateau above 400m No other 
mountains on Cape York Peninsula or in equiva- 
lent latitudes in the Northern Territory reach this 
altitude. 

The Mcllwraith Range is, in effect, the end ofa 
chain of hills running from the low sandstone 
hills of the tip of the Peninsula, through the 
moderate heights of the Tozer and Janet Ranges 


to the relatively high plateau of the study area. 
Thus there is no sharp line dividing the Iron 
Range area from the present study area. However, 
the southern end of the MclIlwraith Range does 
coincide with one of the north’s most marked 
biological lines of demarcation. The low-lying, 
hot, seasonally-dry plains of the Princess Charlotte 
Bay area have in the past formed a major obstacle 
to the spread of humid tropical biota. Certainly 
many life forms have crossed this area, possibly 
in times of more favourable climate as is evidenced 
by the wealth of orchids with a New Guinea 
background to be found on the Atherton Table- 
land, but many have not, reaching their southern 
limit in the MclIlwraith Range. 

For these reasons — altitude and isolation from 
southern species and because of the inaccessibility 
of the ranges, the Mcllwraith Range is today one 
of the most interesting sites for botanical explora- 
tion in Australia. 


Climate 

The study area lies between the 1200 mm and 
1500 mm isohyets. However, it is unlikely that 
these figures have a lot of significance to most of 
the area as recording stations are very infrequently 
spaced on the Peninsula and none bear any real 
relationship to the study area. Coen is the nearest 
point but it lies in a rain shadow on the western 
extremity of the study area. It is certain that the 
eastern slopes and the tablelands of the range 
would receive a high rainfall with a substantial 
winter component. A possible guess for such 
areas would be around 2000 mm. 

Most of the Peninsula experiences a seasonal, 
but reliable rainfall with most of the rain falling 
in the period December-April. The other seven 
months being dry except for insignificant light 
scuds. The MclIlwraith Range with its peaks in 
excess of 800 m lying close to the coast and in the 
path of the prevailing south-easterlies can experi- 
ence heavy falls at any time of the year. 

Temperatures in the study area are hard to 
gauge and obviously vary much with altitude. 
Night temperatures at localities such as Lankelly 
Creek and Leo Creek in winter would seem to 
reach a minimum of about 12-14°C while day 
temperatures at that time of year rarely climb 
above 30° on the ranges. Summer temperatures 
would be considerably warmer but no doubt are 
moderated by the prevailing winds. 
Vegetation 

Broadly speaking closed forests cover most of 
the upland areas of the plateau and the eastern

river valleys. There is a substantial area of open 
forest on the western side of the plateau to the 
east of the town of Coen. Small areas of monsoon 
forest consisting of a vine forest with many 
deciduous trees are scattered throughout the 
open forests, particularly on the western slopes 
of the Range. The margin of the closed forest of 
the higher areas is usually fringed with a mixed 
forest which varies in its composition according 
to the fire history, but often includes much 
Acacia aulococarpa. 

On the plains and drier mountain slopes are 
areas of open forest dominated by various species 
of Eucalyptus and low woodlands dominated by 
Melaleuca viridiflora. North towards the Nesbit 
River are substantial areas of grassland, while 
mangroves and saltpans line the coast.

In “Plant Communities of Cape York Peninsula” 
(Pedley and Isbell, 1971) Webb and Tracey refer 
the upland rainforests of the McIlwraith Range to 
araucarian notophylI vine forest in the classifica- 
tion proposed by Webb (1959). Hoop pines 
(Araucaria cunninghamii) are common emer 
gents particularly on ridges in the southern part 
of the Range, but large areas on the plateau top 
probably fit better in the closely-related category 
simple notophyll vine forest. 

The rainforests are very consistent on the 
relatively flat plateau top. The canopy is low at 
about 15 m and there appears not to be a large 
variety of tree species. Vines are moderately 
plentiful, while the understorey is relatively 
open. Higher ridge lines and deep creek gorges 
break the monotony of this upland forest. The

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ridges often support tangled thickets of small 
shrubs and vines, which are so dense as to 
seriously impede movement. The larger trees are 
often almost exclusively tall hoop pines. At the 
‘other extreme the deeper gorges are lined with 
the most luxuriant development of the notophyll 
vine forest. Palms and large figs and cugenias are 
common, while the creeks are usually lined with 
the distinctive white trunks of Tristania exiliflora. 

Epiphytes are not very abundant on the plateau 
itself but are present in large numbers in areas 
where good light, humidity and air movement 
are features of the environment. Hoop pine 
dominated ridges, the top of the eastern escarp- 
ment, broad creek valleys and the edge of open 
forest pockets are all very rich in orchids and 
other epiphytes. 

Along the creeks on the coastal plain the 
notophyll vine forest gives way to semi deciduous 
mesophyll vine forest. This is a tall closed forest 
which has a small, but obvious proportion of 
deciduous trees and, due to regular flooding, a 
very clear ground layer. Generally speaking this 
is not a rich orchid habitat. 

Orchids are numerous in the swamp forests 
which are dominated by Dillenia alata and Xan- 
thostemon crenulatus, both good host trees for 
epiphytes. 

Other vine forests such as the deciduous vine 
thickets of the drier areas and the evergreen vine

thickets of the coastal dunes support few epiphytes, 
while the open forests and woodlands of the 
poorer situations are also poor in this regard. 
METHODS 

The previous knowledge of the study area was 
expanded by a careful study of aerial photographs 
which revealed promising localities such as the 
gorge of the Chester River and the Leo Creek 
Falls. The photographs used were the “Coen 
Series’. Habitats thought likely to contain a rich 
flora were located and walking trips were planned 
from the few roads to these areas. 

Base camps were established at various locali- 
ties and the planned trips were made. These 
trips varied in duration from half a day to five 


. days. Specimens were collected both as live 


plants and, when fertile, as herbarium specimens. 
Notes were taken listing the orchids of different 
areas and detailing features of the habitat. 
Photographs were taken of various species and of 
the different habitats. 

Specimens brought back were carefully studied” 
to confirm field identifications where possible. 
The live plants, including some which were 
unidentified, were introduced into cultivation in 
the hope that they would produce flowers to 
enable identification or, in one or two Cases, 
possible scientific description as new species. 
This latter stage, at the time of writing, remains 
to be completed.

Orchids of the Eastern Gorges 

The eastern rim of the Range forms a steep 
escarpment about 300-400 m in altitude. The 
major streams of the Massy Creek, Rocky River, 
Chester River and Leo Creek have cut deep 
gorges through this escarpment and in doing so 
have provided some very good orchid habitats. 
This is in contrast to the gallery forests of the 
coastal plain and the bulk of the mountain 
rainforests which are poor in orchids. 

In the low altitude part of these gorges the 
same group of orchids was regularly encountered. 
This included Dendrobium bifalce, D. luteocilium, 
D. discolor, D. teretifolium, D. rigidum, D. smil- 
lieae, Bulbophyllum baileyi, Pholidotia pallida, 
Phreatia robusta, Cadetia maideniana and Sar- 
cochilus moorei. It is interesting to note that the 
majority of these species are also common in 
lowland situations in New Guinea. Other species 
also occur in smaller numbers or occasionally in 
quantity. Vanda whiteana may be locally abundant 
as may Robiquetia wassellii and Dendrobium 
stuartii. Phalaenopsis amabilis was seen in all 
the gorges but never in quantity. 

Occasionally species from the higher altitudes 
were encountered at low altitude such as 
Dendrobium tetragonum, D. antennatum and 
Trichoglottis australiensis, while one plant of 
Pomatocalpa marsupiale was noted, but in 
general the eastern gorges, in their lower reaches 
are poor in epiphytes. 

The situation is quite different where the 
streams drop over falls or rapids. Substantial falls 
occur on each of the eastern streams and in all 
cases these are surrounded by large bare rocky 
areas. The trees lining the margin of the adjacent 
forests and indeed, the rocks themselves, provide 
favourable habitats for orchids. Most of the 
species listed earlier are abundant along with 
several other species. One consistent feature of 
these areas is large plants of Dendrobium anten- 
natum. Other species include: Saccolabium 
rhopalorrachis (which is present in two distinct 
forms, possibly different species), Luisia tereti- 
folia; Eria inornata, E queenslandica, E fitzalani, 
Oberonia muellerana, O. carnosa, Cadetia sp. (an 
undescribed species), and on the Massy Creek, 


numerous large plants of Dendrobium tozerensis. — 


The collections of D. tozerensis from Massy 
Creek and one specimen from Leo Creek; and the 
collection of Oberonia carnosa on the Chester 
River and Massy Creek represented valuable 
records as these two species had previously been 
recorded only from the Tozer Range (Lavarack 
1977 a) about 100 km to the north. Both were 
growing epiphytically in strong light situations 
near waterfalls. 
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Orchids of the Upland Rainforests 

On the plateau top orchids were not obvious 
except along the creeks. However, a search of 
fallen trees soon revealed several species not 
seen elsewhere. Trichoglottis australiensis, 
once thought to be an uncommon species restricted 
to the western side of the range, proved to be 
abundant, usually in sheltered positions and 
almost always above 300 m altitude. 

Dendrobium malbrownii ts also abundant, 
usually in the top branches of the tall trees but, in 
areas of strong light such as along the larger 
creeks and on the edge of open forest patches, it 
may occur a metre or two above the ground. This 
species has not been encountered below 400 m, 
nor has it been found north of the latitude of the 
Nesbit River. It is endemic to the Mcllwraith 
Range. 

Another species with a similar distribution 
occurs on the headwaters of Leo Creek and Peach 
Creek. This is a creeping species of Malaxis with 
a purple inflorescence. It is an undescribed 
species. Another species of Malaxis, as yet 
unidentified, but possibly M: marsupichila, was | 
collected on the headwaters of Peach Creek near 
the summit of the range. This was growing in leaf 
litter on rocks along with another unidentified 
species of orchid— in this case a Corybas species, 
possibly C. abellianus. 

Other terrestrial orchids in this highland rain- 
forest included Phauis pictus, Corymborkis vera- 
trifolia, Hetaeria oblongifolia, Habenaria papu- 
ana and Calanthe triplicata. 

Schoenorchis sarcophylla, a small epiphyte of 
the twigs of Tristania exiliflora trees overhanging 
the upper reaches of Leo Creek, was first collected 
by L. J. Brass in 1948, but the identity of this 
species remained obscure until recently. Plants 
were collected on one expedition at Leo Creek, 
but despite several searches, it has not been 
found elsewhere in Australia. It also occurs in 
New Guinea. 

Ephenerantha comata was found to be wide- 
spread but not often seen, as it grows mostly in 
the crowns of the tall trees. Other species of the 
crowns include Eria irukandjiana and E. dis- 
chorensis both of which may be locally abundant 
particularly near the summit of the Range. 

Occasional large plants of Dipodium pandanum 
were encountered scrambling over rocks or up 
trees. Taeniophyllum malianum is an abundant 
species which forms dense tangles of green roots 
usually hanging from small twigs. Plants of 
Phalaenopsis amabilis, while not easily seen, are 
widespread throughout the upland rainforests. 

Just to the west of the main block of rainforest 
the valleys of Lankelly and Pandanus Creeks are 
lined with a narrow bank of gallery forest which

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is the only known habitat of Pteroceras hirti- 
calcar. This is a species of shady positions in the 
understorey. These gallery forests and associated 
patches of vine forest on hillsides near the 
Mulingar campsite are rich in other species of the 
Sarcanthinae such as Robiquetia wassellii, Tri- 
choglottis australiensis, Vanda whiteana, Poma- 
tocalpa marsupiale, P. macphersonii, Plectorhiza 
brevilabris and Taeniophyllum glandulosum 
Other orchids common in this area include 
Dendrobium wassellii, D. discolor, D. tetragonum, 
D. rigidum, D. luteocilium, Pholidotia pallida, 
Bulbophyllum baileyi, B. bowkettae and Cym- 
bidium madidum. 

Orchids of the Swamp Forests 

The swamp forests of the coastal plain are 
found along the smaller, slow-moving streams. 
Common tree species are: Dillenia alata, Xantho- 
stemon crenulatus, Tristania suaveolens and 
Pandandus spp. all of which are good host trees 
for epiphytes. The conditions are damp warm 
and humid throughout the year, although in 
occasional drier years fire may enter the swamp 
forests. The following orchids were seen: Den- 
drobium smillieae, D. discolor, D. rigidum, 
Cymbidium madidum, Bulbophyllum baileyi, 
Pholidotia pallida, Chiloschista phyllorhiza, 
Luisia teretifolia and an unidentified species of 
Spathoglottis. Occasionally, near the margins of 
the swamps or in more open areas Dendrobium 
canaliculatum and D. johannis may be present. 
Orchids of the Open Forests and Woodlands 

Forests dominated by the various species of 
Eucalyptus are poor in orchids. Only the tough, 
thick leaved Cymbidium canaliculatum occurs 
in these seasonally-harsh conditions, gaining 
some protection by sending long roots deep into 
the hollows of dead limbs. The low woodlands 
dominated by Melaleuca viridiflora represent an 
equally-demanding habitat but the papery bark 
of the Melaleuca species appears able to support 
epiphytes in even the harshest conditions. Den- 
drobium canaliculatum, D. johannis and, occasior- 
ally, D. rigidum are abundant. Regular fires of 
low intensity are a feature of this vegetation type 
and consequently it is uncommon to find orchids 
growing below about three metres on the trees. 
In some claypan areas the dominant species 
changes to Melaleuca stenostachya and the 
ground layer is virtually absent. Such areas 
would be almost fire-free and very large plants of 
D. johannis with pseudobulbs up to 50 cm long 
are common, often growing a few centimetres 
above ground level. 

While both D. canaliculatum and D. johannis 
are variable species, it was noted that the forms 
of the plants growing in moister habitats were 
consistently different to those growing in dry 
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habitats. Moister habitats in which these species 
grow were noted in several localities such as the 
more open swamp forests, open woodlands and 
mixed forests above 500m near the western 
boundary of the rainforest and mixed forests 
near the eastern foot of the Range. The moist 
habitat form of D. canaliculatum has been re 
corded previously (Lavarack1977 b) and has been 
seen at Tozers Gap, Jardine River and New 
Guinea (J. Dodd pers. comm.). It probably repre- 
sents an undescribed variety. 

The moist habitat form of D. johannis which 
has deep purple perianth and a yellow lip has 
also been recorded at the Jardine River and 
Tozer’s Gap. It flowers in Autumn as opposed to 
Spring for the “normal’ form. It is sometimes 
referred to as “variety nigrescens’ but it must be 
stressed that this name has never been validly 
published. There is a possibility that this form 
represents a distinct species, but confirmation of 
this requires reference to type material in Europe. 

It is also likely that the Melaleuca woodlands 
will prove to contain several terrestrial orchids in 
the genera Habenaria and Nervilia Little is 
known of these wet season species due to prob- 
lems of access at that time of the year. 
Orchids of the Deciduous Vine Thickets 

These areas are mixed closely with areas of 
open forest and are notable for one species only 
— Dendrobium bigibbum, the Cooktown orchid. 
This species is scarce on the eastern side of the 
Range where rainfall and humidity levels are 
high. On the western slopes of the Range it is 
plentiful in small gullies and rocky areas which 
support a few trees of vine forest affinity due to 
the absence of fire. It also occurs on rock faces 
such as those surrounding Herne Creek Falls — 
an incredibly hot and exposed situation.

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corded from the study area. The previous report 
on the Iron Range area (Lavarack 1977 b) recorded 
66 species, but most of these have also been 
found in the MclIlwraith Range. It would appear 
rather artificial to separate the two areas as the 
following figures show: Total number of species 
from MclIlwraith Range and Iron Range = 96. 

Number at Iron Range and not at MclIlwraith 
Range = 5. 

Number at Mcllwraith Range and not at Iron 
Range = 24. 

This figure of 24 species at McIlwraith Range 
but not at Iron Range probably represents a 
distortion of the truth. Several of the McIlwraith 
records were collected by Mal Brown during the 
wet season (e.g. Calochilus holtzei, Malaxis mar- 
supichila, Nervilia aragoona, N. crociformis and 
N. uniflora) and may well occur at Iron Range. 
Further detailed exploratory work will probably 
reduce the list substantially in the future. 

The only real difference in the orchid floras lies 
in the difference in altitude and topography of 
the two areas. Iron Range reaches a maximum. 
elevation of 550 m at Mt. Tozer but most of the 
area lies below 300 m. The Mcllwraith on the 
other hand has a maximum elevation of 824 m 
with a substantial plateau area above 400 m. 

In the sense of New Guinea or even of the 
Atherton Tableland, the McIlwraith Range does 
not attain anything like high-altitude conditions. 
Yet it is apparent that there are some species 
which occur almost exclusively in the mountains, 
another group of species which is predominantly 
lowland anda third group which is to be found at 
all elevations. For the purposes of this discussion, 
high elevation has been defined as above 300 m. 
The altitudinal distribution of all the recorded 
species is shown in the Appendix. The breakdown 
of the altitudinal distribution is shown below.

Highland Species. This is the most clearly- 
defined group. Dendrobium malbrownii is the 
best example, being an abundant species about 
400 m in the Mcllwraith Range, but not found 
elsewhere. Other widespread and relatively 
common species also in this group include 
Trichoglottis australiensis, Dendrobium ruppt- 
anum, D. tetragonum, D. wassellii, Ephemerantha 
comata, Cadetia taylori, Bulbophyllum bowkettae, 
Eria irukandjiana and Plectorrhiza brevilabris. 
As well as these there are several localised 
species e.g. Eria dischorepsis, Schoenorchis 
sarcophylla, Pteroceras hirticalcar, Malaxis sp. 
ex Leo Creek, Bulbophyllum longiflorum and, at 
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Iron Range, B. leratii. All of these have been 
recorded from restriced areas, all at “high” 
altitude with only a few exceptions. 

Lowland Species. Many of the species listed 
as “lowland” species are plants of vegetation 
types such as open forests and swamps which do 
not occur at higher altitude. In this category are 
Cymbidium canaliculatum, Dendrobium lobbii, 
Bromheadia venusta and Calochilus holtzei. A 
few rainforest species are predominantly lowland 
in distribution such as Dendrobium bifalce, 
Eulophia pulchra and Sarcochilus moorei, but 
most of the rainforest species occurring at low 
altitude also occur above 300 m. In summary 
then there appears to be a group of about 15-20 
species which occur only above 300 m and a 
much larger group which may grow at any 
elevation between sea level and about 700 m. 

Field work has shown that the following species 
are endemic within the MclIlwraith Range study 
area — Dendrobium malbrownii, D. wassellii, 
Pteroceras hirticalcar and Malaxis sp. ex Leo 
Creek. Added to these are the following which 
are endemic to the area which includes both the 
Iron Range and Mcllwraith Range study areas — 
Dendrobium tozerensis, Robiquetia wassellii, 
Vanda whiteana, Trichoglottis australiensis, 
Oberonia carnosa and Cadetia sp. ex Rocky 
River. 

A further 16 species occur outside Australia 
(mostly in New Guinea) but within Australia do 
not occur south of 14°S. These are:— Bulbo- 
phyllum leratii, B. longiflorum, Cadetia wariana, 
Dendrobium bifalce (?), D. antennatum, Dipodium 
pandanum, Ephemerantha comata, Eulophia 
pulchra, Liparis sp. ex Rocky River, Pomatocalpa 
marsupiale, Nervilia aragoana, N. crociformis, 
Saccolabium rhopalorrachis, | Schoenorchis 
sarcophylla, Taeniophyllum malianum, Thelasis 
carinata. 

Thus about 34% of the species of the Iron Range 
— Mcllwraith Range area do not occur further 
south and 11% are endemic to the region. 

These figures show a marked cut-off between 
the orchids of the study area and those of eastern 
Australia to the south. This boundary in geo- 
graphical terms is the dry low-lying area of the 
Laura Basin which does not support any habitats 
suitable for epiphytic orchids other than the dry- 
country species Dendrobium bigibbum, D. cana- 
liculatum, D. johannis and Cymbidium cana- 
liculatum. 

The Orchid flora of Cape York shares 52% of its 
species with New Guinea and 68% with North 
Queensland south of Cooktown. These figures 
illustrate what is obvious in the field; that Cape 
York is a region of overlap of the Australian

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orchids represented by species such as Dendro- 
bium tetragonum and D. ruppianum, with 
typically New Guinea species such as Dendrobium 
bifalce and D. antennatum. The “endemic’ group 
is small, but interesting, with research needed to 
elaborate their true status as several may prove to 
be conspecific with New Guinea species. 

Since the Iron Range report was written a 
substantial National Park has been gazetted there. 
This no doubt will help preserve the orchids of 
that area against illegal collectors. National Park 
reservation is under consideration for the 
Mcllwraith Range, but before considering the 
needs of protection of the orchids from collectors 
it is worth considering the habitat in which the 
orchids grow and its future. 

It is wrong to regard the ecological system of an 
area like the Mcllwraith Range as a stable, static 
thing. In fact it isa very dynamic system changing 
constantly in response to a variety of factors. 
Certain observations made on the MclIlwraith 
Range expedition appear to indicate some vege- 
tational changes possibly induced by man. A 
possible example was noted near Massy Creek 
where some areas of open forest gave indications 
of reverting to a vine thicket, possibly due to lack 
of recent fires. Some evidence of this can. be 
detected on aerial photographs taken 20 years 
ago which appear to show a more open forest 
community than that presently existing. It 
appears possible that a similar process is occur 
ring on the western margin of the rainforest 
where Acacia-dominated forests appear to be in 
the process of being replaced by a rainforest 
which at this stage is evident as a tall understory. 

The explanation for these apparent changes 
appears to lie in a decreased frequency of fire 
resulting from the disappearance of the Aborigines 
from the area. Regular fires were an integral part 
of Aboriginal land management as described by 
the early explorers. Since the Aborigines left 
about 1930, the major influence has been Euro- 
pean man who maintained a regular fire pattern 
for the grazing industry near the stations and 
along the roads. Many areas near the range or in 
the infertile and remote coastal country were not 
burned. Thus it appears likely that the vine 
forests of the MclIlwraith. are spreading and, 
while dense moist rainforest may never develop 
in all sites on the drier coastal plains or rugged 
western ranges, a deciduous vine thicket or 
monsoon scrub may well eventuate. 

Thus it may well be that the vine forests of the 
Mcllwraith Range are expanding, providing 
larger areas of suitable orchid habitats. If this is 
the situation it must be almost unique in this age 
of rapidly-contracting orchid habitats. 

Illegal collecting is not a large problem in the 
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Mcllwraith Range at this stage as the poor roads 
and the inhospitable and inaccessible nature of 
the country protect it quite adequately. Most of 
the good orchid habitats can be reached only 
after driving for one or two days on roads which 
tend to simply disappear in long grass or end in 
apparently impossible creek crossings, followed 
by one or two day's march through trackless and 
rugged country. 

It is arich area for orchids with many endemic 
species and many which do not occur elsewhere 
in Australia. Even among the more widespread 
species, the MclIlwraith Range form is often 
distinctive and therefore sought after. For these 
reasons the orchids of the Range are under a 
potential threat and it is to be hoped that a 
reservation can be made in the future to help 
protect this most diverse orchid flora.

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Some Historic Orchid Books Republished — 


A few orchid publications stand out as historical 
milestones but in the passage of time become 
available only in a few reference libraries. 
Although frequently quoted in literature they are 
seldom seen and difficult to refer to should the 
need arise. 

With commendable enterprise Mr. Earl M. 
Coleman of U.S.A. has republished six of these 
classics. 

Best known would be Darwin’s famous work 
On the Various Contrivances by which British 
and Foreign Orchids are Fertilized by Insects. 
Mr. Coleman has shortened the title to Fertiliza- 
tion of Orchids by Insects. 

This was Darwin's first book after the epoch-making 
Origin of Species and it served to confirm many of the 
evidences of adaption of species made in the Origin. 
Professor Asa Gray, Darwin's great American con- 
temporary, expressed the opinion that if Fertilisation 
of Orchids had appeared first there would not have 
been so much opposition to the Origin. 

The book is therefore of great philosophical import- 
ance as well as being a fascinating account of wondrous 
happenings. This republication is of the first edition of 
1862, and is not as complete as the second edition of 
1877 in which Darwin made a few changes. Both 
editions are very accurate where Darwin's own 
observations are concerned, but in cases where he was 
dependent on foreign correspondents, as with tropical 
orchids, some inaccuracies in detail crept in, fortu- 
nately not to an extent where philosophical implications 
were upset. 

There is a valuable foreword by Professor Norris 
Williams of Florida University. 

This is a book which can be read for sheer interest by 
an orchid grower and therefore should be in every 
grower's library. For cost and availability see below. 

Oldest in original publication of these Coleman 
books is the 1822 work of Du Petit-Thouars Histoire 
particuliee des plantes orchidees recueillies sur les 
trois ilse australies d'Afrique, briefly Orchids of the 
Southern African Islands. 

It is in French but consists mainly of 110 plates, and 
the foreword by Mr. Peter Goldblatt, Curator of African 
Botany at Missouri Botanical Garden, plus a little school 
French, makes it easy to follow. 

No modern work on the orchids of Madagascar, 
Mauritius, and Reunion has such excellent drawings. 
The isolation of these islands in the Indian Ocean has 
meant that the plant life has evolved in a pattern of its 
own. Thus the area contains many unique orchids. It 
has 10,000 plant species compared to30,000 in an Africa 
fifty times its size. Startlingly about 90% of its species 
are endemic. 

There are about 1,100 species of orchids in nearly 60 
genera, nearly all endemic. 

Du Petit-Thouars spent nine fruitful years from 1792 
botanising in these islands. His Histoire des Orchidees 
marks the first publication and figuring of the genus 


Bulbophyllum, and the first detailed examination of the 
genus Angraecum, including the remarkable A 
sesquipedale which so excited Darwin. 

Students of orchid nomenclature will find the 
alternative system suggested by Du Petit-Thouars 
fascinating. It does not complicate the book because 
both systems are used. Indeed very few of the Linnaean 
names in this book have been altered by modern 
botanists. 

This book will have strong appeal tothe professional 
botanist, the taxonomist, lovers of the story of botanical 
exploration, and the keen amateur. It is an essential 
tool for the library of every herbarium and tertiary 
educational institution and those who do not have it 
should seize this opportunity.

For those who would follow the development 
of the cymbidium tetraploids one factor has 
always been apparent; the development was 
limited by the properties of the original spon- 
taneous tetraploids. This of course, was before 
Dr. Wimber presented his paper at the Fifth 
World Orchid Conference, giving a practical way 
to convert diploids to tetraploids. 

Prior to Dr. Wimber’s paper, articles had been 
published dealing with colchicine conversion of 
plants but articles were also in evidence 
commenting on the unreliability of this tech- 
nique. I believe I am correct in saying that it took 
Dr. Wimber’s article to show that cymbidiums in 
percentage could be successfully converted and 
this paved the way for others to try. 

The introduction of a technique for converting 
diploids to tetraploids can only be described asa 
major breakthrough. By being able to lift species 
and hybrid characteristics at will into the ranks 
of the tetraploids all limitations to the tetraploids 
had been removed. The significance was wider 
than this however, for triploids could also have 
their chromosome numbers doubled and theoret- 
ically, once they became hexaploids they were 
capable of making reduction divisions and so 
could be used in breeding programmes. Hexa- 
ploids when crossed with diploids could be 
expected to yield tetraploid progeny. In short, 
the use of colchicine offered the removal of 
sterility barriers which hitherto had locked in 
desirable characteristics. True, the movement is 
one way, from lower to higher ploidy, but as the 
cymbidium clones were diploids they had all the 
characteristics anyway and so the higher ploidy 
levels which needed the breakthrough were 
enabled to achieve it. 

For those developing from the spontaneous 
tetraploids the advent of the artificial tetraploid 
could be viewed with mixed feelings. On the 
surface it looked as if all the patient years of work 
combining desirable properties to gain a particu- 
lar result were wasted for a diploid could be 
converted to achieve the same result. In the area 
of greens the results were still not to hand 
although their appearance was imminent. How 
easy now to solve this problem! 

In fact, however, this was not the case for 
diploid development had been lagging and 
when one started looking for the diploids to make 
the short cuts with they were conspicuous by 
their absence. For too long the scene had been 
dominated by the partial success of the one cross 


result which was almost invariably triploid. 
Commercial pressures while undoubtedly 
pushing cymbidium development along also had 
the disadvantage of slowing both tetraploid and 
diploid development. Fortunately there were 
those who preferred to make diploid crosses or 
tetraploid crosses with an eye to the future but in 
these two areas there was a difference which 
was significant. Diploid development was often 
looking at colour and tetraploid development, 
production, shape and flowering time. Now this 
sweeping statement commits a ghastly atrocity 
on the work of some hybridisers but it is a 
generalisation which is basically correct. 

The developers working from the spontaneous 
tetraploids in fact still had the advantage, for 
over a period of time they had (1), comprehensive 
breeding banks with a wide range of character- 
istics with very little needed and (2) they were 
well along the way to combining all the charac- 
teristics they needed in their particular breeding 
plants. If one reflects on the number of diploids 
which exist which had specific flowering time, 
large filled in flowers, sturdy stems freedom 
from furl, spotting, and massive production it is 
hard to bring forth a name. True, the tetraploids 
lacked the intensity of colour but the appearance 
of high coloured tetraploids was close to hand. 
The position was one of adding an odd artificial 
tetraploid to the bank to put the finishing touches 
rather than abandoning what had already been 
achieved and just relying on a new range of 
converted parents. If there are any doubts 
concerning this just ask yourself one question, 
namely, how many fine diploids are there in the 
world today which have a September flowering 
time (southern hemisphere, March northern 
hemisphere)? Extend it a little and ask how many 
whites there are if you managed an answer for 
the first part. 

If one is looking for ways to criticise the advent 
of the artificial tetraploid they have plenty of 
ammunition. The technique gives rise to plants 
which have both diploid and tetraploid cells, 
there are. many cases where octaploids have 
resulted and these are just too slow growing. 
Plants crippled in other ways may be observed. 
Further, if seed is treated with colchicine a 
degree of proliferation occurs so that duplication 
is a certainty. With the flowering time and flower 
count, reliable observers state that the converted 
clones bloom later and the flower count is 
reduced. To this one might even agree but simply

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point out that with all its faults it is still a gene 
flow path between ploidy levels and that is a 
sufficient answer. 

The technique brings about a need for certain 
changes in existing breeding programmes. The 
development of the diploids takes on new sig- 
nificance for a diploid with only forty chromo- 
somes can be changed more quickly than a 
tetraploid with eighty chromosomes. If a hybrid- 
iser wants to develop something new and there 
is not advantage with the tetraploids then it is 
better developed as a diploid for conversion to 
the tetraploid state when the standard is deemed 
to be at the requisite level. 

An interesting result is being obtained at the 
nursery at the moment. Working with our 
development which stems from the natural or 
spontaneous tetraploids we reached out and 
incorporated the artificial tetraploid Fanfare ‘St. 
Francis’ x in the breeding programme and 
crossed it with our White Christmas ‘Snowdrift’. 
The progeny ‘chosen for further breeding had 
tens and twelves on the stem with the first 
flowering. This year they are in bud and have 
counts better than twenty. This is undoubtedly 
coming from the Fanfare and points to the fact 
that the high flower count of the Fanfare as a 
diploid was not lost when it came into the ranks 
of the tetraploids for there was no way the 
White Christmas side could be expected to give 
this type of result. As for later flowering time this 
may be true of some clones but there is evidence 
that this may not be true in all cases.

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BOOK REVIEW 


“Orchids of India” 


Bose, T. K., and Bhattacharjee, S. K., “Orchids of 
India’, Naya Prokash, Calcutta, Jan. 1980; 538pp., 47 
colour, 15 b & w photographs, 317 line drawings. 

The publishers sent me a copy of this book on credit, 
in fact, in response to my enquiry as to whether it was 
actually in print etc. In general, I am greatly dis- 
appointed with its quality, accuracy and general value 
as a text and for the sake of others considering its 
purchase I would like to place on notice some of the 
defects that came to light during a brief look through 
it, i.e., this is far from exhaustive. 

Firstly, the quality of printing and colour repro- 
duction is well below that of other comparable pub- 
lications in this price range. (Price: Rup.550, about 
$Aus. 63). 

Secondly, this could be accepted if the text was 
authoritative, accurate and informative, which it 
certainly is not; let me cite a few of the more glaring 
examples: (a) many species have been entered twice, 
i.e., in two different genera e.g., Pleione hookeriana, P. 
humilis and P. Praecox are also entered as Coelogyne 
species — this has also been done in the genera 
Cymbidium/Cyperorchis,  Sarcochilus/Chiloschista 
and Dendrobium/Epigeneium; (b) recent taxonomic 
revisions have evidently not been taken into account, 
e.g. those of Papilionanthe and Esmeralda; (c) ranges 
for some given genera and species are inaccurate, e.g. 
Appendicula does not occur in Australia: Doritis 
pulcherrima has not previously been recorded from 
India and there is no indication that this entry is anew 
record — Burma is the nearest known locality; (d) a 
couple of colour photographs are wrongly identified — 
that of Paphiopedilum villosum is called P. spicerianum; 
the picture masquerading as Renanthera imshootiana 
is actually of an Epidendrum species or hybrid of this 
genus — South American orchids! 

Thirdly, many of the line drawings are upside down 
or side on, e.g., Diplomeris, Coelogyne cristata, 
Diploprora, Ornitharium, Ornithochilus, etc. 

Fourthly, there are no citations of original descrip- 
tions, other treatments or synonymy of the taxa. 

Lastly, the content of the nine lead-up chapters on 
morphology, biology, cultivation, propagation, etc. (48 
pp inall, or about 8% of the text) appears to offer little by 
way of new material and is mostly readily available 
elsewhere. 

Indeed, one can find very little in this book to be 
positive about — perhaps the binding is of fair quality. 
The whole thing gives the impression of having been 
composed in great haste and in the light of the failure 
or great tardiness of one of their compatriot writers to 
complete a work on the same topic, it is difficult for one 
to escape the conclusion that this is a somewhat 
cynical attempt to “scoop the market’. More is the 
shame as there is still no reliable, modern account of 
this extensive, diverse and very interesting orchid 
flora.

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GEMS AMONG THE ORCHID KINGDOM 


GERALD McCRAITH 
The genus Promenaea 


The genus Promenaea is closely allied to the 
genera Maxillaria and Zygopetalum. It contains 
about 15 species that are known and which are 
endemic to Brazil. The promenaea’s are 
primarily epiphytes and apparently rarely found 
growing as lithophytes. The two species within 
the genus that are of horticultural importance 
are P. xanthina Ldl. (more usually known as P. 
citrina) and P. stapelioides Ldl. 

Only two hybrids have been registered 
within the genus namely P. Crawshayana 
(stapelioides x xanthina) registered in 1905, and 
P. Norman Grant (Crawshayana x stapelioides) 
registered in 1970. 

These orchids are dwarf and delightfully 
compact in their growth habit. They are easily 
grown and comfortable in the same conditions 
that are required for cattleyas, paphiopedilums, 
odontoglossums, or oncidiums. 

Such varying conditions illustrate the broad 
spectrum of growing patterns which make these 
gems of the orchid kingdom easy plants to 
manage in cultivation. 

These species grow into nice compact 
Specimens in a few years when a multitude of 
flowers will reward the grower during the 
warmer months of the year. 

Care should be exercised in breaking up these 
orchids into small pieces, for plants do not 
appreciate disturbance. It appears to take some 


years for them to settle down after being severely. 


divided. It is important that they should only be 
divided when the new growths are visibly active. 

A good potting medium would consist of: 3 
parts of bark, 1 part charcoal, 1 part sphagnum 
moss, 1 part rice hulls or peanut shells.

WAUCHOPE'S 
MAGNIFICENT TREE 


GORDON HANSEN 


A very pleasing pleasure in August 1979 when 
staying in the Wauchope area to be taken to 
inspect one of the treasures of Mother Nature, an 
Araucaria cunninghamii approximately 100 
years old if I guess right. 

It is approximately 30 metres high, 25 metres 
spread with a trunk of some two metres. 

What a grand old lady to act as host to literally 
hundreds’ of orchid plants, including 
Dendrobium beckleri, _D. linguiforme, _ D. 
tetragonum, D. aemulum, and others that were 
too high up to identify. 

The greatest number of one kind being D. 
teretifolium. It grew in profusion from the trunk 
of the tree to the.end of the limbs, from small 
plantlets to the biggest specimen I have ever see. 
Some were a metre wide to three metres long 
and literally smothered in flowers that must 
have numbered thousands. 

I could see as many as five large plants one 
behind the other but I was not able to get this on 


‘film due to the light values. 


On inspection to check for variations some 
were nearly white to cream and quite a few 
plants had flowers of a distinct yellow shade. 

I found some very outstanding flowers for size 
that I was able to reach and photograph. One 
flower measured 9cm (or 31/2 inches in the old 
scale) in natural spread across the sepals. 

There were larger flowers as I could see, but I 
could not reach them without a ladder. 

One would want this tree to live forever so that 
our heritage of orchid plants could go on and on.

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AN IMPORTANT WORLD ORCHID GARDEN 


P. K. (DICK) SEARLE 


The National Capital Botanic Gardens at Port 
Moresby in Papua New Guinea must eventually 
rate as one of the most important orchid gardens 
of the world, if as we hope, it continues to 
develop along the lines planned by Andree 
Millar, the director for the first nine years. 

Originally laid out as the teaching garden of 
the University of Papua New Guinea in January 
1971, the orchid garden was very much an extra- 
curricular activity for Andree and her incredibly 
loyal staff. In 1977 the then Prime Minister, the 
Hon. Michael Somare, C.M., M.P., separated the 
gardens from the campus and designated them 
the National Capital Botanic Gardens. 

They occupy some 88 hectares at Waigani on 
the edge of the university grounds and this 
original arid grass and eucalypt savannah has 
been developed into more than a fledgling 
garden. One of the finest achievements has been 
to reconstruct from a narrow strip of gallery 
forest a piece of rain forest which was orginally 
indigenous to the area. 

On my first visit in August 1971 there were a 
couple of shade houses, a small administration 
building, some work and storage areas, water 
pipes in the process of being laid and some 20 
acres being developed as a garden of lowland 
flora by enrichment from bushland in the area. 

In 1979 there were more houses blending 
into the scene, an unobtrusive boundary fence 
around the orchid garden, more mown grass and 
an impressive increase in the number of mature 
and maturing plantings. Although the climate 
assisted by an adequate water supply can be 
thanked for the rapid change towards a fully 
developed garden there were obvious signs that 
the basic planning energetic direction played a 
big part. Government support and contributions 
by the American Orchid Research Council have 
helped considerably. 

In an infant developing country like Papua 
New Guinea a botanic garden must not only be a 
scientific establishment but it must also look to 
the needs of the country and contribute to its 
commerce, its culture and its beautification. This 
garden acts as a demonstration and as a source of 
planting material to local home owners in the 
absence of normal commercial sources. It is 
planned that indigenous plants, including a 
wide range of orchids, will provide needed 
foreign exchange, not by collecting from the wild 
in quantity, but by selecting the best clones and 
breeding for export to the horticultural markets 
of the world. 

Every effort is being made to encourage private 
enterprise among the national people in this 


activity. Singapore Gardens has been used as an 
example because of its great success in this 
direction. Its director George Alphonso, has been 
of great assistance to Andree. The first National 
university graduate joined the staff this year as 
the first orchidologist and he will lead his 
countrymen in the work of propagation by seed 
and tissue culture. This young man, Michael 
Kaburu, attracted by the wonder of his country’s 
orchids approached Andree in his first year as a 
student and asked if he could train to be an 
orchid scientist. He spent every semester break 
and most of his holidays in the gardens or on 
field work with Andree and her orchid staff. 

Because no real garden can comprise native 
plants only, an exchange system in common with 
gardens throughout the world, has been 
instituted so that exotic plants can be grown and 
studied and made available for future 
hybridising programmes. Plants have been 
received from _ institutions and __ private 
individuals around the world both by exchange 
and by gift. 

The gardens are approached by an avenue 
made colourful by brilliant single and double 
bougainvilleas and graceful by magnificent 
Royal Palms now over 8 metre high behind them. 
On the left of the entrance is a large collection of 
exotic bromeliads planted in a _ rockery 
surrounding a magnificent rain tree (Samanea 
saman). Another rockery of cactus and 
succulents and one of string plants both 
indigenous and exotic are close by, all enclosed 
by a low stone wall covered with a plant called 
“Singapore Rain”. 

Traditional carved posts featuring legends and 
figures significant in tribal lore mark the 
entrance and point to the various. garden 
sections. These were made by Anton Kassam and 
his friends. Anton joined the gardens as a 
labourer in 1971 and is now the gardens right 
hand man. The figures were his idea and were 
made by the Sepiks on the staff at no cost because 
of their pride in their gardens. 

A path to the right leads down beside a 
flowering shrub border to the orchid garden 
while the main gate leads into the 
administration centre and working areas. A 
small building houses the offices for the director, 
the curator, secretary and clerk and a room for 


:special work such as teaching floral art, special 


potting demonstrations or classes which are all 
part of the director’s work. In the absence of any 
national private enterprise the garden supplies 
decorations for government offices and 
functions and trains the local girls in floristry. 


j 
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A feature of one of the houses is a big collection 


or orchids mounted on fibre blocks for sale to | 


visitors. There is also one glasshouse for 
quarantine work and three houses not usually 
available to public inspection where native and 
exotic orchids are grown on and established 
before being put on display or used in the 
exchange system. 


Surrounding this centre on three sides is the’ 


main garden consisting of sweeping lawns and 
belts of trees with a wooded creek attractively 
bridged as required meandering through it. In 
this wooded area is a group of shade houses, one 
named after Sir Alan Mann, the late Chief Justice 
of what was then the Territory of Papua and 
New Guinea. During his term, Sir Alan, who died 
in office, amassed a fine collection of New 
Guinea plants and an outstanding collection of 
phalaenopsis hybrids. This collection was left in 
trust to various orchid collectors. One of inese 
people, Dr. John Jamieson returned the plants 
(which he cared for in a glasshouse donated by 
Hermon Slade) to the University when the 
house was built. Lady Yvonne Mann was flown 
up to perform the opening ceremony. 

Many of the ferns and foliage plants in the 
gardens have not yet found their way into 
overseas collections but propagation is under 
head nursery propagator Pinai Sora (who has 
worked with Andree Millar for 16 years) and this 
floral wealth of New Guniea should soon be 
available to the world. Scientific requests are 
readily met already. 

Two of the most striking plants belong to the 
aroid family and are, I believe, species of pothos. 
One catches the eye immediately as one enters 
the Sir Alan Mann house. It is growing on one of 
the house support posts and the post is 
completely covered by a series of overlapping 
flat leaves something like the infertile fonds of 
the platycorium fern so well-known to us in 
Australia (stag and elkhorns). The leaves are sage 
green and silver grey. The other plant is growing 
on a treé outside the house with large over- 
lapping pointed leaves perhaps 25 cm across. 
Each leaf stands out almost at right angles to the 
tree trunk but all are parallel when viewed in 
silhouette from the light of the jungle-like 
dimness of the area. The effect is striking. But 
these are only two of many. At times as one walks 
along, it is hard to realise one is in a planned 
garden so closely does ‘the whole environment 
resemble a natural bushland. 

The main orchid collection designed to display 
and facilitate research of the orchids of New 
Guinea is not housed. The plants are grown on 


teak posts and calabash trees (Crescentia oujete) . 


in areas representing each of the lowland 
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Den. discolor growing in the Port Moresby 
Botanic Gardens. 


provinces of New Guinea and countries such as 
Australia, Thailand, Malaysia, etc., which 
possess orchid flora similar to that of Papua New 
Guinea and thus adaptable to garden culture. 
The Highlands of New Guinea are not 
represented as their plants pose cultural 
problems in the lowlands. Special arrangements 
are being made to collect and grow the highland 
plants in their native habitat. This natural orchid 
garden covers an area of over half a hectare and 
there is room for expansion although there are 
some ten thousand orchid plants already in the 
enclosed garden and the forest sections. 

At Andree’s request I did a study of the variety 
to be found among the clones of Dendrobium 
discolor in the garden. Owing to the time factor I 
cannot claim that the study was exhaustive, but 
out of 24 flowers examined in detail, there were 
18 distinct horticultural varieties. 1 attempted 
something similar with Dendrobium lineale but 
had to content myself with a group photograph. 
of single flowers, similar to that which I had 
taken of D. discolor when I realised the — 
numerous variations to be recorded. With all 
these variations one realises how difficult the 
orchid grower’s life is made by the taxonomists. 

There are numerous clones of Dendrobium 
lasianthera, D.  spectable, D. helix, — D. 
tangerinum, D. sp. “Valasea Pink’ (which Andree 
considers is lineale masquerading again) — the 
list is long but the New Guinea flora is far from 
being fully explored. 
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With all this material available plans are afoot, 
as previously mentioned, to breed suitable cut 
flower strains and to hybridise. Singapore, 
Thailand and Hawaii have a vast world market 
for their flowers but a truly distinctive New 
Guinea type of flower could find a place in those 
markets and provide a welcome change for 
flower lovers. The horned antelope-type blooms 

_of Dendrobium lasianthera with the new colours 
available in the varieties ‘May River Red’ and 
‘Sepik Blue’ bred with other plants such as D. 
violacea-flavens or D. stratiotes could produce 
outstanding blooms. The natural plants 
themselves could produce valuable commercial 
flowers. But some haste is necessary as no doubt 

_ plants from New Guinea are already being used 

in Thailand and elsewhere — or perhaps have 
been for many years. 

For a comparison and a base for study some of 
the outstanding orchids in world commerce are 
grown in the gardens. They also provide blooms 
for local sale to trainee florists and for official 
displays. There are many terete and semi-terete 
vandas in the open garden and a large house 
within the orchid garden contains many hybrid 
phalaenopsis. Yet another house contains some 
hundreds of cattleyas and allied genera — a fine 
collection of species and many hybrids almost all 
of which were donated to the Gardens by the 
well-known orchidists Jim and Eloise Harper 
and Margaret Ilgenfritz. 

Such a garden requires a large and well- 
directed staff. With Andree Millar directing, 
_ Frank Ginate as curator, Michael Kabaru the 


- new graduate and Ombas Omucan the orchid” 


plantsman — what they do not know about the 
plants in the garden is not worth knowing. 
Ombas has been there since the beginning for he 
came ‘over the range’ (from Lae) with Andree and 
he knows what is there, where it came from and 
how it is performing. Clement looks after the 
native gardens and the nursery. Rentia, Giza and 
a score or so of others all work loyally — driving 

the truck, mowing lawns, fertilising and 
spraying, collecting from forest felling projects, 
potting and mounting plants. Twenty of the staff 
worked with Andree in Lae and followed her to 
Port Moresby and their total service adds up to 
over three hundred years, and every year they 
add their extra year with great hilarity. 

To go collecting with these men is quite an 
experience. An expedition becomes a holiday 
outing. Their Gardens T-shirts are left behind 
_and in old clothes they sally forth with great 
enthusiasm, climb the trees like monkeys and 
chiack the “Missis’ (Andree) and people like me 
for not climbing too. A good time is had by all 
_,.. especially when some good plants are found. 
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Much of the collecting is done in areas already 
logged and the plants rescued as part.of the 
garden’s conservation work. 

When the gardeners sign on in the morning 
and collect their tools for the day they must be 
correctly dressed in neat clean shorts and the 
green Gardens T-shirt emblazoned back and 
front with “NATIONAL CAPITAL BOTANIC 
GARDENS”. A new employee is made to feel very 
proud of his shirt and looks after it, or else... 

During my visit in 1979, although obviously not 
recovered from an injury she had received when 
she fell avoiding a taipan in the gardens (and 
which later hospitalised her in Canberra for 
some months) Andree Millar was clearly the 
dynamic director who had guided the gardens 
from their beginning as a bit of bush. It was not 
difficult to see why she was honoured with the 
Order of the British Empire in 1975 for her service 
to orchids, botany and to the people of Papua 
New Guinea. Her knowledge of the flora of New 
Guinea is encyclopaedic. It is difficult to decide 


_whether her first love is the orchids of New 


Guinea or the people of New Guinea. Her main 
aim seems to be the improvement of the local 
people and for this she was awarded the 
Independence Medal in 1978. I think Australian 
orchidists can be proud that her work was 
recognised here before any other place when she 
has given the Award of Honour by the Australian 
Orchid Council. ‘ 

Her book, An Introduction to the Orchids of 
New Guinea, is widely read around the world. 
She has addressed Australian and World Orchid 
Conferences. Her articles on orchids and general 
social subjects are a feature of the New Guinea 
Press. She gave a paper at the celebrations in 
Singapore to mark the Golden Anniversary of the 
Orchid Society of South East Asia and with Dr. 
Holltum was guest of honour. This year she 
gave the Barnett Memorial Lecture in 
Christchurch, New Zealand, and in October will 
be the sole speaker and guest of the Mid- 
American Orchid Conference. 

In her botanical patrols around Papua New 
Guinea, Andree Miller has acquired a knowledge 
of the country and its people which can hardly be 
equalled. The country was fortunate that she 
was selected to be the first director of its National 
Capital Botanic Gardens. Her personality, drive 
and knowledge have left their mark on the 
gardens but she sums it up with finality, “All I 
have and have done I owe to the people, our 
beautiful orchids and my very loyal staff.” 

In return Andree has left her mark on the 
Gardens of Port Moresby which must become a 
mecca for orchid lovers around the world in the 
days to come.

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CYMBIDIUMS FOR BEGINNERS 


RUSSELL MARTIN 


Australians are indeed fortunate, for large areas 
of our island continent are ideally suited for the 
growing and flowering of Cymbidiums out of 
doors, in the open garden. This area extends 
from Brisbane in the north to Hobart in the south, 
and from Sydney and Melbourne in the east, to 
Perth in the west. Our near neighbours in New 
Zealand are also fortunate in their geographic 
position and areas in both north and south New 
Zealand are suitable for outdoor growing. There 
are however, basic requirements for outdoor 
Cymbidium culture: 


1. Basic mixture requirements: Garden 
soil is not suitable for cymbidium growing, 
although there are exceptions where some 
species flourish in the open ground. The 
majority of cymbidiums thrive in an open, well 
drained mixture which does not break down too 
quickly, of course the availability of material 
must be considered, however a valuable plant 
does require the best mix and a little more spent 
on the right mix will pay handsome dividends. 
Materials such as pine bark, tan bark, jarrah or 
red gum chips or saw dust, tree fern trunk, 
peanut shells, rice or wheat hulls, fern leaf, 
beech leaf, ti-tree leaf, or any other hard leaf and 
the addition of coarse washed sand, all make a 
suitable potting medium. They should be mixed 
together in proportions such as: 


2 parts bark or alternative 

1 part rice hulls or alternative 

1 part peanut shell or alternative 

3 parts washed, coarse sand or alternative. 

This type of mix allows frequent watering and 
yet drains freely leaving the mix moist but never 
wet or soggy, most essential for outdoor growing 
during the wet winter months. 


2. Type of container. Originally we all used 
terracotta pots. These were heavy, had poor 
drainage for orchids and took up valuable 
storage space. The evaporation through the 
walls of the pots meant they could be up to 5 to 6 
degrees cooler than plastic pots and their cost, 
which today is important, is way above the price 
for the equivalent size in plastic. Wooden tubs, 
steel drums, wire baskets, cement pots, and 
ground beds have all been used in the past, but, 
with the introduction of the plastic pot great 
changes have occurred and today most commer- 
cial growers use soft, black, plastic pots. Black 
plastic pots are up to six to eight degrees warmer 
during the night than most other containers and 
will keep the mix moist as there isno evaporation 
through the sides of the pots. They are also 


available in a wide range of sizes and shapes and 
of course the selection of vents around the base 
ensures adequate drainage. They also eliminate 
the requirement of crocking pots and this allows 
the grower to utilise the entire volume of the pot 
for mixture and root growth. It is wise to 
standardise the type of container used on the 
entire collection as this will give uniform results, 
and the plants will need: similar growing 
conditions and requirements such as water, air 
movement, light, etc. 

3. Growing position. Cymbidiums can be 
successfully grown out of doors providing the 
position is subjected to filtered, broken light for a 
maximum number of daylight hours. Suitable 
positions are under citrus trees, silver birch, the 
spreading arms of fruit trees or among other light 
leafed shrubs. Front verandahs or porches open 
to the air, in shade houses, ferneries, glassed in 
sun porches, or of course, small home glass 
houses are suitable. Orchids are not however 
good indoor subjects where the warm dry 
atmosphere of the home is not desirable as there 
is a lack of light, and draughts which occur 
between a house and a near fence are also to be 
avoided. A very simple shelter can be 
constructed using water pipe or timber and 
covering the top and sides with a shade cloth 
which gives between 32% and 50% shade. 
Cymbidiums grown under this type of covering 
are not likely to suffer leaf burn and are sure to 
receive sufficient light to set flower spikes, of 
course a solid overhead ‘covering such as glass, 
fibreglass, plastic or some of the newly 
introduced materials will provide even better 
growing conditions and consequently better 
results. 

4. Light. This is a most important factor 
especially for the flowering of cymbidiums, for 
correct quantities of light are necessary to ripen 
new growths and start flower bud initiation. 
Filtered, broken light through the summer 
months will usually do the trick, but from April 
on your plants will require more light as the sun 
gets lower in the northern'sky. During winter the 
orchids will stand full sunlight without fear of 
damage, but as spring approaches, light shade or 
filtered light conditions are necessary once 
again. If a cymbidium were placed out in full 
light during winter it is possible to grow it in that 
position right throughout the year. However, its 
foliage will turn yellow or straw like, it may even 
burn on the most exposed leaf area and will 
usually flower due to excess light. Far better 
results are to be achieved if light conditions are 
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altered to suit the change in seasons. Always 
remember more light demands more plant food 
and more water. 

5. Water. Cymbidiums should rAkgweny be 
moist and never allowed to dry right out. If dried 
right out the root tip will seal off and it takes quite 
a long time for these tips to start growing again 
after the next watering. Outdoor growing plants 

-will be subject to rain, however the rule still 
applies, never let the plant become completely 
dry. A watering program should be as follows: 

Summer, Dec., Jan., Feb. Every day. 

Autumn, March, April, May. Every 2nd or 3rd day. 
Winter. June, July, Aug. Once a week. 

Spring. Sept., Oct., Nov. Every 3rd or 2nd day. 

This program applies providing a good, open, 
well drained mix is used. Of course in the cold 
winter months always water in the morning as 

' this allows the full day for the plant to drain and 
shed excess water. If in doubt during this period 
DON’T WATER, leave it for another day. Always 
water over the foliage as this keeps dust and dirt 
off the leaf area and also allows the plant to take 
in moisture through the leaf if required. Water is 
essential for plant growth as all plant food taken 
up by plant roots must be in solution, that is 
dissolved in water. 

6. Air movement. Again an essential part of 
successful plant growth can help cut down 
fungal and _ bacterial problems whose 
establishment is restricted in moving air. 
Outdoors you have no problems, for your plants 
will be subjected to natural air movement which 

_ will greatly assist their growth, providing they 

are not in a draughty position. Draughts can be 
caused between closely built buildings, a house 


and a side fence, or a roofed in area with open ' 


ends such as a carport or outdoor living area. In 
such cases end walls made of fibro cement 
sheeting and shade cloth can be utilised to break 
the draught, thus greatly . assisting plant 
growth. In enclosed areas the installation ofa fan 
running 24 hours of the day will give beneficial 
air movement. The air surrounding growing 
orchids must be moist and for this reason 
orchids are not good indoor subjects due to the 
fact that most homes have some form of heating 
during the winter which provides the home with 
warm, dry air resulting in poor orchid growth. 
This is often the cause of immature flower buds 
yellowing and dropping, referred to as 
premature bud drop and it often occurs amongst 
_ the early flowering varieties. 

7. Feeding and fertilisers. This is without 
doubt the most controversial area of orchid 
growing, and experienced growers achieve 
successful flowering using different methods. 
There are however, a number of points which 
the average grower may not be aware of. If you 
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ask a fertiliser manufacturer, “How much 
fertiliser should I give my plant?” he will no 
doubt recommend the maximum amount per 
plant. If you ask an average grower, he may tell 
you to cut down the amount by half but alternate 
from one type to another at each regular feeding. 
If you ask a commercial grower he will no doubt 
describe an entirely different programme which 
has proved successful to his conditions over a 
long period of practical experience. Of course 
the one to ask, who really knows the answers 
always remain silent, the cymbidium itself. It 
does, however, tell us in other ways by the colour 
of its leaves, the texture of them, the uprightness, 
or drooping pendulus position of the leaves, the 


colour of the roots, their vigour or lack of it eat 


lastly its flowering habit. 

All potted plants require feeding and they can 
only take up this food in solution through their 
roots. They must have a balanced food containing 
all the necessary plant food and small quantities of 
trace elements. Most solid or liquid fertilisers 
contain these ingredients and if used at low 
strength regularly, good results should follow. 
However, with the introduction of the long 
lasting, slow release fertilisers the orchid grower 
has the opportunity of dispensing with much of 
the laborious regular feeding programs. Most 
last for at least six months, requiring only two” 
applications every 12 months, and other brands 
last for 12 months, requiring only one application 
each year. Having tested and used one of these 
fertilisers over the past 15 years our standard 
procedure at the nursery is to use 2kg of Magamp - 
per cubic metre of mix, equivalent to one 
teaspoon per 8” (20cm) pot. After potting, an 
orchid receives another teaspoon per 8” pot 
every six months thereafter until repotted into 
new mix in approximately two years. The golden 
rule, ‘Little and Often’, or ‘Slow Release 
Sparingly’. DON’T OVERFEED, stop nitrogenous 
feeding approximately November, before flower 
bud initiation or you will get new leaf growth 
rather than flower spikes. 

8. Pests. Like most garden plants, orchids are 
subject to pest infection such as scale, aphis, 
thrip, red spider, caterpillar, slaters, earwigs, 
slugs, snails, ant, leaf spot, die back and fungal or 
bacterial attack. Normal precautions with 
preventative sprays or baits are advised and 
regular inspection of leaves, bulbs, pots, etc, will 


_alert you before too much damage has been’ 


done. Cover sprays or horticultural white oil and 
Clensel keep insects at bay, a good fungicide will 
control leaf spots and die back and modern baits 
are very effective against slugs and snails. On 
some occasions mice or rats will attack orchid 
bulbs and flower spikes, so be on the lookout for 
this kind of pest also. The worst diseases that 
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affect orchids are virus diseases for which there 
is as yet no known cure. Symptoms are seen in 
new, young growth as pale cream or yellow 
spotting or barred patches and if consistent on 
both the upper and lower surfaces of a leaf, virus 
must be suspected. Some virus shows as black 
patches or black streaks on older leaves and 
again if on both sides of the leaf could indicate 
virus. If in doubt seek professional help to 
positively identify and if it is a virus then burning 
is the only safe way to dispose of the plants, as all 
virus diseases will spread from one plant to 
another, thus ruining a valuable collection. 

9. Propagation. Cymbidiums can very easily 
be propagated, and the home gardener can 
firstly do this by division. When a cymbidium 
plant builds up to about-six bulbs, it can be 
divided into two divisions of three bulbs each, 
and potted separately. If there are any backbulbs 
(leafless bulbs) these should be removed from 
the forward green part of the plant as the roots on 
the backbulbs will be dead and of no further use 
to the leading part. After removal the backbulb 
can be propagated be removing all the dead leaf 
husks, cutting off all the dead roots and placing it 
in a plastic bag with a small amount of moist, live 
sphagnum moss and tie the top. When the bulb 
shoots and the growth reaches 8-10cm in length 
and new roots appear at the base of this growth 
you can remove it from its bag and pot it in the 
normal manner in cymbidium mix. The correct 
time to repot, divide, or propagate is 
immediately after flowering. With small plants 
or large plants which don’t flower, you can 
handle them in August, thus giving them a full 
growing season to re-establish and hopefully 
flower the following year. 

Orchid nurseries propagate cymbidiums from 
seed, always endeavouring to produce new 
colours, larger, better shaped flowers with 
increased numbers on the stems and other 
desirable features not already available. This 
usually requires a laboratory fitted with special 
equipment to handle flasks in a sterile condition. 
Once new varieties are produced by seed and 
have either gained awards or have colour 
appeal assuring them as successful collector's 
items they are subjected to plant multiplication 
by a relatively new method called plant tissue 
culture, microscopic plant propagation or 
meristem multiplication. This again is a process 
requiring laboratory facilities and allows the 
nursery to produce anything up to 1,000 plantlets 
from one small piece of tissue within 12 months. 

10. Available stock. Cymbidiums are now 
available in a wide range of varieties from 
Miniature Cymbidiums, Polymins, Novelties 
through to Standard types. Their flowering 
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period now extends from May (miniatures and 
early standards) through to November (late stan- 
dards) and covers a full range of colours from 
white, green, yellow, gold, orange, pink, red, 
mauve, purple, pastels and of course all varieties 
of polychrome, a combination of three or more 
colours blended together only as nature can. The 
lip markings which often enhance and can be the 
most spectacular part of the flower also come in 
a wide range of shapes and shades ranging from 
orange through crimson to maroon and almost 
black in some cases. Now with the ease of rapid 
multiplication of the newest awarded stock, it is 
possible for the average orchid enthusiast or 
home gardener to obtain the newest and finest 
varieties at a reasonable cost. New varieties are 
just as easy to grow as the old varieties and when 
in flower the newer variety will give added 
pleasure with its bigger, more colourtul, fuller 
flowers. Newer varieties are also more valuable 
and are a better subject forexchange among your 
friends, who no doubt have different varieties to 
your own. 

Orchids are easy to grow out of doors and their 
mystique and unique beauty will bring gasps of 
exclamation from your friends’ during the 
flowering season. 

Try a few cymbidiums and thus add a little bit 
of glamour to your horticultural endeavours and 
by following basic requirements they will 
reward you each spring. ;

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Preview of the Durban Conference

In September, 1981, the Tenth World Orchid 
Conference will be held in Durban, South Africa. 
To spread the word to orchid growers around 
the world the Working Committee of the Confer- 
ence invited a group of people from several 
countries to visit South Africa in September, 
1979, for a familiarisation tour. This included a 
visit to the S.A. Orchid Conference at Pretoria. 

The Australian Orchid Council received an 
invitation for two Australians to join the party 
and Jim Mackinney and! were asked to attend on 
behalf of the Council. Participants included 
growers from England, West Germany, America, 
Hawaii and Australia. 

Arriving at Jan Smuts Airport, Johannesburg, 
in the middle of the night Jim and I were met by 
two members of the Working Committee and 
driven to our hotel in Pretoria, “The Jacaranda 
City”. The next few days were spent at the 
Conference and Conference Show, and also in 
sightseeing around this historically interesting 
city which is the administrative capital of the 
Union of South Africa. The city has many fine 
buildings and gardens and we visited one of 
several private wild animal parks. 

Papers were read at the Conference by several 
South African and overseas speakers. The wide 
variety of orchid subjects and their effective 
presentation was truly an indication of the high 
standards aimed for in 1981. 

After the Pretoria Conference our party was 
flown from Jan Smuts Airport to Kruger National 
Park, the enormous Game Reserve to the north- 
east of Johannesburg. This is one of a number of 
game reserves in South Africa where visitors 
travel by bus or. mini-bus along roads through 
wild, unspoiled country. At any moment you 
may see elephants, giraffes, buffalos, zebras, 
antelopes, rhinos, wildebeestes and numerous 
other wild species. We saw all those named — 
and more. The driver stopped to enable close-up 
looks and opportunities for photography. 

But you don’t get out! Who knows there might 
be a lion behind that bush so no risks are taken 
with the passengers’ safety. 


After staying two nights at one of the comfort- * 


able camps in Kruger we flew back to Jan Smuts 
Airport where we changed planes and went on 
to Durban. This is South Africa’s third largest city 
and its busiest port. Its splendid beaches make it 
popular with holiday-makers. The latitude is 
approximately that of Gratton and the country- 
side is largely devoted to sugar cane. 

Two beautiful hotels stand side by side tacing 


the Indian Ocean. The Elangeni will be the 
official Conference Headquarters, and the 
Moharani will also provide accommodation for 
conference registrants. ; 

In the Elangeni the group met the Executive of 
the Working Committee and convenors of sub- 
committees to discuss plans for the Conference. 
Even though the Tenth World Orchid Conference 
was then two years away the great enthusiasm of 
these organisers was very evident to us. 

For two days we toured Durban and its environs, 
including the delightful Botanic Garden and 
Amanzimyama, the headquarters of the Sugar 
Association. Members of the group were enter- 
tained by local orchid growers in their homes. 

On our last night in Durban the Natal Orchid 
Society entertained us at dinner in the Elangeni. 

Then it was a flight to Capetown and a trip by 
cable ‘car to the top of Table Mountain with 
beautiful views of the city and coastline. By bus 
then into the nearby mountains which divide the 
coastal area from the inland. This range set a 
similar problem in Capetown’s history to that 
provided in reaching the inland by the Blue 
Mountains west of Sydney. Now there is a good 
but often winding road which took us to Worcester 
Botanic Gardens, and to an area rich in native 
terrestrial orchids. 

At the famous Kirstenbosch Botanic Gardens 
we saw a show of Proteaceae and other South 
African native plants, many of them massed in 
brilliant displays of flowers. Add to all this a 


_barbecue at Frieda Ducker’s farm and a dinner at 


the home of Professor Schelpe and there was 
never a dull moment for us in Capetown. 

Then we were whisked back to Johannesburg 
for a farewell dinner hosted by the Transvaal 
Orchid Society. Next morning saw a reluctant 
farewell to South Africa and the friendly people 
we had met. 

Next year it could be your turn to enjoy such 
wonderful scenes and hospitality. The Australian 
Orchid Council and the Orchid Society of N.S.W. 
are each organising tours to the Tenth World 
Orchid Conference at Durban in September, 
1981. It is intended that the O.S. of N.S.W. tour 
will return through South America. 

After visiting the areas to be seen by Tenth 


_ W.O.C. registrants and meeting the friendly 


orchid people there, after discussing plants with 
the Working Committee and hearing what they 
intend to do, I have no doubt this will be a 
Conference no one should miss if the trip is at all 
possible. Join with us in Durban in September 1981.

Other than for purely award judging purposes 
the appreciation of any orchid is a subjective 
assessment — some of the cattleya ‘splash-petal’ 
flowers (most of which seem to have C. 
intermedia, C. amethystoglossum or their hybrid 
C. Interglossa in their background) appeal to me 
very greatly; the majority, I fear, once the novelty 
has worn off ‘turn me off; but then they all 
appeal to very many good growers and orchid 
judges. I think the same reaction would 
undoubtedly apply to the ‘splash-petal’ (for want 
of a better term) cymbidiums. One can have too 
much of a good thing and the intermingling of 
colours has to be an amalgam ofa bold approach 
but delicate execution — it is something which, 
like size for size sake, can be so easily overdone 
when the end result tends to coarseness rather 
than an attractive delicacy. — 

IS BIGGER BETTER? 

If I were to make a personal observation on the 
trends in cym. breeding as I saw it in the West 
Coast of USA last March, the main impression I 
got was of “bigger is better’; so much so that I 
fear I may have raised a few hackles by asking if 
the CSA had thought of putting an upper limit to 
the size of cyms for the purpose of judging. But 
then again, my sympathies are always with the 
poor judges! 

However, to return to the ‘splash-petals’. I have 
worked out their parentage to the species level 
but, lacking the practical background of 
breeding this did not lead me anywhere that I 
could follow further. What I did notice was that 
Cym. Pauwelsii, C. Dryad, C. Doris Aurea and 
good old C. Carisona kept popping up, and 
seemed to form between them a sort of common 
denominator. One would have to assume that 
the four I photographed must have been 
remakes and genetic aberrants to boot. If they 
had appeared in the original crosses they may 
well have been just tossed out, even as skew- or 
pie-bald foals used to be done away with at birth 
as “worthless” or “wrong”. Like grey 
bloodhorses, they now seem to be acquiring a 
premium value! 

One clone worthy of mention is Cym. Dr. 
Pepper ‘Plush’ (Doris Aurea x October) illustrated 
in the Orchid Advocate March/April 1979 p. 57, 
made orginally by Gallup and Stribling and 
marketed by Paul Gripp. Possibly for lack of 
general aesthetic appeal the ‘splash-petal’ type 
may always remain a curiosity. 

One has to ask oneself several questions about 
them — can they be bred as such, i.e. genetically 
fixed; will they remain ‘true’ in propagation by

mericloning or revert to the general colouration 
of the grex; and will they, as breeders, transmit 
their colour characteristics in an acceptable 
fashion? To all these questions the answer at the 
moment, and it is early days, would seem to be 


“we don’t know” — which doesn’t mean we 
shouldn’t try to find out, even though the 
exercise eventually proves useless in 


commercial terms. 

I believe that there is a challenge here which 
deserves taking up — somewhere there have to 
be plants of Pauwelsii ‘Comte de Hemptinne’ 
(probably), Dryad, Doris Aurea (both unknown 
varieties), and I have a plant of Carisona 
‘Glendessary’ about to flower. - 

In conclusion may I revert to my previous 
statement of ‘bold but delicate’. Of those that I 
saw and photographed the boldest, and to my 
mind the most appealing by far, was Prince 
Charles ‘Carnival’. The actual colours of the 
flowers were slightly darker and more contrasty 
than the transparency showed — (one very good 
reason, by the way, why the Orchid Committee of 
the RHS will have nothing to do with colour 
photography ‘in recording their awarded clones 
but stick to hand painted reproductions; it’s not 
just another example of old-fashioned Pommy 
perverseness, but sound commonsense!). In any 
company ‘Carnival’ was an eye-catcher, and 


‘would grace any collection. 


I believe that a certain proportion of any 
crossing which remakes Sleeping Beauty will be 
coloured, or at least not ‘con-color; the 
particular type of marking on the illustrated 
clone we were told was due to ‘coloric change’ — 
a term which is new to me and which I have not 
been able to substantiate from other sources; 
maybe someone could explain the nature of this 
particular phenomenon.

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SPLASH COLOURS IN CYMBIDIUMS 


RONALD KERR 


During a visit to the shows and orchid 
nurseries of the United States west coast early 
this year Dr. John Binnie was attracted by the 
aberrant colours of the cymbidiums featured on 
the centre pages. He realised that here was 
potential for a new dimension in cymbidium 
development. Stripes, spots and splash tepals 
can embellish the cymbidium flower as the 
photos taken by Dr. Binnie show. There are a few 
of these aberrants about, one of the most 
famous being the Cymbidium Mavoureen 
‘Jester’ gracing the front cover. 

But considering the millions of seedlings 
raised in the last 100 years, it is surprising that 
there are not more of these colour forms. It 
would seem that no one has set out deliberately to 
breed them. Such plants are apparently sheer 
genetic accidents because examinations of their 
pedigrees shows that they are in breeding lines 
planned for shape and normal colours. 

C. Mavoureen is a cross registered by Mrs. E. 
W. Menninger of Greenoaks, California in 1961. 
The same cross was made by McBeans and 
‘Jester’ came from this remake. It was awarded 
an AM/RHS in 1970 and is now in the collection. of 
Mr. Eric Young, on Island of Jersey. It is eight 
generations from its species forebears and 
consequently is quite complicated genetically. 

‘Jester’ has been used as a parent but seedlings 
have produced normal flowers. 

The. C. 
apparently an American remake and the clone 
illustrated shows no evidence of the pure-colour 
factor. Can it be that the anthocyanin 
pigmentation has been channelled into streaks 
by pure-colour genes? Has this streaking factor 
appeared in other clones in makings of this 
cross? Those who have experienced such 
aberrants are invited to comment. 

C. Prince Charles is a cross of C. Balkis and C. 
Paulwelsii. The former is from a famous 
breeding line and several clones of it have been 
natural polyploids and worthy stud plants. C. 
Pauwelsii is a first generation cross registered in 
1911. Its parents are the species C. insigne and C. 
lowianum. 

Thus C. Prince Charles is complicated 
genetically only on one side of its pedigree and 
therefore may be a guide to the genetic 
influences producing such aberrants. 

The C. Via Princess Solana is a clone from a 
cross registered in 1978 by Gallup and Stribling: 
Breeding goes back seven generations from the 
parents C. Princess Rita and C. Solana Beach. 


. 


Sleeping Beauty illustrated is 


C. Eastern Hill is a cross of C. Vieux Rose and C. 
Carisona. The scion pictured has been given the 
apt varietal epithet ‘San-Bar Streaker’. Although 
this cross was registered by Mr. H. R. Martin, of 
McBean’s Australia, in 1978, it is not known if 
this clone is from the same mating. From the 
parentage it is plain that the crossing was made 
with pink to red colouring in mind. 

South Pacific Orchids Ltd. of Napier, New 
Zealand, have meristemmed another of these 
streaked cymbidiums. It is C. Robin ‘Freckles’ 
and is pictured in their advertisement on the 
inside back cover of the December, 1979 “A.O.R.” 
The flowers are large and shapely, about twelve 
to the stem, with streaks or freckles in red-brown 
on a green ground. It looks very attractive. 

C. Robin was registered as a cross in 1963 and 
the writer does not know whether ‘Freckles’ is 
from the original Rod McLellan cross or a 
remake. This’cross also has a complicated line- 
age, extending back seven generations on the C. 
Khyber Pass side, and six with the other parent C. 
Doris Aurea. Both parents are strongly marked 
with more than a hint of striping. 

Another such aberrant, and one which has 
been freely available in Australia for some time 
as a mericlone, is C. Cleo’s Melody ‘Freak Out’. It 
comes from Adelaide Orchids and has been 
pictured in their recent catalogues. The flower is 
large and of heavy substance with ten to twelve 
per stem. Markings on the two lower sepals are 


dramatic, matching the red and yellow of the lip ~ 


on acream ground, causing it to stand out among 
massed flowers. Adelaide Orchids are using it as 
a parent and it will be interesting to see the result 
in about two years’ time. 

Also available and an attractive talking point in 
any collection is C. Butterfly ‘Dillabirra’. This has 
been mericloned by both Wondabah and 
Adelaide Orchids. It is a bright yellow with red 
markings on the petals. An illustration appears in 
the 1980 Adelaide Orchids catalogue. 

C. Butterfly is an old cross and the least 
complicated of those described here. It was 
registered by that famous orchidist Sir George 
Holford in 1915, the parents being C. insigne and 
C. Lowi-grandiflorum. Thus it is 50% C. insigne, 
25% C. lowianum and 25% C. grandiflorum. 

Wondabah acquired it from Mr. John Dilling, 
who in turn acquired it from the estate of the late 
Mr. Alf Perry. Wondabah sold mericlones of it 
and have also crossed it with an aberrant from 
their cross C. Wondah. Because it is an

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The late Alf Perry was a wonderful old grower 
and nurseryman and it is probable that his plant 
came from the original cross. Sir George’s head 
grower was the famous Mr. H. G. Alexander who 
established his own nursery based on the 
Holford collection and is recognised as the most 
influential of cymbidium hybridisers. 


IS THERE A POTENTIAL? 

It is a fundamental biological fact that in any 
large population a small number of mutants and 
aberrants will occur. Many such departures from 
the norm will not be worth propagating — but a 
few will be. The latter will be those with 
characteristics which are appealing enough for 
people to pay to possess them. 

If propagation is desirable then to what 
extent is it possible? Obviously vegetative 
propagation, including meristemming, works. 
This has been done with C. Cleo’s Melody ‘Freak 
Out’, C. Robin ‘Freckles’, and C. Butterfly 
“Dillabirra’. 

As already pointed out none of the streak 
petalled clones mentioned here appear to have 
been achieved by selective breeding. At least 
three have been used as parents. Of these only 
progeny of C. Mavoureen ‘Jester’ have flowered 
and none of them has inherited the markings of 
the parent. 

Thus there is a question mark over whether 
the splash colours, stripes and spots can be 
developed into a new strain of interest to the 
hobbyist and florist? The challenge is there and it 
will undoubtedly have rewards for success. 

It is a question of genetic factors and of patient, 
knowledgeable breeding programmes. But 
breeders must first establish what is feasible and 
this can only be foreshadowed here. : 

The biological definition of a mutant is that it is 
a sudden inheritable change in genetic structure 
induced by some external influences. Cosmic 
particles penetrating seeds or pollen are 
believed to be a factor in this biological chance, 
and it is known to be a major factor in 
evolutionary change. Scientists have induced it in 
seeds by such devices as bombarding them with 
x-rays or,atomic radiation, or by using chemicals 
such as colchicine. 

Seedlings from the clone C. Mavoureen ‘Jester’ 
have flowered without showing the abnormal 
features of their illustrious parent. Thus it does 
not meet the biological definition of a mutant 
and must therefore be classed as an aberrant. 
Seedlings from C. Cleo’s Melody and C. Butterfly 
are two or three years from flowering but it is 
probable that they are aberrants rather than 
mutants. 

The crossing of two aberrants such as C. 
Butterfly ‘Dillabirra’ and C. Wondah ‘Westmark’ 
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could provide:the necessary trigger to ensure 
inheritance, particularly if one or both are 4N 
polyploids. Artificially induced polyploidy in an 
aberrant might also be a triggering factor, as 
could subjection to irradiation. 

In cattleya hybridising the use of the splash- 
petal parent Cattleya intermedia var. acquinit 
has produced some interesting progeny. The 
true splash ‘petal is really an evolutionary 
reversion in that the genes influencing petals are 
trying to conform to the labellum which is really 
a modified third petal. By this analogy perhaps 
the hybridiser needs to go back to an abnormal 
form of cymbidium species? Which species? 

Of the eight aberrants examined here all have 
only three species in common, namely C. 
insigne, C. lowianum and C. eburneum, the latter 
including a.small infusion of its variety parishii 
‘Sanderae’ in all except C. Butterfly. The other 
seven have only minor infusions of other species, 
also G. Alexanderi has been influential in their 
breeding lines. The ratio of C. insigne 
inheritance among these eight ranges from 27% 
to 50%. Perhaps finding an aberrant C. insigne 
might be a start in such a breeding programme. 

Selfing is an often used way of establishing a 
required genetic factor, and would be worth 
trying. It can be carried further by breeding 
selected progeny back to a parent. 

One other possible start might be by breeding 
for stripe effects. Mr. Kevin McFarlane of Cairns 
has done this successfully with dendrobiums. 
Mr. Hugo Freed started a new strain of 
phalaenopsis in this way. 

Breeding for striping has the advantage that it 
conforms to the parallel veination of the tepals. 
Further it is already apparent to some extent in 
many famous clones as a perusal of colour 
catalogues and orchid magazines will show. 
With deliberate breeding for stripes some with 
broken lines and spots will emerge and the best 
of these may be the appealing novelties we 
would like to see — and have. 

There must be quite a number of interesting 
aberrants at present which if not “blushing 
unseen upon the desert air’ are doing so upon a 
very limited audience. Owners might consider 
having them meristemmed or discussing their 
potential with a hybridiser. 

Perhaps you have some opinions on the merits 
or otherwise of splash, ‘striped, and spotted 
tepals as a distinct cymbidium type. Your 
experience and ideas will be welcomed for 
publication. 

The examples shown here indicate there 
could be all kinds of fascinating possibilities. In 
achieving them possibly the main ingredient is a 
hybridist with know-how and determination.

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The Glass Flowers 


The Ware Collection in the Botanical Museum of Harvard University, Cambridge, Massachusetts, U.S.A. 


JOAN BURKE 


I wonder how many readers know of the 
existence of the Glass Flowers Collection and if 
they do, the story which lies behind the 
collection. 

Some years ago while reading an orchid 
magazine I came across an article mentioning 
the Glass Flowers and stating that booklets and 
colour cards were available from the Museum. 

I subsequently bought the booklets and cards 
and was delighted with them. To look at the cards 
and illustrations and realise that the plants and 
flowers have been lovingly and painstakingly 
reproduced in glass is almost beyond belief. The 
booklets explain the origin of the flowers and 
how they were made. 

The origin of the Ware Collection dates back to 
1886 when serious thought was being given to 
the nature of the exhibits which would be in the 
new Botanical Museum building. 

After viewing glass models of jelly fish and 
other marine animals at the Museum of Com- 
parative Zoology, Professor George Lincoln 
Goodale who had planned the Botanical 
Museum and also raised a large part of the 
money necessary for construction, thought glass 
might be the desired medium. So he approached 
the makers, Leopold and Rudolph Blaschka, near 
Dresden in Germany. 

Leopold Blaschka had more than twenty years 
earlier prepared about sixty models of orchids 
for H. G. Reichenbach, the famour orchidologist, 


Unfortunately this collection was destroyed ina ‘ 


fire in 1868 in the museum at Leige. 

Eventually samples were produced in 1887 
and forwarded to the United States, not without 
damage though, but Professor Goodale was still 
able to put his plans to friends of the Museum 
urging financial support. A Mrs. Elizabeth C. 
Ware and her daughter, Miss Mary Ware, 
authorised preliminary work at their own 
expense and then afterwards agreed to continue 
the needed financial support. 

The collection of several thousand models is 
the work of two men without the aid of an 
assistant or apprentice, and in its entirety is a gift 
to Harvard University from the two ladies as a 
memorial to Dr. Charles Eliot Ware of the Class of 
1834. 

Records at the Museum show that in the 
course of a year as many as 200,000 visitors have 
come to view it, and the collection is regularly 
used for the study of botany by Hanelans of 
colleges in the Boston area. 


Whilst the glass-models of marine forms can 
be found in a large number of museums, the 
glass-models of plants and flowers are only in the 
Botanical Museum of Harvard University. 

On my cards the subjects range through fruits, 
cacti, water lily, blossoms, tropical fruits and 
orchids. 

But don’t take my word for it. I would hope this 
article has made you curious to know the full 
story of the Blaschkas and their exquisite work. 

If so, I feel sure the Botanical Museum of 
Harvard University (Publications Department) 
will be only too happy to forward you particulars 
of prices, etc., for the booklets and cards. The 
cost is minimal and the outlay of the few dollars 
necessary will give you untold pleasure for many 
year to come, as it does for me.

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Some notes on Dendrobium sp. ‘Talasea’ 
G. HERMON SLADE 


One of the important sections of the genus 
Dendrobium in the islands centering around 
New Guinea is CERATOBIUM. The group derive 
their sectional name from the fact that all of them 
have more or less horned petals, usually twisted 
and undulated; the sepals are also twisted and 
spiralled but do not stand out like the horns 
made by the petals. New Guinea is the centre of 
the swarm of ceratobiums that make up a score 
or more of valid species and the many varieties of 
them. In the Australian area of northern coastal 
Queensland, especially the Barrier Reef islands, 
we have great quantities of one of them, 
Dendrobium discolor. 

In New Britain, one of the islands east of 
mainland New Guinea, there are some very 
distinctive and lovely species. It is firstly worth 
noting however, that some of the species, 
especially Dendrobium lineale, formerly known 
as Den. veratrifolium, have a wide range and 
have many varietal forms. Some of these are the 
subject of special mention in Andree Millar’s book 
Orchids of Papua New Guinea. They are found in 
many areas and islands, and it is noteworthy that 
the form varies from place to place, but with the 
local race well defined within a particular 
region. For instance, the Bougainville form is 
instantly recognisable from the ones around the 
north western part of New Guinea such as those 
around Vanimo and the Sepik area. They flower 
at times that are several months different from 
their counterparts from other regions, despite 
the fact that they often flower twice or more a 
year. Each does so at its own characteristic 
period. In a collection of such regional ones, they 
flower always at their own particular time. They 
are all very long-lived in bloom and with a good 
collection of them, there is nearly always one of 
them making a grand display. 

Of all the Ceratobiums, there are two out- 
standing ones, D. lasianthera — formerly D. 
ostrinoglossum, and Dendrobium sp. ‘Talasea’. 


It is really remarkable that the species known as ~ 


D. ‘Talasea’ should not have an accepted species 
‘name. For a long time, much has been done to 
endeavour to have this problem rectified, as 
among other things, D. ‘Talasea’ has been used 
with excellent effect in making hybrids, some of 
which have won awards, yet the hybrids’ names 
cannot be registered without species’ parents 
being scientifically named. 

A very Closely related Ceratobium has recently 
been named by Dr. Phillip Cribb of Kew 
Herbarium as Dendrobium helix. This species 
which comes from another part of New Britain, 


especially around the town of Pomio, has for 


‘years been nicknamed D. ‘Pomio Brown’ or D. 


’Corkscrew’. It has very attractively twisted 
petals, recognised in its new specific name helix. 

The colour and appearance of Dendrobium 
Talasea is instantly distinguishable from that of 
D. helix, but at this juncture, Dr. Cribb requires 
more living plant material to enable him to 
determine if Talasea and Pomio are two distinct 
species or are the one species, Den. helix, in 
two varietal forms. The result will become 
known in time, as plant material has been sent to 
Kew; but through a strike at Heathrow, the 
specimen was held up for over a month and the 
blooms had withered; the plant itself will need 
time to be recovered and strong enough to bloom 
again. Meanwhile we must wait. . . 

Horticulturally, Dendrobium Talasea is really 
outstanding and is easily the best of all the 
Ceratobiums according to the late F. R. McKillop 
who did much collecting of varieties of Talasea 
and of Pomio. I completely agree with his 
assessment of the perfection of the flower and of 
the whole inflorescence. Andree Millar adds her 
praise in her book under the name ‘Pomio 
Brown’. Of all the varieties that have been 
collected and grown in collections, the variety 
known as D. Talasea ‘Lime Yellow’ is probably 
the most attractive. Its blooms are as shapely as 
the very best related forms and are of the purest 
lime yellow colour in the tepals, which crown 
the attractive labellum of a lovely slate-blue 
colour surrounded by an edging of yellow like 
the tepals, but of more intense chrome yellow. 

When I visited my collection in Port Moresby 
recently, to my delight there were two fine seed 
pods on the D. Talasea ‘Lime Yellow’; these I have 
collected and have sent to the seed bank of the 
Australian Orchid Foundation. It is a fine orchid 
to raise and to spread among orchid lovers; the 
plants that were in my Moresby garden were all 
raised from seed and were incidentally, far, far 
more amenable to cultivation than their, parent 
plant taken from the wild. Born and bred in 
cultivation seems to add ease to culture in many 
cases. I fully commend the orchid, raisable from 
seed from the seed bank, to growers far and wide 
in tropical coastal areas; it is a tall growing 
species suitable for outdoor culture on rocks and 
on trees in tropical gardens and collections. I 
have brought specimens here to Vila in the New 
Hebrides; they seem to be quite happy in their 
new abode and are growing well, but are still to 
bloom here.

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THEY’RE NOT EASY! 


A light-hearted look at the so-called ‘beginners’ orchids 


JOAN BURKE 


There are several orchids which are classed as 
beginners orchids, leaving aside our good old 
faithfuls the cymbidiums. 


I have in my own collection some of these so- 


called easy ones, and from my experience, and 
observations of other growers, just why they are 
called ‘beginners’ orchids is beyond my 
comprehension. 

I have Odontoglossum grande, Bifrenaria 
harrisoniae, Paphiopedilum insigne, Coelogyne 
cristata, Oncidiumi  sphacelatum and_ O. 
flexuosum. Of these, the easiest I have found to 

“grow successfully and flower has been 
Coelogyne cristata, which I grow in a basket 
hanging near the roof at the shady end of my 
second house. Also, one of my plants of 
Paphiopedilum insigne causes me no trouble at 
all, flowers regularly each year with at least five 
blooms on it, whilst another plant of the same 
species — but not the same clone — sits alongside 
the flowering one and absolutely refuses to show 
any sign of a bud! 

Maybe these ‘beginners’ orchids are so named 
because they’re pretty hard to kill, and can suffer 
‘all the indignities a new chum heaps on them. 

My foliage looks fine, but after all, we do grow 
orchids for the blooms, don’t we? If it was only 
foliage we wanted — let’s face it — I would take 
up growing aspidastras in quantity. 

A few years ago I coaxed my Bifrenaria 
harrisoniae to flower, once only though. At least 
that was an improvement on the previous 
owner's record. She had disposed of it after 12 
years of trying for a bloom! 

In desperation last year I divided my plant. 
Perhaps the shock to its system may cause it to 
bloom again? But, one blooming in about six 
years— well, really! 

Ihave seen a few splendid specimens of which 
the owners have said, “No trouble at all. Just 
grows with the cyms,” or words to that effect. I 
wish someone would tell that to my plant(s). 

On the other hand, I don’t dare break up my 
Coelogyne cristata — did that in my early orchid 
days with the thought “with two pieces, if I lose 
one, I’ve still got one” and nearly ended up with 
none. Both divisions sat and sulked for the better 
part of two years before they decided I’d learnt 
my lesson and maybe life with me wasn’t so bad 
after all. 

As for the others mentioned, I’m ready to give 
them a move about. Sometimes a move from one 


side of the giass house to the other or placing a 
plant higher — or lower — can do the trick. So 
after a season or so in the one position and a 
plantis still resisting your efforts to flower it, trya 
move. 

Of course, don’t move it around every few 
months just because it doesn’t respond, or you'll 
really have a crazy mixed up kid! Any plant 
always takes time to adjust and become 
acclimatised to a new position, but if you’ve 
struck lucky with the spot, it shouldn’t be too 
long before the orchid will start to show its 
appreciation. 

Another thing you could try, as I do, is to talk to 
your plants. All right! So your first instinct is to 
roll about in paroxysms of laughter at the 
thought of it, but just a minute and I’ll tell you 
something. 

In the early 1970s a book was published by 
Tompkins and Bird, titled The Secret Life of 
Plants, which makes for very interesting reading. 

In my own case I have found that plants do 
respond when attention is paid to them. I go 
through the houses, praising the ones which are 
showing an improvement and having a few 
words to say to the ones not doing so well. 
I remember well one cymbidium in particular 
which started off life for me as a gift of a back 
bulb. I had that particular plant for seven long 
years and it had still not thrown up a flowering 
spike. 

Looking at it one day I said, “Well, my beauty, if 
you don’t get a move on soon and start flowering 
it’s off to the incinerator with you.” I won't say 
that it fainted from the shock of what might be to 
come, but the very next flowering season I was 
rewarded for my threats. 

The realists will tell you that of course, the 
orchids MUST show an improvement if one goes 
along looking at their plants, bending over them 
to see just where there may be a new growth, 
and breathing all over the plants in the process. 
These folk say it’s not what you are saying, but 
the cold hard fact that during your talking you 
are breathing out carbon dioxide which will be 
lapped up greedily by the orchids. 

Anyhow, whether it is the talking or the more 
mundane thought it’s just your used breath 
which is having results, the main point is that — 


’ paying close attention to your plants does reap 


some benefits. 
We know that it is no cause for conjecture that

Mrs. B. Gready had grown it to a large 
three-stem plant, each stem carrying large well spaced 
white flowers. Champion novelty cymbidium was an 
unnamed cross = C. pumilum x Palomar. It had two 
upright stems of yellow-green flowers with brown 
overlay offset by a striking dark pink suffused labellum. 

Fine potfulls of Pterostylis baptistii and P. nana were 
first in their divisions, the former owned by L. and M: 
Nesbitt and the latter by John Seidel. 

A very wide range of genera for winter time was on 
display. Prominent among the prize winners were M.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


‘Orchids in Retrospect’—Oakes Ames 

Subtitled A Collection of Essays on the Orchidaceae, 
this is a book warranted to keep any orchid lover from 
letting the off-peak power load dropping too much in 
the small hours. 

Professor Oakes Ames wrote 390 papers on orchids. 
This book is what his Harvard colleagues regarded as 
his 14 best. They cover a wonderful breadth of 
orchidaceous lore, history, philosophy, evolution, the 
peculiarities of orchid morohology, the fascinating 
aspects of fertilisation, and symbiotic relationship 
with fungi. 

The first edition of this book was limited to 535 
copies. It was printed as a surprise gift by his Harvard 
friends to commemorate his 50 years at the university. 
These essays are timeless and their publication in a 
new edition by M. Coleman Enterprises Inc. is a real 
service to the orchid world.

— Blanche Ames 

In his foreword to Orchids in Retrospect Paul C. 
Mangelsdorf says of Blanche Ames “undoubtedly the 
foremost botanical artist of her time, has adorned and 
illuminated those pages of her husband’s books with 
superb illustrations in which botanical accuracy has 
been combined with a beauty of design and an artistry 
and craftsmanship of a rare order.” 

Most ‘of these drawings were originally in other 
publications, some were specially drawn for it. Few of 
them are horticultural subjects and those that are are 
rare in Australia, except perhaps for Encyclia 
tampensis (syn. Epi. tampense), Epi. cochleatum, and 
Onc. variegatum. 

All are drawn in line or imitation woodcut 
techniques and therefore lack the impact of colour. 
Thus the artistic skill and accuracy of the artist are the 
elements which give them aesthetic value. Mrs. Ames 
achieves this admirably. 

Thus the book gains value far beyond the bounds of 
Florida. A value not merely to the bibliophile, but 
particularly to the student of orchid botany and 
morphology.

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REBECCA NORTHEN’S NEW BOOK 


MINIATURE ORCHIDS 


Rebecca Northen needs no introduction. Her Home 
Orchid Growing is undoubtedly the best all round book 
on orchid growing. In this new book she has directed 
her attention to those seeking for novel and exciting 
plants to grow, and has underlined the fascination and 
beauty of the smallish kinds. 


Many of these can be grown indoors, on window 


sills, and under lights. Thus they have obvious interest 
to the increasing numbers of unit dwellers. This trend 
to growing small plants in small homes is already well 
advanced in some American cities. 

Mrs. Northen demonstrates the possibilities with a 
picture showing 20 miniature orchids in pots which fit 
on a tray 15 cm x 20 cm. 

The dividing line as to what constitutes a miniature 
orchid is a subjective judgment, but what is important 
is that the florescence and foliage display charm and 
distinction. Mrs. Rebecca Northen uses unnumerable 
illustrations in mono and colour to demonstrate these 
attributes. In some of these a thimble is used to convey 


size relativity, but most do not convey an idea of scale. © 


This minor weakness could be misleading to novice 
growers. 

Chapters cover the wild environment, culture and 
the genera in alphabetical form, and appropriate 
species within each genus also in alphabetical order. 
This, plus a detailed index, makes for easy reference. 


Within the huge range of mini orchids there are 


many with curious life styles and outlandish formats. 
Mrs. Northen touches frequently on these, often 
lovingly. Her language is delightfully free of obscure 
botanical terms, yet completely accurate. Her 
nomenclature conforms to modern concepts. 

A minor mishap is the picture of Obberonia japonica 
on Page 118 being on its side, but excellent layout and 
typography make for easy reading. The type size is 
right for the column width, and there is slight spacing 
between lines. Illustrations are sharp. 

In short there is every reason to expect that 
Miniature Orchids will be just as popular and useful as 
Home Orchid Growing. 

Highly recommended for all orchid growers, but 
don’t fail to tell your unit dwelling friends about it.

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Originally their publication was by advance 
subscription and those who fulfilled this commitment 
were entitled to be a little disappointed in the first 
volume. However, considering the difficulties suffered 
by the author, it was one of the achievements of the 
post-war years. The long wait between publication of 
the first and second volumes was marked by rising 
prices and an additional contribution to get No. 2 on the 
way. But when it eventually arrived it was in a much 
better format than No. 1. There was a gap of some three 
years from the original announcement and the final 
arrival of the second volume. As a matter of fact, 
according to the Indian postmark it took six months to 
reach me by registered post. 

The cataloguing and classification of the orchids is 
simple and precise, following established patterns, 
The illustrations, many in colour but most in black and 
white sketches accompanying the text, are 
comprehensive. But the colour reproduction does not 
do justice to the photography in many instances, with 
the second volume superior to the first in this regard. 
Both are printed on good medium quality paper. 

A fault common to most orchid literature is the 
apparent acceptance of light face italic type to 
distinguish the species when a black face italic could 
make them a lot clearer. However, the species are well 
keyed, their description in English short but lucid. This 
is followed by a footnote on district of origin, altitude at 
which the plants grow, a roman numeral and a black 
capital letter to indicate the climatic conditions and the 
type of potting material suitable for the species. 
Volume 1 alone has this reference, but both books are 
keyed to it. 

The books are well indexed, together with most 
synonyms and also a table of chromosome counts for 
many species and the authorities for these counts. It is 
most difficult to do what critics are supposed to do — 
that is find all sorts of things to complain about. But a 
most strange thing happened. The first orchid I looked 
for in Volume 2 was not listed. Dendrobium regium 
was discovered in Lower Hindustan about 1900 
according to the only reference I was able to find, the 
Gardeners’ Chronicle of 1901. But it would be a carping 
critic indeed who would hold that against what in all 
good judgment is almost a encyclopaedia on the Indian 
orchids, which is something my library shelf has been 
waiting for and doubtless many others, too. — J.N.R.

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NUTRITION OF CYMBIDIUM ORCHIDS 


D. G. NICHOLS

The nutrition of plants is concerned with the 
application of chemical elements which are 


essential to plant growth. Most of this is carried . 


out by the application of fertilisers, however, itis 
important to remember that three of the 
essential elements, viz. carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen are supplied from air and water. 
Therefore, a nutritional programme should also 
ensure that the plants receive a continuous 
supply of water and have good aeration of the 
roots. Extra carbon may also be obtained by 
enriching the atmosphere with carbon dioxide, 
although this is not yet common practice even 
though it has been shown to increase plant 
growth. 


FERTILISATION 


Fertilisation itself is concerned with the 


remaining essential nutrients. These are 
normally grouped into major and _ trace 
elements. 

Major elements: Nitrogen, phosphorus, 


potassium, calcium, magnesium, sulphur and 
iron. N.B. Iron is normally considered to be a 
trace element, however, it is listed as major here 
because it is supplied to contained plants in 
fairly large quantities. 

Trace: elements: Manganese, boron, copper, 
zinc and molybdenum. 


METHODS OF SUPPLYING FERTILISERS 


There are four main .ways of supplying 
fertilisers to container plants. These are: 

1. In the basic mixture. 

2. As a top dressing of solid fertiliser. 

3. As a liquid fertiliser. 

4. With a foliar spray. 


CURRENT PRACTICES 


Orchid growers use a variety of methods of 
feeding their plants. Some use quick releasing 
fertilisers in the basic mix but these are less 
efficient because they are quickly leached and in 
any case, orchids do not make very much early 
growth. Slow release fertilisers are usually used 
and these are often followed with liquid feeding 
and top dressing programmes. The number of 
permutations that can be derived is enormous 
considering the range of slow release fertilisers 
available today. 


SLOW RELEASE FERTILISERS 


Controlled release fertilisers are continually 
being developed and some have been discarded. 


























A.O.F. PROJECT 


The Directors of the Foundation have 
pleasure in presenting this report of 
work done on cymbidium orchids from 
September 1979 to July 1980. 

The Directors are grateful for the co- 
operation of the officers of the 
Department of Agriculture’s Horticul- 
tural Research Institute in conducting 
these controlled tests on cymbidiums. 

This report is the first of a series of 
various tests that will be planned after 
each stage has been assessed. 

The tests are intended to be of a 
continuous nature, and we trust that the 
results will provide information to 
cymbidium growers to assist in the 
management of their own collections. 

Eighty-five cymbidium mericlones are 
being subjected to a new series of tests 
from ist September 1980. 


The mains ones on the Australian market at 
present are as follows: 

Osmocote: This consists of fertilisers 
contained in a semipermeable capsule which 
allows the release of nutrients by diffusion. 

The release rate is dependent on the thickness 
of the coating and is also much affected by 
temperature. It is available with three release 
rates, 3-4 months, 8-9 months, and 12-14 months, 
and in slightly varying formulations of N, P. and 
K. 

Nutricote: Thisisa coated fertiliser similar to 
Osmocote and with the same potential for 
producing different formulations. At present 
there are two release rates, 4-5 months and 8-9 
months. : 

Organic: Well proven fertilisers such as hoof 
and horn and blood and bone are still available, 
but new blends have been developed. The 
Pannifex Company in particular has produced 
new products combining these organic 
fertilisers and adding other nutrients to give a 
complete fertiliser in one. 

Ureaformaldehyde: This is a comniplex 
organic salt with urea as a base. It supplies 
nitrogen only. It depends for its release rate 
partly on its solubility and partly on the activity of 
microbes in the media. It contains 39 per cent 
nitrogen, not all of this will be available to the 
plant. 

Plantosan: This is a granulated fertiliser 





- consequence, _ it 
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which contains most of the plant’s needs in a 
single formula. There are two release rates 
available, 3-4 months and 4-6 months. It has not 
yet been widely tested in Australia. 

I.B.D.U. (Isobutylideniurea): This is an- 
other complex organic urea. It is released into 


_. the media by microbial action. Granule size also 


affects the release rate. It is useful for top 
dressings to boost the nitrogen control. 
Nitrophoska Slow Release: This should 
not be confused with the other available Nitro- 
phoska formulations. it contains N, P and K. The 
nitrogen fraction is partly quick release and 
partly I.B.D.U. The phosphorus fraction is 
superphosphate and the potassium is potassium 
sulphate. It releases over 3-4 months, and for 
cymbidiums come form of follow up fertilisation 
would be needed. 
_ Magamp: This depends mainly on solubility 
for its release. It is a granulated material which 
releases for up to 9 months depending on the size 
of the granules. It suffers from being balanced 
heavily in favour of phosphorus. As. a 
doesn’t perform well in 
comparative trials with material of high nitrogen 
content. However, itis a useful slow release form 


of phosphorus. provided extra nitrogen is 


supplied from other slow release fertilisers or 
from liquids. 


Frits: These are silicates which release slowly. 


due to the partial’solubility of the silicate. Trace 


_ elements and potassium are available in frit form. 


Powdered Metal and Metallic Oxides: This 
is a useful way. of supplying slow release iron. 
‘Manures: These are sometimes used’ by 


“nurserymen as sources of slow release nitrogen, 


phosphorus and potassium. One drawback to 


_ their use is that they may consist of as much as 80 


per cent moisture. They are sold in varying states 
of dryness and unless the moisture content is 
known, it is very difficult to determine the 
optimum amounts to apply. Generally they have 
low levels of nutrients even when completely 
dry. Poultry manure is the best supplied with 
nutrients but it also the one most likely to cause 
injury from over-use. 


FERTILISER TRIAL AT THE HORTICULTURAL 
RESEARCH INSTITUTE 


An initial trial was set up to examine the 


growth of Cymbidium Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’ 


using different slow release fertilisers. 


The plants were transplanted from 75 cm tubes - 


into 150 cm pots containing a mixture of 4 parts 
pine bark (6 mm grade), 2 parts peanut shell, 1 
part brown coal and 1 part coarse river sand. 
Seven fertiliser treatments were applied. as 
follows (rates per cubic metre): 
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The above shows a fair average of the 
cymbidium mericlones in 75 mm tall tubes 
as at 15th September 1979. 





This open mix is a derivation from the 
standard mix used in tests at the institute to suit 
cymbidium orchids. Charcoal could be 
substituted for the brown coal. 

Seven test groups were figured A to G and to 
each nutrients were added as under: 

A. 3 kg Osmocote (8-9 month release rate). 

B. 3 kg Osmocote (12-14 month). 

C.1kg Osmocote (8-9 month) + 2 kg (12-14 month). 

D. 0.5 kg Osmocote (3-4 month) +1 kg (8-9 month) 
+ 1.5 kg (12-14 month). ; 

E. 1 kg Osmocote (3-4 month) + 2 kg (8-9 month) + 

3 kg (12-14 month). 

F. 4 kg Hoof and Horn. 
G. 2 kg 1.B.D.U. 

To treatments F and G potassium was added to 
Osmocote (0-0-38) coated potassium at 0.5 kg and 
phosphorus as superphosphate at 1.5 kg per cubic 
metre of potting mix. 

All treatments received 1 kg Dolomite, 0.5 kg 
G.U. 49 (powdered iron) and 100g fritted trace 
elements (F.T.E. 503). 

The plants were initially transplanted on 
26/9/79. Growth measurements as total leaf 
length were made on 15/11/79, 12/2/80 and 
30/4/80 and 9/7/80. 

The cumulative growth responses for each 
treatment are shown in Table 1. The best growth 
as at 9/7/80 was produced by treatment A 
(Osmocote 8-9) month at 3 kg). However, because 
-of variability of the plants in the treatments this 
was found not to be statistically different from 
the other Osmocote treatments except treatment 
E which had a total of 6 kg of Osmocote. This 
treatment produced poor early growth probably 
because of excess fertiliser release from the 3-4 
month component.

measurement are shown in Figure 1. In general 
the growth rates were relatively slow up until 
February. From then onwards the growth rate 
increased markedly particularly with the 
Osmocote treatments. However, the I.B.D.U. and 
Hoof and Horn treatments were apparently not 
releasing enough fertiliser to support a similar 
increase in growth. 

The poor results with hoof and horn may seem 
puzzling considering that this fertiliser is widely 
used by cymbidium growers; however, it should 
be remembered that in practice the growers use 
one of three practices to boost growth: (1) they 
repot into a fresh mixture, (2) they top-dress with 
extra hoof and horn, (3) they apply liquid 
fertilising. 

It should be noted that growth was maintained 
after the end of April because the plants were 
held in a heated glasshouse. 


CONCLUSION 
Continuous growth of Cymbidium Wallara 


‘Gold Nugget’ can be maintained from 
September to July without repotting and without 
liquid fertiliser. Osmocote (8-9 month release 
rate) applied at 3 kg per cubic metre in the basic 
mixture’ was sufficient to achieve this result, 
provided dolomite and trace elements were also 
added. Hoof and horn and I.B.D.U. failed to 
produce the same growth rate particularly after 
February. : 
Other cymbidium hybrids could produce 
similar results but this is by no means certain.

Mericlones are desirable for this work because of 
their more constant behaviour to react to different 
treatments, as opposed to seedlings.

Refugium Botanicum 


In the foreword to this modern edition of this 
nineteenth century classic Mr. Richard Petersen writes: 
“The graceful combination of H. G. Reichenbach’s 
lucid botanical descriptions, scientific though not 
oppressively austere, W. H. Fitch’s spare yet accurate 
botanic sketches and W. Wilson Sander’s concise and

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Dendrobium rhodostictum F. v.M. and D. ruginosum Ames. 
G. HERMON SLADE 


I wonder, dear Reader, if you are one who 
dreams of flying, as I do and apparently others 
too, in which one finds oneself flying serenely, 
effortlessly and quite naturally, up mountain 
sides, down valleys — a dream of ecstacy, of 
sheer abandonment and delight. These are not 
common dreams, but they are immensely real. In 
one such, I found myself landing onto an endless 
plain at top of a mountain range, theré to find 
orchids growing in such “symphony” of colour 
and locations, that the imprint in my mind is 
virtually that I have lived the experience in true 
fact. 

Let me now tell you of a real fact that comes so 
close to being a dream, that the memories seem 
to overlap and coalesce. 

In constructing the highway from sea level at 
Loloho, near Kieta, in Boungainville, P.N.G., to 
the huge copper mine site in Panguna above in 
the Crown Prince Range, the road had to be 
bulldozed up such steep escarpment that to 
construct the four-lane highway, huge vertical 
cuts had to be made way up along the 
mountainside. These exposed sheer rocks had 
created a bald scar that completely contrasted 
with the surrounding verdure of the forests and 
the lichen and fern covered rocks around. That 
was in 1970 — now the escarpment is a marvel 
revealing how plants can adapt themselves to an 
environmental opportunity, at times vastly 
different from their normal habitat, provided 
certain essentials are present. 

In short time certain plants began to “squat” 
like refugees, on the harsh rocky sides: 
lycopodiums, rhododendrons, vacciniums and 
orchids. In the last group it was interesting but 
not staggering to find Coelogyne asperata (syn C. 
pustulosa) and Coelogyne beccarii fiercely 
contending for a new place of abode, the former 
orchid species virtually dominating the 
emerging plant life. One time, a few years later, I 

noticed a snow-white flower way up on the side, 
so precipitous that very careful climbing was 
necessary; it turned out to be Dendrobium 
rhodostictum, astonishingly growing in lateritic 
~ clayey mud in wedges of the hillside. 

This orchid is present in the surrounding 
forest, always growing epiphytically on trees, 
well up. The late F. R. (Kip) McKillop had so many 
in his collection at Arawa nearby that thev were 
nicknamed “Kip’s special’, This orchid has 
appeared in hundreds on the cliff face. 

Recently, in June 1980, I made a special 
excursion to collect a number of the showy and 


delightful dendrobium for Kew, Sydney, 
Melbourne and Hamburg Botanic Gardens. I had 
been to a suitably accessible place before, where 
ascent was possible through certain road 
construction facilities, and had found numerous | 
orchids. Coélogyne, Appendicula, Phreatia, 
Dendrobium, all normally epiphytes, were 
present in thousands as lithophytes. There were 
three dendrobiums of special interest, all 
members of Section Latouria; D. rhodostictum 
the commonest, its rootstock sending vertical 
pseudobulbs consisting of a wiry stem 
supporting a thistle shaped swollen portion, 
circular in section surmounted by 2-4 ovate 
leaves, 60mm long 25mm wide; the orchid is 
seemingly ever-blooming; its flowers are large 
for the size of the plant and are produced from 
pseudobulbs at times. smaller than the 
inflorescences: they begin to bloom when only a 
couple of years old and the mature pseudobulbs 
will continue to produce fresh spikes for year 
after year; the flowers are very long lasting: 
tepals snow white, the labellum is also white, 
but its sides are spotted with royal purple dots at 
the edges, but not on the front epichyl. It can be 
seen from a long distance among the sombre 
deep green surrounds. 

In the same niches, often growing together 
side by side, “sympatrically’ as Dr. George — 
Kennedy describes, is Dendrobium ruginosum. It 
is of very similar habit and is obviously a member 
of Section Latouria*, but is decidedly a different 
species. The creeping rootstock supports by a 
wiry stem base, a swollen upper part which is 
more ovate than thistle shaped, the cross section 
of this part is rectangular, not circular in section. 
The flowers are milk white and have a different 
profile from its close relative, the sepals are 
triangular and the petals are rhomboidal as in D. 
Johnsoniae the labellum is lined along its sides 
and base with rosy-purple, not the clear royal 
purple of D. rhodostictum. It also has a very free 
flowering nature; one can usually collect the two 
species in bloom on the site. There is a less 
common third species, another Latouria, with 
smaller cream white tepals and labellum; the 
latter unmarked by spots or lines but with a soft 
green blotch at the base of the labellum: the three 
sympatrical species make a lovely trio. 

All of them seem to be ever blooming; they 
would almost certainly be inter-hybridizable, 
but there seems to be no sign of any plants with 
intermediate flowers; this suggest that specific 
pollinators may be effecting the fertilising of the 
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flowers: seed pods are present but are by no 
means plentiful. They are seemingly compatible 
as habitat sharers: it will be interesting to 
examine the site in ten years’ time; may well be 
that one of the three spp. has won the battle for 
suitable “home sites”. Already in the case of the 
Coelogyne asperata and C. beccarii pair of 
contenders, the battle is clearly being won by the 
C. asperata. A few years’ ago, it was easy to find 
the two species on the sides of the cutting; nowit 
is seemingly solely C. asperata that is the 
Coelogyne there. I looked forthe easily 
recognizable C. beccarii; none was found this 
time. 

Now let me take you to the “reality- 
approaching-dream” place. Fully ascending the 
escarpment where we collected the several 
interesting species, we found a flat area made by 
bulldozers during the road construction. It was 
well up and remarkably inaccessible; the almost 
level area consisted of crushed rock, mud and 
completely humus-free muck. There were, no 
shrubs higher than 40cm; these were the lovely 
pure white Rhododendron luraluense. Coelogyne 
asperata, all three of the lovely Latouria 
dendrobes, Dendrobium lawesii or a closely 
related species but with pure white flowers, 
appendiculas, phreatias, were all loosely 
decorated by a creeping lycopodium with 
exquisite feathery fern-like leaves spreading a 
perfect background for the orchids. Only a few 
grasses were present, a tall clumping one that 
added to the dream-garden aspect. Both D. 
rhodostictum, and D. ruginosum were in full 
bloom growing in sopping wet mud as one could 
find in French’s Forest with Christmas Bells 
around. 

I could scarely believe my eyes at such 
unexpected loveliness. What more adaptable 
family of plants can excel orchids for their 
mutability, hardiness, toughness and determin- 
ation? In striking contrast to living way up in a 
tree as a canopy shaded epiphyte, here were the 
same species growing into mud slush and stone 
so firmly that great care and restraint was 
needed when collecting not to break off the 
pseudobulbs from the well embedded rhizome 
base. Hardly can one imagine such utterly 
different locations: terrestrial, full sun, rain 
leached inorganic mud, contrasting with a 
canopy lined tree trunk of pure organic material, 
way up off the ground. Even the most trouble- 
some weeds like oxalis, lantana, nut grass could 
not adapt themselves, let alone excel them- 
selves in such contrasting situations. ! 

The orchids were quite healthy, free 
flowering, seeding and living happily like their 
forest associates and ancestors. So many orchids

were in the setting that the fiendish little orchid 
slug, larva of a small blue butterfly that plagues © 
gardens orchids, was there attacking flowers 
and leaves: the “slugs” i.e. the larvae were quite 


white, imitating the food flowers. When the — 


same devilish insect attacks terete vandas, it 
camouflages itself rose-purple. 

The total scene, I’ll never forget for its 
revelation of unexpected loveliness. Just as well 
three of us made the trip: Iam now sure that the 
experience was indeed reality and not a dream 
fantasy. ne

hybrids that have now matured and flowered. 
They were labelled Dendrobium “Kip’s special’ — 
and have yielded at least two distinct hybrids, 
with such free flowering qualities that in the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Sydney, where they have 
long been labelled “‘Kip’s Special”, they are the 
freest flowering orchids they have, according to 
their horticulturalist Lou Forrest. These hybrids 
will be the subject of a future article in “A.O.R.”

The type has been raised 
from seed by several nurseries and the seedlings 
are well worth seeking out. It is the hardiest 
species of the genus. It is a natural lithophyte and 
does well in a shallow pot or saucer of terra cotta 
well crocked with basaltic or sandstone rock and 
an open compost. Good drainage is essential and 
at least 50% light. Grower: Mr. J. Williams. 


Paphiopedilum Kay Rinaman 

‘Golden Touch’, am/aoc-ocsa 

This is a paphiopedilum of complicated breed- 
ing and definitely not along Radcliffe lines. It was 
registered by the McLellan nursery in 1967 and its 
antecedents go back to very old crosses by Veitch, 
Sanders, Black & Flory, and Moore, many of them 
made in the 1890’s. The parents, P. Yerba Buena 
and P. Diversion can be traced back for ten 
generations. So its quite an aristocrat in lineage as 
well as form and colour. Grower: Adelaide Orchids. 


> 
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In the 1979-80 series of A.O.C. Awards ten Awards of Merit were 
granted. This is an unusually high proportion and indicates that 
growing standards are increasing. Also four HCC plants gained between 
79% and 80%, just missing out. For the first time two awards were judged 
by the appreciation method, one of them, S. hadwenii, received an AM. 


A Scuticaria hadwenii 

‘Splendens’, aw/voc-osxsw 

Scuticaria is a small genus of three 
species. All are pendulous epiphytes and 
need to be grown on slabs or wooden rafts. 
This one is doing very well on cork. It likes 
all the light possible without burning. A 
short drying off period after flowering is 
advisable. Flowers grow to about 8 cm 
wide. It comes from Brazil and the Guineas 
and therefore requires to be warm in our 
winter. Grower: Mr. J. Jannese. 


& Cymbidium Wakakusa ‘N.B.’, 

AM/AOG-OSNSW 

This cross was registered in 1968 by the 
Katuura Showoen Orchid Co. of Osaka, 
Japan. The cross was a stroke of genius 
because some lovely miniature and novelty 
miniature cymbidiums have come from it. 
Colour has been consistently good and it is 
probable that the concolor form of C. 
Eburneo-lowianum was used with C. pumi- 
lum var. alba as the parents. C. Wakakusa is 
thus a cross between a primary hybrid and 
a species.

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Important Decisions at Annual General Meeting 


The meeting was held at Roselands with N.S.W. as 
host society. All officers were present except Mr. G. 
McCraith, who sent apologies. Five States sent dele- 
gates and Western Australia appointed Mr. A. Bell as 
proxy. Many items were discussed and those below are 
the significant ones. 

AUSTRALIAN ORCHID CONFERENCES 

A report on the Sixth Conference showed a profit of 
$6,700. Queensland is currently sending out notices to 
all societies regarding the Seventh Conference. Because 
the Empire Games in Brisbane overlap this conference 
early registration is essential for accommodation. 

The Eighth Conference is scheduled for Townsville, 
August 31 to September 4, 1983. During a visit to 
Townsville A.O.C. President, Mr. Frank Slattery, in- 
spected proposed facilities. 

VISIT OF PROFESSOR ARDITTI IN 1981 

The meeting discussed the kind offer of Professor 
Joseph Arditti to make himself available for Orchid 
Workshops in August, 1981. The professor is one of the 
world’s leading authorities on the biology of orchids. 
His theme will be: “How Orchids Grow’. Itinerary 
details are to be finalised before the New Year. 
CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT 

Following a postal ballot it was unanimously resolved 
that the Constitution be amended as follows:— 

By adding to Clause 4 a new sub-clause (C) in the 
following terms:—

techniques, conservation, or other assistance to 
orchid growers.

JOAN BURKE 


I have been a orchidaholic (!), for almost 
twelve years, growing a variety of genera without 
heat — my conditions not only cool-growing but 
really cold in winter. 

Like most beginners, I found it really challeng- 
ing to seek out and acquire any orchid which 
would grow and flower successfully under my 
conditions (see my article in the English Orchid 
Review of November, 1978). 

At the’ start of my orchid involvement I was 
interested to read in the Australian Orchid Review, 
December, 1968 an article by a lady in New South 
Wales who had grown cymbidiums from flask by 
what seemed to be a very easy method with no 
bottom heat — and to my way of thinking — ideal 
for amateurs who had gained a fair knowledge of 
how their plants grew. 

As the years pass one begins to become select- 
‘ive, and having. always had that little extra 
leaning towards cymbidiums I decided they 
would be my specialty, including whatever 
species I could locate — the miniatures I find 
particularly charming. 

Species cymbidiums have always appealed to 
me (my article in the American Orchid Society 
bulletin of May, 1979 goes further into this 
subject). Of course in common with many cym- 
bidium growers I already had in my collection 
plants of the species C. tracyanum and C. lowi- 
anum. I kept mine, although a few years ago 
these delightful plants were called “rubbish” as 
they don’t conform to the standards essential for 
show bench exhibition. However, this is digres- 
sing from the subject of this article! 

Came the time in Autumn 1976, when browsing 
through a number of catalogues I saw an offer of 
some flasks which sounded interesting. A faint 
bell rang in my mind somewhere and after much 
hunting through my past issues of the Australian 
Orchid Review I found the article mentioned 
above, and after reading it through again I 
decided to try a flask, and hope Mrs. Jagger's 
method would work in a Melbourne Autumn. 

When I wrote away and ordered the flask, I 
informed the supplier that I was a rank amateur 
when it came to flasks and deflasking, and that I 
would be growing the plants under hard con- 
ditions. I made a stipulation that due to these 
Conditions, if the flask couldn’t be delivered 
before the end of March better to leave it until the 
Spring. 

Whilst waiting the arrival of the flask I made 
ready the necessary gear, which was a clean 


preferably new 20 cm black plastic pot and some 
healthy sphagnum moss. IJ have read that if the 
gelin the flask gets knocked around in transit it is 
imperative to get the plants out as soon as 
possible. Anyhow, my flask arrived with the gel 
in good condition so I went ahead with Mrs. 
Jagger's method. I filled up a bucket with the 
sphagnum moss and covered it with boiling 
water then put is aside until the following day 
which was to be ‘D’ (deflask) day. 

On 22nd March, 1976 — ‘D’ day — the kitchen 
table became my work bench. 7 assembled to- 
gether akitchen stool to perch on, a basin of luke- 
warm water ready to wash the Agar from the 
roots and'a couple of extra18 cm pots just in case 


there were more plants than allowed for. The — 


sphagnum moss was squeezed with my hands 
until no more water dripped out, and the pots 
were filled halfway with the sphagnum and 
pressed down fairly firmly. 

The flask I wrapped in newspaper to protect 
my hands from any broken glass and tapped 
gently with a hammer until the flask broke. (I 
have read of fishing the plants out gently with a 
piece of wire to save the flask, but decided to 
leave that until I felt I was more proficient in 
dealing with these). : 

I gently lifted the plantlets out, removed any 
largish pieces of gel which adhered and put the 
babies into the basin of warm water. If at this 
stage any of the plantlets’ roots are tangled 
together better to plant them like this than try to 
pull apart and cause much damage to the little 
roots. After washing off as much of the Agar as 
possible I then arranged the babies on the table, 
grading them into size. I made holes in the moss 
with a pencil for the roots, allowing the proto- 
corms to sit on the surface. One’s own initiative 
has to be used as to how many babies can be 
fitted into a pot. 

When the three pots has been planted up, I still 
found myself with a fair number of really small 


- and tiny plants left and no more moss prepared: I 


placed extra sphagnum into the bucket and 
poured boiling water over, and whilst waiting for 
this to become cool enough to handle, looked 
around for receptacles for the rest of the plantlets. 

Oh, the joys of being a housewife! The saying 
goes that necessity is the mother of invention — I 
have some small glass dishes with lids, about 
15 cm in diameter and approximately 6 cm deep. 
Three of these plus a15 cm pot is how the rest of 
the babies finished up.

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The pots and dishes were then mist-sprayed 
with clean water, plastic bags were placed over 
the tops of the pots, and these bags sealed with 
durex about halfway down the sides of the pots 
all round. Lids were put on the dishes and the job 
was done. Leaf lengths of the individual babies 
put into the 20 cm and 18 cm pots ranged from 
7 cm down to3 cmand the total number of these 
was 59! I reckoned at this stage that 59 hopefuls 
was more than a fair return for an outlay of $25. 
Even if I managed to rear only half of these I would 
still be in pocket, as well as the thrill of seeing the 
plants grow to maturity and hopefully — flower. 

The pots were hung in a sunny spot in my 
glasshouse — hung up to defeat any slugs or 
snails which may decide to go crawling through 
the drainholes of the pots, and the dishes were 
placed on the bench. Remember we are now at 
the end of March and I needed all the light and 
warmth I could get before winter set in. 

No further water was added and the bags were 
not to be removed until at least six weeks had 
gone by. There was to be no feed or fungicide in 
this period either. The pots just hung there, with 
me peering through the plastic covers every day 
— talk about willing them to’grow. 

Between 3rd May and 19th May the plastic bags 
were progressively removed and the plantlets 
lightly mist-sprayed daily. Here again one has to 
use one’s own initiative, depending on the 
weather and your glasshouse conditions. At this 
stage they were also sprayed with half strength 
“Aquasol’ once each week. By the time mid-June 
came around, no seedlings had damped off and I 
was only mist-spraying about once a week — just 
enough to keep the sphagnum damp. 

The tiny ones in the glass dishes didn’t appear 
to be doing much, but as they were expendable 
anyway they were observed but no great attention 


afforded them. With hindsight I wouldn't again’ 


be bothered trying to save anything so small 
unless I had bottom heat. 


By mid-August the largest thirty seedlings had 


advanced enough to be individually potted into 
50 mm tubes in my usual cymbidium mix and 
were placed in the warmest spot in the glass- 
house, then in late October the other 29 were also 
potted up individually. 

By this time it was apparent that my conditions 
were not going to be of any use to the really tiny 
ones and as space is always at a premium they 
had to go. 

The majority of the 59 potted up continued to 
make progress and in April, 1978, two years out of 
flask, I had 47 hopefuls. The longest leaf-lengths 
25 cm and the shortest 8 cm. Of the other twelve, 
they just seemed to sit and do nothing. Out of the 
whole'59 I have not lost a single plant. 
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Of the forty-seven hopefuls I have sold eighteen 
which recoups me for the flask outlay. The plants 
offered for sale were snapped up like the pro- 
verbial “hot cakes’ as the crossing is a “pure 
colour’ one, so it appears to me if one decides to 
try a flask and wishes to sell a few plants to 
recover expenses the thing to do is procure a 
crossing that is an up-and-coming interesting 
one. 

My remaining 29 range in pot sizes from 12 cm 
down to 8 cm. Of these there are several plants 
which just may flower for me next season. Even 
ifI get no blooms until 1981 — two years hence — I 
will still be happy. It seems a reasonable effort 
for a first time flask grown and raised totally 
without artificial heat of any kind. ; 

It is interesting to note that it is not necessarily 
the plants which were the largest at the beginning 
which are the most advanced now. The largest at 
present are numbers 6 — 13 — 23 — 25. 

I had another ‘D’ day earlier this week (late 
August, 1979), this time with miniature cynr 
bidiums. It will be interesting to see if a different 


_ time of the year for deflasking — Spring against 


Autumn — and the fact of the plants being minis 
will have any different effect on the results 
shown here.

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GROWING PAPHS IN SOUTHERN TASMANIA 


JOHN SHARMAN 


As with growing paphiopedilums anywhere in 
the world, there are three main considerations to 
be adhered to for success with this genera in 
southern Tasmania and they are — 

1. Growing conditions 3. Watering 

2. Compost 


GROWING CONDITIONS 


The first requirement is a glass house, 
preferably heated. Some hybrids may be grown 
cold but they do better with a little heat. 

I have 12’ x 9’ Dosley glasshouse which runs 
north and south and is built up on two rows of 
Besser bricks to give extra height and is sheltered 
from the strong western sun by our house. It 
receives filtered sun throughout most of the day 
until about 3 p.m. in the summer and 2 p.m. in 
winter. Although the sun is filtered by large gum 
trees it is still too strong for the paphiopedilums 
in the summer. I have 30 per cent Sarlon shade 
cloth stretched over the glasshouse from 
September to April. (I was painting the 
glasshouse in the summer, but found that it was 
shading my cattleya’s too much and inhibiting 
flowering. 

As the paphiopedilums require about half the 
light required by cattleyas I have built a green* 
fibreglass cover over the paphiopedilums and this 
appears to be the answer to my light problem. 
between paphiopedilums and cattleyas. 

Because paphiopedilums require high 
humidity I grow them on galvanised trays with 
about 142” of course sand on the bottom into 
which I push the pots about 2” mainly for 
stability to prevent the pots tilting when I water. 

The heating consists of a fan heater controlled 
by a thermostat set at 60° Fahrenheit, and runs 
only during the night. In order to reduce heat loss 
through the glass I have lined the glasshouse 
with heavy gauge clear polythene sheeting and 
in winter all vents are closed; air movement is 
maintained by a slowly revolving fan which runs 
all day leaving the heater fan to maintain the air 
movement at night. 


COMPOST 

The compost I use is made up of: 3 parts fine 
pine bark 8 mm. to 6 mm.; 2 parts leaf mould; 1 
part coarse sand. 

The compost is mixed up about the end of 
September and _ bagged _ off in _ plastic 
superphosphate bags for use in November. I do 
not allow the compost to dry out during storage, I 
also mix a little extra for potting of new plants or 
for those unexpected repottings or topping up 
pots which have consolidated. 


WATERING 


Basically watering is carried out whenever the 
plants require it, which is usually about twice 
per week in summer and about once every 10 
days in winter. During hot days in summer I find 
a light spraying of the foliage is beneficial to the 
plants. Because the paphiopedilums are grown 
in trays they do not dry out as quickly as solid 
bunches which is most important, because in 
their natural state on the jungle floor they never 
dry out and unlike cattleyas and cymbidiums 
they have no inbuilt water storage and cannot 
stand being in dry compost. I do not fertilise my 
Paphiopedilums at all; they gain all the nutrients 
they require from the compost which, because 
the entire collection of both hybrids and species 
are repotted each year, is always fresh. 

All the plants are sprayed with fungicide about 
mid-autumn to prevent fungus and brown rot 
attacks during the colder months. 

Constant attention keeps the plants free of the 
two main pests, scale and mealy bug and any 
outbreaks which occur are controlled by using 
methylated spirits brushed on the affected area 
with an old tooth brush. 

Snails and slugs are kept at bay by Seaterng 
Baygon pellets in the growing trays and around 
the glasshouse floor. 

Using these growing techniques and 
conditioning I am able to obtain about 90 percent 
flowering rate from my mature plants and am 
able to flower seedlings in about three years 
from flasks. 193 Nelson Rd., Mt Nelson, 7005 
* Editor’s note: Warning: Green fibreglass filters out 
some light waves essential to most plants.

In moving from Sydney to Port Moresby, and 
now to Vila in the last twenty years, the company 
of orchids has never, left me. About thirty years 
ago, when I was firmly settled in Sydney, I found 
that many fascinating and beautiful overseas 
orchids grew well in the outdoor Sydney climate 
on rocks and trees which included cacti, frangi- 
pannis, bauhinias and almonds, while the local 
Hawkesbury sandstone proved a good base for 
many laelias, Bifrenaria harrisoniae, and 
numerous rock dwelling epidendrums like E. 
Obrienianum, Encyclia prismatocarpa,  E. 
fragrans and E. radiata. 

On arrival in Port Moresby where I lived from 
1966 for ten years, it was easy to find suitable host 
trees. Calabash, Crescentia cujete, is so easy to 
strike from cuttings that I soon had a garden full 
of “instant” calabashes and frangipannis. I also 
planted many orchids into pots and baskets with 
broken terracotta drain pipe pieces, and some 
using osmunda as medium. In short time fungus 
and other organisms broke down the osmunda 
which was worse than useless because it 

. became toxic and all orchids planted into it soon 
needed repotting or placing onto trees. 

My garden in Port Moresby had many large 
rocks consisting of flint-hard chert, a brittle and 
totally non-porous or absorbing rock, physically 
unlike sandstone, a type of rock that Sydney 
orchids held onto, and being porous, seemed 
basically suitable. There was no alternative to 
the glass-like chert, so I experimentally placed a 
few orchids on it. I made small cairns of small 
broken pieces and precariously placed some 
dendrobiums, Encyclia atropurpurea and 
Oncidium splendidum among them. 

It seemed almost as silly as making sand 
castles because the least interference in the 
unstable equilibrium, would make the stones fall 
and the poor orchid to become helplessly 
unpotted. Yet, little did I realise that the chert 
was to prove itself a heaven-sent and desirable 
rock medium for orchids to inhabit. Within a 

-month or so, new roots had bound the separate 
stones into a firm aggregate; the cairns were no 
longer unstable but a well bound unit with the 
orchids. I was surprised at the healthy and 
vigorous root system in the harsh Port Moresby 
climate, where for more than six months on end, 
no useful rain falls. Some of the orchids “walked 
out” onto the glass-like chert and then began to 
really excel themselves; Encyclia atropurpurea 
especially found full tropical sun and the rough 
rock base well suited to its requirements. It grew 


into specimens considerably larger than any that 
Ihave seen of the same species in its native home 
in dry parts of South America. 

Dendrobium aggregatum, Brassavola nodosa, 
Dendrobium superbiens, D. discolor, D. lineale, 
D. stratiotes, D. dalhousieanum and others lived 
together in harmony and in full turgid affluence. 
The situation seemed enigmatic because in he 
same garden in a conservatory there were 
specimens of the same species that were grown 
in baskets and pots in broken terracotta and 
which were regularly watered yet these orchids 
displayed not nearly such polished turgidity and 
health. The star performers were the rock 
dwellers that were bone dry for months on end. 

Recalling Aden, where I noticed that the only 
visible green plants were those that grew on 
rocks, with none in the desert sand, I carefully 
looked for the secret. A phenomenon that was 
common to the two places was night dews. The 
Moresby chert was such that when it became 
dewy, being non absorbent there formed an 
actual film of water over its surface: like glass 
and unlike a sponge, the silica chert was either 
wet or it was dry; there is no such condition as — 
damp glass. Thus, on clear calm nights, even at 
the height of the dry season, the rocks were 
filmed by water providing a shallow lake that 
satisfied the orchids’ water requirements. ‘The 
root growth on the rocky surface was phenom- 
enal; the long branching roots forming a net of 
great strength and tenacity. 

By the time that I moved to Vila in New 
Hebrides, which are aptly described as “Islands 
of limestone and volcanic ash”, I yearned for the 
wonderful chert for the orchids, but alas there 
was nothing even remotely like it to be found. 
Instead was limestone so porous and chalky that 
even when it was hosed it seemed never to 
become wet, but simply to absorb all that fell and 
to be only damp. It was equally difficult to make 
it fully dry; being so porous it seemed to be never 
wet yet never dry. 

What to do? Living at a place that I could call 
“home?” could not exist for me without its garden’ 
of orchids as the principal and conspicuous 
garden subjects. Luckily trees are plentiful and 
Crescentia cujete the Calabash, grows well with 
Frangipanni and other suitable host trees; but 
what about rocks? Some of the lime-loving 
paphiopedilums I tried are taking kindly to 
the limestone and already P. charlesworthii and 
P. spiceranum are growing well. Surprising too is 
how some ferns and ornamentals such as

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begonias and episceas grow remarkably well in 
and over the boulders if watered regularly and 
fertilized with the orchids. 

Vandas and their allied orchids grow splen- 
didly as “air-plants” if planted into teak baskets 
simply as holders with no other material to 
support them. Their roots then emerge like 
Chinese curtains of white pendulous material 
providing a truly tropical jungle-like ambience. 
Gratifyingly, they do not seem to resent the 
limey very hard water that comes in the city 
water supply which is so rich in calcium 
bicarbonate that drops of water from hose or 
sprinklers, leave rings of chalk on leaves or on 
any other thing such as windows, household 
glassware, or bathroom tiles. 

Orchids are rich in things unexpected; they 
excel themselves in their resilience and their 
capacity to adapt themselves from one epiphytic 
condition to another. I now find that local 
pumice and “black sand” consisting of small 
waterworn pebbles are two quite promising 
media for orchids requiring to be potted or 
contained such as some of the oncidiums, 
brassavolas, cattleyas, epidendrums, dendro- 
biums and so on. Easily decomposable organic 
matter such as leafmould or moss are of negative 
value because they become full of fungus and 
bacteria in a tropical climate with attendant 
heavy rains. Media one must use are either in- 
organic such as pumice, pebbles or rocks, or 
growing and alive such as tree branches or 
trunks. An apparent exception is treefern stumps; 
these are remarkably durable and offer good 
support for crucifix epidendrums and terete 
vandas. 

P. K. Searle’s splendid article “Some of the 
broader aspects of growing orchids’ A.O.R. 
December 1979 p198, contains commendable 
and useful advice that resonates the same theme 
as my observations. I suggest that readers study 
P. K. Searle’s words of experience and advice in 
conjunction with these notes and reflections.

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ALBINO INHERITANCE IN CYMBIDIUMS 


DR. JULIAN D. COKER 


The typical cymbidium flower has its tepals of 
varying colours and labellum with red markings. 
However, there is a distinct breeding group 
embracing white, yellow or green tepals and 
yellow markings replacing the red on the 
labellum. A totally acceptable name for this 
group is not easy to find, so I will refer to them as 
albinos; albino being defined as ‘an absence in 
the normal colour form’, for with these, there is a 
total absence of the normally occurring red 
pigment. 

Albino cymbidiums are represented in the 
species of Cymbidium lowianum ‘Concolour, 
Cymbidium  insigne ‘Album’, Cymbidium 
eburneum, pure white form, and others. This 
factor has been carried through successive 
generations in hybridising, but it was not until 
the early 1960s that Sydney hybridist, Alvin 
Bryant, determined the nature of its inheritance 
in cymbidiums, and began a_ breeding 
programme that has brought them up to.a 
standard approaching the normal coloured 
ones. 

In the late 1950 (refer pp 79-82 Proceedings of 
6th W.O.C.), he noticed some seedlings from the 
expected pink cross, Cymbidium Durham 
Castle, flowered with a complete absence of red. 
Initially, with the knowledge that white, yellow 
and green forms existed with this absence of red, 
he considered it may represent a progressive loss 
of ‘colour genes’, and so commenced a two stage 
breeding programme to determine the precise 
nature of its inheritance. Five crosses were made 
with the albino Durham Castle’s including one 
selfing, and the other three, together with the 
fortunate cross. using C. Sussex Dawn ‘Dorothy 
May’ gave the answer in the first stage, as it was 
observed that the albino C. Durham Castle 
‘Brilliance’, with the coloured C. Sussex Dawn 
‘Dorothy May’, resulted in about half the progeny 
being coloured, and the others albino. This 
demonstrated that albanism in cymbidiums is 
inherited as a simple Mendelian recessive. 

The cell is the basic structural element of 
living things, and is produced from pre-existing 
cells by cell division in the meristematic areas, 
which exist at every growing point. In a plant 
there is one in every shoot and every root tip. 

In active growth, new cells are produced in 
these areas, and under the influence of various 
hormones and growth factors, these differentiate 
into the specialised structures we see, such as 
roots, stem, leaves, flowers, etc. 


The cell may be thought of as a factory, which 
takes in its raw materials, for example, minerals, 
water, carbon dioxide, and under the influence 
ofa controller, the nucleus, produces within 
itself, products necessary for its own, and the 
plant’s use. These include sugars, hormones, etc. 
The waste products are then eliminated, the 
major one being oxygen. 

The nucleus, being the sole controller of all 
these diverse processes, needs templates, and 
these are provided for by the genes, which are 
aligned on the chromosomes. Each diploid cell 
has paired sets of chromosomes, identical in 
shape, but different in gene composition for 
corresponding gene areas. Gene areas approach 
an identical composition in species (homogen- 
ous) but are markedly different in complex 
hybrids (heterogenous). It requires the selfing of 
a species and its successive progeny, ten times, 
to reach an acceptable biological homogenetic 
state. Each gene is responsible for producing 
some structure or function of the plant, for 
example, a wide labellum; the production of a 
specific hormone; an arching stem, etc., and 
sometimes more than one is needed, as with 
intensity of colour, overall shape, etc. The 
features of a plant that we see (the phenotype) 
reflects the genetic make up (genotype). 

In hybridising these chromosome _ pairs 
separate to form the haploid sex cells, (pollen, 
ova), and following fertilisation, recombination 
occurs restoring the diploid state and the gene 
pairs. If we represent the genes concerned by 
letters, this process may be shown thus: 


pollen parent pod parent 
AB Xx XY 
pollen ova 

= newplants AX+AY+bx+BY 


From this it may be seen that with successive 
generations the gene composition is continually 
changed. 

Albinos result from a genetic absence, in 
which a_ specific gene involved in the 
biochemical pathway in the production of the 
red pigment, is missing on both chromosomes. If. 
the gene is present on one or both chromosomes 
the red pigment will be produced. We can 
therefore divide cymbidiums into three distinct 
breeding groups. By signifying the presence of 
the gene in the production of red by ‘R’, and its 
absence by ‘r’, these groups are: 
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1. Normal coloured ‘RR’ — produces red 
colour, but does not have the ability to produce 
albinos. 

2. Carrier ‘Rr’ — produces red colour, because 
f single ‘R’, but since the other gene for ‘R’ is 
absent, will produce albinos in percentage, in a 
cross with a carrier or albino. 

3. Albino ‘rr’ — cannot produce red because ‘R’ 
gene is absent on both chormosomes. 

Six combinations in breeding are therefore 
possible: 

A. Two normal coloured orchids.

From the preceding we may note that: 

1. Normal coloured orchids: (as defined 
previously) cannot produce albinos in a single 
crossing. 

2. Albinism in cymbidiums does not involve 
dominant and recessive. With dominance, the 
gene involved actively produces a response. 
Here it is not dominance, but merely the 
completion of a biochemical pathway in the 
production of red, that enables red to be 
produced. Albinism occurs when both are 
absent. Thus, the use of dominant and recessive 
should be avoided. 

3. Carriers look the same as normal coloured 
orchids because of their single ‘R’ gene, and 
whilst they can be suspected because of their 
breeding, confirmation at present can only be 
achieved by breeding with them. However, work 
is being done at present to measure anthocyanin 
levels in plants, to see if carriers produce lower 
levels than normal coloured orchids, and thus 
declare themselves. 













4. Albinism involves the whole plant with no’ 


red pigment occurring in pseudobulbs, leaves 
or flowers. 

5. As mentioned previously, a single 
acceptable word for this group is difficult to find. 


‘Albino type’, ‘anthocyanin inactive’, are clumsy ' 


words. Pure colour, a popularly used tag to cover 
albinos, as defined here, could equally well 
apply to a totally red or pink oreatte and so Is 
unsuitable. 

6. Distinction should be made peeveen albinos 
as defined and other similar words. Alba may be 
‘Albino type’, ‘anthocyanin inactive’, are clumsy 
Concolour refers to a very even colour invoking 
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tepals and labellum, but usually there is some 
red and with breeding the ability to produce red 
will be retained. It can equally well be used to 
describe pinks or reds. 

7. It will be from the continued back crossings 
of albinos with coloured orchids and carriers, 
that we will eventually achieve full albino 
development, and not from merely breeding 
albinos with albinos. 

8. The most important carrier to date used in 
albino breeding is C. Sussex Dawn ‘Dorothy May’, 
a parent of C. Sleeping Beauty, Greenstone, etc. It 
should also be noted that crosses with normal 
coloured orchids, using C. Sussex Dawn ‘Dorothy 
May’ will result in other carriers in percentage, 
e.g. C. Zumma Boyd. There are many other 
important carriers, including C. Ramboda 
‘Majestic’, C. Sirius ‘Bexley’ (which together 
made the Wyanga cross), C. Sirius ‘Golden 
Dawn’, C. Wylan ‘Sailor Bay’.

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BOOK REVIEW ite 
Breeding Variegata Oncidiums 


W. W. Goodale Moir and May. A. Moir 

Mr and Mrs Moir have devoted a lifetime to the love 
of orchids. They have registered more crosses than 
anyone else and assuredly been more conscious of the 
philosophical implications of their breeding 
programmes than most hybridisers. 

The Moirs have travelled extensively to orchid areas 
throughout the world, including several trips to the 
Caribbean to collect oncidian species. Even before 
visiting the Caribbean they had become intrigued with 
the Oncidium section Variegata and begun a breeding 
programme that has gone on for over 30 years. 

Many growers in Australia have benefitted from the 
results and many large collections have a few of them, 
particularly in Queensland. But they are still unknown 
to many. In the book they are defined thus: 

“Variegata have often been called  equitants. 
Websters New International Dictionary (2nd edition) 
defines the adjective equitant as meaning ‘overlapping 
each other; said of leaves whose bases overlap and 
bestride the leaves within or above them, as in the iris.’ 
This definition also describes the growth of a great 
many of the genera in the orchid family. However some 
of the species of Variegata are not equitant, for they 
have a loose arrangement instead of a tight fan.” 

Goodale believes they are sufficiently distinctive to 
be a genus in their own right. 

The Variegata hybrids are now in strong demand 
because they are charming, colourful, and neat 
compact growers with long flowering periods. The 
flowers are small, have wonderful shape, and the 
raceme can be very floriferous. 

These modern hybrids are mainly due to thoughtful 
breeding by Goodale Moir. He has thought through the 
theory and applied it to large scale practical work. 
Above all he has shown boldness in experimenting 
and care in interpreting its results. Ifyou have not seen 
them in flower the beautiful colour plates in this book 
will set vou enquiring at nurseries for stock. 

The book is more than an account of growing 
wonderful new hybrids. It is a detailed story of how to 
produce them by methods which can‘be applied to 
other genera, including cinderella ones if you have the 
patience and the will. 

It is also a story of Nature's variants, its mutants, and 
the powers of chromosomes to produce change in lite 


forms. The Moirs have sensed the powers of Nature 


and set out to apply them purposefully as much as is 
possible for individuals to achieve. They have 
perceived evolution at work in their own wonderful 
garden and in the wild places they have visited. 

Read this book as a guide to hybridising, and as a 
guide to acquiring and growing wondertul Variegata, 
but above all for the glimpses it gives of the power and 
glory of creation.

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Deflasking seedlings without loss 


ALVIN BRYANT 


The purpose of this article is to bring to notice 

_ a simple technique which will effect substantial 

industry savings each year. Its worth lies in a 

negligible cost aspect and the ease with which it 

can be put into practice by small amateurs and 
professionals alike. 

The techniques for planting seedlings from the 
flask are well known but in practice the matter of 
sterilising with steam has been an obstacle. It is 
proposed to cover the traditional steps for 
planting out seedlings to avoid losses and then 
bridge the gap between the written word and the 
practical situation by outlining the way the no- 
loss situation became a reality at our nursery. 

The technique recommended for deflasking 
seedlings has been the same for many years. We 
would write the steps down as follows: 

Cymbidiums — 

(1) Remove seedlings from the flask and wash 
agar off. 

(2) Use sand as a compost. Sterilise pot and 
compost and individually plant 25 to each six 
inch pot. 

(3) Place pots where no splashing can reach 
them from the ground, unsterilised benches or 
unsterile plants. 

(4) Use bottom heat to prevent temperature 
dropping below 12 degrees Celsius. 

(5) Ensure that community pots are in light of 
approximately 750 ft candles for as long as 
possible each day. 

(6) Water daily so that a little runs out of the 
pot. Half strength fertiliser should be present in 
the water for the first three months after which 
time the strength can be increased. 

There are three main areas where losses 
occur. 

(1) Planting out without observing the 
temperature requirement even though very 
simple means of supplying bottom heat can be 
arranged such as electric light bulbs or an 
electric blanket under a bench which has a water 
proof plastic cover. 

(2) Compost and fertilising faults. Composts 
can contain substances which retard growth. 
They may also release mineral salts at unknown 
rates. This applies also to slow release fertilisers. 
A not insignificant number of growers not only 
have both these factors operating but in addition 
water with dissolved fertiliser and in a 
percentage of cases disaster results. The 
symptoms are indistinguishable from pathogen 
attack. It is much simpler to grow in an optimum 
manner by using a relatively inert compost like 


coarse sand and each time watering is 
undertaken, add the required amount of a water 
soluble fertiliser. 

(3) Failure .to eliminate pathogens from the 
compost before planting. This is our real 
beginning point. 

Growers who set out to follow the rules soon 
find they have to adapt them and when they have 
losses a check usually will reveal in what form 
one has not been followed. One type of loss 
however has not been easy to explain. It follows a 
pattern where the grower may deflask his 
seedlings for several seasons without trouble 
and then find the contents of one or more flasks 
all or partly die on plantout while other flasks 
planted out at the same time in the same media 
suffer little or no loss. The seedlings usually look 
all right for a time then die one by one. On the 
surface it looks as if the fault rests with the flask 
and I have little doubt that all commercial 
suppliers would have had customers contact 
them about this type of loss. 

As a commercial nursery we supply many 
thousands of flasks each year. By liaising with the 
growers it was possible to work out the causes of 
loss other than the one where one flask would be. 
lost and the next to it spared. Naturally, I 
wondered just how the flask was involved for at 
our end when we would check we would find no 
pattern which was consistent. There were 
always growers who had received similar 
batches who would have no losses and in this | 
group a percentage reported that they never at 
any time had losses. 

It was this inability to correlate the losses 
which led me to believe that some factor in the 
plantout technique might be responsible but for 
along time the answer eluded me until it became 
apparent while carrying out tests on another 
matter. 

One of the areas of plant growth which 
interested me was the determination of the 
simplest and lowest cost methods which would 
still give growth and flowering optimums. One 
area of cost was the labour involvement in the 
traditional compost heap and in searching for 
the cheapest media which could be used without 
loss of optimums, tests were being carried out 
using coarse sand. The results were so good with 
test plants that it was decided to use the sand for 
everything in the nursery so some seedlings were 
deflasked into unwashed sand with its clay 
content still present and conventional composts 
were tested against it. The sand came out on top 
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and so several hundred community pots were 
planted out. Now cymbidiums are remarkably 
resistant to disease if correct cultural conditions 
are observed so it was decided to start with the 
simplest situation and no precautions were 
taken either to sterilise the sand or use 
fungicides. All went well for a time and then one 
batch started to damp off. The affected 
community pots were broken into groups and 
each group was treated with a different 
fungicide. The only group which responded was 
the one which had the surface sprayed with 
methylated spirit to ensure wetting prior to 
drenches of phenyle and Bordox being applied. 
The seedlings which were affected died but 
losses stopped and the remainder went on to 
quickly replace roots damaged during treatment 
and subsequently thrived. From this several 
important facts emerged. The first was that 
seedlings from the flask will succumb to 
pathogens if they are present unless 
precautionary steps are taken and the second 
was that all but one of the treatments were 
ineffective. 

The ineffectiveness of the fungicides set me 
thinking and the real significance of it became 
apparent. Most growers are deterred by the cost 
and scale needed to implement steam 
sterilisation of composts. As a result they take no 
precautions at all, or seek a simpler alternative. 
This alternative usually takes the form of one or 
more fungicides. The advertising of the chemical 
manufacturers has brainwashed us all but a look 
at the fine print tells the real story. No one 
fungicide covers all the pathogens and many 
only are only fungistatics which mean they do 
not kill but merely stop multiplication. Add to 
this the fact that few growers have the means to 
identify the pathogen which might be present 
and the result is nothing but a hit or miss guess. 


In deciding that the use of fungicides was 
nothing short of a disaster the alternatives were 
considered. For a time nothing seemed to come 
to light which was simple and inexpensive. One 
method considered and rejected was used by a 
number of growers who poured boiling water 
through their compost before use. It was obvious 
that the water would not be boiling by the time 
it went through the compost and anyway the 
time it was hot would be too short. However, this 
reminded me that one of the techniques used 
today is that of cold steam sterilisation as a result 
of the finding that higher temperatures were not 
necessary. This in turn reminded me of an article 
Thad read which stated that organisms harmful 
to plants were killed at relatively low 
temperatures. In turn this brought to mind the 
fact that a rise in temperature is one of the ways 
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the human body combats infection and this is not 
so high. The significance was immediately 
apparent. If steam at less than boiling point 
could do the job then hot water could be used 
instead of steam and hot water unlike steam was 
readily available to everyone. The rest is an 
anticlimax. For a first series of tests, pots and 
composts were immersed in water heated to 72 
deg. C for ten minutes and on cooling were 
planted into. The result was no_ losses 
whatsoever and none to this day provided 
conventional techniques were followed. 

In order to test the loss rate I called growers 
who had recurrent losses to the nursery as well 
as those new to plant out procedure and had 
them plant out each flask into two community 
pots of our treated compost. One of these was left 
at the nursery and the other taken home. An 
instruction was given to see that nothing could 
splash onto their pot either from the ground, an 
untreated bench of another non sterile plant. In 
addition the way it was to be fertilised was 
specified. The result was negligible loss. with a 
sound reason being found where the loss 
occurred. This confirmed my belief that for the 
one by one loss syndrome to occur a pathogen 
had to be present. It still remained to be 
explained why some flasks could be affected and 
not others. 

The solution to the problem until now had 
been complicated by the fact that obviously more 
than one factor was operating. Now it was 
known that for a loss to occur a pathogen had to 
be present it was just a matter of examining the 
possibilities which would cause-a pathogen to 
attack the contents of one flask and not another 
and it was but a short step to the answer. 

It is well documented that a plant’s resistance 
to pathogen attack is related to both its genetic 
makeup and its culture. Seedlings in the flask 
would be no exception as each flask can only 
have similar but not identical growing 
conditions. As aresult the threshold of resistance 
to pathogen attack would vary from flask to flask 
and a plant out in the presence of pathogens 
could cause the loss of the flasks with the lowest 
resistance while those with the higher resistance 
could be relatively unaffected. Where the flasks 
were out of light for some time before plant out 
the losses could be still of the same pattern but 
proportionately greater or none at all depending 
upon the presence or absence of the pathogen.

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International Botanical Congress Orchid Symposium 
N.S.W. ORCHID WORKSHOP ATTAINS WORLD STATUS 


The important International Botanical 
Congress is to take place at the University of 
Sydney, commencing Friday, 21st August, and 
continuing to Thursday, 27th. Since their 
initiation in 1867 these Congresses have met 
every 10 to 15 years to review research and to 
standardise nomenclature. 

International accord on such matters has 
proved of immense philosophical and practical 
value. For instance, standardisation of 
nomenclature has helped to reveal the 
relationships between life forms and_ their 
evolutionary development. Also the periodical 
review of research reveals abortive by-paths. 

The University of Sydney has accepted the 
Orchid Society of New South Wales Orchid 
Symposium as a satellite activity of the Congress. 
This symposium will replace this year’s Orchid 
Workshop. It will be held at the university on 
Saturday, 29th August, and Sunday, 30th. 

Many famous orchidologists will be attending 
the congress and several have graciously 
consented to lecture, or be present, at the Orchid 
Society of NSW Orchid Symposium. 

Thus the Orchid Society of NSW will be 
presenting the greatest, most up-to-date, most 
expert exposition on orchid matters ever 
presented in Australia. Yet it will be as non- 
technical as possible and on a level easily 
understood by orchid growers. : 

The Orchid Symposium is to be opened by 
Professor R. E. Holttum, Emeritius Professor of 
Botany at Singapore University, for many years 
Director of the famous Singapore Botanic 
Gardens and author of Orchids of Malaya. 

Proceedings will be centred around Professor 
Joseph Arditti of the School of Biological 
Sciences in the University of California, Irvine, 
who is a full time specialist in orchid biology. As 
Professor Arditti remarked: “It is not for me to tell 
you how to grow orchids, but I can tell you how 
orchids grow.” 

Professor Arditti has volunteered his services 
for workshops in other States. This will be a 
unique Opportunity for growers all over 
Australia to learn the latest developments in 
orchid science. The professor is a masterful and 
entertaining speaker who can explain orchid 
biology in simple everyday language. He is also 
very amusing as in his talk Sex and the Single 
Orchid in which he deals with the wonderful 
and artful ways in which orchids attract 
pollinators. 

At the NSW Orchid Symposium he will be 
supported by Prof. A. N. Rao, holder of the Chair 


of Botany at Singapore, who will show The 
importance of basic research in production and 
breeding of orchids. Also speaking will be Dr 
Robert Dressler of the Smithsonian Tropical 
Research Institute, Panama, who will discuss 
Ecology and Orchids. Dr Dressler is famous for 
his work on electronic microphotography of 
orchid seeds. 

Dr Wilhelm Barthlott will explain how 
classification of the orchid family affects the 
hobby grower. Dr Barthlott is from the Institute 
for Systematic Botany, Heidelberg, Germany. 

From the Smithsonian Institute, Washington, 
will be Dr Edward J. Ayensu, who is on the 
conservation committee of the American Orchid 
Society. He is very conversant with the way 
current restrictions on plant exports affect hobby 
growers and what can be done by horticulturists 
to help preserve endangered species. _ 

Such well known Australian scientists as Mr 
Mark Clements of Canberra Gardens, an expert 
on asymbiotic seed germination, and Dr Warcup 
of South Australia’s Waite Institute will also 
contribute to the symposium. It is anticipated 
that Mr A. S. George of the West Australian 
Herbarium will also be available to speak on 
Rhizanthella gardneri, one of Australia’s famous 
underground orchids. Dr Peter Lavarack, 
botanist of the Queensland Wildlife Service anda 
hobby grower, is to speak on the Orchids of Cape 
York. 

In all there will be five Australian and six 
overseas orchidologists presenting a balance 
programme of 15 talks and demonstrations.

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Photosynthesis — its role in plant growth 


D. R. WALLACE, B.A. 


This paper was presented at the Fifth 
N.S.W. Regional Orchid Conference, held at 
Lismore, by Mr. Wallace who is a practical 
orchid grower and well known for his work 
as an office bearer in the Blue Mountains 
and Native Orchid Societies. 

A knowledge of how plants grow is a 
powerful aid to orchid growing and will be 
the theme of the 1981 O.S. of N.S.W. Orchid 
Symposium to be held in August next. 

A point Mr. Wallace stressed in his spoken 
address was the need to use clear fibreglass 
in order to avoid reflecting or absorbing light 
rays vital to the plant. 


INTRODUCTION 


The maintenance of life, whether in a plant or 
animal cell, requires the continual use of energy. 
Of all the many energy-consuming reactions 
going on in a living plant, only two — 
transpiration and photosynthesis — are not 
regulated through the release of energy by 


respiration. During transpiration, energy from 


the sun is used to evaporate the water from the 
cell walls. This energy is neither stored nor used 
to bring about the vital reactions involved in the 
synthesis of foods, in assimilation, growth and 
reproduction. On the other hand, photosynthesis 
is a process in which energy from the sun is used 
to unite carbon dioxide and water into complex 
sugar molecules. During this process there is a 
liberation of oxygen. In this process the energy 
from the sun is changed into the energy which 
holds the atoms together in the sugar molecule. 
When sugar is broken down (oxidises during 
burning or during respiration in the cell), this 
energy is released and can do work. All energy- 
consuming reactions in the living cell, except 
transpiration and photosynthesis, are driven 
along by the continual release of energy from 
carbohydrates, fats and proteins, plant and 
animal foods. Photosynthesis stores the energy 
in these molecules. Respiration releases it, 
enabling the cells to perform the work of living. 


PHOTOSYNTHESIS 


“Photosynthesis by green plants alone 
prevents the rapid disappearance of all life from 
the face of the earth.” 

Green plants are able to combine carbon 
dioxide and water to form a carbohydrate, a 
sugar. Neither carbon dioxide nor water will 
burn, nor would they make a very good meal. 
Carbohydrates (sugar, cellulose, starches) on the 
other hand, burn easily and release considerable 
energy in the process. Furthermore, many 


carbohydrates are excellent foods. The great 
importance of photosynthesis lies in the 
transformation of low energy compounds, 
carbon dioxide and water, to high energy 
compounds (sugar). This transformation occurs 
in the chloroplasts of green plants. 

THE CHEMICAL REACTION 

In spite of intensive investigation into the 
nature of photosynthesis, the actual chemical 
reactions as they occur in plants’ cells are still not 
completely understood. 

The process of photosynthesis is the formation 
of high-energy organic compounds (sugars) from 
two low-energy inorganic. compounds (carbon 
dioxide and water) in the presence of light and 
chlorophyll. .Oxygen is liberated in the process. 

Many steps and intermediate products are 
involved between the raw materials and the final 
products of this reaction. A knowledge of these 
intermediate steps is gradually being gained 
through the intensive research in photosynthesis. 
Some of the principal aspects of photosynthesis 
in living cells follows: 

1. The raw materials for the process are carbon 
dioxide and water. 


‘2. The products of the reaction are oxygen and 


sugar; the oxygen evolved comes from water, 
not from carbon dioxide. 

3. Light energy is utilised to bring about the 
transformation of the low-energy raw 
materials into the high-energy product, sugar; 
definite amounts of light energy are required 
for definite amounts of sugar formed. 

4. Chlorophyll, a green pigment present in the 
chloroplasts, absorbs the light energy and 
aids in the splitting of the water molecule. 

5. The hydrogen of the water molecule is trans- 
ferred to organic compounds and eventually 
to carbon dioxide; enzymes are responsible 
for some of these transfers. Light is not 
required for the action of enzymes. 

6. Phosphorus is essential to the formation of 
sugars in plants; one of the intermediate 
compounds in photosynthesis is the 
phosphorus-containing phosphoglyeric acid. 

Let us consider these aspects. 

THE RAW MATERIALS FOR THE PROCESS 

Carbon dioxide 
The carbon dioxide utilised by land plants is 

absorbed by the leaves from the atmosphere. 

About 78 per cent of the atmosphere is nitrogen, 

about 21 per cent oxygen, the remaining small 

percentage being composed of carbon dioxide, 
argon and traces of hydrogen, neon, helium and 
other gases. Surprisingly, only about 0.03 per 
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cent of the atmosphere is carbon dioxide. 

Carbon dioxide in the air surrounding the 
leaves ultimately reaches the chloroplast. In the 
process of photosynthesis, the cells remove 
carbon dioxide from solution in the cell sap. Asa 
result, there is a diffusion of that gas inward from 
the wet cell walls. This loss of carbon dioxide 
from the cell wall allows the water in the wall to 
dissolve more carbon dioxide from the air in the 
intercellular spaces, which thus has its carbon 
dioxide content lowered below that of the 
outside atmosphere. Diffusion of carbon dioxide 
inward through stomata tends to make up this 
deficiency. Oxygen liberated in photosynthesis is 
used in respiration, or it diffuses outward in 
aqueous solution through the cell walls to 
intercellular spaces and thence through stomata 
to the atmosphere surrounding the leaf. 

We may rightly consider the problem: if all the 
chlorophyll-bearing cells of the plants of the 
world are constantly taking carbon dioxide from 
the atmosphere during daylight, the quantities of 
this gas used must be enormous, and there must 
necessarily be processes in nature that are 
continually replenishing this supply. It is known 
that the amount of carbon dioxide in the air is 
low (0.03 per cent) and it is fairly constant. 

Obviously, the amount of carbon dioxide is 
limited. The present atmospheric supply would 
be used up in about 22 years were it not 
constantly being renewed. Several natural 
processes are continually releasing dioxide to 
the atmosphere. They are as follows: 


1. The living cells of all plants (both green and 
non-green) and of all animals release carbon 
dioxide in the respiratory process. 
The dead bodies of plants and animals, and 
the excretions of animals, contain large 
quantities of carbon and other elements in the: 
form of organic compounds; in the decay of 
these compounds, resulting from the 
activities of bacteria and fungi, large 
quantities of carbon dioxide are released. 

3. Carbon dioxide is also added to the 
atmosphere when wood, coal, oil, gas or any 
other carbon compound burns. 

4. Carbon dioxide is released to the atmosphere 
from mineral springs and volcanoes. 

5. The oceans are important reservoirs of carbon 
dioxide, and carbon dioxide probably 
escapes from the oceans whenever its con- 
centration in the atmosphere decreases. 

Water 

In land plants, the soil is the source of water. 

The water used by the green cells enters the roots 

from the soil and is conducted upwards to the 

leaves. Although the water content of an actively 
photosynthesising cell is high and large amounts 
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of water are lost from the cell by transpiration, 
only about 1 per cent or less of the water 
absorbed by the roots is actually used in 
photosynthesis. 

THE PRODUCTS OF THE REACTION 

Oxygen 

The evolution of oxygen during photosyn- 
thesis can be readily demonstrated. The volume 
of oxygen liberated in photosynthesis is 
approximately equal to the volume of carbon 
dioxide absorbed. Under like conditions of 
temperature and pressure, equal volumes of 
different gases have the same number of 
molecules; hence for every molecule of carbon 
dioxide absorbed during photosynthesis one 
molecule of oxygen is liberated. 

Sugar 

Sugar is the other end _ product of 
photosynthesis. A chemical analysis of leaves in 
order to determine the compounds formed 
during photosynthesis is not a simple procedure. 
Photosynthesis is very rapid and the first pro- 
ducts are quickly changed to other substances. 

J. H. C. Smith, in 1943, successfully accounted 
for all the carbon dioxide absorbed by a leaf 
during a period of several hours. The analyses 
were accomplished by carefully measuring the 
amount of carbon dioxide the plants absorbed 
during a definite period of illumination. Then he 
located the carbon assimilated within the leaves. 
His results showed about 70 per cent of the 
carbon absorbed by the leaves was in the form of 
sugar. The remainder was present in starch and 
in a compound allied to cellulose. All of these 
compounds are carbohydrates. 

These results seem to indicate (1) that sugar is 
most likely the first-formed carbohydrate, and 
that (2) it is very rapidly changed to other 
substances. Sugar molecules, attached to chains, 
form more complex carbohydrates, such as 
cellulose and starch. Only glucose molecules 
occur in starch, and they are united to form an 
irregular chain. Starch grains occur only in the 
chloroplasts of the higher plants and if leaves 
containing starch are kept in darkness for some 
time the starch grains will disappear, then if 
these leaves are exposed to light starch 
reappears in the chloroplasts. Starch is the first 
visible product of photosynthesis. 


LIGHT — THE ENERGY USED IN 
PHOTOSYNTHESIS 
Composition of White Light 

Photosynthesis does not go on in the absence 
of light. White light, as it comes to us from the 
sun, is composed of waves of different lengths, 
ranging from the relatively long waves of the red 
light, through successively shorter waves, to 
violet light. When passed through a glass prism, 
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white light is resolved into these colours. The 
band of colours is the visible spectrum. The 
complete visible spectrum is composed of the 
following colours (starting with the longest rays): 
red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo and 
violet. Wave lengths exist that we are unable to 
perceive with our eyes. Beyond the red are still 
longer, invisible rays, the infra-red; and beyond 
the violet are shorter, invisible rays, the 
ultraviolet. Thus, the visible spectrum 
represents only a part of the radiant energy that 
comes to the earth from the sun. But only a part of 
the visible spectrum is effective in photo- 
synthesis. 


EFFICIENCY OF PHOTOSYNTHESIS 


The green leaf is not particularly efficient in 
utilising the sun’s energy. Of the total radiant 
energy that falls upon green leaves, about 80 per 
cent is absorbed. Of the remaining 20 per cent a 
part is reflected from the leaf surface and a part 
passes through the leaf. Part of that absorbed is 
changed to heat and raises the temperature of 
the leaf; a large part of that absorbed is used up in 
transpiration; the remainder is utilised in 
photosynthesis and stored in the carbohydrate 
molecules. Thus only about 0.5 to 3.5 per cent of 
all the light energy that falls on a leaf is used in 
the process of photosynthesis. However, if we 
consider only the light reaching the chloroplasts, 
where photosynthesis actually occurs, an 
efficiency of 85 to 95 per cent may be obtained. 
CHLOROPHYLL 

The chloroplast as the Place of Photosynthesis: 

Chlorophyll is almost universally confined to 
chloroplast. The first visible product of 
photosynthesis is generally starch, and starch 
grains first appear in the chloroplasts of most 
plants when they are exposed to light. 


Chlorophyll Aids Energy Transformation 


The fact that chlorophyll is green to the eye is 
evidence that certain wave lengths of white light 
are absorbed by chlorophyll, while others are 
transmitted. It is this absorbed light that is used 
in photosynthesis. Much of the red and much of 
the blue, indigo and violet are absorbed; these 
are the wave lengths that are utilised the most in 
photosynthesis. Part of the red and most of the 
yellow, orange and green are scarcely absorbed 
at all unless the chlorophyll solution is very 
concentrated. 
j/ENZYMES NECESSARY IN PHOTOSYNTHESIS 


Photosynthesis will not go on in the absence of 
light yet many of the steps in the process are 
controlled by enzymes and are not sensitive to 
light. This can readily be shown by comparing 
the rate of photosynthesis by a plant exposed toa 
bright light at 20 degrees celsius and then 
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exposed to the same light at 5 degrees celsius. 
When one takes pictures on a hot beach or in the 
snow, one makes the same light conditions 
irrespective of the temperature. This is because 
the reaction of light on the film is a photo- 
reaction and not ‘particularly sensitive to 
temperature. Likewise as photosynthesis is a 
light reaction or series of light reactions it should 
not be influenced by a change in temperature. In 
our example above, however, it would be found 
that the rate of photosynthesis would be seven 
times faster at 20 degrees celsius than at 5 
degrees celsius, as long as the plant was in bright 
light. This means that some of the intermediate 
reactions in the process of photosynthesis are 
temperature sensitive and hence controlled by 
enzymes rather than by light. 


PHOSPHORUS AND PHOTOSYNTHESIS 


Phosphoglyceric acid, formed during 
photosynthesis, is an intermediate between 
carbon dioxide and sugar. This contains three 
carbon atoms as well as one phosphorus atom. A 
further step in the formation of sugar is the 
joining together of two 3-carbon molecules 
derived from phosphoglyceric acid and it has 
been found that the first sugars formed during 
photosynthesis are sugar phosphates and only at 
a later step are free sugars produced. 


CONDITIONS AFFECT PHOTOSYNTHESIS RATE 


_The rate of photosynthesis is of great 
importance in agriculture production. The rate 
at which sugar or other carbohydrates are 
formed will affect the yield of any given crop. 


Internal factors 


The rate of photosynthesis is influenced by a 
number of internal factors, that is, conditions 
inherent in the plant itself. Chief of these are: (1) 
the structure of the leaf and its chlorophyll 
content: (2) accumulation within the chlorophyll- 
bearing cells of the products of photosynthesis 
and (3) protoplasmic influences, including 
enzymes. Considering the interplay of these 
various internal factors, it is evident that 
different species of plants vary considerably in 
their photosynthesis efficiency, even when 
growing in the same environment. 


Leaf structure 

The structure features of the leaf influence the 
amount of carbon dioxide that reaches the 
chloroplasts. The intensity and quality of the 
light reaching the chloroplasts are influenced by 
thickness of the cuticle and epidermis, by 
presence of epidermal hairs, arrangement of 
mesophyll cells, position of chloroplasts in the 
cells, etc. 
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PRODUCTS OF PHOTOSYNTHESIS 


With an increase in the concentration of the 
products of photosynthesis in mesophyll cells, 
there is a decrease in the photosynthetic rate. 
Starch may accumulate in chloroplasts during 
the day, when sugar is manufactured at a more 
rapid rate than it is transferred from the cell; a 
result of this accumulation may be a retardation 
in the rate of photosynthesis. 

Protoplasm 

The rate of photosynthesis is affected by 
conditions associated with the protoplasm itself, 
if the cells lack water and the protoplasm is 
dehydrated, photosynthesis slows down. 
Moreover, a disturbance of certain enzyme 
activities influences the photosynthesis rate. 
External factors 

These factors, as they influence the rate of 
photosynthesis are to a degree, under the control 
of the plant grower. The principal external 
conditions that affect the rate of photosynthesis 
are (1) temperature, (2) light — its intensity, 
quality and duration. (3) carbon dioxide content 
of the air, (4) water supply, and (5) mineral 


elements in the soil. 
TEMPERATURE 


Plants of cold climates carry on photosynthesis 
at much lower temperatures than do those of 
warm Climates. The process is known to occur in 
certain evergreen species of cold regions, even at 
temperatures below 0 degrees celsius. Most 
ordinary temperatures climate plants function 
best between temperatures of 10 degrees celsius 
and 35 degrees celsius. If there is adequate light 
intensity and a normal supply of carbon dioxide, 
the rate of photosynthesis of most ordinary land 
plants increases with an increase in temperature 
up to about 25 degrees celsius; above this range 
there is a continuous fall in the rate as the 
temperature is raised. At these higher tempera- 

_ tures the time of exposure is of importance. At a 
given constant high temperature (e.g. 40 degrees 
celsius) the rate of photosynthesis decreases 
with time. 

Under conditions of low light intensity an 
increase in temperature will not produce an 
increase in photosynthesis. 

These conditons may occur in the winter in 
greenhouses. If the temperature is raised too 
high, the plants will suffer because the rate of 
photosynthesis has not been changed but 
respiration has been increased by the higher 
temperature. 


LIGHT. 
In discussing the effect of the light upon the 


rate of photosynthesis, three elements must be 
considered: (1) intensity, (2) quality (wave 
lengths), and (3) duration. With temperature and 
carbon dioxide sufficient, carbohydrates pro- 
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duced by a given area of leaf surface increase 
with increasing light intensity up to a certain 
point (optimum light intensity), after which they 
decrease. It is not the intensity of light that falls 
upon the leaf surface that is important as much 
as itis the intensity to which the chloroplasts are 
exposed. The light intensity diminishes from the 
leaf surface to the chloroplasts, owing to surface 
hairs, thick cuticle, thick epidermis, the shading 
of deeper-lying chloroplasts by superficial 
chloroplasts, and other structural features. 
Intense light appears to retard the rate of 
photosynthesis. 

CARBON DIOXIDE 


The atmosphere has approximately 0.03 per 
cent carbon dioxide by volume. If light intensity 
and temperature are favourable, the carbon 
dioxide of the atmosphere limits the rate of 
photosynthesis. This may be particularly true in 
greenhouses kept closed in the winter time. 
Under these conditions the carbon dioxide in the 
air may be reduced much below the 0.03 per cent 
average. 

It has been determined experimentally that at 
usual temperatures and light intensities an 
artificial increase of carbon dioxide up to a 
concentration of 0.05 per cent may give an 
increased rate of photosynthesis, but only for a 
limited period. It appears that after 10 to 15 days 
exposure of. these higher concentrations of 
carbon dioxide the plants show injury. 

WATER 


As we know, water is an essential chemical 
component in photosynthesis. Although but a 
small fraction (approximately 1 per cent) of the 
water absorbed by a plant is used in 
photosynthesis, the rate of this process may be 
changed by small differences in water content of 
the chlorophyll-bearing cells. Since stomata tend 
to close when the plant is deprived of water, 
conditions of drought tend to reduce the rate of 
photosynthesis. Thus, water is one of the raw 
materials in the process, it rarely, if ever, is 
directly a limiting factor in photosynthesis. 
MINERALS 

The manufacture of chlorophyll depends 
upon a supply of nitrogen and magnesium, both 
derived from salts in the soil. Moreover, 
chlorophyll is not formed unless iron is 
available, although this element is not a 
component of the chlorophyll molecule. Leaves 
of plants deficient in nitrogen, magnesium or 
iron are pale and yellow, a condition termed 
chlorosis. This abnormal condition may be 
caused also by other factors, but when it occurs 
the rate of photosynthesis is lowered.

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The Dendrobium sections Latouria and Ceratobium 
Dr. P. J. CRIBB 


Purpose of visit. Following the 9th World 
Orchid Conference in Bangkok in 1978, the 
International Orchid Commission sent a request 
to the Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew for two 
sections of Dendrobium (Orchidaceae) to be 
urgently revised. The species of these sections 
(Latouria and Ceratobium) are predominantly 
found in New Guinea and adjacent areas, and 
have been used extensively in recent years in 
hybridisation programmes to produce showier, 
longer lasting and more floriferous orchids 
particularly for the cut-flower trade. However, 
their nomenclature is so confused that the 
registration of many of the new hybrids has been 
impossible and thus large numbers of desirable 
hybrids are at present without registered grex 
names. This has particularly worried the Royal 
Horticultural Society Registrar (Mr J. Greatwood) 
who has emphasised the importance of 
stabilising the nomenclature of these orchids. 

The I.0.C. request was favourably received by 
Kew and permission was granted some 18 
months ago by the Director for the author (Dr. P. 
J. Cribb) to revise these sections. Each section 
contains about 40-60 species (but many more 
names) and by this summer a provisional key 
sect. Latouria has been produced and privately 
distributed for testing on living material. The 
work on Ceratobium is less advanced but a 
tentative key to that section was also produced 
for testing on this visit. 

As a result of the studies made on living 
material during this recent visit, the results of 
the herbarium studies made by me at Kew, 
Harvard, the British Museum, — Sydney, 
Melbourne, Lae and elsewhere have been tested 
and often clarified or amended. As a first step to 
the production of a revision of each section I have 
arranged with the editor of the orchid journal 
“The Orchadian” to send him for publication 
copies of the provisional keys to each section as 
well as other ancillary articles. Hopefully, this 
will generate a response from orchid growers 
who test the keys so that final versions will be 
ready for the publication of the revisions in the 
Kew Bulletin. A popular account of each section 
is also desirable and I now have enough colour 
photographs and line drawings to contemplate 
eventually producing a handbook to the sections. 
A similar approach to the ornamental 
Dendrobium sect. Oxyglossum is also. being 
followed by T. Reeve and P. Woods. Thus three 
sections of this taxonomically complex and

poorly understood genus will have been revised 
in the not-too-distant future. 


REPORT 


Australia, 18-21 AUGUST. Visits were made 
to the herbaria of the Royal Botanic Gardens at 
both Sydney and Melbourne to study critical type 
specimens especially those of White, Bailey and 
Mueller. Dr. P. S. Lavarack had also kindly sent 
critical material of Ceratobium and Latouria 
from the Brisbane Herbarium whica I was able to 
study. 


Vanuatu. The species of Ceratobium and 
Latouria from the Pacific Islands pose many 
problems. Many have been introduced since the 
war into living collections and are often known 
by “nicknames” because many are apparently 
undescribed or the application of names -is 
confused. Thanks to the kind hospitality of Mr G. 
Hermon Slade, I was able to visit two orchid 
collections to see flowering material of species 
from Efate and adjacent islands. He also 
organised a visit to nearly Mt. Austin where 
again I saw species in flower. Pickled specimens 
of these were made for the Kew herbarium anda 
photographic record was also made (this 
procedure was followed for the whole five week 
visit). 

Solomon Islands. Our visit to the Solomon 
Islands centred on Guadalcanal and we were 
greatly assisted there by Mr G. Dennis of Honiara. 
Again orchid collections were visited in Honiara 
and critical species from adjacent islands such as 
Malaita were seen in full flower. Mr. Dennis and 
a friend had just returned from an expedition to 
the central mountain chain of Guadalcanal and I 
was able to obtain specimens of high altitude 
Latouria species which otherwise I would not 
have seen. 
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Accompanied by Mr Dennis we also visited 
two areas on the island, the first directly behind 
Honiara and the second on the way to Gold 
Ridge. Collections were made in both areas of 
living plants and herbarium specimens. Of 
particular interest on Guadalcanal were the 
various forms of Dendrobium gouldii, D. 
pseudotokai and D. kajewskii and the various 
forms of D. macrophyllum. 

Bougainville. Mr John Pedersen, the 
manager of the Aropa Plantation, met us on our 
arrival and accompanied us throughout our four 
day visit to the island. His local knowledge and 
help was invaluable. We made _ several 
excursions in the area between Kieta, Arawa and 
Panguna. On one day the managing director of 
Bougainville Copper kindly allowed us to use a 
helicopter to reach the Kupei pass area. 

The Panguna Pass (1100m) proved to be 
particularly interesting for there the spectacular 
Dendrobium rhodostictum grows in abundance 
with the closely related D. ruginosum. Careful 
observation indicated that hybridisation is not 
infrequent and solved a perplexing taxonomic 
problem. 

The identity of the widely cultivated D. 
“Bougainville White” was also partially solved. 
It is undoubtedly the same as D. imthurnii which 
may itself be a form of D. gouldii. 

New Britain. Ona brief morning stop-over at 
Rabaul we were able to visit two large collections 
of Ceratobium species and hybrids. These 
collections owned by Jack Dunbar-Reid and Don 
Clarke are outstanding and contain an array of 
rare species notably of D. helix and_ D. 
tangerinum both of which I have recently 
described. 

Study of upwards of 15 colour forms of D. helix 
showed beyond doubt D. ‘Talasea’ to be a colour 
variant of that species and not an undescribed 
one. 

Lae (Papua New Guinea). I spent a day and a 
half in the Herbarium at Lae working on 
Dendrobium specimens. I was able to name over 
200 sheets and have borrowed a further 50 sheets 
of critical species. 


Wau and Bulolo. From Lae we drove to 
Bulolo and met Neville Howcroft. He has a large 
orchid collection and a considerable collection 
of preserved material which I was able to study. 
With his help we made two excursions to nearby 

. logging areas and were able to collect several 
Latouria species which we had previously not 
seen including D. otaguroanum (syn. D. 
chloroleucum) and D. engae. 

Laiagam. From Wau we returned to Lae and 
then flew to Mt Hagen. There we hired a car and 
drove ona good road the 312 hours to Laiagam in

the W. Highlands. The next few days were spent . 
with Tom Reeve who has established himself as 
a leading authority on PNG orchids. He has 
established an orchid nursery at Laiagam under 
the auspices of the Department of Primary 
Industry (Enga Province). This collection con- 
sists of highland orchids (from above 5000 ft) and 
is in excellent condition. He has collected 
orchids over a vast area of the Highlands and was 
able to give me specimens of many of the New 
Guinea Latouria_ species including four 
undescribed ones and the recently rediscovered 
D. cruttwellii and D. simplex. He also let me have 
specimens of two new highland Ceratobium 
species (up to 2000m) which, if used in breeding 
programmes, would extend the temperature 
tolerance of hybrids. 

We made several excursions up to 3000m to 
nearby areas with him and were able to see many 
of the Latouria species growing in their natural 
habitats. 


Port Moresby. Frank Ginate, the Curator of 
the National Capital Botanic Gardens, showed us 
their orchid collection which ‘contains a 
magnificent selection of Ceratobium species 
including the spectacular D. lasianthera (syn. D. 
ostrinoglossum), D. veratrifolium (Syn. D. 
lineale) D. antennatum (syn. D. d’albertisii) and 
many others. 

Cairns and Atherton. The Rev. Ron Collins 
met us at Cairns airport and took us to see his and 
Jeff Stocker’s orchid collections at Atherton. The 
former gave me specimens of D. bairdianum, 
one of only two Australian Latouria species, 
whilst the latter was able to show us D. forbesii 
and D. polysema in full flower. 

Sydney. On myreturn to Sydney, I was able to 
reassess some of the herbarium specimens I had 
previously looked at. I also had the opportunity 
of visiting the living collections of Phil Spence, 
Wally Upton and Joe Betts all of whom had 
interesting species in flower. In particular, Phil 
Spence had D. pulchrum in flower and I am now 
convinced it is merely a small-flowered form of 
D. polysema. Joe Betts had the Australian D. 
wilkianum in flower. This is undoubtedly 
identical with the widespread New Guinea 
species D. mirbelianum. 

Results. I have now amended my provisional 
keys to both sections in the light of my 
observations on this visit. Four new species of 
Latouria and two new Ceratobium species are 
shortly to be described by Tom Reeve and 
myself. Of these, one of the Latourias is ver Vv 
showy and will undoubtedly be a valuable 
parent. Similarly, the two Ceratobium species 
and the recently: described D. crispilingnum will 
be valuable parents, hopefully extending the 
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temperatuire range of this group. D. 
crispilingnum has already been shown by N. 


Howcroft to produce hybrids with erect 
inflorescences in which the flowers stand out 
rather than droop (a characteristic of many 
hybrids). Latouria species crossed with 
Ceratobium species would also increase the cold 
tolerance of the latter. Better shaped fragrant 
flowers might also be introduced into the 
hybrids if the newly described D. engae is used. 

Conclusions. The generosity of the 
Australian Orchid Foundation has enabled me to 
improve greatly my understanding of the 
taxonomy of the two sections of Dendrobium. It 
has also enabled me to make large living and 
spirit collections for Kew. Hopefully, this visit 
will have speeded up completion of this project 
by several months.

MAROONDAH’S TIMELY CYMBIDIUM ADVICE 


The Maroondah O.S. Bulletin is edited by Lyn 
Johnson and an item on cymbidiums in one of last 
year’s bulletins is appropriate to autumn and winter 
months: 

“Cymbidiums are heavy feeders, so feed all year, 
even through winter at about one eighth strength. 
Increase the phosphate and potassium from January to 
June on flowering plants to give better results for show 
time. For example, an 18:18:18 regime through the 
green growth time and alternating with 10:30:20 for 
flowering. 

“Spikes almost always come from new leads of new 
pseudobulbs, depending on the hybrid, and_ this 
should be placed to the north, as sunlight is one of the 
principle factors in spike initiation, and is needed in 
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order to develop the flower buds. When spikes are 
developing, the spikes and flowers will orientate 
themselves towards the sun. So facing them to the 
north initially will facilitate a more controlled and 
attractive spike and flower arrangement.

CARE OF VARIEGATA ONCIDIUMS 


Stewart Forsythe of Cairns, writing in the North 
Queensland O.S. Newsletter, has some words of 
wisdom on these plants. He says: “The new popular 
miniature or equitant oncidiums, which grow so well 
on pieces of suspended cork in Cairns, are extremely 
susceptible to attacks of red spider mite during the dry 
season. To control this pest, which will kill the plant 
quickly if left unchecked, the entire plant and cork 
mounting should be immersed thoroughly in Kelthane 
or similar miticide at the recommended strength. One 
dunking is not enough as the miticide will not affect 
the eggs. Ideally the plant(s) should be treated again 
after a three day interval and then twice again at seven 
day intervals. 
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Sarcochilus fitzgeraldit 


Gem description of a gem orchid — abridged from Toowoomba O.S. Bulletin 
LORNA GRAHAM 


Sarcochilus fitzgeraldii is a lithophytic or 
epiphytic orchid. It is delicately fragrant 
and is the most colourful of the Sarcochilus 
genera. There are very few locations where 
it can be seen inits natural habitat any more. 
Some years ago it was a delight to come 
across this, one of our most beautiful 
natives, growing in ravines on cliff faces, but 
these days one is lucky to see them. 


I remember visiting the “Natural Arch” in 
the Numinbah Valley in South East Queens- 
land. This is a secluded spot just off the 
main road with very tall trees on whose 
trunks are many staghorns, elkhorns and 
crows nests. It is within a National Park, 
with total fauna and flora protection. The 
Arch is a tremendous rocky formation form- 
ing an arch with natural holes through 
which water falls to a pool below. Water 
runs off through rocks to a lower area. Sun 
penetrates to the face of the arch for a while 
around midday but the area is mainly 
heavily shaded and dampish. 


Sarcochilus fitzgeraldii grows on the cliff 
face of the “Arch” itself and was in bloom. 
Pendulous plants were scattered sparsely 
on the cliff face with their roots rambling for 
some distance over the surface. Some 
formed thick, lush clumps while others 
were single branched plants. What a joy to 
be able to see them thus! I examined them 
through the telescopic lens of my camera. 
From five to ten white flowers one inch in 
diameter on upright racemes which arose 
from between the leaves. The segments 
were marked with bands of colour, some 
crimson, some rose to mauve at the base. 
The beautiful glistening texture could be 
clearly seen. 

Sarcochilus _fitzgeraldii, | commonly 
called the Ravine Orchid, is reported to have 
been first discovered in the gullies around 
the Bellinger river in Northern New South 
Wales. It was subsequently reported in 
many moist ravine and waterfall areas in 
Northern New South Wales and South East- 
ern Queensland. 


On the Darling Downs it was found in the 


Goomburra area, where it can still be seen 
on inaccessible cliff faces well out of the 
reach of the human scavenger. But at Spring 
Bluff, only a few miles from Toowoomba, 
where it grew abundantly only about eight 
years ago, no trace remains. 


Fearing now that this little gem may 
become extinct many orchid growers in this 
area are trying to cultivate it. I believe that 
one of the main jobs of conservationists is to 
learn to cultivate the native orchids that are 
fast disappearing, so that at a future time 


they can be planted back into suitable areas. 


Toowoomba growers (almost all of whom 
have purchased their plants from nurseries) 
report it as a slow growing, shy flowering 
orchid. For some it remains about the same 
sized plant for many years, with new growth 
replacing old, but not multiplying its 
growth, and flowering once every few years. 
For them it is frustrating. A few people 
report increased growth with regular 
flowers. Some, who have rain water 
available water only with this and attribute 
their success to this fact. However, I have 
friends who grow their plants very 
successfully and they use the town water 
supply. All agree that it requires frequent 
watering — at least once a day in summer. 


Potting mediums used include mixtures 
of rough basalt gravel and peat moss, fir 
bark, ash and stones; or stones in a pot with 
a little sphagnum moss around the roots. It 
is essential to give it a cool atmosphere and 


subdued light in order to cultivate it 


successfully. They therefore choose the 
coolest, shadiest spot in their bush houses. 


My own plants are on rocks in pots and I 
stand the pots in saucers of water. They are 
placed among other plants and the sun only 
occasionally filters weakly down to them. 

Despite difficulties of cultivation one is 
well rewarded when, inthe spring, his plant 
produces glorious sprays of flowers. One 
friend of mine feels doubly rewarded when 
showing a rare plant which produces rosy 
coloured flowers with crimson centre 
markings.

In Queensland vandaceous orchids 
are usually grown in pots, frequently 
without compost, or in teak baskets that 
allow roots to dangle in air. However, it 
is not uncommon to see them growing 
in beds, or along fences as hedges. The 
beds are prepared by digging a trench 
and filling it with such large composting 
material as coconut husks. Lister and 
Hilda Arrowsmith are pictured along- 
side a vanda bed in their backyard. Note 
the overhead shade.

For delightful colour this must be one 
of the most appealing orchids around. It 
lacks a little on shape but who cares? 
This plant of Ble. Victoria ‘Coerulea’ 
was flowered by Frank and Evelyn 
Williams.

Orchid days along the Queensland coast with Ronald Kerr 


The title is a ‘quote from Robert Louis 
Stevenson. How true it seems of Queensland as 
one soaks in the colours of the Eungella Range 
behind Mackay, the Atherton Tableland, Hervey 
Bay, Green Island and the Hinchinbrook Passage. 


Last year I had the privilege of a journey I 
commend to any orchid grower. Queenslanders, 
and particularly orchid folk, are hospitable to 
extremes, and Queensland is full of wonders. 
Southern orchid growers should regard it as a 
Mecca to be visited at least once, preferably more 
often, in a lifetime. 


Trippers should plan to visit all the orchid 
‘nurseries which advertise in this magazine, and 
also to visit society meetings where possible. 
Queensland growers have little to learn from 
southerners. Blessed with an ideal climate for 
spectacular vandaceous, cattleya, and hardcane 
dendrobiums, as well as many unusuals, the 
Queensland coast dwellers have a splendid start. 
Even simple housing such as a frame and 
shadecloth only needs the addition of well bred 


seedlings and tender loving care to ensure. 


rewarding results. 


My journey from Brisbane was to ‘have 
included the Bundaberg Orchid Society Autumn 
Show but a power house strike stopped trains 
and since I was due in Rockhampton to speak at 
the Rockhampton Orchid Society Silver 
Anniversary dinner I had to look for alternative 
transport. With ten minutes to spare I located a 
‘bus scheduled to take the inland route via 
Toowoomba. I was sad to have missed meeting the 
Bundaberg growers. 

Wartime memories of passing in troop trains 
along one of Rockhampton’s streets came to me 
as I passed to the Leichhardt Hotel. Here I met 
the efficient husband and wife team of Terry and 
Eleanor Dean, respectively secretary and editor 
of the R.O.S. Terry had lined up two TV and a 
newspaper interview. My TV remarks were 
coupled with glorious shots of orchid flowers 
and I hope I did a little to promote orchid 
growing. Later I had the shock of seeing myself as 
others see me. Shades of Robbie Burns! The 
newspaper reporter managed to befuddle some 
of my remarks to the point where I now feel 
much more sympathetic to politicians who claim 
to have been misreported. 


Over a hundred people attended the 
anniversary dinner, some coming from 
Toowoomba, Maryborough, Townsville and 


other points. The talk I gave has been published 
in the June 1980 issue. 


Over the weekend two bus loads of people 
went in opposite directions calling at collections 
and coming together for teas and lunch. 
Organisation was perfect. 

President Dr. Greg Williams has one of the best 
collections of vandaceous and_hardcane 
dendrobiums I’ve seen outside Thailand. At the 
house of Terry and Eleanor Dean I loved the 
enclosed verandah, made beautiful with ferns 
and flowering plants, and separated from the 
huge living room by built-in fish tanks and 
counter units. Orchid atmosphere just oozed 
through the home. In the centre of their acre 
block a big shade house sheltered thousands of 
plants from seedlings to flowering size. 

Colin Hamilton, live wire R.O.S. treasurer, and 
a very active member of the Queensland Arts 
Council, had some lovely plants in flower at his 
Menzies Street house. In _ particular a 
magnificent Blc. Crispin Rosales ‘No. 2’ was at its 
peak. Founding president of the R.O.S., Arthur 
Stenlake and his wife Ivy had a yard crammed 
full of growing houses, with many fine cattleyas 
and vandas in flower. In his many years as 
president Arthur Stenlake, ably helped by his 
wife, ensured a solid foundation for a fine 
society. \ 

No one should pass through Rockhampton. 
without visiting the Botanic Gardens. It is old 
established and well maintained, the large 
glasshouses are rich in orchids. Mr. Wyet, the 
curator, is a keen orchid man. 

- Right in the centre of the main road just north 
of the town is a huge sculptured bull, a patron 
image symbolising the vast cattle industry of the 
area. Possibly in 10 years’ time it could be 
overshadowed by a huge block of shale from the 
nearby Rundle fields. 


SUGAR CANE TOWN 


Mackay is the richest sugar area in Australia — 
possibly in the world. Mackay Orchid Society 
secretary is Mrs. Jan Russmussen, who, with her 
husband Don, has a fine collection. Next day I 
went by coach along the flats and valley of the 
cane carpeted Pioneer River up to the famous 
Eungella Range. Here all is grandeur and green, 
and tassle ferns and orchids are in the trees for 
those with eyes to see. 

Back in Mackay I visited Margaret Read who 
has a large and tasteful grouping of ferns and. 
orchids. Rob Ebner, who lives nearby, is the 
recognised leader of the district’s native 
growers. He has collected species from all over 
North: Queensland and also has many exotics. 
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A delightful person to meet is Mrs. Esther 
(Bobby) Howcroft, whose son, Mr. N. H. S. 
Howcroft, is a botanist with the PNG Department 
of Forests and a notable authority on New Guinea 
orchids. Bobby has a large and well cared for 
collection, including some rare ones from Papua 
New Guinea. 

It was pleasing to renew friendship with 
Marge Purnell whom I had last met in Lae. Marge 
had a big collection up there and the best of these 
came with her to Mackay. Vandaceous plants 
grow hedge fashion in her garden and her 
glasshouse bulges with dendrobium seedlings. I 
understand she has now started selling plants so 
her place is worth a call if you ar looking for 
interesting things. I like Marge’s Aranda 
Heatwave, a vivid yellow. 

Ben and Yvonne Matthews are a charming 
couple whose collection is just building up after 
a recent move to Mackay. They took me to visit 
John and Beth Newman who farm cane for profit 
and grow orchids for pleasure. They have 
vandaceous in open beds and natives on and 
under trees. Then we drove into one of his 
paddocks to see hundreds of plants of 
Dendrobium canaliculatum growing on dry 
scraggy trees with minimal overhead shade. 


TOWNSVILLE IS TRUMPS 


From previous experience I was aware of the 
splendid fellowship of Townsville orchid folk 
but on this occasion I was touched by and felt 
somewhat undeserving of what was virtually red 
carpet treatment by the wonderful orchid 
growers I met in this fast growing northern 
metropolis. 

Townsville is full of small orchid nurseries 
carefully and lovingly tended by man and wife 
owners, and by very many gracious people who 
grow orchids extremely well for the love of it. 

Harold and Margaret Chapman seem _ to 
specialise in fine vandas. I was particularly 
impressed by their clone of the cross Vanda 
Jennie Hashimoto x Ascocenda Meda Arnold. 

Lister Arrowsmith and his wife Hilda grow 
garden beds of vandaceous orchids with only 
scant overhead cover, as well as a host of genera 
in conventional growing houses. I was inspired 
by the plants of Neville Ludwig and his wife 
among which was a fine clone of Phalaenopsis 
violacea. Tony and Tess Kapiclovick always seem 
to have their names among the winners in 
Townsville show results and after visiting their 
collection it is easy to see why. My memory of it 
lingers around a delightful Ascocenda Happy 
Beauty, a cross of Vanda sanderana and A. 
Mem. Choo Laikeum. 

Frank and Lorraine Tooth have a_ vast 
courtyard of vandas, many of them being giant 
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size. They would never be without flowers. Close 
to them in Ross*River Road is the establishment 
of Ian Walters, an intriguing wonderland of rare 
species. Here I found Oncidium triquetrum with 
its green, white and purple flowers and equitant 
leaves folded fan-like in the manner of an iris. It 
is the parent of many of the small but showy 
Variegata hybrids pioneered by Goodale Moir. In 
the tropics or a heated house they flower long 
and they flower frequently. I saw them in most 
Queensland collections. There were many such 
little gems in Ian’s nursery at reasonable prices. 

Across the road from Ian lives Ted Boon, then 
secretary of the Townsville Orchid Society. He 
has a huge shadehouse of just about everything 
except cool growers, including many natives. I 
was very taken with his rotary clothesline, just 
dripping with slabbed orchids. Yes, he has 
another clothesline for more mundane use. 

I called at some resplendent little nurseries 
each bursting with a wide range of stock in 
seedling to flowering size. Among these was 
Keith’s Nursery run by Nick and Thelma Keith, 
Magnetic Orchids carefully tended by Bill and 
Beryl Golding, and Laharum Nursery. . 

Peter Pavia looked after me like a godfather, 
and made his house available for a gathering of 
about 50 orchid folk at which I was privileged to 
speak. Peter is a chemist who has taken on a 
flasking service as a hobby. 

The Townsville Orchid Society had, even then, 
started organising for the Eighth Australian 
Orchid Conference to be held during the Spring 
of 1983. What a splendid opportunity this 
conference will provide for growers from other 
States to see the scenic wonders of Queensland 
and the marvellous orchid collections! 

Brice and Yvonne Black, whom I had met in 
Tasmania, had kindly asked me to be their house 
guest and I was grateful for their aid in an early 
morning rush for the bus to Cairns and Kevin 
McFarlane. It was Yvonne who presented the 
case for Townsville to have an Australian Orchid 
Conference to the Australian Orchid Council 
A.G.M. in Hobart — and had it accepted. 
CAIRNS AND THE TABLELAND 


As a square-off to his doing another trip to 
Hawaii Kevin had sent his wife Beth off on a 
holiday so I found him batching and obviously 
tired of his own cooking. After photographing his 
orchids all afternoon I dragged him down to 
what must have been his first square meal for 
days. The result was one of the nicest Chinese 
meals, gastronomically and socially, I can 
remember, equal to my ten course effort in the 
Grand Hotel, Taipei. 

Kevin's orchids are grown in three large 
glasshouses, except for some long garden beds of 
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vandas. His hardcanes were flowering profusely, 
including many _ beautiful  stripe-petalled 
seedlings. I was very touched on seeing in flower 
Dendrobium Janice Kerr, named by Kevin after 
my late daughter. Kevin later took this to 
Brisbane where it was awarded a_ Highly 
Commended Certificate. It is a cross between D. 
tangerinum and D. speciosum var. hilli, but since 
D. tangerinum was for some time regarded as a 
form of D. streblocerus registration was under 
this last name. 


Next day Kevin, with his lovely daughter 
Karen, and her fiance took me for a trip to the 
Atherton Tableland. On the way we called at the 
large nursery of Pulliger and Clark and were 
shown around by Peter Pulliger. As well as 
orchids large quantities of foliage plants were 
produced for the Queensland market. Many fine 
vandaceous orchids showed the influence of 
Hugo Freed breeding. I was much impressed by 
a cattleya labelled C. McFarlane Bay ‘Tracy Ann’ 
growing in an open. sided _ shadehouse 
apparently without special attention. — If 
presented to a judging panel it would have no 
difficulty gaining an award. I can find no record 
of registration for this name so cannot give the 
breeding. It is pictured on the centre pages. 

After a scenic climb up the escarpment, at 
times through jungle, we came to the D’Bush 
nursery at Kuranda run by Stan Coleman and his 
son Brian. In their big shadehouse a wall of 
“Cookies” made a sight I will never forget. It was 
made up of hundreds of clones in 75 mm plastic 
pots, each plant with four or five racemes 
averaging about a dozen flowers each. Some 
interesting hybridising is being done at this 
nursery, both with dendrobiums and 
vandaceous orchids. 

After calling to see the neat collection of Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallace at Mareeba we headed for 
Tinaroo and lunch. The Tableland and Tinaroo 
are musts for a 1983 post conference tour, taking 
in such wonders as the crater lakes of Eacham 
and Barrine. 

Tinaroo has its famous orchid garden. It was 
specially created as a tourist attraction and is 
ably conducted by Gordon Matthews. Situated 
around the rim of a rain forest gully overlooking 
the dam itis a maze of ferns and orchids. There is 
always a magnificent display no matter what 
time of vear. 

At Atherton we made a call on that pleasant 
gentleman the Rev. Ron Collins. It was exciting to 
see his amazing, if somewhat unruly, collection 
of tropical plants, Here too I was able to renew 
acquaintances with the doyen_ of Australian 
orchidology Alick Dockrill. Alick had retired from 
his forestry job only a few weeks previously and 
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his friends in the service had presented him with 
an orchid house as a parting gift. What could be 
more apt! Alick’s acre on the fringe of town is a 
miniature botanic garden. 

MARYBOROUGH 


Next day I hopped about 1600 km from Cairns 
to Maryborough. This was my first visit to 
Maryborough and I was impressed by its size and 
progressive atmosphere. Frank Williams, 
president of the Maryborough Orchid Society, 
had invited me to speak at a special meeting of 
the society. Frank and his wife Evelyn are judges 
of the Queensland Orchid Society, and think 
nothing of travelling 200 or 300 km to judge or to 
attend an orchid function. That evening they 
took me 200 km south to the Caboolture Show to 
see the setting up and judging. It was a neat show 
with plenty of colour and an interesting range of 
genera, including some excellent species. The 
Grand Champion, in fact, was a species, a 
splendid Oncidium onustum owned by Alfred 
Smith. 

Next day I was able to see the collections of Bill 
Dawson, Norm Toogoom, and several others in 
the Burrum Heads and Hervey Bay areas. Norm 
has a very big collection including many large 
specimen plants growing on or hanging from 
trees. Of special interest was Dendrobium 
fleischeri, now regarded as a natural hybrid 
of D. phalaenopsis and D. superbiens. The latter, 
of course, is a natural hybrid between D. 
bigibbum and D. discolor. 

On Sunday Frank and Evelyn had arranged to. 
see Ron Williamson in Brisbane. On the way we 
called to see Dave English at Gympie. Dave has a 
large and somewhat crowded collection but all 
of his plants were growing beautifully. Then to 
Peter Filla at Southside Gympie. Peter is an 
agricultural chemist and is using nutrient 
chemicals on orchids with amazing results. 
Peter’s methods merit a special article in a future 
issue. 

We called on a few more private growers and 
the impressive commercial establishment of D. 
N. & L. Orchids owned by Dave and Nona Pullin. 
Then Brisbane and greetings to Ron Williamson 
and a look through his growing houses filled 


with fascinating species and _ imaginative 
crosses. 
It is impossible in this short space to 


acknowledge. all the wonderful people who 
shared their orchids and orchid experiences 
with me. To them I say: “Thank-you.” 

So ended a month: along the Queensland 
Coast. A month filled with inspiring scenery, a 
privileged look at innumerable — orchid 
collections, and above all the good fellowship of 
warm hearted orchid growers.

FAR NORTH COAST COUNCIL ACTIVE

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A MEDIUM FOR THE ASEPTIC CULTURE OF 
ORCHID SEED 


P. R. Hopwood’, P. E. Davis* and A. Bryantt 


The Editor, 
Australian Orchid Review, 
Sir, 

Enclosed is the formula for a culture 
medium developed by the authors. This 
medium was characterised by rapid tissue 
growth and high wet tissue weight yield from 
flasks. Another characteristic of the medium 
was to stimulate rapid clonal multiplication 
of protocorm tissue. The authors feel that the 
medium as formulated is of sufficient merit 
to warrant publication. Further research 
will be undertaken in an attempt to developa 
secondary medium that maintains the 
vigorous planilet growth of this medium but 
with less clonal protocorm multiplication.

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Oncidium sphacelatum and Orchids in the Garden 
ROSS BERGLUND 


On reading Joan Burke’s comments on 
Oncidium sphacelatum and other orchids 
(“A.O.R.” September 1980) I was prompted to 
photograph our plant which was then in flower. 
The history of this plant is that it was grown ona 
tree fern slab for about 10 years in a bush house 
during which time it produced one spike. When 
we moved to our current home in the same 
Sydney suburb we decided not to have a bush 
house, but to grow our orchids around the 
garden, in the trees, and on the sandstone ledges 
and terraces which run downa steep block to the 
edge of Sailor Bay. Our climate is therefore ideal 
— never a frost, plenty of moist sea breeze, we 
face north and so there are no cold southerly 
winds. 

Until we decided on its final place, the 
Oncidium sphacelatum on its slab was simply 
leant against a sandstone wall behind a 
frangipanni tree, but it has never been moved 
because it quickly rooted itself onto the 
sandstone. It has now been there for nine years 
flowering each year (except when possums 
decide to sample the new _ spikes!) The 
frangipanni is deciduous so it receives full sun in 
winter through to about September, it is watered 
with the rest of the garden and has a very 
occasional dose of Aquasol etc. but it 
accumulates some detritus from the surround- 
ing trees. As youcan see from the photograph itis 
quite happy with the agapanthus. 

Stanhopea tigrina thrives in baskets hanging 
in the same frangipanni trees. The stanhopeas 
also do well rooted in rock crevices provided 
there is some fibre or leaf mould around the 
roots — they send out their flowers in the right 
direction! As I write these notes there are six or 
so Stanhopea tigrina flowers out — talk about a 
perfumed garden. They are superb, mingling 
with the delicate perfume of Hoya which also 
grows well on shady sandstone walls. 

In this same area we have another oncidium 
(species unknown) which sends upa spike about 
6ft high each year right up into the frangipanni 
tree. Its chocolate and white flowers last about 
three months withstanding all the rain and 
breezes. 

The durability of laelia and cattleya flowers 

also continually amazes us. Laelia anceps 
flowers will last a couple of weeks out in the 
open, but put a pot inside and the flowers will 
fold within two days — it must have good air 
movement. The easiest Laelia we grow is L. 
superbiens — its great heads of perfumed flowers 
on 3ft stems last for weeks and it will flower. 


easily if grown in full sun for most of the day. We 
started with two pseudo bulbs about eight years 
ago and now have five separate plants with a 
total of 53 pseudo bulbs. They are mostly in very 
large pots filled with coarse bark and charcoal. It 
will not flower if grown in shade for more than 
half the day. 

Thunia marshalliana is the same — grow it in 
the richest compost or garden in full sun and it 
will always flower — our best ones are on a 
wettish rock ledge in full sun where they get 
quite hot. They were a little bedraggled last 
summer by one day of 106°F, but they have all 
flowered happily again this year. Even the 
Dendrobium kingianum plants had their leaves 
scorched that day but we only lost a couple of 
plants out of about 50 or more than are tucked 
into a loose packed northern rock wall. 

Incidentally we never have any problems with 
dendrobium beetles on the dendrobiums. The 
beetles (if any are around) are always found on 
the nearby reed stemmed epidendrums and 
particularly on the flowers of a large pot of 
Epicattleya Nebo. Maybe they are easier to see 
against the mauve flowers but we find that if we 
check the epicat each day as we walk down the 
steps we have no beetles elsewhere. (I suspect 
that the patches of epidendrums which have 
naturalised in some bushland areas around 
Sydney have become preferred breeding 
grounds for dendrobium beetles). 

Cymbidiums are mostly in pots under 
Angophera trees and seem reasonably happy. 
Coelogyne cristata grows and flowers very easily 
— this particular clone (and also the 
Paphiopedilum insigne plants) came from a 
collection of six orchids for 30/- which I bought 
from John Bisset more than 30 years ago. 
Divisions nearly always flower in the first year — 
provided it gets enough sun, but I’ve concluded 
that it prefers to be in pots which are large 
enough to ensure the roots do not dry out — it 
does not do well in drier rock crevices. Perhaps 
that is the problem with Joan Burke’s plants 
growing in baskets? 

One problem — it is difficult to take a 
sandstone wall (or a tree) along to an orchid 
show! 65 Minimbah Rd, Northbridge 2063 


OBSERVATION: In the past, I have not used rice hulls 
in a cymbidium mix, and until this potting season I 
never really questioned why. And now I know. One of 
the attractions of growing orchids is that you don’t have 
to do any weeding. Well, this time I used rice hulls and 
present indications are that I may get around 30 
bushels to the acre.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Asian Orchids 
Dr.Teok Eng Soon 


Since the mid sixties orchid growers have been well 
catered for in the way of books. Books on growing, 
breeding, on specific genera, the orchids of a country, 
orchid science, and beautifully illustrated coffee table 
books to gloat over. 

But rarely have there been books which set out to 
cater for all orchid tastes, plus the practical points of 
growing, in such thorough fashion as this one. The title 
Asian Orchids, is a loose one, referring not only to the 
orchids of Asia but to the horticultural orchids 
cultivated in Asia. While the emphasis is on the 
beautiful Asian species and their hybrids there is 
plenty on the cattleya and oncidium alliances. 

Dr. Teoh did a pleasing job of editing Orchids, the 
excellent Golden Anniversary commemorative book 
issued by the Orchid Society of South-East Asia in 1978. 
This latter work delved deeply into the breeding lines 
of those vandaceous and hardcane dendrobium 
orchids which thrive in Singapore. Asian Orchids 
covers the same field in broader fashion. 

Emphasis on those orchids which do well in 
Singapore makes it a valuable book for growers in 
Queensland and the Northern Territory, also to warm 
glasshouse growers in more temperate areas. 

It represents overwhelming value as a coffee table 
book. This reviewer counted 219 colour illustrations 
nearly all of them showing the flowers in natural size. 
Most are from photos taken by Dr. Teoh but a few have 
been contributed by his friends. All are aesthetically 
superb and accurate enough for identification. A few 
line drawings explain some of the fundamental 
botanical aspects. 

Chapter headings indicate the unity of the work. 
They start with a personalised introduction, then deal 
with the biology and growth of orchids, passing to 
details of classification based on the svstem used by Dr. 
Frederick Brieger in his monumental revision of 
Schlechter’s Die Orchideen. Then follows chapters on 
sympodial and monopodial orchids, the needs of 
orchids, practical aspects of growing, propagation, 
hybridising, quality standards, control of flowering 
and diseases. There is a detailed bibliography, a 
glossary and an index. 

No orchid book appears to have vet been published 
without minor blemishes. Asian Orchids has sufficient 
to indicate the wisdom of having proofs checked by an 
independent authority. For instance there is the 
reference on page 87 to North Ireland when obviously 
New Ireland is meant. Sarcochilus is spelt incorrectly 
on page 133, and Euanthe on page 280. On page 72 the 
Statement that the Royal Horticultural Society 
Registrar of Orchid Hybrids considers Dendrobium 
bigibbum to be a variety of D. phalaenopsis is not 
supported in the Handbook on Orchid Nomenclature 
and Registration. But a recital of such items is trivial 
compared to the magnificence of this book — rather 
like complaining that Winston Churchill had a wart 
under his armpit. 

The book is published by A. H. and A. W. Reed in 
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association with Times Books International. The 
recommended retail price in Australia is $39.95. 
Strongly recommended for society libraries and 
growers of warmth-loving orchids. 


Orchids as Indoor Plants 
Brian and Wilma Rittershausen 


Fashionable use of plants for home decoration and 
the increasing numbers of home units have created a 
niche for just such a book as this. 

The Rittershausen brother and sister team have 
grown up in the orchid world and now control the 
nursery established by their father. Wilma is editor of 
the English Orchid Review. 

Prior knowledge of orchids is not necessary for those 
who utilise the book. The first part, Choosing Orchids 


‘in the Home, covers the horticultural genera and 


suggests suitable species and hybrids. Part II deals 
with Caring for Orchids in the Home and details all the 
practical aspects of orchid culture. 

You don't have to be solely an indoor grower to get 
value from reading the book because it is full of 
valuable tips on the needs of particular species and 
hybrids. 

Part II starts with details of finding the right places to 
grow orchids in the home. Advdntages and 
disadvantages of living room, bathroom, kitcheh, sun 
room and window sills are clearly outlined, but the 
pointers on cellar culture are a little foreign to 
Australians. However the latter data could be of value 
to anyone with shed space or under-house space and 
the need to intensely cultivate seedlings. 

Wardian cases are little used in this country but in 
Victorian England highly ornate ones were commoh, 
They have now evolved to become the planterium, 
virtually a piece of furniture, with inbuilt heat, 
humidity, light and air movement control. What 4 nice 
way to divide a room! The authors have interesting 
things to sav about such equipment. 

The book closes with advice on feeding, potting, care 
of foliage and flowers, and common problenis. 

Recommended for society libraries and for all those 
folk with only indoor space for growing orchids. 
However it does contain much of value for every orchid 
grower.

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The art of creating a display 


TERRY DEAN 


Many of us haye, from time to time, been asked 
to create a display, or assist in the creation of a 
display for shows and various organisations. 
This is much easier said than done but then it is 
relatively easy to please our viewing public when 
we have such magnificent and fascinating 
blooms to take their eye. However, with 
competitive displays — when it comes to the 
critical eye of the judge who has the unenviable 
task of selecting the “best” display in the hall — 
well... 

A points system for the various aspects or 
segments of a display has been established for 
use by the Rockhampton O.S. of which I am 
secretary. These points may be varied by the 
show committee to throw more or less emphasis 
on certain aspects such as interpretation of a 
particular theme, etc. Unless 
instructed, judges will usually work on the 
following points: 


Theme 10 
Quality 20 
Variety 20 
Arrangement and effect 40 
Labelling 10 


Theme: While themes are usually optional 
and attract only a maximum of 10 points, they 
can be used to create much more interesting and 
joyful displays. Much thought and care is needed 
to ensure the theme and props are compatible 
with, and subordinate to, the plants and that the 
theme is carried throughout the display. With 
living plants and flowers as the focus of our 
displays it is difficult to get away from tropical 
island, garden, porch or balcony scenes, but 
every effort should be made for each display to 
tell a story as well as just being pleasing to 
behold. 

Quality and variety are very important 
segments of the display and probably the only 
parts where those with many plants from which 
to choose have any real advantage. You will note 
however that the actual quantity of blooms is 
not really important to the display in so far as 
points are concerned, but it does make the task of 
selecting quality and arranging for the best effect 
much easier. 

Variety can be a real headache for the one or 
two genera specialist grower for as many as 
possible different genera should be included, as 
well as the variations in shape within each genus 
such as novelty, cluster and formal type cattleyas 
or ceratobium, phalaenanthe, nobile or indian 
type dendrobiums, etc.

Quality: It is often a difficult decision or at 
least one that requires a good deal of tact, 
whether or not to leave a plant out of a display, 
particularly when it belongs to a well-meaning 
new grower, but sometimes its inclusion could 
actually lose points. Quality is not a matter of 
having only excellent award standard flowers. 
Heaven forbid . . . no one would ever see a 
sizeable display is this were the case. For quality 
the judges will be looking closely (without 
unduly disturbing the display) at all the flowers 
and all the foliage; for flowers well past their 
prime; chewed, damaged or diseased flowers 
and/or plants; dirty, dying, or dead leaves; dirty 
pots and weed infested potting mixes, etc. 
Indeed, all the signs of general neglect of plants. 
This all detracts from the overall quality so each 
and every plant must be thoroughly checked out 
before arranging. A few seconds’ work with a 
pair of secateurs and a damp cloth can do 
wonders for a plant. 

Flowers or flower parts that are broken off in 
transit should be placed on the pot in the display. 
This will not lose you points for the display. 
However, should the plant be worthy of 
consideration for an individual prize the judges 
will wish to inspect all the flowers and flower 
parts before any prize is granted. 

Absence of a flower or part of a flower could be 
a genuine accident, for which the plant would 
not be penalised, but then it could also have been 
a deformed flower or one a grasshopped visited 
first, and an “accident” is only to remove the 
evidence! Judges invariably, after years of 
experience, tend to suspect the latter; however, 
they may still consider it worthy of the prize 
depending on the quality of its opposition. 

Arrangement and effect account for 40 per 
cent of the available points and this is where your 
creative ability allows you to use the available 
plants to their best advantage. A large variety of 
genera will give an extremely large variation in 
plant habits and flower sizes, etc., which can 
make it rather difficult to get some plants to sit at 
just the right angle to be viewed. With one or only 
a few genera, try not to use plants of the same 
height on tiered benches. The end result may 
only look like rows of plants on tiered benches!! 
Probably the most common or rather the most 
obvious fault with displays is having the pots on 
show. This greatly detracts from any flower 
display so pots should either. be hidden 
completely or have their line and colour broken 
by the use of foliage plants, ferns, bark chips, etc.

The possibilities for the actual arrangement 
and effect are limitless and depend on one’s 
interpretation of a theme, available plants, 
accessories, space, etc. There are, however, 
basic rules which apply to all floral art and 
displays alike and many volumes have been 
written on this subject, for regardless of a 
flower’s natural inherent and individual beauty, 
it can really be seen at its best when artistically 
arranged. 

Briefly, the main principles for arrangements 
fall under the following headings: 

Unity: The harmonious association of all 
elements within the display, i.e. flowers, foliage 
plants, theme props, and background, etc. 

Rhythm: The balancing and relating of all 
parts so that the eye is carried through the 
display with a feeling of motion to a special focal 
point. 

Harmony is achieved by a repetition of line 
or colour. However, a harmonious display 
without contrast tends to become uninteresting. 

Contrast: The greater the contrast the 
greater the attraction to the eye. Contrast can be 
achieved by colour, line, size or shape. 

Balance: Dark colours and large blooms or 
leaves appear heavier and closer so should be 
used in the lower, central portion of a display or 
to balance large theme props, etc. 

A much more beautiful effect can be gained by 
grouping colours, then harmonising all the 
colour ranges throughout the display. Placing a 
dark purple flower next to a white, next to a pink, 
next to a yellow, etc. creates many contrasts 
within the display and therefore detracts from 
the focal point. 

The focal point may be an important part of the 
theme or the most outstanding plant in the 
display to which vou wish to draw attention .. . 
even more so if this plant gets to wear the 
champion of show ribbon. How degrading it is to 
see a “champion” tucked away in_ the 
background with run-of-the-mill flowers. 

If and wherever possible try to arrange any 
potential individual prize-winning plants in an 
accessible position. This will assist the judges 
and stewards no end. 

Labelling of plants while only worth a 
maximum of 10 points can appear a very 
tiresome task but it should be an essential part of 
all displays. 

Education is the stated aim of every society 
and what better way to educate than by the 
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printed work. All too often we see people 
scratching around in displays for a pot and a 
label which may or may not give a legible 
answer. 

Ideally, all flowers or group of flowers of the 
same name should have a suitable name tag for 
identification, readable from a distance of at 
least 6 feet, immediately adjacent to the bloom 
being identified. 

This label must not be too large or obtrusive 
but must blend in with the display. Light green 
coloured cardboard with printing in black ink 
(about 14” high) has proved most successful in 
this regard. Label design may be rectangular, 
oval, leaf shaped or whatever takes the 
designer’s fancy to fit in with a theme. A fine 
example could be boomerang shaped labels fora 
display of Australian Native Orchids. 

It is most important that labels carry the 
correct generic abbreviations, names and 
spelling for the plant. The Handbook on Orchid 
Nomenclature and Registration and Sanders 
Lists of Orchid Hybrids are invaluable for this 
purpose. These books are available through most 
society libraries. 

Show schedules and special conditions for 
each show are printed for a purpose. READ 
THEM. Judges must abide by the rules laid down | 
by the show committee and have no desire to 
disqualify any display or plant because of some 
defect which is the exhibitor’s fault, such as the 
use of forbidden accessories on plants, etc. 

Any doubts as to the interpretation of any rule 
should be referred to the show committee or 
executive for clarification. 

Plan your display well in advance. Don't leave 
it until the day before to start making the props or 
looking for a theme. We know at least a week 
before the show, most of the plants that will be 
out and being used, so groom and protect them, 
train flower spikes if necessary, and prepare 
their labels. 

It is hoped that the foregoing will assist all in 
the creating of their displays and raise the 
standard of entries to give judges a much more 
difficult task in selecting the “best”. 

Whether or not your display is “tops”, the 
name of the game is still “get in there and try.” 

The effort you put in will certainly be 
appreciated by the viewing public.

IS YOUR WHITE RHYNCOSTYLIS TRUE? 


Editor S. Forsythe, writing in the North Queensland 
Orchid Society newsletter, says there is one way to find 


out: On flowering place it in the sun for a few days. If” 


the flowers remain white you have the variety. With 
most, however, a very small tinge of mauve will appear 
in the sepals after two or three days. In addition the 
root tips of the pure alba forms are uniformly bright 
green. Others have slight mauve or purple markings.

SAVE SOME WORK NEXT YEAR

Our cover photo may not look like an orchid, yet it is one of 
the most unique and rare plants in the world. It may even be 
extinct. Which is why it’s on the cover. It grows under the 
ground.

In 1932 in a paper to the Linnean Society of 
N.S.W., the Rev. Montagu Rupp announced the 
discovery of an orchid which fulfilled its life 
cycle under the ground. He named it 
Cryptanthemis slateri. 

Further discoveries of the West Australian 
underground orchid, Rhizanthella gardneri, has 
provided opportunities for a detailed scientific 
study of this amazing orchid. But what of its 
eastern Australian counterpart? 

It has not yet been found in sufficient quantity 
for a detailed examination of its life cycle. 

Writing in the June, 1938, issue of Australian 
Orchid Review, the Rev. Rupp described the find: 

“The most remarkable orchid discovered in 
_N.S.W.... hails from Bulahdelah, and has not so 
far been recorded elsewhere. This is not 
surprising, for the whole plant is subterranean. 


It was found “accidentally” by Mr E. W. Slater 
in 1931. I shall always count myself exceptionally 
fortunate that the first specimen of this 
extraordinary orchid was sent to me. Mr Slater 
enclosed it as a curiosity, with some roots of 
Dipodium sent to Mr F. J. Fieldsend of Maitland, 
and Mr Fieldsend promptly forwarded it to me. 
Botanical circles had been stirred two years 
earlier by the astonishing discovery at Corrigin, 
in Western Australia, of an orchid of 
subterranean habit. Dr R. S. Rogers had sent me 
his description of this strange: plant, which he 

named Rhizanthella gardneri. Directly I saw Mr 
Slater’s specimen I was confident Rhizanthella 
was no longer unique; and within a Week several 
more fragments of plants reached me. 

“Though clearly belonging to the new 
Orchidaceous sub-tribe which Dr Rogers had to 
create for Rhizanthella, the Bulahdelah plant 
would not fit into that genus, and I gave it the 
name Cryptanthemis slateri. ; 

“Subsequently a grant from the Australian and 
New Zealand Association for the Advancement 
of Science enabled me to pay a visit to 

' Bulahdelah, where, with the help of Dr H. L. 
Kesteven, six plants were unearthed, and 
photographs were secured in situ after 
‘excavation’. Shall we ever trace the causes 
which impelled this orchid to its underground 
career?” 

In a second paper presented to the Linnean 
Society the Rev. Rupp described his own 
uncovering of C. slateri, with the help of Dr H. L. 
Kesteven, in the vicinty of the original finding. 

He describes it: “The site of the discovery of C. 


slateri is a small and obscure water channel, dry 
except during rain, when it discharges into a 
shallow gully a few yards on the south side of 
the old Alum Company’s trolley line near the alum 
dump — on the lower western slope of the Alum 
Mountain and... about 250 feet above sea level. 
All plants of the orchid hitherto found — in 
number perhaps 12, but in view of the 
fragmentary character of the 1931-32 specimens 
it is difficult to be sure — have been located 
within a radius of about eight yards of this spot. . 
... the ground is very stony and there is little 
grass or undergrowth. It is a barren spot 
occupied chiefly by stringybark eucalypts, under 
which are carpets of fallen leaves and other 
debris. The lack of undergrowth serves to make 
conspicuous the numerous plants of Dipodium 
punctatum R. Br which are found here... 

“Dr Kesteven and myself demonstrated 
beyond question, not only the validity of 
Cryptanthemis slateri, but the fact that there is 
no real association between it and Dipodium 
punctatum at all... we consider it likely that the 
mycorrhiza infesting both might be found to be 
identical... 

“., . all the withered flower heads were just 
level with the surface underneath the debris of 
fallen leaves, etc. .. . One may assume that the 
purpose of this is to facilitate the dispersion of 
seed by bringing the fruiting capilula to the 
surface. It is difficult to see how dispersion is 
effected except by rainfall. In spite of the fact that 
large quantities of seeds are produced and 
ripened, the apparent scarcity of the plant 
suggests that sucessful germination is rare. We 
found evidence indicating a form of vegetative 
reproduction: in some instances it was obvious 
that a branch had been separated from the 
parent rhizome at the point of junction and was 
established independently. : 


“I was unable to record any direct evidence of 
fertilisation, which appears to be very effective. 
In a plant of so strange a habit one is naturally 
disposed to postulate self-fertilisation. Neverthe- 
less, it appears to me quite possible that 
burrowing insects may be the agents. The pollen 
sacs are extremely fragile, and in many flowers 
even their remains were so difficult to see that 
only the discovery of some still intact convinced 
me of their existence. Pollen was lying loose on 
the rostellum and on the recurving appendages 
of the column, which appeared to function as 
preventatives of the pollen falling on the stigma 
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Cryptanthemis slateri Rupp 


his photo was taken by the Rev. H. M. R. Rupp at 
Bulahdelah in 1933 and is similar to one published in 
the June, 1938, issue of A.O.R., page 39. Rev. Rupp, in 
his caption, says, “The bracts surrounding the ‘head’ of 
flowers are erect, and the flowers themselves are thus 
almost concealed except from above. They are small, 
crowded together in the ‘head’ like those of a sunflower 
ora flannel flower. (Comparison with the latter is more 
apt in the case of Rhizanthella gardneri, the W. 


Australian underground orchid, which has large floral 
bracts almost horizontally to the head). The sepals and 
petals of Cryptanthemis slateri are erect and fleshy; 
the labellum is dark coloured and densely beset with 
minute globular glands. The column has two curious 
glandular appendages . . . This photograph shows a 
plant with the soil dissected away to give the idea of the 
whole plant.” It is approximately life size. The tips of 
each capitulum would just be at ground level. 
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immediately below. I was not able to distinguish 
the number of pollina on any of the flowers I 
dissected. The stigma is large and prominent, 
with a well marked basal spur. 

“ .. The colour of the whole plant, when in 
normal condition and while the flowers are 
young, is a waxy white, except where darker 
patches on the rhizome probably indicate the 
presence of mycorrhiza. 

“As the flowers mature, deep red splashes 
appear on the petals, and suffusions of the same 
colour become noticeable on the column and the 
basal half of the labellum. A few days after 
exposure to the light the whole flower darkens. 

‘Methods of fertilisation and germination still 
await discovery, and it is to be hoped that new 
colonies of this remarkable orchid will be 
discovered.” 


FINDINGS INDICATE WIDE DISTRIBUTION 


Some years ago Mr G. Kouskos sent a colour 
photo of a plant he found at Mallawa in 
Lamington National Park to the Sydney 
Herbarium for identification. This is the 
illustration of C. slateri reproduced on our Cover. 
It shows the capitulum only and not the flowers. 
Unfortunately the herbarium at that time did not 
have the resources to follow up this discovery 
and the exact date is unrecorded. If Mr Kouskos 
sees this the herbarium would appreciate 
hearing from him. Or does anyone know his 
present address? 

Then early in 1974 a Miss Baldwin sent the 
herbarium a specimen found at Springwood on 
the Blue Mountains for identification. In March 
of 1975 a further specimen in very good condition 
arrived from a Mrs W. Gregory of Wentworth 
Falls. The latter had been uncovered during 
building operations. 

Unfortunately the botanist responsible for 
Orchidaceae was not available at the time any of 
these reportings were made. Also the resources 
for a detailed scientific study were not then 
available, even if further specimens had been 
located. 

Today the Australian Orchid Foundation is 
willing, and anxious, to finance a study of this 
species. Also there are now laboratories and 
scientists well equipped for such a study, 
particularly at the National Botanic Gardens in 
Canberra. 

As one would expect past findings, except the 
1932 and 1933 findings of Kesteven and Rupp, 
were accidental, and the finders were sufficiently 
curious to forward their plants for identification. 

But — the fact that findings have been made in 
areas nearly 1000 km apart inevitably leads to the 
conclusion that plants of this species must have 
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been uncovered many times and not reported. 
For example the Wentworth Falls discovery was 
made during excavations for a building, and 
most builders would tend to regard such a plant 
as a piece of fungus or decayed root. 


AUSTRALIAN ORCHID FOUNDATION 
BACKS SEARCH 


You could be the one to find a new colony of 
this phenomenal species. The foundation will 
pay $200 for a finding which leads to the 
unveiling of a colony of C. slateri, and $100 for a 
reporting of a single plant.The reward is not 
restricted to a first finding, and will be granted to 
each finding at the discretion of the Australian 
Orchid Foundation up to the end of 1982. 

Consideration will be given to extending the 
reward period if necessary. 


WHERE TO LOOK 


It is probable that C. slateri could be found 
anywhere along the eastern ranges between the 
Blue Mountains west of Sydney and Toowoomba 
in southern Queensland. It could extend north or 
south of these limits. 

Although it was found at Bulahdelah growing 
near Dipodium punctatum Rupp was convinced 
that there was no symbotic association, although 
he did postulate that the two might be 
dependent upon the same mycorrhiza. So areas 
where Dipodium punctatum is present could be 
worth examining. 4 

The Bulahdelah site was covered by tailings 
from the alum mine, undergrowth and trees 
were sparse, and many of the latter were 
stringybarks. The ground had a light covering of 
detritus. 

Most of the Blue Mountains is sandstone type 
country, with rather poor topsoil, a pH on the 
acid side, and dry, sclerophyll forest. By contrast 
the Lamington National Park is largely volcanic 
and the area where its was found at Mallawa is 
wet sclerophyll forest. 


WHEN TO LOOK 


Evidence from the findings at Bulahdelah 
over three years, in 1931 by Mr Slater, in 1932 by 
Dr Kesteven and in 1933 by Rupp and Kesteven 
indicates that florescence occurs there in 
October, and plants found in November had 
withered flowers and seed. Rainfall over each of 
these three years approximated the annual 
average of 1200 mm. 

In early November Peter Hinds of the National 
Herbarium and the writer spent two days 
turning up soil in the vicinity of the 1930 
discoveries without result. This lack of result 
may be due to the lapse of nearly 50 years. In

addition 1980 was abnormally dry. However 
Dipodium punctatum was still very prevalent. 

Of the Blue Mountains findings one was 
recorded on the February 5 and one in March. 
Altitude must therefore be a determining factor 
in maturation. The February 5, 1972 finding 
was at Springwood which is about 450 m. above 
sea level. Wentworth Falls, the March finding, is 
still higher at around 800 m. 

Lamington National Park is high in the 
MacPherson Ranges so florescene there would 
possibly be in line with the Blue Mountains. 


HOW TO LOOK 


Orchid societies in areas where C. slateri 
might be found should devote part of an evening 
to discussing this article and its pictures. 
Members who are builders or farmers, or who 
know builders and farmers, should advise 
anyone excavating or ploughing of the 
appearance and value of this orchid. 

Growers on bush trips during October to 
March who find stands of Dipodium punctatum 
should dig up areas of ground around them to a 
depth of 75 to 100 mm. The capitulum or “head” 
of flowers may just be at ground level but 
covered with detritus. 

A plant's inflorescene may cause slight surface 
cracks in the ground under the debris. These 
could radiate from a slightly raised central point. 
This happens with Rhizanthella gardneri. 

School teachers frequently have pupils bring 
in objects for identification. If you are a teacher, 
or know one, then you could become an 
important link in a scientific chain. In science 
classes a teacher describing the species could 
arouse the memory of a pupil. 

In short, the better known this species the 
more chance there will be of finding it. 

And how about your society organising a day in 
the bush just to look for it. Make a picnic of it. 


WHAT TO DO 


A discovery should be reported immediately by 
phone to the Sydney Herbarium. Ask for Mr 
Don Blaxcell or, in his absence, the duty officer.

Many growers have been shy about submitting 
plants which have won State or A.O.C. Awards, 
or which have heen successful at shows, because 
they feel the standard for an Ira Butler Award is 
too high. However, a plant does not have to 
match the conventional award standard. Overall 
charm and breeding potential are more important. 

Any orchid society in any State, or an individual 
(who may be the owner) can nominate a plant.

But the underlying principles of plant growth 
do not vary. It follows that the more we know 
about the way plants grow the more able we will 
be to apply these principles. 

Not one of us would care to be examined by a 
doctor who did not know every organ and bone 
in our body, and the ways they interacted. In like 
fashion by learning as much as possible about 
the biological nature and requirements of orchids 
we-become better qualified to prescribe for their 
cultural needs. 

Which is what orchid workshops are all about. 

Particularly N.S.W.’s glorified workshop, the 
International Botanical Congress Orchid Sym- 
posium. Glorified because of the talented 
scientists who will be freely passing on their 
knowledge. Each is either working at the frontier 
of research, or is recognised as an expert in a 
particular specialty.

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Please, it’s always species! 


PROFESSOR GARY BAKER 


This article is reprinted from the Tulsa, 
U.S.A., journal “Orchidii Newsium”. It is 
sub-titled “Repeat lesson on some terms 
we frequently find used incorrectly”. 

A SPECIES is a naturally occurring collection of 
plants (or animals) which can interbreed in 
nature, and bear a resemblance to each other. 
The term species is both singular and plural. One 
species, a million species, it matters not how 
many. The word SPECIE is NOT singular for 
species. (Specie is coins). It is a completely, 
totally unrelated word. Species is like sheep, 
which is both singular and plural. You don’t talk 
abgut six sheeps. . . or do you? 

A GENUS is a collection of one or more closely 
related species. Orchid GENERA (this is the only 
plural form of genus) with which you are likely 
to be familiar are Cattleya, Miltonia, Cymbidium, 


etc. 

A BINOMIAL is the term given to any particular 
species; it consists of a generic and a specific 
name; that is, a name for the genus and a name 
for the species. Certain features of the way the 
binomial is written have evolved over the past 
two centuries, and are in universal use by the 
entire botanical and horticultural world. First, 
the binomial is italicised, or some equivalent 
(such as being underlined), or if the context is 
italicised, then the binomial is NOT. That is, the 
scientific name of any plant species (or genus) is 
set in a distinguishing type. This serves to set it 
out from the surrounding words, and leaves no 
doubt of the nature of the words. Pick up a copy 
of any magazine (such as the AOS Bulletin) and 
thumb through it, and you will observe that the 
binomials are italicised. This makes it very easy 
to pick out the species mentioned in any article, 
as you will quickly observe. Iam notat all certain 
how long this has been a universal practice, but 
by consensus of the botanical world, the correct 
name of a plant is thusly written. 

Now, if one is speaking (writing) about more 
than one member of a genus, that is, is using the 
generic name as a plural. then itis NOT italicised, 
for it is not the name of a specific species. You 
write Cattleya, but cattleyas. Also, the plural 
form is written with a lower-case first letter. A 
generic name is ALWAYS written with an upper- 
case first letter, be it at the beginning of a 
sentence or in the middle. However, the plural 
form is NEVER so written, unless it falls at the 
start of a sentence. 

(A.O.R. Editor’s note: Practice in the A.O.S. 
Bulletin and A.O.R. is not to capitalise a genus 


name where it is used in a non-botanical sense, 
e.g. “cymbidium compost” or “cymbidium 
flowers”. These are really implied plurals: 
“compost for cymbidiums’, “flowers of 
cymbidiums’). 

Now, how about using upper-case letters to 
begin specific names? At one time, years, ago, 
certain species had their specific epithets 
(epithet means name in this context) written 
with an upper-case first letter. However, there 
were certain and specific kinds of names that 
were so written. These included _ specific 
epithets derived from persons’ names and the 
names of other plants. 

Otherwise, the name of the species was always 
begun with a lower-case letter, unless, of course, 
the name began a sentence. Examples would be 
Phalaenopsis Sanderana (named for the great 
orchid seller and enthusiast, Frederick Sander) 
and Dendrobium Sophronitis (named _ for 
resemblance to the genus Sophronitis). Over the 
past several decades, a move has been under 
way to spell ALL species names with a lower- 
case initial letter, and today it is recommended 
that ALL species be written with a lower-case 
first letter although the upper-case MAY be used 
for those particular examples wherein names 
are derived from persons’ names or the names of 
other plants. Thus one can correctly write 
Phalaenopsis Sanderana, although Phalaenopsis 
sanderana is preferred; but if one uses 
Phalaenopsis Amabilis or Phalaenopsis Violacea, 
then one is totally incorrect. 


Now let's see. If one is using a generic name 
repeatedly, one can abbreviate it after the first 
use by using the initial letter followed by a 
period, and it is understood that the abbreviated 
name refers to the full name written earlier. If 
there would ever be ANY possible question of the 
full name, then it MUST be written out in full. As 
an example: Paphiopedilum barbatum and P. 
haynaldianum are attractive species that should 
be in every collection. (Editor’s note: what 
happened to Paph, Phal., Dend., Phrag., Catt., 
Cymb., etc?) Is that all clear? Good. 3 

Any time you hybridise two different species, 
you get a HYBRID. You know, a horse bred with a 
donkey produces a hybrid, called a mule. A cross 
of a species and a hybrid also produces a hybrid, 
and the result of crossing two hybrids similarly is 
termed a hybrid. 

If a hybrid is produced between members of 
two more different genera, then the product is a 
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member of a HYBRID GENUS (plural is HYBRID 
GENERA). 


A hybrid is also termed a GREX. Anytime this 


particular hybrid is remade, the plants that, 


result.are members of this same grex, even if 
different clones of the parents are used. The 
name given the grex in the GREX NAME. 

I used the term clone. OK. A CLONE is any 
particular individual, and any asexual divisions 
of it, including mericlones. The Peace rose 
represents a clone. I am a clone, the only 
individual of this particular clone. Amen. 

In orchids, we are dealing with just one 
FAMILY, the orchid family, botanically called 
Orchidaceae. (Editor's note: pronounced 
ORCHID-A-SEE-EE). A family name is also spelled 
with an upper-case first letter. 

_ I think that covers all the basic terms I find 
people using incorrectly, that is using the terme 
differently than the acceptable usages that have 
evolved over the past two centuries and are in 
universal use throughout the scientific world. 

This is but a fraction of the nomenclatural 

_ rules that govern the botanical world, rules that 

have come about through, first, trial and érror, 

and finally, codification, providing a clear-cut set 
of directions understood throughout the world. 

Actually, the present rules of nomenclature, 

established and evaluated at periodic world- 

wide meetings of botanists and horticulturalists, 
fill a book 200 pages long. Very few of the other 
nomenclature rules ever will touch us in our 
orchid collecting. One aspect that will 
occasionally creep up is the matter of the correct 
names for various species. Sometimes you will 
find that a species which you have known by 
some name will have that name changed and 
you may wonder why. There are very good 
reasons why, generally involving a matter of 
priority — someone has named and described 
the plant before someone else, and the earliest 
name is the valid or correct one, even if it is not 
the one that is commonly used. At present, there 
are no provisions for retaining a later specific 
name over an earlier, obscure one and so the 

specific name must be changed. There is a 

provision for retaining widely used but later 

generic names, however. Efforts to put in such a 

rule with regard to species have always met with 

failure at the various botanical congresses, for 
better or worse. : 


One last comment on naming plants — a 
detailed set of rules is absolutely essential, and it 
must be followed, or else chaos would result. 
Would you believe that at one time, near the turn 
of the century, Americans decided that they 
would just simply ignore the rules that the rest of 
the world were following, and a group of 
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American botanists set up their own rules. Such 
arrogance is difficult to comprehend today. It 
didn’t take too many years for it to be obvious that 
the Americans were acting like a bunch of fools, 
and the Americans retreated to acceptance of the 
rules that were being used worldwide. Since 
then, we have led the way in logical codification 
of the rules for naming plants. 

Today, changes in the rules are made slowly 
and after much debate and thorough evaluation 
of the impact any changes will have. 
Nomenclature is a very conservative force in 
botany and horticulture. When you are dealing 
with something that involves people in literally 
every nation in the world, changes must 
necessarily be slow and carefully thought out. 
You just don’t abandon the collective wisdom 
and work of over 225 years, without knowing 
why you are changing a system that works, and 
works well. 


NOTE: The next International Botanical 
Congress at which, among other things, matters 
of Nomenclature will be discussed, is to take 
place at the University of Sydney. The Orchid 
Society of N.S.W. has organised an Orchid 
Symposium as a satellite feature of this 
conference. World-famous scientists _ will 
present topics of value to hobby and commercial 
growers.

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Materials in, or on, which you can grow orchids 
L. PEATY 


This subject is much broader than mere 
“Composts”, which of course consist of organic 
materials broken down by bacterial action. The 
intent is to explain, in fairly simple terms the 
various materials used in the making of growing 
mixtures for use in pots or other containers and 
the materials upon which orchids can be 
grown. 

It has often been said that there are as many 
mixtures used as there are orchid growers. 

Materials for use in potting mixtures can be 
divided into two groups, viz:— 

(a) basic items such as peat moss, composted 
wood wastes, leaf mould, pine bark chip, tree 
fern fibre. 

(b) Additives — mainly used to provide 
drainage — such as coarse sand, rice hulls, 
peanut shells, charcoal, volcanic rock (SCORIA), 
styrene perlite, etc. 

Before giving details of quantities and method, 
some explanation of the various ingredients is 
necessary: 


BASIC ITEMS 


Wood wastes — sawdust and/or shavings. 
Ideally these should be of hardwood. Soft woods 
are just as effective but tend to break down more 
rapidly after “activation” and therefore might 
require an increase in the quantity of coarse sand 
or other drainage material in the final mix. 

If possible one should avoid using wastes from 
timber which has been subjected to an 
abnormally heavy treatment with borax or boric 
acid used to safeguard local hardwood timber 
against attack by the Lyctus borer. Boron is an 
element which is necessary for plant health in 
small quantities but is toxic in excess. 

Shavings from timbers impregnated with 
C.C.A. (copper/chrome/arsenic), usually recog- 
nisable bya greenish hue should also be avoided. 

Wood is rich in the organic elements essential 
for vegetative growth and when broken down by 
a composting process where heat is generated by 
bacterial and fungal activity forms an ideal and 
cheap basis for a growing mixture. 

Leaf mould. Good mould from a forest floor 
is already in the process of breakdown and 
assists in introducing the natural form of 
bacteria and fungi needed in the process of 
“activation”. 

Peat moss. Light, fibrous and moisture 
retaining. Is derived from spagnum moss 
decomposed by water and partly carbonised. 
(Note: the peat obtained from bogs in Australia is 
generally of a sedge origin and is not as good as

German and/or other European peats). It has 
little food content but is valuable in lightening 
the mixture and, because of its ability to 
withstand quick breakdown keeps the mixture 
open and moist. 

Tree fern fibres. Derived from the root mass 
of tree ferns — mainly Osmunda and Todea. Now 
that these ferns are protected in Australia this 
commodity is in short supply and difficult to 
obtain. 

It is an extremely valuable material for 
incorporation in the coarser type mixes used for 
cattleyas, phalaenopsis, odontoglossum, mil- 
tonias, etc. 

Pine bark. Broken up bark of various pine 
and fir trees, e.g. Douglas fir, Redwood, Pinus 
radiata, etc. It is a waste product from logging 
operations now much in demand for 
landscaping. When fresh it tends to be too acid 
for use and requires addition of lime of dolomite. 

It is best left to weather and leach before use. 

Coarse sand. Prevents the fusion of 
constantly wet vegetable matter and assists in 
keeping the mixture sweet and well drained. 

Rice hulls and peanut shells. Waste 
products comprised of almost pure cellulose and 
which take a long time to break down. Useful as 
additives to potting mixes to provide bulk and 
drainage. Have little food value. 

Charcoal. Useful for drainage and to keep 
mixture sweet. It must be remembered however 
that charcoal acts as a filter and gradually builds 
up a collection of toxic salts which cannot be 
leached out. Therefore it should not be used a 
second time. , 

Volcanic rock (scoria). A lightweight rock 
of volcanic origin which may be used on its own 
or mixed with bark for a coarser type mixture. 
When used on its own very careful treatment 
with the use of fertilisers is necessary. it is 
therefore recommended that it be used as an 
additive only. 
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Styrene. An extremely light impervious 
material very useful for use as drainage and to 
keep the mixture light. 

Perlite. An exploded lightweight aggregate 
used in concrete work. Useful in same way as 


styrene but as it is not as impervious can build up. 


a concentration of salts. 

The materials upon which orchids can 
be grown. As distinct from those in which they 
are grown — consist of slabs of: 

(i) Tree fern fibre or tea-tree sections. 

(ii) Cork. 

(iii) Iron bark. 

(iv) Old palings, etc., etc. 

They may also be grown attached to suitable 
host trees with corky bark such as frangipanni, 
jacaranda, citrus, etc. Tree which drop their bark 
are not suitable. 


CYMBIDIUM TYPE MIXTURES 


Over the years this type of mix has progressed 
through a number of phases. originally a 
medium consisting of leaf mould and sand was 
the accepted thing. Later on tan bark was 
discovered to be great for orchids to grow in and 
media which a tan bark base was used for many 
year until the inevitable happened: Science took 
over and essences were developed for use in the 
tanning industry — result: exit tan bark. 

While peat moss was cheap it became the 
basic medium but alas its cost soared to such an 
extent that a substitute had to be found and so 
wood wastes came into fashion. 

Today the generally accepted basic ingredient 
for cymbidium type mixtures is composed wood 
wastes, i.e. sawdust, shavings, and/or bark. 

There are two accepted ways of composting: 

(a) by the use of fresh poultry manure; 

(b) by the use of urea and other chemicals. 

Both are good. However because of the varying 
composition of animal manures the end product 
is often unpredictable, also the time involved is 
often too long — at least three and preferably six 
months are needed to produce a satisfactory 

_ compost. 

_ By composting with chemicals the time is 
shortened (three to six weeks) and the end 
product is of a uniform quality. As an added 
advantage the toxic compounds in the wastes 
become soluble and are readily washed out. 

In both instances it is necessary to have a large 
heap in order to retain moisture and heat. 


METHOD 


Using poultry manure. To any given 
quantity of material add about 20 per cent of 
fresh poultry manure — dry and sifted — plus 
some blood and bone and dolomite. 
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e.g. to 10 large builders barrows of sawdust 
and/or shavings and/or bark 

OR8 large builders barrows of sawdust and/or 
shavings and/or bark 

ADD 2 large builders barrows of leaf mould, 2 
large builders barrows of poultry manure, 1/2 
kerosene tin blood and bone, % kerosene tin 
dolomite. 

Mix thoroughly whilst dry, heap and then wet. 
Turn regularly, about every 10 days, during 
heating process and ensure that heap remains 
moist at all times. At least three months and 
preferably six months are needed to produce a 
satisfactory compost. 

Using chemicals. To each cubic metre 
(about 6 large builders barrows) of wood wastes 
add: Urea 2.5 kg, Superphosphate 1.5 kg, 
Sulphate of potash 1.0 kg, Dolomite or 
agricultural lime 8.0 kg. 

Mix thoroughly and then moisten. About 90 
litres of water would be needed to wet each 
cubic metre. Use less for moist material, water 
should not run out. Turn the heap regularly as 
above, It should be ready in 3-6 weeks. 

Final potting mix. The composted material 
can comprise about 50 per cent of the final mix. 
The other 50 per cent can comprise various 
combinations of raw wood shavings, pine bark, 
coarse sand, rice hulls, peanut shells, styrene 
foam, perlite, peat moss, etc. 

A mix I have found successful comprises: 6 
barrows composed material, 1 barrow coarse 
sand, 1 barrowrice hulls, 1 barrow peanut shells, 
1 barrow styrene foam, 2 barrows pine park. 

This is about 2 cubic metres and to it I add: 112 
kg U.F. 38 (a slow release nitrogen fertiliser), 1 kg 
superphosphate, 1/5 kg sulphate of potash, 2/5 kg 
trace elements, 2 kg dolomite (depending on 
final pH of mix — see below). 

Before using, the pH of the mix must be 
checked and if outside a range of between 5 and6 
should be adjusted by use of alkaline or acid 
additives as the case may be. This is most 
important as the pH of the medium governs the 
ability of plants to absorb the necessary nutrients 
there from. 

There are many other mixtures and a perusal 
of Orchid Journals, Newsletters and other 
literature will reveal many combinations of 
materials used to grow plants to the optimum. 


PAPHIOPEDILUM TYPE MIXES 


Are of a more open and coarse nature than the 
previous type discussed. They must be capable 
of letting water pour through as quickly as if it 
were a sieve. They must be capable of lasting at 


_least two years without undue breakdown 


remembering that it is essential with this type of 
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orchid much more than with others to maintain 
a healthy active root system. They are usually ofa 
higher pH than other mixes — say 7.0 to 8.0 as 
Paphiopedilums prefer a slightly more alkaline 
medium. 

Some growers use straight pine bark (medium 
grade) suitable soaked in lime and/or dolomite to 
correct acidity and with the fines sieved out. 

Others make up a mixture using pine park as a 
base and adding charcoal and/or shellgrit and/or 
styrene etc., etc. 


Whatever mixture is used please ensure that 
all fine material and dust is sieved and/or 
washed out. 

This type of mixture can be used, with some 
adjustment of pH, for growing such other genera 
as odontoglossums, miltonias, oncidiums, 
lycaste, etc. 


BLOCK OR SLAB CULTURE 

This is very useful for growing many epiphytic 
types of orchids such as oncidiums, laelias, 
cattleyas, dendrobiums, vandas, etc. » 

The method is to firmly attach the plant to the 
slab or tree by tying with a piece of fishing line. 
Wrapping the roots in sphagnum moss to retain 
some moisture until such time as the root system 
takes hold of the host substance is beneficial. 


BARK TYPE MIXTURES 


The use of medium to coarse grade pine bark 
with or without such additives as charcoal, 
scoria, tree fern fibre etc. is now almost 
universally accepted as the medium in which to 
grow orchids of the cattleya alliance, 
phalaenopsis, and vandaceous orchids. 

Once again the grower should carefully wash 
and sieve materials to eliminate dust and fine 
material and he or she should check to ensure 
that the pH is correct. 

In conclusion — once you settle on a mixture 
which suits your conditions and your plants 
grow well in it stick to it. Don’t change your 
mixture everytime someone else comes up with 
anew “brew” which is said to be the greatest. 
To be sure don’t be afraid to experiment but 
please do it on a rational basis — test a new mix 
against your tried and proven one on a group of 
identical plants under identical conditions. 

And remember that your mixture should: 

1. be capable of lasting at least two years 
without undue breakdown. 

2. have a balanced level of nutrients to last an 
initial 3/4 months. 

3. be porous enough to allow free drainage 
after watering. 

4. be capable of retaining moisture after 
watering.

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Work on cymbidium nutrition continues 
GERALD McCRAITH 


The practical work on the research into the 
growth and nutrition of cymbidiums began in 
September 1979 at the Ornamental Plant Research 
Institute, and is expected to proceed, over a 
period, through many’stages. It cannot be con- 
sidered a short-term project. 

The preliminary andinitial report was made at 
the Victorian Orchid Workshop at Burnley on 
August 24, 1980 by Mr. David Nichols of the 
Department of Agriculture’s Horticultural Plant 
Research Institute, and was subsequently pub- 
lished in the A.O.R. December 1980. 

The Report covered a period September 15, 
1979 to July 9, 1980 with work on 35 mericlones of 
Cymbidium Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’ am/aoc. These 
plants were divided into seven groups that were 
to receive different treatments with slow release 
fertilizers. The report covering nine months of 
the growth of these plantlets was quite complete 
in itself. It has attracted a lot of interest, and also 
raised a few questions of interest. 

The question frequently raised is: because A & 
B groups gave the best growth results, would it 
be advisable to use these results on all plants. 
The answer, of course is NO. 

Osmocote consists, among other elements, of 
18 per cent nitrogen, 4.8 per cent phosphorus, 8.3 
per cent potassium, and is available in three 
release formulations, and would appear to be 
excellent for the growth of young plants and 
seedlings when nitrogen is the main element 
required. Mature plants will require a variation 
from nitrogen-rich nutrients. 

The paper illustrates seven groups under test 
over the nine-month period and because over 
fertilizing is a common fault with many orchid 
growers, the E group in the tests illustrates why 
the measurement of fertilizers generally, is so 
important and necessary, as opposed to the 
general guesswork of amounts that often applies. 
The latter can be expensive and of NO benefit to 
the plants. 

A study of group E of the Report reveals that 
the leaf growth over the April 30 to July 9 period 
averaged 97 cm per plant, while groups A & B 
recorded 158 and 153 cm respectively. 

Group E was given a double amount of Osmo- 
cote (6 kg to one cubic metre of potting medium). 
This excess of fertilizer, not required by the 
plants, gradually creates a toxic condition within 
the potting medium that will retard growth and 
ultimately will affect the root system which is 
often reflected in the disfigurement of the foliage. 


A study of the photos, even at the nine-month 
stage, reveals an excess of salts, that are clearly 
visible at the drainage holes of the E group of 
plants under the test. 

- Auseful guide that I’ve adopted for the average 
orchid grower who does not have scales to 
measure small quantities. By using an ordinary 
bucket that is heaped with potting medium, is 
about 10 litres, one-hundredth of a cubic metre, a 
measuring glass that shows 30 ml, will approxi- 
mate 30 grams of Osmocote and sufficient for the 
bucketful of potting mix. This is near enough for 
the rate of 3 kg being used for one cubic metre of 
material, which is the amount used in the groups 
showing the best growth in these young plants. 

Currently, the mericlones are growing on with 
varying treatments of fertilizers which will pro- 
ceed till the plants mature and reach flowering- 
size which is expected to be in another year or so 
for this particular hybrid. Mag-amp will be one of 
the nutrients being used in this series of tests. 

The mature plants will require nutrients for 
flowering that is not required by the plants while 
they are in the young plant stage when growth is 
the main factor to be considered. Mericlones are 
necessary for these tests because of their more 
constant behaviour as opposed to the growth of 
seedlings which can be quite erratic, according 
to the parents that are involved. 

On September 1, 1980, a different line of 
nutrient feeding and watering began on a batch 
of 50 mericlones of an induced tetraploid, 
Cymbidium Pharaoh ‘Pathfinder that were 
donated to the Foundation for the purpose of 
research by Valley Orchids of South Australia. 
The progress of these plantlets is interesting, 
already (January 1981) variation of growth is 
becoming apparent in the different batches. 

This batch of plants have been divided into 
four main groups:— 

Six plants into 5” pots, and six into 3” tubes in 
each group. 

Each group is receiving a varying watering 
programme, as well as a variation of nutrition. 

One of the tests is the use of the 3” tubes to 
ascertain the benefits to be derived from potting- 
on during a period of time. 

Several larger plants were subjected to ethylene 
gas, the leaves of these plants were observed to 
yellow after two days and within a week, were 
completely defoliated, indicating that cymbidiums 
are very sensitive to ethylene gas. 

Ethylene gas is a natural phenomena which 
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occurs in decaying vegetation and ripening fruit 
etc. The cymbidiums involved in this test 
placed close to a stack of ripening apples. Strong 
new growths are very vigorous from the bulbs of 
the plants (January 1981). 

Several other plants are being subjected to 
excess fertilizer, hopefully to induce leaf tip die 
back, or any other strange behaviour of the 
foliage that this treatment may induce. The work 
continues... 

It is interesting to know the composition of the 
major elements that are released from fertilizers 
that we use, and why. 

Itis very difficult for the average orchid grower 
to separate good advice, and what may be 
termed “good salesmanship”. 

If we look at a few that are in popular use 
today, -we will see that the composition is quite 
different, for each will serve a different purpose:—

OF MINI AND NOVELTY CYMBIDIUMS 


Mr Syd Monkhouse, in an idea-packed paper 
presented to the New Zealand Orchid Conference, 
gave very useful definitions of these two groups. Seeing 
there is frequently doubt as to the borderline between 
the two they are repeated here: 

“A miniature cymbidium is a compact, relatively 
small-growing plant. It produces small flowers of a 
wide variety of colours. Its flower spikes may be erect, 
semi-erect, or even pendulous and it is generally quite _ 
floriferous. The entire plant, in bloom, must present a 
compact, neat appearance because this is the true 
usefulness of the mini — as a decorative pot plant. 
Their flowers rarely keep well when picked. 

“Novelty cymbidium is a very variable classification. 
Included in this grouping are plants with large bulbs 
and leaves but really ‘miniature’ flowers; plants with 
small bulbs and foliage but large flowers by 
comparison; those with compact neat growth and 
round, heavy substance flowers — i.e. flowers that have 
good keeping quality after picking, and even the 
scented and spidery types obtained from hybridisation 
with Japanese species such as C. kanran, C. Osio, etc.

“A plant, like other things, if it does not get proper 
attention at, or as nearly as possible to, the right time, 
will not yield a satisfactory result — neither can it be 
expected.” — Williams in The Orchid Grower's Manual. 
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Some observations on pH of cymbidium composts 
Dr NOEL J. GRUNDON, Ph.D., M.Sc. 


Orchids are the same as all other plants from 
the broad viewpoint of requirements for 
optimum growth. While they can survive under 
conditions which are not exactly right, all factors 
(e.g. light, air, water, mineral nutrients) must be 
optimum if orchids are to grow at their best and 
produce the maximum number of top quality 
blooms. One of these factors is the pH of the 
compost. For cymbidium orchids, the optimum 
pH is thought to lie between 5.5 and 6.5. 

In an earlier article (see the Australian Orchid 
Review, Vol. 45, No. 1, page 37), I described pH 
and how it can be controlled in different types of 
compost. The best compost froma pH viewpoint, 
has a natural pH between 5.5 and 6.5 when 
freshly made. But more importantly, the pH stays 
within the optimum range as the compost 
weathers or breaks down in the pot. 

The components which go into the compost 
will determine the pH of the freshly made 
compost. But the pH of weathering compost is 
determined by the pH of the water used in 
growing the orchids and the drift in pH of the 
individual components as each breaks down. 

Cymbidium composts vary widely in the 
components used and the proportions of each 
component in the mix. An idea of the variety can 
be gained by referring to past articles in the 
Australian Orchid Review (e.g. Vol. 32, No. 4, page 
188) or the Cymbidium Society News (e.g. Vol. 24, 
No. 1, page 22). Although John Power gave 
valuable information on the suitability of various 
components for a compost, his data on pH were 
relative only and no actual figures for pH are 
given (see the Australian Orchid Review) Vol. 33, 
No. 3, page 126). Other articles have also not given 
the pH of freshly made compost nor followed the 
pH of the compost or its components as they 
weather in the pots under actual growing 
conditions. 

In association with some other Cymbidium 
growers here in Toowoomba, I became 
interested in the pH of our local cymbidium 
composts when the young leaves on the new 
shoots turned completely yellow ona few clones. 
A dose of iron cured the plants but the iron 
deficiency seemed to be caused by a high pH in 
the compost; the high pH inhibiting the uptake of 
iron by the orchid. We set about finding out the 
pH of a number of freshly prepared composts, 
and followed the change in pH of some 
components and composts as they weathered. 

The pH was measured on a sample of ‘field- 
moist’ compost mixed with a volume of 
deionised water about ten-times that of the 


sample of compost. Battery powered portable pH 
meters with combination glass electrodes were 
used to measure the pH of the compost-water 
mixture after the mixture had been let 
equilibrate for a few minutes. Frequent 
recalibration of the pH meters ensured that all 
measurements were as accurate as possible 
under the ‘field’ conditions. Measurements were 
made on at least triplicate pots of components or 
compost. 


The standard cymbidium compost used in 
Toowoomba is as follows (parts by volume); 
tanbark 4; peat moss 2; peanut shells 2; rice hulls 
1; coarse sand 1; styrene 1. Other components 
which are sometimes used include small gravel, 
hoop pine bark, radiata pine bark and hardwood 
chips. These are the ‘dry’ components of any mix, 
since in the pot, water is the other very important 
part of any compost. And the water can have a 
large effect on the pH ofacompostas it weathers. 
Toowoomba’s town water has a pH between 7.0 
and 7.5 under normal conditions, but in dry 
weather, the pH can climb as high as 8.6. 
Certainly the alkaline pH of our water was one 
problem, but was it the only cause of the high pH 
of our composts? 


The pH of some of the components when fresh 
was as follows: coarse sand or small gravel 7.2- 
7.4; peanut shells 5.3-5.6: rice hulls 6.2-6.4; 
tanbark 5.0-6.4; hoop pine bark 5.8-6.2; radiata 
pine bark 4.3-4.6; styrene 7.3-7.5. Of course the pH 
of the styrene, sand and gravel did not change 
during the life of any mix, but the pH of the some 
of the other components altered quite rapidly. 
The radiata pine bark remained acidic, the pH 
being between 4.5 and 5.0 for over 12 months. 
The hoop pine bark became near neutral after a 
few months and remained there, having a pH 
similar to that of the water used to grow the 
plants. 


The pH of peanut shells rose rapidly and 
within one month had reached a pH of 8.7, well 
in excess of the pH of the water at that time. A 
month or so later, the peanut shells had a pH 
near that of the water being used to grow the 
plants. The pH of the rice hulls showed a similar 
trend to that of the peanut shells. Within a 
month, rice hulls had a pH of about 8.0, but this 
decreased a few months later to about 7.6, stilla 
little higher than that of the water being used to 
grow the plants. The pH of the tanbark, the spent 
acacia bark used in the tanning of hides, 
increased slowly over about six months to that of 
the pH of the water. 
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Freshly made, standard Toowoomba compost 
has a pH between 5.6 and 6.0. As it weathers, it 
assumes the pH of the water and within six 
months has a pH between 7.0 and 8.0. After 12 
and even 24 months in the pot, this mix still has a 
pH similar to that of the water used to grow the 
plants. 

So the high pH of our compost may be almost 
entirely due to the alkaline water we use. 
However, because we use a large proportion of 
rice hulls and peanut shells in the compost, both 
of which become alkaline as they break down 
during the first six months, the problem of 
alkaline water is accentuated by the components 
we use. In a few test composts where the 
proportion of peanut shells was reduced to 
about 10 per cent, the tan bark replaced by 
radiata pine bark, and the rice hulls and coarse 
sand replaced by small gravel, the fresh pH of the 
compost was between 5.0 and 5.5 and the pH 
increased to only 6.5 after six months. Some 12 
months later this compost is still slightly acidic, 
having a pH just less than 7.0 even though the 
water has increased in pH during the 12 months 
to about 8.5. Another way of controlling the pH 
was to add flowers of sulphur to the top of the 
compost. However, this is not a procedure I 
would advise people to use. In one mixture, a 
heavy hand resulted in too much sulphur being 
incorporated and the pH of this mix declined 
rapidly, reaching apH less than 4.0 after only two 
months. Some 24 months later, this compost is 
still too acidic for good growth of cymbidiums, 
its pH being between 4.5 and 5.5. 

It appears that the pH of the compost during its 
life in the pot depends mainly on the pH of the 
water used to grow the plants. However, 
judicious choice of components can reduce the 
effect of alkaline water in raising the pH of the 
compost outside the optimum range. for 
cymbidium orchids. In this respect, radiata pine 
bark seems to be a suitable component, while the 
non-acidic materials such as rice hulls, peanut 
shells and tanbark should be reduced in favour 
of the pine bark. When economics make it 
unattractive to use pine bark, and tanbark, rice 
hulls and peanut shells must make up a large 
proportion of the compost, then the pH of the 
weathering compost can be controlled by using 
water with a pH between 5:5 and 6.5.

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Orchids of the Enga Province, Papua New Guinea 


T. M. REEVE

Abridged from an article, “Orchids of the Enga 
Province”, which forms part of a Government 
Rural Development Study due to be publishedin 
late 1981. (Volume 3, Enga Yaaka Lasemana). . 


In common with the rest of Papua New Guinea 
(and Irian Jaya) the Enga Province has one of the 
richest orchid floras in the world. This province 
has substantial areas above 2,000 metres in 
elevation with. several mountains over 3,000 
metres high. There are also significant parts of 
the Kompiam, Maramuni, Paiela and Hewa areas 
which are below 1,000 metres in altitude. The 
Lagaip River is about 750 metres above sea-level 
as it leaves the province and the Yuat River less 
than 200 metres. Therefore a series of climates 
from tropical to temperate is found in the Enga 
and this provides habitats for the full range of 
lowland, mid-mountain and alpine orchids. 

Extensive collecting has been undertaken in 
the Laiagam, Paiela, Hewa, Wabag and Kandep 
areas and these plants (from above 1,400 metres) 
are being cultivated at the Highland Orchid 
Collection, D.P.Il., Laiagam at 2,200 metres. 
Although administered by the Enga Provincial 
Government, this is mainly a research and display 
collection for all the high altitude areas of P.N.G. 

(thus collecting trips are sometimes made to 
other highland provinces to obtain different 
species as well as further information on the 
distribution of common orchids). Most New 
Guinea orchids have a wide distribution from 
east to west, so perhaps as many as two-thirds of 
all the orchid species in the whole island of New 
Guinea would be represented in the Enga Province. 

Orchids collected so far in the Enga comprise 
approximately 70 genera and over 500 species. It 
is possible that there is a total of 1,000 different 
species of orchids here as the lower altitude 
parts of the province have not been carefully 
checked as yet. Some well-known lowland plants 
such as Acanthephippium papuanum, Dendro- 
bium lamellatum and Grammatophyllum papu- 
anum have been recorded from the Hewa area. 

The most prominent genera are Bulbophyllum 
and Dendrobium with probably 100 to 200 species 
of each represented in the Enga. As the Dendro- 
bium species are the most colourful and have 


considerable commercial potential, some further 


notes are now given on that group. This genus is 
divided into several sections and the most 
important ones are Ceratobium, Latouria, Oxy- 
glossum, Cuthbertsonia, Pedilonum and Calyptro- 
chilus. 


Section Ceratobium. This is mainly a low- 
land group and is referred to as the “antelope” 
orchids because of the long twisted petals which 
resemble the horns of the antelope. It contains 
many well known orchids such as the ‘Sepik 
Blue’ (which could possibly occur along the Yuat 
River on the north-eastern boundary of the 
province). Only two species have been recorded 
so far in the Enga — Dendrobium crispilinguum 
which grows in the Lai Valley near Wapenamanda, 
and an apparently unnamed species which grows 
in the Lagaip Valley in the Yeim-Hewa area. 

Section Latouria. This is a mountain group 
of orchids and many species have quite large 
flowers. The most important member is Den- 
drobium engae which has been chosen as the 
emblem of the Enga Province and is on the flag. 
This orchid was first sent to the Division ot 
Botany, Department of Forests, Lae in 1960 by Dr. 
Ken Pike who was then a medical officer in 
Wabag. The species was nick-named as; ‘Pike's 
Special’ until it was given a proper latin name (D. 
engae) in 1979. This orchid grows mainly On 
Nothofagus (Beech) trees which are known in the 
Enga language as ‘ita taro’. It is common in the 
Wabag and Wapenamanda areas between 2,000 
and 2,700 metres, but not so common around 
Laiagam. This orchid usually flowers from 
October to April and the flowers last about two 
months. The flowers of D. engae are beautifully 
scented (about 10 per cent of all the orchids in the 
Enga are scented). 


Other members of section Latouria recorded 
from the Enga Province are: D. cruttwellii, D. 
dendrocolloides, D. euryanthum, D. fantasticum, 
D. finisterrae, D. leucohybos, D. macrophyllum, 
D. mayandyi, D. otaguroanum, D. rigidifolium, D. 
sarcopodiodes, D. simplex and D. terrestre. 

This group of large-stemmed orchids grows 
best in pots and baskets and a special display 
area for this group has been made at Laiagam. 

Section Oxyglossum. The best collection in 
the world of this colourful group of orchids is at 
Laiagam and it has formed the basis of a joint 
taxonomic revision with the Royal Botanic 
Garden, Edinburgh, Scotland. Of the 27 species 
distributed from Celebes (Indonesia) to Fiji, at 
least 16 of them grow in the Enga Province. These 
are D. brevicaule, D. cyperifolium, D. dekockii, D. 
delicatulum (two sub-species), D. habbemense, 
D. hellwigianum, D. nardoides, D. nebularum, D. 
petiolatum, D. putnami, D. rupestre, D. suba- 
caule, D. sulphureum (three sub-species), D. 


Dendrobium 
cuthbertsonii 


F. Muell. 


This species may be better 
known under its synonym, D. 
sophronites Schltr. However, 
Mueller’s name precedes that 
of Schlecter and under the 
rules of Botanical Nomencla- 
ture the first given name is the 
correct one. 

Colour is highly variable as 
these two clones indicate. 
There is a lovely yellow form 
which is fairly rare. For two 
wonderful illustrations taken 
by Andree Millar see the 
March 1979 issue of A.0O.R., 
where on the cover and page 
18 it is referred to as D. soph- 
ronitis. Itis in the Dendrobium 
section Cuthbertsonia. 


In future issues it is hoped 


to deal with the availability 
and culture of New Guinea 
orchids.

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theionanthum, D. vexillarius (three sub-species) 
and D. violaceum. | 

Most of the plants of this section are small but, 
in relation to the size of the rest of the plant, the 
flowers are large. The flowers are usually rather 
flat, triangular in outline and are very long- 
lasting (individual flowers may last up to 10 
months). Being brightly coloured they are easy to 
spot in the bush. Some species such as D. 
vexillarius occur in several different colours 
(orange, red, yellow, blue or purple — the labellum 
or tongue is usually darker in colour and tipped 
orange-red which adds to the beauty of the 
flower). Several of the species have attractive 
blue colour forms (D. delicatulum, D. hellwigianum, 
D. putnami, D. vesillarius and D. violaceum) 
whilst several of the alpine species, growing 
above 3,000 metres, have brilliant orange flowers 
(D. brevicaule, D. dekockii and D. habbemense). 

A key to the species of this section has recently 
been published in The Orchadian (Journal of the 
Australasian Native Orchid Society). 

Section Cuthbertsonia. This is a small 
group with only one representative in the Enga — 
Dendrobium cuthbertsonii. The plants are small 
with warty leaves and with red, somewhat bell- 
shaped flowers which are about three centi- 
metres long. It is common in many parts of the 
Enga Province between 2,000 and 3,000 metres. 
This species occurs in several colours but red is 
the most common. Colour variations include 
purple, yellow, orange, pink and bi-coloured 
forms such as orange/red, yellow/red, purple/ 


white and purple/yellow. They are a striking . 


sight when encountered in the bush anda bi- 
coloured specimen from Paiela won a gold 
medal at an International Orchid Show held in 
Zurich, Switzerland in 1979. 

Section Pedilonum. This interesting group 
contains several new high altitude species from 
the Enga Province which have not been named 
as yet. Of the named species the following have 
been recorded: D. alaticaulinum, D. caliculi- 
mentum, D. concavissimum, D. dichaeoides, D. 
purpureum and D. rarum. 


Section Calyptrochilus. This group of orchids 
is usually characterised by plants with long 
canes bearing clusters of brightly coloured 
flowers which have a hooded labellum (tongue). 
One member, Dendrobium subclausum with a 
red and yellow or orange and yellow bi-coloured 
flowers, is commonly used throughout the Enga 
as decoration and is usually worn in the hair. It is 
known in the Enga language as ‘tsei’ or more 
specifically as ‘sakata tsei’ and ‘kura tsei’, Most 
species are tree orchids but sometimes they are 
found growing in high-altitude grasslands 
(especially swampy areas) in big clumps in the 
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Diplocaulobium regale (Schltr.) A. D. 
Hawkes. Showing the flower’s appealing 
shape. There is considerable colour vari- 
ation within the species. In New Guinea 
the dried stems are used for weaving. 


ground. One interesting member, D. vannouhuysii, 
a ground orchid from Paiela, has not been found 
anywhere else in P.N.G. although it grows in 
Irian Jaya. Other species recorded in the Enga 
Province are D. aemulans, D. lawesii, D. sub- — 
clausum subsp. ‘pandanicola’ (a yellow flowered 
plant usually growing on Pandanus trees) and D. 
wentianum. 


Local Use. Whilst several species (mainly 
Dendrobium) are used for decoration, especially 
on festive occasions, some orchids have been 
used for weaving, particularly members of the 
genus Diplocaulobium (including Dipl. centrale, 
Dipl. iboense and Dipl. regale). Items such. as 
armbands and belts are made from the dried 
stems of these orchids which are known in the 
Enga language as ‘tsei supsup’. The new shoots 
of Epiblastus cuneatus var. unguiculatus are 
eaten by children in some high altitude areas of © 
the province. Engas do not traditionally plant 
orchids on or near their houses as is the practice 
in some other parts of the Highlands such as the 
Chimbu Province. 

Commercial Potential. In the developed 
countries-there are many orchid growers who 
are keen to purchase, grow and hybridise species 
from other parts of the world. Tree orchids 
(epiphytes) have a special fascination for many 
people and more so if the flowers are colourful 
and long-lasting. The mountain dendrobiums of 
the Enga Province fit into this category and are 
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suited to the cooler climates overseas such as 
Europe and North America. 


Some limited exports from Paiela to overseas 
countries were made in 1976 and 1977 through a 
local company in Port Moresby (Anos Orchids). 
There exists opportunity for this to continue ona 
small scale, particularly from logging sites where 
orchids usually go to waste and are also easy to 
collect. It can also help to bring ina small income 
for remote areas such as the Paiela where there is 
little opportunity for the people to earn money. 
In the collecting at Paiela the plants were all of 
a stipulated minimum size and the small plants 

and seedlings were left in the bush for the future. 
For the export market it is preferable to establish 
the plants on pieces of tree-fern fibre first as they 
will travel much better and arrive at their desti- 
nations in excellent condition, even after two or 

three weeks (if packed dry). Export permits are 
required for all plants leaving the country for 
overseas. These are issued by the Director, Office 
of Forests, D.P.I., P.O. Box 5055, Boroko. 


The best way to export orchids is by seedlings 
in flasks. Seed can be selected from the best 
plants and thus ensure an even high quality 
product which is disease-free and readily passes 
overseas quarantine requirements. These seed- 
lings also adapt better to the new overseas 
environments than do transplanted bush plants 
(the P.N.G. mountain climate with its constant 
daylength and other features is difficult to dupli- 
cate overseas). The growing of orchid seedlings 
is a very specialised process requiring laboratory 
facilities as the seeds have to be sown onto 
culture media in sterilised bottles. Trial work is 
proceeding now and it is hoped to produce 
seedlings for export through Kagamuga Natural 
Products Pty. Ltd. (Pyrethrum Factory) in Mt. 

Hagen, with some returns to the Enga Provincial 
Government. The parent plants will be selected 

_and the seed produced at the Highland Orchid 
Collection, Laiagam. 


Tourism. One of the aims of the Highland 
Orchid Collection at Laiagam is to have a good 
display of the most colourful orchids and thereby 
help promote tourism in the province. However, 
_ there are no accommodation facilities in Laiagam 
at present. Established by a local business group, 
-Kaiap Orchid Lodge* near Wabag also has nice 
orchid gardens and can provide accommodation 
for over 20 people. Tourists staying at Kaiap are 
able to visit Laiagam (one hour’s drive away) and 
see a wider collection of orchids from the whole 
Highlands region of P.N.G.

Conservation. Various opinions have been 
given concerning the rarity of P.N.G.’s orchids 
and whether or not they will be endangered by 
the clearing of land for further gardens, projects, 
logging operations, etc. Considering the vast 
areas of forest as well as the inaccessibility of 
many parts of the highlands, it is very unlikely 
that any orchid is in danger of becoming extinct. 
The production of orchids for export from seed 
should also keep bush collecting of these plants 
to a minimum. 

Research. Overseas growers like to know the 
names of orchids which they purchase and there 
remains much work to be done in classifying the 
N.G. species. In conjunction with the Division of 
Botany and the National Herbarium in Lae, as 
well as a number of overseas botanical institu- 
tions (such as Kew, Edinburgh and Leiden), work 
is proceeding on the taxonomy of the mountain: 
orchids, particularly the more important Den- 
drobium species. The large collection of plants at 
Laiagam will help in this research programme.

Laiagam, Enga Province, P.N.G. 
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Judging Ceratobium dendrobiums 
ANDREE MILLAR 


Mrs Millar would possibly have examined more 
clones of this section than any other person. No other 
women has travelled over so much of New Guinea, nor 
collected so many of its orchids. Therefore her 
opinions regarding show judging of them are worthy of 
respect by all who grow and judge them. 


The orchids of Papua New Guinea are among 
the most beautiful in the world, and were first 
introduced to the world in the late 1890s and 
early 1900s. Five thousand plants of the lovely 
Dendrobium atroviolaceum were collected on 
Rossel Island and sent to Sanders, in England, 
one of the greatest orchid firms the world has 
ever known. The plants all died because no-one 
knew how to grow them. 

After the second world war and the influx of 
white people into Papua New Guinea, a lot of 
interest was shown in the orchids of this lovely 
country. Internal communications were 
practically non-existent so almost any orchid 
from PNG created a sensation. Many hybrids 
were made from these early discoveries and a 
lot of the resulting off-spring were truly awful. 
Today the story is different. Education of the 
growers and scientific applications of the 
knowledge gained, have made orchid breeding 
both a successful hobby and a commercial 
success. 

Many people who grew nothing but splashy 
hybrids, are now turning back to the perfection 
of the small perfect species. The big ones are still 
grown commercially for use in corsages and 
wedding bouquets, hotel decorations and other 
domestic uses, but the number of hobby growers 
choosing species is increasing every day. 

One group of species orchids in favour are the 
dendrobiums of the Ceratobium section. Papua 
New Guinea has more of these than any other 
country in the world. There are a few in Australia 
and also some in Indonesia, but the island of 
New Guinea is the source of their greatest 
concentration. They come in all colours, and 
from small, dainty ones like Denbrodium 
antennatum to the huge, man-tall specimen 
plants of Denbrodium discolor on the Fly River 
and Dendrobium lasianthera (Sepik Blue) at Lake 
Ymas and Dendrobium violacea-flavens at the 
top of the May River. 

In the cut-throat world of commercial 
growers, the buyers from Europe have told us at 
the last two Asean Conferences that the people of 
the EEC (European Economic Community) are 
getting tired of the stiff shapes of the vandas, 
arandas and arachnis and are looking for 


something softer and daintier such as the spray 
type dendrobium. 

Most of the rules made for judging 
dendrobiums of the Ceratobium section have 
been made by people who, though they may 
have grown orchids for years, have seen 
relatively few of these orchids. They are judging 
them against other species and apply the same 
rules and this cannot be done. They do not have 
the same habit of growth. As with children in one 
family, each one’s appearance differs from the 
other, so it is with orchids. You can find three 
dendrobiums on the same tree, on the same day, 
and each one can be very different in colour and 
shape from the other. And that is what good 
ceratobium judging is all about. 

At a judging seminar in Ann Arbor last October 
(in Michigan, USA) I was asked to discuss 
ceratobium dendrobiums and give the rules by 
which I judge, and by which I atta they should 
be judged. 

The following are the minimum expectations 
which I consider are necessary for award quality 
ceratobium dendrobiums: 

1. Labellum wide, flat and symmetrically 
tipped. 

2. Side lobes of labellum flat rather than 
curved over the column. 

3. Lateral sepals widespread and symmetrical. 

4. Petals upright, equidistant from mid-line, 
twisted equally and in the same direction. | 

5. Dorsal sepal upright or curved slightly 
backwards; if curled under in complete circle, it 
must be firm and not falling to one side or the 
other. 

6. Clear colours. 

7. Symmetrical arrangement on inflorescence. 

8. Unblemished floral parts. 

Now, to elaborate on each point and why I say 
it: 

A Dendrobium Ceratobium section is what we 
call a cane type of dendrobium. That means that 
each pseudobulb or stem is like a cane and 
stands upright, each one just in front of, or in 
multiple growths, beside the other. These canes 
can vary with the species from a few centimetres 
high to two metres, 

The leaves are ‘set one above ‘the others, 
alternately on the stem. In most plants they are 
thick and fleshy, such as the Morobe Shower 
(Dendrobium lineale)* and the Sepik Blue 
(Dendrobium lasianthera); but in some species, 
such as Dendrobium johannis, they are thinner 
and very tough. 
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Rule 1. Labellum wide, flat and 
symmetrically tipped. 

This is what we call the “lip”, immediately 
below the petals and between the late lateral 
sepals. It is basically divided into three parts, the 
side-lobes, the mid-lobes and the tip. 

The side-lobes at the back are at their best 
when wide-spread and flattish, and ‘lobe’ has the 
same meaning in appearance as ‘ear’: they stick 
out on each side. You should judge this point 
against what you know is best in the variety you 
are judging. There is great variability in the 
shape of the sidelobes, and as the judge, think 
back to the best plant you have ever seen, and 
award by that standards, e.g. the Bensbach form 
of Dendrobium discolor. 

Rule 2. Side lobes of the labellum flat 
rather than curved over the labellum. 

This rule goes with No. 1 and youknow the old 
proverb, ‘the exception proves the rule’. There is 
one species where the side- lobes ARE curved 
over the labellum and that is the variety of 
Dendrobium discolor we call the ‘Rigo Twist’. 
This varies in colour from bright yellow through 
all the shades of gold to dull khaki. In a good 
form, the side-lobes curve over the column and 
their crimped edges just meet in the middle. If 
the edges overlap, or one is larger than the other, 
it loses points. This illustrates judging points 
very Clearly: if the flower is the type which has 
widespreading side-lobes, they should be even, 
flat and conform to the best in the type: if it is in 
the Rigo Twist section, then its parts are twisted 
evenly, sepals, petals and tip, but the side-lobes 
must meet evenly over the column, the very 
middle of the column. 

Rule 3. Lateral sepals widespread and 
symmetrical. 

This means that the two lower sepals should 
turn outwards evenly: one should not turn under 
at the edge; one should not be bigger than the 
other; if their edges are wavy, they should be 
evenly so. 


Rule 4. Petals upright, equidistant from 
midline, twisted equally and in the same 
direction. 

The petals balance the flower and they are the 
first point you look at, your eyes are drawn to 
them. In Dendrobium antennatum, the petals 
are almost vertical above the column, usually 
twice twisted, yellow or green and very glossy. 
Dendrobium lineale, in allits forms, has petals at 
almost 45 degrees angle from the base of the 
column. Whatever slight angle the petals have, 
they should be equal and both straight. If the top 
of one petal leans to either side, or either, or 
both, are floppy and limp, check that flower 
against all others on the stem. It often happens 
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that in transit to a show, a flower can be 
damaged and it is not a regular habit of the 
inflorescence. Look at this carefully and make 
your decision justly. Large plants which travel 
long distances to shows are lucky indeed to 
escape a bruise or two. This is different from a 
genetic fault. 

Rule 5. Dorsal sepal upright or curved slightly 
backwards; if curved over and under in a 
complete circle, it must be firm and not falling to 
one side or the other. 

A good example of this is Dendrobium 
warianum, from many parts of the coast of PNG 
and particularly the islands of Milne Bay. The 
upper sepal in this ceratobium curls right back 
and over in a full and perfect circle. Very rarely 
do you see one of them badly shapen, whereas in 
some of the others, it is very sloppy indeed. An 
example of this is Dendrobium lasianthera. 

This is one of our most beautiful antelope 
orchids but it is hard to find a perfect flower. The 
dorsal sepal flops to either side, twisted or half- 
twisted. When you do research this species, as I 
did on several trips to the Sepik and the May 
River, you get some very good ones, such as the 
one we found at Lake Ymas and called ‘Veronica 
Somare’ after the wife of our then Prime 
Minister, and the one from May River we called 
‘Madame Soeharta’ on the occasion of the State 
visit of the Indonesian leader and his wife. 

These good forms are hard to find in large 
orchid populations but they are there and that is 
what makes award judging so important. If you 
know what is the highest standard, you will keep 
on trying to find it, and it is this kind of searching 
that so often turns up a superb form that can be 
used to perfection in the  hybridising 
programme. 


Rule 6. Clear colours. 

This is quite simple and means what it says. 
Colours should be clean and pure, not smudged 
or looking as if they have been applied by a child 
finger-painting expert. Nevertheless, it is well to 
know all about your species before you make a 
quick decision. Colour within the species is very 
variable, and any one species can have several 
colour forms, or colour combinations. 

When judging a ceratobium such as 
Dendrobium lineale, there are several colour 
forms. The typical one which first came to notice 
was the one we call the Morobe Shower. Petals 
and sepals are a clear flat white and the lines on 
the side-lobes and top of the labellum are a clear, 
dark purple. The purple colouring is variable, 
often paler and the white notas crisp and clear as 
it should be. This should have been more 
carefully observed in the numerous hybrids 
formed from it. The blue form of D. lineale is 
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usually beautifully shaped, an even purplish- 
blue with clear dark purple lines, but not 
always. There are some variations with yellow 
side-lobes and some with an over-all pinkish 
colour, but there is no guarantee that these 
variations will be preserved and appear in 
hybrids. 

Do not ever let yourself get side-tracked by 
colour variations. Colour is the last of the basic 
six rules. Look first for perfection in shape and 
what is expected of the plant. Itis no good to you 
as a Collector, to your society, or for the good of 
orchidology, if you go into squeals of delight over 
the colour of the dorsal sepals ora blue D. lineale, 
if the shape is wrong, one sepal bent sideways or 
whatever. 

When everything else is judged, then award 
your points for colour. Now let us look at the last 
two rules. 

Rule 7. Symmetrical arrangement on 
inflorescence. 

This means that the flowers are arranged on 
the stem so that they look well in a vase. The 
usual forms that are wanted are those that are 
generally spaced around the stem or which all 
face the same way. An untidy arrangement of 
flowers does nothing for anybody and does not 
win points. 

Rule 8. Unblemished floral parts. 

A plant cannot win an award if a nasty little 
caterpillar has chewed a piece out of one petal; 
that means you have not been attending to your 
plants and providing routine maintenance. If the 
flower is spotted or one sepal has grown out with 
wrinkled edges which it should not have, then it 
get no marks for rule 8, but this is entirely up to 
the judges. If it is obvious that the damage is 
caused after the flower has opened, perhaps by 
insect damage or by being watered in the sun, or 
maybe by a sudden hot wind, a judge may be 
inclined to be a little more lenient, because a lot 
of judging of unfamiliar material is done by 
appreciation (not by me, I back out if I don’t 
know). A lot is up to the grower: if a flower grows 
in a deformed way every time it flowers, don’t 
put it up for judging. It might look nice in the 
garden but leave it there.

W. T. SPARKS 

This is numerically the largest of all the plant 
families, its members having evolved over the 
centuries and they are found growing naturally 
on many islands throughout the world and all 
the continents except Antarctica. Having regard 
to the diverse conditions under which they grow 
in consequence of the influence of variations in 
temperature, rainfall, latitude, altitude, etc., it is 
understandable that considerable differences in 
vegetative growth and floral habit have resulted. 
They grow on trees, on rocks, and in the ground 
in areas experiencing wide variations in 
atmospheric conditions. 

To simplify the classification and identification 
of members of the great Orchidaceae family 
botanists have divided the plants into three 
families which are subdivided into 35 tribes 
comprising in excess of 700 genera to which 
belong some 25,000 distinct species, many of 
which have a number of varieties. Many natural 
hybrids have been found growing in the wild 
state. These have resulted from a cross between 
two species, either belonging’ to a particular 
genus or between two species belonging to 
different compatible genera. Additionally, man 
in his endeavour to create new plants and 
flowers has effected similar crossings and to date 
tens of thousands of hybrids have been 
registered. This mumber is __ increasing 
enormously each year.

MORNINGTON’S SEEDLING PARTNERSHIPS 


The Mornington Peninsula O.S. has come up with a 
marvellous idea for increasing the benefits from seed- 
ling competitions. Two interesting crosses have been 
made available to members, both from parents that are 
extremely hardy and cold growing. Prizes will be 
awarded to the first of each cross brought to a meeting _ 
in flower, or if more than one then the best flower. 

One cross is Dendrobium Blushing Star x D. Hilda 
Poxon, the former a cross of D. speciosum and D. 
tetragonum var. giganteum, the latter a cross of D. x 
suffusum and D. tetragonum var. giganteum. Should be 
some attractive colourings in these seedlings. 

The other cross is Cymbidium suave x C. devonianum.

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SUCCESS WITH PAPHIOPEDILUMS 


MARK DONELLY 


This genus has come into favour over the last 
few years and growers are learning how easy 
these plants are to grow. Provided the correct 
conditions are given and a selection of species 
and hybrids are grown, flowering can span 12 
months of the year. 

There are many reasons why growers have 
failures and these notes covering 20 years 
experience, I trust, will be a guide to successful 
growing and flowering. 


HOUSING 


The first requirement is a glasshouse where 
conditions can be created to attain maximum 
results, alternatively a fibreglass house may be 
utilised but shading problems will occur. 

Plants such as the hardier species can be 
grown in a bushhouse, however a house will 
produce better results with the majority of 
paphs. If you have your eyes on the champion of 
the show then protection from wind and 
retention of humidity is a must. A glasshouse is 
needed for these requirements to ensure longer 
stems and larger flowers. 


CONDITIONS 


These are of vital importance to paphs. Being 
plants that grow on the forest floor in leaf mould 
‘or attached to sides of cliffs in debris, humidity is 
high and has to be duplicated in the house. This 
can be done in several ways either by having 
solid benches of cement sheeting with coarse 
sand to one inch deep or open benches with 
moisture retaining material on the floor in which 
ferns and shade loving plants can be grown. In 
hot weather watering the sand or under the 
benches should be carried out daily to retain a 
moist atmosphere. 

In their natural habitat, the majority of the 
_ plants do not receive direct light, only filtered 
light and the house requires heavy shading from 
September to April to meet this requirement. 
Due to incessant rain over these months, it may 
be necessary to repaint the house several times. 
After April the weather will gradually remove 
the shading and repainting will be carried out 
again in September. The amount of shade 
required should be enough so that a shadow is 
barely visible when your hand is moved over the 
plants on a sunny day. Too much shade will stunt 
growth and inhibit flowering. 


SELECTION 


Having sorted out housing and conditions, 
selection of plants can be considered. If you are 


starting out, it is recommended that a small 
collection of 10 plants be obtained and the 
growing of these be mastered before outlaying 
money on the costly show ponies. These plants 
will tell you whether the conditions are suitable 
or not. If root growth and foliage are poor, your 
conditions need adjustment and any loss 
minimal. The older hybrids produce many roots 
whilst the newer hybrids produce less roots 
which must be retained if you expect to maintain 
constant results. 

The normal run of paphs can be purchased 
from nurserymen or other growers at a cost of $5- 
$15 dependent on size. Only in the last five or so 
years has a regular supply of seedlings been 
available from nurserymen, the majority coming 
from Ratcliffes in England. The Americans and 
several of our own growers have been busy and 
their seedlings are on the market also. These 
seedlings can cost anywhere from $3-$12.50 each 
and are sold sometimes in pot size or leafspan, 
which can be confusing to beginners. A two inch 
pot can have a leaf span from two inches to five 
inches, it could also be that a four inch pot is an 
overpotted plant, so clarify the size of the plant 
not the pot before you purchase, so there is no 
disappointment. 

Do not buy seedlings because they are a 
special,. go for quality not quantity. Check the. 
parentage and do not take pot luck if you want to 
give yourself a chance of a good seedling. If you 
are unsure of your selection, there are many 
paph growers who will gladly assist you. 


‘Seedlings should be flowered at least three times 


before discarding them. Before purchasing the 
dearer show ponies you should consider 
whether the plant is a consistent performer. — 
Knowledge of show judging standards is also an 
added advantage when considering plants from 
interstate or overseas, where no track record of 
that plant can be established. If you aim for the 
top be prepared to outlay from $15 to $150 to 
obtain such plants and your growing will need to 
be of a high standard to protect such an outlay. 


POTTING 


The majority of paph growers are using 
polythene pots, which have proven better than 
the old terracotta pots. They are cleaner, lighter, 
warmer and require less watering. Paphs should 
not be overpotted and the best guide is to only 
use the size pot the roots of the plant will go into 
without undue pressure of breakage. Drainage is 
half an inch of dried bracken fern which does not 
break down over a two year period. When the 
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plant is potted the base should be approximately 
half an inch to one inch below the rim of the pot 
with compost covering the base of the plant. 

The plant should be potted firm which will 
make the roots force themselves to the compost 
with resultant stronger foliage and flowers. 

Potting is usually carried out September/ 
October after painting of the house. Remember 
to repot any purchased plants into your compost 
to maintain uniformity. 

In respect to dividing of plants, divisions 
should not be one growth only, but at least one 
growth with a new lead and provided such 
division has adequate roots. It is far better to pot 
two growths and a lead and backcut the back 
lead in the pot, so that on repotting next time 
there is two plants in the pot. When backcutting 
ensure that the front has adequate roots to 
support. Many plants are not prolific with root 
growth and the back of the plant supports two 
front growths without roots. If such plant is 
backcut the possibility exists that the front will 
deteriorate and loss may occur 


COMPOST 
Every grower has a different compost and can 


only recommend if you have trouble.-Seek out a 
good grower and endeavour to follow his 
method. Most composts have basic ingredients 
but in different quantities and _ slight 
modifications may be necessary for your 
conditions. My compost is made up as follows: 1 
fine pine bark, 1/2 leaf mould, 1/4 decomposed 
granite. 

The leaf mould is obtained from forest areas 
and incorporates broken down leaves and twigs. 
The pinebark is obtainable from nurserymen. 
The decomposed granite from quarries such as 
Keperra near Brisbane. 

All ingredients are thoroughly mixed together, 
bagged and kept from the weather for several 
weeks before use. Immediately after potting the 
plants are given a good watering and then let 
stand for two weeks before normal watering is 
carried out. 

WATERING 

One of the biggest problems of growers is that 
of watering. Watering to a regular pattern is not 
on. The plants have to be kept moist not 
continually wet. You must make the roots chase 
the moisture and by only watering when 
necessary, you will achieve this. In hot weather, 
this may only be twice a week and fortnightly in 
the cold weather. Moisture on the bench willalso 
draw the roots down in the pot instead of 
smallish roots at the top of the compost. 

From February onwards, flower buds begin to 
appear in the leaf axils and overhead watering 
on such plants should cease. Such plants should 
be grouped together so that water does not lodge 
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in the leaf axils and not the buds. These plants 
can be watered by either dipping the pots or 
watering under the foliage of the individual pots. 
The plants are given a lime bath in early April 
and this will green up the leaves and impart a 
glossy sheen. Several handfuls of garden lime 
can be put into a two gallon bucket of water and 
individually the plants are dipped therein. 
FERTILISERS 

Due to the rich leaf mould used, no fertilisers 
are used, although a little blood and bone or hoof 
and horn on top of the compost and.watered in 


_ will not harm around January. Paphs that have 


been overfertilised usually show the damage of 
the fertiliser by dieback at the tips of the leaves 
and if this continues could spell disaster for the 
plants. © 

PESTS AND DISEASES 

Except for scale and mealybug, the paphs are 
relatively free of pests. Highly poisonous 
Metasystox can be used in October after potting 
and February before the flower buds appear to - 
control all pests, however, it is safer to use 
Malathion regularly to control mealybugs. Scale 
usually affécts yellows, greens and whites so 
watch these closely. If scale is evident, these can 
be removed by hand. ; 

Do not use white oil as it seals the pores of the 
leaves on which the plant is reliant. Occasionally 
rot develops in plants and this can be controlled — 
by Thiotox in dry form. Slugs and snails are 
sometimes a problem, however the usual poison 
pellets can be laid to control them. 

GENERAL MAINTENANCE : 
Polythene pots have removed many of the. 
problems associated with terracotta pots. 
Regular cleansing of the foliage should be 
carried out, all dead leaves removed. As the 
flower stem grows, it should be staked in an erect 
position so as not to let the stem fall over. The 
final tying of the flower is not carried out until 
the flower begins to open or earlier should it tend 

to droop too far forward. 

If you intend exhibiting staking i is a must, for if 
the flower opens in a drooping position, the 
pouch will stand out horizontal to the flower 
when tied to the stake. This in itself will turn the 
judge off considering the flower, irrespective of 
how good it is. , 

EXHIBITING 

Many growers fail to dress their plants prior to 
exhibiting as to staking, cleaning pots, cleaning 
leaves and labelling. All these count in a close 
finish and could well mean the difference of 
champion or runner up. Make your plant look at 
the judge, if it is worthy of being a champion 
make it look like one.

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BOOK REVIEW by Rebecca Tyson Northen 


The genus Phalaenopsis 


THE GENUS PHALAENOPSIS, by Herman R. 
Sweet, Ph.D., 1980. Hard cover, 128 pages. Illustrated in 
colour and black and white. Published by the Orchid 
Digest Inc. Printed in Pomona, California. $32.50. 
Available from Mrs Ruth Kennedy, 3131 Antelo Road, 
CA 90024, USA. 


This book is as lovely to look at as a 
phalaenopsis flower, with its white cover 
lettered in gold and displaying a stylised gold 
flower and its inside covers decorated with a 
gold tracery of tiny blossoms. Glossy paper is 
used throughout to give brilliance to the colour 
illustrations. It is a completely beautiful 
production by the Orchid Digest Corporation to 
present Dr Herman Sweet’s THE GENUS 
PHALAENOPSIS. 

For this book Dr Sweet has revised and 
updated his original revision, published as a 
series of articles in the American Orchid Society 
Bulletin from 1968 to 1969 and in the Orchid 
Digest from 1971 to 1973. But he says in his 
prologue: ‘This is not a reprint, but a new 
presentation based on the above-mentioned two 
series . . . Moreover, it incorporates all the new 
data that has appeared in print during the 
intervening time, as well as the new insight and 
- understanding I myself have gained.” 

In addition to making this a systematic 
revision of the genus, based on type materials 
and, as far as possible, on living flowers, he has 
taken into consideration the needs of present- 
day hybridisers, and has included important 


horticultural varieties and also primary hybrids. » 


Thus breeders, and amateurs as well, can 
identify their plants accurately. Original ancient 
black and white and water colour drawings of 
‘the species have been reproduced, some from 
notebooks of collectors, some by taxonomists 
such as Reichenbach, and some from old albums 
and magazines. Lovely colour photographs have 
been added of most, if not all, species and 
varieties. The whole is an exciting presentation 
_ for even the uninitiated to enjoy, for seldom do 
we have the opportunity to trace the species of a 
whole genus from its first illustrations through 
taxonomic studies to modern colour photography. 
The introduction includes “Relationships” and 
“History of Classification”. There then follows 
“Selected Literature’, ‘Acknowledgements’, 
and an enumeration of herbaria from which 
specimens were examined. Next comes “The 
Systematics of the Genus”, which presents a 


reclassification and description of each section, © 


followed by “Specific Names Reported in 
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Literature” with the correct name of each 
indicated, and primary hybrids and _ their 
makeup. Finally, there isa key to the sections and 
subsections. 


Dr Sweet explains that in his treatment the 
species are identified by the callosities situated 
between the lateral lobes of the lip and also on 
the midlobe. The very excellent new drawings 
show these clearly, and if you have never peered 
between the lobes of your own flowers, you will 
be fascinated to see how different they are and to 
compare them with each other. 


Each section of the genus is introduced by a 
key to the species it contains. For every species 
Dr Sweet gives its taxonomic history, its varieties 
and primary hybrids, its distribution in nature 
with a map, an enumeration of all collections, 
where the specimens are located, and where 
they are illustrated. The technicalities are 
followed by “Observations”, in which he relates 
many interesting things about the species, its 
discovery, conditions in its native habitat, what 
early collectors and people in the countries of 
origin have said about the plants and their 
idiosyncracies, and comments made by early 
and modern taxonomists and explorers. Hints as 
to cultivation can be obtained from these 
accounts. 


Illustrations for the species include drawings 
of the whole lip and details of its callosities, 
photographs of type specimens where possible, 
and the various other illustrations mentioned 
above including colour photographs. 


This is not a book to take into the greenhouse, 
for fear of smudging its pristine pages, but, 
rather, it is a book to enjoy and display for its 
sheer beauty and to study for many years. It 
should grace the libraries and the working 
collections of casual growers and specialists. 


FOOTNOTE 

The team of Orchid Digest people who saw this 
book through publication are to be greatly 
complimented: Ernest Hetherington and J. A.

It was the late George C. Kennedy who 
conceived the idea for publishing this work, and 
it was his determination and encouragement 
that set the idea into motion. You will note on the 
cover of the book that it is called “Orchids of the 
World Volume 1”. It was Dr Kennedy’s intention 
to create an ongoing project encompassing many 
genera, and the Orchid Digest hopes to carry it 
out. Publication of THE GENUS PHALAENOPSIS 
is a fitting tribute to him.

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Dendrobiums and my experiences with Softcanes 
' W. T. SPARKS 


Of a total of some 700 different orchid genera 
the genus Dendrobium is one of the most 
numerous and approximately 1,000 species have 
been discovered and identified. The name 
Dendrobium has been derived from two ancient 
Greek words — “Dendro” meaning a tree and 
“Bio” a prefix meaning life. Thus indicating that 
the name Dendrobium was given to this genus in 
consequence of the general habit of growing 
epiphytically on the trees or shrubs. (An epiphyte 
is a plant which grows non-parasitically on 
another -plant and derives its nutrients and 
moisture requirements from the air, decaying 
vegetable matter, dust and rain). However, many 
dendrobiums are lithophytes — that is they grow 
on rocks, especially cliff faces, where they 
frequently grow symbiotically in association 
with ferns, lichens and mosses. They are 
not parasites but grow attached to the host. 

Members of the genus Dendrobium are found 
growing over a wide area of the earth’s surface 
bounded broadly by China and Eastern Asia in 
the north, Australia and New Zealand in the 
south, India in the west and a number of Pacific 
islands in the east. This area of course includes 
the Himalayas, Burma, Malaysia and New 
Guinea. Having regard to the wide variations in 
conditions found throughout this vast area it is 
understandable that plants of this genus will 
exhibit wide variations in habit of growth and 
the colour, size and shape of their flowers. 

Their vegetative growth varies considerably, 
from tiny bulbous growths (about as big as a 
match head) to long reed-like stems or canes 
(usually called pseudo-bulbs), some of which are 
upright and some pendulous, varying in length 
from 30 cm. or so to the extremes even exceeding 
5 m. long. Similarly the flowers vary in size from 
about the size of a pin’s head to some 12. cm. orso 
across and they come in all colours and 
combinations of colours of white, yellow, green, 
purple, blue, mauve, pink and red. The flowers 
may be borne singularly or several attached by 
pedicels to a penduncle, or occur in quantity in 
globose or elongated inflorescences at the top of, 
or laterally along the pseudo-bulb. Some species 
flower on the new growth, some on the previous 
year’s growth, whilst some bloom for a number 
of years from flower nodes on the same pseudo- 
bulb. Some flowers only last for a day or so but 
the flowers of a number of species last in good 
condition for some months. Some plants are 
evergreen and some are deciduous. 


Being epiphytic or lithophytic plants, their 
roots generally are exposed to the air, sunlight’ 
and rain and they attach quite firmly to the host 
serving to anchor the plant whilst searching for 
nutrients and moisture. However, many roots 
simply grow out in the air. A soft layer of cells 
called the velamen surrounds the root proper 
and when in active growth the greenish apex of 
the root tip, which is usually about 7-12 mm. 
long, gathers nutrients and moisture which are 
carried up to the leaves where in association 
with carbon dioxide and oxygen, which are 
absorbed from the air through the stomata in the 
leaves, together with the action of sunlight these 
substances are converted into sugars by a 
process known as photosynthesis. These sugars 
are subsequently converted into complex 
compounds such as cellulose, lignin, vitamins, 
enzymes and proteins which make up the plant’s 
structure. Whilst the plant is dormant the green 
root tip ceases growth, the end seals over and it 
generally assumes a whitish grey colour. 


The Species Dendrobium nobile and its 
Hybrids 


The following remarks relate to my 
experiences when growing nobile types 
specifically. I do not claim that my methods are 
the ultimate but they suit my conditions and my 
plants grow fairly well, many pseudo-bulbs 
exceed 3 feet in length and I get my share of 
flowers. Maybe some will think I grow nobile 
types somewhat hard but I find them an easy 
plant to manage and they readily respond to a 
minimum of care and attention providing one 
has a basic understanding of their simple 
requirements and minor demands. Remember, 
their ancestors were native jungle plants 
depending entirely on nature and the vagaries of 
the weather to provide their simple 
requirements for growth, health and flowering. 

The natural habitat of nobile type 
dendrobiums is the Assam and Sikkim area 
located in the foothills of the Himalaya Ranges in 
the region of approximately 25° to 27° north 
latitude where they grow at elevations of about 
3,000 feet or so above sea level. Very humid 
conditions are experienced in this area during 
the summer months in consequence of quite 
high atmospheric temperatures in association 
with very high rainfall due to the influence of the 
moisture laden’ South West monsoon winds 
which sweep across the Bay of Bengal and 
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precipitate large quantities of rain on this 
mountainous region. The winter months are 


quite cold and comparativelv dry. 
’ Growth normally commences in the early 


spring when one or more of the.eyes at the base 
of the. pseudo-bulb commences to swell and 
grow. When the new growth is a couple of inches 
high new roots commence to grow. Leaves grow 
horizontally on alternate sides of the pseudo- 
bulb which completes its growth in the late 
autumn, the terminal leaf usually growing 
vertical. At the same time the leaves on the 
previous year’s growth commence to turn brown 
and soon fall from the plant. Concurrently the 
flower nodes which are along that pseudo-bulb 
on alternate sides to the leaf axils commence to 
swell and grow and during the late winter and 
early spring flower buds appear in penduncles 
generally up to about four flowers at each 
penduncle and subsequently burst open to 
reveal their beauty. On occasions due to certain 
influences the flower nodes develop, by 
transmutation, into vegetative aerial growths 
which form leaves and roots and _ these 
adventitious plantlets develop into new plants in 
the course of a couple of seasons by which time, 
in their natural habitat, the old pseudo-bulb 
bends over and the roots of the new plant attach 
to a host and the plant develops and grows on 


its own accord. The development of aerial growths. 


occurs with some ot my plants on occasions and | 
attribute this phenomenon to over generous 
Watering and too liberal applications of. 
fertilisers particularly during the late autumn 
and early winter period. This practice is a very 
good means of increasing the number of plants 


of desirable varieties. _ 
It has been my practice over the years to leave 


the aerial plantlets attached to the mother plant 
until the eye or eyes at its base commence to 
grow. The plant is then usually about 12 months 
old and its roots are again stimulated into active 
growth. I pot the young plant into a 4 inch or 5 
inch pot which has had the drainage hole 
enlarged to a size exceeding a 50 cent piece. I 
have planted some aerials in wooden baskets 
and also have some attached to old tree fern slabs 
and they have grown very well. To demonstrate 
their adaptability, versatility and ease of culture I 
potted an aerial in nothing other than broken 
brick where it grew and thrived and on another 
occasion I even attached an aerial to an old cow’s 
skull where it developed into a large plant and 
flowered regularly for some 15 years until the 
cow’s skull disintegrated and collapsed. 

I crock the pot to about a third full with pieces 
of broken brick or broken terra cotta pot and use 
a compost made up ot equal quantities of Forest 
Oak bark, charcoal and coarse river sand. When 
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available I have also included a quantity of 
chopped up tree fern fibre. The potting mix is 
quite coarse as good drainage is imperative; 
remember more dendrobiums are killed by 
being too wet rather than being too dry. I ensure 
that the base of the aerial is level with or slightly 
above the top of the pot. I like to hang as many of 
my plants as possible some 4’6” above ground 
level ina bush house having a flat roof of 4 cm, x 2 
cm. battens spaced 6 cm apart and running north 
to south about 2.5m. above the floor which is 
covered with coarse gravel. I find that plants 
suspended some 1.4m. or so above the floor 
make far superior growths than those which are 
grown on benches in the same bush house. 

During the spring I place a layer of poultry 
manure on top of the compost around the plant. I 
like to repeat this treatment again during the 
summer. Some growers have informed me that I 
will burn the roots off my plants but I 
commenced this practice some 25 years ago and I 
still haven’t found any burnt roots. I am 
convinced that poultry manure stimulates 
strong, vigorous and health growths. Occasion- 
ally I give the plants a watering with a very weak 
solution (about half the manufacturer’s 
recommended strength) using either Gro Plus, 
Aquasol, Nitrosol, Tygon or Epsom Salts — I don’t 
think it matters which one is used. The fertiliser 
solution is applied using a Garden King spray 
attachment fitted to the end of the hose. During 
the warm to hot months I water my plants almost 
every afternoon although there are occasions 
when I am away for several days and they have to 
do without. During the cool to cold months the 
plants are only given a light watering during the 
morning about once a week. Should rain fall » 
during this period they may go weeks without 
receiving water from the hose. 

My plants do not appear to be greatly troubled 
by insects, mould or fungi. However, I spray the 
bush house a couple of times a year with a 
fungicide or an insecticide, and a couple of times 
a year I dust the plants with Flowers of Sulphide. 

I have found nobile type dendrobiums most 
rewarding plants to grow and should you be a 
comparatively new grower I strongly suggest 
that you seriously consider obtaining some 
plants of this particularly lovely orchid for I feel 
sure that you will find them quite an easy plant to 
grow and manage and with a minimum of care 
and attention you will be rewarded with a 
display of glistening crystal flowers of exquisite 
beauty. It would be difficult to see a more 
pleasing sight than a well grown specimen plant 
bearing dozens and dozens of attractive flowers 
displayed in all their pristine beauty.

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NEW MINIATURE PURE-COLOUR CYMBIDS 


R. W. NICOLLE 


The exciting new minature pure-colour 
hybrids, which originated with a 1966 crossing, 
have the same substance, growth habit and 
flower production as standard miniatures, but 
also possess the advantages of pure-colours: non- 
staining in even full sunlight, non-reddening of 
lip when damaged or aged, and uniformity of 
unadulterated colour. Another feature of these 
hybrids will be the first flowerings in 1981 of 
miniature pure whites — something which the 
commercial grower and the hobbyist alike must 
have to complete their collections. 

The deliberate development of a lineage of 
pure-colour miniature cymbidiums began in 
August 1966, when the late Dr R. H. F. Vandyke of 
New South Wales crossed the _ species 
Cymbidium pumilum var. album with 
Cymbidium Sleeping Beauty ‘Sarah Jean’. The 
first seedlings from this cross flowered in June 
1972 and the cross was registered with the Royal 
Horticultural Society in England as C. Sarah Jean. 

Of the pure-colour parents that were available 
for breeding at the time, Sleeping Beauty ‘Sarah 
Jean’ has proven to be a wise choice and should 
be recognised as one of the all-time great 
parents. When crossed with Durham Castle 
‘Snow Princess’, it produced the now famous 
pure white Pharaohs, the most notable being 
Pharaoh ‘Almighty’ and Pharaoh ‘Tetra High’. 
When Sleeping Beauty ‘Sarah Jean’ was crossed 
with Sleeping Glow ‘Denham Court’, the white 
Sleeping Dream ‘Kings Ransom’ was produced. A 
different Sleeping Glow clone produced 
Sleeping Dream ‘Tetragold’ AM/RHS, AM/AOS. 

The Sarah Jean miniatures are very even in 
quality; most are small (about 3 cm.), shapely, ice 
green with yellow/orange markings on the lips 
and most have upright spikes, although a few are 
pendant. The most notable of the cross are Sarah 
Jean ‘First Lady’, the champion miniature at the 
4th Australian Orchid. Conference Show in 
Sydney in September 1975, and Sarah Jean 
‘Goldilocks’ a prize-winner at the same 
conference show. Some that have been available 
as mericlones are Sarah Jean ‘Sparkle’, Sarah 
Jean ‘Sprite’ and Sarah Jean ‘Denham Court’. 

Second generation miniature crosses in the 
line were first made in 1974 using Sarah Jean 
‘First Lady’ as the miniature parent, crossed with 
Sleeping Dream ‘Tetragold’ AM/RHS, AM/AOS, and 
back to Sleeping Beauty ‘Sarah Jean’. These 
crosses were notreleased commercially as onlya 
“small quantity of viable seed was produced. 

In 1980 the first four plants flowered from the 


Sleeping Beauty ‘Sarah Jean’ cross, for which the 
proposed name is Mini Sarah. Of the first three to 
flower, Mini Sarah ‘Artisan’ has 4 cm. pale green 
flowers on a straight spike, Mini Sarah ‘Alabaster’ 
has a long arching spike of 17 3cm. pure white 
flowers and Mini Sarah ‘Sovereign’ is a shapely 
yellow of just under 3 cm. width. A fourth plant is 
Mini Sarah ‘Jillian’ which is similar to Mini Sarah 
‘Artisan’ in colour and shape but with smaller 
flowers and a longer spike. It was judged best 
seedling at the Orchid Club of South Australia 
1980 Spring Show and has now been mericloned 
by us. 

In 1975 Sarah Jean ‘Goldilocks’*was crossed 
with Wyanga ‘Elanora’, Sleeping Dream ‘Gold 
Mine’ and Sleeping Dream ‘June Jade’. The first 
of the Wyanga ‘Elanora’ cross flowered in 1980 
and the proposed riame is Mini Mint. The quality 
from this cross is outstanding; all those that were 
shown have won prizes. Mini Mint ‘Maxine’ (the 
green with the straight spike in the group 
picture) was cut and sent to Los Angeles to be 
judged by the American Orchid Society where it 
was awarded a Highly Commended Certificate. 

The provisional name for the 1975 cross of 
Sleeping Dream ‘Gold Mine’ with Sarah Jean 
‘Goldilocks’ is Mini Dream. The first to flower 
from this cross are similar in conformation to the 
Mini Mints, but vivid yellow in colour. 

Some of the second generation pure-colour 
miniatures have now been mericloned by us and 
some are carrying seed pods. This is just the 
start. In 1981 we should see the Sleeping Dream 
‘Tetra Gold’ and Sleeping Dream ‘Tetra Jade’ 
crosses flower. Hundreds more of the Mini Mints 


-and Mini Dreams will flower and be exhibited 


throughout Australia. In 1982 the first seedlings 
from the cross with the ultra early yellow 
‘Melinga’ should flower. 

Thus this lineage, although relatively new, is 
sufficiently developed to ensure that the 
mericlones and seedlings now available are 
already being sought after and will prove to be 
most successful commercial and show bench 
plants and parents of the future.

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COVER STORY 

The cover illustration marks an interesting development in 
dendrobium breeding achieved by Mr Kevin McFarlane of 
Cairns. It is a cross between Dendrobium speciosum and D. 
Meadie, a hardcane-type hybrid. Mr McFarlane has made 
similar crosses which indicate exciting potential. An article 
explaining these is in this issue. By coincidence your editor 
had already drafted an article on D. speciosum in hybridising 
but without mention of using it with hardcanes. This has been 
modified to become, hopefully, complementary to Mr 
McFarlane’s article. The clone illustrated won Best Dendrobium 
and Most Pre-eminent Entry at the Orchid Society of NSW 1981 
Winter Show. It was awarded HCC and AD. A sister clone later 
became Champion of the Cairns Show, with Ble. Sylvia Fry. 
‘Supreme’ as Reserve Champion. 
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THE WIDENING HORIZON .... 


Dr J. E. BINNIE 


In the December 1979 issue of the Australian 
Orchid Review I wrote an article in which I 
stated, inter alia, ‘... with profuse or prolonged 
clonal propagation of a popular awarded variety, 
genetic aberrations and some_ horticultural 
peculiarities begin to appear... like many other 
cymbidium growers I have plants from 
mericlones whose sole pre-occupation seems to 
be to grow rather than to grow and flower... . 
Sagawa expressed the opinion that after about 
25,000 plantlets have been proliferated from one 
piece of tissue the aberration rate becomes 
unacceptably high, the aberrations being almost 
invariably in the direction of poorer qualities. . . 
only 15 sequential divisions of one piece of tissue 
gives the figure of 25,000 plantlets.’ 

This observation was based upon my own 
experience and that communicated by others, 
and concerned only the possibly deleterious 
effects of ‘over-mericloning’ or ‘mericloning 
mericlones’. Others, meantime, had noted that 
there could be a positive side, too, to the 
occurrence of variants in the course of plant 
tissue culture, and not particularly as applied to 
orchids. 

It should be noted that the production of 
variants, or ‘somaclones’, by plant tissue culture 
is a process distinct from that of the so-called 
genetic engineering of recombinant DNA. 
Somaclones occur and can be induced in the 
normal process of callus formation in plant 
tissue culture. Recombinant DNA _ genetic 
engineering involves the planned transference 
of part of a chromosome (usually of animal or 
viral origin) into a different or heterologous 
organism or host for the purpose of rapid 
multiplication of that parts genetic effects. This 
is, admittedly, a considerable over-simplification, 
but will do for present purposes. 

Broadly speaking, somaclones refers to plant 
variants; genetic engineering by recombinant 
DNA involves animal tissues, and at the present 
time this field of molecular biology would seem 
to have its main application in viral immunology 
— the production of vaccines or anti-sera for 
virus-caused diseases such as hepatitis and foot 
and mouth disease. 

In the June 1981 issue of the CSIRO quarterly 
Rural Research is an article by Graeme O'Neill 
titled ‘Somaclones — a new frontier in plant 
breeding’, extracts from which are reproduced 
by kind permission of the Editor. 

‘Serendipity, the art of discovering good things 
by accident, remains a potent force in modern 


science. Most recently it has opened up an 
extraordinary new dimension in plant breeding. 

‘Researchers have discovered that many 
plants produced by tissue culture techniques are 
not true to type, when the laws of genetics say 
that they should be exact duplicates of the plants 
from which the tissue was obtained. Instead, 
they show a wide range of variation, which in 
some cases exceeds that of plants produced by 
cross-breeding different lines. Moreover, 
laboratory techniques make _ it possible 
sometimes to guide this variation in a chosen 
direction — for example, towards increased 
disease resistance. The ‘new’ characteristics are 
not only maintained in mature plants, but are 
also transmitted to succeeding generations. 

‘The phenomenon has been called 
‘somaclonal variation’ — variation from the 
hidden resources of the plant’s somatic cells 
instead of from its specialised reproductive cells 
through conventional cross-breeding. Nobody is 
yet certain why or how it happens, but there 
seems little doubt about its potential importance 
for plant breeding, particularly in the area of 
agricultural crops. Somaclonal variation literally 
makes it possible to take an old plant line and 
turn it into dozens of new ones. 

‘Drs Larkin and Scowdroft of CSIRO’s Division 
of Plant Industry in Canberra gave recently 
provided evidence of its capabilities by 
producing several disease-resistant lines of 
sugar-cane from a non-resistant parent. Sugar- 
cane is among the more difficult plants to breed, 
and it is not uncommon for development of a 
new variety to take 10 years. It took the CSIRO 
team less than a year to produce their disease- 
resistant lines and release them for field testing. 

The most striking application of somaclonal 
variation to date has been reported by an 
American scientist who used it to develop 
several promising new lines of potato from the 
aged mainstay of the American potato industry, 
russet Burbank. The breeding of new potato 
cultivars is extremely difficult, because 
chromosome numbers vary between different 
types and because plants rarely set seed. He 
decided it might be simpler to enhance russet 
Burbank through selection, using plants cloned 
by tissue culture. Although he made no attempt 
to induce changes during the tissue culture 
phase, he found extensive variation among the 
new plants. Some had a more compact habit 
than the parent plant, resulting in a fuller leaf 
canopy for photosynthesis, some required only a 
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13-hour day to initiate flowering compared with 
russet Burbank’s 16-hour day, while others 
varied in the time of tuber initiation. 

‘There was more. Some somaclones showed 
potential for outyielding russet Burbank, and five 
of the 500 tested showed enhanced resistance to 
the diseases early blight and late blight. The 
characteristics have proved stable through three 
more tuber generations, and several are now 
being evaluated as potential cultivars, while 
others that showed improved yield potential or 
disease resistance are being recultured to see if 
these qualities can be further enhanced. (An 
interesting historical sidelight is that russet 
Burbank was itself a ‘sport’ — effectively a natural 
somaclone — from the Burbank potato). 

Incredibly, this rich source of genetic 
variability has been sitting under science’s nose 
almost since tissue culture was first introduced 
about 40 years ago. Even in the early days it was 
occasionally noticed that some of the clones did 
not come true to the parental type. Since the 
requirement was for exact duplicates of the 
desired plant, such types were usually discarded 
and were generally regarded as a nuisance. 
Nobody bothered to investigate why supposed 
genetic duplicates of the parent plants turned 
out differently, and it was only recently that 
anybody realised that the phenomenon could be 
put to good use. The CSIRO researchers believe it 
should be possible to select for characters in 
successive steps by passing plants enhanced from 
one character through a number of tissue- 
culture cycles and selecting for a new character 
each time. This could result in plant lines with 
multiple disease resistance, or other desirable 
agronomic characteristics. 

‘The genetic mechanism underlying the 
phenomenon remains unknown, although 
several theories have been advanced. 
Possibilities suggested include gene amplifica- 
tion (increasing the number of specific genes so 
that their combined product has an enhanced 
effect) and gene depletion (resulting in the 
complete loss of.a gene function disadvantage- 
ous to the plant). Another possible mechanism 
involved special DNA sequences called 
‘transposable elements’ that are capable of 
moving from one position in a_ cell's 
chromosomes to another and in so doing altering 
the activity of particular genes . . . this 
phenomenon has already been observed 
experimentally, and is apparently not restricted 
to plants. It has been implicated in the rapid 
development of insecticide resistance in certain 
insect pests. 

‘Recent molecular studies of the way genes are 
organised in plants provide good evidence that 
in somatic cells — the cells that play no direct role 
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in reproduction — the gene complement is not 
static but highly variable. In some circum- 
stances, the production of certain proteins — for 
example defensive enzymes —may be amplified 
200-fold, conferring a characteristic not 
detectable in the parent organism. Dr Larkin says 
there is certainly no way that classical mutation, 
which occurs at very low frequencies, could 
account for the striking variations occurring in 
experimental plant cultures.’ 

I would like to add a couple of comments to the 
above — 

1. The plants mentioned in the article, sugar- 
cane and potato, are both of enormous 
commercial worldwide importance; crops of 
them cover many thousands of acres/hectares, 
and plant populations are represented in the 
billions; they are both extremely difficult to 
propagate by sexual reproduction; and the 
productivity of both is seriously affected by virus 
diseases and fungal infestations. Somaclones 
resistant to these pathogens are therefore of 
great commercial significance in a world of 
million more mouths to feed each year. 

Orchids and varieties thereof, on the other 
hand, can be, and are, multiplied by sexual 
reproduction and asexual propagation with 
great ease and speed, and in bewildering variety, 
if the flood of catalogues I receive is any 
indication. Compared to the food crops orchids 
are commercially rather small beer, so that little 
if any of the efforts of high-priced institutions 
and their staffs, like the CSIRO, are going to be 
devoted to the subject of somaclonal variation in 
the Family Orchidaceae. Perhaps the emergence 
of virus-resistant strains of orchids may be the 
most we can reasonably hope for on these lines. 

2. 1am most certainly not against mericloning 
orchids, nor should readers or orchid growers be 
in any way hereby influenced against buying 
mericlones of particular orchids. It is unarguable 
that mericloning of good orchid varieties has not 
only increased the commercial availability of 
desirable orchids to an ever-widening circle of 
orchid growers; it has also stimulated increasing 
interest in the breeding of new and _ better 
varieties. Growers should, however, be aware 
that the process is a not entirely un-mixed 
blessing, and occasionally and quite unexpected 
marked variations from the original appear. 


What I do most definitely deprecate is, as stated — 


previously, the profuse or prolonged prolifera- 
tion of a particular variety of orchid by this 
means — and I am of the opinion that the 
acceptable limit is somewhat less than the 25,000 
postulated by Sagawa. 

Empirically, it may be as low as 5000, when one 
should go back to the original plant, excise tissue 
anew and start mericloning afresh. The practices 
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of proliferation ad infinitum, the storing of tissue 
on ‘holding media’ for indefinite periods, and the 
proliferation of tissue from the flasks of others 
are, in my opinion, reprehensible; a cause of 
sorrowing to the customer, and the ultimate 
discredit of a valuable and profitable tool.

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ON COLCHICINE CONVERSION 

Abnormalities in a colchicine treated 
population of the one clone have often been 
remarked upon by orchid hybridists and buyers 
of colchicine treated flasks of mericlones. 

Such phenomena have occurred in every large 
batch and everyone has regarded them as a 
nuisance. Dr Binnie reveals the vital work the 
CSIRO has been doing on these lines with 
aberrant sugar cane and potatoes but so far no 
orchid research laboratory seems to have looked 
at the possibilities as a breeding tool. 

A thoughtful article in the June 1981 issue of 
the English Orchid Review by well-known 
grower Mr Andy Easton, titled Of Colchicine and 
_ “4n’s” has passages on this theme: 

“Are the colchicined ‘4n’s’ finer orchids than 
their peers. There have been a lot of converted 
tetraploid cymbidiums bloom over the last decade 
and many disappointments. If the treated diploid 
was selected for a shapely flower, a tall well- 
spaced inflorescence and floriferous tendencies, 
then the results have been exciting as in the case 
of Fanfare ‘St Francis’ 4n, a beautiful green 
flower and a good breeder. If the goal was to 
make a sterile first generation miniature fully 
sterile then clones like Peter Pan ‘Greensleeves’ 


4n B/CSA and Miss Muffet ‘Agate’ 4n are already » 


proving to be sensational parents. But few of the 
converted tetraploids are suitable for the mass 
meristemming some have been subjected to. 
Better that they had been judiciously used as 
breeder's tools.” 

Mr Easton advocates the use of colchicine by 
enthusiasts on even “way out” seedling and 
meristem  protocorms to enlarge _ their 
hybridising options” because “the value of a 
tetraploid Paphiopedilum delenati, Odonto- 
glossum bictoniense, Lycaste skinneri or Laelia 
purpurata var. carnea must surely be obvious.” 
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Proud record for Brisbane O.S.

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ORCHID JUDGING IN THE USA 


DR ANDREE MILLAR, OBE 
(Formerly Director of the National Capitol Botanic Gardens, Port Moresby) 


I was on a lecture tour of the Mid-West of the 
USA during October and November last year. I 
had originally gone as guest speaker at the Mid- 
America Orchid Congress held in the lovely city 
of Indiana. I gave two lectures on conservation of 
tropical forest and conservation of the orchids 
therein. In seven weeks, in evenings, afternoons 
and mornings, I gave a total of 42 lectures, the 
important ones to the orchid clubs in the mid- 
west and associated clubs in Canada, and some 
to schools, universities and groups of friends. I 
felt it important not to pass up a chance to speak 
on this very important subject, when I had, so to 
speak, captive audiences. 

Also, I went to the USA as the culmination of 
four years of hard work trying to get a scholarship 
for a Papua New Guinea National to study orchid- 
ology. It has never been a secret that I wanted a 
national man — or woman — whoever turned up 
and worked with me, to be the first in the seed 
and tissue culture sides of PNG orchidology, both 
for scientific and commercial reasons. Orchids of 
Papua New Guinea have been good to me, and I 
did not want to see them exploited as they have 
been in other countries. I cannot say that I have 
been completely successful as new discoveries 
are still being sent out of the country instead of 
being held for research by their own trainees. I 
was successful in obtaining an internship for one 
of our lads, so the native orchids will soon have 
their own native caretaker. 

I will write the full story of Michael Kabaru’s 
internship at the Marie Selby Botanical Gardens, 
under the eminent Dr Calaway Dodson and what 
it means later. Here I will say, that the lectures 
were a success and that the Mid-America Congress 
voted $1,000 towards Michael’s travelling costs, 
and his case was presented to the American 
Orchid Society's Council meetings in the follow- 
ing spring by Dr Milan Fiske, chairman of the 
Research Committee, and the rest of costs were 
voted for him. Some of the costs towards his 
books and clothes came from the profits of the 
lectures. 

During one of my stays in Michigan with 
Margaret Ilgenfritz, I went with her to one of the 
monthly seminars of the Great Lakes Region held 
at Ann Arbor. I was invited to be guest speaker on 
the judging of ceratobium dendrobiums, which 
are becoming more popular in the States, though 
not much is known about them. I was careful to 
illustrate my points with good coloured slides.

There are no short-cuts to becoming an accredited 
judge of the American Orchid Society. You attend 
judging classes in your area every month for five 
years; there are days when you can’t make it, but 
your excuse had to be good, and not repeated too 
frequently. The Great Lakes Region takes in the 
States of Mid-America, and also accepts students 
from Canada, who live within the Niagara and 
Lakes region. I was invited to speak at the 
Toronto and London Societies in Canada. We 
drove up from Monroe, Michigan in the fall, and 
the countryside was a mass of colour with the 
autumn trees in golds and reds. 

The seminar I attended was held in Ann Arbor 
with about sixty students and enthusiasts attend- 
ing. In addition to student-training, plants may 
be taken to these sessions for AOS award judging. 
This seminar had three highly-qualified official 
judges in attendance... Margaret Ilgenfritz who 
runs the Great Lake Region Judging, Dr James 
Harper and Raymond McCullough. (Dr Harper has 
now been seconded by the New Zealand Gov- 
ernment for a period of three years). 

The students and the qualified judges come 
from all walks of life. You do not have to be a 
millionaire, or yet a brilliant scientist to become 
a judge of the American Orchid Society. You just 
have to be a dedicated orchid lover with a desire 
to learn all you can and share it with as many 
people as you can. 

At this seminar there was a long table of plants, 
some up for awards, some brought along for 
training. specimens. There were hybrids and 
species... anditis not until you see a display like 
this, and go on to the various State shows (at two 
of which I was invited to join the judging panel) 
that you realise how little you know about the 
species of the world. Checking back in my diary, I 
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find myself raving about ‘hexadesmia’, little- 
known encyclias and masdevallias, and I had the 
good luck to see a plant of the tiniest laelia of all, 
Laelia lilliputana. 

The session is opened by the chairman of the 
day, and news and information disseminated. 
The speakers came next. In this case, I was first, 
and at the query “Any questions?”, I was deluged, 
literally bombarded with whys and wheres and 
how do you explain so-and-so. It made me wish I 
had kept a record (and answer) of every question 
I had ever been asked, or had heard about. 

I was well and truly questioned about species 
dendrobiums. In an orchid world where people 
have been reared on hybrids, indeed have pro- 
duced a goodly share of the world’s best hybrids, 
species are now beginning to make an immense 
impression. I found audiences hungry for infor- 
mation about the species of Papua New Guinea. I 
also found that in exchanging comments, questions 
and answers over the afternoon tea, that talking 
of one country’s species led to discussions of 
those of another country. So, tea breaks are very 
worthwhile. 

One or more, of the candidates will give a 
paper on a subject decided by the panel, but 
within the sphere of interest in which the speaker 
specialises. I had the good fortune to listen to 
Glenn Cargill of Cincinatti, give a clear, lucid and 
informative paper on selected laelia-cattleya 
hybrids. It is no use to gabble and hope people 
think it is their hearing if they have any doubts; 
no use to slur pronunciations or cough in the 
middle of a difficult phrase — not with Margaret 
Ilgenfritz, Raymond McCullough and Bob Turner 
listening. This was a good paper and after four 
years’ dedicated slogging, Glenn Cargill found 
himself well and truly ahead. 

At the end of the session came the serious 
work. Students were divided up into groups, 
each with a qualified judge in charge. Each 
group was given a plant and settled down to 
discuss it, and at the end, give or not give it an 
award, whichever way the discussions went. My 
group was given a beautiful hybrid cattleya, an 
old cross, but it was in full bloom, a large cluster- 
flowered plant, and very well-grown indeed. 
Every point was discussed, growth, shape of the 
flowers and floral segments, length of the inflores- 
cence, display, any indication of past problems, 
colour of the blooms. Nobody got the chance to 
sit still and say nothing. The leader would gently 
nudge with a “What would you say about the 
petals... or whatever?” and address the question 
to an individual. The important thing was that 
every member of the group understood that 
plant, why it had got the award it did, why it was 
not high or lower, and our leader, Bob Turner of 
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Toronto made sure that each of his students 
understood every point before moving on to 
another. We gave it a cultural commendation for 
colour. 

Most shows are held in the spring and fall 
(autumn). That means that qualified judges and 
students in the area are busy people indeed, 
travelling interstate for several weekends in a 
row each season. Their dedication to high stand- 
ards and absolute integrity are such that they 
deserve their place as leaders in the orchid 
world. 

As a heart-warming finale, both students and 
visitors had brought plants not only for the 
judging classes, or for award judging, but to give 
and exchange with each other. That is what 
orchid clubs should be all about... andin the US 
they are.

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THE ‘KING’ REIGNS SUPREME

At last the ‘King Orchid’ is coming into its own! 
It has been sitting on our doorstep since the first 
settlers sent specimens to Sir Joseph Banks and 
Sir James Smith nearly 200 years ago. All these 
years it has been sadly neglected and underrated 
in orchid hybridising apart from a few crosses 
within its own botanical section. 

It is difficult for me to understand why the old 
time hybridisers failed to combine Dendrobium 
speciosum with ones from the hardcane section. 
They did just about everything else. Perhaps it 
was because the flowers didn’t last so very long, 
but the large number of flowers on a spike and 
the beautiful colour should have been enough 
inducement to try. 

This glorious species is now showing its true 
potential as a parent and I’m sure there are great 
things to come. 

My love affair with the ‘King’ goes back eleven 
years when I saw a large plant of it at a Brisbane 
Spring Show. It had a long spikes of good cream 
to butter yellow, open type blooms, each flower 
60mm from top to bottom. I was impressed by 
the large number of blooms on the spike and to 
my mind it was the best orchid in the show. 

After the show the owner graciously sent me a 
spike. I had to be quick in using the pollen as the 
flowers were already folding after their week- 
long show sojourn. I tried numerous crossings, 
keeping to those with yellow tonings. The only 
two to take were with D. johannis and D. 
tangerinum. In 1973 I obtained a fine clone for 
myself. It didn’t carry as many blooms on the 
spike as the previous one but the colour was 
good and each flower fairly open. Again I 
proceeded to make as many crosses as possible 
on to long lasting hardcane yellows with 
coloured lips. 

This time I tried crossing both ways since I 
now had a fine established plant to work on. 
However there was no fertilisation on the D. 
speciosum but the hardcanes managed to hold 
two seed pods. One was on D. Lipstick, the other 
on D. Meadie. 

One plant from D. Lipstick flowered in the 
autumn of 1980, as did two plants from D. 
Meadie. The three were worth keeping but were 
not exceptional, the flowers tending to resemble 
a good D. speciosum. They didn’t have the 
expected large flowers and coloured lip I was 
looking for. The plants grew fairly steadily, each 
growth being larger than the last, but it took over 
six years from making the cross) to flowering. 


Those plants blooming this season are only 30cm 
high, which is very desirable as some hardcanes 
grow very tall. In fact one of the background 
parents of D. Meadie is D. violaceoflavens which 
is reported to have canes 3.5m in its. natural 
habit, so I welcomed seeing such compact 
foliage on my plants. 

This year came the reward for my patience 
that should make D. speciosum the ‘King’ for 
evermore. In Queensland it has always been well 
known as the ‘King’ orchid, and in NSW as the 
‘Rock Lily Orchid’. 

{Editors note: The type form is found, in 
general, south of the Hunter River in NSW. It is 
mainly, but not exclusively, lithophytic. The 
Queenslander’s ‘King Orchid’ is found from the 
Hunter northwards, extending along the coastal 
ranges to southern Queensland. It is mainly, but 
not exclusively, epiphytic. It has longer canes 
and spikes carry more, but smaller, flowers. 
Other varieties and forms extend the habitat 
range to northern Queensland, and an isolated 
form has been found in New Guinea.] 

When a new clone of the D. Meadie cross 
bloomed in June last the last flower opened just 
prior to the NSW Winter Show soI packed it off to 
show the southerners the latest thing in 
dendrobium breeding. The plant created an 
immediate impression with its sixty-five brilliant 
yellow flowers each 75mm top to bottom with a 
12mm wide purple-spotted lip. The flowers were 
held erect on two spikes emerging from one 
cane, with 34 flowers on one and 31 on the other. 
Normally such numbers on a spike would be 
exceptional for a mature plant of the hardcane 
type, but to have that many blooms on a seedling 
is almost sensational and certainly unheard of in 
any previous breeding. 

The NSW judging panel must have thought as 
much too as the plant was awarded an HCC, an 
AD, and the Australian Orchid Council certificate 
for Most Pre-Eminent Entry. Thatisa fine start for 
a seedling which was only the third plant in a 
batch to flower. No wonder many growers were 
drooling. 

If one could only bottle the delicate fragrance 
of its flowers one might make a fortune: 

The fourth plant of the batch has flowered 
with 46 blooms on its one spike. It is almost a 
replica of the awarded plant except it may be a 
little larger. 

At this stage it is just too fascinating and too 
early to comprehend where to go from here in 
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future breeding now that a breakthrough has 
been achieved. I do have a few thoughts which I 
feel are very important. 

First, we must improve, or at least hold, the 
longevity of the blooms. Those which have 
flowered last four to five weeks. This is a big step 
forward when you consider that D. speciosum 
only lasts about eight days in perfection. So we 
must stick to the long lasting types. 

Second, we must retain the beautiful pure 
brilliant yellow tonings and coloured lip and 
avoid stupidly crossing on to anything carrying 
purple genes such as the Cooktown D. bigibbum 
types. ; 

Third, we. now have excellent flower 
production, 46 blooms on a single spike, though 
no doubt this will improve as the plant matures. 
With care this will enable us to cross on to 
desirable plants with not so many flowers and 
still have a good spike habit. An accepted rule to 
follow, with rough accuracy, is to add the 
number of flowers on each plant used and divide 
by two. 

My other line of thought is crossing on the 
Latouria section using either species or primary 
hybrids. Like the Ceratobium section these have 
flowers which are very long lasting, but the 
Latouria plants are much cooler growing. Also 
one would expect this section to be more 
compatible than the Ceratobium _ species. 
Success with combining the Latouria species 
with the crosses from D. speciosum could mean 
the production of more cold tolerant plants 
suitable for growing in southern Australia. 

I have never been a mericlone fan. I couldn;;t 
see the point in waiting for four or five years to 
get the thing you know, but in this case it would 
be desirable to see many plants of the cross D. 
Meadie x D. speciosum around the country. I 
have applied to register the cross as D. Australian 
Beauty. 

Should there be a sterility factor and they 
won't breed then we will need to have the best 
plants mericloned and use colchicine to increase 
ploidy. A long process but one that would have to 
be considered. 

The other cross D. Lipstick x D. speciosum has 
had only one clone bloom to date. It was similar 
to Dendrobium (unregistered grex) ‘Australian 
Beauty’, HCC-AD/OSNsw, except it did show more 
colour in the lip. Iam anxiously waiting for more 
to bloom. The plants are large enough but 
possibly need a sharp drop in temperature to 
initiate flowering. 

There is no difficulty in identifying these 
plants as they show long, wide, tough leaves like 
D. speciosum, and these stand out among the 
hardcane. 
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In 1977 [registered the beautiful D. Janice Kerr 
(= D. tangerinum x D. speciosum). These plants 
grow larger than the above crosses. They 
commence flowering when about 40cm high and 
reach a height of 65cm. They have an upright 
symmetrical spike with from 40 to 65 blooms. 
The overall colours are from soft to warm 
yellows. Flower segments are not as wide as 
those of ‘Australian Beauty’ nor do they have its 
wide spread. The flowers appear taller, relative 
to width, more to the antelope shape, and 
measure 65mm _ long. However, the flower 
season has changed dramatically, D. Janice Kerr 
blooms in the autumn instead of spring so we 
can now have the best of two worlds: D. 
speciosum in all its glory in the spring and its 
hybrids in the autumn. This cross is the longest 
lasting of all and some of its flowerings have 
lasted six weeks. There is a wide division 
between the sections Ceratobium and 
Dendrocoryne so this cross has created a lot of 
interest. One lovely clone of D. Janice Kerr 
‘Janice’ was awarded a Highly Commended 
Certificate by the Queensland Orchid Society at 
its 1980 Autumn Show. 


Dendrobium Our Native (= D. johannis x D. 
speciosum) is amuch smaller grower. The canes 
are much thinner and the leaves are one third the 
width of other D. speciosum crosses. The tallest 
canes are 28 cm and the growth habit tends more 
to D. johannis. Germination was very good but I 
ended up keeping only four plants. A good sized 
parcel of them was donated to Brisbane Orchid 
Society after members had suffered losses in the 
big flood some years back. 


We should see an emergence of these plants at 
the shows from now on. They flower on an erect 
or arching spike depending on how much light is 
received. Colour is a delightful green to yellow, 
some with a stronger yellow tip, colour inherited 
from D. johannis var. gigantium. Bloom size is 
around 70mm but they only last three weeks, 
which is why I am such a strong advocate of 
crossing on to long lasting types. Nevertheless it 
has proved a beautiful primary hybrid and any 
owner would have no difficulty disposing of 
backcuts. 

All four crosses should be reasonably cold 
tolerant, and may even flower more profusely, 
and even more often, in climates cooler than 
Cairns. 

Success with these four crosses means a good 
start to a new breeding line and, let us hope, 
bigger and better hybrids will follow. May we see — 
D. speciosum through its great influence in 
hybridising deservedly established as ‘The King’.

December 16, 1975 inEugene, Oregon. We pollinated Lady Bug ‘Drumm’, the best pink miniature of its day, with 
Pink Champagne ‘Coburg’, a compact-growing, true pink diploid. 
August 1976 Despatched one small green pod to Gallup & Stribling Laboratories in Santa Barbara. 
July 1977 Received back one replate flask with 24 seedlings in it which were deflasked into 21/4” pots. 
August 1978 Moved plants to Santa Barbara, California and repotted them into 5” pots.

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Where to in hybridising Dendrobium speciosum? 
RONALD KERR 


Dendrobium speciosum has been used 
surprisingly little in hybridising. Mr Kevin 
McFarlane points this out when describing his 
own experience with this species. 

The size, texture, floriferousness, and often 
striking colours in the flowers have been 
overlooked by hybridisers in general. The few 
who have used it as a parent have invariably kept 
to crossings within its own Dendrocoryne 
section, and with some success. 

However, the dramatic breakthrough has now 
come with the crossings made to Ceratobium 
dendrobiums. 

An examination of the breeding record of the 
species can provide useful clues to its future use 
in hybridising. It could help not only hybridisers 
but those hobbyists who buy seedlings. 

Wide distribution of species. The habitat 
range of D. speciosum extends from Eastern 
Victoria to Cape York, and on the evidence of one 
plant even beyond to New Guinea. The type form 
of D. speciosum var. speciosum has only rarely 
been found north of the Hunter Valley. 
Pseudobulbs are generally short and_ thick, 
flowers large with 20 to 40 on a stem. Colour can 
be white or cream with purple spotting, and 
yellow is not uncommon. 

The variety hillii extends from the Hunter to 
the ranges of south-eastern Queensland. There 
are only dubious recordings of it south of the 
Hunter. It is very floriferous and may carry 100 
flowers on a stem. Flowers are smaller and, in 
general, not as open as those on the type form. 

Around Kenilworth, west of Brisbane, var. 
hillii is replaced by D. speciosum var. 
grandiflorum which is known for its large 
flowers, floriferousness and consistently good 
yellow colour. With gay abandon Queenslanders 
refer to both var. hillii and var. grandiflorum as 
the ‘King Orchid’. 

The habitat range of D. speciosum is extended 
northwards from Mackay to near Cooktown by 
its variety curvicaule. This variety is 
characterised by short broad sepals and stems 
with fewer flowers, more like var. speciosum. It 
tends to have more cream to yellow flowered 
clones at its southern limit. It is cut off from its 
southern types by the dry coastal gap south of 
Mackay, and found mainly on the mountains. 

For an outstanding review of this species and 
its varieties see the paper by Stephen Clemesha 
in The Orchadian, March 1981 pp. 246-262, also 
June pp. 271-273. Mr Clemesha creates a new 
variety pedunculatum, based in part on the form 


compactum, found in the Herberton Range and 
Atherton areas, and with one recording from 
Papua New Guinea. It has dark pseudobulbs 
with long and rigid flower spikes. Flower 
segments tend to be shorter and broader than 
var. curvicaule. Flowers are generally a cream to 
a light yellow. The habitat is dryer than that of 
var. curvicaule and it flowers four to six weeks 
earlier. 

Mr Clemesha also adjusts the nomenclature of 
one natural hybrid, of which more later. 

Amazingly the varieties are quite clear cut 
within their habitat ranges and there is little 
evidence of immediate forms. It would be 
interesting to ascertain whether each variety has 
a different pollinator, or whether the difference 
is entirely due to geographical barriers. 


From this look at the varieties of Dendrobium 
speciosum it appears that the best forms of the 
varieties speciosum and grandiflorum would be 
the logical ones to use in a breeding programme. 
But here nature springs a surprise: the two 
outstanding natural hybrids are found in the area 
in which variety hillii predominates. The first of 
these is a cross with the small yellow flowered D. 
gracilcaule. The cross is distributed throughout 
the var. hillii habitat. Rupp named this natural 
hybrid Dendrobium gracillimum in 1945. At the 
time he did not realise it was a hybrid. Now 
Stephen Clemesha has found this name to be 
illegitimate under the rules of nomenclature. He 
has combined the names of both parents to 
suggest a new name D. x gracilosum, which is 
still subject to review and will be discussed in the 
next issue. 

The other natural hybrid is with D. kingianum 
to create D. x delicatum. It is also widely 
distributed and quite variable. 

Various forms of these natural hybrids have 
caused some doubtful classifications, particu- 
larly before they were not known to be natural 
hybrids. Some have been adjusted and Stephen 
Clemesha suggests two more of them be re- 
duced, namely D. speciosum nitidum and var. 
bancroftianum to synonyms of D. gracilosum. 

During a recent visit to Kew I took the 
opportunity of checking the status of D. 
kingianum var. album. This was figured in The 
Orchid Album, vol. vii, plate 332, 1881, and it is 
plainly a picture of D. delicatum. Thus it is anon 
nomen. In any case since there is not any | 
morphological difference in the white flowers, 
and colour differentiation is not recognised by

taxonomists, the term is only of value to 
horticulturists. 

These two natural hybrids have been 
artificially made on several occasions. The 
nomenclature rule is that artificial hybrids, 
unless a hybrid name has been registered before 
it was known natural hybrids existed, should 
carry the same name published for their natural 
counterpart except that the specific name should 
not be in italics and it should be capitalised. How 
it would simplify our understanding of 
published material and labelled plants if 
everyone adhered to this rule! 

It is evident that var. hillii should be a 
consideration in a breeding programme. It can 
impart immense floriferousness and hardiness 
to its progeny. Flower size is reduced, and 
flowers may not be as open nor segments as 
broad as is desirable. However, in a long range 
programme, it could be used at some stage, 
particularly in its rarer yellow forms. 

Query: Is there a common pollinator for D. 
speciosum, D. kingianum, and D. gracicaule? 

Although not precisely identified the two 
parents used by Kevin McFarlane in his breeding 
would appear to be D. speciosum var. 
grandiflorum. They came from southern 
Queensland, they were yellow, they were 
floriferous and had large flowers. 

Hybridisers therefore need to hunt out the best 
forms of this variety to try out on the yellow 
ceratobiums and latourias. 

Several southern hybridisers have used good 
forms of var. speciosum for crossing within the 
Dendrocoryne section. There are some 
magnificent flowering .forms in this group. 
Clones with compact pseudobulbs, strong stems, 
tough-textured open flowers with wide 
segments and fresh glistening whites, creams, or 
yelllows are available in many collections. They 
have not been tried on the Ceratobium and 
Latouria species. 

Such plants offer possibly the best potential for 
future development. This season is the time to 
start. Pollen should be collected too for use with 
some autumn flowering hardcanes. Pollen can 
be sealed in jars with silica gel and kept in a 
household refrigerator at about the same 
temperature as butter. It should remain viable 
for six months. 

A surprising feature of crossing D. speciosum 
with another spring flowering species is that 
some progeny may flower in autumn. See the 
article by Kevin McFarlane and the description 
below of D. Hilda Poxon. 

The registered crossings. Eleven hybrids of 
D. speciosum have been registered, and more are 
in the pipeline. They are in chronological order: 
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D. speciosum x D. kingianum. Registered 
by Sir Trevor Lawrence in 1892 as D. Specio- 
Kingianum. Mr H. G. Alexandra of Westonbirt 
fame was head grower to Sir Lawrence. Since it 
was registered before it was determined a 
natural hybrid existed it retains the registered 
name if artificially crossed. A plant from the wild 
is correctly D. x delicatum as named by the 
Queensland botanist F. M. Bailey. 

Many nice clones have resulted from both 
natural and artificial breeding, but further 
development could be limited. The involved 
ploidy of D. kingianum has limited second and 
third generation breeding. An interesting cross 
of this hybrid with D. x superbiens (= D. Elsie 
Cox) indicates compatability outside the 
Dendrocoryne section. 

Several second generation crosses have been 
made using D. delicatum or D. Specio- 
Kingianum. Six of them have been registered 
over the last few years: 

x Andrew Persson = Tom Jupp 

x gracillimum = Sun Sprite 

x kingianum = Jane Leaney 

x tetragonum = Ku-Ring-Gai 

x Star of Gold = Star One 

The natural clones come from areas in which 
var. hillii grows, but the man-made ones appear 
to have used var. speciosum. Those first and 
second generation clones which have inherited 
good florescence are very attractive in specimen 
size. Flowers tend to be small. Colours range 
from whites, or whites flushed pink or with 
purple spotting, to some good yellows. 


D. speciosum x D. gracillimum. Nature and 
men have made this cross many times. Most 
clones tend to be very floriferous and yellow 
flowers predominate. The canes are about 8mm 
thick and up to 40cm long. They hold the raceme 
of up to 30 flowers up well. Many crosses have 
been made but only three have been registered: 

x gracicaule = Shan Leaney 

x tetragonum = Allyn Star 

x adae = Double Two 

D. gracillimum grows to large specimen size 
with many spikes of flowers about 12 to 15mm 
wide flowers. Smallish flowers in the yellow 
colour range appear to be the norm for its 
hybrids. 

D. speciosum xD. falcorostrum. This cross 
was made in 1960 by that fine orchid grower the 
late Andrew Persson. It was named D. Andrew 
Persson. Only a few plants came to maturity but 
there were some nice whites, like an improved 
D. speciosum, among them. The cross would be 
worth repeating if two really superb parents 
could be used. 
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It has been crossed with D. kingianum to make 
D. Alan Printer, and with D. delicatum to make D. 
Tom Jupp. 

D. speciosum x D. tetragonum. Registered 
in 1977 as D. Hilda Poxon this cross had been 
made a few years before his death by Ira Butler. 
See colour plate on page 184 and the article on 
the Ira Butler Awards for native hybrids. D. 
tetragonum has always exerted strong colour 
influence on its hybrids. It proves the advantage 
of using a strongly coloured mate for D. 
speciosum. 

A good form of D. Hilda Poxon could prove to 
be an interesting stud plant. It tends to flower 
autumn and spring, often on the same cane. 

D. speciosum x D. tangerinum. Registered 
as D. Janice Kerr but the pod parent was given as 
D.  strebloceras due to an_ erroneous 
determination by an American botanist. Since 
then D. tangerinum has been established as a 
definite species by Dr Cribb of Kew. Due to my 
moving to Chittaway Point I have not used heat 
for three winters and consequently my plants of 
this hybrid have been slow in developing but 
eventually one produced two fine spikes in 1980. 
Thus the cross is more cold tolerant than the New 
Guinea parent but I feel they would definitely 
have done better with extra warmth in winter. 
Perhaps a crossing back to D. speciosum could 
result in a really cold growing type with the 
colour features of D. tangerinum? This would 
mean storing pollen because D. Janice Kerr 
flowers in autumn. 

D. speciosum x D. adae. Registered in 1979 
as D. Yellow Venture by V. andN. Jupp. I have not 
seen this in flower but it has potential for nicely 
shaped small flowers, predominantly yellow, 
but possibly short on number of flowers per 
stem. 

D. speciosum x D. fleckeri. Named D. 
Sunglow by David Cannon from a crossing by 
Roger Bedford, and registered in 1980. The name 
epitomises the warm colours of this grex but 
insufficient have flowered to show its full 
potential. 

D. speciosum x D. Star of Gold. Only 
registered this year by V. and N. Jupp as D. 
Riverdene. Early clones have flowered with large 
star-shaped flowers in good yellows. D. Star of 
Gold is a cross between D. falcorostrum and D. 
tetragonum, thus there are plenty of good colour 
genes in the cross. This is a cross to watch and 
punt on a few seedlings. 

D. speciosum x D. Hastings. W. and J. 
Cannons registered this in 1979 as D. Wonga. I 
have not seen it, nor have I seen any really good 
clones of D. Hastings. No doubt the Cannons 
would have used a selected clone. 
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D. speciosum x D. johannis. Registered as 
D. Our Native. See article by K. McFarlane. 

D. speciosum x D. delicatum. This cross is 
named D. Jane Leaney and should really be 
number two on this list because it was registered 
way back in 1964. There must have been only a 
few plants from this cross. I have not seen it. 

Ploidy. In any breeding line, but in this one 
particularly, hybridisers would save years of 
effort if they could know the ploidy of the plants 
they use. There can be no future in sterility. 
Second and third generation efforts at 
pollinating with hybrids from D. kingianum have 
run into this problem. 

Surely it would pay one of the orchid 
laboratories to set up and advertise such a 
service. Maybe one has. I hope they tell everyone 
about it. 

Conclusion. Although D. speciosum 
hybridising within the section Dendrocoryne has 
produced interesting and valuable results, and 
will continue to do so, it would seem that 
venturing into crosses with hardcane species 
and primary hybrids offers exciting prospects.

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AUSTRALIAN ORCHID FOUNDATION 
Momentous publication 


Die Orchideen von Deutsch New Guinea is the 
only major work on the orchids of New Guinea. It 
is the work of a tireless genius, Dr Frederich 
Richard Rudolf Schlechter, who spent 19 years 
traversing the world finding and classifying new 
plant species and assessing their economic and 
horticultural potential. 

His many years as a field botanist was followed 
by his appointment in 1913 as curator of the 
Botanical Museum at Dahlem. Here he 
continued the immense task of classifying the 
thousands of specimens he had collected in 
Africa, Java, New Caledonia, the Celebes, 
Sumatra, Australia and elsewhere. From time to 
time he worked at Kew and the British Museum. 

Schlechter’s untimely death in 1925 at the age 
of 53 was a major loss to the world, 
compounded by the bombing of the Berlin 
Museum during World War II which destroyed 
his type specimens. 

He spent two long periods in New Guinea, the 
first in 1901-02, the other during 1906-09. These 
were dangerous times in New Guinea, not only 
from fierce tribesmen but from tropical diseases 
about which little was known, and even less 
about cures for them. Yet Schlechter is known to 
have penetrated far inland from the sparsely 
settled coast. He was mainly there as an 
economic botanist but his interest in orchids, 
and the wealth of species around him, led him to 
collect all he could. He made a _ habit of 
describing at least one new plant species a day. 


Up to 1901 only 32 genera and about 90 species 
had been recorded from New _ Guinea. 
Schlechter’s orchid collections totalled nearly 
1500 species, of which 1102 were new to science. 

Die Orchideen von Deutsch New Guinea was 
published just before World War I in a volume of 
over 1100 pages. This is the first time it has been 
authoritatively translated into English. 


The late Dr Rogers, a most versatile man, did a 
working translation for his own use. Local 
orchidophiles have known of its existence in the 
library of the University of Adelaide and have 
often suggested it be published. Acting on this 
the Australian Orchid Foundation approached 
the university seeking permission to publish, 
however perusal of the manuscript showed that 
it was personal note-taking only, far short of a 
detailed translation. 

The original had been written in old style 
German, making translation complicated. Only a 
very knowledgeable German scholar could do an 
authoritative job. 
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of Schlechter in English 


By good fortune two members of the 
foundation had the high qualifications 
necessary. Both are of German descent, keenly 
interested in orchids, and eager to render due 
honour to Schlechter. 

They are Dr Hil. Katz, formerly of the 
Information Service Editorial Staff of CSIRO, 
and Mr Gunter Harr, both of Melbourne. A 
faithful translation of this great botanical work is 
the result. 

In Adelaide, Mr Jim Simmons has acted as 
liaison officer with the University of Adelaide 
and was one of the instigators of the project. Mr 
Donald F. Blaxell, Assistant Director of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens in Sydney is Editor-in- 
Chief. 

The published work will include annotations 
adjusting nomenclature. 

There will be over 1200 pages in the volume, 
each page 242 x 170 mm. Drawings from 
Schlechter’s Figuren Atlas zu den Orchideen von 
Deutsch New Guinea will be placed throughout 
the new volume. 

Publication of this great work in English is 
coming at a most opportune time. There is now 
more interest in New Guinea orchids than ever 
before. Taxonomists have been frustrated by the 
lack of it. The PNG Government is encouraging a 
programme of selective breeding of species for 
export, and growers in Australia and the world 
are anxious to have them in collections. 

It is a work necessary to every herbarium and 
university in the world. Every hybridiser 
searching for new breeding lines will need it. As 
will every lover of fine books.

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CULTIVATION OF THE ODONTOGLOSSUM 
ALLIANCE

The wonderful range of colours and patterns 
of the odontoglossum family of orchids never fail 
to fascinate observers, while the graceful and the 
delicate appearance of the flowers can always be 
relied upon to attract attention. 

Many orchids are generally termed cold or 
cool-growing orchids and the odontoglossum 
alliance can be classified in this grouping. It 
would be more correct to say most of these 
orchids tolerate cold more than others, and it 
would be safe to say that most of these plants 
would be more comfortable in temperatures 
with a minimum of 50°F, whereas if temperatures 
were constantly at 45° or lower, the growth of the 
plants would stop, and by contrast, if you tried to 
grow phalaenopsis at these low temperatures, 
the cells within the leaves would collapse, and 
the ultimate death of the plant is certain. 

If all other conditions are favourable, Melbourne 
and similar environments do not suffer these low 
temperatures for any length of time during the 
winter. Odontoglossums are quite happy in a 
fluctuating temperature range at most times of 
the year. If no other means of equipment is 
available, a fan to keep the air within the 
glasshouse moving can be a very important 
factor. While these orchids are quite tolerant of 
colder weather, it is much more important to 
make every attempt to keep the high temperatures 
down during our summer. An evaporative cooler 
is an ideal piece of equipment that all plants will 
benefit from during hot and dry summers. Pro- 
viding the capacity is sufficient, this equipment 
is very efficient, with low maintenance and 
running costs, but it is an expensive piece of 
equipment. 

Failing this unit, it is most important to break 
down the heat of the summer by shading, about 
80 per cent will be necessary. Odonts appear to 
be OK in temperatures up to 90°, and growth 
stops quite visibly when this temperature is 
exceeded. During this last hot season, the growth 
of my plants stopped so that at least, one month’s 
growth was lost. Noticeable growth was observed 
when cooler conditions prevailed, with further 
improvement in growth as autumn advanced. 

Now let us get on to shading: Odonts are shade 
lovers and it is important that this factor is 
efficient, however, 20 per cent shading will 
suffice from the beginning of May until the end of 
August. This must be increased to 50 per cent till 
mid-November when 80 per cent, at least, will be 
necessary till the end of March, 50 per cent till the 


end of April and so on. The aim must be to keep 
the leaf temperature down as much as possible 
during the hot summer months. The young 
plants stood up to the heat of last summer very 
well, except the growth factor was very slow 
because of the previous factor that we have 
mentioned. 

The problem arises in the older and more 
mature plants, the forward bulb and the new 
lead benefit from the good root system support 
during the hot weather, but the roots of the bulbs 
behind this leading bulb are less efficient and 
often not capable of supplying the moisture to 
the leaves at the same rate of transpiration that 
takes place. The result is ugly heat-scorched 
markings on the upper surface of the older 
leaves. This is a condition that I’ve not been able 
to overcome yet. 

Bronzing or the red pigment-veining of the 
leaves becoming clearly evident is a clear indi- 
cation that the plants in the odontoglossum 
complex are receiving the maximum amount of 
sunlight that should be permitted at any time of 
the year. During the hot summer season, these 
plants will be more comfortable if they are 
placed closer to the moistened ground level. 

There are a number of important factors that 
are closely linked in the care and management of 
odontoglossums in our climatic conditions and 
each are dependent on each other. 

We turn our attention to the watering aspect: if 
temperatures can be maintained from 55° to 
85°F, the odontoglossums will grow all the year 
round, so it is important that the plants are not 
allowed to dry out at any time of the year, 
naturally more watering is required in summer 
with the higher temperatures and the longer 
daylight hours than in winter when evaporation 
is not so great. 

At most times during summer, I like to water 
heavily at sundown so that by early morning, 
most of the surface water has drained away from 
the leaves. The ferns and other growth under the 
benches would be watered lightly in the morning, 
giving a nice buoyant atmosphere in the glass- 
house, even on the hottest of days. 

With any collection of odontoglossums the 
plants will be in varying stages of growth. In our 
conditions there is no flowering season as such, 
because some plants will be in flower all the year 
round. Even the same clone may flower in July, 
and several years later, will flower in February. 

I have learnt by observation, that it takes about 
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four months from the time that you see a new 
growth till that bulb matures, then two months 
will elapse before a new growth or a flower spike 
becomes visible, rarely does both occur at the 
same time. If it is a flower spike, this will take 
four months to develop and the opening of the 
flowers, then after that another two months 
elapse before the new growth becomes visible, 
hence we have a conventional plant flowering at 
the same time each year. But it does not always 
work this way, instead of a flower spike, we get 
another new growth which will take four months 
to develop and mature, and this growth decides 
to flower, hence we will get flowers from this 
plant four months later and so on. 

I have found that the wilsonaras and odonto- 
cidiums more vigorous growers, but they still 
require the same shading and moist conditions 
as the odontoglossums. 

I believe the odontoglossums would prefer the 
terra-cotta pots, probably because of their ability 
to breathe during the summer, but there are 
many disadvantages, cost, weight, the ability to 
encourage the growth of algae and slimes, hence 
general practice reverts to the plastic pot. Com- 
pensation must be to ensure that the potting 
medium is more open than one that could be 
used in the terra-cotta pot which will dry out at a 
much more rapid rate. 


An open potting medium is always mentioned 


with regard to orchids, and this is often a 
confusing term to the newer grower. Our basic 
training in the requirements of all plant life is 
that there are mainly three principal elements, 
carbon, hydrogen and oxygen and that these are 
supplied from air and water. A good open 
potting medium allows for heavy watering, as 
the water drains away, the cavities are replaced 
by air, thus supplying this basic requirement. 

Most of the orchids that we cultivate are 
epiphytic or lithophytic where the roots are 
surface or find their way into small crevices 
without any great density of material. In cultiva- 
tion, it is not easy or convenient to imitate this 
requirement, so we contain them in individual 
pots. With ferns and other terrestrials, a potting 
medium is used that will retain moisture, but 
this would pack down into a density that is totally 
unsuitable for epiphytic orchids. 

Let us draw a analogy, if we filled a pot with 
fine sand and water it, it will pack down into a 
dense mass and allow very little air into the 
minute cavities between the grains of the sand. If 
we were to fill that same pot with some very 
course sand and water it, the water would drain 
away much more rapidly and those cavities 
would be replaced by much more air. This is the 
fundamental requirements of the orchids that 
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we grow. Any fine material, or any material that 
breaks down into a fine soil-like nature is no good 
for our orchids, hence we are advised to use a 
very open potting medium. 

While I consider the growing conditions of 
great importance, the potting medium can be 
quite variable, I have found that some mediums 
will break down too readily, which will retain 
too much moisture, will become too dense, that 
the roots will suffer when the plant has been in 
the pot for a year or two. During the last two 
years, I have settled on a medium as follows:— 
four parts of pine bark, one part of charcoal, one 
part of coarse sand, one part of rice hulls or 
peanut shells, one part of old sphagnum moss. 

I do not use any bark or charcoal that will pass 
through a 6 mm sieve for the odontoglossums, 
and any that will not pass through a 18 mm 
sieve. This is soaked in water for six days at least. 

All fines are sifted from the sand that I use. The 
old moss that I use is dried out thoroughly and 
rubbed over a sieve which results in “chaff”. The 
parts used are by volume without any pressure. 
Lime water can be used to advantage when 
soaking the bark. When a batch has been made, I 
place the dampened material in plastic bags 
under the bench until ready for use. 

Repotting of odontoglossums takes place all 
the year round because I only repot these plants 
when the new growth is one inch to three inches 
high regardless of the time of the year. I never let 
these plants get into pots larger than 15 cm 
before dividing them. When I’m ready to pot, I 
measure out a heaped (nine-litre) bucket at a 
time, into which I add my fertiliser, that is by 
volume, 30 ml Osmocote, nine months, 20 ml 
Mag-amp, 10 ml dolomite lime. This must be 
thoroughly mixed. The slow release fertiliser 
becomes available to the plant after the initial 
settling down of the plant as a whole. 

During the warmer months of the year, the 
collection gets a monthly spraying of weak Fish 
Emulsion or Maxicrop. Benlate is used twice a 
year, and Captan is used four times a year to 
control fungal problems that can arise from the 
damp and moist conditions in which odonto- 
glossums revel. 

Cylindrocarpum sp. is a saphrophytic fungus 
that creates disfigurement to the leaves, and 
could be termed a secondary infection from 
some other cause. 

I use the same potting medium for my young 
seedlings as I would use on the more mature 
plants, except where I use about 12 mm of moss 
pressed tightly into the top of the adult plant, I 
would use the same amount but not tightly 
pressed into the tube or whatever. 

Recently, I valued the visit from an English 
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grower who had considerable experience in the 
cultivation of the odontoglossum alliance. In 
conversation with him, I said that I felt that my 
plants appeard to lack some element of nutrition. 

After careful examination of my plants, he 
questioned the amount of iron that I incorporated 
in the potting medium, and when my reply was 
in the negative, he remarked that the odonto- 
glossums needed iron for their well-being. 

After studying this advice, it was decided to 
water in Chelate of Iron (strictly according to the 
directions on the label to the existing potted 
plants. Into the new potting medium, I added 
5 ml (by measuring glass) of GU 49 (powdered 
iron) to the slow release fertilisers that have been 
mentioned previously. Do not exceed this 
measured amount for the 10 litres of potting 
medium that has been referred to previously. 

Regarding shading . . . about mid-May, I 
decided to remove the light-painted shading 
from several panes of glass in each panel, because 
of the low intensity of sunlight at this time of the 
year. Within three weeks, the red pigment- 
bronzing became very apparent in many of the 
seedlings within five feet of the glass. But more 
importantly, many leaves on the older bulbs of 
the mature plants yellowed and fell from the 
plants. I had read of this happening but had not 
expected it to show up so quickly. On June 13, I 
painted a weak coating of shading onto the glass 
where I had cleaned off less than one month 
before, clearly indicating that these plants require 
some material to offset the direct rays of the sun 
at all times of the year. 

While the heat rays are not apparent at this 
time of the year, it would appear that other rays 
have their effect, especially on the older leaves of 
the odontoglossums., It is pleasing and rewarding 
to see and hear of the number of odontoglossums 
being grown in Australia today, because acquiring 
the knowledge and experience for the cultivation 
of these colourful orchids can be a slow process 
but the apparent problems are being rapidly 
overcome.

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BOOK REVIEW 
Orchids of Panama 


First published in parts in the Annals of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden between 1946 and 1949, and asa book 
in 1965 this book was written by Dr Louis Williams and 
the late Dr Paul Allen. The original edition and this one 
have been published by the Missouri Botanic Garden, 
where Dr Allen was a staff member. Both authors spent 
some years in Central America. 

The first edition has been long out of print. The new 
one is a facsimile of it plus an up-to-date checklist by Dr 
Robert L. Dressler who was recently in Australia for the 
13th Botanical Congress and Orchid Society of NSW 
Orchid Symposium. 

Dr Dressler lists close on 800 species, about 300 more 
than in the first edition. He has also adjusted nomen- 
clature where necessary. Thus the book is the best 
available reference source for the area of around 
Panama. 

The book has over 200 line drawings which includea 
view of the whole plant, with enlarged views of the 
flower and parts shown separately. This, of course, is 
the customary way of ensuring accurate identification. 

Orchids of Panama is highly recommended to serious 
growers of Central American orchids.

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Ira Butler Awards to encourage breeders 


The late Ira Butler was a pioneer in breeding from Australian 
native stock. He believed that the production of outstanding native 
hybrids could help prevent the taking of natives from their habitats mm. 
and so aid conservation. ,

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Ira Butler Awards for Native Hybrids 


The late Ira Butler was the foremost hybrid- 
iser of native orchids of his time. Following his 
untimely death the Australasian Native Orchid 
Society and the Orchid Society of NSW led an 
appeal for donations to a fund to establish these 
awards. ANOS also arranged the sale of many of 
his plants to assist the fund. 

To date two awards have been made under the 
section which provides for recognition of out- 
standing achievement in the development of 
Australian native orchid hybrids. These were to 
Mr Wal Upton and Mr Roger Bedford. 

This year orchid societies have been invited to 
submit the winning orchid in their native hybrid 
class at the spring show for consideration as the 
Native Orchid Hybrid of the Year. Owner of these 
nominated winning plants will receive Ira Butler 
Trophies. 

The Ira Butler Award Committee comprises 
members from ANOS and the Orchid Society of 
NSW and its aim is to encourage others to carry 
on his work and establish improved horticultural 
types from Australian stock. 

A special trophy will be awarded to the 
national champion. ‘ 

Two of Ira’s crosses are illustrated in the 
colour section. He was the first hybridiser to do 
serious work on the genus Sarcochilus. Twelve 
of these crosses were named by him. The most 
successful was that between S. cecilae and S. 
hartmannii. 

The daintiest of these crosses is possibly that 
between S. hartmannii and S. weinthalii. The 
same cross was made by Bas Borger and 
registered by W. and J. Cannons. 

The first plants from his crossing of D. 
tetragonum and D. speciosum flowered just 
before Ira died. There were a great many flasks 
from the crossing, many of which Ira gave away, 
and several he sold to Wayside Nursery. ANOS 
disposed of the remainder after his death. Thus 
the cross is widely distributed and there are now 
many specimen-sized plants around. 

It is worth looking for at shows. Stems carry 
about ten or twelve flowers and the canes are 
never more than 30cm high, generally smaller. 
These canes, or correctly pseudobulbs, have the 
squarish characteristic of the D. tetragonum 
parent. Colour varies from pure yellow to brown 
spotted yellow as in the illustration. Occasion- 
ally you can find flowers with a greenish tinge. 

Possibly the most unusual attribute of these 
offsprings of spring flowering parents is the way 
they flower just about any time of the year. The 
same plant may flower two or three times in a 
year. 


OUTSTANDING ACHIEVEMENT TROPHY 


Besides the Ira Butler Trophies for best hybrid 
in a show, and the one for Champion Native 
Hybrid of the Year, there is the one mentioned 
earlier for outstanding achievement in 
development of native hybrids. 

This is not a strictly annual trophy but is 
awarded as merited. Any person may apply to 
the committee or be nominated by anyone who 
believes an individual is worthy of such 
recognition. Nominations for this achievement 
award must be directed to the honorary 
secretary of the Ira Butler Awards Committee. 
The nominee may not have actually produced an 
outstanding hybrid, but by his efforts have 
demonstrated his interest and skills over a 
period of time. The Ira Butler Award Committee 
may itself select a recipient without having 
received a nomination from outside the 
committee. 

Societies throughout Australia have been noti- 
fied of these awards and invited to nominate the 
winner of the hybrid native class at their spring 
show. Some new societies or those with a 
changed address may not have received this noti- 
fication. This does not preclude them from 
nominating. All that is necessary is to forward 
colour slides of the champion plant to the Ira 
Butler Committee and indicate that it has been 
judged according to the standards of the 
Australian Orchid Council. 

The colour transparencies forwarded must be 
in sharp focus and not under or over exposed. 
They should show:— 

(a) The whole plant; 

(b) Full front view of flowers, including an in- 
dividual fully opened flower which must be 
fully displayed. 

(c) Full side view of at least one flower. 

Closing date for nominations is November 1 of 
each year.

In recent years there has been a marked increase 
in registration of native crosses. After a lull in 1976, 
and only one in 1977, the boom set in. In 1981 only 
four registrations have been recorded up to 
August, but this indicates only that there is an 
existing 12 months delay in registering, due largely 
to work on the new 1976-80 addendum. 

The list below indicates this activity and the 
active hybridisers. It reveals some names which 
should be on many of the plants likely to be 
exhibited at the 1981 shows and_ therefore 
contestants for the Ira Butler trophies. One of 
these, or even one as yet unregistered hybrid, 
could be the National Champion Native Orchid 
Hybrid of the Year.

POINTS OF INTEREST 

Of the 27 hybrids listed above only eight are 
second generation. All are dendrobiums, but 
only two parents are outside the section 
Dendrocoryne. The best of the above crosses are 
dainty and showy plants which indicate great 
promise for improved second and _ third 
generation plants. Two crosses of the early 
seventies which show great promise as parents 
are D. Star of Gold, registered by V. and N. Jupp, 
and having D. falcorostrum and D. tetragonum 
as the parents, and D. Peter (fleckeri x 
falcorostrum) bred by R. Bedford. 

The article by Mr K. McFarlane in this issue 
shows that there is scope to use other sections of 
dendrobium more extensively. 


Although much good work has been done 
there are wonderful opportunities ahead for 
those who would seek them. The Ira Butler 
Awards will mean helpful recognition for their 
work. 

From the lack of registration of hybrids within 
the Australian Sarcanthinae it would appear 
that little has been done in this interesting field 
since the death of Ira Butler. Such is not the case, 
however, as some interesting work has been 
carried out but little has been published. Per- 
haps you may see plants of this type at the 1981 
shows. Perhaps one of them could even be the 
1981 Ira Butler Award National Champion! 
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Meanderings of an orchid philanderer

Good luck landed my wife and me in England 
in time to visit the 1981 British Orchid Growers’ 
Association Show. 

The Association embraces the commercial 
growers of England. Consequently, although 
provision is made for them in the schedule, there 
were but few amateurs or societies represented. 

Amateurs are specifically catered for by the 
British Orchid Council which conducts a 
Conference and Show every eighteen months. 
The next of these takes place early in 1982. 

I was able to sneak in for the BOGA setting up, 
late on Monday, March 16, and meet Wilma 
Rittershausen, editor of the English Orchid 
Review, and her brother Brian. Both were very 
busy on displays and organisational matters. The 
English Orchid Review had a splendid exhibit 
featuring late copies in a revamped style that is 
very attractive. It is now back to twelve copies 
per year. Every serious grower should be a 
subscriber. 

The show was in the RHS ‘old’ Hall, 
magnificently huge with a high skylighted roof 
that made artificial lighting scarcely necessary. 
Each nursery had ample space and plants were 
shown in fairly open fashion with comparatively 
few embellishing ferns. Many plants were price 
marked and there were tables of sale plants near 
most displays. 

In the centre, a platform about 8m square with 
a slightly raised round dias in the middle, held 
plants from The House of Orchids, the retail 
section of Radcliffe’s. Naturally this was strong 
on paphiopedilums at popular prices, most of 
them being marked at the equivalent of $8 to $10 
Australian. 

There were several clones of the newly 
registered P. Mrs Margaret Thatcher, the cross 
between P. Personality and P. Botan. The colour 
throughout was a strong yellow running to fairly 
bright reds. In fact very few of the plants had 
traces of the old muddy reds common to many of 
the last few generations of hybrids. The golden to 
tan colours seemed to be dominant among the 
new seedlings. 

Just to show that Radcliffe’s is no longer 
exclusively a paphiopedilum house a small 
centre tier supported a group of pink 
phalaenopsis. 

Butterfields Nursery, a name new to me, had 
about twenty square metres of nothing but 
pleiones. Some of these were awarded plants. 
They were in flat round bowls each containing 
three or four plants, with scarcely a leaf 


showing to compete for attention with the mass 
of flowers. The colour range was magnificent in 
whites, pinks and yellow, even orange. An 
exhibit worthy of its Gold Medal. 

Minicyms, ‘mainly from C. devonianum, on 
Keith Anderson’s large multi-genera display 
seemed to have spikes drowned in their leaves. 
The flowers were nicely shaped, petite, 
abundant, and splendidly coloured, but they 
scarcely met the Australian definition that the 
whole plant must be miniature. I remarked on 
this to one English judge and gathered from his 
reply that English judges have the same difficulty 
establishing a dividing line between miniatures 
and novelties as we have in Australia. 
Nonetheless any one of them would be a worthy 
plant in a collection. 

This display used tree trunks to hold and 
frame some nice odontoglossum alliance plants 
and a few interesting phalaenopsis. 


McBeans filled a bench right across the end of 
the hall, an area of perhaps 40 x 3m. Of course 
cymbidiums predominated in groups of 20 or 30 
clones of the one cross. Alternating with these 
were concentrations of the odontoglossum 
alliance. The wide spectrum of dazzling colours 
allied with pleasing shapes indicated clearly 
why these orchids are so popular. 

I was impressed by the lovely shape and soft 
pinkish shade of seedling Ada. Aloette x Oda. 
Pacific Gold. Among the cymbidiums was a 
lovely green newly named C. Thurso, a crossing 
between C. Caithbess and C. Miretta. 


A large display by Wyld Court Orchids was 
strong on splendid species, with some emphasis 
on cool growers. New to me was Epidendrum 
floribundum with its cloud of green flowers, and 
I was intrigued by some masdevallias I had 
never seen before. At this point I decided that a 
visit to the Wyld Court Nursery just had to be 
worked into the trip. 

Walking onwards to Mansell and Hatcher 
some more wonders unfolded as I viewed an 
amazing array of what seemed to be everything 
in the odontoglossum alliance. Odontocidium 
Tiger Butter has always been a favourite of mine 
so I was attracted to some of its sunset shaded 
progeny from the cross. Oda. Mem. Donald 
Campbell. Shape and colour harmony of these 
beautiful florescenses made me more than ever 
determined to be in early for the next batch of 
seedlings available from the Australian Orchid 
Foundation. 
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I also drooled a little over Oda. Joe’s Drum 
‘Mont Millais’ and a glorious specimen plant of 
Oncidium trigrinum. 

Roydon Orchids is a firm not so well known in 
Australia but their cymbidiums spoke volumes 
for them. It included many albino or pure-colour 
type flowers, also a wonderful red in C. Khyber 
Pass ‘Rotunda’. 

Neville Orchids was also an almost unknown 
name. This firm seemed to be specialising in 
-cymbidiums and paphiopedilums and_ the 
display featured many fine examples of the older 
hybrids such as C. Lump o’Gold ‘Glitter’. 

Over recent years Burnham Nursery has come 
to the fore and from a glance at their stock it was 
easy to see why. It covered a range of genera in 
both species and hybrids but my interest centred 
on the miltonias. A moment later I pondered 
over the unusual colours of Odontoglossum 
Selsfield Gold. If any odontoglossum colour 
could be said to be more unusual than another 
then this was it because of its beautiful blending 
of brown and gold. 

The Thames Valley Orchid Society and the 
Cotswold Amateur Orchid Society had pleasant 
displays similar to those we are accustomed to in 
Australia. 

A neat collection of outstanding paphioped- 
ilums was shown by a Mr Haynes. It included the 
recently registered P. Copper Spice and the old 
champion P. Orchilla ‘Chilton’. The former is a 
cross between P.  spicerianum and _P. 
Copperware and it showed just how nice and 
warm coppery colours can be. 

That famous grower Mr E. Young brought a 
small number of his top cymbidiums from 
Jersey. Each had three or four spikes, superb not 
only for shape but also for colour. Maybe the 
range of colour between plants accented this. By 
this time I was tiring of note-taking so cannot give 
you the names, but think of the best and they 
might be in this group. 

Surprise! Surprise! First prize in the 
dendrobium class went to a Dendrobium 
linguiforme owned by Mrs J. Kelleher, instantly 
turning my thoughts to that day in 1788 when 
Surgeon-General White plucked one from a rock 
on Sydney harbourside to send to Dr (later Sir) 
James Smith of the newly formed Linnean 
Society. The plant had five or six sprays of 
feathery white flowers which almost hid its 
tongue-like leathery leaves. It looked very happy 
on its slab. 

There were a few other Australians among this 
distinguished company, including one labelled 
Dendrobium kingianum var. album which was 
undoubtedly D. delicatum. Thus a mistake made 
in 1881 has been perpetuated for 100 years. In 
that year William’s Orchid Album figured an 
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orchid as D. kingianum album (Vol. vii, pl. 332). 
Dr Peter Cribb of Kew kindly gave me a photo of 
the Orchid Album figure and it is undoubtedly D. 
delicatum. The main Royal Horticultural Hall lay 
just across a narrow street and here a flower show 
was in progress, the one ticket admitting to both 
shows. Just about all the leading nurseries in 
England seemed to be crowded into this huge 
chamber about the size of Sydney or Melbourne 
Town Hall. Early spring flowers and foliage 
dazzled one’s senses of form, colour, and smell. 
The hall was packed with garden lovers to whom 
the 70p (around $1.30 Australian) entrance was 
trivial. 

Next day my wife and I journeyed to view the 
wonders of Kew. I presented my card for Dr 
Cribb at the Herbarium and was royally 
welcomed by him. Readers of the March issue 
will know that Dr Cribb was recently in Australia 
and is currently undertaking a review of the 
Dendrobium sections Latouria and Ceratobium. 

I was granted a look at the beautiful John Day 
Notebooks, a unique collection of orchid 
paintings and attached notes kept by John Day as 
his personal record of the plants he or his friends 
flowered. Dr Cribb hopes that these, or some of 
them may be published soon. It was thrilling too 
to thumb through an original Reichenbackia, the 
wonderful series of volumes produced by 
Frederick Sander during the years 1888 to 1894. 
An original set of four volumes is now worth 
thousands of pounds. 

As well as dried specimens and a rapid 
reference system for virtually every known plant, 
Kew has the finest botanical library in the world. 
It was established by its first director, Sir WIliam 
Hooker, and is still in the original building. 

Kew is more than the Royal Botanic Garden. It 
is headquarters for all the knowledge there is on 
plants. It is constantly adding to that knowledge. 
The early English botanists from William Turner 
on worked there. George III was at his happiest 
there encouraging his gardeners to devise better 
ways to grow crops and improve yields. Sir 
Joseph Banks chose its early gardeners and 
arranged for its early collectors to journey to the 
ends of the earth. The Hookers, father and son, 
sought out those newly found plants which had 
economic and horticultural significance and 
sent them out to all the world. 

Before visiting Kew it is possible to appreciate 
its significance. 

To visit Kew is to feel it. 

A few hours in the Herbarium or in its grounds 
is but to scratch the surface. Yet even a few hours 
is a joyful experience, 

The great Palm House dominates the Kew 
landscape. It was built to accommodate the 
tallest palms from designs by Decimus Burton. 
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He used a framework of arching ironwork based 
on the then new technique being developed for 
the frame of iron ships. In 1848 this structure was 
an engineering marvel. The technique was 
quickly applied to other growing houses, large 
and small. Then in 1851 William Paxton (later Sir 
William) used it for the greatest glasshouse of all, 
the famed Crystal Palace built for the 
International Exhibition. 

Stairs in the Palm House led to a high gallery 
from which the greenery of the house can be 
admired and the fronds and fruits of tall palms 
examined at close quarters. Along one side of the 
Palm House is a row of stone lions carrying 
emblems of the English counties. 


There are many glasshouses, each with its 
special climate, thus enabling a huge range of 
genera to be displayed. The orchid house plants 
are constantly rotated so there is always a 
worthwhile show of flowering plants. Hybrids of 
significance are displayed with the species. 


The fern houses are lavishly green with 
crytograms from all over the world. Among these 
our Australian platyceriums and treeferns stand 
out. 

I spent two hours in a museum devoted to 
economic botany in which the history, 
production, and use of food, clothing and 
medicinal plants was demonstrated in 
understandable fashion. 

The part played by Kew in spreading rubber 
production rivals a fictional thriller story. The 
seed had to be smuggled out of Brazil because 
the government there was anxious to preserve a 
monopoly. Early attempts failed but eventually a 
H. Wickham (later Sir Harry) was able to provide 
enough seed for Kew to raise 2000 seedlings and 
send them to Ceylon. Mr Ridley of the Singapore 
Gardens developed a method of maintaining the 
viability of the seeds which enabled easy 
distribution to Asian plantations. 

Kew history is full of such sagas, not the least of 
them concern orchids. It is hoped to touch on 
some in future issues. 

The spreading lawns of Kew merge into the 
tree fringe along the River Thames. Northwards 
we could just distinguish the tall Chinese pagoda 
designed by Sir William Chambers and built in 
1763. Unfortunately we did not have time for a 
closer look. 

Wide spreads of gold and white daffodils and 
other narcissi poke up from swards of green 
grass. These were embellished by classical 
statuary and buildings designed by Sir William in 
the style of Greek temples. 

The beautiful Orangery, so named because it 
was designed as a growing house for oranges, is 
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now used to house educational material on 
plants, and as a bookshop. Also designed by Sir 
William Chambers it can only be described as 
truly elegant. 

After two months on the continent we 
returned in time for the Chelsea Show and a tour 
of England and Scotland. Our last Sunday in 
England was spent at the Royal Agricultural 
Society's Wisley Gardens, but the orchid part of 
these experiences is another story for another 
time. e 


SYDNEY’S NORTH SHORE OS LIKES ZYGOS 

North Shore made the genus zygopetalum its plant 
of the month last June. Their Bulletin pointed out that 
they grow in any compost, and do suffer with tempera- 
ture changes. They have tall, stately flower spikes 
which do not need staking. They propagate from back- 
bulbs. The flowers are richly-coloured purple, brown 
and white, delicately, though very strongly scented. 
They are excellent vase subjects. 

Points against them are that some believe they 
present no challenge, and when cross-pollinated they 
revert to their own kind. 

North Shore meets 1st Wednesday of month at 
Chatswood Town Hall and always have an outstanding 
show of flowers. : 


ZYGOS DO HAVE QUIRKS 

Although grown the same as cymbidiums zygo- 
petalums nevertheless do have a few quirks of their 
own. Any zygo back-bulbs should be carefully severed 
by cutting the rhizome and left undisturbed in the pot. 

These back-bulbs will send out new growths, but 
they will send out as many, if not more, from tops of the 
bulbs as they will from the base. Depending on whether 
you want a specimen pot or more pots will decide what 
you do with them when you put your decision into 
practice in the spring. New growths developing on a 
sufficiently-mature plant in autumn can be expected to 
send outa flower spike as the leaves of the new growth 
open, and this will flower in late autumn or early 
winter. 

Any new growths in the spring will not produce 
flowers, but will get into step by producing flowering 
growths next autumn.

COMPOST FOR PAPHS AND ODONTS 

In arecent talk to Toowoomba Orchid Society MrJim 
Mackinney described his compost for paphiopedilums 
and odontoglossums. It is also recommended by him 
for oncidiums. Here it is:— 

2 parts by volume of medium-grade bark. 

1 part by volume of fine or seedling-grade fir bark. 

2 parts by volume of charcoal of the same size as the 
medium-grade fir bark. 

1 part by volume of peanut shells. 

To this is added dolomite and slow-release fertilizer 
such as blood and bone or hoof and horn.

An Undescribed Species from the 
New Ireland area

During a collecting trip with Andree Millar in 
the New Ireland area, in November 1978, our 
party consisting of Andree, Frank Ginate, of the 
National Capital Botanic Gardens in Port 
Moresby, Trevor Ford of Mossman, and myself 
collected a beautiful white ceratobium near the 
beach just north of Kavieng. 

We had been assisting at the workshop being 
held at Mungai village, and Andree was to have 
presented a slide programme, but found the 
projector had been forgotten, so on the way back 
to town we decided on a foray along the beach. 

To our delight we came upon a lone specimen 
of the most delightful ceratobium dendrobium; 
one which, apparently, had never been collected 
before. 

It was an extremely large robust plant, one and 
half metres tall and bearing at least six long 
spikes of white flowers, plus numerous dry 
flower spikes from previous flowerings. 

The flowers were large, about 6 to 7 cm long, 
petals crisply curled four times, the sepals curled 
once down and backwards, with undulated 
edges, white with a faint mauve veining inside 
the side lobes of the lip. Each spike had 20 to 25 
blooms, erect and firm. We searched, but no 
further plants were found. 

Later we heard from locals it was found on 
offshore islands, so as the motor-vessel “Theresa 
May” was available, Andree managed to obtain 
the use of it for a day’s hunting the “big white’. 

Nanayaul Island proved disappointing, but the 
crew assured us the white flowered on 
Bangatang Island, a copra plantation managed 
by local people, who dropped tools to join us. We 
were delighed to find the white ceratobium 
again, in Cedar Mangrove trees along the 
shoreline and collected quite a lot of plants for 
the Botanic Gardens. 

Andree gave us a couple for ourselves which I 
sent home for quarantining, and one I have since 

_ flowered. The other, plus a small division which 
Trevor assures me was a piece of the original 
plant found near Kavieng, are still recovering 
from fumigation, though I have every hope of 
them surviving now. 

This is because I’ve flowered the bigger plant 
from Bangatang Island which I’ve dubbed “the 
Bangatang White” for want of a better name, or 
true identity, and found it a little different from 
the Kavieng one. It may be because of the effects 
of fumigation but it appears to be slightly 
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smaller, petals still crisply erect and sepals 
undulated and crisply curled sideways and 
back. As it ages, the flower darkens to pale cream 
in the petals, and three faint self-stripings in the 
sepals flush faintly with pale green. The anther 
cap is clear yellow, and the column pale green, 
the side lobes of the lip stand erect, and white 
with quite distinct violet purple veining. 

Three keels form erect ridges, the top edges of 
which are violet purple and the central keel ends 
in an erect central fin, the outer two keels 
flatten sideways, rather like the tail of an 
aeroplane. Where the keels end, the lip edges 
turn abruptly down and form a “waist”, then 
flare out to a rounded lip, again veined in voilet 
purple, but the end is a clear cream-white. 

The dorsal sepal curls crisply twice, 
backwards. The flower is 5cm long, sepals 
(extended) 27mm long and the lip is 3cm long 
making a spike of 25 blooms arranged: nicely (in 
sets of three) along the stem, a very attractive 
specimen. 

It has flowered twice, September 1980 and 
again March 1981; the plant is quite robust, 
despite the difference in temperature from its 
natural habitat. 

Mackay gets quite cold in winter; with sudden 
snaps, the temperature can drop to 3°C and the 
plants have adapted well, despite being sickened 
by fumigation on entry. 

The flowering plant was mounted on a piece of 
tree fern which I didn’t dare remove after 
quarantine, but inserted it in a clay pot and 
covered the base with volcanic scoria, quincan 
gravel of 2cm size. 

The small division, which hopefully will prove 
to be a part of the first white we found outside 
Kavieng, is doing nicely in Quincan gravel under 
a clear fibreglass roof with plenty of light, and I 
shall be keen to see if it is the larger-flowered 
type. 

Perhaps the white may be found to be a variant 
of a known species, though in a lot of wanderings 
on collecting trips I have never seen sucha lovely 
big and robust plant bearing so many equally 
beautiful spikes of flowers. The plants taken 
back to Port Moresby must have flowered by 
now, and I wonder did Dr Phillip Cribb on his 
recent trip to the islands manage to see the 
flowers and include them in his revision of the 


ceratobium section of the dendrobium genus? 
Nomenclature of Papua New Guinea 


ceratobiums is already very confused, due to 
faults in identity. It will be interesting to see 
under what name the lovely ‘Bang-a-tang White’ 
emerges in the future. It is really far too 
spectacular to be overlooked any longer.

Satellite function of 13th International Botanical Congress 


Joe Arditti summed it all up in a final speech: 
“This is something which will never happen 
again in our lifetime. A World Botanical Congress 
which attracted all the leading orchid scientists 
to one place, and an Orchid Society which was 
prepared to risk monetary loss by bringing them 
all together for two wonderful days. And for the 
society to produce a printed book of the 
proceedings for each participant before the start 
of the symposium.” 

Members of the organising committee could 
blush a little at such fulsome praise but again and 
again over the two days those present, who came 
from all States except Tasmania, told of their 
pleasure at being present. 

Professor Arditti provided several items for the 
programme. These were no dry pedant’s recitals 
but succinct facts enlivened by pungent wit. It 
Joe hadn’t set out to be a top scientist he could 
have made a Career as a top entertainer. 

It was a delight to have Professor Holttum with 
us. At a sprightly 86 or so he is still a significant 
figure in world botany. His paper portrayed the 
complex problems of taxonomists and touched 


on hybrid registration and_ classification 
research. 
Mr Mark Clements of Canberra Botanic 


Gardens told of problems and successes in the 
symbiotic cultivation of Australian terrestrials. 
Scientists present indicated that they regarded 
him as a world leader in symbiotic culture. 

Dr Robert Dressler broadened the concept of 
ecology for most of us. He is one of the top 
authorities on the orchids of Central America. 

Our own wild country expert, Dr Peter (Bill) 
Lavarack gave a penetrating analysis of Cape 
York orchids. Even hardened Australians present 
learnt a lot about their own country. 

We all recognise the need for conservation. It 
took Dr Edward A. Ayensu to awaken us on what 
is being done on an international scale. 

Mr Don Blaxell of Sydney Herbarium 
straightened some of the problems of naming 
orchids in his paper, ‘Why the hell do they keep 
changing orchid names?” This proved a mutual 
sympathy session with taxonomists agreeing 
that horticulturalists had problems, and the 
latter appreciating the difficulties of taxonomists. 
A paper based on hours, days, observation in the 
field was given by Mr David Jones, co-editor of 
Nicholl’s Orchids of Australia. David dealt with 
the pollination of only four Australian orchids 
but how fascinating a story he made of it. 

Scientific and market research with orchids 





are seldom, if ever, coupled in conservation, yet 
Professor A. N. Rao, of Singapore, showed how 
interdependent they are. 

Dr J. H. Warcup, of the University of Adelaide, 
is one of our foremost scientists. He has long 
researched mycorrhizal fungi including the re- 
lationship with orchids. In nature one cannot do 
without the other. Understanding in this field 
helps in the cultivation of orchids, particularly 
seedlings. 

Dr C. J. Goh shared a paper with Professor 
Arditti on the vital subject of tissue culture. 
Factors involving nutrient solutions were 
summarised. 

Dr Alex George, late of WA, and now editor of 
the new Australian Flora, is best known for his 
association with Rhizanthella gardneri, the 
underground orchid of WA. His paper dealt with 
the latest research on this orchid following its re- 
discovery last year. 


Professor P. N. Avadhani of Singapore has been 
working with Professor Arditti on carbon 
fixation in orchids. This is an essential part in 
metabolism, analogous to the bloodstream in 
animals, but in plants there are three major 
pathways according to the type of plant. Carbon 
is a product of the carbon dioxide absorbed by 
the plant. Knowledge of the pathway used by a 
particular orchid can aid its culture. 


Ethnobotany of orchids is something we don’t 
think about until it is pointed out to us as the 
relationship of orchids to a human community. 
Mr Len Lawler showed us to what extent abor- 
iginals adapted them to ornaments and 
sustenance. f 

Professor Arditti and Dr Goh presented a paper 
on Control of Flowering in Orchids. Those of us 
who were not sure of the difference between a 
short day and a long day plant had it made more 
of less plain but the explanation raised a bundle 
of new questions. Post pollination causes a 
whole string of interesting phenomena to start 
up, including Professor Arditti’s humour. 

We were fortunate to have with us Professor 
F. H. Wang from the Institute of Botany, 
Academia Sinica, Peking. He presented a paper 
on the orchids of China, written in collaboration 
with Professor S. C. Chen. 

MrB. Wallace of the University of New England 
rounded off the subject of carbon fixation by his 
description of experiments on two NSW species. 

The Orchid Society of NSW is grateful to the 
University of Sydney for making so many 
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excellent facilities available, and to Mr Len 
Lawler for arranging it. Grateful also to the 
distinguished scientists who gave so graciously 
of their time and knowledge. To Joe Arditti who 
worked so hard and to Alvin Bryant who gave 
orchids to sell to help finance the symposium. 

Catering in the Wentworth dining room at the 
university was very good. At meals and coffee 
breaks there was time for fraternising except that 
unfortunately one could not manage to have 
discussions with all the 200 interesting people 
present.

At last the Bangkok Conference Proceedings is with 
us and a fine production it is! 

It is in English, with the abstracts in Thai and 
English. Typography and layout for legibility and quick 
reference are excellent. The many illustrations are 
based upon the transparencies used when the papers 
were presented at the Conference and up to a dozen 
have been printed for appropriate papers. They are 
sharp and aesthetically-appealing but in a few cases 
are a little heavily inked. Nevertheless their profusion 
and beauty rank the publication as a coffee table book 
capable of interesting any non-grower of orchids. 

The paper on paphiopedilums by Mr Frank Fordyce 
of the Rod McLellan Co will be a major tool to any 
hybridiser and a useful guide to the seedling buyer, 
even though most of those described and illustrated 
are American. 

This, and other papers on specific genera, make 
essential reading for anyone involved in hybridising. 

Papers on specific areas cover Africa, Australia, 
Hong Kong, Tanzania, the Americas, and of course, 
Thailand. 

Side interests are covered by such papers as Mr 
Gordon Morrison on Electrical Control of Glasshouse 
Environment and Mr Charles Mardon Fitch on Orchid 
Photography. Both crammed with ideas. 


BRISBANE September 23-29, 1982 
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The book is carefully edited for accuracy, although a 
few doubtful determinations exist mainly due to diffi- 
culties of communication with authors. 

All associated with the conference‘organisation and 
the production of this book are congratulated, particu- 
larly the editor, Air Vice-Marshal (Retired) M. R. Sukshom 
Kashimsanta. 

Those who attended the 9th WOC will relish getting 
their copies of these proceedings. It is a reminder of a 
wonderful time in a fascinating country among hos- 
pitable people. 

Many growers will be interested in the potential of 
new and unusual species from Papua New Guinea, 
particularly so as in vitro seedlings of selected clones 
become available. The paper by Mrs (now Dr) Andree 
Millar gives a tantalising indication of the goodies to 
expect. 

A fine article by Mr Ernest Hetherington shows new 
paths in novelty cattleya breeding. A valuable guide to 
seedling buying. 

And do you know enough about bifoliate cattleyas? 
Professor Carl Withner is bound to have many of the 
answers you need, just turn to page 251. Twelve 
illustrations of bifoliate species on plates 24 and 25 
show how worthy these are in a collection. 

On the scientific side there are papers on culture 
media, respiration, alkaloids, ploidy, etc. 

Price is US$40 plus $2.50 for packing and registered 
surface mail.

A Conference address has been approved (PO 
Box 129, Townsville 4810), and after discussion 
with the various airlines, we have accepted 
Ansett Airlines as our official domestic carriers. 
Final details with Qantas are to be worked out 
but it is anticipated they will be the official 
carriers now that we have our international 
airport. 

Approval has been given by the working com- 
mittee for the 10th World Orchid Conference for 
leaflets, advising of the 1983 Conference and 
Show, to be sent to South Africa for inclusion in 
registrants satchels. 

A conference badge has been approved and is 
at present in the hands of the manufacturers. 
This, no doubt, will be eagerly sought by society 
badge collectors.

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Orchids from 
Curtis’ Botanical Magazine 


Probably the richest source of high-quality 
colour illustrations of orchids is Curtis’ Botanical 
Magazine. Over 1,200 species of orchids of horti- 
cultural merit in more than 200 genera have been 
figured in this journal since it was first published 
nearly 200 years ago. 


William Curtis founded his botanical magazine 
in 1787 with the aim of producing “a work in 
which botany and gardening... or the labours of 
Linnaeus and Miller, might happily be combined’. 
For over a century now, since the time of Sir 
William Jackson Hooker, the magazine has been 
associated with the Royal Botanical Gardens at 
Kew, most of the plants appearing in it having 
been grown there for the first time. 


The illustrations are of the highest quality 
having been executed by some of the finest 
botanical artists of their time such as Walter 
Hood Fitch, Matilda Smith, Lilian Snelling, Mary 
Grierson and most recently Margaret Stones. The 
text accompanying each plate deals with the 
botany and cultivation of the illustrated plant. 
These can also claim to be authoritative having 
been written by a succession of the most eminent 
botanists studying orchids from Sir William and 
Sir Joseph Hooker and James Bateman in the last 
century through to Robert Rolfe, Victor Summer- 
hayes and Peter Hunt in more recent times. 


The precedent for the present volume was set 
by Sir William Hooker in 1849 when he published 
in a single volume under the title “A Century of 
Orchidaceous Plants’ one hundred selected 
illustrations and text from the botanical magazine. 
James Bateman (1867) later produced a second 
volume entitled “A Second Century of Orchid- 
aceous Plants’.

Dear Len, 

Your orchid herbarium arrived in excellent condition 
by rail on December 23. I was amazed when I opened 
up the box and discovered how comprehensive your 
collection really is; and over what a long period of time 
you have been carefully building it up. But I must admit 
that I was saddened as I read the details of one 
specimen after another; and recollected that each 
represented a happy experience of plants, friends and 
locations (names like Bas Borger, Mike White and Alex 
Dockrill). Needless to say I shall treasure your collection 
for both its scientific and sentimental qualities. 

You will be pleased to know that it is about to go into 
active service for the National Parks and Wildlife 
Service.

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Registration of Hybrids 


In a letter to the editor the International 
Registrar, Mr J. Greatwood, states:— 

“No award to a cultivar of any unregistered 
grex may be confirmed until the grex has been 
registered. Moreover, the exhibitor of such cultivar 
is notified that if no application to register the 
grex is received (by the Registrar) within twelve 
months of the date of such conditional award, 
then the conditional award will lapse. 


“In the meantime such award may be cited only 
as (for example) “Cymbidium (unregistered grex) 
‘Summer Time’ (parentage stated here) AM/RHS 
(subject to the registration of a name for the 
grex). ; 

“Moreover no provisional name may be stated in 
any published document, even if the exhibitor 
has proposed one, since anyone may have already 
applied to register a quite different grex name for 
that cross and this would have priority. 

‘But please note that I say above ‘. . . received 
by the Registrar’. The application does not need 
to have been processed and accepted within the 
twelve months.” 

At the moment Mr Greatwood is very busy on 
editing and producing the 1975-80 Addendum to 
Sander’s List of Orchid Hybrids. In addition the 
number of applications for registration has been 
very high, so that there is now a delay of up to 
twelve months on processing. However, Mr 
Greatwood now has an assistant and he expects 
to make up this leeway quickly once the 
Addendum is finalised. 


It is expected that the next edition of the 


Handbook on Orchid Nomenclature and 
Registration will be produced after the 1984 
World Orchid Conference in Florida. 

In Australia forms for registering new hybrids 
may be obtained from State Registrars and from 
leading nurseries. Or write to The Royal 
Horticultural Society, Vincent Square, London, 
SW 1P 2PE, England.

BACKGROUND FOR NEW GROWERS 

In 1885 Messrs Sander & Sons, orchid growers 
of St Albans, England, instituted a system for the 
registration of orchid hybrids and in due course 
published in 1906 the first issue of Sander’s List 
of Orchid Hybrids. At intervals of subsequent 
years several volumes of addenda have been 
published and orchid growers throughout the 
world remain greatly indebted to the Sander 
Family for providing a most valuable service. 

As from January 1, 1961, the Royal 
Horticultural Society assumed responsibility as 
International Registration Authority. 

New registrations are now published monthly 
in the English Orchid Review and the American 
Orchid Society Bulletin. An addendum is 
published every five years. 

The first Sanders included the list of hybrids 
back to the first orchid hybrid made in. 1857 
(recorded 1860). Thus the system is the most 
complete of any for horticultural plants and is a 
most valuable aid for orchid breeders. It can be 
compared to the Stud Book for Blood Horses. 

The breeding lines of orchids are a valuable 
aid to seedling buyers. All reliable nurseries 
adhere to the registration system rigorously so 
the hobbyist can buy with confidence. The hobby 
grower should learn the details of nomenclature 
and adhere to them in his own labelling of 


plants. Details are in the Handbook of 


Nomenclature and Registration mentioned 
above, which should be in every society library. A 
summary of these rules may be obtained by 
sending a SAE to the Editor, 260 Geoffrey Road, 
Chittaway Point, NSW 2259.

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Cymbidium devonianum and its hybrids 


From a talk by Keith Andrew to the Maroondah Orchid Society 
as recorded by Kevin Munroe and Lyn Johnson. 


C. devonianum is a little dwarf species which 
originates from the lower Himalayan foothills 
(Hassam Hills, 7-10,000 feet). 

It is one which has been somewhat neglected 
on breeding. Most miniature cymbidiums of 
today have been bred from C. pumilum and it 
was some years before one realised that there 
were these other little species that should be 
used, and, of course, when C. pumilum was 
used, the idea was to have the upright spike, 
which favoured cut flowers, easy picking, etc, 
but Keith wanted something that was pendulous 
and that was going to look attractive, and it is in 

_ this area that quite a lot of work has been done by 
Keith with C. devonianum. 

C. devonianum was first discovered in 1847. 
There are no recognised specific natural clones, 
it tends to be known as straight C. devonianum, 
unlike C. pumilum with its various clones, in- 
cluding variety ‘album’, ‘formosam’, etc. Never- 
theless, there is quite a lot of variation in the 
species, in colour and forms, but nothing has 
been published. So we have nothing to use as a 
yardstick when it comes to saying .. . “well this 
variety of C. devonianum has this habit, and we 
should use that variety as a parent”. . ., and so 
forth, as is done with C. pumilum. 

It was named after the Duke of Devonshire, 
who used to be the owner of Chatsworth House 
in England, where one of the biggest collections 
of orchids was grown. It was first flowered there 
in about 1883. The owners at Chatsworth House 
had been growing C. devonianum for some years 
and wondered why it wasn’t a good-flowering 
plant, and it wasn’t until they suddenly discovered 
at potting (after about three years of potting it), 
that they had been potting it far too deep and so 
they had numerous spikes burrowing down 
through the potting medium. 

They hadn't accepted that being of a pendulous 
habit, the spikes do not arch upward from the 
pseudo-bulb, but travel across the potting medium 
and cascade downwards over the edge of the 
pot. Instead of potting high to give them a chance 
to grow out over the surface of the medium, they 
potted it in the normal way, fairly deep in the pot, 
and therefore had never seen the spikes. 

Keith first became interested in C. devonianum 
in 1953 when he joined the company of Dorset 
Orchids. Experimentation was undertaken for 
some years in the hope of developing a blue 
orchid, as there were certain tones that you 
could see in C. devonianum that could produce

We are indebted to Maroondah Orchid Society 
and to Mr Andrew for a discourse all readers 
will enjoy. 

For an excellent illustration of seven of the C. 
Bulbarrow crosses, taken by Mr Bob Nicolle of 
Valley Orchids, refer to the June 1980, issue of 
this magazine, page 89. 
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the blues. Crosses were made with the aim of 
producing a standard cymbidium with ‘blue 
blood’ or blue colouring. For example, C. She- 
herezade ‘Plush’, etc from which evolved the 
plum shades. It wasn’t until about 1963, Keith 
decided that time was misspent on this endeavour. 
Miniature cymbidiums were coming into their 
own, and it was propitious to use C. devonianum 
for miniature breeding. The first crosses that 
were made were all from diploid cymbidiums 
and after some interval Keith was of the opinion 
that it had been accepted that most high-quality 
cymbidiums had been triploid crosses, that is, a 
cross between a diploid and a tetraploid. C. 
devonianum was crossed with tetraploids which 
brings us right up to the Bulbarrows of today: C. 
Bulbarrow (= C. devonianum x C. Western Rose). 

In developing flowers we should concentrate, 
in particular, on the labellum, and the two dark 
spots on either side. We should also take note of 
the whiteness of the pollen cap on the column on 
the centre of the flower, because this is a very 
dominating feature through all hybrids. A dis- 
sected flower gives us some concept of how the 
flower is formed. It is a good idea when breeding 
any orchid to take the flower to pieces to see 
exactly what characteristics there are. It wasn’t 
until Keith started to have the photographs 
taken, in view of the book he wants to do on C. 
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devonianum, that he discovered in fact that the 
base of the column had the extraordinary black 
mark. 

One of the earliest hybrids to come from devoni- 
anum, that is, a primary cross (a crossing between 
two species), is C. Langleyense, with the other 
parent being C. lowianum. Thdclone ‘Cascade’ is 
a chance tetraploid out of the cross, because the 
C. devonianum is a diploid and soisC. lowianum. 
The white cap on the column is a redeeming sort 
of feature, and the two black marks which 
decorate the right and left-hand side of the 
labellum begin to merge into one. Of course, if 
you are familiar with C. lowianum you will be 
aware that it does have quite a solid red bar on 
the lip, and if crossed with C. devonianum then 
you will expect to get this solidness. 

One of the finest miniature cymbidiums is C. 
devonianum crossed with C. pumilum which 
makes C. Miss Muffet. This plant has been 
converted by colchicine into a tetraploid 4N, 
therefore the flowers are somewhat larger than 
the normal form. It is used extensively for 
breeding now, anditis hoped that it will prove to 
be a suitable parent; but within itself it is one of 
the most charming true miniatures there is. This 
is one exception where the pollen cap, in fact, 
has somewhat faded. This may be something to 
do with the C. pumilum blood which has been 
introduced into it. 

Another primary cross is from Cyperochris 
elegans, and this is called C. Cariad. It is a very 
pale straw-coloured flower with practically no 
colouring on the lip at all; you may see just the 
beginnings of a merging of the two black areas on 
the lip. One would not expect too much to come 
out of this cross, but all the progeny have been 
exceptionally clean and clear in their colour and 
this has been a great success. It does not have a 
long-lasting spike, approximately six weeks to 
two months, but it is something which is very 
desirable and has a lot of flowers. 

The first famous cross to make a mark in C. 
devonianum breeding was C. Touchstone 
‘Mahogany’. In this cross you can see the need for 
different colouring in the centre of the flower. 
The pollen caps are almost like a string of pearls 
going all the way down the raceme. If you took 
the white out of the pollen caps it would give you 
a considerably dull flower. It is one of these small 
items you can so easily miss in your breeding. 
You have got to look at all parts of the flower, 
nothing must be left out. 

When it comes to breeding with cymbidiums 
one is tending to think only of the round segments 
and producing a large round flower. But it is no 
good producing a large round flower that has 
nothing to throw the colour out. 
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white 
pollen cap 


Cym. devonianum if 
C. Touchstone ‘Redskin’ introduces yet another 


feature, being the white edge to the lip which is 
fairly important. Evident again is the very white 


pollen cap, with the solid lip coming through. 


With any red flower, whether it be a cattleya, 
odontoglossum, cymbidium, etc, you do need 
some sort of contrast and it is essential to get the 
lip another colour if you can, and with most of 
the devonianum hybrids this is happening. 
Cymbidium Goblin (‘Nicki x devonianum). 
This plant has rather a nice red lip. The majority 
of these Goblins in fact do not have a solid red lip, 
most of them are very spotty, and this influence 
comes from C. Nicki, which is a standard cym- 


bidium that has an extremely spotty lip. Most of — 


the breeding up to this stage had been C. 
devonianum onto a standard diploid cymbidium. 
Once you get up to second-generation diploid the 
flower comes up in size, but unfortunately at the 
same time we are beginning to lose some of the 
flower character. 

C. devonianum x C. Remus ‘Sunset’ is a very 
attractive coloured diploid cymbidium in the 
orangy shades. Almost every colour has come out 
of this particular cross, right through to quite 
deep reds. The bright pollen cap and white edge 
round the solid lip is again indicated. 

In breeding Keith wishes to keep the devoni- 
anum influence as much as possible. It is so easy 
to get up into the first-generation breeding and 
even up to the second-generation breeding and 
then suddenly say, we will go straight into one of 
the modern standard cymbidiums. It happens 
with a lot of breeders; they use a parent for a 
specific purpose, for some attribute that they 
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think they like about the plant, but they can’t wait 
to get away from it, and then they go straight onto 
standard cymbidiums, and the whole thing is 
lost. Itis important to try to maintain the number 
of flowers and the habit of devonianum, other- 
wise you lose the very thing you have started 
with. At the same time, one has to do this sort of 
thing with breeding to find out just how far one 
can go without losing that particular characteristic. 


Cultural Needs of Cym. devonianum 

It is essential when you are growing devoni- 
anum, and this applies to the hybrids, that you 
should have the plant raised high. Of course, you 
can get away with it by having the plant in a 
basket, which means the spikes can find their 
way through the actual bars. The pots Keith uses 
are square, which give more space on the benches, 
and are made from polypropylene, which doesn’t 
go brittle like the plastic pots. 

The base of the bulb is rather more like a 
swollen growth than a bulb. The spike comes out 
quite a long way below that, and on many 
occasions it is necessary to put a label under- 
neath to allow the spike to raise over the top of 
the pot. 

C. devonianum roots tend not to last very long; 
it seems to be almost an annual grower. They are 
a rather untidy grower, inasmuch as you tend to 
get growths coming up in all sorts of places, not 
just around the outside as one normally expects 
with cymbidiums. 

C. lowianum is a fine-rooted plant (ancestor of 
a lot of hybrids) and C. devonianum is completely 
different, with very thick root structure. This is 
probably something to do with the very aspect of 
where it grows. Apparently, it grows furiously in 
the monsoon periods and it has to go through 
quite long times without any moisture at all in 
drought areas. As it doesn’t have a bulb it has to 
make up some kind of reserve and so they have 
got those very, large, fleshy roots. 

Under cultivation it is not necessarily a very 
easy plant to keep going through year in and year 
out. If your are lucky and you have bought a 
really strong plant, the first year’s flowering is 
exceptionally good, and you may achieve a60 cm 
long spike, but they tend then year after year to 
get a little bit shorter. 

With regard to staking, in the early days of 
flowering these hybrids, the tendency was to 
train the spikes very slightly upwards, that is, to 
put a short stake in, just to bring it up a few 
inches above the pot and then allow it to cascade 
over. When a spike is carrying a great quantity of 
flowers, staking it up in the initial stages will 
result in an unpleasing bunching effect. It is 
preferred to let the spike come out at the 
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ordinary angle which is usually at the horizontal 
and then it will soon drape over. It is very 
important to get the correct spacing (that is, 
nicely held and nicely set), of the flowers on the 
spike by letting them cascade. You can stake 
them up if you wish, but you will find a very short 
spike will be the result. There seems to be an 
extraordinary trait in C. devonianum; if you 
allow it to cascade it makes a very much longer 
spike and the spacing of the flowers are very 
much improved. 

Itneeds an open compost, similar to that of our 
standard cymbidiums. Keith uses a mixture of 
bark, peat and pearlite. Although the compost is 
open, in the difficult English conditions the mix 
needs to be tight, that is, with the use of a potting 
stick the mixture is rammed down to encourage 
the roots to become strong and vigorous as they 
work their way through the mix. 

They will stand quite a lot of light and sun and 
varying temperatures. Keith has had them in 
temperatures up to 90°F and right down to 
freezing point. 

Devonianums are copious drinkers in the grow- 
ing season, but itis most important they are kept 
fairly dry during the winter months, as well as 
keeping it very cool. It seems to have a short but 
rapid growing season. This is due to the very area 
in which it comes, that is, it needs fast growing, 
hot growing, wet growing. 

It will take some food, but care must be taken as 
feeding affects the foliage colour, although it 
does ensure good flowering. 

On an average the size of the devonianum 
flower is 4-5 cm across, with the exception of the 
clone ‘Will Stutley’ which measures approxi- 
mately 6 cm. You can almost get any colour you 
like when you cross with C. devonianum. The 
devonianum leaf is short and fairly wide, but 
when you cross it with a standard cymbidium 
you get to the halfway stage between the two. 

Devonianums are vigorous growers. They are 
not ‘that miniature’, any more than some pumi- 
lums are ‘that miniature’. It depends upon how 
you grow them. If you want to grow a miniature 
really large, it is possible to do so. If you want to 
keep it miniature it is essential that you exercise, 
what Keith calls... “a little bonsai growing. ..” In 
other words, confine it to a small pot. 

Note by Lyn Johnson: 1 certainly had not 
realised how much invaluable information Keith 
had shared with us until I prepared these notes. 
This was one task that I enjoyed undertaking 
immensely. The first part of the lecture on the 
development of C. devonianum has much to offer 
to all of us. I feel we have made a giant step up the 
ladder towards our understanding of not only 
devonianums, but of all orchids. 
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Bloom and boom in Victoria and Tasmania 
RONALD KERR 


It ill behoves a rank northerner to visit Victorian 
shows and societies with any air of superiority. 

I called at three shows, three society meetings 
and two nurseries while on my way to the 
Seventh Tasmanian Orchid Conference. And at 
the monthly Victorian Orchid Society meeting on 
the way back. 

Tasmania was wonderful. Tasmania was a 
surprise! But first Victoria where my impressions 
begin. It had been six years since my last orchi- 
daceous visit to the State and it was startling to 
see and feel the atmosphere of enthusiasm now 
current among orchid growers. 

There are now thirteen orchid societies in the 
State. The Victorian Orchid Club has over eight 
hundred members. Shows and meetings I attended 
were packed with interested people and remark- 
able plants. 

I arrived at the Melbourne Herbarium Hall on 
October 2 in time to see the setting up of the 
Spring Show by the Victorian Group of the 
Australasian Native Orchid Society. This enabled 
me to examine each plant in detail as it arrived. 
The first to receive a great deal of my attention 
was Ray Smith’s massive D. Bardo Rose growing 
in a 35 cm plastic tub. I sensed it to be a sister 
clone to the one which had won a Highly 
Commended Certificate for me a few years back, 
the first ever to a native. 

Ray's description of its source confirmed this. 
His plant was a mass of heavy textured white 
flowers with from five to nine on strong stems. 
Each flower seemed to be looking at you. I 
photographed it but unfortunately none of my 
shots has proved good enough for reproduction. 

“Put it up for an Award”, I told Ray, “it could 
win the Ira Butler Trophy.” I hope he did. 

At this point Jeff Lewis came in with the finest 
Sarcochilus australis I have ever seen. Later the 
Tasmanians were to tell me I should see some of 
theirs. Jeffs plant had two long racemes, each 
with about fifteen flowers. Tepals were a yellow- 
green with a vivid purple spot on each labellum. 

Out of the hundreds of plants I favoured R. 
Wootton’s Dendrobium striolatum, also his plant 
of Parasarcochilus weinthalii with its long racemes 
of brown spotted flowers. Also the splendid 
Sarcochilus hartmannii belonging to Mr and Mrs 
Erwin. 

But the gems of the show were the terrestrials. 
Only the West Aussies could do better. 

One could sense the care lavished on each 
fascinating potful. Magnificent diuris, caladenias, 
thelymitra, pterostylis predominated in a wide 


range of species. However, the potful which 
stood out in its perfection was Alan Richard’s 
Acianthus reniformis. 

Of particular interest among the terrestrials 
were two pots of man-made hybrids between 
Diuris maculate and D. longifolia. Also the 
glorious red form of Caladenia patersonii. 

The Group has produced a handy 36-page 
booklet titled “Native Orchids in Melbourne”. 
Text is by Helen Richards and Graeme Carr with 
intriguing pen sketches by Velda Palazzi. Although 
compact it is a useful introduction to native 
orchid growing. At a low $2.00 it is selling well. 

Helen Richards has recently retired as editor of 
the Group’s authoritative monthly bulletin. It is 
now edited by Paul Phillips, a young man who is 
ably carrying on the high standards of the past. 
This bulletin is one of the best produced in 
Australia. Itis full of items on local culture, group 
activities, notes about members, planned activities, 
and, above all, it is accurate on nomenclature. 

President Rick Datodi, Secretary Clive Lloyd 
and the Group Committee work very hard in this 
Society. The result was a first class show and an 
obvious spirit of camaraderie among members. 
Show takings are donated to the Kevin Heinze 
Cancer Research Fund and each year come to 
close on $2,000. 

On the Saturday and Sunday the Herbarium 
Hall was packed with people. Melbourne folk 
love their gardens and the show had been well 
advertised by helpful television and radio stations. 
The public’s demand for plants seemed insatiable 
and because the Group’s policy is to sell only 
established plants there was little left by midday 
Sunday. 


MAROONDAH ORCHID SOCIETY 

If the Herbarium Hall was crowded Vermont 
High School gymnasium, scene of the Maroondah 
Spring Show, seemed more so. I arrived early 
afternoon and walked into the most impressive 
show I have seen put on by a suburban society. 

Each wall of the hall was draped with black 
velvet curtains making a perfect backdrop for 
orchid colours. Displays circled these walls and 
in the centre was a small mountain of flowers. 

On this centre island, and facing the entrance, 
stood the Grand Champion just a little above eye 
level. It was a fine clone of the cross Vanda 
Bonnie Blue Fukumura x V. Rose Davis as yet 
unnamed. It is fourth generation and mostly 
from V. coerulea and some V. sanderana, with a 
dash of V. tricolor and V. luzonica. This plant had 
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a spike with ten massive flat and well-filled in 
flowers, each a rich purple. It evidenced careful 
culture by its owner Mr K. Davidson. 

Reserve Champion was Cymbidium Narella 
‘Jennifer Gail’, a pink-flowered old favourite. It 
was splendidly cultured to win this high placing 
and Grant Garrett was the man to doit. The same 
plant was also Reserve Champion at the Melbourne 
Eastern OS Show. 

There were fifteen displays by individuals and 
teams, and the one set up by Dr Julian Coker 
received the AOC Most Pre-Eminent Entry Award. 
It contained 23 plants in twelve genera and 
received nine first prizes, four seconds and three 
thirds. 

A large-flowered and floriferous Dendrobium 
falcorostrum, each flower with wide, heavy- 
textured segments won the Best Native for Horrie 
Foster-Johnson. 

Young Stephen Coker, who at eleven years of 
age graduated to open competition last year, 
again had his own display this year. He received 
a medal for Best Cultured Orchid, a fine pink- 
flowered Dendrobium delicatum. 

Throughout the Show quality was very high 
and the range of genera wide. 

The Maroondah Orchid Society has maintained 
a high standard in its monthly bulletin during the 
three years since foundation. Therefore, I was 
pleased to be introduced to the editor for the past 
year, Lyn Johnson, only to be gently chided for 
having referred to “Mr Johnson” as editor in the 
last issue of “AOR”. Oh well, it goes to show one 
needs to travel to learn. Would that all editors 
were as attractive as Lyn. 

Proceedings closed with an impressive prize- 
giving distribution by President David Cannon. 


BREAKTHROUGH IN YELLOWS 

On Monday Gerald McCraith invited me to 
accompany him to the Victorian Orchid Club 
show at Parkmore/Keysborough Shopping Centre. 
This is a newish suburb south-east way. It might 
have taken me all day to get there without 
Gerald’s help. This centre is huge. The well 
lighted central plaza being ideal for the huge 
island display in its centre. 

At Maroondah, and now here, I was impressed 
by the many fine yellow cymbidiums. I became 
convinced of a real breakthrough in this colour. 
Clear buttercup-yellows and orange-golds on 
shapely heavy-textured flowers were in profusion. 

Grand Champion was Cymbidium Jubilation 
‘Cashmere’ owned by Bob Hodgins. Perfect shape 
and glorious sun-glowing colour. There seemed 
to be other yellows just as good. Still, it’s the one 
that peaks at judging hour that wins. 
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I was particularly impressed by C. Jubilation 
‘Lucky Strike’. 

The grex Jubilation comes from a cross between 
C. Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’ and C. Borough Green. 
Nearly all the progeny have proved to be good 
yellows. Fine yellows have also come from the 
other ‘Gold Nugget’ crosses. A fortnight after this 
Bob Hodgins told me that almost no C. Jubilation 
seedlings had been sold in NSW. There are 
hundreds in Victoria and South Australia. 

Although there have been some very good 
yellows at Sydney shows this year they have not 
stood out as they have in Melbourne. 

Reserve Champion, incidentally, was not a 
yellow but a flush-white C. Charles Darwin 
‘Kirrawee’. 

I noted two fine plants of Coelogne cristata 
each with 50 or 60 spikes and over 100 flowers. 
Also a fine minicym, C. Pepita ‘Red Gem’. 

A well-grown Sarcochilus falcatus is aestheti- 
cally satisfying but a group of several on one log, 
as here, with about 25 spikes of five or six flowers 
each is a knockout. 

Vice-President Cyril Hutchins and a team of 
lovely ladies were looking after the exhibit and 
plant sales. Only established mature plants, 
many in spike or flowering, were being sold. 


BIT OF FARM BOUGHT BACK 

On Tuesday I called to see Rus Martin at 
McBeans Australia Pty Ltd where something of 
interest always seems to be going on. Rus, 
incidentally, has bought back that bit of the farm 
previously owned by McBeans of England. Now 
he is extending to paphiopedilums and has 
thousands of elegant Radcliffe seedlings growing 
like weeds. 

Iwas more than impressed by a newly-flowered 
cymbidium seedling, a cross between C. Wallara 
‘Gold Nugget’ and C. Baltic. It was a yellow about 
13 cm wide, of excellent shape, and with a blood- 
red lip. 

Rus ran me out to his huge nursery on the 
Mornington Peninsula. In spite of the flush being 
over there was much of interest. For instance my 
impression of a breakthrough in yellows was 
overwhelmingly confirmed. Nearly all were sired 
by C. Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’. 

Russell's ‘Gold Nugget’ crosses were made 
with pollen from the original clone per a pollen- 
swapping arrangement with Bob Hodgins. He 
firmly believes that pollen from a mericlone is 
not as good. It will be interesting to observe over 
the next few years whether marked differences 
do emerge from the use of mericlones. Truly we 
have many intriguing things to learn about 
breeding. 
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HUGE PRIZES 

Rus dropped me at the home of Bert and Mary 
Smith at Ringwood. They have a large high- 
quality collection of cymbidiums, minicyms, 
lycastes, cattleyas and natives. Bert was instru- 
mental in starting both the Maroondah and 
Ringwood orchid societies. 

I was astounded when Bert Smith showed me 
the schedule for the First Spring Show of the 
Ringwood Orchid Society held at the Eastland 
Shopping Centre. Champion Display of Show (by 
an individual) prize $500. Reserve Champion 
Display, $350. Other trophies were valued at 
$400, $360, $120, $100, even the smaller prizes 
were better than the rate at most shows and 
there were 57 classes. Prizes were donated by the 
Centre’s retailers. 

The Ringwood Orchid Society met that night in 
what must be the best meeting place any society 
could wish to have, the theatre of the very 
modern Maroondah High School which has been 
designed to double as acommunity centre. It had 
a well-lit stage fronting very comfortable tiered 
seats. President Ern Kettle opened the meeting 
with 160 members present. Plants were attract- 
ively displayed around the stage. 

Here I was pleased to once again meet Gunter 
Haar who has been assisting Dr H. J. Katz in the 
translation of Rudolf Schlechter’s Die Orchideen 
von Deutsch Neu-Guinea shortly to be published 
by the Australian Orchid Foundation. 

Ringwood Orchid Society are friendly folk, a 
high percentage of them being new growers. All 
of them are enthusiastic and determined to make 
their society a force in Melbourne. 


CROWDED MEETINGS 

The following night I gained the same impression 
of marked enthusiasm at a meeting of the Warringal 
Orchid Society. I was warmly greeted by the 
President Mr Saward and numerous members. 

The meeting was packed with just 136 members 
and there was scarcely room to move around and 
see the long and well-filled benches of plants. 
There were many interesting species of orchids, 
some attractive natives, amidst an overwhelming 
display of cymbidiums, cattleyas and softcane 
dendrobiums. 

Fortunately for the future, extensions to the 
hall are being made, even though these caused a 
little too much cool ventilation that night. _ 

It was a pleasure to meet Maurie Black whose 
editing of the Warringal OS Bulletin I have long 
admired. Maurie and I could have talked all night 
and still found scope for more. 

Before jumping 300 km to Launceston let us 
jump two weeks to Monday, October 19, where, 
backin Melbourne, I was privileged to see Gerald 
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McCraith’s orchid houses. Thirty or so clones of 
the odontoglossum alliance were in full flower 
and dozens of spikes were emerging from others. 
There is always something in flower in a large 
odontoglossum collection! Several large seed 
pods foreshadowed more flasks for sale by the 
Australian Orchid Foundation. 

Gerald took me to the Victorian Orchid Club 
meeting. We arrived early and I saw about 100 
members participating in the beginners’ class. 
By 8pm over 250 members were present. The 
VOC now has over 800 members. There are now 
13 orchid societies in Victoria, five of them. at 
country centres. 

Much of the interest and growth in Victoria has 
been motivated by the orchid workshops organ- 
ised by the Australian Orchid Foundation and 
the Victorian Orchid Club. In 1980 two workshops 
had to be held to cater for 570 registrants. This 
year one workshop was limited to 370 partici- 
pants and many had to be turned away. 

The VOC had a wonderful benching of plants: 
And the best plant of the night? One of Gerald’s 
odontoglossums! 

On the Tuesday I made a pleasant call at 
Nindethana Orchids where David Cannon special- 
ises in native hybrids and minicyms. David's stud 
plants have been carefully selected and his 
results over the last few years, both in first and 
second-generation hybrids, have been outstand- 
ing. He has registered such crosses as Dendrobium 
Blushing Star (= Suffusum x tetragonum) D. Delicate 
Falcon (= falcorostrum x delicatum) D. Ella Victoria 
Leaney (= kingianum x ruppianum) D. Eureka (= 
fleckeri x ruppianum) D. Golden Fleck (= fleckeri x 
gracicaule) D. King Falcon (= falcorostrum x 
Kingrose) D. Kit Murdock (= kingianum x Susan) D. 
Peach Glow (= Golden Fleck x Hastings) D. Sunglow 
(= speciosum x fleckeri). An imposing list. 

D. Eureka has proved a very successful cross. It 
is not now available but David has thousands of 
seedlings with just as great potential. 


TASMANIA IS TOPS 

Arriving at Launceston Airport is an experience to 
be savoured. First, the glide in over the surf 
rimmed coastline with spreads of green farmlands 
among wooden knolls below. Away to the right the 
majestic Western Tiers and snow-capped Cradle 
Mountain. Second, the impact of the gloriously- 
landscaped gardens around the airport building, 
glowing with the blending blooms of azaleas, 
rhododendrons, Japanese cherries, prunis and 
well-grown natives amid a leafy sea of subtle greens. 

Victorian orchid judge Ron Smith was on the 
plane. We were met by Rita and Russell Stonart 
of the Launceston Orchid Society. They guided 
us on a tour of the gardens. After lunch they took 
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us on another tour to Punchbow! Nature Reserve 
via roads edged with white and pink clouds of 
Apacris impressa. A side-track led us to Brown 
Mountain to view a fine nursery of native plants. 

The Seventh Tasmanian Orchid Conference 
Show featured plants from all five Tasmanian 
societies. Devonport Orchid Society won the 
Affiliated Societies display. They had more top- 
quality plants and a wider range of genera. Their 
presentation was excellent. Full marks, however, 
to the new Scottsdale Orchid Society for a very 
creditable second place. 

Grand Champion was beautiful Lycasteria 
Alkina with five well-shaped flowers, each tinged 
with icy green. Flowers were at their peak and 
displayed themselves well. Lycasteria Alkina is a 
cross of Lycasteria Darius and Lycaste Auburn 
‘Rona’ registered in 1978 by W. and J. Cannons, 
Lycasteria Darius is a primary hybrid from Bifre- 
naria harrisonae and Lycaste virginalis. L. Auburn 
is fourth-generation with L. virginalis used three 
times and L. macrophylla and L. cruenta once 
each. Mrs Gwen Smith was the grower. 

Reserve Champion was Mr J. Oosting’s Cym- 
bidium Joyce Duncan ‘Lorraine’. Champion 
Cymbidium, virtually runner-up to the Reserve 
Champion, was Cymbidium Jungfrau ‘Dos Pueblos’, 
also belonging to Mrs Gwen Smith. This was a 
well-flowered white, one of the best of a cross 
registered as far back as 1933. 

It was good to see so many well-flowered 
species. A magnificent Coelogne cristata was 
judges Most Pre-Eminent Entry, a real credit to tis 
grower Mrs Tony Harvey. Cymbidium lowianum 
is rarely seen in shows but a splendidly-flowered 
specimen plant owned by Mrs Betty Lehman was 
worthy of its Special Commendation. One of the 
finest Paphiopedilum haynakdianum clones I 
have ever seen was unlucky in that there was no 
class for species paphiopedilums. 

Among the individual displays was a splendid 
little one by Mrs N. Peck which included the 
winning cattleya. Messrs J. Smith, R. Peck and B. 
Cain combined to win the class for individual 
displays under three square metres. A class for 
displays over three square metres was won by 
Devonport OS with Mr L. Bourke second. 

Mrs J. Streatfield’s two fine plants deserved 
their first and second placings in the class for 
Best Odontoglossum or Allied Genera. 

Other prizes were well distributed. Of special 
note were the fine floral arrangements by Mes- 
dames Smith, Lehman, Cox and Manchester. 

Mr and Mrs John Woodward established a fine 
non-competitive exhibit using a wide range of 
genera from their Hobart nursery. It included 
some nice warm growers, particularly cattleyas 
and phalaenopsis. 
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The setting up and judging was featured on 
local television and with other good publicity, 
the public response was very good to the point 
where the hall was at times overcrowded. There 
was a heavy demand for the large number of 
well-established cymbidiums, each of which had 
the potential to flower next year. They sold 
quickly. 

On Saturday the business section was kept to 
five papers with ample breaks for eats and 
socialising. The papers were given by John 
Woodward of Hobart, Ron Smith and Jim Rentoul 
of Melbourne, and John Bissett and myself from 
Sydney. Mr Rentoul's thoughtful paper is published 
in this issue. 

No visit to Launceston is complete without 
calling on Len Clark and his gracious wife. Their 
garden is one of the finest in Australia. It is on a 
cul-de-sac overlooking the city. Lawns, shrubs, 
annuals are meticulously kept and wonderfully 
blended. There are separate growing houses for 
phalaenopsis, cattleyas and cymbidiums, with 
a number of the best forms of other genera, 
including natives. Len was foundation president 
of the Launceston Orchid Society, although 
prominent at the Conference he did not exhibit. 


BURNIE A SURPRISE 

After a few days in Hobart I called in at the 
Spring Show of the Orchid Society of North-West 
Tasmania. The trip along the north coast is full of 
interest, but I was quite unprepared for the 
surprise I received when Barry Dudman ushered 
me into the hall. The presentation was superb. 

Nearly all plants were either well-grown, good 
quality cymbidiums or natives, with very few 
other genera. What made the effect so dramatic 
was the overall blending of the individual displays 
into one by lavish use of green mountain moss. 
Plants were well placed, some huge Dendrobium 
speciosum var. hillii clones occupying focal 
points but not dominating. Bright-coloured 
flowers filled just the right gaps. 

Next day President Jack West and Mrs West 
introduced me to many of the members. Champion 
was a paphiopedilum with three magnificent 
flowers on one stem. I recognised it as the same 
P, haynaldianum which had been unlucky at 
Launceston where only two flowers were out 
and there had been no class for species paphio- 
pedilums. It is good to see outstanding species 
receiving recognition by judges. A huge Den- 
drobium speciosum var. hillii was Best Native. 

Mrs Coran Cox, charming president of the 
Devonport Orchid Society kindly drove me to 
Devonport in time to catch the boat for Melbourne. 

Verily, orchid growing, the home-lovers’ hobby, 
is booming in Victoria and Tasmania.

When I was a small boy and asked a lot of 
questions my father bought me a book which 
was supposed to answer all the questions a boy 
was likely to ask. I still have it. But in the face of 
the tales of Jules Verne, possibly the first of the 
science-fiction writers, it proved quite inadequate. 

The dreams of men always seem to be exceeded 
by realities, happily or unhappily, leaving the 
Jules Vernes looking a little unimaginative. In 
the orchid world the dreams also have been far 
surpassed by realities, and there are yet wonders 
to come. 

The Rev W. Herbert, Dean of Manchester, 
England, in 1847, a most involved orchid collector 
and grower, had this to say: “Cross-breeding 
among orchidaceous plants would perhaps lead 
to very startling results, but unfortunately they 
are not easily raised by seed . . . An intelligent 
gardener may do much for science by attempts of 
this kind if he keeps accurate notes of what he 
attempts and does not jump to immature con- 
clusions’. 

The Dean’s words were part of the impetus 
which prompted gardeners to take up this experi- 
mentation, but unfortunately the first require- 
ment regarding accurate notes of cross-pollinations 
was neglected and the whole of hybridising is 
full of misnamed parents. The result is apparent 
when the pedigrees of some of our best cym- 
bidiums are analysed, yet they were bred long 
after the Dean spoke. 

It was not until some 42 years after his observa- 
tion that the first hybrid cymbidium appeared, 
the cross-pollination by Seden, one of the Veitch 
gardeners, of the Cymbidium lowianum and C. 
eburneum. It was named Cymbidium Veitchii, 
but finally recorded as Cymbidium Lowio-eburneum, 
best described as an off-white, and awarded an 
FCC by the RHS Orchid Committee on March 12, 
1889. At least this one was correctly registered. 

Development of the genus is not appreciated 
until it is understood that this cymbidium had 
only eight other hybrids to accompany it in 1909, 
some 20 years later, with some of the more 
important species yet to be used, notably C. 
insigne and C. ansonii, which contributed most 
influence to our pink and red hybrids. In contrast, 
other genera such as the cattleya complex and 
paphiopedilums, were up and away in an 
avalanche of hybrids. 

When we look at the tremendous number of 
beautiful cymbidiums raised since then, many of 
which are long departed, and the extraordinary 
profusion of new cross-pollinations registered

each year, it may seem time to ask how and why 
the genus still retains its popularity. We may get 
various answers to that question. However, the 
present generation of growers may be seeing a 
possible end to the variations which may be 
produced until another line of attack is developed. 

Cymbidiums entered a strange new era, the 
cloning process, with comparatively little 
upheaval or indeed much notice paid to it. It was 
developed in the 1950 period with other applica- 
tions in view, quite apart from orchids, possibly 
predictable. We cannot help but wonder what 
the Dean of Manchester would have said if sucha 
process had been suggested to him. 

The natural growth shoots of cymbidium pseudo- 
bulbs in due course come to the point at which 
they in turn develop into pseudo-bulbs in the 
fashion constant possibly for millions of years. 
Cloning is the unnatural forcing of the cellular 
tissue into development ahead of its time. It is as 
simple as that. 

However, with this immature cellular material 
in what could be called a state of flux, drastic 
changes are possible and do indeed occur. 
Although these changes may be imperceptible in 
the leaves and pseudo-bulbs, the flowers may be 
considerably changed, as will be illustrated. At 
other times the pseudo-bulbs and leaves are 
affected, the plant seeming unthrifty and dis- 
inclined to grow and mature to flowering stage. 

At this point we must turn backward in time to 
the original material which emerged from the 
burst of action in the genus which came in the 
years 1920 to 1940, when unorthodox seedlings 
began to appear in the collections. Some of the 
flowers seemed larger, had much more substance 
in the petals and sepals and indicated that they 
were outside the general run of the cross-pollination. 
All this, of course, was quite apart from the 
tinkering with the plant derivative colchicine, 
the use of which has been long known about, and. 
irradiation from radioactive materials and’ 
generators. 

These unusual plants were called tetraploids 
and their make-up or morphology included a 
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doubling of cell-mass and chromosomes, the 
contents of the cells, so that extraordinary plants 
emerged. Bred back to the normal forms, they 
produced largely sterile seedlings which never- 
theless devoted their extra cell capacity in most 
instances to produce larger flowers with some- 
times better colours and also, unfortunately, a 
large number of misfits which were useless. 

Nature eliminates all the misfits, even the 
stronger ones with the double chromosome 
numbers, but they are produced in quantity in 
nature as well as by manual cross-pollination 
and are simply natural experiments from which 
have developed large numbers of our present- 
day orchids. It is a changing world, and unfortu- 
nately for cymbidium meristem buyers, much of 
the production by this means comes from the 
unstable portion of the cymbidium hybrid group. 

The five or six species intermingled in the 
orthodox cymbidium hybrids comprise in their 
various combinations many unstable concentra- 
tions of genetic material, which accounts for the 
wide variations in colour and shape of many 
modern clones in one cross-pollination. Most 
cross-pollinations are made for a specific reason 
such as colour, shape, or flowering at certain 
seasons or for a number of other considerations. 
Colour is perhaps the paramount concern of this 
discourse. 


Miniature cymbidiums differ from their larger 
counterparts only in size so far as presently 
concerned, with the only criticism levelled at 
them the fact that so many of them resemble 
poor quality small cymbidiums which were 
rigorously culled from collections and put into 
the incinerator many years ago. This is no 
derogation of the real miniatures, which are 
graceful, beautiful and well-coloured. Their 
future is inextricably bound up with the develop- 
ment of standard types and the factors which 
dictate their future. 

Moving back to cloning, or meristemming, as it 
sometimes is known, it is a process which affects 
all cymbidium growers, producers and buyers 
alike. Rarely is any portion of the original plant 
sold if a propagator has the total clone, as it used 
to be when ordinary propagations were the only 
way in which a piece of a high-quality cymbidium 
was bought. In turn this has affected sales of 
cymbidium seedlings because larger raisers now 
retain likely cross-pollinations and flower and 
mericlone the best of them. Although the originals 
may be placed on display at shows or orchid 
society meetings they are never sold, only meri- 
stems or mericlones as they are known. 


The implications for buyers should be noted. It’ 


is not only possible, but indeed probable that a 
very mixed lot of plants will come from the 
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process. Changes may occur in the size of the 
flowers, the shape and also the colour. These are 
termed mutations. But the majority of the cloning 
process propagations will be fair enough copies 
of the original. 

That changes do occur is indisputable and it is 
unwise to take notice of labels attached to 
meristems which indicate them as 2n, 4n or any 
other configuration unless that particular meri- 
stem has been tested by a chromosome count. 
The original may have been a certain category, 
but it does not follow that plants generated from 
clonal tissue propagation will have similar counts. 
A test may only be made by microscopic exami- 
nation of root tissue. The examination of leaves 
and classification by that means is most inaccurate. 

It should be noted that a large number of the 
cymbidiums used for producing meristems. are 
basically unstable and consist of 3n, 4n and 
various other chromosome configurations. Even 
a thoroughly reliable 2n or diploid cymbidium is 
quite capable of reaction under tissue culture to 
produce radical chromosome counts. Most pur- 
chasers of meristems would have had good and 
bad results from such propagations, but that is 
no reason to condemn the system as a whole. 

The intricacies of clonal tissue propagation 
have escaped some processors, who overstimulate 
the protocorms, stretch the excised tissue to its 
utmost and frequently use plants already meri- 
stems as material from which to work. This last 
mentioned inadequacy produces very poor results 
indeed and is possibly at the root of failure of 
meristems to make progress. 

An instance may be quoted, preferably outside 
cymbidiums, for obvious reasons. Brassolaelio- 
cattleya Malworth ‘Orchidglade’ has never been 
released as propagations of original material by 
orthodox methods. It has been meristemmed, 
sold, and these meristems used as a source of 
material for further production by the same 
methods, possibly yet again for a third generation. 
The inaccuracies in colour and shape are obvious, 
although some differences should be allowed for 
in culture by different growers. 

It would appear that meristems should be 
graded. For instance, original material should be 
labelled grade 1, secondary productions grade 2 
and so on. The decision of raisers never to 
release original material is understandable, but 
for growers who happen to buy unthrifty third- 
generation meristems the situation is most 
unsatisfactory. 

Plant registration is another innovation which 
has yet to make its impact and taken allround the 
cymbidium growers are not at present getting 
the best of all deals. 

Registration of various clones is a debatable 
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thing and it is a phase of cymbidium growing 
which has until recently never been thought 
about. In truth, it throws cymbidium growers and 
buyers more toward purchasing batches of seed- 
lings in the hope of flowering extra fine clones or 
of making cross-pollinations in the light of know- 
ledge of both parents and their capabilities. 
Names mean nothing at all and well-known 
clones which may be proposed as parents are 
frequently most unsatisfactory. 

Asking what is the next step in the genus is 
almost tantamount to putting me back into the 
small boy class, because I also wish to know. 
Perhaps in concert we may hazard a guess, and it 
all has to do with athocyanins, which we reduced 
in the preliminary stage to colour or pigments 
present in the flowers. 

In reviewing the achievements of hybridists 
over the 50-odd years of cymbidium develop- 
ment, it would be appropriate to ask what more 
is desired from the genus. Perhaps the most 
important suggestions would include colour — a 
clear red and a blue to purple. Cloning or 
meristemming has opened the door to this new 
world. 

In the same way as the mysteries of the 
diploid, triploid, tetraploid and polyploid plants 
and the meristem system were brought to the 
knowledge of most growers, the mystery of 
genetic engineering, as itis known, willbe just as 
readily understood by future generations. One 
could be forgiven for imagining the appearance 
of a group of men and women with tool kits 
tackling an engineering problem, but the tools 
used in genetic engineering are those of the 
electronic era and chemical compounds. Although 
the use of genetic engineering is equally derided 
and feared, it is much closer than we realise and 
if the end result is worth it no expense will be 
spared to introduce it to orchid culture. 

The process is most difficult to describe, andis 
best thought about by the average cymbidium 
grower as similar to unravelling a knitted garment 
of several colours, isolating a particular colour 
and reknitting or reworking that colour into a 
different garment. Instead of balls or skeins of 
wool, the engineers are to work with the very 
core of nature itself. If you like, interfering with 
things which should be left alone, and of an 
incredible smallness that is unimaginable. 

This is where the Jules Verne touch reappears. 
In the writings of various early hybridists the 
clues are given, but until the technicians of the 
future are able to detach the colour factors from 
one plant cell and attach them where they will, 
the elusive clear red and the equally elusive blue 
cymbidiums remain where are, sparkling brightly 
in the imaginations of the innovators. 
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The literature with the Jules Verne touch 
exists chiefly in books like The Orchid Review, 
emanating from such hybridists as A. A. McBean, 
who remarked: “Cymbidium i’ansonii seems to 
have the most potent influence in producing the 
few hybrids we have in different shades of red’. 
Little did he know or even guess at the methods 
which may one day be used to improve these red 
cymbidiums by unravelling the strands of colour 
from a tiny natural core and replacing them in 
another, virtually exchanging a clear red into a 
clear yellow after eliminating its colour strands. 

For the blue cymbidiums a considerably more 
difficult road must be taken, because the colour 
must be taken from some other genus perhaps 
not even related to cymbidiums. Even Jules 
Verne, let alone the Dean of Manchester, would 
have paled at the suggestion of what is now so 
obviously possible. 

Turning now to paphiopedilums, a gulf separates 
the two genera in the plant world, yet both were 
developed within a single genus, with none of 
the confusion of the cattleya complex, where up 
to four and even more genera can be embodied 
in the one plant. 

As a genus now fully developed, the paphio- 
pedilums have outnumbered cymbidiums right 
through their history as cultivated plants. In the 
hybrids developed in each instance I could be 
forgiven for saying that both have been perverted 
into something which is basically unnatural, 
with shapes and conformation totally unsuited 
to survival. The original species had that survival 
shape, the evolution of which could be thought 
about in terms of perhaps millions of years, and 
the artificial set of guidelines invented and then 
imposed on both genera have led to develop- 
ment of flowers which, while beautiful in their 
conformation, lead to rejection of a large section 
of the hybrid production. 
~ Generally considered, the same number of 
species are embodied in both cymbidiums and 
paphiopedilums, but the last named have a 
longer history of cross-pollination, with some of 
the 1981 hybrids entering the fourteenth generation 
and further, 

It is not possible to relate any similarity in 
slippers to the divergence into miniatures which 
affected cymbidiums, although there were similar 
reasons for embarking on another line of cross- 
pollinations. A reversion to species level for 
changes was impossible in cymbidiums for one 
obvious reason, but it did not apply in the 
instance of the paphiopedilums and hybridists 
returned to a galaxy of species numbering some 
30 or more on which to exercise their talents. A 
survey of the hybrid lists for the last 10 years 
makes this quite clear, and we may go through 
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the same gradual elimination of much of this 
production over the next 20 years. It has all 
happened before. 

It is also interesting to go back to the first issue 
of The Orchid Review in 1893 and note that there 
were some 300 entries of Slippers in the index, 

the larger proportion of them hybrids. Some 
were important generators of the flowers we 
look at today, while others are simply names in 
Sander’s List of Orchid Hybrids. 

One very strange feature emerged in the initial 
hybridising. The leaves became broader than 
those of any of the original species. In looking for 
a cause a parallel may be found in the mutations 
which occurred in the cymbidiums, although 
hybridism in general seems to find strength in 
cross-pollination of all sorts of flowering plants. 

Perhaps some of this could be part of the 
unusual differences occurring between various 
species. The chromosome numbers of the various 
species were not only uneven in the plants of a 
single species, they were also uneven from 
species to species and this would have the effect 
of causing mutations and adding to the leaf as 
well as flower sizes. 

It could be said with a great amount of truth 
that we have now slipped into a style of flower 
which is stereotyped in its roundness, its colour 
and its almost dreary monotony. Gone are the 
beautiful days when a package of seedlings 
could be watched developing and finally flower- 
ing and giving satisfaction. It seems that today 
they are either good or bad, mostly judged on 
shape, and the baddies relegated to the sale 
bench for the beginners to play with. 

Another factor weighing heavily with some 
growers is that to get the duplication of the shape 
for which they were drawn into a purchase in the 
first place they must go through a lengthy stage of 
preparation, manipulation and treatment. With 
only a few exceptions what follows in the next 
few days or even in the duration of a show is for 
the flower to revert to its natural tendencies and 
attract a lot of adverse comment in its decline. 

If Slipper flowers, when benched for judging, 
exhibited at shows or at society meetings are 
looked at with eyes unclouded by prejudice and 
preconceptions it is obvious that three major 
patterns are present. They have always been 
with us and could be noted as spotted types, 
clear colours and combinations of colours or 
brushed colour types, mostly in shades of red, 
brown or coppery-gold tones. All these various 
colours may be easily traced in the species. 

The pink paphiopedilum still eludes the 
hybridist and it may be asked if this is a possibility. 
If — and it is a long shot indeed, considering the 
number of attempts to date — the paphiopedilums 
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and phragmipediums could be cross-pollinated 
the chances are very good. If it comes to the other 
process then there is a formidable barrier still in 
the way because it has not so far been possible to 
use Clonal propagation techniques on the genus. 
Unlike cymbidiums, Slipper plants are nothing 
more than a bunch of leaves loosely hooked 
together by a rhizome and little more. But the 
technicians have not yet cried quits and are still 
trying. This is the first step necessary toward 
genetic engineering. 

In conclusion it could perhaps be remarked 
that speakers at orchid conferences could be 
chosen from two almost diametrically-opposed 
groups — the buyers and the sellers, who have 
quite different points of view. In any future 
development of either cymbidiums or slippers 
they will remain distinct, particularly if the 
registration conditions applicable in other coun- 
tries finally apply in Australia. It is difficult to 
estimate how such a set of conditions would be 
applied, particularly in relation to meristem 
production or to the ultimate in horticulture, 
genetic engineering. 

It is possible that some readers of this may 
think that I have not answered some of the 
questions presented to orchid growers sufficiently 
well to obtain a pass. But at least I have led most 
of you into unfamiliar territory, which is the 
recombination of anthocyanins in cymbidiums 
and slippers and it cannot be said that I did not 
reduce it to what I hope was understandable 
English prose.

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The Tenth World Orchid Conference

This is a sketch of the experiences of the 
Orchid Society of NSW Official Group during 
their trip to the Tenth World Orchid Conference 
in Durban, South Africa, in September 1981. 

Twenty of us left Sydney on September 1 and 
after twenty-four hours arrived in Johannesburg. 
We were met by Dr Derek and Mifawney Pirie. It 
was nearly midnight, and although tired, we 
were delighted to meet again these fine people 


who have been associated with the South African - 


Orchid Council since its inception. 

Next day some of us went to visit the interesting 
home of the Piries, have morning coffee and 
inspect their garden. Their orchid houses are 
sunk partly into the ground to counter the 
summer heat. Humidity was assisted by a lush 
growth of moss over and under the benches. 
Derek says he is winning the war against snails. 

We left next day for Durban by coach, travelling 
through Kruger National Park and viewing herds 
of wonderful animals. Then to Hluhluare Game 
Reserve where the white rhinoceroses were so 
close we could have touched them. 

We deviated to Stewart’s Farm to see Zulus 
living in their traditional manner. The witch 
doctor was to tell us of the future and was well 
prepared with many plants of Ansellia around 
him. But the real joy to me was the grace and 
beauty of the two cheetahs. 

At Durban we stayed at the fine four star 
Elangeni Hotel, the conference headquarters 
and about two minutes easy walk to the show 
hall. We were welcomed by the hospitality 
officer for the conference, and by many friends 
from around the world. We made new friends 
too. This of course is the very finest aspect of 
world orchid conferences — the winning and 
keeping of friends around the orchid world. 

The show hall was built especially for the 
world conference by the city council. It has a 
floor space of 3,100 square metres, and the 


ceiling height is five to nine metres. A temporary © 


structure accommodated the judges. 

South African societies staged some huge 
exhibits, while local and international traders 
had exhibits and some trading stalls. Zimbabwe 
Orchid Society was represented. 

A post office dealt with the attractive orchid 
stamps issued for the conference by the Republic 
of South Africa. A bookstall, art stalls, information 
centre and other facilities were there. A magnificent 
display of floral art shared the centre of the hall 
with a fascinating display featuring the growth of 
the genus Disa and its hybrids, the latter pre- 
sented by Dr Louis Vogelpoll. 


Several traders from Australia had displays. 
Townsville Orchid Society had a small display. 
The Australian Native Orchid Society had an 
exhibit that attracted considerable interest. Our 
Australian Orchid Council display was truly 
beautiful and gained a well-deserved silver certi- 
ficate and considerable attention. The orchids 
came from Queensland and NSW and it was sad 
to think other States couldn’t furnish a single 
bloom. 

Barry Collins, Kev McFarlane, Fred Alcorn, 
Reg Pilgrim and Stan Hogarth presented a show 
worthy of Australia and we were all proud to see 
the Australian Orchid Council so worthily repre- 
sented. Grateful too for the generous people who 
made that possible. 

Fred Alcorn won a handful of silver and 
bronze medals with his great lycastes, silver with 
L. Kooleena ‘Sunset’ and with a clone from the 
cross L. Shoalhaven x L. Kooleena. A bronze each 
for L. Shoalhaven ‘Rosalie’ and L. Kooleena ‘Elva’. 
Fred also won a special trophy for the best 
Lycaste or Angulocaste. 

Kev McFarlane won his share of silver and 
bronze medals with his outstanding phalaenopses 
and dendrobiums. His Dendrobium affine was a 
centre of attraction for connoisseurs. Bill Hughes 
won a first prize for a paphiopedilum and Frank 
Slattery a third prize, also for a paphiopedilum. 

Exquisite colours and fine arrangements met the 
eye at every turn. One display featured a waterfall 
about three metres wide and two metres high— an 
unbroken sheet of constantly-falling water accented 
the orchids. A pool featured the genus Disa in the 
rockeries around it. One display consisted of 
framed spikes of cymbidiums, suggesting painted 
masterpieces. 

Grand Champion of the Show was Cymbidium 
Highland Mist ‘Dillabirra’ and the Reserve 
Champion was a glorious pink-flowered clone of 
the cross P. Lippstar ‘Dianne’ x P. Zauber Rose 
‘Brilliance’. 

My choice of all plants however was the 
Champion South African Species Cynorkis 
compacta, a compact plant with a shower of 
dainty white flowers. 

A conference is far more than an orchid show 
and so we had world-renowned speakers on a 
total range of subjects. Two halls, one at the 
Elangeni and one at the adjacent Maharani Hotel, 
enabled simultaneous papers to be given but 
made some hard decisions inevitable. 

Australia had as speakers Fred Alcorn, Alvin 
Bryant, Mark Clements, Kev McFarlane, Sid 
Monkhouse and Bob Nicolle. All acquitted them- 
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selves very well indeed and we say “thanks and 
congratulations” to each of them. 

On Friday, September 11, there was a civic 
reception with great reunions being suitably 
celebrated. On Saturday a special race meeting 
was staged and we were the guests of the Durban 
Jockey Club. They treated us very well indeed — 
including information that made winning seem 
too easy. But then Dr Mike O’Connor’s horse 
came home riderless and the question was: “Was 
the rider thrown or did he take a dive?” The 
verdict: “Thrown”. 

Sunday saw an interdenominational church 
service well attended, and in the evening a floral 
art demonstration by Mr George Smith. This held 
the audience spellbound by its beauty, simplicity 
of line and his non-stop, fascinating patter. 

Monday was judging day for the orchids, 
occupation day for the registrants, a sari parade 
and curry lunch for the ladies, then an orchid 
writers’ forum chaired by Joyce Stewart. Speakers 
at the forum were Joyce, Mary Noble McQuerry, 
Richard Peterson (editor American OS Bulletin), 
Peter Watson, Eleanor Mary Cadell (a South 
African English publisher) and _ finally Bill 
Smoothey to say what orchid readers need and 
desire. A good opportunity to stir. 

That evening the conference was officially 
opened, followed by a cocktail party at the 
Elangeni. 

Reading of the papers started on Tuesday. 
That night was a highlight with a South African 
evening held in a large marquee across the road 
from the Elangeni. Food was arranged like a 
barbecue and smorgasbord (they call it a 
“braevalai’) in unlimited quantities, with lots of 
fine South African wines. The Zulu Girls’ Choir 
sang delightfully, gumboot dancers performed 
and entertainment was non-stop. The finest 


address I’ve heard was delivered by Professor © 


Chris Barnard (open-heart surgeon) with a 
dominant theme: “As individuals or as people let 
us talk to each other, not at each other’. 

Early next morning a storm tore the tent to 
tatters. 

On Wednesday we were entertained in private 
homes. Hellen, myself and others, were guests of 
Dr Mike and Hetty O’Connor. It was a privilege to 
meet them and their family in this way. 

Thursday saw the conclusion of the conference 
sessions, followed that night by the banquet in 
the city hall. The nostalgia of a final banquet was 
made even more exquisite by the magnificent 
singing of the Drakensburg Boys’ Choir and the 
many farewells to friends we may not see again 
for about three years. 

Finally, it was Friday and farewell to our 
friends at the Elangeni, then by plane to Port 
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Elizabeth. Here a life-size bronze statue of a 
kneeling trooper watering his horse added reality 
to the legend: “The greatness of a nation is not 
measured by the number of its peoples or the 
area of its domain but by the nature and extent of 
its compassion”. 

From here we went by coach to many lovely 
places. Space doesn’t permit justice being done 
to these. We saw whales at Plettenburg Bay, the 
ostriches at Highgate, the crocodile farm and the 
Congo Caves. Then by the Garden Route, or coast 
road, we came to Capetown. 

We went to a special meeting of the Cape 
Orchid Society with many other registrants, and 
enjoyed meeting their members. On the way 
home Dr Louis Vogelpoel showed us his tech- 
niques for growing disas. 

Next day we went to Kirstenbosch Gardens 
and saw the wonderful proteas. In the evening a 
few of us were the guests of Professor Syd Cywes 
and his family at their lovely home with its 
extensive gardens and well-grown orchids. 

On the Wednesday we travelled by coach to 
visit Louis Mostert’s farm at Wolesley. Louis 
kindly showed us, growing in nature, many 
native species, including Bartholina burmaniana, 
Herschellia spathulata, Monadenia cernu, Ptery- 
dodium alatum and Satyrium coriifolium. He 
showed also the geometric tortoises Psammo- 
bates geometricus. 

Then on to Donling and Wilfred and Frieda 
Duckitt’s farm. Wilfred first showed us his 
beautiful veldt flowers, including many orchids. 
Then Frieda showed us their great cymbidium 
commercial undertaking with its enormous 
potential, and their very fine private collection. 
Frieda topped this by treating us to fresh home- 
made bread, butter and ham sandwiches. Suit- 
able libations completed this fine hospitality. 

Next day we were off to Johannesburg and 
eventually back to Australia. It would be fair to 
say we all love Australia the better for our trip but 
it has opened our eyes to the existence of many 
wonderful people.

Awards granted by the Australian Orchid Council totalled 35, 
of which five were Awards of Merit, 25 Highly;Commended 
Certificates and five Awards of Distinction. 

Paphiopedilums predominated, 14 being awarded, one of 
them an AM. In spite of this the range of genera was wider than 
usual. 

Of eight cymbidiums two were AM, two HCC were Novelty 
types. 

A Miltonidium received an HCC, and an Anguloa an AD. A 
Zygopetalum received an AD, the first time this genus has been 
awarded in Australia. 

Two natives each received a HCC. One to a fine clone of 
Dendrobium Ku-Ring-Gai, one to a Calendia. The latter is the 
first award made to an Aussie terrestrial. Both of these are 
illustrated. Other illustrated awards are on the centre pages. 

Itis noteworthy that the Award of Distinction of the Year is a 
species orchid.

AGM 


Details of AOC awards are published in this 
issue, also the report of the nomenclature com- 
mittee: A summary of the major items approved 
at the annual general meeting, including import- 
ant decisions on judging has been held over until 
the March issue. : 


REPORT OF 
ORCHID NOMENCLATURE COMMITTEE 
TO AOC 


BASES: This committee has adopted two funda- 

mental bases: 

(1) Its work is essentially educational. 

(2) Proposed changes of name for any genus or species 
should not be acted upon until such has been 
ratified by the International Orchid Commission. 


REGISTRATION: Having regard to the long delays 
in the registration of grex names (which also affected 
granting awards in some cases) the Committee took the 
opportunity while its member, Mr Ron Kerr, was in 
England early this year to ascertain the reasons for 
such delays and whether they could be avoided. He has 
been advised: 


(1) All applications are treated in order of receipt and 
no priority can be given under any circumstances. 
(2) Ahuge backlog of applications exists notwithstand- 
ing additional part-time staff engaged to try to cope 
with this situation and it is not expected that the 
matter will be righted until after the 11th World 
Orchid Conference in Miami 1984. 
The committee is following up this matter, especially 
with respect to circulating decisions of the IOC and 
registration where one parent of a cross is unknown. 


BULLETINS: Two bulletins have been issued by the 
committee: 
(a) The first was directed towards securing the co- 
operation of all State authorities with council's

decisions of September 1980. The members of the 
committee have been pleased with the marked 
improvement shown in the records of societies 
with which they are associated. 

The second sought to inform concerned persons of 
the state of registrations with the IRAOH and to 
foreshadow moves that will be made at this meeting 
to eliminate some grounds for disquiet with respect 
to some so-called Australian native orchids and 
their hybrids. These moves are incorporated in the 
next section of this report.

RECOMMENDATIONS: The committee having 
considered the available reports on this matter and 
having discussed it at length are satisfied that the 
council should direct that all State authorities and their 
affiliated societies should, when considering Australian 
native orchids and their hybrids for show purposes: 
(a) Accept as Australian native orchids (inter alia): 

Calanthe triplicata 

Dendrobium antennatum 

Phaius tancarvilliae 

Spiranthes sinensis 
(b) Refuse to accept as Australian native orchids (inter 

alia): 

Dendrobium johnsoniae 

Vanda tricolor 

Corybas macranthus 

The committee recommends accordingly and further 
recommends that this decision take effect on and from 
January 1, 1982. 


FIRST REGISTRATION AUSTRALIAN 
TERRESTRIAL CROSS 

Mr Les Nesbitt of South Australia is a very good 
grower of Australian terrestrial orchids. He now has 
the honour of having made the first registration of a 
man-made Australian terrestrial deciduous hybrid. 
Appropriately it has been named Diuris Pioneer. 

The cross is between D. maculata and D. longifolia. A 
clone of this crossing, D. Pioneer ‘Big Ears’, was much 
admired when Mr Nesbitt flowered it in August 1979. 

Diuris Pioneer also occurs as a natural hybrid. It has 
hybrid vigour, producing large, robust plants with big 
flowers.

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On buying your orchid plants 


DR GREG WILLIAMS 


One of the first problems new growers of 
orchids face is buying their first plants. Often the 
first purchase is impulse buying at a supermarket, 
nursery or orchid show. If the plant is grown 
successfully under modest housing conditions, 
the “bug” may bite and a new orchid grower is 
born. 

Further plants are purchased; often no long- 
term thoughts are given as to where the buying is 
leading. The complications of types of orchids — 
cattleyas, dendrobiums, etc and the strange 
symbols, Slc., Blc., Le., etc are usually noted 
about this stage but not understood. Sufficient 
information to get past these words should come 
easily from talking to nurserymen, orchid growers 
and by talking and listening at orchid society 
meetings. But most important of all is READING 
and not answering the questions you ask but 
LISTENING. Most questions I have been asked 
about orchids have been immediately answered 
(sort-of) by the enquirer and any departure from 
their sought answer has been most unacceptable. 

All societies have members who are very 
experienced in growing orchids — some special- 
ising in some areas more than others. Some 
members have very mixed collections. You will 
know something of people’s growing preferences 
from the plants they table at meetings. Just 
seeing what is in flower each month is an 
important starting point in building a collection. 
Societies hold Spring, Winter and Autumn shows 
— another opportunity to see orchids and to 
learn — to learn what different types look like; 
what colours are available; what time of year 
they flower, etc. Make sure some of the shows 
you see include your plants. 

Visits to other orchid growers, either through 
society visits or just by asking for an invitation to 
come and look allows you to see and discuss the 
housing of your orchids. 

So by now you probably have a feeling for what 
you want to grow. One might think in terms of: 
©@ Acollection to give blooms all the year round. 
®@ A specialised collection of species, vandas or 

cattleyas, etc. 
® A collection for a magnificent display for 

Spring or Autumn, ete, etc. 

Few growers will think quite so narrowly but 
their collection will usually have such a bias. 

Armed now with the experience of growing 
the plants you have acquired at various venues 
one can start planning. A list of your wants

should be developing and comments collected 
on where you might get them, an idea of cost and 
a priority established. 

If you haven't done it yet the next $10 you 
spend on orchids should be spent in writing for 
catalogues as advertised in the Australian Orchid 
Review. American catalogues are often in colour 
with considerable detail and prices to match. 
Australian lists are rarely in colour, and can 
usually be had for the price of a stamped self- 
addressed envelope — but the detail given is 
often minimal. : 

When you select plants, look for plants that are 
in the ascent — they look vigorous and interested 
in life — each successive growth is larger than the 
previous or similar in size if the plant is flowering 
size. Here however, recently-divided plants will 
often not make as large a new growth as the 
previous but should be strong. Ask about major 
blemishes or discolouring of leaf or bulb.

Well we now have some idea of what we want 
— we have all our catalogues and money burning 
a hole in our pockets. Hopefully from reading 
and talking, an appreciation of the word “meri- 
clone” has been established, and an understand- 
ing of what one may or may not expect from a 
seedling. Seedlings are more of a gamble but in 
the long run can be more fun than just mericlones. 
The anticipation of flowering something special 
in a seedling is a great part of the enjoyment of 
first blooms. It won’t be the same as everyone 
elses, etc and it is well to remember that meri- 
clones came from seedlings in the first place. 

The price of a seedling will vary with the size 
and also with the parentage, where it was grown 
(overseas or local), etc. A knowledge of the 
parents in a cross will give a guide to colour and 
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flowering season. The more similar the parents 
the less variation usually seen in the seedlings 
and the greater the difference in the parents the 
greater the differences in the seedlings isa rough 
guide. However, if one parent is a species it may 
dominate very strongly in the cross. 

The crossing of flowers of different colour will 
often give a wide range of colours in the seedlings. 
As you read more, you may become interested in 
the established principles of the genetics of 
colour — but this will give information on a large 
population of plants not on a particular seedling. 

Divisions of seedlings which have flowered 
are also available for sale. You might purchase 
the plant in flower and the quality of the bloom 
will usually be reflected in the price. Size for size, 
such plants are cheaper than small seedlings 
(considering the bench space they have occupied 
for years and the work that went into them), but 
they don’t hold the excitement of seeing a seedling 
flower for the first time. However, you know 
what you are getting. Unflowered, advanced 
seedlings, because they hold the secret of their 
flower are often more expensive than flowered 
plants. 

Mericlones are mass-produced divisions of a 
“selected” plant. A seedling upon blooming may 
be recognised as being a “super-star’ in some 
quality — its colour, lasting qualities, cut-flower 
or showbench potential. In buying mericlones it 
is often not clear what quality was appreciated to 
give rise to the plants being mericloned. 

If one examines the American price lists, near 
flowering-size plants grown by the mericlone 
process will be offered for anything from $25 to 
$200. The factors which dictate the price might 
be more commercial rather than a relative indi- 
cator of quality. A very large number of plants 
may have been produced to meet a particular 
large demand or a very limited number may have 
been produced to satisfy a smaller market. Good 
quality in yellow cattleyas is less available than 
excellence in purples but commands a higher 
price! A relatively small number of plants may be 
produced by the mericlone process to meet a 
demand in the top-end price range without 
flooding the market. This gives the grower a 
plant that will not be seen everywhere and to 
give a reasonable profit to the producer the 
superstars have to carry the cost of raising many 
seedlings which won't pay their way but have to 
be grown to find the few greats! 

Once these selected plants are made available 
for our selection other commercial orchid labora- 
tories will buy a plant and mericlone it on a huge 
scale! Their interest is in selling as many small 
plants of it as possible and this they can do 
relatively cheaply. Within a couple of years of a 
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plant being released at say $200 flowering size, 
many thousands of the same plant are available 
in flask at one to three dollars each (in flasks of 25 
plants). 

If you don’t think it important to buy that $200 
plant now you will see it at 2” pot size at $5 to $10 
in a few year’s time and depending on skill you 
will flower it four to seven years after that. Soone 
is really buying time! 

You should have observed from the catalogues 
that not all orchid genera are available as meri- 
clones and some a lot less so than others. 

Cymbidium and cattleya orchids are the big 
commercial areas in mericloning — followed a 
long way behind by dendrobiums, phalaenopsis, 
vandas and the intergenerics (oncidium, etc 
alliances). 

Buying your orchid plants can be impulse 
buying, when or where the mood takes you or it 
can be a more studied exercise. Something in 
between would be “normal”. The arrival of an 
orchid journal or two each month or quarter can 
be a looked-forward-to evening of browsing 
followed up by requests for catalogues. Most of 
the lists you send for you won't buy from so at 
least send a stamp. 

To summarise — one wants some degree of 
information to plan your spending — journals 
and catalogues, visits to as many shows as 
possible and to commercial and hobby growers. 
Some of us plan our holidays around such orchid 
visiting. There is no need to overdo it but take 
advantage of your holidays to visit something 
“orchid” you wouldn’t otherwise get to see. 
Search the Australian Orchid Review carefully 
for shows where you are planning holidays. 

But most of all enjoy your orchids and make ita 
labour of love. ;

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POLYURETHANE FOAM — 
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TO BE OR NOT TO BE?

For many years, cymbidium growers have 
added this foam to their mix and some regard it 
as a must for good healthy root growth. However, 
I approached its use with mixed feelings, and 
over the course of a few years a great bag of this 
material has been stuffed into the back seat of the 
car and heaven help me if the bag has a decent 
sized hole. The foam gets into every nook and 
cranny! 

My last purchase was a massive sized bag, 
must have been at least six feet high and made 
the trip from the nursery without spilling a single 
drop. The last time we included foam in our mix 
was two seasons ago and I vowed never to have it 
near the potting shed again. When] left the shed 
the stuff used to follow me down to the back door 
and the only way to stop it from coming into the 
house was to make a quick side-step, that would 
make even Brett Kenny jealous and watch it go 
on down the lane-way. 

A week or so ago, I decided to do some potting 
on, as some of the plants had outgrown their 
containers, so gathering them together, I pro- 
ceeded to knock the plants out. What amazed me 
was the condition of the roots on plants that had 
polyurethane foam in the mix. 

One plant in particular was very interesting. It 
was a two-bulb, two-lead and two-backbulb 
plant of Sensation ‘Cecil Park’. There was not a 
dead root on the plant, even the roots on the 
backbulbs were the same as those on the forward 
bulbs. It had been in this container for two years 
and apparently the foam had kept the mixture 
nice and open and allowed air to get down to the 
roots. The other pots without foam were not as 
healthy and quite a number of the roots were 
dead and had to be cut off. 

So a decision had to be made and it was to go 
back to using foam. We are lucky in that our 
potting shed can be sealed off from most winds 
and the large potting bench is ideal to mix-in this 
intractable material. But believe me I have come 
to the conclusion that the effort is well worth it. 

One way to stop the foam from blowing out of 
the pot when it works to the surface of the 
mixture is to use a few handsful of fine pine bark 
to top up the pot. This helps considerably in 
keeping the weeds in check as they are quite easy 
to pull out when growing through the bark as 
they come up long and lanky. 

The use of rice hulls or peanut shells are also 
very good in keeping the mix nice and open, But 
they have to be stored in tins as mice have a habit 
of chewing holes in the bag and when you pick 


it up a lot of the contents are all over the potting 
shed floor. © 

For many years we have been making our own 
compost, partly because of the cost of propriety- 
made mixes which increase each year. 

To start the mix off, we obtain three bags of 
buzzer chips from untreated wood and two bags 
of fowl manure preferably without a lot of 
feathers. A large piece of heavy plastic is laid on 
the ground anda bag of chips is spread out, this is 
watered lightly and then a bag of poultry manure 
is spread over them, again lightly watered. 
Finish off the heap with the poultry manure. This 
is then covered with another sheet of plastic and 
allowed to compost down for at least a month. 
Often after that period, keep turning the mixture 
and when finally the heat has gone out, it will be 
ready to use. This can take up to two months. 
Using a plastic bucket you can now set about 
making a mix. 

We find a good all-round mixture is. . . 

2 buckets of compost. 

2 buckets of peat moss (we use Australian). 

1 bucket of rice hulls. 

1 bucket of fine pine bark. 

1 bucket of coarse sand. 

1 bucket of charcoal. 

2 buckets of polyurethane 

for each bucket add two tablespoons of dolomite 
and one tablespoon of superphosphate. 

All ingredients except the polyurethane foam 
are inert and can be mixed easily on a plastic 
sheet, but when you come to adding the foam 
make sure there is no wind because if there is the 
slightest of breezes the foam will eddy all over 
the place. Our mixing is done in the potting shed 
with all entrances closed. 

Some growers add muriate of potash, sulphate 
of potash, sulphate of iron and magnesium 
sulphate, but as we fertilize regularly and as 
most soluble fertilizers contain most of these 
elements in set proportions the plants do not 
show their lack in the mixture. 

DON'T BE AFRAID TO ASK 

Maurie Black, editor of the Warringal OS Bulletin, 
reports in a recent issue: “Overheard at meeting: 
‘Leading growers do not give away too many secrets’. 
Person was informed any grower will give advice, 
please just ask and I am positive you will get all the help 
and assistance required. Don’t be misled, this is NOT a 
secret society’. 

The wonderful thing about orchid growing is the 
way experienced growers pass on their knowledge. A 
novice’s own shyness is sometimes the greatest barrier 
to his learning about orchids. 
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BOOK REVIEW 


Organic gardening 

At first glance this book by Peter Bennett on organic 
gardening appears to have little to do with orchids. 
However, quite apart from the fact that most orchid 
growers are also gardeners, there is much in this book 
directly applicable to orchid growing. Further, it has 
been written by an Australian for Australian conditions. 

We are all familiar with most to the hurtful insects 
but how many of us can recognise the friendly ones? 
The first chapter deals with friends and foes alike. We 
are shown their not always photogenic portraits, many 
in colour, and the life-cycle of each is explained in 
some detail. The metamorphosis of some of our 
enemies is something few of us know. Can you recog- 
nise the moth of a looper caterpillar? Are you aware of 
the three types of life-cycle in insects? 

Also, do you know enough about the habits of snails 
to be able to eliminate them (well most of them) in a 
fortnight? See page 30. 

And do you know what birds can do for you in your 
garden? Also lizards and frogs? 

A chapter The living soil contains much of value for 
the understanding of composts and the way plants 
absorb nutrients. This leads to a discussion on essential 
elements and their place in nutrition. 

Chapter 4 covers Fertilizers in great detail and it is 
interesting to learn how too much of one element can 
neutralise another. 

On pesticides the author states, “In the best organic 
gardens there will always be a place for pesticides, but 
they should be applied rarely and with the utmost care 
and wisdom’. 

Of course you may even find the data of value for 
growing vegetables and flowers well. There is excellent 
advice on mulching, and on lawn care. Specific vege- 
table crops and fruit trees are covered, with suggestions 
on how to get the best vields. 

But even if vour orchids leave you no time for other 
gardening this is an extremely interesting and valuable 
book. It is well illustrated with colour plates, black and 
white photos, and sketches. Printing and layout make 
for easy reading.

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Recommended nomenclature 


Among much other business conducted at its 
Seventh Plenary Session in Durban in September 
1981, The International Orchid Commission 
adopted a number of recommendations of its 
Taxonomy and Nomenclature Committee relating 
to the botanically correct and (where different) 
horticulturally recommended names of certain 
orchid species for future use. Bulletin editors are 
invited to copy: 

“The TNC recommended that the following 
cases of conspecificity be resolved as indicated, 
for the purposes of which name in future is to be 
treated as the botanically correct name, which 
name (if different) is to be treated — or continue 
to be treated — as the horticulturally recom- 
mended name (under the principles set out in 
Part VI of the Handbook on Orchid Nomenclature 
and Registration, 2nd Edition, 1976), and which 
name(s) shall be treated as synonyms both 
botanically and horticulturally: 


Paphiopedilums 

praestans: to continue in horticultural (in- 
cluding registration). use but in future as a 
horticulturally recommended name, for the 
species now correctly known as glanduliferum. 
(Bot./hort. synonyms — gardineri; wilhelminiae). 

philippinense: to continue in horticultural 
use as the botanically correct name. (Bot. hort. 
synonyms — laevigatum; roebelinii; Cypripedium 
cannartianum). 

superbiens: to continue in horticultural use 
as the botanically correct name. In future, whilst 
ciliolare and curtisii are to be treated botanically 
as synonyms of superbiens, both ciliolare and 
curtisii continue to be treated as specifically 
distinct for horticultural, including registration 
purposes, in the status of equal horticulturally 
recommended names (in view of their existing 
substantial involvement in registration as parents 
over many years). 

victoria-regina: to continue in horticultural 
use as the botanically correct name (Bot./hort. 
synonym — victoria-mariae). Whilst chamber- 
lainianum, glaucophyllum and primulinum 
should now be treated botanically as being 
within victoria-regina, they nevertheless all 
continue to be treated as specifically distinct for 
horticultural, including registration, purposes, 
in view of their past substantial use as parents in 
registration. 

Cymbidium 

pumilum: to continue in horticultural (in- 

cluding registration) use, but in future as a 


horticulturally recommended name, for the 
species now ‘correctly known botanically as 
Cymbidium floribundum, Lindley. 


Dendrobiums 

lineale: In future to be treated, both botanically 
and horticulturally, as specifically distinct from 
gouldii, and not as a synonym of gouldii. How- 
ever, recommended that veratrifolium and 
grantil, which had hitherto been treated horti- 
culturally as specifically distinct, should hence- 
forth (including future use in new registrations 
as a parent) be treated horticulturally as within 
lineale; nevertheless all past registrations of 
progeny as from veratrifolium and grantii should 
continue to stand, both per se and as parents 
themselves of future hybrids, in view of their 
substantial past use. 

macrophyllum: to continue in horticultural 
use as the botanically correct name. (Bot./hort. 
synonyms — gordonii; musciferum). 

mirbellianum: to continue in horticultural 
use as the botanically correct name. (Bot./hort. 
synonym — wilkianum). 

nindii: the botanically correct name (although 
hitherto never cited as such as a parent in 
registration, wherein toftii and ionoglossum had 
both been treated as specifically distinct from 
nindii and from each other). Recommended that 
in future horticultural use, including registration 
as a parent, toftii and ionoglossum both be 
referred to nindii. Nevertheless all past registra- 
tions of progeny as from toftii and ionoglossum 
should continue to stand, both per se and as 
parents themselves of future hybrids, in view of 
their substantial past use. 

The IOC endorsed all these recommendations 
of the Taxonomy and Nomenclature Committee, 
the latter hereafter referred to as the TNC. 

The TNC also recommended that the IOC 
endorse the status stated for the following con- 
specific groups for future use in registration as 
parents if, as and when any included name 
should be so cited:— 

Dendrobium 

robustum: correct name, botanically and 
horticulturally. (Bot./hort. synonym — warianum). 

macranthum: correct name botanically and 
horticulturally. (Bot./hort. synonyms — arach- 
nostachyum; pseudo-tokai). 

Aerangis 

luteo-abla: correct name, botanically and 
horticulturally. (Bot./hort. synonym. — rhodo- 
sticta). 
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It was also recommended that the name Den- 
drobium tokai be confined to those plants from 
Fiji or Tonga. 

A report on a previously discussed case was 
made by TNC as follows: Asa result of the request 
made to the Director of the Royal Botanic Gardens, 
Kew by the previous IOC meeting in 1978, a study 
had been made by Dr P. J. Cribb into the correct 
identification of plants of the genus Dendrobium 
which had in the past been known under such 
names as ‘talasea’, ‘Tangerine’, ‘tangerinum’, 
‘Pomio Brown etc. As a result of these studies Dr 
Cribb had published two new Dendrobium species 
to which the above should be referred, namely:— 

Dendrobium helix (formerly known as ‘talasea 
and ‘Pomio Brown’). 

Dendrobium tangerinum (formerly known as 
‘Tangerine’ and ‘tangerinum’. 

Corrections had been made and published to 
all past cases where in registration these had, as 
parents, been erroneously referred to Dendrobium 
strebloceras. 

The IOC endorsed all these further recom- 
mendations by the TNC, accepted the report on 
the previous case, and resolved that all the 
recommendations and the report be circulated 
to the world’s orchid press. 


BYRON OS HAS 25th ANNIVERSARY 

The Byron District Orchid Society had a very successful 
25th anniversary show at Byron Bay in October. 

Champion Orchid was a cymbidium, name unknown, 
exhibited by Mr Arthur Winter. Reserve Champion was 
a beautiful Dendrobium Bardo Rose exhibited by Mrs 
Eileen King. A wonderful specimen plant of Dendrobium 
nobile var. virginale was given a cultural award. 

A feature of the celebration was the conferring of a 
well-deserved life membership on Mr Percy Sheaffe of 
Brunswick Heads. Percy is one of the few remaining 
foundation members and a president for some years. 
He is still as keen as ever at meetings, and gives freely 
with advice. He is a judge for the Northern Rivers 
District Orchid Council. 

The society meets second Monday of each month, in 
turn at Byron Bay, Mullumbimby and Bangalow. Visitors 
and new members can contact the secretary, Mrs E.

STERILISE YOUR POTS 

The Newcastle Orchid Society Bulletin has this to say 
about cleaning pots: Sterilise your pots, crocks and 
stakes before using again. Dip them in “Clorax”’, one 
part to ten parts water. Rinse thoroughly in clear water. 
If you fail to rinse well the bleach may injure the roots. 
Some hobbyists scrub their pots by hand with a brush 
and soapy water, soak them in “Clorax”, and then soap 
and rinse them in the kitchen dishwasher. Beware of 
putting dirty pots in the dishwasher. 

Nature will sterilise your pots for you if you set them 
out in the open sun for a couple of weeks. If old roots 
stick to the insides, scrape these off first. A better 
method is to scrub the pots in “Clorax”, rinse well and 
then set out in the sun. 
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Salute to Harry Bond 


Up Newcastle way a reference to “Mr Orchid” can 
only mean one man: Harry Bond. Harry took off with 
orchids in 1945 from the unlikely background of engi- 
neering, running a marina, achieving championship 
status in speedboat racing and being very successful at 
yacht racing. 

By 1950 the orchid bug had bitten so deeply he 
started exporting flowers and was thus one of the first 
in this field. His establishment at Marmong Point grew 
into a large nursery producing thousands of cymbidium 
flowers and buying thousands more from Newcastle 
growers. 

Right from the start Harry set out to make service to 
fellow growers a reality. He became a committee 
member of the Newcastle Orchid Circle (now Newcastle 
Orchid Society) then served for ten years as president. 
He was first president of Maitland and Coalfields 
Orchid Society, and co-founder of Belmont Orchid 
Society where he served as vice-president for 18 years. 

Between whiles he chaired the meetings inagurating 
the Dungog, Gloucester, Cooranbong and Westlakes 
Orchid Societies. 

And here’s one for the record books: Harry has been 
President of Boolaroo Orchid Society for 23 years, less a 
gap of one year. He has been a judge of the Orchid 
Society of NSW for 25 years, rarely missing a meeting of 
the judging panel. On top of which he has been 
chairman of the Combined Newcastle Orchid Societies’ 
Committee since its inception over 12 years ago. 

Boolaroo Orchid Society is his special province. 
Many members owe their start in orchids to him. 
Where gifts of plants to newcomers might help, or 
donations of plants for raffles to help funds Harry 
would provide. 

Eight orchid societies, including the Orchid Society 
of NSW, have made him a life member. Surely that 
must be a world record. 

This year Harry has stepped down as president of 
Boolaroo Orchid Society and has disposed of his export 
business. By way of interest he still sells orchid supplies. 
You can bet too that tucked away in a special place are 
a few of his best-loved orchids. Now that pressures 
have eased may he enjoy them to the full. 

And here’s a warm message for you Harry: All 
Newcastle orchid folk think you're very special.

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ELEVENTH WORLD ORCHID CONFERENCE 


Organisation well advanced 


The 11th World Orchid Conference, Inc recently 
announced the election of Robert M. Scully, Jras 
president and general chairman of the March 
1984 event. That’s Springtime in Miami! 

World orchid conferences are held triennially 
in selected cities around the world, the tenth 
held in Durban, South Africa, September 10-17, 
1981. More than six years ago, the South Florida 
Orchid Society, head-quartered in Miami, bid to 
host the 1984 conference and was granted this 
coveted distinction by the American Orchid 
Society and the Royal Horticultural Society 
(London). 

Under Mr Scully’s direction, the organisation is 
already formulating plans and programmes. To 
create a successful event of such magnitude — 
more than 6,000 registrants anticipated as wellas 
interested visitors — requires skilful administration 
and well-qualified committee chairpersons. 

One of the most critical positions in the organ- 
isation and one of Mr Scully’s first appointments 
is that of programme chairman, to be filled by Dr 
Thomas Sheehan, Professor of Horticulture at 
the University of Florida. Hayden Sparks of 
Orlando, Florida, was appointed staging chair- 
man for the conference show and Marianne 
Ploch of Miami Beach has accepted the position 
of secretary to the committee. 

Though the conference is two and a quarter 
years away, it is not too early to secure rooming 
and meeting facilities. To date, more than 3,000 
rooms have been firmly committed by area 
hotels. The Hyatt Regency alone has blocked 
close to 500 water-view rooms and will act as 
host facility. The Hyatt is scheduled to open early 
in 1982 and will be a stunning addition to the 
revamped, exciting, downtown Miami water- 
front scene. The adjacent James L. Knight Inter- 
national Center contains 100,000 square feet of 
ultra-modern meeting and exhibition facilities 
and will accommodate all conference meeting 
activities with ease. 

Also located on the water is the lavish new 
Pavillon Hotel at the edge of Biscayne Bay. Styled 
in the grand European manner and co-host with 
the Hyatt, this soon-to-be-completed hotel will be 
another new landmark on the Miami cityscape. 

The conference show, where commercial and 
hobby orchid growers from all over the world 
will display their colourful and exotic blooms, 
will be staged at the Coconut Grove Exhibition 
Hall. The show is the highlight of the week-long 
convention and will supersede the 1984 Miami 
International Orchid Show. Coconut Grove is a 
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charming seaside village a few scenic minutes 
from the downtown area. Visitors will delight in 
the exhibition centre’s location just shoreward of 
the picturesque marina and close to a variety of 
restaurants and boutiques on shady streets. 

Mr Scully was a featured speaker for two 
programmes at the 10th WOC Durban on matters 
of orchid breeding and 11th WOC plans. While 
there, he maintained a hospitality suite at the 
Elangeni Hotel to stimulate interest in Miami as 
1984 host and Florida itself as an exciting desti- 
nation for foreign visitors. 

“Substantial funds will be required during the 
next two and a half years to underwrite a 
production of this scope,” Mr Scully said. He 
emphasised that the “Support of all US orchid 
societies, world-wide orchid publications, 
commercial interests and some governmental 
agencies is critical if we are to create the desired 
impact on the international orchid community 
as well as the Miami and Florida communities.” 

AOR will publish conference news as prepara- 
tions advance. Plan to be there! Keep the dates 
March 1-15, 1984 in mind. Pre and post-tours are 
being arranged. 


CUMBERLAND AND MAITLAND CO-OPERATE

“To those who find the botanical names of orchids 
confusing and difficult to pronounce, I suggest that 
they are universally known by these names, which in 
most cases are descriptive. 

Having recently read Ground Orchids of Australia by 
Maynard R. Pocock my confusion was complete. In it 
over 230 colloquial names are listed and it is common 
to have orchids of different genera having the same 
colloquial name. ‘Blue cockies’, ‘Blue fairies’, ‘Bulldogs’, 
‘Curlylocks’, ‘Daddy Long Legs’, ‘Nannygoats’, etc, etc, 
etc. 

I have filed the list of colloquial names in a cylindrical 
container on the floor under my desk, where it will 
remain until next garbage day.” 

It is of interest to note that the bulletins of the native 
orchid groups are meticulously accurate in their 
nomenclature.

The “Henry Somerset Orchid Conservation Area’ 


In 1979, Mr Peter Tonelly advised the Foundation 
that a subsidiary company of Australian Pulp and 
Paper Mills Ltd had acquired land between 
Latrobe and Railton which was intended for re- 
afforestation and be converted to a blue gum 
plantation. 

The late Mr ‘Jack’ M. J. Firth used this area 
extensively in citing material for his book Native 
Orchids of Tasmania, 1965. 

The area is very rich in terrestrial orchids, 43 
species being recorded, one of which is Caladenia 
echidnachila, very possibly the best stand that 
exists. In 1930 Dr R. S. Rogers described Caladenia 
longii from this area, unfortunately this rare 
plant has not been found since, but it is hoped 
that this species still exists in this area. 

Peter Tonelly has been the prime mover and 
initiated negotiations that have involved APPM, 
government departments and other authorities 
including the National Parks and Wildlife Service 
of Tasmania. Now, by the graciousness of APPM, 
the area is to be set aside and will be known as 
the ‘‘Henry Somerset Orchid Conservation Area”. 
It will be one of thirty-five conservation areas 
managed by the National Parks and Wildlife 
Service of Tasmania but the only reserve set 
aside specifically for orchids. 

Peter approached Dr Winifred Curtis about 
this area, and played a major role in other 
experts giving their approval. Throughout the 
various forms of negotiations, harmony and co- 
operation has been fundamental in arriving at 
this conclusion. 

The reserve is a strip of land 1.5 km along the 
Devonport-Latrobe-Railton Road, and averaging 
300 metres in width, amounting to 40 hectares. 

Members of the Devonport Orchid Society 
have given a great deal of physical support and 
from the beginning, the Foundation has sup- 
ported Peter’s efforts and will be involved in 
preparations for the official opening of the reserve. 

Sir Henry Somerset was an eminent Tasmanian 
who played an important role at the beginning of 
the negotiations. 

The Premier of Tasmania has been officially 
invited to receive the dedication papers from Sir 
William Vines, CMG, the Chairman of Directors 
of the Associated Pulp & Paper Mills Ltd on 
November 27, 1981. 

Beside other members, the Foundation will be 
represented by Gerald McCraith and F. W. “Bill” 
Paddock at this opening ceremony. 


SUMMARY OF FOUNDATION'S AGM 
All retiring directors were re-elected and Mr Gerald 
McCraith re-appointed as chairman. 


The financial report showed that substantial sums 
had been spent on expeditions to McIlwraith Range in 
Queensland, Israelite Bay in Western Australia and the 
Northern Territory. 

The foundation also paid for a Kew botanist, Dr Peter 
Cribb, to visit Australia and some Pacific islands. Dr 
Cribb was able to straighten out many taxonomic 
problems. He is continuing work on the Latouria and 
Ceratobium sections of Dendrobium. 

Money was also spent on the preliminary work for 
publishing an English translation of Schlechter. 

A very successful orchid workshop was organised at 
Burnley and over 370 attended, most of them not 
members of societies. 

A letter was sent to NSW authorities regarding the 
sending of native orchids to Victoria by truckloads. Not 
only is this destroying native habitats but many are sold 
half-dead or dead in chain stores. 

In June the foundation conducted a course in orchid 
morphology at the National Herbarium in Melbourne, 
under the direction of Dr A. R. Parkin. 


SCHLECHTER TRANSLATION 

Typesetting of the foundation’s English translation 
of Die Orchideen von Deutsch New Guinea is well 
advanced and publication is only a few months away. 

The work will exceed 1,200 pages. It will include 
Schlechter’s drawings. These were not in the original 
edition but in a separate publication. 

The work has been faithfully translated by Dr H. Katz 
and Mr G. Haar. (The editor apologises to Mr Haar for 
spelling his name incorrectly in the September issue).

QUEENSLAND 


QUEENSLAND ORCHID SOCIETY 
Reported by Olive Avery 

Appropriately two beauty queens, the Queen of 
Warana and Miss All Nations, opened this beautiful 
festival. 

Champion was Paphiopedilum (unregistered grex) P. 
roebelinii x P. lowii. This most unusual primary hybrid 
had four blooms with brown and spotted petals about 
15 cm long and twisted. The labellum was yellowish 
with brown stripes, and the dorsal greenish. Those 
who saw this well-cultured plant could only wonder at 
the vast range of beauty found in the orchid world. 
Owner: Mr Eric Boston. 

Reserve Champion was Blc. Sylvia Fry ‘Supreme’, 
owned by Mr Les Vickers. This huge, mauve and purple 
bloom showed the beauty of its colour and culture to 
perfection. Champion Cymbidium was Mr G. Blood- 
worth’s C. Burgundian ‘Sydney’ with twelve greenish- 
brown flowers, each with a wide and beautiful labellum 
showing cream and maroon stripes and a yellow line 
crossing the throat. 

Champion Specimen and Champion Native was 
Dendrobium canaliculatum ‘Sandra Maree’, owned by 
Mr D. Capner. It was a picture with innumerable 
racemes lined with dainty white blooms tinged with 
yellow, offset with purple lips. 

Mrs E. Spencer captured the Champion Novice prize 
with Dendrobium Yukidaruma ‘King’, a large plant 
covered with beautiful white and maroon flowers. 
GOLD COAST OS 

The Spring Show, held as part of the Gold Coast 
Annual Show, was viewed by thousands of people. The 
new-look show pavilion was lined with palms and 
shrubs from the council nursery.
